Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you,  for  the  information  of  His 
Excellency,  my  report  on  public  instruction  for  1875-76,  and  certain 
documents  relating  to  1874-75,  which  were  transmitted  to  this  Department 
too  late  for  publication  last  year. 

preliminary  remarks. 

An  experience  of  some  months  suggests  to  my  mind  the  following 
reflections  on  the  operation  of  the  new  law  (39  Vict.,  c.  15)  which  came 
into  force  the  1st  February  last  (1876; : 

This  law,  by  dividing  the  Council  of  Public  Instructionf  into  two 
district  "  committees,"  the  one  Catholic  and  the  other  Protestant,  has  not 
only  restricted  its  jurisdiction  and  its  functions,  but  his,  in  fact,  transferred 
its  quondam  power  to  these  two  committees,  while  it  has  not  formally 
defined  the  exercise  of  them.  Thus  the  apportionment  of  the  funds  for 
higher  education  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  two  committees,  while,  as 
regards  the  amounts  set  apart  for  primary  schools,  the  law  fixes  the  distri- 
bution of  them  according  to  the  populations,  Catholic  and  Protestant,  as 
ascertained  by  the  latest  census. 

At  its  first  meeting,  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  divided  itself 
into  two  committees,  which  immediately  elected  their  respective  chairman 
and  secretary.    I  was  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Catholic  Committee ;  Mr, 
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Irvine,  Chairman  of  the  Protestant  Committee  ;  Mr.  Louis  Giard,  while  ho 
continued  to  exercise  the  functions  of  Secretary  to  the  Council,  conjointly 
with  Dr.  Miles,  was  appointed  Secretary  to  the  Catholic  Committee ;  and, 
finally,  the  Protestant  Committee  chose  for  its  Secretary  the  Kev.  Mr.  Weir. 

The  latter  occupies  an  anomalous  position  which  I  cannot  refrain  from 
pointing  out,  since  he  is  not  an  officer  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion :  he  is  only  the  employee  of  the  Protestant  Committee,  to  whom  he  is 
solely  attached.  In  appointing  him  Secretary,  the  Committee  has  not 
infringed  upon  the  law,  and  I  hasten  to  add  that  my  relations  with  Mr. 
Weir  and  the  Committee  have  been  most  satisfactory.  I  must,  neverthe- 
less, protest  against  a  state  of  things  which  is  irregular  and  may  give  rise 
to  disagreeable  complications.  The  Department  is  in  continual  correspond- 
ence with  the  Commissioners  and  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  schools ;  the 
general  management  of  schools,  the  engaging  of  teachers,  the  erection  of  or 
choosing  sites  for  school-houses,  the  establishment  of  school  municipalities 
or  the  iteration  of  their  boundaries,  the  collection  of  taxes  and  monthly 
dues,  the  salaries  and  accounts  of  secretary-treasurers,  the  semi-annual  and 
annual  rei)orts,  the  forwarding  of  the  monies  apportioned,  are  so  many  sub- 
jects, intricate  and  delicate,  on  which  I  have  to  deal  with  the  Protestant 
institutions. 

Now,  in  more  than  one  of  these  subjects  the  Secretary  of  the  Protest- 
ant Committee  may  consider  himself  authorized  to  interfere.  But  if  he  is 
not  employed  in  my  Department,  I  cannot  be  expected  to  assume  the 
responsibility  of  his  acts.  Yet.  according  to  the  general  spirit  of  the 
law,  the  management  of  the  Department  and  the  responsibility  attached  to 
such  management  all  devolve  upon  me. 

Moreover,  the  Secretary  of  the  Catholic  Committee  being  attached  to 
my  Department,  I  can  insist  upon  his  keeping  the  minutes  of  the  meetings 
of  that  committee  in  a  register  kept  for  that  purpose ;  but  I  cannot  do  so 
with  the  Protestant  Committee,  whose  labors — speaking  from  a  legal  and 
official  point  of  view — are  carried  on  outside  of  my  offices.  The  Secretary 
is  not  bound  by  law  even  to  send  me  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Committee ;  his  doing  so  depends  altogether  on  his  own  good  will  and 
pleasure.  It  will  be  easily  seen  that  this  anomaly  interferes  with  the 
working  of  the  Department.  The  least  of  the  annoyances  might  be  to  dis- 
turb the  harmony  which  exists  between  the  two  divisions  of  the  Council, 
on  one  hand,  and  between  the  Council  and  the  Department  on  the  other. 
This  good  understanding  should  continue,  not  only  on  general  matters  but 
even  on  the  simple  administration  of  ordinar)^  business,  failing  which  wo 
are  subject  to  any  eventiiality — a  state  of  things  to  which  we  are  exposed 
by  the  anomaly  which  I  have  pointed  out.  , 

I  consider  it  advisable  <o  insert  in  tliis  report  the  proces  verbaux  of  the 
Catholic  Committee  since  I  have  assumed  my  present  functions.  The 
public  has  an  interest  in  being  acquainted  with  our  labors. 
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GENERAL  PUOGBESS  OF  PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION. 

The  tables  of  statistics  and  the  reports  of  the  inspectors  shew  a  decided 
progress  during  the  last  two  years.  In  fact,  education  in  our  Province  has 
advanced  more  rapidly  than  the  increase  in  population.  Thus,  the  popu- 
lation in  1861  was  1,111,566,  and  1,191,516  in  1871,  or  an  increase  of  one- 
thirteenth  and  a  fraction  in  ten  years.  But  the  number  of  pupils  attending 
school  in  1871  was  223,014,  and  247,696  in  1876,  being  an  increase  of  more 
than  one-ninth  in  five  years.  The  number  of  schools  under  the  direction 
of  the  Commissioners  or  Trustees  has  greatly  increased !  in  1873-4  there 
were  3,799,  and  1875-6  we  had  4,030. 

I  have  also  much  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  average  attendance  has 
gone  on  increasing  since  we  commenced  to  collect  statistics  under  this 
head.     These  are  the  figures : —

But  I  regret  to  say  that  several  of  our  schools  are  not  what  they  should 
/  be.  We  have  had  to  resort  to  severe  measures  in  more  than  one  case.  From 
the  list  which  I  had  prepared  for  the  distribution  of  the  monies  for  higher 
education,  the  Catholic  and  Protestant  Committees,  after  conscientious  con- 
sideration, deemed  it  their  duty  to  strike  some  model  schools  and  academies, 
which  were  hardly  better  than  elementary  schools,  because  through  some 
cause  they  did  not  follow  the  programme  of  studies  drawn  up  by  the 
Council  of  Public  Instruction.  Let  us  hope  that  these  severe  measures 
will  stimulate  the  Directors  of  these  schools  in  future,  and  will  make  other 
institutions  understand  that,  by  becoming  negligent  in  their  teaching,  they 
expose  themselves  to  the  danger  of  being  similarly  deprived  of  their  annual 
grant. 
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As  early  as  the  F'all  of  1874,  the  Inspectors  had  received  instructions 
to  make  a  special  visit  to  the  model  schools  and  academies,  and  at  that  time 
several  of  these  schools  were  struck  from  the  list  of  grants.  On  several 
occasions  I  complained  to  the  municipalities  of  the  insufficiency  of  their 
schools.  I  must,  in  equity,  remark  that  my  remonstrances  were  listened 
to,  and  that  efforts  were  made  to  remedy  the  defects  which  I  pointed  out. 

I  do  not,  however,  think  that  any  complete  reform  can  be  accomplished 
unless  some  means  is  derived  whereby  the  emoluments  of  teachers  can  be 
considerably  increased.  The  simplest  and  readiest  plan  would  be  to  grant 
to  teachers,  out  of  the  Provincial  Tr^aaury,  an  annual  allowance  equal  to 
a  certain  proportion  of  the  salary  paid  them  by  the  municipality,  provided 
that  these  salaries  were  fixed  by  law  at  a  certain  figure,  in  advance.  The 
-efiect  of  this  measure  would  be  to  encourage  the  municipalities  to  pay  their 
teachers  a  reasonable  salary,  and  to  assure  to  the  latter  an  annual  revenue 
which  would  allow  them  to  live  respectably,  and  in  a  style  becoming 
gentlemen  charged  with  a  mission  second  only  to  that  confided  to  the 
clergy. 

It  is  but  just,  however,  to  say  that  the  relative  inferiority  of  certain 
schools  is  owing  to  the  fact  that,  at  their  establishment,  they  assumed  a 
name  which  did  not  belong  to  them.  TJjlus,  an  elementary  school  wished  to 
be  called  a  model  school, — a  model  school,  an  academy, — an  academy^  a 
commercial  or  industrial  college.  I  grant  that  this  is  a  praisewojrthy 
ambition,  but  the  clear  result  of  these  false  descriptions  is  that  an  institu- 
tion widch  might  be  a  good  model  school  cuts  a  poor  figure  under  the  name 
of  an  academy,  and  that  one  day  or  another  the  Council  places  it  in  its 
proper  position  on  the  list  of  grants.  They  forget  that  the  name  of  a  school 
owes  its  value  to  the  special  report  of  its  directors  and  of  the  Inspectors, 
and  that  the  Council,  after  having  read  both,  always  know  what  conclusion, 
to  draw  as  to  the  nature  of  its  teaching.  I  trust  that  these  false  notions 
will  soon  be  rejected,  and  that  those  who  now  entertain  them  will  under- 
stand that  a  good  academy  is  preferable  to  a  college  unworthy  of  the 
name.  k 

This  remark  does  not  apply  in  any  way  to  those  colleges  which  furnish 
a  commercial  and  classical  education  at  the  same  time,  as  they  are  deserving 
of  all  praise  for  the  part  they  take  in  the  grand  movement  which  has  been 
going  on  for  some  years,  having  for  its  object  the  sound  practical  education 
of  youth. 

My  report  on  the  progress  of  this  system  of  education  must  be  abso- 
lutely favorable.  Everything  is  not  complete  and  perfect,  but  it  is  on  the 
way  to  become  so.  In  1873-74  the  Province  contained  16  industrial  colleges, 
attended  by  2,818  j>upils,  of  whom  2,653  were  Catholics  and  165  Protestants, 
Of  these  industrial  colleges,  that  of  Terrebonne  has  been  destroyed  by 
fire,  and  three  others,  those  of  Joliette,  St.  Laurent  and  Sherbrooke, 
which  had  687  pupils,  have  become  classical  colleges,  without,  however, 
giving  up  the  teaching  of  the  commercial  branches.  Notwithstanding 
^ia,  we  find  in  1875-76,  22  industrial  colleges,  attended  by  3,461  pupils,  ^ 
vhom  3,801  are  Catholics  and  160  Protestants. 
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It  is  needless  to  say  that  these  figures,  compiled  for  the  benefit  of  those 
who  delight  in  crying  out  about  the  inferiority  of  Catholics,  do  not  render 
complete  justice  to  the  English  population.  The  Protestants  have  but  one 
industrial  college  ;  their  commercial  education  being  received  in  academies 
or  high  schools.  This  difference  in  designation,  between  institutions 
of  the  same  nature,  renders  the  comparing  of  Statistics  difficult. 

In  the  meantime,  until  the  uniformity  of  names  will  permit  more  preci- 
sion in  the  matter,  let  us  be  content  to  know  that  the  French  population  of 
this  Province  is  not,  as  has  been  said,  unfit  for  business  and  hostile  to  com- 
mercial and  industrial  education.  In  this  respect,  they  are  as  far  advanced 
to-day  as  any  of  the  surrounding  nationalities.  This  salutary  progress  is 
due  both  to  the  colleges  directed  by  the  clergy  and  the  industry  and  perse- 
verance of  a  certain  number  of  willing  citizens. 

I  may  be  allowed  to  repeat  here  what  I  said  in  the  report  w^hich  I 
made,  as  Minister  of  Public  Instruction,  for  1872-73. 

"  As  for  our  Province,  particularly,  I  think  it  would  be  effecting  a 
"  necessary  reform,  and  rendering  a  great  service  to  society,  to  oblige  all 
"  the  pupils  of  our  colleges  to  follow  a  commercial  or  academical  course, 
"  by  whichever  name  it  may  be  called,  before  commencing  their  classical 
"  course.  That  course  should  embrace  the  study  of  the  English  and 
*^  French  languages  to  an  extent  sufficient  to  enable  them  to  write  both 
**  languages  with  ease  and  correctness ;  arithmetic  in  all  its  branches  ; 
"  book-keeping ;  the  elements  of  history,  by  oral  lessons,  giving  general 
"  notions,  by  following  a  plan  somewhat  similar  to  Bossuette  *  Discours  sur 
"  VHistoire  Univevselle^'  and  by  endeavoring  to  give  an  idea  of  the  nations 
^*  and  empires  which  have  succeeded  each  other  in  the  world,  with  the 
**  influence  they  exercised  on  civilization ;  the  elements  of  geometry ;  lineal 
^^  drawing ;  agriculture,  and  some  ideas  of  political  and  domestic  economy .. 

**  This  course  could  be  completed  in  three  years,  supi)osing  the  pupils 
"  to  commence  it  with  the  knowledge  which  is  obtained  in  a  good  primary 
"  school. 

**  Then  the  grand  course  which  might  be  gone  through  in  the  seven 
**  or  eight  years  now  devoted  to  it,  might  be  begun.  The  student  would 
*'  derive  all  the  more  benefit  from  this  course,  from  the  fact  that  his  judg- 
"  ment  would  be  already  formed  and  that  he  would  be  capable  of  studying 
**  in  a  more  logical  manner. 

"  In  the  commencement,  it  might  be  difficult  to  find  competent  Profes- 
sors, but  by  energy  and  perseverance  this  difficulty  would  soon  be 
overcome. 


•I 


"  After  having  followed  such  a  course,  any  young  man  might  advan- 
tageously embrace  any  career,  and,  even  after  having  completed  the 
commercial  course  alone,  he  would  be  better  qualified  to  gain  a  livelihood 
than  one  who  had  followed  a  classical  course  which  would  only  fit  him 
for  the  study  of  a  liberal  profession ;  he  would,  moreover,  be  four  or  five 
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**  years  younger,  and  could  without  inconvenience  begin  an  apprenticeship 
"  in  any  science,  art  or  trade,  -which  it  is  impossible  or  difficult  to  do  after 
•*  a  classical  course  of  seven  or  eight  years  duration. 

*i  I  might  enlarge  upon  these  reflections ;  but  what  I  have  said  will 
"  suffice  to  show  that  there  is  a  way  of  effecting  a  reform  in  this  direction  ; 
*^  and  as  all  our  colleges  are  under  the  direction  of  men  who  look  upon  it 
"  as  a  work  of  charity,  devotion  and  self-denial,  I  have  no  doubt  that  they 
*'  will  heartily  adopt  these  modifications  of  recognized  utility,  as  soon  as 
"  they  perceive  that  they  can  thereby  perform  a  greater  amount  of  good." 

This  course,  with  some  slight  modifications,  is  adopted  by  the  colleges 
above-mentioned,  and  the  education  which  the  young  receive  in  these 
institutions  seems  to  me  to  be  the  most  appropriate  to  the  greater  number 
of  pupils.  Of  children  who  enter  classical  colleges,  a  good  number  do  not 
finish  their  course,  and  every  one  knows  that  an  incomplete  classical  educa- 
tion is  of  little  use  in  life  It  is  to  this  class  piincipallv  that  the  commercial 
course  is  destined  to  be  of  advantage,  as  the  students  who  will  have  followed 
it,  if  they  should  not  pursue  the  collegiate  course,  will  commence  life  with 
a  knowledge  from  which  they  can  derive  immediate  practical  benefit. 

We  already  perceive  the  good  results  of  this  courne.  Pupils  who 
leave  college  after  having  made  a  commercial  course  are  received  in  pre- 
ference to  any  others  as  clerks  in  our  large  mercantile  houses,  and  receive 
at  once  a  respectable  salary. 

This  reform  in  the  system  of  education  is  shown  in  the  statistics.  Thup, 
in  the  chapter  relating  to  pupils  studying  book-keeping,  the  following 
figures  appear :

It  must,  moreover,  be  remarked  that  well-conducted  academies,  such 
na  the  Plateau  Commercial  School,  at  Montreal,  which  is  attended  by  481 
pupils,  have  been  necessarily  placed  in  our  statistics  under  the  name  of 
ac^emies,  with  other  schools  of  the  same  name,  although  they  merit,  com- 
paratively, to  be  placed  on  the  list  of  colleges.  Every  one  is  aware  of  the 
superiority  of  the  education  furnished  by  these  institutions. 

In  a  word,  1  may  state  that  the  criticisms  passed  on  the  insufficiency 
oi practical  education  in  our  Province  apply  only  to  the  past,    ^^^i^ 
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Before  closing  these  remarks  I  must  draw  the  especial  attention  of  the 
members  of  the  Legislature  to  the  report  of  Mr.  Archambault,  Principal  of 
the  Polytechnic  School,  of  Montreal.  This  report  sets  forth  the  most 
satisfactory  progress;  it  pres<?nts  certain  claims  which,  I  hope,  will  be 
attended  to. 

REFORMS   TO   BE   CARRIED   OUT. 

Among  the  first  refonoas  which  our  educational  system  demands, 
increase  of  salary  to  teachers  must  be  placed.  I  ha  ve  already  spoken  on 
this  subject.  The  Hon.  Mr.  DeBoucherville,  in  his  report  for  1872-73,  spoke 
on  the  same  subject  in  the  following  terms : — "This  is  a  matter  to  which, 
"  unfortunately,  we  have  to  refer  every  year.  There  \n\l  never  be  good 
"  schools  as  long  as  the  services  of  competent  teachers  are  not  secured,  and 
"  such  teachers  will  not  take  charge  of  a  school,  unless  they  be  paid  a  rea- 
**  sonable  salary,  which  will  enable  them  to  support  their  families  and  to 
*'  fill  the  position  which  they  must  hold  in  society.*' 

I  believe  there  exists  but  one  opinion  on  the  matter  in  the  country ; 
but  there  is  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  means  to  be  adopted  to  bring 
about  a  reform.     In  general,  those  who  are  interested  in  the  solution  of  the 

Juestion,  seem  to  believe  that  the  municipalities  should  take  the  initiative, 
believe  this  is  a  false  impression.  To  obtain  the  consent  of  the  munici- 
palities, the  parties  composing  them  must  be  better  instructed, — and  the 
question  is  to  give  them  good  teachers  to  instruct  them  better. 

But  while  demanding  in  the  most  pressing  manner  reform  in  this  par- 
ticular, I  deem  it  my  duty  to  give  some  figures  to  correct  certain  exaggerated 
statements. 

We  have  1188  male  and  "4661  female  teachers;  the  latter,  therefore, 
form  79]  per  cent,  of  the  whole  body  of  teachers, — but  the  religious  com- 
munities furnish  636  male  and  787  female  teachers,  who  are  not  concerned 
in  the  matter,  since  no  one  questions  their  capacity.  There  remain, 
therefore,  652  male  and  3,874  female  lay  teachers,  and  of  this  number  503 
male  and  3,509  female  teachers  have  diplomas,  leaving  149  male  and  865 
female  teachers  who  have  no  diplomas.  This  is  by  far  too  many,  but  for  the 
past  few  years  the  examining  Boards  have  awarded  diplomas  only  to  those 
who  were  fully  qualified.     Let  us  now  see  the  amount  of  their  salaries : 

Under  $100.     From  $100  to  $200.    From  $200  to  $400.    $400  ftover. 

Male  Teachers 115  374  480  219 

Female  Teachers...  1722  2544  345  50 

All  the  female  teachers  in  religious  communities  to  the  number  of  787 
are  included  in  the  category  of  those  who  receive  less  than  $100,  leaving 
935  lay  teachers  under  that  head.  On  the  other  hand,  the  male  teachers  in 
religious  communities  are  placed  amongst  those  who  have  less  than  $100,  or 
from  $100  to  $200,  or  from4200  to  $400.  If  the  number  of  male  teachers  in 
religious  communities  (536)  be  deducted  from  the  total  number  of  the  two 
latter  classes,  there  will  remain  318  teachers  who  receive  from  $100  to  $400. 
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But  amongst  those  who  have  less  than  $100  there  are  at  most  IB  laymen. 
The  statement  might  be  more  exact  if  all  the  first  and  second  class  (489) 
^vere  set  down  as  being  held  by  religious  communities,  as  well  as  a  fraction 
(47)  of  the  third.  With  this  hypothesis  there  would  be  433  male  lay  teach- 
ers who  receive  from  $200  to  $400  per  annum  and  219  receiving  $400  and 
over. 

It  is  to  be  remarked  that  the  male  teachers  who  have  the  largest  salaries 
reside  in  the  cities  and  are  employed  in  normal  schools,  academies,  col- 
leges, &c. 

It  is  therefore  ascertained  that  the  worst  paid  are— first,  the  members 
of  religious  communities,  and  next  the  country  teachers,  male  and  female. 
However  it  may  be,  there  are  652  male  lay  teachers,  of  whom  219  receive 
at  least  $400  per  annum,  which  is  a  reasonable  salar}''.  There  are,  therefore, 
433  who  have  a  right  to  complain.  Then  there  are  3,874  female  lay  teachers, 
of  whom  345  have  from  $200  to  $400,  and  only  50,  $400  or  more.  By 
deducting  from  the  total  these  two  latter  classes,  we  find  3,479  female  lay 
teachers  who  receive  $200  or  less,  2,544  having  from  $100  to  $200,  and  986 
less  than  $100. 

These  figures  show  plainly  the  spirit  which  animates  a  large  number 
of  municipalities,  whose  evident  desire  is  above  all  to  have  cheap  education. 
They  also  give  at  the  same  time  an  idea  of  the- expenses  which  this  reform 
w  ould  entail.  For  the  basis  of  a  calculation  483  male  and  3,000  female 
teachers  must  be  taken. 


DEPiT  FOB  BOOKS,  MAPS,   &C.,   AND  MUSEUM. 

We  see  in  the  same  report  of  Hon.  Mr.  De  Boucherville — 

**  I  must  insist  again,  this  year,  on  the  necessity  of  establishing  at  once 
a  d^pot  for  books,  geographical  maps,  terrestrial  globes,  and  other  school 
furnishings.  Enough  attention  has  not  been  paid  to  this  project, 
which  would,  nevertheless,  give  considerable  impetus  to  the  working  of 
our  schools.  It  is  at  present  extremely  difiicult  to  procure  these  most 
necessary  articles  for  our  schools.  They  are  very  scarce,  and  the  prices 
of  them  are  so  high  as  to  be  out  of  the  reach  of  the  most  willing.  By 
means  of  these  depots  ot  which  I  speak,  the  price  could  be  reduced  one- 
half,  which  would  authorize  us  to  iorce  all  schools  to  purchase  them. 

"  A  lot  could  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  secretary-treasurer  of  each 
municipality,  who  should  undertake  to  distribute  them  amongst  the 
teachers  as  they  were  required.  No  pupil  would  then  be  without  those 
objects  which  become  necessary  as  his  education  progresses.  The  whole 
would  be  bought  in  the  name  of  the  municipality  and  furnished  on 
demand.  A  slight  increase  in  the  tax  would  sufiice  to  cover  these 
expenses,  and  parents  would  find  their  children  better  and  more  cheaply 
provided  for." 
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I  will  not  insult  any  one's  intelligence  by  undertaking  to  prove  the 
truth  of  these  remarks.  The  materials  and  apparatus  of  our  schools  will  be 
Insufficient  so  long  as  a  depot  for  books,  maps,  globes,  &c.,  does  not  exist  in 
the  Department  of  Public  Instruction.  Common  sense  should  shew  that 
4030  schools  will  not  be  sufficiently  provided  for,  if  the  care  of  doing  so  is 
left  in  the  hands  of  each  separate  teacher  or  municipality.  For  these 
reasons,  the  Legislature  should  no  longer  delay  the  establishment  of  such 
a  d6p6t  in  this  Department. 

The  importance  of  a  school  museum  is  equally  evident,  as,  without  it, 
the  officers  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  must  experience  great 
difficulty  in  keeping  up  with  the  improvements  made  in  the  furnishings 
and  apparatus  used  in  foreign  schools. 


BEWAKDS  TO    TEACHKRS. 

Up  to  the  present,  recompenses  have  been  given  to  pupils  to  excite 
between  them  a  legitimate  emulation  in  their  work ;  would  it  not  be  oppor- 
tune to  infuse  the  same  spirit  into  the  teachers  ?  It  is  to  be  feared  that  the 
teachers  of  primary  schools  generally,  once  they  are  provided  with  their 
diploma,  do  not  devote  sufficient  time  to  work.  It  is  the  most  painful  of 
tasks  to  teach  class  during  a  whole  day,  and  it  is  not  surprising  that,  having 
performed  that  duty,  they  should  feel  the  want  of  recreation  ;  therein  lies 
the  great  danger  for  the  teacher  Exhausted  by  his  daily  task  of  teaching, 
he  has  not  the  courage  to  take  up  his  books  and  j>erfect  himself — then  he 
falls  into  the  habit  of  following  an  invariable  routine. 

Well !  let  us  create  for  the  future  a  high  degree — the  diploma  of 
superiority;  which  would  be  delivered  by  the  Superintendent,  on  the 
report  of  the  Inspector,  to  the  teachers  who  would  have  kept  their  schools^ 
during  three  or  four  years,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  law  and  the 
directions  of  the  Council.  This  would  be  a  great  encouragement  to  the 
teaching  body,  and  another  efficacious  means  of  securing  the  carrying  out 
of  the  official  educational  programme. 


SCHOOL-HOUSES. 

There  are  few  places  in  this  Province  where  any  attention  has  been 
paid  in  the  erection  of  school-houses  to  the  laws  of  hygiene,  or  even  to 
comfort.  There  is  generally  but  one  predominating  idear:  to  build  cheaply. 
How  can  we  expect  to  find  strong,  healthy  children  in  the  small,  badly 
ventilated  country  school-houses,  where  from  thirty  to  fifty  pupils  are 
crowded  into  ill-adjusted  seats  ?  It  is  hard  enough  to  ask  complete  and 
absolute  quiet  from  a  school-boy  during  five  or  six  hours  per  day ;  when  he 
is  deprived  of  the  enjoyment  of  the  games  necessary  to  his  age,  he  should 
not  be  confined  in  a  vitiated  atmosphere  as  well, — and  while  he  is  obliged  to 
sit  down,  he  should  not  be  forced  into  uncomfortable  positions  which  may 
engender  deformity.  The  judicious  ventilation  of  school-houses,  a  good 
arrangement  of  rooms,  and  comfortable  seats,  are  three  things  too  much 
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neglected,   and   which,   nevertheless,   the    elementary  laws    of   hygiene 
imperiously  demand. 

There  is  but  one  way  of  effecting  any  reform  in  this  respect,  and  that 
is  by  obliging  the  municipalities  to  build  their  school-houses  and  make  their 
seats  according  to  a  uniform  model  to  be  furnished  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction.     I  propose  to  amend  the  law  in  that  sense. 

SAYINGS    BANKS    IN  SCHOOLS. 

^  The  savings  banks  in  schools,  founded  in  France  some  years  ago,  havo 
achieved  the  greatest  success.  They  accustom  the  pupils  to  economize  and 
prepare  them  early  to  look  to  the  future,  and  to  act  with  that  spirit  of  order 
which  leads  on  little  by  little  to  ease,  sometimes  to  fortune.  In  order  to 
give  a  good  idea  of  these  institutions  I  may  mention  th«  fact  that  at  the 
period  of  the  great  inundations  in  France,  the  pupils  of  one  inspection 
district  offered  their  savings  for  the  current  year  to  the  victims  of  the 
catastrophe,  and  that  there  were  in  their  chest  12,500  francs. 

I  am  aware  that  bank  legislation  is  not  the  province  of  the  Local  Legis* 
latnre ;  but  I  refer  to  the  matter  so  as  to  draw  to  it  the  attention  of  the 
people,  and  particularly  of  their  representatives.  No  new  law  is  needed  to* 
secure  the  benefits  of  which  the  realization  of  this  idea  might  be  susceptible. 

At  present  there  exist  post  office  savings  banks  all  over  the  Dominion , 
which  work  regularly.  "What  is  to  prevent  the  directors  of  colleges, 
academies,  and  even  the  masters  of  primary  schools,  from  receiving  every 
day  after  school  hours  the  small  savings  of  their  pupils,  and  depositing 
them  each  week  in  the  post  office  ?  The  simplest  formalities  would  give  to 
both  parties  perfect  guarantees. 

It  seems  to  me  that  parents  would  look  with  pleasure  upon  an  attempt 
of  this  kind.  Glad  of  the  opportunity  afforded  to  their  children  to  learn 
the  value  of  economy,  I  believe  they  would  endeavor  to  furnish  as  often  a& 
possible  the  means  of  profiting  by  it.  The  professors  might  give  '*  good 
points  "  (in  the  shape  of  receipts,  as  a  guarantee  to  the  parents)  and  prizes 
to  the  pupils  who,  taking  into  consideration  the  extent  of  .their  families** 
fortune,  would  show  themselves  to  be  the  most  economical. 

I  submit  this  idea  to  whom  it  may  concern,  leaving  to  each  to  decide* 
whether  it  is  possible  lo  introduce  into  this  country  an  institution  which 
has  already  brought  forth,  in  other  countries,  such  good  results. 

INSTRUCTION    IN  DRAWING. 

During  the  course  of  last  year,  Hon.  Mr.  DeBoucherville,  following  up 
the  idea  of  giving  a  more  practical  turn  to  public  instruction,  applied  to 
Broker  Alphraates,  Superior  of  the  Christian  Brothers,  who  immediately 
entered  into  the  designs  of  the  honorable  minister,  and  prescribed  tha 
teaching  of  drawing  in  all  the  schools  of  the  Brothers  in  Quebec. 
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'Being  desirous  of  placing  this  branch  of  education  on  a  firm  footing, 
Brother  Alphraates  went  to  Europe  to  secure  the  services  of  competent 
professors,  and  to  procure  the  necessary  books  and  instruments.  I  have 
visited  several  of  these  schools,  and  I  have  been  really  astonished  at  the 
rapid  progress  of  the  pupils.  In  all  they  are  taught  the  rudiments  of  linear 
and  geometrical  drawing,  but  pupils  who  desire  to  continue  this  study  can 
do  so  by  being  transferred  into  a  special  class,  called  the  finishing  class. 

But  it  is  desirable  to  go  still  further,  and  to  found  a  regular  school  of 
art  and  design.  Lessons  in  chemistry,  in  its  relation  to  the  arts,  have 
already  been  given.  The  Government  has  kindly  encouraged  this  attempt, 
and  if  it  continues  to  do  so,  I  have,  every  reason  to  believe  that,  in  a  short 
time,  the  gity  of  Quebec  will  possess  an  iusstitutiou  fropi  wliich  the 
working  class  must  derive  the  greatest  benefit. 

• 
I  hope  that  the  example  here  shown  will  be  genelly  followed ;  and 
that  shortly  drawing  will  be  taught  in  every  school  in  the  Province. 
This  reform  i§  essential  if  we  wish  to  keep  up  with  the  general  march  of 
improvement. 

About  the  year  1836,  English  products  had  lost  value  in  the  markets  of 
the  world,  England  examined  and  found  out  the  cause  of  this,  and  estabUsh- 
ed  schools  of  design.  At  the  general  Exhibition  of  1861  England  was  still 
inferior  to  France ;  instruction  in  drawing  was  then  prescribed  in  all  the 
primary  schools  ;  and,  in  1867,  France  had  to  acknowledge  the  superiority 
of  England  in  the  style  and  finish  of  many  articles.  A  commission  was 
appointed  to  examine  into  the  causes  which  led  to  such  an  improvement. 
As  the  result  of  their  report,  a  complete  reorganization  of  the  teaching  of 
■drawing  was  effected  in  France.  Germany  soon  afterwards  followed  her 
•example. 

The  United  States  were  next  in  order.  In  1870,  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts passed  a  law  rendering  the  teaching  of  drawing  obligatory  in  all 
sdbtools — 'elementary  and  classic.  The  author  of  this  movement,  Mr.  Walter 
Smith,  is  universally  known,  and  his  method  was  adopted.  The  States  of 
New  York  and  Wisconsin  followed  in  the  steps  of  Massachusetts. 

The  result  of  this  great  movement  is  principally  seen  at  the  interna- 
tional exhibitions.  The  industry  of  the  day  bears  the  stamp  of  the  schools. 
The  countries  which  have  no  schools  of  drawing  are  immeasurably  behind 
their  neighbors. 

This  is  easily  understood.  The  taste  for  the  beautiful  in  form  and 
color  can  only  be  acquired  by  study.  There  may  be  natural  talent,  but  it 
is  uncultivated ;  refined  taste  is  the  result  of  study.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
general  teaching  of  the  art  of  drawing  gives  each  one  an  occasion  to  dis- 
play his  merits  in  that  particular,  and  brings  to  the  surface  artistic  workmen, 
who  would  otherwise  have  remained  in  obscurity. 

The  Council  of  Arts  and  Manufactures  of  the  Province  of  Quebec, 
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being  impressed  with  these  ideas,  sent  a  deputation  to  the  United  States  to 
see  for  themselves  the  method  o>f  teaching- drawing  in  the  American  schools. 
Their  rfeport  is  most  favorable,  and  recommends  a  similar  system  for  our 
Province. 

I  am  entirely  of  their  opinion,  and  I  suggest,  in  .consequence,   aa* 
amendment  to  the  law  to  that  eflfect. 

I  had  the  pleasure  lately  of  visiting  the  collection  of  drawings  exhibited 
by  the  Council  of  Arts  and  Manufactures  in  one  of  the  rooms  of  the  Provin- 
cial Parliament.  All  these  drawings  are  by  the  pupils  of  schools  under  the 
direction  of  the  Council,  and  more  than  one  visitor  was  struck  with  aston- 
ishment at  the  proficiency  acquired  in  so  short  a  time  by  these  young 
exhibitors.  No  one,  after  having  examined  these  works,  which  are  as 
remarkable  for  their  artistic  beauty  as  for  their  practical  utility,  can  ques- 
tion the  necessity  of  the  special  schools  established  some  time  ago  in  this 
Province!  ^ 

But  an  important  remark  here  [presents  itself.  These  schools  have 
formed  pupils  who  had  never  had  any  lessons  ui  drawing,  and  their  works 
are  to  be  seen.  How  mtich  superior  they  would  have  been  had  the  jmpils 
learned  drawing  at  the  same  time  as  penmanship,  in  the  primary  schools. 
This  proves  the  usefulness  of  teaching  the  art  in  all  the  schools. 

.     Allow  me  to  cite  a  portion  of  the  report  made  by  the  Commission  of 
the  Council  of  Art  and  Manufactures : 


"  1st. — IMPORTANCE  OF  THE  STUDY  OF  DRAWING. 

"  It  is  an  error  generally  fatal  to  any  workman  to  supi)ose  that  he  can 
without  inconvenience  continue  in  ignorance,  relying  on  his  manual 
dexterity,  a  certain  routine,  and  a  very  limited  supply  of  knowledge  to 
make  up  for  intelligent  design,  and  to  hold  him  safe  from  competition 
While  we  are  cautious  of  indulging  in  abstract  theories,  we  have  but  slight 
hesitation  in  saying  that  it  is  the  happy  indifference  of  certain  working 
classes  which  has  given  rise,  to  a  great  extent,  for  some  years  past,  to  strikes, 
and  to  the  suspensions  of  labor  so  disastrous  to  the  associations  and  societies 
of  workingmen  and  to  industry  and  commerce  at  the  same  time.  Intelligent 
labor  is  seldom  idle ;  it  is  but  little  effected  by  a  crisis.  Stagnation  is  never 
universal  and  complete.  In  seasons  of  depression  what  little  trade  is  done 
will  be  with  merchandise  which  has  been  produced  according  to  the  laws 
of  taste  and  healthy  economy,  provided  always  the  cost  of  the  material  be 
the  same.  So  also,  an  employer  will  rarely  discharge  his  best  hands  ;  the 
common  workmen  who  can  always  be  easily  obtained  are  the  first  to  suffer. 
Besides,  technical  education  for  the  benefit  of  the  artisan  is  the  price  of 
liberty  and  a  necessary  result  of  the  organization  of  modern  society. 

"  In  England,  in  the  time  of  Elizabeth,  the  statute  of  apprenticeship 
decreed  that  *  no  person  should  in  future  exercise  any  commerce,  trade  or 
*  profession,  then  practised  in  England,  unless  he  had  previously  served  an. 
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*  apprenticeship  of  seven  years  ;'  and,  adds  Adam  Smith,  *  that  which  had 
-*  formerly  been  the  rule  with  several  private  bodies,  became,  in  England. 

*  the  public  and  universal  law  with  regard  to  all  trades  exercised  in  market 
'  towns.' 

"  In  France,  the  duration  of  appronticeship  was  not  the  same  in  all 
cities.  In  Paris,  five  years  apprenticeship  was  the  general  average ;  but 
no  one  could  become  a  foreman  or  chief  of  an  establishment,  without 
having  served  five  years  additional  as  a  journeyman. 

*^  As  the  question  of  artistic  ability  is  one  which  bears  in  an  especial 
manner  on  industry,  and  as  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  take  the  right 
means  to  impress  upon  it  the  stamp  of  superiority,  it  will  not  be  out  of 
place  to  repeat  the  terms  in  which  the  same  economist  combats  the  system 
previously  adopted  in  Europe ;  for  though  we  may  be  convinced  that  the 
system  is  vicious,  a  substitute  for  it  must  nevertheless  be  found,  and  thus 
tne  question  proposed  to  the  Committee  by  the  Council  of  Arts  becomes 
more  easy  of  solution ;  there  will  then  be  no  further  doubt  on  the  means 
to  be  adopted  to  form  good  workmen  : — 

"  Long  apprenticeships,"  A.  Smith  goes  on  to  say,  **  cannot  prevent 
"  inferior  goods  from  being  frequently  put  on  the  market.  When  such  goods 
"  are  exposed  for  sale  it  is  generally  through  dishonesty  and  not  through 
**  want  of  skill,  and  the  longest  apprenticeship  will  offer  no  guarantee  to  the 
"  public  against  fraud.  Kegulations  of  a  totally  different  nature  are  required 
"  for  that  purpose.  The  stamp  on  silverware  and  the  trade-marks  on  cloths 
**  and  woollens  are  a  more  efficient  protection  than  any  statute  relating  to 
'*  apprenticeship'  could  possibly  be.  The  purchaser  generally  looks  for  these 
"  distinguishing  marks,  but  never  thinks  of  enquiring  whether  the  workman 
*'  may  have  served  an  apprenticeship  of  seven  years  or  not.  Long  appren- 
"  ticeships  are  not  calculated  to  train  young  men  to  become  firstclass  workmen. 
"  A  man  working  by  the  piece  will  probably  be  a  hard  worker,  because  he 
'*  derives  a  profit  from  each  job.  An  apprentice  is  likely  to  be,  and  is  nearly 
**  always  lazy,  because  he  has  no  immediate  interest  in  being  otherwise.  In 
"  the  lower  class  of  employment,  the  whole  attraction  consists  in  the  salary 
"  which  it  brings.  A  young  man  naturally  feels  an  aversion  to  work,  when 
**  he  derives  no  benefit  from  it  for  a  long  time." 

Whatever  may  have  been  the  influence  of  modern  economists  on  the 
relations  between  master  and  apprentice,  it  is  nevertheless  a  fact  that  their 
position  is  considerably  changed  in  Europe  and  elsewhere.  The  workman 
has  seen  the  realization  of  his  dream,  the  freedom  of  labor,  in  so  far,  at 
least,  that  the  law  does  not  specially  protect  the  monopoly  of  large  bodies 
to  the  detriment  of  individual  enterprise.  But  something  had  to  be  substi- 
tuted for  the  long  apprenticeship  which  is  no  longer  followed,  the  workshop 
being  attended  now  only  to  acquire  handiwork.  Then  public  schools  and 
free  classes  were  established.  The  secrets  of  art  and  industry  were  im- 
parted in  these  classes  to  all  who  attended  them. 
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**  2nd. — VALUE     OF     MKRCHANDTZK. 
(Extracted  from  a  work  hy  Prof.  Koeliler.) 

**  Merchandize  which  bears  the  stamp  of  good  workmanship  and  taste 
is  preferable  to  common  goods,  because  it  commands  a  higher  price  in  the 
market  if  nothing  but  the  time  and  labor  which  it  costs  is  taken  into  con- 
sideration. In  the  struggle  of  labor,  matter  has  never  been  able  to  cope 
with  intellect.  The  same  importance  is  never  attached  to  what  can  be 
made  by  a  machine  or  an  animal — that  is,  by  mere  brute  force — as  to  that 
which  requires  an  effort  of  intelligence  to  produce.  Thus  it  is,  that  while 
an  inexperienced  workman  gains  a  dollar  a  day,  a  clever  one  earns  two 
dollars,  and  a  thorough  workman  makes  three.  It  costs  as  much,  never- 
theless, for  the  living  and  comfort  of  an  inexperienced  workman  as  for  that 
of  a  thorough  workman  and  an  artist. 

"  In  the  second  place,  raw  merchandise  has  against  it  not  only  the 
choice  of  the  consumer,  but  also  the  cost  of  transport.  Everybody  must 
pay  for  the  carriage  of  the  merchandise  which  he  produces,  and  the  true 
market  where  he  sells  his  goods  is  on  the  spot  where  he  receives  directly 
or  indirectly  other  products  in  exchange  for  his  own, — whence  it  follows 
that  the  inexperienced  workman,  who  gives  his, goods  in  exchange  for  the 
less  bulky  products  of  the  clever  artisan,  is  obliged  to  cope  with  the  artistic 
laborer  who  contributes  the  most  to  the  exchange  which  takes  place.  Take, 
for  instance,  a  Ghneva  watch,  which  cost  its  maker  $250,  on  account  of  its 
superior  finish ;  supposing  it  cost  $5  to  bring  it  into  market,  the  cost  of 
transportation  adds  2  per  cent,  to  the  first  cost  of  the  watch,  but  the  same 
charges  would  add  20  per  cent,  to  the  first  cost  of  a  $25  watch.  Take 
another  instance  :  a  Turkish  carpet  which  cost  the  manufacturer  $500,  on 
account  of  its  beauty,  and  another  carpet  of  the  same  weight  costing  but 
$10.  Let  the  cost  of  transportation  be  $5  in  both  cases,  the  increase  for 
freight  will  be  1  per  cent,  on  the  first  and  50  per  cent  on  the  second.  We 
might  present  contrasts  more  striking  still,  but  the  foregoing  are  sufficient 
to  show  that  the  cost  of  transport,  even  for  great  distances,  can  only  slightly 
aifect  choice  goods  In  a  word,  works  of  ability  and  taste  are  cheap  of 
transportation.  "Wie  unfinished  products  of  ignorance  are  comparatively 
expensive  to  move. 

'*  In  1873,  according  to  the  report  of  the  American  Consul  at  Basle,  the 
value  of  the  watches  sent  from  Switzerland  to  the  United  States  was 
$2,520,104  at  the  shipping  place.  To  pay  for  these  watches,  would  have 
taken,  at  Illinois,  say  5,000,000  bushels  of  grain.  Now,  as  each  one  must 
pay  for  the  cost  of  his  goods  reaching  the  market,  make  a  deduction  from 
the  home  value  of  the  goods,  as  regards  transportation,  and  at  what  a  dis- 
julrantage  in  this  case  the  Illinois  farmer  would  be  placed.  Switzerland, 
making  no  allowance  for  distance,  would  pay  no  more  for  wheat  coming 
from  Illinois  than  for  that  coming  from  France.  It  is  not  surprising,  then, 
that  the  Illinois  farmer  converts  his  grain  as  much  as  possible  into  pork 
and  lard  before  sending  it  across  the  Atlantic,  in  order  to  save  thedifierenoe 
in  freight.     Again,  in  1873,  the  United  States  imported  from  Switzerland 
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embroidery  valued  at  $2,095,234,  equal  to  4,000,000  bvishels  of  grrain  at 
Illinois.  Again,  during  the  same  year,  we  imported  from  the  same  country 
silks  to  the  extent  of  $5,224,116— equal  to  the  value  of  10,000,000  bushels 
of  grain  in  Illinois.  In  round  numbers,  if  the  payments  had  been  made  in 
grain,  according  to  our  supposition,  it  would  have  required  19,000;000 
bushels  of.  grain  to  pay  for  these  three  kinds  of  goods,  the  products  of 
intelligence  and  art,  obtained  from  the  small  country  of  Switzerland  during 
one  year.  Although  having  no  port,  Switzerland,  thanks  to  the  superior 
taste  of  her  goods,  has  done  more  trade,  in  proportion  to  her  populatifon, 
than  any  of  her  neighbors  on  the  Continent.  She  would  never  have-  been 
able  to  accomplish  such  a  feat  with  raw  products.  The  cost  of  transporta- 
tion alone  would  ha.v«f  prevented  it. 

In  the  third  place,  goods  manufactured  with  art  and  ability  are 
preferable  to  common  goods,  because  they  support  a  higher  class  of  pdpu- 
lation.  The  population  is  better  because  it  is  more  intelligent,  intelligence 
b^ing  the  primary  necessity  in  the  production  of  such  goods.  It  is  better 
because  it  is  more  prosperous  and  has  more  money  to  lay  out  in  Ihe  purchase 
of  evei;ything  essential  to  the  comforts  and  luxuries  of  life.  The  churches 
and  schools,  farmers  and  gardeners  all  partake  in  the  prosperity  of  the 
industrious,  educated  workman.  Compare  the  town  of  Worcester,  Maes., 
with  its  competent  workmen  of  every  kind,  with  any  other  whose  products 
are  poor^  and  the  difference  will  be  palpable  to  the  most  inexperienced 
observer." 

There  would  oe  but  little  to  change  in  the  foregoing  extract  to  make 
it  applicable  to  Canada.  Who  will  deny  that,  in  our  foreign  trade,  our 
lumber  takes  the  place  of  grain  in  Illinois  ?  Wood  may  be  applied,  how- 
ever, to  a  variety  of  uses  ;  and,  as  has  already  been  done  in  some  cases,  it 
is  exported  in  a  manufactured  state.  Let  this  industry,  then,  receive  all 
the  development  of  which  it  is  susceptible,  and  we  will  not  only  have  sup- ' 
plied  work  for  our  people  and  thereby  enriched  the  country,  but  we  wiy 
have  discovered  the  way  to  prevent  the  rapid  destruction  of  our  forests. 

**4TH. — SPECIAL  SYSTEM  TO  BE  ADOPTED   IN  TEACHING  DRAWING. 

"  Since  the  teaching  of  drawing  has  been  adopted  as  a  rule  in  the 
primary  schools  of  England,  France,  Belgium,  Prussia,  Austria^  and  several 
States  of  the  Union,  many  systems  for  the  improvement  and  regulation  of 
this  teaching  have  been  published  and  circulated.  Your  Committee  had 
the  opportunity  of  seeing  the  working  of  some  of  these  systems  in  several 
schools  of  the  United  States,  and  remarked  that  they  all  started  from  the 
same  point,  namely,  straight  and  curved  lines  and  geometrical  figures. 
Nevertheless,  amongst  all  the  systems,  the  most  logical  and  most  readily 
applied,  where  a  people  have  not  yet  introduced  the  teaching  of  drawing, 
seems  to  be  that  of  Mr.  Walter  Smith;  Superintendent  of  Drawing  Schools 
in  Boston  and  Director  of  Industrial-Art  Education  for  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts. It  may  be  stated  at  once  that  the  Legii^lature  of  the  latter  State, 
as  well  as  that  of  the  State  of  New  York,  has  passed  a  law  whereby  the 
teaching  of  drawing  forms  part  of  the  programriie  of  public  instruction  : 
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and  everything  indicates  that  the  example  of  these  tivo  States  will 
be  soon  followed  by  Maine,  Connecticut,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio.  liidiana, 
Wisconsin  and  Iowa.  Apart  from  this,  the  principal  cities  in  the  United 
States  have  added  mechanical  drawing  to  the  course  of  studies  in  their 
public  schools.  The  sudden  introduction  of  this  new  study  in  so  mitny 
schools  might  have  seemed  impossible  at  first,  on  account  of  the  difficulty 
of  finding  competent  professors ;  but  Mr.  Smith's  system,  which  is  becom- 
ing now  more  extended,  has  overcome  this  difficulty  by  the  fact  that  the 
author,  taking  each  country  as  it  is,  has  originated  a  system  which  ordi- 
nary teachers  can  always  avail  themselves  of,  and  which  they  can  apply 
with  the  greatest  efiect  if  they  are  possessed  of  energy  and  talent.  This 
system  could  not  be  explained  by  any  one  better  qualified  than  its  author, 
and  the  following  are  the  terms- in  which  Mr.  Smith,  6n  the  invitation  of 
several  learned  bodies  of  Philadelphia  to  set  forth  his  views  on  industrial- 
art  education,  lays  down  his  mode  of  tuition : — 

"  Allow  me  to  draw  your  attention  to  what  we  have  tried  to  do  in  the 
*'  city  of  Boston  and  State  of  Massachussetts  to  give  industrial  education  a 
"  fair  trial  in  this  country. 

''  In  1870,  a  law  was  passed  in  the  legislature  enforcing  the  teaching 
"  of  drawing  to  all  the  children,  and  to  compel  every  town  of  10,000 
*'  inhabitants,  to  establish  evening  classes,  for  mechanical  drawing,  and  fur- 
**  ther  to  compel  every  city  to  establish  what'  might  be  call'ed  industrial 
'*  art  schools,  where  industrial  art  and  mechanical  drawing  might  be 
•*  taught. 

"  This  created  at  once  a  great  demand  for  professors,  and  our  greatest 
**  difficulty  w^as  to  find  persons  capable  of  teaching*  by  their  own  pro- 
"  ficiency  in  the  art  that  which  is  understood  by  Industrial  Art.  The  very 
*'  choice  of  this  expression  was  made  to  overcome  a  difficulty. 

"  Parents  were  generally  of  the  opinion  that'  the  style  of  drawing 
"  taught  up  to  that  time  had  not  been  instructive,  that  drawing  was  a 
"  mere  pastime,  and  exercised  no  practical  influence  on  anything  calculated 
"  to  be  useful  to  the  children. 

''  In  the  law  which  was  passed,  the  style  of  drawing,  according  to  the 
^'  expressions  in  the  law,  was  termed  industrial,  and  its  distinguishing 
"  feature  was  that  it  should  bear  a  marked  relation  to  the  industry  of 
''  the  people;  in  other  words,  that  it  should  be  made  generally  useful  by 
"  assisting  the  people  in  their  daily  occupations. 

"  While  searching  for  the  best  plan  of  teaching  the  art,  the  following 
"  fact  became  evident  to  all  who  had  not  as  yet  aclmowledged  it,  namely : 
**  that  Industrial  Drawing  had  laid  the  foundation  of  all  success  in  manu- 
**  fi9tct9Ting  inlustries.  As  a  consequence,  geometrical  drawing  had  to  be 
*'  included,  as  well  as  the  use  of  the  compasses  and  rule. 

*'  As  all  the  children,  according  to  the  plan  of  education,  had  to  Jbe 
2  XXI  .  , 
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••  tiatrgbt  this  branoh,  it  became  the  duty  of  the  ordinary  professor  U 
« teaeh  it. 

"  it  would  have  been  impossible,  in  fact,  to  find  in  Boston  alone  a 
^  sufficient  number  oi  special  professors  for  all  the  schools. 

**  It  therefore  became  necessary  that  each  teacher  should  be  able  to 
^  gfire  insfcruction  in  elementary  drawing. 

"  The  teaching  required  to  be  progressive  from  the  beginning  up  to 
«•  the  highest  degree  of  proficiency,  and  this  was  done.  I  regret  that  I 
^  cannot  demons&ate  to  all  in  this  room  how  it  was  accomplished,  as  you 
^*  would  see  that  from  the  first  stroke  on  the  slate  up  to  the  drawing  of 
^  objects  of  manufocture,  the  prc^ess  is  gradual,  luid  if  these  exercises  be 
*'  begun  and  followed  as  they  ate  prescribed  to  children  in  schools,  the 
**  study  of  drawing  can  present  no  difficulty  whatever. 

"  In  primary  schools,  children  are  first  taught  the  meaning  of  certain 
*^  expressions,  because  it  is  acknowledged  that  the  half  of  the  work  is  per- 
''  formed  when  the  child  understands  the  expressions  of  the  teacher,  and 
**  can  draw  the  distinction  between  them.  They  are  thus  taught  geometrical 
^'  figures  in  the  same  way  as  the  letters  of  the  alphabet,  and  the  figures  are 
"  traced  for  them  with  proper  judgment  It  may  seem  to  some  people  cruel 
^  to  oblige  a  child  less  than  nine  years  old  to  draw,  but  these  persons  would 
**  alter  their  opinion  if  they  saw  the  pupils  at  work  during  a  single  lesson. 
**  In  fact,  I  know  nothing  more  pleasing  than  to  see,  in  a  primary  school, 
«  those  children  of  seven  or  eight  years  of  age  busy  filling  their  smtes  with 
**  what  they  call  their  original  drawings.  The  professor  gives  them  merely 
*'  a  circle,  a  square,  or  a  triangle,  and  each  child  fills  it  up  according  to  its 
''  own  fancy  with  ornamental  designs. 

"  Lessons  in  dictation  are  afterwards  added,  in  which  the  pupil  draws 
**  an. object  which  he  has  not  seen,  according  to  the  description  given  by 
^  the  teacher. 

*'  In  the  grammar  schools,  instead  of  copying  the  models  on  the  slate  or 
"  the  black-board,  the  children  learn  to  draw  objects  in  relief.  They  are  no 
"  longer  confined  to  simple  lines,  but  they  fill  up  a  certain  space  with  sub- 
"  jecte  which  are  given  to  them.  In  other  words,  being  given  a  geometrical 
^'  figure  having  a  certain  fixed  form,  they  are  taught  to  fill  it  change  its 
''  shape,  and  so  forth.  They  draw  from  solid  objects,  so  as  to  more  ftiUy 
^'  understand  sketching  from  nature,  a  study  to  which  the  drawing  of 
<<  geometrical  figures  is  the  best  preparation. 

*' These  exercises  in  geometrical  drawing  serve  to  teach  the  child  to 
^*  take  exact  views,  and  this  leads  me  to  remark  that  one  of  the  greatest 
**  advantages  of  drawing  as  taught  in  the  schools  in  Massachusetts  is  to 
*'  teach  children  to  4ee. 

'*  7ou  might  suppose  that,  having  the  sense  of  sight,  you  can  therefore 
"**  see.    This  is  not  a  necessary  consequence.    Ton  may  look,  but  it  does 
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t.  B^^fbUJAiK  a^t^  yojvi  Qfoi  «^ ;  yoi^  w%y  ^ve  aj^  image  in  yoi^T  ?ye^  b^t  i^ 
^  4<>l^  Wti  fe>lf^w  ibfl.^  it  ia  corrqptt y  pictured  in  your  brain. 

"  This  practice  most  then  have  a  greater  infloence  on  the  other  branchea 
^  pf  f^qA|i,tiQif  tb«^  it  h^  on  4^wing  itself,  bficauae  it  is,  89  to  say,  the 
^  UMm^SfOJ^  the  ^ye^  of  the  children. 

^f  Qne  thing  \  an^  becoming  more  |tnd  more  convinced  of  is  that  a  mail 
^  or  woman  who  has  not  studied  dra\Ving  should  not  be  taken  on  oath  as 
^  to  objects  which  they  have  seen.  They  cannot  tell  you  in  a  definite 
^  BWiner  wh.^^  they  do  aee. 

*'  Yo€i  wk  them  to  show  you  in  a  tangible  form  what  they  have  sfieii, 
<•  and  that  tney  sketch  an  object  of  altogether  diflferent  shietpe.  You  may 
•*  believe,  by  their  own  evidence,  that  they  have  an  incorrect  picture  in 
^  tkoir  imagination. 

"People  edpioated  in  the  art  of  seeing  look  mpon  objects  in  a  different 
^  ma,n^eI,  and  the  impressions  they  receive  from  them  are  also  different. 

?•  Xn  fhe  Iligh  Schools  the  work  of  elementary  drawing  is  continued, 
^  m]^4  P^P^f!  ^^9  ^^^  sufficientlv  advanced,  instead  of  drawing  according 
^  ti^  lixo^l,  ^  i^n  grammar  self oqIs,  sketch  from  nature  and  learn  to  shade. 

••  Instead  of  geometrical  drawing  they  study  perspective ;  instead  of 
^  fittUig  Up  fi9rt^^  fig^r^s  wiih  various  designs,  as  elementary  drawing, 
*f  tkey  pfacili^  the  i^pli<>ation  pf  drawing  to  industrial  objects. 

**  Besides  the  day  classes  in  public  schools,  there  are  evening  classes. 
^  These  classes  were  specially  established  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  have 
^  lost  left  school,  and  who  for  the  most  part  are  young  mechanic's.  We  do 
^  no^,  however,  expect  so  great  a  result  from  these  classes,  owing  to  the 
^  fact  that  these  young  men  did  not  study  at  an  early  age  in  school.  The 
**  reason  is,  in  my  opinion,  that  they  cannot  devote  to  it  sufficient  time  to 
**  ensure  success,  and  besides,  a  child  of  nine  years  learns  with  more  facility 
**  a  young  man  of  nineteen. 

"  In  these  night  schools  are  taught  lineal  and  shaded  and  mechanical 
**  drawing,  the  principles  of  architecture,  building,  applied  drawing  and 
*•  naval  architecture." 

This  outline  of  the  general  organization  of  the  artistic  educational 
system,  or  as  it  is  styled  in  the  law,  industrial  drawing,  is  sufficient  to  give 
to  this  Council  an  idea  of  what  has  been  going  on  close  to  us  for  several 
vean  and  to  show  this  Council  that  this  system  can  be  established  and 
followed  in  the  Province  of  Quebec. 

The  same  difficulties  which  they  have  met  with  and  overcome,  will  be 
found  here  and  are  to  be  overcome  m  the  same  manner. 

Mr.  Walter  Smith,  to  whom  the  organisation  of  this  system  of  drawing 
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in  the  State  of  Massachussetts  is  due  and  who  is  still  the  director  of  artistic- 
education  in  that  State,  has  gone  more  deeply  into  the  question  of  the 
teaching  of  this  art  than  perhaps  any  other  person  on  this  continent. 

After  having  taking  his  degrees*  with  the  highest  honors  at  the 
school  for  the  professors  of  arts  at  South  Kensington,  London,  he  was  placed 
at  the  head  of  the  most  important  schools  of  the  arts  in  England,  next  to 
Kensington,  among  others  those  of  Leeds  and  Bradford,  for  a  period  oi 
twenty  years. 

When  the  board  of  education  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  together 
with  the  school  committee  of  Boston,  applied  about  four  years  ago  to  the 
art  authorities  of  England  for  a  director  of  artistic  education  in  their  State,, 
this  Mr.  Smith  was  commended  to  them. 

Since  that  time  he  has  had  charge  of  artistic  education  in  the  whole- 
State,  and  has  been  superintendent  of  all  the  drawing  schools  in  Boston  for 
more  than  two  years.  He  has  had  the  direction  of  the  Boston  Normal 
School,  which  is  attended  by  over  300  pupil-teachers.  Although  fhe  results 
of  this  system,  even  in  that  short  time,  surpass  what  was  expected  from  it^ 
it  will  shortly  attain  larger  proportions,  and  be  more  and  more  felt  in  the 
industries  of  the  country,  according  as  the  larger  number  of  the  youngs 
xnen,  who  have  been  formed  principally  in  the  primary  schools,  will  have 
become  scattered  through  other  branches  of  industry. 

"What  we  have  said  sufficiently  shews  that  Prof  Smitti  has  all  the 
knowledge  and  experience  necessary  for  the  arrangement  and  application 
of  practical  methods  of  teaching  mechanical  and  artistic  drawing  of  all 
grades  in  public  schools. 

To  shew  the  advantages  of  his  system,  it  will  be  sufficient  to  give  hete 
the  names  of  the  towns  which  have  adopted  his  method,  the  first  copies  of 
which  were  published  scarcely  two  years  ago— they  are : 
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Boston,  Massftch^isetts.

"  Tour  Committee  has  seen  Mr.  Smith's  copies  and  method  in  use  at 
Cooper's  Union  by  the  pupils  of  the  Normal  School,  New  York. 

*•  The  Cities  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn  have  placed  the  works  of 
Mr.  Smith  on  the  list  of  school  books.  His  copies  have  also  been  adopted, 
after  mature  examination,  by  the  Board  of  Education  in  Philadelphia. 

"  In  a  word,  it  may  be  said  that  the  copy-books  and  method  of  Profes^ 
sor  Smith  are  in  the  hands  of  five  or  six  millions  of  pupils." 


The  Education  of  Girls. 

It  is  not  only  in  boys  schools,  that  education  should  take  a  practical 
shape  :  this  reform  is  as  much  required  in  institutions  for  girls. 

In  our  convents  and  female  academies,  everything  is  taught  which 
<^an  constitute  a  liberal  education.  I  think,  in  fact,  that  the  curriculum  is 
too  extended :  I  believe  that  it  might  advantageously  be  curtailed,  and 
the  whole  energy  of  the  pupils  might  be  concentrated  on  fundamental 
subjects ;  less  glitter  and  more  solidity  should  be  the  motto  in  future. 

Enough  attention  is  not  paid  to  the  preparation  of  the  pupils  for  their 
future  mission  in  the  world ;  they  will  be  mothers,  and  have  to  take  charge 
of  a  house  and  family ;  are  they  trained  to  this  in  convents  ?  They  are,  but 
not  sufficiently,  I  fear.  In  some  convents  they  commit  to  memory  a  whole 
list  of  greek  roots.    This  is  of  no  use  whatever.     I  would  certainly  prefer 
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that  they  be  taught  domestic  economy.     Enittng,  mending,  and  eren 
kitchen  work  and  cooking. 

And  now,  unfortunately,  luxury  has  crept  even  into  our  convents^ 
Parents  are  mostly  to  blame  for  this,  but  the  good  ladies  who  manage  these^ 
institutions  cannot  be  too  strongly  on  their  guard  against  this  tendency  of 
our  age.  It  is  evident  that  young  ladies  whose  parents  are  in  ordinary 
circumstances,  contract  in  some  convents,  habits  and  desires,  and  create 
wants  which  they  cannot  satisfy  when  they  return  into  the  world,  and  thu» 
they  prepare  themselves  for  a  life  of  misery. 

Woman,  plays  so  important  a  part  in  the  world,  and  exercises  so  much 
influence  in  the  public  welfare,  that  no  one  will  be  ofiended  by  the  fore* 
going  observ^ations.  I  submit  them  with  confidence  to  the  thoughtful 
attention  of  the  friends  of  the  country. 


AGRICULTURAL  EDUCATION. 

In  this  country,  where  farmers  constitute  the  greater  portion  of  Ih^ 
population,  it  is  essential  that  the  principles  of  agriculture  be  taught  in  all 
our  schools.  There  was  a  time  when  Canadian  soil,  being  new,  produced 
plentifully  all  kinds  of  grain,  without  its  being  necessary  to  preserve  ita 
fertility  by  manuring  or  other  artificial  means ;  but  the  land  could  not 
resist  the  trying  system  of  cultivation  adopted,  and  now  in  many  places 
complaints  are  made  that  farming  does  not  pay.  It  is  therefore  necessary 
to  restore  to  the  land  its  original  richness. 

The  means  of  doing  so  are  known  to  and  within  the  reach  of  every 
one.  Agriculture  gave  up  its  secrets  long  ago ;  all  that  remains  to  be  donc^ 
is  to  disseminate  them.  This  can  best  be  done  in  school.*  Teach  farming^ 
to  farmers'  children  and  agriculture  will  no  longer  be  a  mere  matter  of 
ifoutine. 

Impressed  with  this  idea,  I  prescribed  this  branch  in  all  the  schools  of 
the  Province  in  1874.  I  was  fortunate  enough  to  find  an  agricultural 
catechism  perfectly  adapted  to  the  intelligence  of  young  boys.  I  mean 
Mr.  Hubert  LaRue's  "  Petit  Manuel  cTA^ricullure,''  which  I  distributed 
amongst  our  primary  schools. 

But  I  regret  to  say  that  this  effort  was  not  crowned  with  all  the  suecesa 
which  I  desired.  Nearly  30,000  copies  of  the  Petit  Mantiet  have  beeli  dis- 
tributed, but  there  are  over  200,000  pupils  in  our  schools.  The  steps  I  have- 
adopted  have  been  ineffectual  to  overcome  the  apathy  of  some,  the  unwill- 
ingness of  others. 

But  I  hope  that  the  importance  of  agricultural  education,  which  is  or 
so  great  in  the  interests  of  the  country  that  it  should  perhaps  be  imposed 
as  one  of  the  primary  conditions  of  the  annual  grant  will  soon  be  appre- 
ciated as  it  deserves  to  be.  I  will  insist,  at  all  eVents,  thatthfe  inspectoi^ 
•ee  to  the  reading  of  the  Petit  Manuel  by  all  the  pupils  who  are  able  to 
vndetstand  it. 
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HORTICULTUBAL    ASSOCIATIONS. 

Since  I  am  on  the  aubject  of  the  education  of  farmers'  children,  I  must 
•ay  something  of  horticulture  and  apiculture. 

Gardens  are  one  of  the  principal  sources  of  revenue  of  a  well-cultivated 
farm,  especially  since  the  opening  of  railways  allow  the  poorest  farmers  to 
reach  the  city  ;  even  taking  away  the  profits  that  may  be  derived  from  sales 
in  the  markets,  gardens  are  of  great  assistance  to  anyone  depending  for  his 
living  on  the  revenues  of  a  farm.  It  will,  therefore,  be  admitted  that  if 
horticulture  were  taught  in  our  schools,  this  country  would  derive  the 

Seateert  benefit  from  it.  Too  many  farmers  neglect,  or  do  not  understand, 
e  care  of  a  garden  ;  and  how  many  workmen,  or  even  laborers,  who  rent 
or  own  a  small  piece  of  land,  would  derive  from  horticulture  a  consider- 
able revenue ;  but  they  are  ignorant  of  these  means  of  benefitting  themselves 
and  the  plots  around  their  dwellings  are  overgrown  with  weeds?  The 
culture  of  bees,  too  much  neglected  in  this  country,  is  easy  and  profitable. 
In  October  last,  one  Mr.  Harbison,  of  California,  loaded  a  train  with  honey, 
which  he  brought  to  New  York,  where  he  realised,  it  is  said,  a  nett  profit 
of  $10,000.  It  cannot  be  doubted,  says  the  Bee  Hatper^s  Maffnzif.e,  that  the 
bee  confers  wealth,  on  many  raisers.  One  bee  raiser  in  California  has  an 
annual  revenue,  deducting  all  expenses,  of  $20,000  ;  and  two  others  in  the 
State  of  New  York,  sold  last  year,  one  88,000  pounds,  and  the  other  90,000 
pounds  of  honey.  There  are  in  the  United  States  70,000  bee  raisers,  hold- 
ing 8,000,000  hives ;  the  value  of  exported  honey  reaches  $2,000,000.  Four 
journals  are  devoted  to  ayiculture. 

We  are  far  behind  these  figures  in  our  country,  but  everyone  has 
heard  of  the  successful  efforts  of  Mr.  Thomas  Valiquet,  of  St.  Hilaire,  who 
derives  from  his  hives  an  annual  revenue  of  about  $1000.  Two  other 
farmers  of  St.  Hilaire  gain  from  $300  to  $400  per  annum,  and  a  resident  of 
Ste.  Marie  de  Mannoir  derives  no  less  than  $500  per  annum  from  the  same 
source. , 

It  is  well  known  that  the  care  of  these  demands  little  trouble  an4 
•xpense.     Here  is  a  statement  made  out  by  Mr.  Valiquet :

I  would  also  quote  the  following  lines  from  one  of  our  agricultural 
reriews  : 

"  This  is  the  product  of  22  hives  which  were  in  operation  last  spring- 
at  St.  Edouard :  In  the  fall  we  had  44  hives  which  at  four  dollars  each, 
amount  to  $176.00.  "We  also  had  700  lbs.  of  honey  which  was  sold  at  17  cts. 
per  pound,  giving  $119;  thus  from  $88.00  value  in  the  spring,  we  realised 
in  the  fall  a  sum  of  $295.00,  or  a  clear  gain  of  $207.00. 

"Encouraged  by  this  result,  several  persons  have  formed  a  small 
"  company  for  bee  culture ;  and  if  we  count  the  hives  belonging  to  each 
**  party,  there  will  be  at  least  50  or  60  hives  in  operation  next  spring." 

If  the  raising  of  bees  is  easy  for  the  farmer,  it  is  much  more  so  for  the 
teacher,  who,  after  school  hours,  would  find  in  the  care  of  his  hives  a  most 
agreeable  recreation.  The  schoolmia-ster  might  also  teach  apiculture  to  the 
pupils,  and  this  would  effect  good  general  results  for  the  study  of  apicul. 
ture  will  spread  throughout  the  country  and  furnish  a  new  source  of 
wealth  to  the  farmer. 

His  Eminence  Cardinal  Donnet,  Archbishop  of  Bordeaux,  in  an  address 
Before  the  Agricultural  Society  of  La  Gironde,  made  use  of  the  following 
expressions : — 

"  The  relations  between  these  divers  intelligent  insects  offer  an  admir- 
"  able  spectacle.  The  study  is  not  only  attractive,  but  it  gives  precious 
"  lessons  to  man  ;  he  recognizes  the  work  and  the  imprint  of  the  hand 
"  which  has  created  us.     The  bee  can  teach  us  as  well  as  the  ants. 

"  God  is  behind  all  these  diminutive  beings.  He  moves  in  each  of 
"  their  movements.  They  are  a  natural  and  living  expression  of  His  Pro- 
"  vidence  ;  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  it.  There  is  work,  good  order  and  life, 
"  such  as  He  wills  it,  and  such  as  it  should  be.  You  lay  your  hand  on  it. 
"  Nature  is  the  word,  the  will  of  the  Creator. 

«^ 
•    "  What  agitation,  what  variety,  what  harmony  there  exists  in  a  single 
"  hive  of  bees  !     They  teach  us  how  societies  exist  and  how  individualsare 
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^^  supported  by  the  community  of  work ;  they  awaken  our  noblest  sentime'nts ; 
-*'  they  speak  to  us  of  God, — for  they  also  tell,  in  their  own  way,  tiie  glory^ 
"  of  the  Creator.    Softly  approach  a  hive  at  work;  it  is  the  morning  of  a> 
*^  spring  day,  the  atmosphere  rises  laden  with  the  sweet  odor  of  the  plants. 
^*  Afar  off,  in  the  fields,  thyme,  lavender,  the  odoriferous  sage,  exhale  and* 
*^  mingle  their  sweet  perfume.     The,  stream  carries  on  its  bosom  the  deli- > 
-"  cate  perfume  of  the  plants  which  grow  on  its  banks.     The  almond  tree, 
^'  the  peach  tree,  the  rose  bush  and  the  blossoms  of  the  orchard  give  forth 
"  their  rich  perfume.     Meanwhile,  the  awakened  and  humming  bees  await 
"  patiently  the  signal  from  their  queen.     The  hour  strikes !     They  fly 
-"  forth — ^part  to  the  beds  of  the  valley,  part  to  the  rising  of  the  hill ;  some 
^'  to  the  tall  trees  of  the  mountain,  and  others  through  the  plain,  where  the 
^'  wild  flowers  bloom  on  the  greensward ;    the  aged  willow,   the  high- 
"  crested  poplar,  receive  their  visit  as  well  as  the  smallest  wild  flower  or 
-'*  violet  which  opens  its  trembling  leaves  amid  the  briars.     They  fly  every- 
"  where,  they  draw  from  everything — even  from  the  dark  branofties  of  the 
"  pines,  or  the  crevices  of  the  rocks.     Each  has  its  mission :  each  must 
-**  come  back  with  its  load :  they  are  counted  and  waited  for  at  the  hive. 
**  Those  which  return  battered  by  the  winds  and  rain,  receive  the  most 
^'  delicate  care  and  attention. 

"Apiculture  may  be  attended  to  by  any  one:  the  farmer  and  the 
^*  gentleman  of  leisure,  the  pastor  of .  souls  and  the  laborer,  even  the  citv 
*'  gentleman,  may  have  their  hives  ;  the  care  given  to  them  interferes  with 
-**  no  other  duty.  It  is  a  culture  and  harvest  which  calls  for  so  little  time 
"  or  trouble,  that  it  may  be  said  to  thrive  without  either  one  or  the  other ; 
'''  then,  if  bees  were  more  numerous,  our  gardens  and  fields  would  be  cov- 
*'  ered  with  more  numerous  and  more  beautiful  flowers,  our  orchards  would 
**  be  loaded  down  with  fruit — for  repeated  visits  from  the  bee  stimulate  the 
^'  blossoms  and  contribute,  in  many  ways,  to  the  improvement  of  the  plants. 
"  But  the  proper  and  intrinsic  value  of  the  hive  is  the  honey  and  wax  which 
^*  it  contains.  You  cannot  imagine  the  quantity  of  honey  and  wax  which 
*'  might  be  gathered  in  several  of  our  villages  without  any  other  expense 
*'  than  the  putting  up  of  hives,  because  apiculture  requires  neither 
-"  ploughing  nor  manuring." 

The  Apiculteur  (of  Paris)  says : — 

''  No  one  is  better  qualified  to  teach  apiculture  than  the  country  school; 
*'  master ;  but,  in  order  to  teach  it  well,  he  must  love  it  and  practice  it 
-•*  himself.  To  encourage  them  in  this  study,  I  will  cite  the  words  of  an 
*'  eminent  professor :  *  The  teacher  could  not  employ  his  leisure  moments 
"  *  better  than  in  the  care  of  a  few  hives  ;  in  many  instances,  this  recreation 
^<  <  would  increase  his  revenue  and  better  his  position.'  I  would  add,  that 
"  he  thereby  may  acquire  the  necessary  knowledge  to  teach  the  same  to  his 
*'  pupils.  And  when  the  time  has  come  to  retire  from  his  school,  when  a 
^'  modest  pension  and  his  scanty  savings  will  be  hardly  suflS^cient  to  satisfy 
*'  his  most  pressing  wants,  he  may  devote  more  time  to  his  hives,  and  exaok 
'^  from  the  bees  which  he  tended  with  so  much  caie  a  consolation  and  solace 
**  in  his  old  age." 
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Tkete  etist  in  FranM  cereral  very  flonriihing  pricttitonJ  ooeietiM 
which  meet  regularly^  hdld  public  exhibitions  and  award  prises  to  themoat 
oodtpetent  exhibitors.  They  are  endsayoring  to  excite  an  interest  in  bee 
cnlture  amongst  the  olergy  and  school  teachers,  knowing  thatthrongh  them 
their  ideas  will  most  snrely  reach  the  masses.  The  GK>remment  itselt 
enoonrages  their  efforts.  There  are  also  several  professors  of  q[)ioultare» 
who  have  to  visit  a  certain  number  of  distriots  and  give  lessons. 

I  thought  that  this  plan  should  be  adopted  in  this  country ^  and  last 
summer  I  made  arrangements  with  Mr.  Thomas  Valiquet,  of  St  Hilaire, 
to  give  lectures  on  apiculture  in  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  School.  I  trust 
that  the  young  men  who  are  preparing  themselves  for  primary  teaching 
in  this  school  will  profit  by  these  lessons,  and  that  they  will  hereafter 
extend  the  benefit  of  them  to  the  children  confided  to  their  care.  In  order 
that  Mr.  Valiquet's  lectures  may  be  read  by  all  the  teachers*  I  have  caused 
them  to  be  published  in  the  Journal  de  Vltisiruciion  Pubtique. 


INSPECTION. 

Inspection  is  essential  to  any  system  of  schools.  Tuition  by  good 
professors  is  the  principal  object,  and  inspection  might  be  dispensed  with 
if  all  the  schools  were  well  kept,  but  the  duty  of  the  in8x>ectors  is  precisely 
to  examine  into  the  state  of  the  schools,  the  efficiency  of  the  teachers,  and 
the  sufficiency  of  the  tuition.  I  am  aware  that  from  time  to  time  it  is  pro- 
posed to  abolish  inspectors,  but  I  think  it  unnecessary  to  combat  this  idea, 
Whi  3h  would  be  ridiculous  if  it  were  not  childish. 

I  am  happy  to  learn  that  the  Government  do  not  look  upon  the  matter 
in  that  light,  and  that,  instead  of  wishing  to  abolish  inspection,  they  intend 
to  place  the  means  at  my  disposal  of  rendering  it  more  serviceable,  by 
increasing  to  the  extent  of  $4,500  the  amount  granted  by  the  Legislature 
for  the  purpose  of  inspection.  In  so  doing  the  Government  has  acoededto 
the  wishes  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  which  had  thought  proper 
to  reduce  the  labors  of  the  inspectors.  Hereafter  no  inspector  will  have 
more  than  one  hundred  schools  to  visit.  To  the  uninitiated  this  figure  will 
appear  excessive,  but  the  decision  of  the  Council  may  be  looked  upon  as 
the  starting  point  of  a  serious  reformation  in  this  Province,  especially  if  it 
be  taken  into  consideration  conjointly  with  the  other  decision  of  the  Coun- 
cil decreeing  that,  in  future,  to  be  appointed  an  inspector,  the  applicant  must 
pass  an  examination  before  a  competent  board. 

The  following  is  the  resolution  of  the  11th  October  last  :«-* 

*'  That  the  examination  of  capacity  to  fill  the  post  of  school  inspector 

*  shall  take  place  before  a  sub'^oommittee  of  the  Council,  which  will  deliver 
^  in  the  form  of  a  diploma  a  certificate  to  the  applicaut  who  shall  liava 
^  pa^ed  a  satisfactory  examination.     That  the  questions  to  be  pnt  to  the 

*  candidate  be  prepared  by  the  examining  committee,  and  tiiat  .bMidBs.tho 
9  mibjects  fixed  by  law,  be  shall  be  examined  im  the.  sflhosl  lama  of  tha 
^  Province,  on  teaching  of  children,  book-keeping,  &c." 
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The  Protestant  committee  of  the  Oooucil  is^  moreorrer,  of  the  opinion 
fhflt  the  aoademies  shoold  be  visited  by  a  epecial  isespector.  I,  myself,  ilk 
1878,  asked  for  the  nppointment  of  a  general  ineppector^  whose  dnty  it  shoold 
be  to  saperintend  and  direct  the  work  of  the  oidinary  inspectors. 

I  hope  that  these  reforms  will  soon  be  carried  ont,  and  I  have  confidence 
they  will  prodnce  valuable  results.  I  cannot  too  often  repeat  that  inspec- 
tion is  of  the  utmost  importance;  without  it  no  system  is  complete ;  by  its 
efficiency  the  whole  system  is  to  be  judged.  It  should  be  improved,  not 
abolished.  I  call  to  witness  Ihe  experience  of  those  foreign  countriea 
where  inspection  of  two  or  three  different  grades  exists  since  many  years,. 
and  where  it  acts  as  the  main-spring  of  school  organization. 


INDEPENDENT  SCHOOLS. 

Outside  the  regular  system  of  public  instruction,  there  exist  in  this 
Province  several  free  schools  which  are  said  to  be  well  kept  and  attended 
by  a  large  number  of  pupils.  They  do  not  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
my  Department,  but  I  hope  that  the  directors  of  such  schools  will  comply 
with  the  request  I  made  that  they  should  send  me  a  yearly  statistical 
report,  which  would  cost  them  but  little  trouble,  and  prove  of  great  interest 
to  the  public. 

At  present  these  schools  are  not  enumerated  in  our  list,  and  consequently 
they  do  not  contribute  to  increase  the  prestige  of  our  Province  in  the  opinion 
of  strangers.  Their  existence  is  lost  sight  of.  I  trust  that  in  future  they 
will  take  pride  in  appearing  in  the  official  reports.  I  intend  to  send  them 
farms  of  special  report  through  the  inspectors. 


SCHOOL  ARCHIVES. 

I  have  already  spoken  of  building  school-houses  according  to  a  settled 
plan.  I  would  further  desire  that  the  municipalities  be  held  to  place  in 
each  class-room  a  press,  in  which  the  work  prepared  by  the  pupils  for  the- 
yearly  examinations  should  be  kept. 

What  happens  now  ?  A  parish  secures  the  services  of  a  good  teacher^ 
the  pnpils  make  rapid  pragress,  the  yearly  examinations  are  brilliant,  but 
the  teacher  leaves,  and  the  school  goes  down.  The  work  which  he  haa 
accomplished  remains,  but  not  a  piii>er  which  may  be  of  use  to  the  succeed- 
ing teacher  or  pupils.  The  primary  school  has  no  traditions.  The  work 
of  one  day  is  not  utilized  to  assist  the  teaching  of  the  next. 

A  teacher  is  sometimes  replaced  by  a  young  girl  who  has  jast  began 
1o  teach,  and  she  cannot  be  expected  to  do  as  well  as  her  predecessor. 
Wonld  it  not  be  fortunate  for  her  if  she  could  consalt  archives  where  she* 
wotild  find  the  woik  accomplished  under  exparienoed  tuition  ?  She  oooid. 
dMw  therefrom  most  nsefnl  lessons. 
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The  custom  of  preserving  the  work  performed  in  school,  which  is  in 
fact  in  accordance  with  our  laws,  is  strictly  adhered  to  in  several  countries, 
snore  particularly  in  the  United  States.  The  scholars'  copy-books  were 
not  the  least  interesting  feature  in  the  Philadelphia  school  exhibitions. 

THE  PHILADELPHIA  EXHIBITION. 

Before  concluding  these  remarks,  I  must  say  a  word  of  the  school 
exhibition  at  the  International  Exhibition,  which  I  visited  with  the  editor 
of  Le  Journal  de  t Instruction  Publique, 

In  authorizing  me  to  spend  a  few  days  in  Philadelphia,  the  Govern- 
ment had  not  the  intention  to  ask  for  a  report  on  the  school  exhibitions  of 
the  different  nations  which  were  present  at  the  American  Centennial.  Their 
object  was  rather  to  give  me  an  opportunity  of  profiting,  by  so  valuable 
an  occasion  to  study  what  would  be  useful  ot  me  in  the  discharge  of  my 
official  duties,  and  thereby  confer  an  advantage  on  the  public.  I  venture 
.to  hope  that  in  this  sense  my  visit  will  be  productive  of  good  results. 

Everyone  who  visited  the  Exhibition  must  have  been  struck  with  the 
importance  attached  to  the  schools  in  this  vast  collection  of  the  products  of 
the  entire  W9rld.  This  is  the  most  prominent  feature  of  the  Exhibition. 
Each  country,  beside  its  material  and  industrial  products,  displayed  the 
system  of  schools  by  which  it  utilized  the  one  and  produced  the  other. 
Nothing  could  be  more  reasonable.  Man  acts  with  intelligence,  and  his 
intellect  is  susceptible  of  improvement.  If  he  accomplishes  a  great  work, 
it  is  because  he  has  known  how  to  use  the  faculties  which  God  gave  him. 
Nations,  as  well  as  individuals,  have  an  interest  in  knowing  by  what  means 
man  has  been  able  to  develop  his  intelligence  and  enlarge  his  faculties — to 
know,  in  a  word,  the  process  of  cultivation  which  fertilizes  human  activity; 
for  if  it  be  interesting  to  see  the  result,  the  means  of  attaining  it  are  still 
more  important.  Intellect  is  the  lever  of  the  universe  ;  it  is,  therefore, 
important  co  learn  what  use  each  one  makes  of  it,  for  the  whole  result 
<iepends  on  the  manner  in  which  it  is  used.  This  was  the  ruling  idea  at 
Philadelphia,  and  it  was  the  first  time  that  the  schools  were  placed  in  the 
first  rank  at  an  international  exhibition. 

This  innovation  shewed  one  of  the  principal  features  of  the  existing 
vstate  of  the  world ;  education  has  become  a  popular  force — the  generating 
power  of  every  human  project.  For  if  printing  transformed  the  world  by 
enabling  everyone  to  read,  steam  and  electricity  have  completed  the  revolu- 
tion by  making  each  one's  ideas  common  property,  and  by  flashing  over  the 
-entire  universe  the  thoughts  that  emanate  from  the  smallest  source.  The 
members  of  the  great  human  family  are  no  longer  strangers  to  each  other  ; 
there  is  a  continual  interchange  of  thought ;  there  is  less  antagonism,  but 
more  emulation.  Each  strives  to  find  out  by  what  means  his  neighbor  has 
acquired  wealth  or  position,  and  endeavors  to  surpass,  after  having 
admired  him;  he  soon  discovers  that  the  whole  secret  is  in  education. 
Thus  it  is  we  see  nations  borrowing  each  other's  system.  When  convinced 
ihat  universal  education  is  the  surest  method  of  cultivating  all  talent  and 
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bringing  forth  hidden  capacity,  the  next  step  is  to  fiiid  out  the  best  method 
of  cultivation.  Then,  when  the  nations  sxe  called  together  for  a  general 
exhibition,  there  is  a  community  of  thought,  a  relationship  of  ideas,  between 
them ;  then,  if  we  go  to  the  source  of  their  works,  the  school,  we  find  that 
although  each  nation  has  a  system  adapted  to  the  peculiarities  of  their  cli- 
mate, productions,  language,  religion  and  national  customs,  yet  that  in  all  the 
fundamental  principles  are  the  same,  and  have  become  the  property  of  alL 

It  was  with  deep  emotion  that  I  beheld  this  spectacle  of  uniformity  in 
a  movement  which  takes  in  almost  the  entire  universe,  and  I  felt  a  just 
pride  at  the  thought  that  my  official  position  gave  me  a  share  in  the  work. 
May  I  in  my  humble  sphere  of  action,  contribute  towards  raising  my  coun- 
try to  the  rank  of  those  whose  respect  for  education  is  second  only  to  their 
love  of  religion. 

Among  the  subjects  which  seemed  of  general  interest,  were  principal- 
ly geometrical  linear  drawing,  object  lessons  (Kindergarten)  and  hygiene 
in  school  rooms. 

Drawing  has  become  the  foundation  of  success  in  all  mechanical  art, 
and  the  day  is  coming  when  each  one  will  kpow  how  to  draw  as  well  as 
write.  It  has  been  admitted  that  the  teaching  of  drawing  in  all  schools  is 
a  condition  sine  qua  non  in  the  contest  for  mechanical  superiority.  Me- 
chanical art  must  continue  to  progress,  and  if  we  wish  to  keep  our  place 
amongst  nations  we  miist  adopt  their  plans.  This  is  essential,  and  it  is  for 
this  reason  that  I  insist  so  strongly  on  the  teaching  of  drawing  in  our  pro- 
vince. 

I  have  also  spoken  of  hygiene  in  the  school  room.  I  will  say  nothing 
further  than  that  I  should  like  all  our  school  commissioners  to  have  seen 
for' themselves  at  Fhiladephia,  the  importance  which  othei^  attach  to  the 
form  of  the  seats  used  in  school,  and  to  the  healthy  condition  of  school 
houses. 

As  to  the  system  of  object  lessons ;  I  was  surprised  to  see  it  had  become 
80  general.  It  has  now  proved  its  excellence  by  the  most  conclusive  evi- 
dence. The  misfortune  is,  that  it  is  almost  everywhere  called  Kindergarten 
a  german  name  which  makes  the  general  public  look  upon  it  as  a  thing 
unheard  of.  Now,  these  schools,  which  are  an  honor  to  Germany  and  the 
United  States,  are  quite  numerous  in  our  province ;  our  asylums  are  nothing 
more  or  less,  and  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying,  that  those  in  Montreal  are 
far  superior  to  those  of  the  same  kind,  permanently  established  by  the 
Philadelphia  Exhibition. 

This  and  several  other  facts  shewed  me  that  if  the  Province  had  taken 
part  in  the  school  exhibition  at  Philadelphia,  it  would  have  compared 
favorably  with  any  other  countrj'.  We,  as  welt  as  the  State  of  New  York 
and  all  the  Southern  States,  were  so  situated  as  to  preclude  the  possibility 
of  taking  part  in  the  contest  of  education.  I  exceedingly  regret  this.  Our 
universities  and  seminaries,  which,  taking  their  whole  range  of  studies,  are 
perhaps  the  first  institutions  in  America ;  our  large  convents,  so  well-known 
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«b«Mul ;  our  nonnal  0ehool8»  industrial  coUegea  aad  academiea^  might  hava 
exhibited  books,  aohool  fdrniiare,  instraments,  maps,  and  wocrka  of  pnpik, 
•aqnal  to  the  best  ooUectiona  at  Philadelphia.  Oor  primary  schools  mighi 
4klone  have  been  inferior  by  the  relative  poverty  of  thmr  famiture  aiid  the 
mediocrity  of  certain  school-books.  But  it  is  for  that  reason  we  shonid 
have  profited  by  the  Exhibition.  Our  defeat  in  this  branch  would  have 
opened  onr  eyes,  and  our  mnnicipalities  would  have  perceived,  at  last,  that 
cheap  education  is  worthless. 

However,  it  is  o^ain  that  hereafter  the  International  School  Bxhibitba 
will  be  the  criterion  of  the  social  position  and  industrial  activity  of  each 
people ;  and  thus  it  becomes  the  duty  of  every  nation,  capable  of  doing  so, 
to  take  part  in  these  exhibitions.  Absence  will  be  considered  as  a  confessioa 
of  inferiority.  Anv  nation  which  wishes  to  hold  tiny  rank  must  take  its 
place  in  those  displays. 

I  trust,  then,  that  Quebec  will  be  well  represented  at  the  Paris  Exhi- 
bition of  1878.  It  would  be  for  us  a  source  of  honor  and  advantage ;  an 
honor,  for  it  would  awaken  admiration  to  see  what  had  been  accomplished 
by  a  handful  of  French  Catholics  on  English  Protestant  soil,  protected  and 
encouraged  by  their  new  mother  country ;  an  advantage,  for  emigfration 
to  our  shores  would  increase  with  the  better  knowledge  of  our  country  in 
Europe, — and  how  could  such  knowledge  be  spread  so  well  as  bv  an  exhi- 
bition  of  our  school  system  ?  France  would  be  sstonished  to  see  the  French 
school  iouridiing  on  the  banks  of  the  St.  Lawrence, — and  this  spectacle 
would  be  more  effectutd  than  all  our  pamphlets  or  immigration  agencies. 

But  it  may  be  asked,  Are  we  in  a  position  to  appear  ^uccessfcilly  at 
such  an  exhibition  ? 

In  reply,  I  would  suggest  that  a  preliminarv exhibition  should  beheld 
in  1877  at  Quebec  or  Montreal.  This  would  cost  but  little,— and  by  inviting 
competition  from  the  United  States  and  the  different  Provinces  of  the  Domi- 
nion, wp  would  be  able  to  ascertain  whether  we  could  really  venture  to  ap- 
pear at  Paris.  I  might  add,  that  if  the  Government  vote  this  year  a  sufficient 
sum  to  establish  d6p6t8  and  museums,  the  preparatory  measures  for  our 
preliminary  exhibition  would  be  thereby  simplified.

GENERAL    REMARKS 


Mr.  ALEXANDER. 
Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  you  my  annual  report  of  all  that  relates 
to  public  instruction  in  my  district  of  inspection.  To  this  report  you  will 
find  annexed  the  large  statistical  table  for  the  scholastic  year  1874-5. 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  you  that,  notwithstanding  the  annoy- 
ances of  the  snow  of  last  winter,  and  the  consequent  bad  state  of  the  roads^ 
I  was  able  to  visit  all  the  schools  in  my  district  of  inspection,  with  the 
single  exception  of  those  of  West  Famham,  whither  circumstances  beyond 
my  control  prevented  me  going. 

*  The  result  indicated  by  the  large  table  hereto  annexed,  will  shew  you 
that  every  year  there  is  an  increase,  more  or  less  notable,  in  the  number  of 
children  attending  school.  The  progress  is,  in  general,  satisfactory,  but 
considering  the  distance  which  the  majority  of  the  children  have  to 
traverse  in  order  to  attend  school,  the  dreadful  state  of  the  roads  in  winter, 
the  poverty  of  the  parents  (so  great,  in  many  places,  that  the  children  are 
not  sufficiently  clad  to  encounter  the  rigours  ol  the  cold),  and  the  limited 
education  of  the  greater  portion  of  the  female  teachers,  the  progress  made 
is  absolutely  surprising. 

Time  alone  will  remove  the  former  of  these  obstacles,  for,  as  coloniza- 
tion advances,  it  will  be  easy  to  establish  a  larger  number  of  schools  and 
to  ^timinish  everywhere  the  distances  to  be  traversed.  But  what  should 
and  could  be  removed  at  once  is  the  choice  of  incapable  school  teachers. 
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To  strike  the  root  of  the  evil,  two  things  are  necessary.  In  the*  first  place, 
greater  strictness  on  the  part  of  the  examining  boards.  I  may  say  that,  as 
a  general  rule,  diplomas  of  capacity  are  given  too  easily.  This  last  sum- 
mer I  had  occasion  to  examine  a  young  girl.  Having  found  her  totally 
ignorant,  I  advised  her  to  return  to  school  for  another  year.  Instead  of 
following  my  advice,  she  presented  herself  before  the  Waterloo  Board  and 
obtained  a  first  class  diploma  for  French  and  English  f  As  to  English 
especially,  she  knew  nothing  of  it.  I  informed  the  commissioners  of  Roxton, 
who  engaged  her,  of  the  fact.  Those  gentlemen  told  me  that  she  would 
do  well  enough,  as  the  children  of  the  school  of  which  she  had  charge  were 
not  far  advanced,  and  that,  in  such  a  case,  there  was  no  necessity  for  a 
capable  mistress.  This  is  the  way  in  which  many  of  the  school  commis* 
sioners  regard  the  matter.  They  imagine  that,  because  the  school  is  new^ 
the  first  comer  is  quite  capable  of  directing  it.  They  do  not  know  that  the 
better  instructed  a  teacher  is,  the  more  means  she  has  at  her  disposal  to 
advance  her  pupils.  Let  me  tell  those  who  are  imbued  with  such  notions, 
that  I  met  last  summer  a  teacher  who  had  begun  by  teaching  the  alphabet 
to  all  the  children  of  her  school.  Later  on,  at  the  beginning  of  Jxmc,  I 
visited  this  school.  Of  fifty-five  children  whom  it  numbered,  thirty-six 
read  well,  and  sixteen  had  studied  grammar  as  far  as  the  verbs,  and  under* 
stood  quite  well  what  they  had  been  taught.  That  is  an  instance  of  a  good 
mistress. 

What  is  necessary,  in  the  second  place,  to  get  rid  of  incapables  as 
teachers,  is  the  augmentation  of  teadiers'  salaries.  I  observed  with 
pleasure,  in  your  last  report,  that  you  had  enlarged  on  this  subject,  and 
that  you  had  given  it  to  be  understood  that  a  minimum  and  a  maximum 
would  be  fixed  for  the  salaries.  I  entirely  agree  with  your  views  in  this 
respect,  and  I  am  convinced  that  the  sooner  they  are  adopted  the  better 
will  it  be  for  all  concerned.  As  long  as  the  school  commissioners  will  have 
the  power  to  make  choice  of  teachers,  they  will  look  to  cheapness,  without 
any  regard  whatever  to  qualifications.  They  pay  attention  to  all  that  I 
say  with  respect  to  public  instruction,  but  wliBn  it  is  a  question  of  salaries, 
they  think  only  of  their  pockets.  As  soon  as  it  shall  have  been  decided 
that  a  fair  remuneration  will  be  given  to  all  who  devote  themselves  to 
teaching,  a  large  number  of  young  i>er8ons  will  seriously  prepare  them- 
selves to  embrace  that  career.  On  the  contrary,  unless  the  Government 
counteracts  the  existing  tendencies,  the  position  of  the  teacher  will  become 
so  precarious  that  only  those  will  assume  it  who  are  too  lazy  for  manoat 
labor.  And  what  will  be  the  result?  The  teachers  will  be  good  for 
nothing. 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  the  teaching  of  mental  arith- 
metic  is  almost  general  in  the  schools  of  my  district.  It  is  not  so  with  the 
study  of  agriculture ;  in  several  municipalities  the  people  are  opposed  to  it. 
In  those  where  it  is  tolerated,  there  are  only  a  few  children  who  apply 
themselves  to  it.  Nevertheless,  I  will  insist  on  demanding  that  the  treatise 
on  that  subject  be  put  into  liie  h^ids  of  all  the  children  ;  but,  in  order  to 
succeed,  I  must  put  in  execution  the  threat  which,  according  to  my 
instructions,  I  am  empowered  to  make  in  your  name  to  commissioners  and 
parents. 
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In  general,  the  school  commissioners  do  not  sufficiently  attend  to  the 
imiformity  of  class  books.  They  complain  that  there  are  too  many  books 
approved  by  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  that  the  merchants  sell 
them  of  all  kinds,  and  that  it  is  difficult  to  oblige  a  poor  child  to  set  aside  a 
book  that  is  approved,  in  order  to  buy  another,  equally  approved,  because 
that  other  is  the  book  used  by  the  rest  of  the  class. 

Apropos  of  books,  I  think  it  is  time  to  prepare  the  commissioners  and 
parents  for  the  new  series  of  reading  books  that  has  been  adopted  by  the 
Department,  and  of  which  an  advertisement  of  Messrs.  J.  B.  EoUand  &  Son 
announces  the  publication  before  long. 

I  venture  to  hope  that  these  books  will  fill  a  great  void  in  our  schools. 
The  French  reading  books  in  use  are  too  serious  for  children.  The  latter 
take  no  interest  in,  and  put  aside  as  soon  as  possible,  a  task  which  wearies 
them.  The  remarks  made  on  this  subject  by  Mr.  Inspector  Stenson,  in  his 
report  of  1872-73,  contain  all  that  is  necessary  to  say  on  the  subject,  and 
appear  to  me  to  be  exceedingly  judicious. 

• 

"  The  French-Canadian  children,"  he  says,  "  having  once  left  school, 
"  soon  forget  what  they  have  learnt  there."  That  is,  unhappily,  but  too 
often  true.  Mr.  Stenson  attributes  this  abandonment  of  reading  to  the  few 
attractions  offered  them  by  the  books  at  their  disposal  for  learning  to  read. 
They  imagine  that  all  books  are  the  same,  and  they  do  not  wish  to  read 
any  more.  If,  during  their  school  time,  they  had  had  books  at  their  com- 
mand to  interest  them,  they  would  continue,  after  leaving  school,  to  have 
recourse  to  reading,  and  would  retain  during  their  whole  lifetime  the  few 
notions  acquired  on  the  scholars'  benches.  Still  another  thing  is  absolutely 
necessary  m  order  that  those  notions  may  not  be  forgotten.  It  is  almost 
completely  impossible  for  children  to  secure  for  themselves  good  reading. 
Now,  this  advantage  can  only  be  obtained  by  having  a  parochial  library. 
I  know  that  a  pretty  round  sum  has  been  voted  by  the  House  for  this 
purpose,  but  this  sum  is  not  sufficient.  As  long  as  the  Department  of 
Education  will  not  take  the  matter  in  hand,  we  shall  have  but  few 
parochial  libraries. 

The  children  always  lose  much  time.  The  Hon.  Mr.  Ouimet,  in  his 
report  of  1871-72,  has  treated  of  this  subject.  He  recommends  strongly  to 
give  a  prize  each  year  to  the  most  assiduous  scholar,  which  I  have  always 
done.  He  promised  farther,  in  this  report  referred  to,  to  give,  over  and 
above  the  prizes  distributed  by  the  Inspector,  a  book  of  considerable  value 
to  the  most  assiduous  child  of  the  municipality.  This  promise  I  have 
made,  in  his  name,  in  all  my  schools,  and  I  bitterly  regret  that  it  should 
have  been  forgotten,  for  I  am  convinced  that  this  mode  of  encouraging 
assiduity  would  have  had  excellent  results. 

It  remains  for  me  to  say  a  few  words  concerning  the  funds  voted  in 
aid  of  our  municipalities.  I  know  that  the  greater  part  of  the  municipali- 
ties of  my  district  of  inspection  are  poor,  and  that  the  sums  which  are 
granted  them  do  good ;  but  I  am  of  opinion  that  a  part  of  the  amount 
voted  might  be  employed  in  a  more  profitable  manner  than  it  is.

Even  if  the  municipalities  which  receive  a  part  of  this  money  recei vecl 
none,  their  schools  would,  nevertheless,  continue  in  operation.  There  aw 
in  my  district  (and  I  think  that  there  are  also  in  other  quarters)  man]| 
localities  where  are  grouped  a  certain  number  of  poor  Catholic  families 
who  earn  their  livelihood  in  working  by  the  day.  These  families  are 
placed  in  the  midst  of  Protestants  ;  in  like  manner  the  children  are  broughl 
up  amongst  Protestants,  and,  unless  they  are  satisfied  to  wallow  in  ignor- 
ance, they  are  obliged  to  attend  Protestant  schools,  exposing  themselves^ 
in  this  way,  to  the  thunderbolts  of  the  Church,  which  refuses  the  sacra- 
ments  to  all  Catholic  parents  who  send  their  children  to  such  schools.  U 
is  with  great  difficulty  that  the  fathers  of  families  can  raise  enough  to  feed 
and  clothe  themselves,  let  alone  their  wives  and  children  ;  they  are,  then, 
very  far  from  being  able  to  pay  for  the  services  of  a  school  teacher.  More- 
over, they  bewail  their  lot  and  apply  for  redress  to  their  cur6,  to  the  school 
inspector,  and,  above  all,  to  the  Minister  of  Public  Instruction. 

Here  I  will  allow  myself  to  make  a  suggestion.  Let  less  be  granted  to 
each  municipality  which  makes  a  demand  ;  let  the  sum  voted  in  aid  of  the 
municipalities  that  have  suffered  loss,  in  virtue  of  the  amendment  to  the 
Education  Law  of  1869,  be  retrenched  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  out  of  these 
combined  sums  let  a  fund  be  formed  for  the  support  of  schools  in  the 
municipalities  of  such  a  nature  as  those  of  which  I  have  been  speaking. 

Be  kind  enough,  sir,  to  take  these  suggestions  into  your  serious 
consideration.  If  such  schools  were  established,  a  large  number  of  children 
who  are  now  deprived  of  the  benefits  of  education,  would  bless  you  all 
their  lives  for  having  procured  for  tfiom  the  advantages  of  Catholi<^ 
instruction  and  for  having  enabled  them  to  preserve  their  faith — threatened 
by  the  necessity  of  attending  Protestant  schools. 

I  will  repeat  here  what  I  said  in  my  report  on  the  establishments  for 
superior  education  in  my  district  of  inspection.  I  would  like  to  see  a 
model  school  in  each  parish,  and  I  ask  th«  Dppartment  to  encourage  the 
formation  of  such  schools.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  I  do  not  desire  it  to  be 
a  speculation  on  the  part  of  the  school  commissioners. 

To  have  a  right  to  the  Government  grant,  scholastic  corporations 
ought  to  be  bound  to  pay  the  male  or  female  teacher  of  the  model  school, 
from  the  general  fund,  a  higher  salary  than  that  paid  to  the  teachers  of 
elementary  schools,  independently  of  the  Q-ovemment  grant,  which  ought 
to  belong  by  right  to  the  director  or  directress  of  the  model  school. 

By  adopting  this  plan  we  should  have,  I  am  convinced,  bd;ter  model 
schools.

I  take  pleasure  in  stating  that  affairs  continue  to  be  ;vell  managed  in 
^h  municipality  and  that  no  complaints  have  been  made  during  the  year. 
The  Tate  payers  are  always  well  disposed  in  this  district.  No  difficulties 
We  arisen  during  the  year  ;  the  Elections  were  regularly  and  quietly

The  hi^er  institutions  are  always  appreciated,  and  zealously  sup- 
poned,  and  attended  by  a  large  number  of  pupils  ;  the  result  of  the  teaching

Sir, 


I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  you  my  report  on  the  state  of  the 
schools  in  the  county  of  Rimouski  for  the  year  1874-75. 

A  certain  number  of  these  schools  are  very  fair.  The  pupils  attend 
regularly,  and,  under  the  wise  management  and  good  system  of  the  masters, 
acquire  a  taste  for  study,  appreciate  the  advantages  to  be  derived  therefrom,, 
and  see  their  praisev^orthy  efforts  crowned  with  success. 

Unfortunately,  these  good  schools  are  not  very  numerous,  and  there  is 
still  much  to  be  done  to  raise  the  others  above  the  level  of  mediocrily.  To- 
achieve  this,  many  obstacles  must  be  overcome,  deet)-rooted  prejudices  on 
the  part  of  the  people  removed,  some  reforms  introduced,  and  the  necessity 
of  seriously  studying  several  matters  alieady  taught  in  our  schools  must 
be  insisted  upon. 

One  of  the  great  obstacles  to  the  progress  of  the  pupils  is  the  much  too- 
frequent  change  of  both  male  and  female  teachers.  It  thus  often  happens 
that  the  schools  remain  closed  during  a  certain  time.  It  does  not  appear 
to  be  sufficiently  understood  that  the  difference  in  the  methods  of  teaching 
of  different  masters,  no  matter  how  small  it  may  be  discourages  the 
pupils  and  stays  their  progress.  I  can  easily  understand  that  there  may  be 
grave  reasons  which  necessitate  this  change ;  it  is  always  permitted,  even, 
praiseworthy,  to  wish  for  something  better,  and  to  look  for  some  one  who  i& 
fit  to  fulfil  the  duties  with  which  he  is  to  be  entrusted.  But  how  many 
times  has  misunderstood  interest  alone,  and  even  caprice,  been  the  sole 
cause  of  this  manner  of  acting  ? 

It  is  probable  that  this  inconvenience  of  the  instability  of  the  masters 
would,  in  a  great  measure,  disappear  if  the  School  Commissioners  were 
everywhere,  in  addition  to  the  wish  for  being  useful,  possessed  of  certain,, 
at  least  elementary,  knowledge.  They  might  then  encourage  the  masters 
in  their  painful  duties,  inspire  them  with  sympathy  for  the  children 
confided  to  their  care  in  place  of  discouraging  them  by  continuous  removals, 
which  are  always  as  disadvantageous  to  the  pupils  as  to  the  teachers. 

I  remarked  that  sufficient  attention  was  not  generally  paid  to  good 
reading  in  a  clear,  intelligent  aiid  intelligible  way.  Writing  and  mental 
arithmetic  are  also  equally  neglected,  and  yet  every  one  knows  how 
necessary  these  two  branches  of  education  are  to  any  one  wishing  to  be 
employed  in  a  merchant's  or  any  other  office. 

The  spirit  of  routine  which  predominates  in  most  of  our  country  parts 
is  a  barrier  to  much-wished-for  improvements.  Thus  it  is  very  difficult 
to  overcome  the  repugnance  to  the  teaching  of  the  theory  of  agriculture ; 
the  people  are  persuaded  that  they  know  already  enough,  and  that  all  works- 
on  this  question  are  not  equal  to  the  customs  of  our  ancestors.     However^ 
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this  branch  must  not  be  neglected,  for,   even  in  the  far-distant  future, 
it  would  be  easy  to  foresee  good  results. 

I  would  again  suggest  the  establishment,  in  different  parts  of  the- 
Province,  of  depots  for  books  and  of  geographical  maps,  so  as  to  assure 
uniformity  to  the  instruction  given.  This  suggestion  has  already  appeared 
in  the  report  of  the  Hon.  Mr.  Ouimet  in  1872-73. 

The  secretary-treasurers  of  the  different  municipalities,  in  general 
acquit  themselves  sufficiently  well  of  ^heir  duties,  and  1  have  heard  few 
complaints  against  them. 

My  first  Tei)ort,  under  date  of  the  12th  May  last,  which  I  had  the  honor 
to  forward  you  at  the  time,  having  given  a  detailed  return  of  all  the  muni- 
cipalities and  schools  in  my  district,  I  think  it  is  superfluous  to  mention 
them  again  separately,  and  I  will  merely  state  that  since  this  first  report 
the  town  of  St.  Germain  de  Bimouski  has  seen  with  pleasure  that'the 
Ladies  of  the  Congregation,  who  have  for  many  years  held  there  one  of  our 
most  flourishing  institutions,  have  been  enabled  to  enter  their  new  convent,, 
which  is  so  situated  as  to  command  a  view  of  the  surrounding  country,, 
and  especially  of  the  Siver  St.  Lawrence. 

This  establishment,  intended  for  the  instruction  of  young  girls,  is  one* 
of  those  fine,  spacious  houses  of  .which  this  community  has  so  many  scattered 
over  the  Province. 

To  sum  up,  there  has  been  progress  since  my  last  report ;  but  there  is. 
8tUl  much  to  be  done  so  that  we  may  have  all  female  teachers  with, 
diplomas,  convenient  school-houses,  and  a  uniform  system  of  teaching.

last  report  in  school  masters  in  his  district  of  inspection. 

He  still  urges  the  necessity  of  raising  the  stutus  of  teachers,  so  that 
their  position  may  enable  them  at  least  to  support  their  families  without 
being  obliged  to  battle  often  with  want  and  always  with  discomfort.

JSir, 

I  hare  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  my  remarks  on  the  general  state  of 
the  schools  in  the  Counties  of  Charlevoix  and  Saguenay,  for  the  scholastic 
year  1874-76. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  shon'  again  this  year  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  pupils  attending  the  schools  in  the  counties  under  my  charge. 

On  the  other  hand,  I  also  see  with  pleasure  that  the  range  of  primary 
studies  has  enlarged  in  a  great  many  elementary  and  model  schools.  It  is 
thus  that  the  teaching  of  mental  arithmetic  is  nearly  everywhere  in 
use.  Book  keeping,  caligraphy  and  the  epistolary  style  are  equally  the 
object  of  particular  care. 

Unforiunately  the  school  houses  in  many  municipalities  are  in  bad 
order  and  require  immediate  repair.  To  the  observations  that  I  deemed 
it  necessary  to  make  it  was  generally  answered  that  the  poverty  of  the 
majority  of  the  rate  payers  would  not  allow  the  commissioners  to  incur 
4aiy  expenditure  for  such  work  at  the  time. 

I  regret  to  be  obliged  to  state  that  the  collection  of  rates  is  only 
«lowly  made  in  many  localities  ;  but  I  must  in  justice  acknowledge  that 
this  state  of  matters  is  due  less  to  the  unwillingness  of  the  rate  payers 
than  to  their  lack  of  means. 

The  monetary  crisis  which  weighs  so  heavily  over  the  whole  country 
is  also  greatly  felt  in  this  part  of  the  province. 

The  school  commissioners  for  the  most  part  acquit  themselves  well  of 
their  duties  ;  it  however  sometimes  happens  that  they  neglect  to  secure 
the  services  of  a  capable  man,  as  secretary-treasurer,  so  that  to  remedy  the 
-evil,  I  have  been  obliged  to  keep  the  books  and  make  the  annual  returns 
for  nine  or  ten  municipalities. 

I  have  reason  to  be  well  satisfied  with  th«  efforts  made  in  the  county 
of  Saguenay,  to  endow  new  localities  with  the  schools  necessary  for  the 
^wants  of  the  population.  This  county  increases  every  year  in  importance, 
.as  well  as  regards  its  lumbering  operations  as  its  fishenes

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  yon  my  sixteenth  report  npon  the  slate  of 
the  schools  in  my  inspection  district  for  the  scholastic  year  1874-75. 

The  statistics  of  this  year,  compared  with  those  of  the  preceding  years, 
show  a  slight  diminution,  not  in  the  number  of  schools,  but  in  that  of  the 
pnpils.  This  decrease,  however  much  to  be  regretted,  is  not  to  be  imputed 
to  indifference  or  ill-will  on  the  part  of  the  ratepayers,  but  to  the  emigra- 
tion to  the  United  States  of  a  large  number  of  families.  The  current  of 
emigration  is  much  more  felt  here,  as  my  district  is  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
line  separating  us  from  the  American  republic. 

However,  I  have  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  Educational  law  works 
without  any  obstacles,  and  I  am  no  less  pleased  to  state  that  the  Roman 
Catholic  clergymen  take  a  very  active  part  in  the  well-being  and  pro^>erity 
of  the  schools. 

On  their  8i4e>  the  Commissioners  are  equal  to  the  situation.  In  the 
fiist  place,  they  conscientiously  endeavor  to  nave  good  teachers,  and  they 
T^piUarly  vivit  their  schools  once  a  year  ;  secondly,  they  carefully  look  after 
the  management  of  the  money  matters,  and  seem  to  wish  to  acquit 
themselves  of  their  duties  to  my  entire  satisfaction. 

Both  male  and  female  teachers  manifest  a  zeal  that  deserves  all  praise. 
In  nearly  all  the  schools  1  noticed  sensible  progress.  Doubtless  there  are 
some  exceptions ;  but  these  exceptions  are  rare,  and  if  the  obstacles  that 
prevent  or  retard  progress  are  taken  into  account,  we  are  forced  to  admit 
that  the  teacher  placed  in  such  ill  conditions  is  not  the  less  meritorious  than 
Jhe  who  directs  a  flourishing  and  numerously  attended  school,  where  every- 
thing works  to  a  charm. 

The  method  of  teaching  tends  to  become  more  and  more  perfect,  and 
in  each  school  all  the  required  subjects  are  taught,  as  may  be  seen  on  cast* 
ing  a  glance  at  the  table  hereunto  annexed.  But  as  this  table  has  no 
column  for  the  manual  of  agriculture,  I  may  state  that  this  treatise  is 
well  followed  in  my  district,  and  is  there  successfully  taught  The 
opposition  made  to  it,  when  it  api)eared;  has  entirely  ceased. 

I  ^nplpyed  my  idle  time  during  the  holidays  in  inspecting  the  entries 
of  mmy  seoretary-trei^s^rers.  These  books  seemed  to  n^  to  t^  well  ^pt 
I  intend  to  continue  this  inspection  as  soon  as  I  have  furnished  and 
fiirwarded  jAsy  report  to  the  Depa^rtment. 

I  caB9K)t  pa^a  over  in  silence  the  ULOf^it^e  in  this  district  of  the  salaries 
paid  to  female  teachers ;  whether  it  is  or  is  not  due '  to  the  rise  ip  the 
price  of  provisions,  I  am  glad  to  see  this  proof  of  the  good  sense  and 
iiiteillig«oice  of  the  Comrn^ibneera,  wh{>  under^taQ4  that' to  "be  w!e)l' served 
one  must  pay  in  i^mpdrtion. 
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To  cx)nclude,  I  may  state  that  the  school-houses  are  well  kept,  and  that 
the  Commissioners  do  not  neglect  making  suitable  repairs,  from  time  to 
lime,  as  required.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  you  my  report  on  the  state  of  public 
instruction  in  my  district  of  inspection  for  the  scholastic  year  1874-76. 

I  am  pleased  to  have  to  state  that  by  the  statistics  which  accompany 
this  report,  there  has  been  progress  in  each  subject  taught  and  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  pupils  who  have  attended  the  different  institutions  in  my 
district 

Although  there  has  been  only  one  school  mnnioii>ally  erected^  the 
total  number  of  pupils  has  increased  by  several  hundreds,  which  would 
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lead  one  to  believe  that  the  parents  show  less  apathy  than  in  the  past,  and 
more  zeal  for  the  education  of  their  children. 

There  have  not  been  less  than  10  or  12  new  school-houses  built  during 
the  year  just  elapsed ;  these  houses  are  all  more  spacious  and  more  com- 
fortable than  the  old  ones, — an  advantage  all  the  more  appreciated  by  the 
teacher,  who,  a  few  years  ago,  was  so  badly  and  inconveniently  lodged. 

I  must  also  state,  to  the  credit  of  the  school  commissioners  of  the 
majority  of  the  municipalities  included  in  my  inspection  district,  that  they 
evince  more  zeal  in  providing  their  schools  with  the  necessary  class 
materials,  such  as  tables,  benches,  desks,  geographical  maps,  &c-. 

As  shown  by  my  statistics,  ten  elementary  and  one  model  school  for 
boys  were  opened,  affording  in  all  instruction  to  300  children.  M.  G-agnon, 
ex-professor  of  the  commercial  college  of  St.  Michel  de  Bellechasse, 
established  an  independent  superior  school  for  more  than  30  pupils. 

The  schools  commissioners  of  St.  Michel  have  made  additions  and  im- 
provements to  their  commercial  college.  They  have  secured  the  services 
of  two  very  able  professors  of  long  experience  in  teaching — Mr.  G-. 
Bobichaud  for  French,  and  Mr.  W.  Touhey  for  English.  They  have  also 
so  arranged  the  building  as  to  form  a  boarding-school. 

The  school  commissioners  of  St.  Thomas  of  Montmagny  have  done 
the  same  for  their  boys'  commercial  school,  imder  the  control  of  the  Chris- 
tian Brothers.  The  buildings  were  raised  to  two  stories  and  arranged  for 
a  boarding-school. 

The  commercial  college  of  Tlslet,  which  is  also  managed  by  the 
Christian  Brothers,  has  much  increased  in  importance  during  the  past 
two  years.  The  staff  of  professors  is  of  the  best,  as  regards  teaching 
capacity,  and  the  school  has  many  pupils  both  boarders  and  day  scholars. 

I  have  the  greatest  satisfaction  in  stating  that  nearly  one-half  of  the 
teachers  in  my  in8i)ectioa  district  are  ex-pupils  of  our  Normal  schools.  All 
have  a  uniform  system  of  teaching  and  successfully  acquit  themselves  of 
their  duties.  The  Normal  schools,  it  cannot  be  too  often  stated,  are  precious 
institutions.  They  send  us  every  year  a  certain  number  of  persons  who 
are  models  for  those  teachers  who  have  not  had  the  advantage  of  a  special 
preparation  for  the  duties  of  the  career  to  which  they  have  been  called. 

In  conformity  with  instructions  received  from  the  department,  I  caused 
the  small  manual  on  agriculture  to  be  introduced  into  all  the  schools  in  my 
district.  The  children  first  use  it  as  a  reader,  and  when  they  have  read 
and  re-read  it  so  as  almost  to  know  it  by  rote,  they  learn  it  as  a  lesson  until 
they  have  completely  seized  its  meaning. 

Mr.  Jtmeau's  niental  aritkmetie  is  also  universally  used  in  my  distridL 
I  think  that  this  branch  of  study  cannot  be  too  carefully  looked  after ;  it  is 
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necessary  in  all  stations  of  life,  and  specially  for  commerce.     It  is  also  a 
great  saving  of  time  in  all  financial  and  commercial  transactions. 

I  conclude  by  referring  again  to  the  salaries  of  the  teachers.  This 
remuneration  which  already  is  insuflSicient,  far  from  increasing,  seems  to 
decrease  in  three-fourths  of  the  municipalities  visited  by  me.  By  the  side 
of  this  tendency  to  decrease,  let  us  place  the  advance  in  the  price  of  nearly 
every  article  of  absolute  necessity,  and  it  will  be  easily  understood  how 
difficult,  it  is,  if  not  aliogether  impossible,  with  any  degree  of  comfort  that 
the  teachers  can  live,  in  such  straitened  circumstances.  It  is  therefore 
absolutely  necessary  to  remedy  this  state  of  matters ;  othetwise  we  shall 
see  the  small  number  of  teachers  that  we  now  have  giving  up  teaching 
and  taking  to  commerce  or  trade  to  gain  the  bread  necessary  for  the  sus- 
tenance of  themselves  and  their  families.  The  friends  of  education  and 
the  public  in  general  are  impatiently  awaiting  a  new  educational  law,, 
being  persuaded  that  care  will  be  taken  to  remedy  this  evil,  and  that  the 
provisions  of  the  expected  act  shall  offer  greater  advantages  to  the 
teachers  of  our  youth,  who  more  than  any  others  have  a  right  to  exi)ect 
justice  to  be  done  them,  and  who  have  a  right  even  to  be  liberally 
treated  by  every  government  that  can  appreciate  the  great  services 
Tendered  by  them  to  society,  with  receiving  any  adequate  remuneraticm  for 
so  much  sacrifice  and  self-aenial.

Mr.  DELAGE. 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  on  my  visits  to  the  various  schools  in  my 
district  of  inspection  for  the  school  year  1874-75. 

I  have  nothing  to  remark  other  than  what  I  said  in  my  reports  of  pr^ 
rious  years  ;  I  will  merely  state  that  the  figures  in  my  grand  schedule  shew, 
in  addition  to  a  few  more  schools,  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils. 
This  increase,  which  is  over  700,  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  return  o£  several 
hundred  Canadian  families  from  the  Onited  States.  On  the  other  hand,  I 
regret  to  be  obliged  to  notice  a  decrease  in  the  figure  of  average  attendance. 
The  principal  cause  of  this  decrease  must  be  attributed  to  the  contagious 
diseases  which  ravaged  certain  portions  of  this  district.  •  Many  scnools 
Remained  dosed  during  several  weeks,  and  in  mp-ny.  others  I  scawely  found 
€ne-tenth  of  the  children  of  the  age  to  attend. 
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I  had  occasion  to  notice  that  there  is  more  zeal  in  fitvor  of  education 
manifested  by  educated  than  by  uneducated  school  commissioners.  For 
the  first  time  since  I  have  entered  into  office  I  have  to  remark  a  fact  which 
is  not  without  serious  import.  In  certain  localities  the  ratepayers  have 
elected  as  commissioners  men  whose  spirit  of  opposition  greatly  hinders  the 
progress  of  the  schools. 

These  paartizans  of  economy  intend  to  pay  no  more  to  educated  than  to 
ignorant  female  teachers.  They  indifferently  grant  the  same  salary  of  $100 
to  all,  whether  capable  or  not. 

This  manner  of  acting  is,  in  my  opinion,  in  every  way  blameable. 
Fortunately,  there  are  few  municipalities  that  are  placed  under  such 
commissioners. 

I,  however,  deem  it  necessary  to  add  that  although  we  meet  with  a 
certain  number  of  incompetent  female  teachers  reciving  payment,  to  the 
detriment  of  those  who  should  be  encouraged,  the  teaching  is,  neverthe- 
less, in  general  satisfactory. 

I  must  say,  in  praise  of  the  male  teachers,  that  all  are  equal  to  their  tasks ; 
and,  notwithstanding  the  increased  remuneration  allowed  in  some  munici- 
palities, I  generally  find  that  the  teachers,  as  a  class,  are  not  sufficiently 
paid  for  the  services  rendered  to  the  country. 

Among  the  ob^acles  that  retard  the  well-being  and  progress  of  the 
children,  I  may  mention  the  insufficient  number  and  improper  distribution 
of  the  school-houses.  In  the  country,  many  old  school-houses  have  been 
replaced  by  other  smaller  houses,  so  small,  indeed,  that  they  barely  afford 
room  for  the  pupils  and  the  teachers. 

^  It  is  to  be  desired,  sir,  that  measures  be  taken  to  compel  the  Com- 
missioners to  build  houses  that  will  meet  the  wants  of  each  school  dis- 
trict. 

No  one  is  better  able  to  judge  of  the  requisites  of  a  good  school  than 
the  school  inspector.  I  have  had  also  occasion  to  remark  with  pain  that 
these  houses  are  in  general  too  cold  for  the  children  to  be  comfortably  kept 
there.  In  some  municipalities  I  called  the  attention  of  the  Commissioners 
to  this  fact,  and  I  authorized  the  female  teachers  to  leave  their  schools  until 
justice  should  be  done  to  them. 

I  have  only  now  to  speak  of  an  obstacle  which  I  consider  hurtful  to 
the  advance  of  public  instruction.  It  is  no  new  thing.  It  is  the  apathy 
of  some  parents,  who,  under  futile  pretexts,  keep  their  children  at  home  or 
refuse  to  supply  them  with  the  necessary  requisites. 

Although  the  evil  appears  to  me  to  be  less  this  year  than  in  the  past, 
it  nevertheless  preventts  progress  in  a  marked  degree. 
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Money  matters  are  generally  well  managed.  I  have  visited  only 
two  municipalities  in  which  the  teachers  complain  of  being  unregularly 
paid.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  you  my  first  general  report  upon  the  state 
of  public  instruction  in  my  district  of  insj)ection  for  the  year  1874-75 ; 
also  my  statistical  table  showing  the  number  of  children  attending  the 
schools,  the  average  attendance,  and  the  various  subjects  taught  therein, 
Sec,  &c. 

The  statistics  show  that  more  than  6*00  children  attend  the  institu* 
tions  of  all  classes.  By  comparing  these  figures  with  those  of  the  entire 
population  of  the  counties  of  Berthier  and  Joliette,  it  will  be  seen  that  it  is 
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kigh  enough,  being  neatly  one-sixth  of  the  whole;  but'  what  is  less 
satisfictory  is  the  irregtilarity  of  the  children  in  their  attendance ;  and  I 
hve  to  state  with  regret  that  nearly  one-third  of  the  children  of  age  to 
attend  school,  and  whose  names  are  inscribed  on  the  roll,  are  continually 

ibfient. 

This  irregularity  in  the  attendance  has  been  the  principal  cause  of  the 
want  of  progress  on  the  part  of  the  children.  There  are  doubtless  some 
masters  who  are  not  very  competent,  or  who  are  not  at  all,  but  the  majority 
possess  sufficient  knowledge  to  give  proper  elementary  instruction.  If  the 
children  regularly  attended  school,  they  would  make  the  progress  natu- 
rally exi)ec1ed,  and  in  this  case  the  incapable  teachers  would  withdraw 
from  before  the  superiority  of  their  pupils.  The  inspector,  commissioners, 
and  the  parent  would  give  them  to  know  that  they  should  retire,  and  the 
teaching  class  would  of  necessity  increase  its  range  of  studies,  redouble  its 
2eal,  and  we  would  see  the  best  persons  giving  themselves  up  to  study,  so 
as  to  enter  upon  teaching  as  a  professional  or  definite  career. 

I  do  not  think  myself  authorized  to  indicate  a  method  of  attaining  a 
more  regular  attendance  at  school ;  but  I  think  I  may  state  that  generdly 
that  the  schools  in  the  municipalities  where  the  highest  sums  are  paid  are 
the  best  attended  and  the  instruction  more  conformable  to  the  wants  of  the 
population.  Thus  I  think  that  the  monthly  fees  should  be  exacted  in  all 
mniiicipalities  before  they  should  have  a  right  to  the  annual  grant.  Such 
a  piOTis  wouldo  doubtless  have  the  effect  of  making  parents  allow  their 
children  to  profit  by  instruction  to  which  they  contribute  with  more  re- 
gnkrity.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  am  able  to  report  satisfactory  progress  in 
^eral  of  the  educational  establishments  in  my  district. 

Kiss  McDonald. — I  would  especially  recommend  Miss  McDonald's 
*1m)o1,  formerly  held  in  Artillery  street,  but  now  conducted  in  the  St. 
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Andrew's  school  building.  The  various  classes  are  well  taught  and  the^ 
whole  tone  of  the  school  is  good.  I  regret,  however,  to  state  that  the  roonx 
is  much  too  imall  and  inconvenient  for  so  large  a  number  of  children ;  ther^ 
is  also  a  lack  of  maps,  globes,  &c.,  &o.  Miss  McDonald  is  assisted  bj 
two  of  her  former  pupils.  Much  pains  is  taken  with  algebra,  mensuration, 
drawing  as  well  as  with  all  the  subjects  necessary  in  a  good  elementary 
school. 

Mr.  Emslie,' Artillery  Street.*— Mr.  Emslie  -still  continues  his  most  use- 
ful work  amongst  the  youth  of  St.  John  and  St.  Lewis  suburbs.  There  is^ 
I  am  sorry  to  say,  a  want  of  proper  school  materials  here,  these  requisites, 
must  be  obtained  before  Mr.  Emslie  can  do  full  justice  to  his  classes.  A 
large  number  of  the  boys  excelled  in  English  grammar,  arithmetic  and. 
geography. 

The  National  School,  Mr.  Hatherly  and  Miss  Brown. — The  Nationat 
School  is  well  taught;  the  boys  by  Mr.  Hatherly  assisted  by  Miss  Dorai 
Brown,  and  the  girls  by  Miss  Campbell.  The  general  knowledge  evinced 
by  many  of  the  boys  is  very  gratifying.  The  junior  department  under 
Miss  Brown  has  made  rapid  progress,  and  it  is  with  extreme  regret  that  I 
learn  that  the  financial  position  of  the  school  will  not  warrant  the- 
committee  of  management  retaining  Miss  Brown  after  the  80th  June. 

The  order  and  discipline  of  the  girls'  department,  under  Miss  Cami>- 
bell,  deserves  special  commendation.  The  children  answer  with  readiness, 
and  many  are  well  advanced  in  arithmetic,  geography  and  orthography  ; 
both  schools  are  well  supplied  with  all  school  material,  the  only  require- 
ments for  placing  them  in  a  thoroughly  good  condition  being  better 
ventilation  and  the  model-bench. 

Infant  School. — The  infants  school  in  St.  Lewis  Suburb,  which  in 
some  unaccountable  manner,  receives  a  grant  for  superior  education,  is  well 
managed  by  Miss  A.  Malouin. 

Mr.  Ferguson,  Champlain  Street. — Mr.  Ferguson  continues  to  teach 
the  Champlain  street  school  under  many  adverse  circumstances.  A  large- 
number  of  his  best  scholars  have  recently  been  withdrawn,  in  consequence- 
of  their  belonging  to  the  Eoman  Catholic  Church.  Mr.  Ferguson  is  & 
painstaking  and  able  teacher ;  his  abilities  seem  lost  in  so  small  a  school. 

British  and  Canadian. — I  regret  to  state  that  both  schools  in  St.  Boch,. 
under  Mr.  Purdie  and  Miss  Ahern,  are  not  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition- 
The  number  have  been  greatly  diminished  during  the  year. 

Mrs.  McKiekham. — The  school  at  La  Canardiere,  formerly  taught  by 
the  late  Mr.  Smith,  and  which  has  been  so  long  closed,  has  been  re-opened 
under  Mrs.  McKiekham,  and  is  destined  to  do  good  service.  I  was  especi* 
ally  pleased  with  the  order  maintained  in  the  school,  and  the  readiness 
with  which  the  scholars  answered  the  vario\is  questions  put  to  them.  The 
school  house  is  falling  into  decay,  and  the  school  is  held  in  a  room  in  Mrs. 
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May's  house.     The  trustees  have  promised  to  take  immediate  steps  to 
Tenorate  the  school  huilding. 

Lexis. — The  school  at  Levis,  under  Miss  Ahem,  is  not  in  a  satisfactory 
•condition.  No  register  has  been  kept.  I  drew  attention  to  the  subject 
And  I  trust  this  defect  has  since  been  remedied.  The  children  were  very 
backward. 

Hadlow. — The  Hadlow  school,  under  Miss  Sturton,  is  progressing 
favourably.     The  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic  was  very  fair. 

New-Liverpool,  Mr,  Lloyd. — I  regret  that  the  present  state  of  this 
achool  does  not  compare  favourably  with  my  former  rejwrt. 

Bergerville,  Mr.  Harrower. — The  school  here  taught  by  Mr.  Harrower 
"was  extremely  poor.  There  seemed  to  be  a  want  of  life  and  energy.  I 
reported  the  state  of  the  school  to  the  clergyman  in  charge  of  the  Parish, 
in  the  hope  that  he  may  be  able  to  effect  an  improvement  for  the  good  of 
bis  parifihionens  and  others. 

Mr.  East,  St.  Boch's  North. — Mr.  East  manages  in  an  able  manner  the 
school  of  St.  Roch's  North.  The  children  are  well  taught  and  the  school 
is  deserving  0f  support. 

Ste.  Foye. — The  Ste.  Foye  school,  under  Mr.  McMurray,  was  closed 
for  a  short  time,  but  is  now  re^opened  and  doing  fiEdrly. 

Rev.  W.  S.  Vial. — I  have  much  pleasure  in  being  able  to  report  an 
improvement  in  the  school  at  St.  Dunstan,  Lake  Beauport,  under  the  Kev- 
S.  Vial.     A  decided  advance  has  taken  place  since  my  last  visit. 

I  found  a  few  scholars  fairly  up  in  their  latin  declension,  and  as  far  as 
equation  in  algebra.  The  reading,  orthography,  arithmetic,  writing  and 
general  tone  of  the  school  was  better  than  I  have  ever  seen  before.  The 
school-building  is  in  a  most  deplorable  condition. 

A  Roman  Catholic  dissentient  school  has  been  opened  here  under 
Ikjiss  Whelen. 

Stoneham. — Mr.  Duncan  conducts  the  Stoneham  school  and  gives 
«very  satisfaction.  The  attendance  has  been  larger  during  the  year.  I 
was  gratified  at  the  answers  made  to  questions  in  arithmetic  and  geography. 
The  scripture  knowledge  was  somewhat  deficient.  Mr.  Duncan  is  a  pains- 
taking and  deserving  teacher. 

Valcartier. — The  schools  at  V  altar  tier  are  now  all  open  and  doing  well. 
The  late  very  serious  disturbances  have  been  allayed  by  permission  having 
been  given  to  open  the  Mill  Hill  school. 
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PRIVATE   SCHOOLS   IN   THE   CITY   OF  QUEBEC. 

St.  Peter's  school. — I  regret  to  state  that  a  very  excellent  private^ 
school  taught  for  the  last  two  years  by  Mr.  Ed.  Poole,  B.  A.,  in  the  St. 
Matthew's  school  house,  was  closed  on  the  24th  of  June.  Mr.  Poole  has 
returned  to  the  Province  of  Ontario  to  resume  teaching  in  one  of  the^ 
government  schools  there. 

The  number  varying  from  35  to  40,  did  not  afford  a  sufficient  income- 
without  any  extraneous  aid.     Mr.  Poole  was  a  most  efficient  teacher. 

The  Misses  Machim. — At  the  head  of  all  the  private  schools  I  would 
place,  that  taught  by  the  Misses  Machim,  which  is  a  most  excellent 
academy  for  young  ladies.  The  numbers  are  not  quite  as  large  as  formerly,, 
and  certainly  not  as  numerous  as  should  be  for  so  good  a  stafl  of  teachers. 
The  average  has  been  about  60. 

Miss  Gibb. — Next,  in  order  of  merit  for  girls,  I  should  place  the- 
academy  taught  by  Miss  Gibb.  They  number  over  40  scholars,  and  she 
is  avery  excellent  teacher. 

Mrs.  Home. — Mrs.  Home  receives  about  forty  children,  and  give* 
general  satisfaction. 

Mrs.  Morgan  (mixed). — Mrs.  Morgan  is  a  most  painstaking  teacher, 
formerly  her  school  numbered  about  seventy  children;  but,  in  consequence 
of  the  withdrawal  of  many  Roman  Catholics,  her  numbers  are  a  good  deal 
reduced.    Mrs.  Morgan  receives  boys  and  girls. 

The  Misses  Chaderton  (mixed). — As  a  preparatory  school,  I  know  of 
none  to  equal  the  Misses  Chaderton  for  thoroughness.     Their  numbers  are 
88.     With  larger  premises,  the  Misses  Chaderton  would  quickly  command 
an  increased  attendance.     Boys  as  well  as  girls  are  received  at  this  schooL 

Mrs.  Sturton. — Mrs.  Stur ton's  numbers  have  been  much  reduced 
lately.     Her  school  has,  for  many  years,  been  a  favourite  establishment. 

The  Misses  Lane. — The  Misses  Lane  have  not  as  large  a  school  as^ 
formerly. 

Mrs.  Wilkenson. — Mrs.  Wilkenson  has  thirty  young  scholars. 

Miss  Shanks. — Miss  Shanks  has  recently  oi)ened  a  school  in  St.  Angele 
street,  and  numbers  about  20. 

Mr.  Thorn  (commercial  academy). — Mr.  Thom's  stands  at  the  head  o€ 
commercial  schools  for  boys.     A  certificate  from  him  is  a  most  excellent 
pass-port  to  a  merchant's  office.     Arithmetic  in  all  its  branches,  practical 
book-keeping    and  writing,  are  his  specialities.      In  former  years,  his 
numbers  have  stood  at  90  to  100 ;   but  latterly,  in  consequence  of  thft 
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withdrawal  of  several  Roman  Catholics,  his  numbers  have  very  greatly- 
diminished. 

Mrs.  Cook. — In  St.  Boch's,  I  only  know  of  one  school  worthy  of  men- 
tion, viz  :  that  taught  by  Mrs.  C^ok  in  St.  Joseph  Street. 

She  is  an  able  teacher  and  worthy  of  being  at  the  head  of  a  large 
school.  Her  numbers  have  been  reduced  from  over  fortjr  to  about  thirty, 
from  a  similar  caxise  to  that  which  I  have  already  mentioned  as  effecting 
other  schools. 

Bev.  A.  A.  Von  Iffland,  Bergerville.— The  Bev.  A.  A.  Von  Iffland,  M.  A., 
rector  of  St.  Michael's,  received  a  limited  number  of  pupils  at  his  residence, 
St.  Michael's  parsonage,  Bergerville ;  and  is,  I  believe  at  the  present  time, 
quite  full.  He  imparts  a  thorough  education  in  all  branches  of  English, 
mathematics  and  classics. 

Prizes. — I  distributed  prizes  to  the  most  deserving  scholars,  after  my 
examinations,  in  all  the  government  schools. 

High  School. — I  have  not  in  any  way  mentioned  the  High  School  of 
Quebec.  Mr.  Wilkie  informed  me  that  he  makes  a  special  return  to  the 
department  of  education.

Sir, 

Eardley, — Fifteen  families  separated  from  tne  rest  of  this  municipality 
to  form  a  dissentient  school,  which  is  maintained  in  a  prosperous  state  and 
supported  in  a  praiseworthy  manner. 

Aylmer, — The  convent  of  the  Grey  Nuns  continues  successfully  to  aid 
the  spread  of  education  by  teaching  all  the  subjects  xrhich  are  included  in 
the  programme  of  an  academy.  The  elementary  school  attached  to  the 
convent  is,  however,  not  so  well  attended  as  it  should  be.    I  have  not 
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heard  this  attributed  to  any  other  cause  than  the  inexplicable  indifference 
of  the  parents. 

The  academy  and  boys'  elementary  school  have  been  regularly 
attended  during  the  whole  year,  and  directed  by  zealous  and  pompe^it 
teachers. 

The  finances  seem  at  last  to  have  come  out  of  the  confused  state  in 
which  they  have  been  for  the  past  few  years  owing  to  the  unwillingness 
of  some  of  the  commissioners.  Books  have  been  bought  and  accounts 
opened,  and  the  taxes  are  regularly  paid. 

Notre  Dame  de  Hull, — The  Grey  Nuns,  so  as  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  an  increasing  population,  have  just  completed,  in  the  healthiest  port  of 
the  town,  a  schoolhouse  for  their  academy.  Their  elementary  school, 
which  is  numerously  attended  and  is  one  of  the  most  prosx>erous  in  the 
district,  will  thus  have  sole  use  of  the  old  building. 

The  two  teachers  of  the  boys'  model  school  deserve  great  praise  for 
the  zeal  and  ability  with  which  they  manage  a  much  too  numerously 
attended  school.  The  two  roomys  occupied,,  although  large,  are  still  too 
small,  and  I  hope  that  the  commissioners  will  soon  build  a  new  school  in 
another  quarter  of  the  town. 

St.  Etienne  de  Hull  has  four  schools,  one  of  which  (No.  4)  is  new, 
having  been  opened  only  a  few  months.  School  No.  2  is  poorly  attended  : 
the  two  others  show  satisfactory  attendance  and  progress. 

Ste.  Ctjcile  de  Mash  am  is  a  flourishing  municipality.  I  have  only 
praises  to  bestow  on  the  school  commissioners,  who  conscientiously  acquit 
themselves  of  their  duties,  to  the  secretary-treasurer,  who  keeps  his  books 
in  due  form,  and  to  the  male  and  female  teachers,  who  maintain  the 
teaching  on  a  normal  footing. 

Wakefield  has  been  in  an  extraordinary  state  of  confusion  during  the 
whole  year.  The  recent  action  of  the  school  municipality,  which  was 
unknown  to  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants ;  the  excessive  size  of  the 
municipality ;  the  diversity  in  language  and  religion ;  and,  finally,  the 
obstinate  ignorance  of  some  of  the  commissioners,  were  the  causes  of  most 
of  their  troubles.  But  there  is  appearance  that  order  may  be  re-established 
in  the  opening  of  the  coming  year.  On  the  other  hand,  the  two  schools 
that  I  had  to  rent  were  kept  open  during  the  whole  year,  and  generally 
gave  satisfaction. 

St,  Joseph  de  Wakefield  left  its  school  closed  for  two  years,  there  no 
being  a  sufficient  number  of  children  of  age  to  attend  :  it  is  now  about 
being  re-opened. 

Lowe. — This  municipality  has  a  sufficient  number  of  schools,  and  a 
secretary-treasurer  well  versed  in  all  the  statutes  that  concern  his  duties ; 
this  is  all  that  I  can  say  in  its  favor.     The  pupils  are  very  ignorant ;  the 
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female  teachers  are  not  rery  competent  for  their  dnties,  they  are  engaged 
for  as  short  a  time  and  paid  as  small  a  sum  as  possible.  The  houses  are 
not  in  a  proper  state.  The  commissioners  take  no  care  of  them.  I  strongly 
nrged  them  to  make  a  change.  I  cannot  predict  -what  effect  my 
exhortations  may  have  upon  them. 

Wright  and  Norlhfield. — Schools  sufficiently  numerous  and  well 
attended ;  the  village  school  this  year  specially  gave  satisfaction. 

The  change  of  teachers,  which  is  almost  annual,  greatly  retards  the 
progress  of  education.     The  taxes  are  very  high. 

Bouchette  has  not  as  yet  opened  its  school,  owing  to  a  dispute  as  to  the 
choice  of  a  site  between  the  inhabitants. 

Maniwaki, — The  Grey  Nuns  have  opened  a  school  which  will  be  of 
importance  when  of  easy  access.  Unfortunately,  a  large  number  of  the 
pupils  are  separated  from  the  school  by  the  Gatineau  Uiver,  and  the  cost 
of  daily  transport  becoming  too  heavy,  they  have  found  it  impossible  to 
take  advantage  of  the  school.  It  is  absolutely  necessary  that  a  bridge 
should  be  built  to  connect  the  village  of  Desert  with  the  fine  lands  on  the 
other  side  of  the  river.;  but  the  country  is  still  new  and  poor,  and  the 
people  intend  to  apply  to  the  Government's  generosity, 

Hincks  has  had  a  French  school  during  some  time ;  it  has  been  closed 
from  want  of  resources.  Some  Irish  families  settled  in  the  municipality 
wish  to  have  the  school  among  them.  On  my  next  visit  I  shall  examine 
the  matter  and  see  if  I  should  encourage  the  establishment  of  two  schools. 

Cantley  is  a  municipality  recently  detached  from  Hull;  it  is  doing 
its  best.  Three  schools  are  in  working  order.  It  was  first  intended  that 
two  schools  only  should  be  opened,  one  of  which  was  to  have  been  a 
model  school,  but  the  size  of  the  municipality  will,  I  have  no  doubt,  be  the 
cause  of  the  present  system  being  maintained.  The  secretary-treasurer 
keeps  his  accounts  in  order. 

Waterloo  has  two  schools,  of  which  one,  kept  by  the  Grey  Nnns,  is  in 
a  progressive  state  ;  it  only  requires  a  suitable  building.  The  commission- 
ers are  all  willing  to  build  a  school  for  girls,  but  the  village,  although  very 
populous,  has  few  resources,  and  they  will  be  obliged  to  ask  an  extraordi- 
nary grant  from  the  Superintendent  of  Education.  The  boys'  schools  is 
snfficiently  numerous  to  require  to  teachers.     Accounts  in  order. 

Templeion  has  one-half  of  its  schools  closed,  upon  the  pretext  that  the 
taxes  are  not  paid.  This  is  the  only  municipality  in  the  district  in  which 
such  a  thing  is  tolerated.  I  shall  do  my  best  so  that  all  the  schools  will  be 
in  operation  next  year.  I  had  otherwise  little  to  find  fault  with  in  that 
district,  except  the  somewhat  neglected  state  of  the  school-houses. 

L'Ange  Gardien  regularly  maintains  its  four  schools  in  operation  ;  but 
economy  and  routine  are  too  much  followed;  better  qualified  teachers 
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should  be  engaged.  Of  the  four  schools,  one  only  (No.  4)  is  managed  with 
regularity  and  system ;  it  thus  achieves  brilliant  results.  The  secretary- 
treasurer  deserves  praise  for  the  perfection  with  which  he  keeps  the 
accounts. 

Buckingham. — The  academy  of  the  Grey  Nuns,  although  not  attended 
by  many  pupils,  is  in  a  flourishing  state.  Regular  attendance,  methodical 
and  systematical  teaching,  and  consequently  very  marked  progress  in  all 
the  classes.  The  elementary  school,  also  managed  by  the  Sisters,  is  divided 
into  two  classes,  one  French,  the  other  English.  Neither  has  been  attended 
by  the  number  of  pupils  that  one  would  like  to  see,  although  the  Sisters 
have  spared  no  pains  to  attract  and  instruct  them. 

The  boys'  school  includes  the  academy  and  elementary  school.  This 
institution  requires  still  some  years  of  persevering  care  on  the  part  of  the 
commissioners  to  be  definitely  raised  to  the  proper  standard. 

Among  the  country  schools,  two  are  new  and  kept  in  suitable  school 
houses ;  two  others  (Nos.  8  and  4)  are  old  and  occupy  buildings  both  too 
small  and  badly  kept. 

Tou,  sir,  are  aware  of  the  present  state  of  the  finances  of  the  muni- 
cipality. At  the  time  of  writing  the  old  secretary  is  still  absent ;  as  sooir 
as  he  returns  the  new  secretary  and  the  two  auditors  that  have  been, 
appointed  will  proceed  to  the  examination  of  the  accounts. 

St,  Malachi. — The  three  schools  of  this  municipality  receive  little  atten- 
tion from  the  commissioners,  especially  No.  3,  the  school  house  being  very- 
uncomfortable. 

Lockaber  has  a  large  number  of  schools  ;  but  they  are  generally  open 
for  a  few  months,  and  then  were  badly  attended.  No  person  can  be 
blamed  for  this  state  of  things  ;  it  is  due  to  the  mountainous  state  of  the 
territory.  The  children,  although  close  to  the  schools  in  a  straight  line, 
have  often  several  miles  to  walk  to  reach  them  by  following  the  roads  ; 
thus  a  regular  attendance  cannot  be  expected  of  them  during  the  winter. 

Ste.  Ans:4lique  neglects  its  schools  a  little.  Those  in  districts  Nos.  1 
and  2  are  far  from  being  as  well  attended  as  they  should  be  ;  those  in  Nos. 
3  and  4,  although  of  minor  importance,  give  comparatively  better  results. 
I  regret  to  have  to  inform  you  that  the  accounts  of  the  previous  secretary- 
treasurer  have  not  yet  been  balanced. 

St,  AndfS  Avelin. — This  municipality  is  in  a  prosperous  state ;  the 
schools  are  sufficient  in  number  ;  the  masters  are  educated  and  zealous ; 
the  accounts  are  in  good  order ;  there  are  nevertheless  some  reforms  to 
carry  out — to  divide  the  village  school  into  two,  by  opening  a  special 
school  for  girls,  and  to  rebuild  the  schoolhouse  in  No.  5,  called  CStS  St. 
Pierre, 

Ripon. — Of  four  schools  there  is  one — that  in  the  village — ^which  gives 
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good  results.  The  teaching  is  very  methodical  and  includes  the  same 
subjects  as  those  taught  in  model  schools.  The  other  three  are  new  and 
little  advanced. 

Hartwell  has  now  only  one  school  district ;  it  requires  two.  The 
inhabitants  of  the  outlying  parts  of  the  municipality  have  told  me  that 
they  find  the  school  too  far  to  send  their  children  to  it.  I  strongly  recom- 
mended to  the  commissioners  to  open  two  schools  next  year.  I  examined 
the  books  of  the  secretary-treasurer  of  these  two  municipalities  and  I  am 
pleased  to  acknowledge  that  they  are  kept  with  care  and  correctness. 

MontebeUo. — The  convent,  which  has  been  opened  for  the  past  four 
years,  is  always  attended  by  a  large  number  of  pupils,  and  gives  every 
reason  to  hope  that,  owing  to  the  zeal  of  the  good  Sisters  who  manage  this- 
establishment,  the  education  record  therein  will  soon  reach  the  level 
required  by  the  importance  of  this  growing  village.  This  task  will  also^ 
be  facilitated  by  the  conscientious  manner  with  which  the  secretary^ 
tieasurer  performs  his  duties.  ^ 

Notre  Dame  de  Bonsecours  has  only  one  school ;  it  is  little  attended,, 
notwithstanding  the  zeal  of  the  master  managing  it.  I  hope  that  the 
commissioners  will  soon  decide  to  establish  two  school  districts,  as  the 
size  of  the  municipality  requires  it. 

Sheen  has  two  schools  that  work  perfectly. 

Chichester  has  four  schools,  little  attended,  except  that  in  No.  1,  in 
which  the  children,  under  the  direction  of  an  able  and  energetic  master- 
make  satisfactory  progress. 

He  des  Calumettes. — Of  the  ten  districts  of  this  municipality,  only  fiv& 
have  schools  in  operation.  It  has  been  impossible  to  secure  masters  for  the- 
others.  The  village  school  is  important ;  it  requires  an  able  teacher,  and 
one  accustomed  to  teaching.  A  pupil  of  the  normal  school,  speaking  good 
English,  would  find  a  suitable  situation.  The  secretary-treasurer  faithiully 
performs  his  duties. 

Waltham  has  only  one  school.  It  was  closed  at  the  time  of  my  visit,, 
under  the  pretext  that  the  house  was  in  bad  order. 

Mansfield  has  two  schools,  one  of  which  is  quite  new.  The  pupils  are 
are  very  backward ;  fortunately,  the  commissioners  are  disposed  to  spare* 
nothing  in  favoring  the  development  of  the  studies. 

St.  Elizabeth  of  Frank  town. — Two  schools  ;  that  in  No.  1  is  assiduously- 
attended.  Tho  pupils  are  advanced  in  arithmetic,  but  backward  in  all 
other  branches.  The  other  is  quite  new,  the  first  elements  only  being* 
taught. 

He  du  Calumet. — There  are  three  schools  managed  by  the  masters,  but 
the  attendance  is  so  irregular  that  general  progress  cannot  be  expected. 
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Bristol. — I  visited  two  schools  in  this  mnnicipaUty ;  although  not  Tery 
old,  they  are  well  attended  and  turn  out  good  pupils.  The  houms  are 
built  and  maintained  in  an  irreproachable  manner. 

Onslow, — This  municipality,  which  has  just  been  divided  into  two, 
has  two  Catholic  schools.  That  in  No.  7  is  in  an  old  house,  which  is  too 
«mall ;  that  in  No.  1  is  better  kept  and  under  the  management  of  an  able 
master,  holding  a  model  school  diploma. 


Mr.  GRONDIN. 
Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  you  my  inspection  report  for  the  y^ar 

1874-75. 

I  also  forward  you  at  the  same  time  my  large  statistical  table,  which 
1  have  filled  up  with  all  possible  care. 

This  latter  does  not,  as  in  former  years,  show  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  pupils  attending  school.  There  is  now  a  slight  decrease,  which  appears 
to  me  to  be  explained  by  the  general  stagnation  in  commercial  and  finan- 
cial matters.  That  whioh  also  induces  me  to  ascribe  the  decrease  to  the 
depressed  state  of  affairs,  is  that  it  only  bears  upon  superior  schools.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  application  has  been  better  than  in  past  years,  and 
there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  study  of  the  higher  branches  of  study, 
which  is  a  proof  that  our  schools  are  not  without  progressing,  and  that 
parents  better  and  better  understand  the  welfare  of  their  children. 

The  new  series  of  readers,  for  a  long  time  promised  and  which  it  is 
said  are  now  in  press,  are  impatiently  waited  for  by  all  those  entrusted 
with  the  education  of  youth,  as  they  will  thus  enable  a  classification  to  be 
made  of  their  pupils  of  equal  standing  who  come  to  school  with  different 
olass  books. 

A  consolidation  of  the  school  laws,  on  account  of  the  numerous  amend- 
ments through  which  this  law  has  become  confused,  having  become 
necessary,  advantage  might  be  taken  to  remedy  some  flaws  which  its 
practical  working  has  pointed  out.  For  my  part,  I  may  notice  the  follow- 
ing defects : 

In  section  6  of  chapter  (amending  act  of  1870),  it  is  stated,  "  the 
-**  secretary-treasurer  of  the  school  commissioners  shall  be  obliged  to  con- 
•**  vene  the  annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  commissioners  by  public 
^*  notice,  to  be  read  and  posted  as  prescribed  by  the  84th  section  of 
*'  chapter  16  of  the  C.  S.  L.  C,"  when  th«  said  i4th  section  does  not 
estate  that  any  notice  shall  be  read.

I  fdrtlieT  do  not  see  any thing^  in  the  law  prescribing  how  and  by  whom, 
the  school  commissioners  shall  be  convened  to  a  meeting. 

The  law  should  also  fix  the  proportion  which  all  ratepayers  in  a 
school  municipality  should  pay  for  ^e  construction  or  heavy  repairs  of  a 
model  school-house. 

The  4th  sub-section  of  the  79th  section  of  chapter  15  of  the  Consoli- 
dated Statutes  for  Lower  Canada  allows  to  any  one  furnishing  a  copy  of 
the  valuation  roll  the  sum  of  eight  dollars ;  the  following  sub-section  states 
that  if  the  valuation  roll  to  be  copied  contains  a  larger  extent  of  territory^ 
it  is  sufficient  to  copy  that  part  only  which  refers  to  such  mTmicipality, 
but  it  does  not  state  whether  this  part  of  the  valuation  roll  shall  still  oost 
eight  dollars  or  less  than  this  sum.  The  tariff*  for  a  copy  of  the  valuation 
roll  should  be  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  names  contained  therein :  for 
eight  dollars,  which  is  sufficient  for  a  copy  of  the  valuation  roll  in  some 
mmucipalities,  may  be  too  small  in  others, — and  it  is  certainly  too  high  in 
those  which  have  only  two  hundred,  and  even  less,  ratepayers. 

In  meetings  of  school  commissioners,  the  president  should  vote  on  all 
questions ;  and  if  the  votes,  including  his,  should  be  equal,  the  balance 
should  tend  to  that  side  in  favor  of  which  he  shall  have  voted.  In  the 
terms  of  the  existing  law  a  motion  may  be  carried  or  rejected  by  the  vote 
of  two  commissioners  out  of  four,  as  in  this  case  the  president,  although 
generally  the  most  educated,  and  oftentimes  the  only  educated  one,  is 
by  law  prevented  from  voting a

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  scholastic 
year  1874-76. 

The  unusual  severity  of  the  winter,  and  the  '* hard  times"  with  other 
causes,  have  tended  to  retard  the  prosperity  of  the  schools,  and  the  latter 
as  regards  not  only  the  points  just  mentioned,  but  also  the  improvement 
of  the  school-houses,  and  the  opening  of  new  schools.  I  have  endeavoured 
to  give  details  as  correctly  and  as  fully  as  possible  in  the  statistical  table 
herewith  mentioned.  As  compared  with  the  table  of  last  year,  it  will  be 
seen  that  there  is  an  increase  of  two  in  the  number  of  municipalities,  and 
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a  small  gain  in  the  number  of  schools  and  in  aggregate  attendance.  In 
other  respects,  there  has  been  but  little  change.  Nearly  all  the  teachers 
have  been  females,  and  with  very  few  exceptions,  thev  have  been  tolerably 
efficient  and  successful,  and  some  particularly  skilful  in  their  work.  The 
High  Schools  have  generally  done  good  service.  The  acad^nies  at 
Coaticook  and  Danville  (the  former  still  conducted  by  Mr.  Shonge)  having 
had  the  largest  attendance.  Some  of  the  model  schools  also,  have  done 
particularly  well. 

I  may  mention  the  Durham  school,  taught  by  Mr.  Elliott,  as  one  of 
the  best.  A  new  model  school  has  been  commenced  at  Windsor,  and  it  is 
proposed  to  open  one  in  St.  Fulgence  ;  in  fact  the  house  is  now  building. 
The  most  marked  improvement  in  school-houses  has  been  in  the  munici- 
pality of  Ascot,  where  four  new  houses  have  been  built.  Notwithstanding 
the  scarcity  of  money,  collections  have  generally  been  well  made,  and  I 
am  not  aware  of  any  difficulties  between  commissioners  and  teachers.  In 
one  instance  (the  municipality  of  Barnston),  commendable  improvement 
has  been  made  in  the  mode  of  supplying  the  schools  with  fael.  Many 
districts  need  new  school-houses,  and  I  hope  to  be  able  next  year,  to  report 
that  the  want  is  supplied,  at  least  in  part  of  these.  There  is  still  much  loss 
in  the  frequent  changing  of  teachers,  though  I  think  less  than  formerly. 
Perhaps  the  greatest  drawback  to  the  success  of  our  schools,  is  the  neglect 
on  the  part  of  parents  to  send  the  children  regularly  to  the  schools.  There 
may  be  some  excuse  for  this  in  the  case  of  poor  families  in  the  busy 
season  ;  but  much  of  it  is  owing  to  indifference.  In  too  many  cases,  too, 
the  question  in  the  employment  of  teachers,  is  not  whether  they  are 
thoroughly  competent  and  efficient,  but  rather  whether  they  can  be  had  at 
a  low  rate  of  wages.  I  am  glad  to  think  that  this  is  by  no  means 
universal,  still  it  is  too  often  the  case * • 

Owing  to  the  fearful  severity  of  the  winter,  rendering  the  roads  much 
of  the  time  impassable,  I  was  unable  to  accomplish  my  usual  amount  of 
visiting  at  that  season,  but  I  have  endeavoured  by  extra  work  this  summer » 
to  make  up  the  deficiency.

Sir, 


I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  you  my  general  report  on  my  yisits  to 
the  schools  and  boards  of  commissioners  and  trustees  in  my  district  of 
inspection  for  the  school  year  1874-75.  I  annex  thereto  my  large  statis- 
tical table  prepared  according  to  this  report 

I  eould  not  forward  it  to  you  before,  on  account  of  the  special  inquiry 
and  report  upon  model  schools  and  academies  which  were  required  and 
which  I  endeavored  to  make  with  care,  and  which  took  me  one  month 
and  a  haJf  to  do  so  that  it  was  impossible  to  complete  my  ordinary  visits 
until  about  the  end  of  October  last. 

The  state  of  school  matters  has  not  been  modified  in  any  marked 
manner  since  my  last  general  report.  Things  bave  not  however  retro- 
graded. In  general  the  educational  law  is  executed  in  good  faith,  but 
with  little  energy  ;  the  local  managers  do  not  seem,  with  few  exceptions, 
to  understand  the  important  duties  that  they  are  required  to  fulfil.  I  will 
say  more  that  they  do  not  endeavor  to  learn  it  or  to  be^  taught.  If  they 
were  really  \^alling  it  would  be  easy  for  them  to  meet  from  time  to  time 
especially  on  Sundays,  at  the  homes  of  their  secretary-treasurers,  (whom  it 
is  always  important  should  be  competent  men)  and  to  cause  to  be  read  and 
explained  by  them  or  by  their  presidents  the  provisions  of  the  law  upon 
education  which  concern  their  duties  or  rights ;  things  would  then  go  on 
better,  and  I  am  pursuaded  that  the  cur^s  or  ministers  would  assist  them 
if  they  had  the  good  sense  to  apply  to  them. 

Towards  the  end  of  1874,  the  board  of  education  thought  it  useful  and 
advantageous  to  require  the  use  in  the  schools  under  control,  simply  as  a 
reader,  the  Petit  Manuel  cT Agriculture  of  Dr.  Larue  ;  unfortunately  an  ill 
advised  Canadian  journal,  believing. that  in  that  it  bad  found  not  only  an 
absurdity,  but  what  is  more  serious,  a  breach  of  natural  law  and  an  attempt 
upon  ihe  liberty  of  the  head  of  the  £amily  publisned  in  that  sense,  several 
articles  which  had  the  eSeot  of  arising  prejudices  among  the  people  and 
prevented  in  the  first  instance  several  municipalities  from  conforming  to 
the  wishes  of  the  department  of  public  instruction.  Others  conformed 
owing  to  the  threat  of  losing  the  government  grant ;  but  the  majority  un- 
derstood the  good  sense  of  me  measure  and  voluntarily  adhered  to  it.  One 
municipality  in  place  of  supplying  the  schools,  with  a  certain  number  of 
this  elementary  treatise  approved  by  the  council  of  public  instruction,  to 
be  left  for  the  use  of  the  pupils,  naively  at  their*  public  examination  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  distributed  them  as  prizes  and  rewards  to  deserving 
pupils,  so  that  each  appropriated  his  own  and  brought  it  home.  Some  other 
municipalities  procured  them  to  resell  to  the  parents  who  did  not  wish  to 
buy  them  for  their  children. 

Finally  others  did  not  buy  them,  under  pretext  of  poverty ;  so  that  in 
many  schools  I  did  not  find  one  for  reading  purposes.    It  is  to  be  hoped 
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that  once  prejudice  has  disappeared  and  the  matter  better  understood  this 
useful  instruction  upon  elementary  notions  in  theoretical  agriculture  shall 
take  root  in  the  schools,  and  that  the  pupils  will  be  thereby  benefitted. 
To  insure  uniformity  in  the  use  of  this  small  manual  I  recommended  the 
school  commissioners  to  deposit  in  each  school  a  number  of  copies  at  the 
public  expense,  sufficient  for  the  general  use  of  the  children  each  year, 
each  copy  to  be  marked  with  the  name  of  the  school  ann  not  with  that  of 
the  pupil,  and  to  renew  them  when  required 

For  a  number  of  years  the  commissioners  of  the  city  of  Three  Eivers 
do  not  visit  their  schools  nor  do  they  fix  the  date  of  the  public  examina* 
tion,  at  the  end  of  the  school  year,  nor  gives  public  notice  thereof,  do  not 
attend  it  even,  notwitanding  the  warnings  that  I  thought  necessary  to  give 
them  upon  this  grave  neglect  of  their  duties,  which  seemed  to  annoy 
them.     A  sorry  example  for  the  chef-lieu  of  the  district. 

The  importance  of  school  matters  in  this  city  would  require  certain 
amendments  to  the  present  law  on  education  in  so  far  as  concern  the  salary 
of  the  secretary-treasurer  which  ought  to  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the- 
school  commissioners  or  trustees.  Further,  as  it  is  not  practicable  to  divide 
the  city  into  districts,  as  in  the  country,  it  would  be  desirable  that  a  spe- 
cial provision  should  be  inserted  providing  that  "  in  the  city  of  Three 
"  Rivers  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  divide  the  city  into  school  districts  c 
"  but  each  school  established  by  the  commissioners  and  trustees  and  placed 
"  under  their  control  respectively  according  to  law,  shall  be  considered  as^ 
"  a  school  district  and  may  be  attended  respectively  by  the  children  of  any 
"  other  part  of  the  city." 

It  would  be  also  desirable  that  the  school  commissioners  and  trustees 
of  this  city  should  have  power  to  hold  building  lots  for  schools  to  an 
unlimited  amount,  with  power  also  to  levy  the  sums  necessary  for  the 
construction  or  repair  of  their  usual  school-honses  and  dependencies.

I  have  thp  honor  to  forward  you  my  report  on  the  state  of  educa- 
tion in  my  district  of  inspection  for  the  school  year  1874-75. 

I  have  pleasure  in  stating  that  in  general  the  schools  of  the  fine 
and  extensive  county  of  Portneuf  are  better  kept  and  more  regularly 
attended  than  in  the  past.  The  school  commissioners  now  take  their 
duties  to  heart  and  acquit  themselves  well.  All  are  desirous  of  having 
only  good  schools. 

I  hope  that  before  long  the  teachers  will  be  better  paid ;  for  every* 
where  the  excellent  effects  of  education  upon  good  manners  and  real 
happiness  are  understood. 

The  schools  in  the  city  of  Quebec,  nearly  all  under  the  competent 
management  of  the  Brothers  of  the  Christian  Doctrine  and  the  reverend 
ladies  of  the  different  religious  communities,  are  in  a  flourishing  condi- 
tion, as  usual.  The  method  of  teaching  followed  in  their  various  insti- 
tutions leaves  nothing  to  be  desired. 

1  have  entered  in  the  statistics  of  the  inhabitants  in  the  city  the 
magnificent  convents  of  Sillery  and  Bellevue,  situated  in  the  banlieue* 
These  two  institutions  leave  nothing  to  be  desired  either  as  regards  the 
instruction  or  the  comfort  of  the  pupils ;  they  are  also  well  encouraged. 

I  have  also  pleasure  in  stating  that  a  large  number  of  young  men 
of  the  city  who,  for  one  reason  or  another,  had  not  attended  school 
during  their  younger  years,  attend  the  night  classes  kept  by  able  masters. 
Everyone  understands  that  to  live  now  one  must  know  how  to  read,  write, 
and  cypher.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  you  my  report  on  the  state  of  the 
Catholic  schools  in  the  county  of  Bonaventure  for  the  school  year  1874-75. 

As  usual,  I  have  visited  twice  during  the  course  of  the  year  the 
schools  confided  to  my  care,  and  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that 
the  grand  cause  of  education  is  every  day  becoming  more  popular. 

Notwithstanding  the  straitened  circumstances  of  many  of  the  muni- 
cipalities included  in  my  district  of  inspection,  the  annexed  statistical 
table  shows  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  schools 
in  operation,  and  in  the  number  of  pupils  attending  the  schools. 

As  I  have  already  had  occasion  several  times  to  remark  in  my 
preceding  reports,  the  obstacle  which  is  always  hurtful  to  the  proper 
working  of  our  schools,  that  which  is  Ihe  most  serious  and  most  difficult 
to  do  away  with,  is  the  want  of  assiduity  in  the  attendance  of  the  pupils 
at  school.  It  is  true,  that  in  many  cases  this  irregularity  is  occasioned  by 
the  poverty  of  the  rate-payers,  but  it  is  too  often  due  to  the  negligence 
and  apathy  of  the  parents  in  matters  of  education.  As  to  the  other 
obstacles  to  a  more  rapid  development  of  the  education  of  the  people, 
they  disappear  each  year  one  after  the  other.  Thus,  the  schoolhouses  are 
generally  more  commodious  and  the  children  better  provided  with  the 
necessary  appliances  for  their  advancement. 
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There  still  exists,  however,  another  cause  which  prevents  the  putting 
into  force  of  the  law  and  the  progress  of  our  schools :  this  cause,  upon 
which  I  must  draw  the  attention  of  the  Department,  is  the  difficulty  of 
procuring  teachers,  holding  certificates  of  capacity,  for  elementary  schools. 
From  this  want  of  competent  teachers  it  results  that  many  schools  remain 
closed,  and  in  certain  municipalities  they  have  to  be  content  with  accept- 
ing, contrary  to  law,  the  services  of  young  girls  not  holding  diplomas,  with 
the  risk  of  being  deprived  of  the  grant  for  such  school. 

This  deplorable  state  of  matters  arises  from  two  causes,  one  of  which 
is  the  distance  from  great  centres,  and  the  other  the  great  distance  of  the 
place  in  which  is  fixed  the  office  of  the  "Board  of  Examiners  for  the  county 
of  Bonaventure.  Very  few  aspirants  for  primary  teaching  have  sufficient 
means  to  incur  the  expense  of  a  land  voyage  of  50,  75,  or  120  miles, 
necessary  to  reach  New  Carlisle. 

From  what  precedes,  it  is  natural  to  conclude  that  the  majority 
of  young  persons,  boys  or  girls,  who  leave  our  model  schools  or  convents, 
sufficiently  capable  to  undertake  the  management  of  an  elementary  school, 
do  not  teach ;  or  if  they  do,  it  is  upon  condition  that  they  shall  not  be 
compelled  to  procure  an  elementary  school  certificate. 

With  a  view  of  remedying  this  evil,  1  would  suggest  the  creation  and 
appointment  of  a  committee  who  shall  have  power  to  grant  certificates  of 
capacity  to  aspirants  for  primary  instruction,  as  was  done  in  the  Magdalen 
Islands,  in  virtue  of  an  Order  in  Council  of  the  20th  of  March  last.  The 
parish  of  St.  Joseph  of  Carleton  is  the  most  central  and  convenient  place 
in  which  such  committee  could  meet.  It  is,  moreover,  at  Carleton  and  in 
the  neighboring  parishes  that  most  of  the  young  persons  who  devote 
themselves  to  teaching  are  to  be  met  with. 

There  are  also  at  Carleton  and  in  the  neighboring  places  gentlemen 
very  well  able  to  fill  the  office  of  examiners,  and  who,  I  am  sure,  would 
zealously  accomplish  their  duties. 

No  doubt  the  creation  of  such  a  committee  at  Carleton  would  ensure 
a  greater  prosperity  to  the  convent  in  that  parish,  by  attracting  thither  a 
larger  number  of  young  girls  from  the  remoter  parishes. 

I  can  only  praise  the  manner  in  which  our  four  model  schools  are 
managed.  These  institutions,  all  kept  by  educated  and  zealous  teachers, 
do  a  great  deal  of  good  to  the  places  in  w^hich  they  are  situated.  I  would 
be  pleased  to  count  a  greater  number  in  my  district  of  inspection. 

The  distribution  of  books  that  were  sent  me  by  the  Department,  to  be 
given  as  rewards  on  my  visits,  is  always  an  objec^.t  of  great  emulation  on 
the  part  of  the  children,  and  of  great  interest  to  the  parents. 

On  the  day  of  the  examinations  there  is  always  a  crowd  in  the  majority 
of  the  municipalities,  and  these  rewards  given  in  the  presence  of  the  cure, 
the  commissioners,  and  the  parents,  do  not  a  little  contribute  to  encourage 
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the  children  to  work  and  render  them  more  assidnons  in  their  attendance 
at  school. 

According  to  instructions  sent  me  by  the  Department,  I  took  advantage 
of  my  journeys  to  the  diflferent  municipalities  to  convrese  with  the  parents 
upon  some  subject  having  reference  to  education  on  agriculture,  which  I 
thought  might  interest  them

Sir, 

I  beg  leave  once  more  to  bring  under  your  notice  the  condition  of  the 
Protestant  schools  in  the  counties  of  Qasp6  and  Bonaventure,  though  in  so 
doing,  there  is  little  to  add  to  the  report  for  1873-74,  which  I  had  the  honor 
to  submit  last  October. 

County  of  Gaspi^. 

All  the  Protestant  schools  in  this  country,  with  one  exception,  to  the 
number  of  sixteen,  have  been  in  constant  operation  during  the  winter  ; 
and  to  judge  from  the  very  satisfactory  manner  in  which  the  pupils  of 
most  of  them  acquitted  themselves  at  the  examination  which  I  conducted 
in  February,  some  real  progress  is  being  made.  At  these  examinations,  I 
was  usually  accompanied  by  the  clergy  man  of  the  parish  as  well  as 
by  the  trustees  or  commissioners,  whose  presence  had  a  good  and  stimula- 
ting effect  on  teachers  and  pupils.  I  am  glad  to  testify  to  the  very 
general  feeling  of  interest  in  the  progress  of  education  that  is  evinced  in 
this  country,  and  which  is  proved,  not  only  by  the  readiness  with  which 
assessement  and  school  fees  are  collected,  and  by  the  regular  attendance  of 
children  even  during  an  inclement  season,  but  the  fact  that  several  new 
school-houses  are  in  process  of  erection.  I  have  heard  no  complaint  as  to 
the  non-payment  of  teachers'  salaries,  and  it  is  my  impression  that  the 
school-law  is  being  honestly  carried  out.  The  people  are,  however, 
generally  poor,  and  in  too  many  cases  unable  to  pay  a  sufficient  siJary  to 
induce  teachers  of  a  high  class  to  come  to  that  district.  Nevertheless 
several  young  women  educated  in  the  Q-asj^g  sdiools,  who  have  passed 
their  examinations  creditably,  continue  to  give  great  satisfaction,  aa 
ieachers,  to  parents  and  commissioners. 
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A  superior  or  model  school  is  much  needed,  and  it  is  in  comtemplation 
to  attempt  the  establishment  of  one  at  OaspS  Basin,  From  such  an  institu- 
tion, we  might  hope  for  a  supply  of  well-trained  teachers  for  the  schools 
upon  the  coast. 

County  of  Bonaventure. 

Although  some  of  the  schools  in  this  county  are  worthy  of  commen- 
dation, and  made  a  satisfactory  appearance,  when  I  inspected  them  lately, 
I  am  obliged  with  much  regret  to  state  that  there  is  in  some  municipalities 
a  sad  lack  of  interest  in  the  education  of  the  young.  I  am  unwilling. 
Sir,  at  this  early  stage  in  the  performance  of  my  duties,  as  an  inspector,  to 
draw  your  attention  to  the  particular  municipalities  in  which  a  very 
deplorable  apathy  upon  this  subject  seems  to  prevail ;  more  particularly 
as  I  have  in  reply  to  urgent  remonstrances,  received  certain  promises 
which,  I  trust,  may  be  speedily  performed.  But  unless  a  very  marked 
improvement  shall  have  taken  place  by  the  date  of  my  next  visit,  I  shall 
be  obliged  to  name  the  municipalities  in  question,  and  to  beg  that  some 
special  action  shall  be  taken  to  induce  the  trustees  to  change  their  ways. 

In  this  county,  there  seems  to  be  a  prejudice  against  female  teachers, 
as  I  know  of  only  one  now  employed.  The  result  is  that  for  this  reason 
among  others,  good  teachers  are  scarce ;  for  men  of  high  character  and 
sufficient  knowledge  can  hardly  be  found  to  take  charge  of  schools  at  the 
very  low  rate  of  renumeration  which  prevails. 

Owing  to  a  succession  of  severe  storms  which  occurred  while  I  was 
upon  my  tour,  I  found  it  impossible,  to  my  regret,  to  reach  a  few  small 
schools  situated  at  the  extremity  of  the  districts ;  but  from  all  the  trustees, 
as  well  as  teachers,  I  have  since  received  satisfactory  reports.  I  shall 
(D.  V.)  attend  to  them  early  in  summer. 

In  all  the  schools  examined  (with  one  exception  where  the  attendance 
had  been  very  irregular),  I  distributed  prizes  in  comformity  with  the 
regulations  in  circular  No.  12,  of  minister  of  public  instruction.  The 
names  of  books  awarded,  as  well  as  names  and  ages  of  prize-takers,  were 
duly  recorded,  and  can  be  forwarded  to  the  department  if  required. 

During  the  winter,  I  delivered  several  lectures  on  "  Education,"  but  as 
the  male,  portion  of  the  community  are  busily  employed  in  the  woods  at 
this  season,  the  attendance  was  not  numerous. 

If  I  might  be  allowed  to  make  a  suggestion  in  this  connection,  it  would 
be  that  a  much  more  permanent  effect  would,  I  think,  be  produced  if  a 
small  and  cheap  manual  or  set  of  reading  lessons  upon  the  subject  of 
education,  its  advantages,  the  disgrace  attaching  to  ignorance,  the  con- 
nection of  education  with  improvement  in  agriculture,  and  with  the 
progress  of  the  coxmtry  generally,  &c.,  &c.,  and  compiled  in  an  interesting 
form^^were  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  children,  as  a  reading  book. 

I  would  also  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  a  good  work  might  be  accom- 
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plished  by  establishing  on  this  coast,  say  at  OaspS-Basin  or  Perc^,  and  at 
New-Cailisle,  depots  for  the  sale  of  schools  books,  maps  and  other  schools 
requisites

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  my  statistical  return  for  the  year  ending^ 
1st  July  of  the  present  year. 

During  the  past  year,  I  visited  every  school  under  my  superintendence, 
save  two  which  are  remotely  situated,  and  were  not  in  operation  at  the 
time  of  my  tour.     Some  of  my  schools,  I  have  visited  twice. 

No  changes  of  importance  havinc^  taken  place  since  my  last  report^ 
I  deemed  it  unnecessary  to  give  you  a  detailed  report  of  each  municipality- 
Some  of  the  school-houses  in  my  district  are  in  a  dilapidated  state,  and 
I  would  suggest  that  the  Government  would  withdraw  the  annual  grant 
from  those  commissioners  and  trustees  who  may  neglect  to  supply  proper 
school  accommodation  after  having  been  notified  to  do  so. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  there  is,  at  the  present  time,  a  greater  interest 
taken  in  the  education  of  the  youth  of  this  district  than  I  have  heretofore 
witnessed.  I  have  secured  the  services  of  a  great  many  teachers  within 
the  past  year,  and  I  have  in  some  instances  been  authorized  to  offer  liberal 

salaries.

Sir, 

I  beg  leave  herewith  to  submit  my  report  upon  the  state  of  education 
in  my  district  of  inspection,  for  the  current  year. 

The  schools  have  been  well  kept  up  in  most  of  the  localities  and  have 
been  making  progress.  The  school  commissioners  generally  performed 
their  duties  faithfully,  except  in  the  matter  of  visiting  schools,  which  is  too 
much  neglected,  and  the  secretary-treasurers,  as  a  rule,  make  their  collections 
regularly  and  pay  the  teachers  promptly 

The  greatest  diflBiCulty  in  the  working  of  the  law  arises  from  the 
present  method  of  di\niding  the  money  among  the  school  districts.  One 
district  may  have  ten  scholars  of  the  age  require  to  draw  money  from  the 
treasurer  of  the  municipality.  Another  district  may  have  fifty.  The  latter, 
in  that  case,  would  have  five  times  the  money  with  which  to.  support  a 
school,  that  the  former  would  have  and  yet  the  expenses  of  the  two  schools 
are  nearly  equal.  In  the  course  of  years  one  district  has  a  large  amount  to 
his  credit,  in  the  books  of  the  municipality,  and  the  other  is  deeply  in  debt. 

Two  better  ways  of  dividing  the  money  have  been  suggested.  One 
to  give  each  districts  its  own  assessment.  The  other  to  allow  the  school- 
commissioners  to  support  the  schools  of  the  municipality  out  of  the 
treasury  of  the  municipality  as  out  of  a  common  fund,  according  to  the 
best  of  their  judgment  and  ability.  The  first  method  would,  in  my 
opinion,  work  the  best,  but  either  method  would  be  a  great  improvement 
upon  the  present  one.  As  the  law  now  stands,  many  districts  can  only 
have  schools  by  supplementing  the  aid  which  they  receive  from  the 
municipality,  by  voluntary  contributions.  This  seems  hard,  after  they  have 
paid  twice  as  much  perhaps  as  is  necessary  to  support  their  schools. 

.The  other  hindrance  to  the  prosperity  of  our  schools  is  the  frequent 
change  in  the  limits  of  school  municipalities.  Almost  every  such  change 
destroys  school  districts,  rendering  the  school-houses  in  them  nearly  useless, 
in  other  cases,  raising  a  question  as  to  the  property  in  the  school-houses, 
and  otherwise  occasioning  confusion  and  annoyance  without  benefiting 
any  party  in  a  degree  at  all  proportioned  to  the  injuries  occasioned. 

I  think  that  I  may  truthfully  say  that  there  is  progress  made  in 
education  in  this  district.  School  taxes  are  cheerfully  paid,  and  a  large 
amount  of  money  is  raised  by  the  municipalities.  Better  school-houses  are 
bnilt  year  by  year,  and  a  disposiiion  is  generally  shown  bv  the  people  and 
by  the  school  boards  to  work  for  the  best  interests  of  education.

Mr.  Painchaud  takes  pleasure  in  stating  that  popular  education  every 
day  makes  new  progress  in  the  Magdalen  Islands,  at  which  he  superintends 
the  schools. 

The  formation  by  the  Government  of  a  committee  entrusted  with 
according,  after  sufficient  examination  of  certificates  of  capacity,  to  aspirants 
for  primary  instruction,  certificates  which  should  be  confirmed  by  a  diploma 
issued  by  the  Board  of  Examiners  at  Perc6,  received  the  approval  of  all 
interested. 

One  obstacle  to  the  complete  success  of  the  school  question  remains  to 
be  overcome :  that  is,  he  says,  to  change  the  time  for  the  election  of  the 
school  commissioners,  and  to  hold  their  election  in  winter — ihe  season 
during  which  all  the  fishermen  are  at  home  and  could  take  part. 


Mr.  PILON. 

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  you  my  report  upon  the  schools  in  my 
district  of  inspection  for  the  last  six  months  of  the  school  year  1874-75. 

Among  the  teachers  entrusted  with  the  management  of  schools  in  this 
district,  I  find  several  who  do  not  hold  the  certificates  of  capacity  required 
by  law.  As  the  employment  of  these  teachers  and  married  women  often 
gives  rise  to  difficulty  and  even  serious  disorder,  I  will  take  the  liberty  of 
humbly  recommending  the  department  to  pass  an  order  providing  that  for 
the  future  men  and  young  unmarried  women,  provided  with  certificates, 
shall  alone  have  the  right  to  teach  in  our  schools,  to  the  express  exclusion 
of  teachers  without  certificates  and  married  women.  In  addition  to  the 
inconveniences  that  such  an  order  would  remedy,  it  would  have  the  effect 
of  encouraging  the  young  to  devote  themselves  to  study,  by  offering  them 
a  prospect  of  deriving  future  profit  therefrom. 

In  general,  all  my  elementary  schools  work  sufficiently  well.  The 
teachers  are.  with  few  exceptions,  competent  and  devoted.  On  my  part, 
I  spare  no  efforts  to  encourage  them.  The  pupils  are,  on  the  whole,  well 
disposed  and  as  assiduous  in  their  attendance  at  school  as  the  times,  roads, 
and  means  of  their  parents  permit.  The  prize  books  placed  at  my  disposal 
by  the  department  excite  a  great  deal  of  emulation  in  the  children.  As  to 
the  rate-payers,  as  I  can  only  praise  the  zeal  and  good  will  which  they 
manifest  for  the  advancement  of  education. 

The  principal  branches  of  elementary  education,  as  reading,  writing, 
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^ammar,  arithmetic,  and  si>ecially  mental  arithmetic,  are  taught  with  the 
^eatest  care.  The  same  may  be  said  of  agriculture,  the  teaching  of  which 
\(raA  almost  unknown,  and  is  now  adopted  in  63  districts.  I  do  all  in  my 
power  to  give  this  branch  the  importance  which  it  deserves,  especially  for 
<5ountry  pupils,  so  that  it  may  soon  occupy  its  proper  position  in  the 
•curriculum  of  studies. 

The  school  rates  are  regularly  paid  and  the  accounts  generally  well 
kept.  So  as  to  have  a  uniform  system  of  bookkeeping  and  to  render  all 
malversation  impossible,  I  have  advised  those  commissioners  who  audit 
their  accounts,  to  leave  that  duty  to  me  in  the  future

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  respectfully  to  submit  to  your  consideration  my  first 
report  upon  the  state  of  public  instruction  in  my  district  of  inspection  for 
the  year  1874-75. 

As  the  table  of  statistics,  w^hich  I  forward  to  you  herewith,  contains 
nearly  all  requisite  information  upon  the  scholastic  establishments  in  my 
district,  1  will  confine  myself  to  general  remarks  ujwn  the  instruction 
given  in  the  schools,  just  visited  by  me  for  the  first  time.  These  remarks 
will  be  very  succinct,  as  it  is  hardly  possible,  on  a  first  visit,  to  give  a 
pronounced  opinion  upon  such  an  important  question  as  that  of  public 
instruction.  Before  pronouncing  upon  the  good  as  well  as  the  bad  systems 
of  teaching,  upon  the  causes  of  progress  or  of  routine,  one  must  have  occa- 
sion to  msike  inquiries,  compare  results,  and  examine  the  matter  carefully. 
It  will  be,  therefore,  only  in  a  subsequent  report  that  I  shall  be  able  to 
draw  your  attention  to  those  schools  which  deserve  honorable  mention 
and  to  those  wherein  the  system  of  education  should  be  changed.  If,  as  I 
have  reason  to  believe,  the  school  commissioners  of  my  district  second  my 
efforts,  my  second  report  will  show  that  the  two  fine  counties  of  Quebec 
and  Montmorency  (which  form  my  district  of  inspection)  are  always 
worthy  of  figuring  advantogeously  in  the  general  report  on  public  instruc- 
tion in  the  ProrinGe  of  Quebec. 

However,  I  cannot  allow  this  oecaaion  of  addressing  you  a  few 
remarks  without  protesting,  all  in  my  power,  against  the  fact  tnat  certain 
commissioners  still  endeavor  to  bear  up<m  the  salary,  when  it  is  «  question 
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of  secnnng  the  services  of  a  man  to  whom  is  to  be  confided  that  which  is 
most  dear  to  us  in  the  world — the  future  of  our  children.  I  have  never 
been  able  to  conceive  how  men,  who  ought  to  be  intelligent,  since  they 
are  chosen  and  appointed  for  the  administration  of  public  instruction  in 
their  neighborhood,  can  err  in  such  a  manner  upon  so  an  important 
a  question. 

It  is  easily  understood  that  the  notary  and  physician  of  the  village 
should  have  an  annual  revenue  of  at  least  $600 ;  but  when  it  comes  to 
the  teacher,  a  man  that  is  worked  hard,  a  man  to  whom  is  entrusted  the 
office  of  cultivating  the  moral  and  intellectual  faculties  of  the  youth — the 
man  who  ruins  his  constitution  and  his  health  in  a  vitiated  atmosphere — 
the  man  who,  as  an  auxiliary  to  the  priest  and  whose  sublime  mission  is  to 
make  of  the  tender  creatures  entrusted  to  him  men  upon  whom  their 
religion  and  their  country  can  one  day  depend  ;  well,  when  it  is  a  question 
concerning  him,  they  higgle  over  his  meagre  salary,  cent  by  cent,  and  he  is. 
so  bargained  with  at  the  time  of  his  engagement  that  for  very  weariness 
he,  being  accustomed  to  sacrifices,  ends  by  consenting  to  a  reduction  of  a 
few  dollars,  and  signs  a  contract  which  circumstances  forced  him  to  accept, 
but  is  none  the  less  dishonoring  to  those  imposing  it  upon  him. 

But  it  will  be  said,  perhaps,  why  does  the  teacher  accept  such  humili- 
ating and  impossible  conditions  ?  The  answer  to  this  question  is  easily- 
given.  It  is,  that  the  teacher  (I  now  speak  of  one  who  has  a  taste  for 
teaching,  whose  true  calling  it  is)  obeys  that  law  of  nature  which,  when 
we  have  exercised  a  certain  calling  for  some  years,  causes  it  to  become  a 
second  nature,  and  makes  it  necessary  to  exercise  such  calling  for  the 
remainder  of  one's  days.  If  one  has  carefully  studied  the  duties  of  the 
profession  of  one's  choice,  taken  a  liking  thereto,  and  searched  for  and  found 
the  solution  of  some  of  the  difiiculties  met  with,  one  becomes  identified 
almost  with  the  duties  of  one's  office,  and  ends  by  liking  nearly  always 
that  which  has  cost  us  fo  much  time  and  fatigue.  The  teacher  especial- 
ly, notwithstanding  the  troubles  and  disappointments  of  all  sorts  attached 
to  his  thankless  career,  likes  his  office  ;  it  is  such  a  fine,  such  a  noble 
mission,  to  educate  the  young.  It  is  thus  seen  how  much  it  gosts  a 
devoted  man  to  abandon,  for  pecuniary  reasons,  his  little  flock  that  has 
been  entrusted  to  him  and  which  he  so  tenderly  loves.  Oh  !  he  knows 
what  it  is  to  suffer  ;  he  will  remain  a  long  time  at  the  head  of  those  little 
folks  whom  he  has,  as  it  were,  fashioned,  and  whom  he  causes  to  walk  in 
the  path  of  duty  ;  he  studies  their  tendencies,  the  good  qualities  which  he 
praises  and  develops,  and  the  defects  which  he  corrects  :  this  is  the  whole 
of  his  philosophy  and,  cost  what  it  may,  he  will  remain  at  his  post  of 
honor.  Is  it  now  understood  why  this  man  of  good  motives  accepts  condi- 
tions which  a  servant  in  a  good  house  would  refuse  with  disdain  ? 

I  shall  not  fail,  sir,  to  notify  you  of  these  school  commissioners  who 
abuse  their  powers  by  refusing  to  tneir  worthy  school-masters  emoluments 
in  proportion  to  the  ser vices  that  tney  render  to  their  country.  I  am. 
convinced  that  you  will  render  prompt  justice  to  such  parsimony  by  vnth» 
holding  the  grant  from  the  school  municipalities  represented  by  such  meh^ 
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by  men  who  have  no  shame  in  making  a  speculation  of  the  finest  sentiments 
or  man :  the  love  of  the  duties  of  one's  office. 

Allow  me,  sir,  in  concluding  of  these  remarks,  to  make  the  following- 
suggestion  : — As  the  majority  of  our  teachers  have  not  the  means  necessary 
to  procure  certain  works  on  Pedagogy,  which  I  think  indispensable  ta 
bring  about  and  maintain  uniformity  in  the  system  of  teaching  in  this  Pro- 
vince, would  it  not  be  desirable  that  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction 
should,  out  of  the  sum  granted  for  purchasing  priees,  take  a  certain  sum  to 

Eurchase  few  hundred  copies  of  the  excellent  work  on  teaching  by  his 
ordship  the  Bishop  of  Rimouski?  These  copies  could  be  distributed 
f^aiis  to  the  different  school  municipalities  for  the  use  of  the  masters. 
This  small  expenditure  would  be  amply  compensated  by  the  amount  of 
good  done  to  the  cause  of  education  by  the  spread  of  this  important  work. 

I  must  add  that  I  saw  with  pleasure  that  Mr.  Juneau's  Calcul  Mentat 
and  Mr.  Larue's  Manuel  (f  Agriculture  are  very  generally  used  in  all  the 
schools  visited  by  me.  I  will  make  it  my  special  duty  to  contribute,  by 
my  advice,  so  that  these  two  excellent  works  shall  be  more  and  more  used 
in  the  schools  of  my  district.  In  an  agricultural  and  commercial  country 
like  ours,  we  cannot  too  much  encourage  the  study  of  arithmetic  in  all  it& 
bearings,  and  especially  with  reference  to  agriculture,  in  which  routine  has* 
unfortunately  deeply  struck  its  roots. 

I  feel,  sir,  great  satisfaction  in  stating  that  our  Canadian  works  on  the 
different  branches  of  education  are  in  use  in  most  of  our  schools.  It  is  an 
act  of  justice,  and  encouraging  towards  Canadian  writers,  who  do  not 
neglect  anything  to  make  their  works  as  didactic,  if  not  more  so,  than 
others  of  the  same  kind  that  are  furnished. 

The  Reverend  Abb6  Lagac6  has  just  published  a  work  on  French  pro- 
nunciation, to  be  used  also  as  a  reader.  This  indisponsible  work  will  not 
only  soon  be  in  the  hands  of  each  student,  but  even  in  the  library  of  every 
educated  man,  who  wishes  to  have  in  his  possession  a  literary  jewel,  and 
who  further  wishes  to  learn  to  read  well — a  study  which  is  much  more^ 
difficult  than  is  generally  imagined ^

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  you,  with  the  present  rei)ort,  my  large 
statistical  table  for  the  school  year  1874-75. 

I  held  a  most  searching  examination  in  each  school,  and  I  remarked  a 
great  improvement  in^  the  i caching  of  reading,  grammar,  and  history. 

The  writing  is  careful,  and  the  copy-books  are  generally  very  clean. 

I  regret  to  mention  that  the  pupils  in  the  elementary  have  made 
little  progress  in  arithmetic,  and  that  this  essential  branch  of  primary 
instruction  seems  to  be  neglected. 

The  teachers,  both  male  and  female,  within  my  district  of  inspection 
are  careful  to  make  use  in  their  schools  of  the  divisions  of  time  which  I 
had  placed  in  their  hands  at  the  commencement  of  the  year.  This  distri- 
bution of  the  time  gave  a  certain  time  to  each  branch  that  is  taught,  and 
the  uniformity  of  the  works  in  use  have  much  contributed  to  the  progress 
of  education  in  my  county. 

The  instructions  in  the  few  works  on  teaching  which  I  distributed  on 
my  first  visit  were  punctually  followed,  and  I  remarked  with  pleasure  that 
they  have  adopted  a  better  system  of  teaching. 

The  model  schools,  managed  by  ex-pupils  of  the  Laval  Normal  School, 
!give  the  best  results  The  teachers  who  conduct  them  evidence  great  tact, 
zeal,  and  aptitude.  They  have  everywhere  gained  the  esteem  and  affection 
of  the  parents. 

The  prizes  distributed,  by  way  of  award,  are  a  great  incentive  to  excite 
«  spirit  of  emulation  in  the  children,  and  I  have  had  occasion  to  observe 
that  they  have  everywhere  produced  excellent  effects. 

School  matters  in  general  have  nothing  to  be  desired.  In  the  course 
of  the  year  lust  lapsed  there  have  been  several  good  school-houses  built, 
^11  perfectly  adapted  to  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  intended. 

The  school  municipality  of  Laterriere  distinguished  itself  over  all  the 
others  by  the  great  sacrifices  it  imposed  upon  itself  The  commissioners 
levied  an  extraordinary  tax  of  more  than  $400  to  repair  several  school- 
jhouses,  which  to-day  are  an  ornament  to  the  parish

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  on  the  state  of  the  schools  in 
my  insi)ection  district  for  the  year  1874-75. 

There  have  been  14  new  schoolhouses  added  to  those  already 

existing,  thus  bringing  the  number  of  schoolhouses  in  my  district  to  191. 
The  actual  increase  in  the  number  of  schools  taught  during  the  past  year 
is  15,  and  it  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  average  attendance  of  children 
at  school  has  been  much  better  than  during  the  preceding  year.  The 
general  tone  and  standing  of  the  schools  are  steadily  improving,  and  the 
teachers'  salaries  are  being  increased  in  many  localities.  I  do  all  in  my 
power  to  encourage  school  commissioners  to  increase  teachers'  salaries,  and 
in  justice  to  those  who  are  charged  with  the  local  management  of  the 
schools  in  my  district,  I  must  say  that  they  give  proof  of  zeal  and  devoted- 
ness  in  the  cause  of  education,  and  that  want  of  means  alone  prevents  them 

from  having  their  schbols  on  a  first-class  footing 

I  ma;^  safely  say  that  the  boards  of  school  commis- 
sioners, without  exception,  are  imbued  with  the  laudable  desire  of  improving 
the  schools  under  their  management,  and  although  in  some  cases  it  is  to  be 
regretted  that  these  gentlemen  do  not  possess  all  the  qualifications  required 
for  the  discharge  of  their  important  duties,  yet  it  is  rare  to  find  one  who  is 
not  willing  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  promote  the  interests  of  education. 
The  same  may  be  said  of  the  secretary-treasurers.  1  may  also  add  that  the 
vast  extent  of  country  comprised  in  my  district  of  inspection  and  the 
difficulty  that  I  experience  in  reaching  the  schools  from  the  bad  state  of 
the  roads,  which  in  some  seasons  are  as  yet  impracticable,  renders  it  impos- 
sible for  me  to  visit  all  the  schools  as  often  and  as  regularly  as  I  would 
desire. 

I  have  succeeded  in  having  particular  attention  given  to  reading, 
spelling,  writing,  arithmetic  and  mental  calculation,  and  it  gives  me 
pleasure  to  state  that  quite  a  large  number  of  children  show  very  creditable 
proficiency  in  all  these  branches,  particularly  the  last,  to  which,  I  think, 
too  much  importance  cannot  be  attached.  I  take  the  liberty  of  again 
referring  to  the  subject  of  reading  books,  of  which  I  spoke  in  my  last 
report,  as  well  as  to  the  establishment  of  public  libraries,  which  I  consider 
to  be  not  only  a  highly  important  but  essential  point  in  our  system  of 
popular  education

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  you  my  annual  report  on  the  working  of 
education  in  the  district  of  inspection  with  which  I  am  charged.  This 
report  sets  forth  nothing  further  than  what  has  been  already  stated  in 
preceding  reports. 

The  result  of  the  year  is  sufficiently  satisfactory,  if  the  numerous 
obstacles  with  which  it  is  necessary  t6  struggle,  and  of  which  several  may 
be  called  uncontiollable,  are  taken  into  account.  I  have  enumerated  a 
great  many  each  year.  I  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  mention  them  again- 
It  would  be  only  a  repetition.  Irregularity  in  attendance,  lack  of  necessary 
furniture,  the  inexperience  of  the  young  girls  in  whose  charge  most  of  our 
schools  are  placed,  &c.,  &c.,  and,  lor  one  who  attentively  follows  the  work- 
ing of  the  law  which  regulates  public  instruction,  the  slow  progress  made, 
is  nothing  surprising.  AH  authority  is  in  the  hands  of  persons  who,  for  the 
most  part,  pay  less  attention  to  the  advancement  of  thg  pupils  in  our  schools 
than  to  resolve  the  difficult  problem  of  supporting  many  schools  at  the  least 
possible  expenditure. 

The  salaries,  instead  of  going  on  an  increasing  rSte,  tend  rather  on  the 
contrary  to  be  lowered  each  year.  The  number  ot  schools  is  increased  so 
that  they  may  be  near,  and  the  exi>enses  necessitated  by  each  one  dimin- 
ished. It  follows  that  primary  education  is  almost  exclusively  confided  to 
Jroung  girls,  who,  without  training  and  good  will  and  theoretical  know- 
edge,  cannot  have  the  authority  and  practical  experience  offered  by  a  staff 
of  teachers  who  make  teaching  a  career  or  permanent  profession. 

Complaint  is  made  that  enough  teachers  cannot  be  had.  I  am  sure 
that  if  a  proper  remuneration  was  offered  to  the  teachers,  they  would  not 
be  wanting. 

There  has,  however,  been  progress,  but  much  too  slow.  The  grand 
statement  table  hereunto  annexed,  as  those  of  former  ^ears,  shews  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  inscribed  on  the  school  registers — the 
average  attendance  in  proportion  to  the  total  remaining  about  the  same. 

The  teaching  of  mental  arithmetic  and  agriculture  is  spreading  little 
by  little,  sufficiently,  however,  to  be  able  to  predict  that  before  long  it  will 
become  general.

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  you  the  following  report  on  the  state 
of  education  in  my  district  of  inspection  for  the  year   ending  June   30, 

1876. 

In  looking  over  the  enclosed  statistics,  you  will  see  that  the  number 
of  scholars  attending  school  exceeds  that  of  last  year  by  a  few  hundreds. 
This  increase  is  mainly  owing  to  several  schools  having  been  established 
during  the  year  in  new  municipalities  where  a  number  of  families  have 
lately  settled,  chiefly  in  the  townships  of  Whitton,  Hampden,  and 
Marston,  in  the  county  of  Compton. 

Generally  speaking,  the  schools  throughout  my  district  are  conducted 
in  a  satisfactory  manner.  In  many  places  the  people  are  poor  and  unable 
to  employ  good  teachers.  In  other  localities  the  scarcity  of  well  qualified 
teachers  is  very  much  felt,  except  where  they  have  been  trained  in  the 
normal  schools. 

I  have  to  state  that  only  very  few  of  the  schools  under  my  super- 
vision are  properly  furnished,  not  being-  supplied  with  maps,  blackboards, 
&c.  I  trust  something  will  be  done  in  this  direction  before  another 
year

Mr.  THOMSON. 
Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  you  my  report  on  schools,  academies, 
&c.,  for  the  year  ending  30th  June,  1875. 

In  the  first  place,  I  beg  to  say  great  progress  has  been  made  in  all 
schools,  and  in  all  other  seminaries,  in  my  district  of  inspection,  for  the 
past  year.  I  proceed  to  state  to  you  various  matters  concerning  instruc- 
tion, or  education,  in  my  district. 

First,  the  school  commissioners  are  not  negligent  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties  assigned  to  them  by  the  public ;  this  is  more  especially  the 
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case  in  the  larger  municipalities.  Those  duties  are  not  so  well  performed 
in  small  municipalities.  However,  there  is  some  laxity  in  some  of  the 
commissioners  or  trustees  in  the  performance  of  legal  duties  for  the  benefit 
of  schools.  Journals  are  not  regularly  kept  in  all  schools  ;  in  many,  com- 
missioners do  not  provide  them  for  the  teachers.  Some  neglect  to  do  this 
important  duty,  who  manifest  sound  judgment  in  other  matters.  The- 
teachers  buy  some  small  sheets  of  paper  on  which  to  mark  their  daily  work^ 
and  when  they  leave  the  school  altogether  they  take  the  paper  with  them 
as  their  own  property.  This  causes  it  to  be  a  diflSoult  matter  to  get  alE 
the  statistics  which  the  Minister  wants  from  the  Inspector.  I  have  dealt 
with  the  commissioners  in  this  matter.  They  sometimeis  do  .what  is  rights 
but  fall  back  again  into  their  old  habit.  They  are  also  in  fault  in  leaving 
the  election  of  the  teachers  to  the  public  or  rate-payers.  This  lessens  the 
salary  given  to  the  teachers  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  say  that  the  secre- 
taries generally  do  their  work  well  and  keep  their  accounts  correctly^ 
The  female  teachers  trained  in  the  normal  schools  are  the  best  qualified^ 
the  most  competent  to  teach  in  all  our  schools.  The  most  of  them  teach  in^ 
the  city,  where  they  are  better  paid.  Many  who  commence  to  teach  are- 
only  competent  to  obtain  an  elementary  diploma.  They  teach  for  a  few- 
years,  then  leave  altogether,  and  new  beginners  take  their  places.  There- 
are  very  few  male  teachers  teaching  in  country  schools.  Unless  it  is  tO" 
teach  some  rather  large  school,  or  high  school,  young  men  do  not  think  of 
entering  into  the  profession.  This  is  not  the  case  in  the  western  countries 
of  Europe.  Nevertheless,  in  this  Dominion,  many  grammar  schools,  high 
schools,  and  large  public  or  common  schools  exist,  and  do  great  work  in 
the  culture  of  the  human  mind ;  and  as  this  great  country  advances  in. 
prosperity  and  wealth,  so  shall  all  its  great  schools  increase  in  intelligence « 
and  mental  power.  Then  shall  education  be  more  highly  esteemed  andl 
supported  by  all  intelligent  men. 

The  commissioners  have  placed  lately,  in  many  schools,  good  maps  of 
the  World,  of  North  America,  and  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada.  I  have 
also  to  state  that  all  the  district  I  have  to  report  on  now  is  under  the 
school  law.  G-renville  is  now  rendering  obedience.  The  commissioners 
of  Montreal  have  built  a  new  schoolhouse  in  Sherbrooke  street ;  it  is  very 

large  and  also  very  strong,  with  nearly  600  children  in  it 

I  was  greatly  pleased  to  see  the  excellent 

manner  in  which  the  instruction  was  given  to  the  young  and  the  advance 
in  the  schools  of  the  city  under  control,

However,  T  am  pleased  to  have  to  state  that,  in  spite  of  obstacles, 
popular  education  is  sansibly  improved ;  and  I  have  every  reason  to 
hope  that,  in  the  near  future,  this  part  of  the  country  will  not  have  to  envy 
the  best  counties  in  so  iar  as  the  efficiency  of  the  schools  and  ability  of  the 
teachers  are  concerned

Mr.  VALADE. 

1  have  the  honor  to  forward  you  my  report  on  the  statistics  of  my 
district  of  inspection  for  the  school  year  1874-75. 

You  will  notice  thereon,  I  am  pleased  to  state,  that  efforts  are  made 
more  than  ever  to  extend  the  programme  of  practical  knowledge,  owing  to 
the  influence  of  the  clergy  and  the  Government,  who  are  always  equal  to 
the  duties  of  their  respective  positions. 

I  owe  also  honorable  .mention  to  the  normal  schools,  whose  inappre- 
ciable services  are  every  day  requiring  recognition  from  the  country,  and 
to  whom  we  are  doubtless  indebted  for  the  best  of  our  male  and  female 
teachers  who  have  now  the  control  of  our  schools. 

I  will  say  with  pleasure  that  nearly  the  whole  of  the  teachers  as  a  class 
priests  and  persons  of  the  religious  profession,  or  lay  teachers  of  both  sexes, 
perfectly  acquit  themselves  of  their  duties.  I  might  perhaps  say  the  same 
of  the  secretary-treasurers  ;  but  the  exceptions  are  less  rare,  and  it  is  only 
after  repeated  demands  that  I  have  been  able  to  get  proper  accounts  from 
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some  ot  these  gentlemen.  With  some  it  is  negligence,  with  others  it  is  th 
cumulation  of  too  many  different  duties  at  once  which  makes  them  forge 
to  fulfil  their  duties  as  secretary-treasurers.  As  a  remedy  for  the  evi 
resulting  from  such  a  state  of  matters,  could  not  the  teacher  be  authorized 
seeing  the  general  insufficiency  of  the  salary  which  he  receives,  if  h 
produces  two  solvent  sureties,  to  fulfil  the  duties  of  secretary-treasurei 
which  he  could  do  as  well,  and  often  even  more  efficiently  than  certaii 
notaries,  merchants,  &c.,  who  do  not  occupy  themselves  much  with  th 
matter,  to  the  great  prejudice  of  the  proper  keeping  and  prosperity  c 
the  schools. 

The  two  causes  which  next  retard  the  advancement  of  our  scholasti 
establishments,  those  which  prevent  them  from  perfectly  answering  th 
requirements  of  society,  are,  in  the  first  place,  the  want  of  attendance  o: 
the  part  of  the  pupils  who,  on  the  most  frivolous  pretexts,  frequent! 
miss  their  classes  ;  and,  secondly,  the  interminable  length  of  the  vaci 
tions,  which  has  the  efiect  of  making  nine-tenths  of  the  pupils  forg^ 
all  that  they  have  learned  during  the  school  year,  or  at  least  le^ve  thei 
with  very  slight  recollections  of  it.  Anc^  further,  I  am  only  stating  th 
truth  when  I  affirm  that  for  the  majority  of  children,  especially  those  i 
town,  the  length  of  the  vacation  tends  to  a  demoralization  of  the  youth. 

Notwithstanding  this,  sir,  the  ajinexed  statistics  will  leave  no  <Jouh 
in  your  mind  upon  the  good  results  generally  produced  by  the  presen 
working  of  our  schools.

I  have  the  honor  to  Bubmit  my  annual  report  on  Laval  Kormal 
l&hool. 

As  laay  be  seen  by  the  statlBtical  tables,  one  hundred  and  ten  pupils 
Littended  the  classes  in  the  Normal  iSchool  during  the  scholastic  year 
1W5-76. 

47  male  pupil  teachers  (40  boarders,  7  <lay  scholars), 
63  female  pupil  teachers  (boarders).

7  in  academy, 

18  in  Ist  division,

110  pupils  attended  the  school, 
08  Knished  the  year, 
90  were  awarded  diplomas, 

7  for  academical  school, 
44  for  model  school, 
39  for  elementary  school. 

The  greater  part  of  these  pupils  at  present  occupy  positions  as  teachers. 
A  few  returned  to  the  Normal  School  to  obtain  a  higher  diploma.  Some 
await  a  favorable  opportunity,  or  better  health,  to  commence  teaching. 

In  the  supplementary  model  schools  we  gave  instruction  to  868 
children  ;  145  little  boys  and  228  girls.  These  schools  appear  to  deserve 
and  gain  an  increasing  amount  of  confidence  from  parents.  They  are 
attended  by  children  of  the  best  families,  and  the  boys'  department  is  80 
crowded  that  I  am  reluctantly  obliged  to  refuse  every  year  a  great  number 
of  pupils. 

I  had  the  honor,  in  previous  reports,  to  submit  the  curriculum  of 
studies  followed  in  Laval  Normal  School ;  to  this  already  extensive  list,  we 
have  this  year  added  linear  drawing,  which  had  been  neglected  for  some 
time.  The  Professor,  Mr.  G-enest,  has  taken  great  pains  to  push  on  his 
pupils,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  they  have  made  remarkable  progress. 

It  is  with  great  satisfaction  that  I  bear  testimony  to  the  pli^asant 
relations  that  I  have  had  with  the  teachers  and  the  disciplinarians  daring 
the  past  year ;  their  conduct  towards  me  has  left  a  most  favorable  impression. 
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In  both  departments  of  the  Normal  School  and  the  Supplementary  Model 
School,  they^ried  with  each  other  in  zeal  in  promoting  the  advancement, 
both  moral  and  intellectual,  of  their  pupils.  On  their  side  the  latter,  by 
their  good' conduct,  application,  progress,  willingness  and  respect,  &c.,  have 
afforded  me  the  greatest  satisfaction.  • 

I  need  not  add  that  my  relations  with  the  Ursuline  Sisters,  in  the 
management  of  the  female  pupil  teachers'  department,  have  been  most 
agreeable. 

I  have  already  had  occasion  to  speak  of  the  high-handed  proceedings 
by  which  we  have  been  deprived,  since  last  May,  of  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  garden  attached  to  the  Normal  School.  I  must  not  qualify  this 
infraction  of  the  law,  nor  pass  judgment  on  those  who,  by  their  position, 
should  have  prevented  such  disorder.  The  dangerous  consequences  of 
such  license  are  evident.     Allow  me  to  make  the  followinor  remarks  : — 


"o 


1st.  That  the  house  we  reside  in  is  cold  and  almost  uninhabitable  in 
winter ; 

2nd.  That  it  is  much  too  small,  and  is  becoming  yearly  more  crowded, 
especially  in  the  Model  School ;  we  yearly  refuse  a  large  number  of  pupils  ; 

3rd.  That  we  are  placed  in  too  public  a  locality,  surrounded  by  the 
public  on  all  sides,  exposed  to  all  (he  caprices  of  passers-by,  who  disturb 
the  classes ; 

4th.  That  we  have  not  one  foot  of  land,  nor  the  smallest  yard,  where 
the  pupils  might  indulge  in  those  bodily  exercises  which  are  essential  to 
their  health,  considering  the  sedentary  life  they  lead. 

The  interest  you  take  in  everything  concerning  education,  and 
particularly  in  Normal  Schools,  gives  me  reason  to  hope  that  you  will  not 
look  upon  this  state  of  things  with  indifference,  and  that  you  will  endeavor 
to  do  away  with  these  inconveniences. 

Besides,  the  Laval  Normal  School,  which  has  been  now  in  operation 
over  20  years,  has  given  proofs  of  its  efficiency.  The  pupils,  scattered 
throughout  the  Province,  work  heartily  in  the  cause  of  education,  and  it 
certainly  does  not  deserve  to  be  looked  down  upon  by  those  who  are 
endeavoring  to  stir  up  feeling  against  it,  or  to  be  neglected  by  the  persons 
whose  protection  it  legitimately  expects. 

Happily  the  most  enlightened  men  do  justice  to  the  institution. 

"  I  am  a  declared  partisan  of  our  Normal  Schools,  writes  Dr.  H.  Larue, 
they  hold  the  middle  place  between  our  model  schools,  our  academies  and 
our  Colleges ;  they  fill  up  a  long  existing  void,  as  no  other  institution 
could  do." 


'  I  know  only  one  of  these  institutions,  that  of  Quebec." 
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"  I  followed  this  institution  very  closely,  and  I  will  only  say  one  wore 
about  it.  Its  system  of  education  is  beyond  criticism.  Its  Professors  ar< 
not  only  remarkably  well  informed,  but  they  possess  the  faculty  of  teachiuc 
in  the  nighest  degree.  And  the  progress  of  the  pupils  in  the  Laval  Norma 
School  in  the  two  or  three  years  that  the  course  lasts,  is  really  astonishing. 

"This  establishment  sends  every  year  into  the  country  a  certaii 
number  of  teachers,  whose  clear  and  intelligent  teaching  is  produciuj 
the  richest  fruit." 

"  In  my  opinion  no  Government  money  is  better  spent  than  that  whicl 
is  devoted  to  the  maintenance  of  these  schools." 

These  are  encouraging  words,  and  I  have  much  pleasure  in  citinj 
them  at  the  end  of  this  report  as  the  impartial  judgment  of  one  of  ou 
citizens  best  qualified  to  pass  an  opinion  on  the  matter.

Sir,— 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  my  report  on  the  Jacques-Cartier  Normal 
School  for  the  scholastic  year  1876-76. 

I. 

We  admitted  60  pupils  this  year,  of  whom  30  were  new.     They  were 
divided  into  the  folio  wins:  classes  : —

In  academical  school  diploma  class 6 

In  model               "            "            "     14 

In  elementary      "            "            "     20 

.In  preparatory     "            "            "     20 

Nearly  all  the  students  in  the  two  higher  classes  followed  the  course 
during  the  whole  year.  Several  left  the  other  classes,  one  to  enter  the 
noviciate  of  the  Christian  Brothers,  one  to  Jesuit's  College,  one  to  teach, 
two  to  farm,  &c. 

11. 

I  have  to  bestow  the  highest  compliments  on  both  professors  and  pupils 
generally.  It  would  not  be  out  of  place  to  remark  that  out  of  the  24  hours 
of  the  day,  7 J  are  devoted  to  sleep,  3 J  to  meals  and  recreation,  and  18  hours 
to  study  and  instruction,  either  given  or  received.  Further,  there  is  but 
one  holiday  in  the  w6ek,  which  begins  at  noon  and  finishes  at  4  p.m. 
Still  our  list  of  studies  is  so  full  that  I  have  often  great  difficulty, 
considering  the  health  of  the  students,  to  devote  sufficient  time  to  our 
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curriculum,  which  we  wish  to  enlarge  still  more.  I  will  have  the  honor, 
in  a  future  communication,  to  explain  this  matter  more  in  detail.  For  the 
present  I  only  desire  to  state  that  this  year,  as  formerly,  there  has  been 
arduous  and  constant  work. 

III. 

At  the  close  of  the  examinations  we  found  that   17  pupils  deserved  to 
be  recommended  for  diplomas,  viz. : — 

6  for  academical  schools, 
11  for  model  school. 

As  the  pupils  of  the  second  year  almost  invariably  return  to  study  for 
the  model  school  diploma,  we  only  grant  the  elementary  school  certificate 
to  those  who,  being  duly  qualified,  desire  to  quit  the  establishment. 

Amongst  the  teachers  who  have  been  awarded  diplomas,  one  has. 
entered  holy  orders,  and  teaches  in  the  Varennes  College  ;  two,  not  having 
found  suitable  situations,  continue  their  studies  iji  private,  but  they  are 
prepared  to  fill  the  first  good  vacancy  ;  another  is  making  a  special  English 
course ;  others  finally  return  to  obtain  the  academy  diploma. 

IV. 

I  see  with  pleasure  that  teachers  who  have  suitable  salaries,  even  those 
with  small  wages,  but  regularly  paid,  continue  to  teach  longer  than  the' 
period  agreed  upon.  1  find  by  the  report  of  1872-73  that  some  old  pupils 
who  had  given  up  teaching,  and  others  who  had  never  commenced  it,  are 
to-day  at  the  head  of  some  very  flourishing  schools.  This  is  to  be  expected 
as  a  natural  result  of  the  improvement  in  the  position  of  a  teacher.  For 
my  part,  I  am  convinced  that  more  zeal  and  perseverance  will  be  displayed 
by  the  teacher  according  as  steps  are  taken  to  ensure  at  least  the  regular 
payment  of  his  modest  salary. 


I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  nothing  has  been  done  in  this  as  in  many 
other  respects.  During  the  twenty-nine  years  that  I  have  been  connected 
with  education,  I  have  watched  closely  the  progress  which  has  been  made 
and  what  it  has  cost.  And  during  the  twenty  years  that  I  have  conducted 
the  Jacques-Cartier  Normal  School,  I  believe  I  have  acquired  sufficient 
experience  to  claim,  if  I  should  not  deserve  to  be  consulted,  the  right,  at 
least,  to  express  an  opinion  on  educational  matters  generally,  and  especially 
in  what  concerns  the  teachers  formed  under  my  care 

I  believe  that  the  authorities  have  done  nearly  all  that  lay  in  their 
power  as  such.  There  are,  of  course,  several  improvements  to  be  desired,, 
some  of  prime  necessity.  But  in  a  constitutional  government,  such  as  ours,, 
some  of  these  improvements  depend  on  the  Federal  and  others  on  the  Local 
Government,  so  that  we  are  in  that  peculiar  position  which  demands  an 
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expression  of  opinion  from  the  public.  Until  such  expression  is  given,  the 
most  important  measures  will  mert  with  opposition  from  the  masses.  In 
order  to  impress  on  the  public  mind  the  necessity  of  making  sacrifices 
in  the  cause  of  education,  similar  measures  to  those  employed  in  the 
improvement  of  agriculture  should  be  adopted. 

The  Superintendent  is  sufficiently  well  informed,  enlightened  and 
patriotic  to  secure  for  Lower  Canada  an  honorable  position.  But  funds 
are  necessary  to  this  end.  Will '  our  representatives  see  their  way  to 
voting  them  ? 

There  is  a  class  of  people,  sufficiently  numerous,  who  imagine*  that  the 
establishment  of  normal  schools  has  satisfied  every  want  of  education.  They 
forget  that  the  teacher,  however  able  or  well  trained,  cannot  do  everything 
alone  ;  provide  for  his  own  wants,  if  his  salary  be  not  paid ;  for  a  school 
house  destitute  of  furniture  and  the  necessary  requisites  for  teaching,  small 
and  ill-ventilated ;  nor  can  he  make  up  for  the  failings  of  incompetent  or 
indifferent  school  authorities. 

Finally,  it  seems  to  me  that  if  public  opinion  were  sufficiently 
enlightened,  Lower  Canada  would  bear  favorable  comparison  with  any- 
other  country  in  so  far  as  its  Superintendent  and  normal  schools  are 
concerned. 

VI. 

Before  making  any  new  suggestions,  I  must  repeat  a  few  that  I  had 
the  honor  to  propose  in  former  reports. 

At  the  end  of  the  scholastic  year  1863-64,  I  said  :  "I  believe  many 
difficulties  are  in  the  way  of  the  teaching  of  the  history  of  Canada, 
geography  and  especially  the  geography  of  Canada.  I  refer  only  to  the 
principal  one — the  want  of  maps  and  atlases.  Nothing  can  make  up  for 
these,  neither  the  science  nor  the  ability  of  the  master.  The  latter  must, 
of  course,  be  able  to  trace  on  the  board  the  objects  he  explains  to  his  pupils. 
But  the  lines  which  he  draws  hurriedly  seldom  give  a  correct  idea  of  the 
relative  positions  of  places ;  they  can  leave  no  lasting  impression  on  the 
memory.  The  maps  which  we  find  in  the  schools  (when  there  are  any) 
are  maps  for  study,  overloaded  with  details,  and  presenting,  at  a  short 
distance,  a  blurred  mass  to  the  eyes  of  the  pupils.  What  we  want  is  wall 
maps,  which  cost  hxxi  little  more.  With  these  the  master  can  give  excellent 
oral  lessons^  and  save  the  children  from  buying  books.  It  is  especially  in 
the  study  of  the  geography  of  our  own  country  that  these  wall  maps  and 
special  maps  in  our  atlases  are  required.  It  is  painful  to  have  to  admit 
that  all  the  maps  in  our  schools  are  small  and  prepared  abroad  with  but 
little  care ;  and  that  the  atlases  which  are  put  into  the  hands  of  our  children 
give  less  information  about  our  own  country  than  they  do  of  the  smallest 
States  in  Europe  and  Asia.  Thus  it  happens  that  the  geography  of  Canada 
and  British  North  America  occupies  no  more  time  than  that  of  Spain  or 
Belgium,  the  teachers  having  no  other  guide  than  a  work  written  for 
general  purposes.     In  a  good  system  of  teaching,  the  geography,  politic-s, 
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agriculture,  mines  and  commerce  of  our  own  country  should  occupy  th« 
first  place  and  receive  every  possible  development.  A  new  and  sparsel] 
populated  country  like  this  requires  to  be  particularly  well  known.  ] 
believe  I  am  right  in  saying  that,  with  a  better  knowledge  of  the  geograph] 
of  our  own  land,  our  immigration  and  emigration  would  be  the  reverse  o 
what  they  are  at  present.  I  need  not  add  that  tne  teaching  of  our  nationa 
history  is'  greatly  retarded  by  the  want  of  historical  charts.  A  personal 
experience  of  several  years  attests  it.  The  progress  and  extent  of  the  colon] 
are  difficult  to  understand  and  remember,  when  ideal  conceptions  have  to  W 
laid  down  by  the  imagination  on  a  map  of  the  present  day.  A  small  numbei 
of  hisiorical  maps  would  be  sufficient.  This  would  be  a  good  plan  to  impresj 
on  the  minds  of  the  young  a  memory  of  a  past  history  which  was  no| 
inglorious,  and  which  may  be  repeated  in  the  future.  As  it  is,  history 
geography,  geology,  statistics  and  agriculture  can  readily  supply  th^ 
materials  necessary  for  the  compilation  of  such  charts.  But  this  worl 
cannot  be  undertaken  by  any  single  individual.  It  should  receive  th^ 
assistance  and  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Government." 

Since  the  above  was  written,  an  historical  chart  well  compiled  and 
engraved,  has  been  published  by  Mr.  Genest.  I  was  extremely  welj 
satisfied  with  it,  as  it  nearly  a^iswers  the  want  above  mentioned 
Unfortunately,  it  seems  to  be  utterly  unknown  to  the  school  authorities 
as  I  do  not  think  a  single  school,  except  those  in  the  city,  possess  a  copj 
of  it.     This  is  a  fact  I  consider  deserving  of  your  attention.  | 

In  my  reiiort  of  1871-72  I  remarked  that  "  several  teachers  expressed 
the  desire  to  pass,  from  time  to  time,  examinations  which  would  entitle 
them  to  certificates  of  a  higher  degree  of  capacity.  These  examinations 
would  awaken  a  spirit  of  emulation  all  the  more  powerful,  as  there  would 
be  no  compulsion  exercised,  and  we  would  have  another  safeguard  agains^ 
apathy  and  routine.*' 

Last  year  1  had  the  honor  of  saying  to  the  Honorable  Minister  ol 
Instruction : 

**  Canada  is  perhaps  the  only  country  where  the  teacher  is  looked  upon 
as  a  servant.  Public  opinion,  irrespective  of  its  political  tendency,  seems 
to  know  but  one  means  of  advancing  instruction :  first  of  all  to  deprive 
those  who  devote  themselves  to  it  of  the  means  of  instructing  themselves^ 
and  then  increasing  the  responsibilities  of  their  position.  But  not  the 
slightest  trace  of  encouragement  or  reward.  I  met  at  Liege  a  tea<^her 
who  had  been  decorated  with  the  order  of  Leopold  because  he  had 
distinguished  himself  by  his  success  in  teaching.  Honorable  distinction! 
is  what  a  refined  mind  first  aspires  to;  but  such  distinction  is  not  the  only 
reward  that  the  Belgian  Government  grants  to  devoted  teachers ;  the 
Houses  vote  liberal  amounts  to  purchase  books  and  increase  theii^ 
emoluments.  The  system  of  education  in  France  and  Germany  allows 
the  teacher  to  rise  by  the  force  of  his  own  merits,  and  that  from  the  most 
modest  school  to  the  highest  institution  of  learning.  He  also  receives 
honorable  mention  and  medals  of  different  degrees.  Is  it  not  time  that 
public  opinion  in  Canada  should  be  enlightened  on  this  point,  and  that  it 
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should  assist  the  Q-overnment  in  the  efforts  which  it  has  been  making,  for 
several  years,  to  place  instruction  on  a  proper  footing  ? 

VII. 

Several  times,  in  my  reports,  have  I  insisted  on  the  necessity  of  having 
separate  rooms  for  our  model  school,  laid  out  specially  for  the  application 
of  a  certain  system.  Those  who  do  not  know  what  a  normal  school  should 
be  are  astonished  at  my  continually  reverting  to  this  point.  They  imagine 
that  the  Q-ovemment  should  limit  its  efforts  and  expenditure  to  the  normal 
school  building  itself,  that  is  to  say,  to  the  building  which  serves  as  a  boarding 
-school  for  the  pupil  teachers,  their  class  rooms  and  museums.  And  yet  this 
is  the  least  important  part  .of  the  system.  For  general  instruction  may  be 
had  elsewhere,  especially  in  our  Colleges.  The  principal  object  of  a  normal 
school  is  to  impart  the  art  of  teaching,  Iheoretically,  if  you  will,  but  with 
the  understanding  tnat  the  theories  are  to  be  applied  under  the  direction 
of  experienced  professors.  The  future  teacher  must  practice  early  and 
furnish  unequivocal  proof  of  his  natural  dispositions  and  intellectual  work. 
It  is  most  desirable  that  the  number  of  pupils  should  be  in  proportion  with 
that  of  the  masters.  Besides,  the  school  of  application  is  a  source  of  clear 
gain.  Admission  to  it  is  looked  upon  as  an  advantage,  and  I  am  certain 
that  the  Quebec  suburbs  would  give  us  considerable  assistance  in  our 
model  school.  For  these  reasons,  when  the  Q-overnment  in  1872  directed 
me  to  consult  our  talented  architect,  Mr.  Levesque,  to  arrange  the  plan  of 
a  building  such  as  was  required  for  our  population,  I  drew  up  the  plan 
according  to  the  best  models,  for  the  purposes  of  the  school.  The 
Oovemment  did  not  deem  it  expedient  to  carry  the  whole  plan  into 
execution ;  no  one  will  blame  them  for  following  a  prudent  course ;  but 
I  hope  that  they  will  soon  complete  what  would  otherwise  be  but  a  half 
measure,  and  that,  in  doing  so,  they  will  meet  with  the  assistance  of  all  who 
take  an  interest  in  the  progress  of  education  in  this  country.  And  it  is 
within  your  special  province  to  enlighten  the  Government  on  this  point. 

VIII. 

Knowing  the  interest  you  take  in  our  pupils,  I  may  be  permitted  to 
remind  you  that  the  only  encouragement  held  out  to  our  pupils  is  the  hope 
that  they  may  at  some  time  fill  a  professor's  chair  in  our  normal  schools,  or 
in  some  other  high  department  of  education.  These  normal  schools,  during 
their  twenty  years'  existence,  have  formed  excellent  teachers  whom  it 
would  be  wrong  to  reject.  You  are  well  aware  of  the  importance  of  the 
xrhoice  of  professors :  those  in  a  normal  school  should  not  only  possess 
varied  knowledge,  but  they  must  have  been  trained  to  teach  and  practice 
themselves  what  they  will  one  day  require  from  their  pupils.  A  good 
professor  is  not  produced  on  the  spot. 

IX. 

1  cannot  conclude  this  report  without  paying  a  tribute  of  regret  to  the 
memory  of  one  of  our  best  pupils.    Mr.  Remi  Payette,  of  St.  Q-abriel  de 
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Brandon,  a  young  man  possessed  of  great  intellect  and  robust  health,  o 
leaving  for  the  holidays,  was  quite  determined  to  continue  his  studie 
Typhoid  fever  took  him,  almost  suddenly,  from  the  affection  of  his  familj 
of  his  teachers,  and  of  his  companions. 

During  the  year  the  health  of  the  pupils  was  excellent,  with  tl 
exception  of  a  few  trifling  indispositions,  which  were  principally  owing  i 
change  of  air.  Some  of  the  professors  were  also  unfortunately  laid  up,  m 
seriously,  it  is  true,  yet  always  with  discomfort  to  themselves  and  to  me. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  half-yearly  examinations,  I  myself  fell  sick,  ap 
was  obliged,  by  medical  advice,  to  dismiss  the  pupils  without  a  publ 
display.  *

loxouRABi^a  Sir, 

At  the  close  of  the  19th  session  of  the  McGHll  Normal  School  the  duty 
Jerolires  upon  me  of  forwarding  to  you  the  annual  report.  * 

We  admitted  during  the  past  year  124  pupils,  all  of  whom  presented 
ike  necessary  testimony  as  to  character,  and  successfully  underwent  the 
Kitrance  examination. 

Of  these  pupils,  14  were  males,  and  110  females ;  51  were  from  the 
ift  conxitry,  and  the  remainder  iiom  Montreal. 

Of  the  whole  number  entering  this  session,  10  presented  themselves 
»  the  Academy  Class,  38  for  the  Model  School  class  and  76  for  the 
3emeii.tary  School  class  At  the  closing  of  the  school,  I  was  able  to- 
^commend  for  diplomas  70  pupils  who  had  successfully  completed  their 
toTirse  of  study,  and  who  were  in  all  other  respects  entitled  to  Normal 
'  ool  Certificates. 

Of  these  8  received  academy  diplomas,  24  model  school  diplomas,  and 
^elementary  school  diplomas. 

These  diplomas,  added  to  those  given  in  previous  years,  raises  the 
•hole  number  granted  by  the  McGrill  Normal  School  to  one  thousand  and 
fcren. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  stating  that  a  large  proportion  of  those  who 
feained  diplomas  at  the  end  of  the  session  1874-75  accepted  situations  in 
Wux>ls  in  the  Province ;  and  are  now  giving  satisfaction  to  those  who 
^Tired  their  services. 
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The  whole  of  the  pupils  of  that  session  composing  the  academy  class, 
immediately  obtained  appointments,  of  those  receiving  model  school 
diplomas,  27  in  number,  22  were  in  a  short  time  engaged  as  teachers 
either  in  the  City,  or  in  the  country,  and  the  remaining  5  enfered  the 
academy  class  for  a  higher  certificate  ;  of  those  to  whom  elementary  school 
diplomas  were  granted,  a  large  number  entered  their  names  for  the  model 
school  class,  and  a  few  obtained  situations,  but  will  ultimately,  there  is  no 
doubt,  re-enter  the  Normal  School  to  secure  a  higher  standing. 

I  have  every  reason  to  believe  that,  as  regards  those  who  received 
diplomas  at  the  close  of  the  session  just  terminated,  a  large  number  will 
immediately  engage  in  teaching  schools,  either  in  Montreal  or  in  the 
country  and  of  those  w^ho  do  not,  the  whole,  or  nearly  the  whole,  will 
Tcjturn  for  a  more  advanced  course  of  study  and  training. 

Nothing  has  occurred  during  the  past  year,  to  interfere  .in  any  way  with 
ihe  regular  and  orderly  working  of  the  institution.  The  attendance  of 
pupils  has  been  most  excellent,  and  their  conduct  all  that  could  be  desired, 
and  we  had  reason  to  be  thankful  that  so  intelligent,  and  exemplary  a  class 
of  younsf  persons  should  have  been  placed  under  a  course  of  training  for 
the  teaching  profession. 

From  communications  made  to  me  by  Trustees  of  Schools  and  from 
the  Reports  of  School  Inspectors,  I  am  much  gratified  to  lear  that  our 
pupils  when  engaged  in  teaching,  either  in  large  cities,  or  in  country 
districts,  give  such  satisfaction  as  tolead  to  some  assurance  on  our  part, 
that  we  still  continue  to  be  successful  in  our  course  of  Normal  School 
training.  This  is  the  more  a  subject  of  gratification  from  the  fact  that 
wre  can  only  give  a  portion  of  the  time  of  our  students  to  the  practice  of 
leaching,  as  much  attention  has  still  to  be  devoted  to  their  advancement 
in  the  knowledge  of  subjects  which  have  to  taught  in  the  schools  of  the 
Province.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  also,  that  during  the  last  few  years, 
the  number  of  pupils  entering  our  school  has  greatly  increased,  and 
that  our  school  building  is  not,  in  every  respect,  all  that  we  could  desire 
for  the  purposes  of  a  training  institution. 

With  reference  to  one  subject,  however,  that  of  improving  the  literary 
standing  of  our  pupils,  I  have  great  hopes  that  owing  to  the  rapid  progress 
which  is  being  made  in  our  common  schools,  we  shall  soon  be  able  to 
-confine  our  attention  in  the  Normal  School,  to  a  great  extent,  to  those  duties 
which  relate  to  the  teachers  professional  standing,  rather  than  to  remedy 
defects  in  his  early  elementary  education. 

In  the  course  of  the  past  session,  I  have  been  enabled  to  devote  a  larger 
share  of  my  time  to  the  supervision  of  the  teachers-in-training  during  their 
attendance  in  the  Model  Schools,  than  in  former  years,  owing  to  an 
4trranffement  which  allowed  me  to  give  up  three  hours  a  wejek  of  my 
lecturing. 

In  order  to  secure  me  this  advantage,  Mr.  F.  W.  Hicks,  the  Master  of 
±he  Boys  Model  School,  gave  two  lectures  a  week  on  history  to  the  element- 
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aiy  school  class,  and  Professor  Robins  relieved  me  of  one  hour's  lecturing^ 
to  the  same  class  on  the  art  of  teaching. 

In  using  this  time  to  make  myself  acquainted  with  the  teaching  ability 
of  our  students,  and  also  with  their  adaptation,  in  other  respects,  to  the 
teachers'  position,  I  was  pleased  to  see,  to  a  greater  extent  than  previously, 
the  earnestness  displayed  by  a  large  number  of  young  persons  of  both 
sexes,  in  their  endeavours  to  iit  themselves  for  a  difficult  and  responsible 
station  in  life. 

Bearing  upon  this  part  of  my  report,  T  must  not  neglect  to  say  that 
during  the  session,  owing  to  the  kindness  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Protestant 
Board  of  School  Commissioners,  I  had  an  opportunity  affi>rded  me  of  seeing 
a  larger  number  of  our  late  pupils  carrying  on  the  instruction  of  several 
hundred  children  in  a  building  recently  erected  in  a  crowded  part  of 
Montreal. 

I  was  much  gratified  with  what  I  saw.  The  adaptation  of  the 
building  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  erected,  the  good  order  and 
attention  of  the  children,  the  systematical  course  of  instruction,  and  the 
earnestness  of  those — the  whole  of  them,  or  nearly  so,  from  our  training 
school — upon  whom  devolved  the  task  of  teaching  so  large  a  portion  of  the 
children  of  our  city,  all  gave  evidence  of  that  care  in  the  supervision  of 
public  instruction  which  cannot  but  tend  to  the  future  progress  of  education 
in  the  Province. 

From  enquiry  at  the  time  I  found  that  the  total  number  of  teachers  of 
both  sexes,  holding  diplomas  from  our  Normal  School,  who  are  engaged  in 
teaching  in  the  schools  in  Montreal,  established  by  the  Protestant  Board  of 
School  Commissioners,  is  about  80. 

I  continue  to  receive,  during  each  session,  many  communications  from 
our  formal  pupils  holding  situations  in  schools  in  the  country  in  different 
parts  of  the  Province,  and  I  have  much  pleasure  in  saying  that  there  seems 
to  be  a  general  feeling  on  their  part  that  they  are  capable  of  meeting 
successfully  all  those  difficulties  which,  I  am  sure,  are  inseparable  from 
their  profession. 

In  speaking  of  past  success,  I  must  again  allude  to  those  gentlemen 
-who  are  occupied  with  myself  in  preparing  our  Teachers-in-training,  and 
to  whose  exertions  a  large  share  of  their  success  is  due. 

The  well-being  of  our  school  depends  greatly  upon  their  labours,  and 
I  feel  sure  that  they  must  be  gratified  at  the  results  which  spring  from  a 
conscientious  discharge  of  the  duties  which  they  have  to  perform. 

The  classes  for  religious  instruction  have  met,  as  usual,  every  Thursday 
afternoon  during  the  session,  according  to  the  Normal  School  arrangements. 

The  rev^prend  gentlemen  who  have  so  kindly  given  their  voluntary 
services  for   this  good  work,  deserve   the  best   thanks   of  the  friends  of 
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education,  and  at  the  same  time,  I  must  gratefully  speak  of  the  interest,  1 
other  respects,  which  they  manifest  in  the  welfare  of  the  school. 

Our  Model  Schools  have  maintained  their  character  for  efficiency  durii 
the  past  year,  and  still  continue  to  be  excellent  i^ractising  schools  for  oi 
8  tudents-in- training. 

The  Boys  School  remains  in  the  charge  of  Mr.  F.  W.  Hicks,  M  A. 

In  speaking  of  the  girls  school,  I  have  the  painful  duty  of  stating  thi 
during  the  past  year,  our  institution  was  deprived  of  one  of  its  mc 
efficient  teachers  by  death,  and  that  the  result  of  a  deplorable  accidei 
Miss  Amy  Murray,  the  late  excellent  Mistress  of  our  Girls'  School,  wi 
by  an  event  as  fatal  as  it  was  sudden,  taken  from  us  and  her  many  friend 
during  the  time  of  the  vacation  immediately  following  the  closing  of  tl 
school  last  year.  I  cannot,  in  the  space  allf»wed  me  in  a  school  report,  i 
justice  to  Miss  Murray's  character  as  a  teacher.  As  Mistress  of  the  G-iri 
School,  and  as  one  upon  whom,  to  a  large  extent,  devolved  the  training 
pur  Normal  School  students.  Miss  Murray  was  invaluable,  and  it  wonld  1 
impossible  for  me  to  attempt  to  express  the  regret  felt,  both  private  ai 
public,  at  the  unfortunate  occurrence  which  deprived  us  of  her  eflB.ciei 
services. 

Miss  Swallow,  at  the  beginning  of  the  session,  was  appointed  Mistrri 
of  the  Girls'  School,  and  still  has  the  charge  of  it.  Miss  Swallow  hol< 
our  Academy  diploma,  and  has  had  several  years  experience  in  teaohin 
and  has  giA^en  much  satisfaction  since  her  appointment. 

During  the  last  year  Miss  Derrick,  the  Mistress  of  our  Primal 
Department,  has  been  obliged,  through  ill  health,  to  absent  herself  for 
time  from  her  duties. 

Miss  Sloan,  her  assistant,  has  taken  her  place  in  her  absence,  and  hi 
fully  maintained  the  efficiency  of  the  School.  Miss  Derrick  will,  I  trui 
be  able  to  resume  her  position  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  session. 

I  am  again  constrained  to  call  attention  in  my  report  to  the  grei 
inconvenience  we  suffer  owing  to  the  unfitness  of  our  school  building  C 
the  purx)oses  of  a  training  institution. 

We  have,  properly  speaking, -no  waiting  or  study  rooms  for  o\ 
students,  the  parts  of  the  building  now  used  for  these  two  purposes  a! 
simply  the  passages  leading  from  the  entrance  hall  to  the  Model  School 
and  they  are  subject  to  the  constant  passing  and  repassing  of  the  pareu 
of  the  children,  visitors  and  others. 

Study,  as  a  matter  of  course,  is  out  of  the  question  under  sue 
circumstances,  and  this  is  a  positive  injury  to  the  Normal  School.  Tl 
Model  Schools,  also,  suffer  greatly  from  the  want  of  another  class-room  i 
each  department — the  boys  and  girls — and  the  teachers  are  compelled  i 
use  a  badly  lighted  passage  instead,  a  makeshift  that  interferes  much  wit 
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'w  proper  school    organization  which  ought  to  be  presented  to 
**ndeixte  during"  their  stay  in  our  institution. 

These  evils  I  have   repeatedly  complained  of,  and  the  only  n

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  on  the  Polytechnic  School  of 
Montreal  for  the  scholastic  year  1876-76. 

The  kind  manner  in  which  the  Hon.  Minister  of  Public  Instruotioix 
received  the  suggestions  embodied  in  my  report  of  last  year,  and  the  hearty 
support  which  he  gave  them  in  the  House,  give  me  reason  to  hope  that 
measures  will  be  taken  during  the  next  session  to  extend  to  all  the  Province 
the  precious  advantages  .of  scientific  education. 

Under  your  direction  of  the  Department,  some  of  the  privileges  which 
I  claimed  for  the  school  have  been  already  granted  by  the  two  Orders  in 
Council  of  the  6th  May  last — one  giving  the  polytechnic  school  the  same 
privileges  as  are  enjoyed  by  the  universities  of  the  Province  in  respect  to 
scientific  teaching ;  the  other  enhancing  the  value  of  the  diplomas  from  the 
school  by  authorizing  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  to  sign 
them.  These  advantages  have  been  thoroughly  appreciated,  and  have 
drawn  public  attention  to  the  school  and  its  teaching ;  several  requisitions 
have  been  handed  to  me,  on  the  part  of  counties,  which  wished  to  know  if 
their  candidates  could  be  admitted,  in  the  belief  that  the  kind  intentions  of 
Hon.  Mr.  de  Boucherville  had  already  been  carried  into  effect  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly, 

It  would  be  most  desirable  that  these  hopes  should  be  realized  at  the 
next  session,  and  that  a  law  be  passed  endowing  the  whole  Province  with 
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a  polytechnic  school  so  promising  for  the  future  success  of  our  youth,  and 
of  which  the  necessity  is  already  recognized  by  all  the  counties.  I  am  too 
well  aware  of  your  solicitude  lor  the  school  which  owes  its  existence  to 
you,  to  doubt  that  the  efforts  of  Hon.  Mr.  de  Boucherville  will  receive  your 
warmest  support. 

I  would  be  wanting  in  gratitude,  did  I  omit  to  mention  that  you  have 
acquired  another  title  to  the  gratefulness  of  the  school  by  obtaining  for  it 
from  the  Federal  Grovernment  a  complete  collection  of  the  rocks  and  minerctis 
of  the  Province,  which  the  Geological  Museum  has  kindly  taken  upon  itself 
to  procure  for  us,  in  order  to  assist  the  pupils  who  devote  themselves  to  the 
study  of  this  important  part  of  our  national  wealth. 

The  progress  in  the  working  of  the  school,  referred  to  in  my  previous 
report,  has  continued  during  the  year  1875-76.  With  a  praiseworthy  spirit 
of  self-denial,  which  shows  how  well  they  understand  the  necessity  of  a 
firm  basis  to  their  studies,  the  second-year  pupils  of  last  session  decided  to 
go  again  through  the  second  vear  of  the  course.  The  first  year  of  the  course 
had  only  been  in  reality  of  about  six  months'  duration ;  and  when  the  great 
number  of  branches  which  these  young  men,  unprepared  by  preliminary 
studies,  had  to  acquire,  is  taken  into  consideration,  it  must  be  admitted 
that  their  resolution  to  spend  one  year  more  at  school  was  prudent  and 
profitable. 

The  tables  which  follow,  showing  the  results  of  the  examinations  of 
January  and  June,  1876,  as  well  for  the  first  and  second  year  as  for  the 
preparatory  course,  prove  that  the  ardor  displayed  by  the  pupils  in  their 
studies  has  not  abated. 

The  number  of  points  made  by  each  course  at  the  oral  and  written 
examinations,  as  compared  with  the  highest  possible  number  of  points,  is 
as  follows,  for  both  examinations : —

These  are,  in  my  opinion,  very  satisfactory  figures  and  justify  in  them- 
selves, the  sacrifices  which  the  Koman  Catholic  School  Commissioners  of 
Montreal  and  the  government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  have  made  for 
the  establishment  of  the  polytechnic  school. 

You  honored  us  with  your  presence  at  the  examination  of  June  last ; 
it  would  be  unbecoming  in  me  to  repeat  the  praises  which  you  and  other 
persons  so  well  qualified  to  judge,  thought  proper  to  discern  on  the  success 
of  the  pupils.  My  only  wish  is  that  the  province  may  reap  all  the  benefit 
vhich  youvexpect  from  their  assiduity  and  their  labors. 
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The  polytechnic  school  still  excites  the  interest  of  the  best  friends  of  the 
country.  Last  year,  I  had  the  opportunity  of  calling  the  attention  of  the 
government  to  the  liberality  of  Mr.  Prudent  Beaudry,  who  endowed  the 
institution  with  an  annual  grant  of  $150  for  the  support  of  a  young  man^ 
who,  otherwise,  would  have  been  prevented  from  attending  school.  Thi& 
year,  I  have  the  pleasure  of  adding  to  the  number  of  our  benefactors,  the 
name  of  Mr.  Victor  Beaudry,  brother  of  Mr.  Prudent  Beaudry,  who  has- 
taken  under  his  protection  for  two  years,  and  pays  $150  annually  to  a 
pupil  whom  reverses  of  fortune  had  forced  to  interrupt  his  studies.  I  hope 
Mr.  Victor  Beaudry  will  continue  his  liberality  in  favor  of  other  pupils 
who  would  nor  have  not  the  means  to  pursue  the  course  without  such, 
assistance.  G-entlemen  who  make  so  noble  a  use  of  their  fortune  deserve  to 
be  doubly  millionaires. 

I  conclude  this  report,  by  placing  before  you  the  statement  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditure  of  the  school  for  the  year  1875-76.  Allow  me  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  over  and  above  the  sum  of  $2184.3^ 
added  to  the  $3000  granted  by  government,  by  the  commissioners,  for  the 
support  of  the  school,  these  gentlemen  have  given  for  the  purchase  of 
presses,  for  rent,  for  a  portion  of  the  library  and  apparatus,  ornithological 
and  mineral ogical  collections,  the  sum  of  $1446.49,  which  makes  a  total  of 
$3629.88,  which  the  board  of  commissioners  has  expended  for  the  support 
of  the  polytechnic  school  during  the  year  1875-76. 

The 'opening  of  the  year  1876-77  has  been  very  encouraging  for  the 
prospects  of  the  school.  Last  year  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled  was  12 — 
there  are  20  who  attend  the  classes  regularly  this  year — 10  entered  the  pre- 
paratory course  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  I  am  happy  to  state  that 
6ome  amongst  them  have  come  from  classical  colleges,  thus  giving  us  the 
assurance  of  a  nucleus  of  young  men  already  trained  and  accustomed  to 
serious  study.

GENERAL    REMARKS 


Mr.  ALEXANDER. 

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  my  annual  report  on  all  matters  per- 
taining to  public  instruction  in  my  district  of  inspection,  for  the  year 
1875-76.  To  this  report  you  will  find  annexed  the  grand  table  of  statistics 
for. the  same  year. 

The  winter  and  spring  weather  was  very  unfavorable  ;  owing  to  the 
bad  state  of  the  roads,  I  had  a  thousand  diflSculties  to  overcome  to  visit 
my  schools. 

I  begin  this  report  with  feeliners  of  pleasure,  because  I  have  the  satis- 
faction of  stating  this  year,  that  in  the  greater  number  of  the  municipalities 
in  my  district,  things  have  assumed  a  better  shape,  and  progress  has  been 
more  satisfactory  than  in  previous  years ;  the  female  teat  hers  are  more  in- 
dustrious and  the  School  Commissioners  appear  more  zealous  and  animated 
with  a  better  spirit.  They  are  beginning  to  understand  that  to  ensure  the 
services  of  good  teachers,  the  salaries  have  to  be  increased  There  are  still 
many  municipalities  in  which  stinginess  is  the  capital  sin ;  yet  the  salaries 
are  increasing  in  most  places.  My  ideas  are  still  the  same  as  to  the  fixing 
of  the  maximum  and  minimum  of  the  salaries.  When  it  is  once  established 
that  the  teachers  are  certain  of  a  suitable  remuneration  for  their  labors,  we 
will  have  them  more  numerous  and  efficient. 

The  branches  in  which  progress  has  been  most  remarkable  are  arithme- 
tic and  mental  calculation.    On  the  other  hand,  I  might  say  there  has  been 
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almost  a  rebellion  against  the  teaching  of  agriculture.  It  had  begun  well ; 
I  everywhere  met  with  the  support  of  the  School  Commissioners,  but  the 
parents  backed  up  by  the  great  majority  of  the  parish  priests  will  no  longer 
hear  it  mentioned.  One  priest  even  told  me  that  he  had  written  on  the 
subject  to  lh<»  Department  and  had  been  informed  that  little  importance 
was  attached  to  this  branch.  If  this  be  your  opinion,  it  would  be  well  to- 
inform  us  of  the  fact,  so  that  we  may  know  how  to  act. 

Although  I  have  as  yet  received  no  instructions  on  the  subject  of  the 
series  of  the  reading  books,  I  took  the  liberty  of  recommending  in  all  cases 
the  series  published  by  Mr.  Montpetit.  If  the  intention  of  the  Grovemment 
be  to  introduce  these  books  into  the  schools,  we  would  like  to  be  informed 
as  to  the  course  to  be  adopted  with  regard  to  them. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  statistical  table  that  the  children  still  lose  as- 
much  time  as  formerly.  The  causes  of  this  irregularity  are  the  same  as  I 
pointed  out  in  my  last  report.  I  have  everywhere  given  a  prize  to  the 
most  assiduous.  I  have  not  books  enough  to  distribute  to  all  who  deserve 
them  If  you  could  execute  the  plan  of  which  you  spoke  in  a  former  re- 
port, to  encourage  the  pupils  to  assiduity,  I  am  certain  that  strenuous, 
efforts  would  be  made  to  gain  the  prize  offered. 

There  are  still  too  many  ignorant  female  teachers.  Diplomas  are  toO' 
freely  granted.  You  cannot  too  strongly  insist,  that  the  boards  of  examin* 
eis  award  diplomas  only  to  those  who  are  really  efficient.  In  this  respect, 
I  must  congratulate  the  "Waterloo  Board  on  the  resolution  they  have 
adopted.  They  have  decided  that  no  one  shall  receive  a  diploma  without 
the  proper  qualifications.  At  the  sitting  of  August,  instant,  not  one  out  of 
8  candidates  received  a  diploma. 

In  my  report  of  1875, 1  made  a  suggestion  with  regard  to  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  supplementary  aid ;  1  return  to  the  charge  this  year.  In  some 
municipalities  in  my  district  there  are  sufficient  catholics  to  entitle  them, 
to  a  school ;  but  they  are  too  poor  to  support  a  school,  without  assistance. 
I  might  specially  mention  the  dissentients  of  the  village  of  Adamsville,. 
municipality  of  East  Farnham.  These  people  are  nearly  all  laborers,  and 
all  they  can  do  is  to  give  the  strict  necessaries  of  life  to  their  families. 
They  asked  the  Commissioners  for  a  school.  They  could  obtain  na 
satisfaction,  and  this  year  they  have  supported  a  school  attended  by  81 
children.  The  class  was  held  in  the  sacristy.  The  place  is  too  small ;  they 
require  a  school  house.  These  same  catholics  made  a  request  for  supple- 
mentary aid  last  year,  supported  by  my  certificate.  They  received  nothing. 
This  is  unfortunate  for  them  ;  for  they  do  not  know  how  to  manage.  I 
would  beg  of  you  to  cancel  or  diminish  the  grant  to  some  municipalities- 
which  can  support  iheir  schools  without  aid,  and  to  apply  these  amounts  to^ 
the  support  of  some  schools  such  as  that  of  Adamsville. 

One  word  about  model  schools.  I  was  sorry  to  see  in  the  course  of 
my  visits,  that  you  had  taken  from  several  model  schools  the  amounts 
which  had  been  granted  to  them  up  to  that  time.  It  is  true  that  it  may- 
happen  that  a  model  school,  some  year,  mav  not  be  able  to  furnish  children: 
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suflSciently  advanced  to  study  all  the  branches  required  in  a  model  school  ; 
but  it  seems  to  me  that  the  school  should  not,  for  that  reason,  be  deprived 
of  its  grant.  In  making  their  collection,  the  Commissioners  count  on  that 
sum,  and  to  take  it  from  them  without  previous  warning  places  them  in 
an  awkward  position.  If  the  school  never  attains  the  rank  of  a  model 
school,  it  is  proper  to  take  away  the  grant.  I  would  therefore  request 
that  you  show  not  too  much  severity  towards  the  model  schools,  which 
might,  from  time  to  time,  happen  to  be  below  the  required  standard. 

The  general  public,  and  we  in  particular,  are  very  anxious  to  see  the- 
legislature  adopt  the  codification  of  the  education  law  which  you  prepared, 
and  the  amendments  which  we  made  thereto  at  our  conference  in  Quebec. 
We,  school  inspectors,  need  more  power  than  we  have  at  present.  We  are 
not  always  listened  to,  when  we  request  the  dismissal  of  a  teacher  w^ho- 
does  not  perform  her  duties.  Often  also  the  School  Commissioners  are 
embarrassed  about  dismissing  a  teacher  in  the  middle  of  the  year.  The 
inspectors'  report  should  be  a  sufficient  authority  to  them  to  dismiss  a 
teacher  at  any  time  in  the  year.  A  clause  to  this  effect  would  be  of  great 
service. 

For  some  years  back  the  Commissioners  have  too  often  taken  the  liberty 
of  engaging  teachers  without  diplomas.  They  should  do  so  only  with  the- 
permission  of  the  department  or  school  inspector.  It  is  true  that  in  some- 
municipalities  this  permission  is  required,  but  in  too  many  cases,  the  Com- 
missioners make  these  engagements  to  save  money.

StV, 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit,  besides  my  ordinary  yearly  report,  & 
special  report  on  the  teaching  during  the  year  in  the  different  superior 
institutions  in  my  Inspection  District,  industrial  colleges,  academies,  model 
schools  and  superior  schools. 

I  thought  that  this  would  be  the  best  way  to  respond  to  a  wish, 
expressed  in  one  of  your  letters,  addressed  to  the  School  Inspectors  of  the^ 
Province. 
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In  this  report  I  have  mentioned,  in  a  short  and  succint  manner,  the 
different  branches  taught  in  these  institutions,  reserving  any  remarks  for 
"the  general  report  on  the  municipahties. 

Moreover,  I  believe  it  to  be  sufficient  to  read  over  that  report,  even  in 
its  tedious  and  monotonous  form,  to  be  convinced  of  the  importance, 
usefulness  and  success  of  the  teaching  given  in  each  of  the  institutions 
"mentioned  in  the  report,  which  is  in  no  way  exaggerated. 

I  am  perfectly  justified  in  saying  that  the  progress  is  universal. 

The  Religious  institutions  extend  their  curriculum  every  year,  and 
make  great  sacrifices  in  order  to  afford  every  comfort  to  the  pupils 
attending  them. 

When,  within  a  circuit  of  twenty  miles,  we  can  enumerate  such 
institutions  as  those  of  Chambly,  St.  Hubert,  Longueuil,  Boucherville, 
Tarennes  and  Vercheres,  for  both  sexes  in  each  place,  and  provided  with 
everything  necessary,  it  must  call  forth  our  highest  admiration.  And  yet, 
in  many  of  these  places,  the  parties  interested  are  doing  still  more,  either 
to  increase  the  size  of  the  buildings  or  render  them  more  comfortable. 
This  is  also  the  case  in  Riviere  Chambly,  Beloeil,  St.  Denis,  St.  Ours,  Sorel 
and  St.  Aim6,  where  teaching  is  carried  on  with  great  care  and  success  ; 
not  to  mention  the  good  model  schools  of  St.  Marc  and  St.  Antoine,  St. 
Hubert,  Chambly  Canton  and  St.  Bruno,  and  the  high  schools  of  St.  Ours, 
St.  Marcel,  St.  Roch  and  Richelieu,  where  no  pains  are  spared  to  give 
satisfaction. 

As  to  the  male  and  female  teachers,  I  have  been  satisfied  generally 
writh  their  mode  of  teaching,  and  the  manner  in  which  they  have  kept 
their  schools,  and  I  noticed  that,  with  few  exceptions,  the  Commissioners 
and  ratepayers  were  also  well  pleased. 

I  must  specially  mention  Mr.  Edouard,  of  St.  Hubert  ;  Mr.  G-uerin,  at 
'Chambly  Canton  ;  Sir.  Gruilmetlje,  at  St.  Marc,  model  school  teachers  ;  Miss 
Philomene  Cormier,  of  the  Boys'  Superior  School  at  St.  Ours  ;  Miss 
Elmaide  Tetreau,  at  the  Model  School  of  the  Parish  of  St.  A  ntoine  ;  Misses 
Auger,  at  St.  Marc  Village  School ;  Miss  Bruneau  and  Madame  Cornoyers, 
teachers  in  the  parish  of  St.  Roch  de  Richelieu,  also  distinguish  themselves 
T)y  their  teaching,  and  render  great  services  in  the  position  which  they 
occupy. 

As  to  the  industrial  colleges,  convents  and  academies,  they  still 
deserve  and  obtain  the  confidence  of  the  public  ;  they  devote  themselves 
to  the  instruction,  direction  and  guidance  of  the  children  confided  to  them 
•with  devotedness  and  self-sacrifice. 

Everywhere,  I  have  remarked  that  they  have  redoubled  their  zeal  in 
the  education  and  training  of  youth. 

In  nearlv  all  the  schools,  as  well  as  in  the  superior  institutions,  the 
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pupils  are  taught  analysis,  orthography,  mental  arithmetic  and  agriculture 
from  the  excellent  work  of  Dr.  Larue. 

In  most  municipalities  the  Commissioners  make  it  a  duty  to  repair  the 
school-houses  and  residences  of  the  teachers.  I  have  seldom  had  to 
remonstrate  with  them  on  this  subject,  and  in  all  cases,  my  remarks  were- 
taken  in  good  part. 

I  have  pleasure  in  stating,  that  everywhere  the  expense  incurred,  and 
consequent  comfort,  exceeded  my  expectations.  To  be  convinced  of  this 
fact,  a  single  visit  to  Chambly  Canton,  St.  Hubert,  St.  Marc  and  St. 
Antoine,  will  be  sufficient  ;  in  these  places  large  and  splendid  buildings 
have  been  erected  and  repaired  at  great  cost  for  the  model  schools  of  these 
municipalities,  during  the  last  few  years,  and  that  on  a  simple  recommenda- 
tion from  me. 

You  may  easily  judge  of  the  good  working  of  the  schools  of  this 
district  by  referring  to  the  recapitulation  of  my  grand  table  for  the  past 
year,  whi<*h  I  forwarded  with  the  table  in  the  course  of  last  July.

FIRST  REPORT. 

Mr.  Bf:GIN. 
Sir, 

I  submit  to-day  the  report  of  my  first  visit  to  the  schools  in  my  distriot 
for  the  scholastic  yea»  1876-76. 
# 

I  must  premise  by  stating  that  I  visited  all  these  schools  during  the 
-winter,  with  the  exception  of  five  or  six  which  I  could  not  reach,  owing  to 
the  storms  which  blocked  up  the  roads  and  rendered  travelling  impossible, 
at  the  time  I  was  passing  through  those  parts. 

I  will  add  that  I  have  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  working  of  the 
schools  generally ;  there  have  been  many  improvements  in  several  munici- 
palities, as  regards  both  school-houses  and  teachers.  Some  of  the  model 
schools  especially  have  been  restored  to  a  firm  footing  by  the  female 
teachers  from  LaVal  Normal  School,  to  whom  their  direction  was  entrusted. 

In  spite  of  these  good  results,  however,  there  are  some  municipalities 
where  the  school  commissioners  are  very  negligent  either  in  the  building 
or  properly  furnishing  school-houses  with  benches,  tables,  desks  and  maps. 
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In  this  class  I  am  reluctantly  obliged  to  signalize  the  parish  of  St.  Ger- 
main de  Rimouski,  where  there  are  actually  thirteen  schools.  Of  these, 
only  four  of  the  school-houses  belong  to  the  commissioners,  and  but  Iwo  of 
±he  four  afford  any  convenience.  The  nine  others  are  held  in  rooms  rented 
by  the  commissioners.  These  apartments  are  all  too  small,  cold,  unhealthy, 
and  adjoining  other  apartments  which  are  occupied  by  families.  The  noise 
is  therefore  continual,  and  is  heard  in  the  class,  giving  rise  to  much  disor- 
der and  preventing  any  progress  being  made.  Not  one  of  the  schools  is 
provided  with  geographical  maps. 

After  passing  these  uncomplimentary  remarks  on  St.  G-ermain,  I  must 
also  state  that  there  is  in  the  municipality  of  St.  Simon  a  school  held  in  a 
rented  house,  which  is  far  from  resembling  a  school-house.  St.  Mathiea 
has  four  schools  similarly  situated,  St.  Fabian  one,  St.  Anaclet  three,  St. 
Flavie  one,  St.  Joseph  de  Lepage  one,  and  St.  Jerome  de  Matane  one. 

In  my  opinion  these  municipalities  should  be  instructed  to  build 
school-houses  within  a  certain  time,  as  this  state  of  affairs  has  been  tole- 
rated too  long.  You  can  have  no  idea  of  the  innumerable  inconveniences 
to  which  both  teachers  and  pupils  are  subjected  in  the  accomplishment  of 
their  duties. 

As  a  natural  result,  none  of  these  schools  is  above  mediocrity. 

It  is  also  extremely  difficult  to  impress  upon  the  country  people  the 
necessity  of  studying  agriculture,  which  is  difficult  to  learn,  and  on 
which  their  very  existence  depends.  Owing  to  this  prejudice,  we  have  the 
greatest  difficulty  in  introducing  the  Pelil  Manuel  (T Agriculture  of  Dr.  Lame 
into  the  municipal  schools,  while  others  have  totally  disregarded  the 
circular  of  the  Hon.  Minister  of  Public  Instruction. 


SECOND  REPORT. 

Sir, 

In  addition  to  the  grand  statistical  table  which  I  had  the  honor  to 
transmit  for  the  year  1875-76,  allow  me  to  make  the  following  remarks  oa 
each  of  the  school  municipalities  in  my  district  of  inspection. 

1.  St.  Simon  has  had  in  operation,  this  year,  six  elementary  schools, 
where  all  the  branches  (except  bookkeeping)  mentioned  in  the  classificatioa 
table  prepared  by  the  Council  of  Instruction  on  the  16th  of  October,  have 
been  taught  with  more  or  less  success.  Two  of  these  schools,  under  the 
direction  of  female  teachers  without  diplomas,  are  poor.  School  is  taught 
in  rented  houses,  altogether  unfit  for  the  purpose.  The  four  others  are 
excellent,  and  the  school-houses  are  sufficient  for  the  resp3ctive  districts. 
The  commissioners  and  secretary- treasurer  acquit  themselves  of  their 
duties  as  well  as  can  be  expected,  especially  in  so  far  as  regards  financial 
matters. 
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2.  St.  Mathieu  owns  five  elementary  schools,  of  which  only  one  is 
passable  ;  the  four  others  are  very  poor,  being  held,  with  one  exception,  in 
rented  houses.  Four  of  the  teachers  have  diplomas,  the  fifth  has  not. 
The  accounts  are  in  order,  and  there  are  but  few  arrears.  The  branches 
taught  are  nearly  the  same  as  mentioned  in  the  table  above  referred  to. 

3.  Si.  Fabien  keeps  seven  schools  going,  one  model  and  six  elementary. 
In  the  latter  all  the  branches  are  taught,  as  in  those  above  mentioned  ;  but 
in  the  model  schools  all  the  branches,  (except  the  use  of  the  globi  s,)  required 
by  the  official  programme  for  model  schools,  as  published  in  the  Jnutnal  of 
Public  Instrutition  (June  issue),  are  taught  successfully.  Attended  by  80 
pupils,  this  school  was  kept  up  to  a  very  high  standard  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  by  a  female  teacher  trom  Laval  Normal  School,  and  at  the  end  by 
Mr.  Tissidre,  a  French  teacher,  with  a  model  school  deploma.  The  monies 
arising  from  all  sources  for  the  maintenance  of  the  schools  in  this  munici- 
pality are  collected  and  paid  regularly.  All  the  female  teachers  hold 
diplomas.  Four  of  the  elementary  schools  are  kept  in  rented  premises,  and 
are  but  scantily  provided  for. 

4.  Ste.  Cecile  du  Bic  has  only  supported  ten  schools  this  year  instead 
of  eleven,  which  it  previously  maintained,  no  teacher  being  found  for  the 
eleventh.  As  last  year,  the  model  school  was  little  better  than  the 
elementary.  The  teacher,  who  has  since  left,  was  not,  in  my  opinion, 
qualified  to  teach  successfully.  The  nine  elementary  schools,  with  one 
exception,  are  held  in  houses  belonging  to  the  School  Commission,  are 
in  a  good  condition,  and  suffice  for  the  wants  of  the  locality.  The  furniture 
is  better  than  in  many  other  municipalities.  The  teachers  all  hold  diplomas. 
The  accounts  of  the  corporation  are  well  kept,  and  the  teachers  are 
regularly  paid. 

5.  The  municipality  of  the  parish  of  St.  Jean  de  Rimouski  has  kept 
up  this  year  thirteen  elementary  schools,  of  which  six  are  poor  and  the 
«even  others  have  given  satisfactory  results.  All  the  female  teachers, 
except  two,  have  diplomas.  The  branches  taught  are  nearly  the  same  as 
mentioned  in  the  official  programme.  There  are  but  four  school-houses  in 
this  municipality  belonging  to  the  commissioners,  and  out  of  these  four 
there  are  but  two  which  aftord  anything  like  the  necessary  conveniences. 
Eleven  are  situated  in  positions  where  they  can  be  of  little  use.  Money 
matters  are  also  in  an  unsatisfactory  state.  The  taxes  and  monthly  contri- 
butions  are  not  paid  regularly,  and  the  teachers  suffer  greatly  from  this 
cause. 

6.  The  two  elementary  schools  of  the  town  of  St.  G-ermain  de 
Kimouski  have  been  well-kept  this  year  ;  the  boys'  school  was  taught  by 
two  teachers,  one  of  whom  holds  the  academical  diploma ;  the  girls'  school 
is  under  the  direction  of  the  Sisters  of  the  Congregation  of  Notre  Dame ; 
the  branches  taught  are  those  above-mentioned.  The  financial  affairs  of 
this  corporation  were  in  a  bad  state  under  the  former  secretary-treasurer, 
but  since  his  removal  and  the  appointment  of  his  successor  the  commis- 
sioners have  put  their  finances  in  order,  and,  there  is  reason  to  hope, 
will  keep  them  in  good  condition. 
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7.  The  new  municipality  of  Ste.  Blandine  has  as  yet  but  one  school 
in  operation.  Up  to  the  present  the  school-house  has  not  been  built,  a» 
the  locality  must  soon  be  changed  and  one  or  two  more  schools  established. 
The  affairs  of  the  municipality  are  in  good  order,  and  the  school  itself  is  one 
of  the  most  successful.  Forty-seven  pupils  have  regularly  attended,  and 
made  considerable  progress  under  a  teacher  holding  a  diploma. 

8.  The  municipality  of  St.  Anaclet  has  six  schools,  four  of  which  may- 
be considered  good  and  the  two  others  decidedly  inferior.  This  inferiority 
is  due  to  the  miserable  premises  in  which  the  schools  are  held,  as  I  pre- 
viously stated  in  my  report  of  the  30th  April  last.  None  of  the  school-houses- 
in  this  parish  belong  to  the  commissioners.  The  secretary-treasurer  deserves, 
great  praise  for  the  manner  in  which  he  keeps  his  accounts. 

9.  Ste,  Luce  has  six  schools ;  one  model  and  five  elementary.  The  first 
and  second  are  notoriously  inferior,  owing  partly  to  the  ignorance  of  the 
teachers  and  partly  to  the  negligence  of  the  pupils  in  their  attendance.  Each 
district  here  owns  its  schooi-house,  and  is  well  provided  for  in  that  respect. 
But  in  th*  model  school  only  the  elementary  branches  are  taught;  in  fact,, 
some  of  the  elementary  schools  are  ahead  of  it.  My  grand  table  will  show 
the  branches  taught  and  Ihe  number  of  pupils  studying  each.  The- 
secretary-treasurer  of  this  muni:jipality  attends  to  his  duties  with  great 
punctuality,  and  no  complaints  are  heard  from  the  teachers,  as  it 
uniortunately  happens  in  other  localities. 

10.  Si.  Dotiat  is  a  small  municipality,  and  has,  so  far,  but  two  schools^, 
although  it  has  been  frequently  proposed  to  build  one  or  two  more. 
Although  the  buildings  leave  nothing  to  be  desired,  the  same  cannot  be 
said  of  the  progress  of  the  pupils,  which  is  scarcely  noticeable  from  year  to 
year.  This  may  be  partly  due  to  the  incapacity  of  the  teachers,  although 
they  have  diplomas,  but  the  principal  cause  is  the  repeated  absence  of  the 
scholars.  The  accounts  of  the  corporation  seemed  to  me  to  be  in  order,, 
from  what  I  could  learn  when  I  visited  the  schools  last  July,  despite  the 
absence  of  the  secretary-treasurer,  who  had  left  the  municipality. 

11.  St,  Gabriel  is  also  a  new  municipality,  which  has  but  two  schools, 
although  it  would  be  desirable  to  have  three,  as  the  double  range  between 
the  hills  on  Tache  lload  is  mui*h  too  extended  for  two  schools.  But  here, 
as  in  many  other  places,  they  have  not  the  means.  The  poor  settlers  have 
great  difficulty  in  supporting  these  two.  They  were  kept  this  year  by  two 
teachers,  one  of  whom  has  a  diploma.  Only  the  elementary  branches  were 
taught,  as  the  schools  are  but  two  years  in  existence.  Their  progress, 
though  not  rapid,  seemed  satisfactory.  Money  matters  are  in  order,  and 
the  teachers  well  paid. 

12.  The  municipality  of  Ste.  Flavie,  besides  a  model  school,  has  eight 
elementary  schools,  directed  by  female  teachers,  all  but  two  of  whom  hold 
diplomas.  Three  of  these  schools  are  poor  ;  the  five  others  are  passable. 
They  are  all  provided  with  good  school-houses,  except  one,  which  is  held 
in  a  rented  house,  which  is  altogether  unsuitable.  The  model  school  is  on 
a  good  footing,  and  directed  by  two  teachers,  one  of  whom  is  from  Laval 
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Normal  S^'hool.  The  branches  laid  down  in  the  official  pros^ramme  are 
taught,  with  the  exception  of  the  use  of  the  globes.  The  secretary -treasurer's 
accounts  are  in  good  order,  and  I  heard  no  complaints  against  him. 

13.  SL  Joseph  df,  Lepasce  has  five  elementary  schools  in  operation,  one 
of  which  is  poor,  and  the  rest  passable.  Only  two  of  t\v?  teachers  hold 
diplomas.  None  of  the  school-houses  belong  to  the  corporation  ;  this  gives 
rise  to  much  inconvenience,  as  it  is  extremely  difficult  for  the  commissioners 
to  rent  suitable  apartments  for  schools.  The  commissioners  seemed  to  have 
every  desire  to  accomplish  their  duties  ;  the  secretary-treasurer  is, 
apparently,  not  qualified  for  his  position,  and  there  wore  complaints  against 
him  at  my  last  visit. 

14.  S/e.  AngVe  has  a  good  model  school,  which  was  under  the 
direction  of  two  female  teachers,  one  of  whom  had  a  diploma.  These 
teachers  have  replaced  the  school  on  a  good  footing,  from  which  it  had 
considerably  fallen  during  the  last  two  years.  All  the  branches  laid  down 
in  the  official  list  are  taught  in  this  school.  Besides  this  modeP school,  the 
municipality  supports  three  elementary  schools,  which  have  given 
satisfaction  this  year,  although  two  of  the  teachers  had  no  diplomas,  owing 
to  their  youth.  ha^h  district  has  a  good  school-house.  Their  financial 
affairs  are  in  good  condition,  and  the  secretary-treasurer  devotes  consider- 
able attention  to  the  keeping  of  his  accounts, ' 

15.  St,  Mo'ise  is  a  new  and  small  municipality,  having  but  one  school,  • 
which  is  attended  by  22  pupils,  and  directed  by  a  teacher  holding  a 
diploma.  The  children  are  still  in  the  rudiments  of  everything.  The 
school-house  is  passable,  and  belongs  to  the  corporation.  The  secretary- 
treasurer  had  neglected  his  duties  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  but  I  have  since 
learned  that  he  has  been  superseded* 

16.  The  model  school  in  SL  Octave  de  M^tis,  attended  by  93  pupils,  is 
under  the  direction  of  two  female  teachers,  one  of  whom  holds  a  diploma. 
The  progress  made  in  this  institution  is  not  such  as  might  have  been 
t^xpected  from  intelligent  pupils  already  advanced.  I  do  not  believe  that 
the  head  teacher  is  sufficiently  energetic  in  pushing  on  the  pupils.  There 
is  in  the  same  municipality  an  elementary  school  superior  to  the  model 
school,  although  possessing  no  greater  facilities  for  teaching.  There  are 
also  in  4his  parish  five  elementary  schools  kept  by  female  teachers,  four  of 
-whom  have  diplomas.  One  of  these  schools  is  excellent,  three  middling, 
and  one  poor.  The  secretary-treasurer  keeps  his  accounts  correctly. 
There  are  no  complaints  against  him. 

17.  Mct's  dissentient.  This  municipality  has  two  schools,  which  are 
almost  useless.  The  trustees  care  very  little  about  p'^rforming  their  duties. 
The  school-houses  belong  to  the  commissioners,  and  are  in  a  deplorable 
state.  The  benches  and  tables,  where  there  are  any  at  all,  are  broken ; 
they  have  no  blackboard,  and  there  is  scarcely  a  book  or  slate.  The 
accounts  are  pretty  well  kept. 

18.  UAs$omption  has  seven  elementary   schools,  two  of  which  are 
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excellent  and  the  remainder  passable.  All  the  teachers  hold  diplomas,  and 
vie  in  zeal  for  the  advancement  of  their  pupils.  They  receive  every 
encouragement  from  Rev.  Mr.  Morissette,  the  parish  priest,  who  takes  a 
most  active  part  in  the  instruction  of  the  children  in  his  parish,  visiting  the 
schools  frequently  and  inciting  a  spirit  of  zeal  and  emulation  in  the 
teachers  and  pupils  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  There  is  a  good 
school-house  in  every  district  in  this  municipality,  built  by  the  ratepayers. 
This  parish  is  one  in  which  public  instruction  receives  most  encourage- 
ment, and  produces  the  most  satisfactory  results  in  my  district.  Everything 
is  in  order  in  the  finances. 

19.  The  municipality  of  St.  Ulric  supports  four  elementary  schools 
under  the  direction  of  female  teachers,  three  of  whom  have  diplomas.  The 
result  in  these  schools  for  the  past  year  has  been  satisfactory.  Each  district 
has  a  school-house.  The  accounts  of  the  corporation  are  kept,  if  not  with 
ability,  at  least  with  honesty,  and  every  one  is  satisfied. 

20.  St.  J^rdme  de  Matane  has  also  a  model  school  which  is  an  honor 
to  this  little  village.  The  school,  which  was  ably  directed  last  year  by 
Mr.  Tissidre,  has  sustained  its  reputation  this  year  under  Mile.  Beaubien,  a 
pupil  of  Laval  Normal  School.  This  teacher  deserves  the  greatest  praise 
for  the  success  which  she  has  achieved  in  the  first  year  of  her  teaching. 
All  the  branches  of  the  official  programme  have  been  taught  successfully  to 
the  pupils.  English  even  is  not  forgotten,  and  some  of  the  pupils  can 
Tead  this  language  fluently  and  are  commencing  to  learn  grammar.  This 
municipality  also  enjoys  the  advantages  of  four  elementary  schools — one 
excellent,  and  the  others  very  satisfactory.  All  the  school-houses  are  the 
property  of  the  commissioners  The  accounts  of  the  corporation  are  well 
kept,  although  an  improvement  is  desirable  in  the  collection  of  the  taxes 
and  monthly  contributions. 

21.  S/c.  FSlidtS  supports  four  elementary  schools,  taught  by  female 
teachers,  who,  with  one  exception,  hold  diplomas.  The  latter  school  is 
poor,  but  the  others  are  satisfactory.  The  school-houses  belong  to  the 
commissioners,  and  are  sufficiently  comfortable.  The  accounts  of  the 
secretary-treasurer  are  not  kept  in  a  sufficiently  clear  manner.  The 
commissioners  should,  if  possible,  secure  the  services  of  another. 

22.  The  municipality  of  Cherbourg  has  only  one  schopl,  which  has 
been  pretty  successful.  It  was  this  year  under  the  direction  of  a  teacher 
without  a  diploma.  The  school-house  is  comfortable,  and  belongs  to  the 
commissioners.  The  accounts  are  not  kept  by  a  competent  person  ;  but  it 
is  difficult  in  those  parts  to  find  a  person  suitable  for  the  position. 

28.  And  lastly,  the  municipality  of  Dalibaire  has  but  one  school,  in  a 
rented  school-house,  in  which  a  teacher,  holding  a  diploma,  has  been 
successful  in  teaching  the  children  the  rudiments  of  reading,  writing, 
arithmetic,  grammar,  &c.,.  during  the  two  years  it  has  been  in  existence. 
The  accounts  are  well  kept. 

If  I  have  not  enumerated  all  the  branches  taught  in  the  schools  of  eaoh 
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municipality,  it  is  because  the  table  I  have  submitted  Contains  all  these 
details,  and  I  should  only  be  repeating  what  is  therein  clearly  shown 
forth. 

From  the  preceding  remarks,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  are  19  teachers 
without  diplomas,  and  33  schools  held  in  rented  premises. 

It  is  well  to  remark  that  the  model  schools  are  generally  well  proyided 
with  maps,  but  that  the  elementary  schools  are  bare,  and  that  this  state  of 
slFairs  will  exist,  as  long  as  there  are  not  measures  taken  to  establish 
repositories  for  maps  and  globes,  throughout  the  Province.  This  would 
enable  the  municipalities  to  purchase  them,  as  they  do  not  at  present  know 
where  to  procure  them,  and  they  would  incur,  in  searching  for  them,  more 
expeiise  than  the  value  of  the  article  would  amount  to. 

The  salaries  of  the  teachers  of  model  schools  range  from  $150  to  $200. 
Those  of  the  elementary  school  teachers  from  $50  to  $100.  This  lowness 
in  salary,  and  the  tendency  to  lower  it  still  further,  are  certainly 
lamentable,  as  they -discourage  the  teacher,  and  lead  him  to  look  upon  his 
profession  as  a  make-shift,  to  be  abandoned  at  the  first  favorable 
opportunity. 

If  the  law  would  provide  that  only  the  best  educated  men  in  a  muni- 
cipality should  be  chosen  for  commissioners,  this  might  be  a  remedy  for 
this  system  of  parsimony,  which  traffics  in  the  salaries  to  be  paid  to 
teachers,  male  and  female.  But  as  long  as  municipalities  are  allowed  to 
choose,  as  school  commissioners,  those  who  never  could,  nor  can,  appreciate 
the  value  of  education,  this  state  of  things  must  continue. 

Tne  appearance  of  the  Nouvefie  sMe  de  Hvres  de  lecture  f^aduSe,  by  Mr. 
Hontpetit.  is  destined  to  bring  forth  great  good  in  our  schools  and  families, 
by  spreading  a  taste  for  amusing  and  instructive  reading.

l8t.  The  progress  is  about  the  same.     I  repeat,  for  the  hundredth 
time,  our  elementary  schools  are,  now,  what  they  may  be  for  a  long  period. 
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2nd.  For  the  present,  the  female  teachers  are  competent  for  these^ 
schools. 

3rd.  The  quality  of  the  work  must  not  be  judged  of  by  the  number  or 
pupils.     To  explain : 

Out  of  8685  pupils  who  learn  grammar,  at  least  2000  go  no  further 
than  the  pronoun.  It  is  thus  yearly.  The  same  may  be  said  of  writing. 
This  is  due  to  repeated  absence  from  school.  These  absences  are  for  the- 
most  part  owing  to  the  poverty  of  the  parents ;  but  I  must  say  that  their 
unwillingness  is  very  often  the  cause  of  the  neglect.  The  attendance  of 
the  boys  is  about  one  in  three. 

4th.  There  are  not  sufficientj  model  schools,  either  [for  boys  or  girls. 
The  country  will  always  be  poor,  as  long  as  the  boys  do  not  receive  a  good 
practical,  commercial,  and,  better  still,  agricultural  education.  Parents  are 
generally  too  poor,  or  too  careless,  to  establish  these  schools.  Tho 
Government  alone  can  do  an  immense  amount  of  good  by  voting  funds  to- 
establish  at  least  boys'  model  schools.  Mixed  model  schools  are  better 
than  none. 

6th.  I  believe  that  two-thirds  of  the  elementary  schools  of  Lotbiniere^ 
St.  Edouard,  aird  St.  Em^li6  are  sufficient  to  make  good  clerks. 

6th.  I  am  obliged  to  say  that  the  greater  number  of  school-houses  arer 
uncomfortable.  This  state  of  things  must  last  as  long  as  the  rate  payers  are^ 
poor.  There  must  be  no  mistaking  the  fact,  that  our  people  do  as  much  as- 
they  can.  Had  they  means,  as  well  as  their  neighbors  in  the  United 
States  or  Upper  Canada,  they  might  do  something.  But  they  cannot 
achieve  anything  with  the  means  at  present  at  their  command.  A  few 
.  thousand  dollars,  raised  by  indirect  taxation,  would  carry  out  desirable  and 
even  indispensable  improvements.  But  taxation  is  not  popular.  Then 
things  must  remain  as  they  are. 

7th.  I  persist  in  saying  that  the  commissioners  should  be  obliged  to 
consecrate  a  considerable  portion  of  the  grant  to  the  establishment  of  model 
schools  in  each  parish.     Otherwise  no  change  can  be  effected.  ^^ 

8th.  I  will  not  give  the  names  of  those  teachers  who  keep  unsatisfac* 
tory  schools.     I  know  but  one  out  of  eight, 

9th.  Considering  that  the  lack  of  benches,  tables,  maps,  &c.,  in  our 
schools  is  a  matter  to  be  regulatad  by  us  in  our  visits,  I  will  not  refer  to- 
it.     The  blue  book,  which  contains  most  of  our  reports,  often  speaks  of  this. 
I  might  then  say,  that  one  school  out  of  eight  is  lacking  in  some  of  these 
articles. 

10th.  I  repeat,  that  we  try  to  teach  too  many  branches  in  our  elemen- 
tary schools.  Considering  the  length  of  time  children  spend  in  school,  they 
should  be  taught  only  what  is  absolutely  practical. 
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The  following  is  what  I  have  exacted  since  15  years  : 

"  1.  Object  lessons  constantly. 

*'  2.  Catechism  above  all. 

**  3.  Grammar,  of  necessity. 

•*  4.  Spelling  by  rote  of  the  reading  lesson  ;  explanation  of  the  lesson, 
-v^hich  should  never  exceed  15  lines. 

'"  5.  The  four  rules,  addition,  &;c.,  in  dollars  and  cents. 

"  6.  Writing  and  the  small  account  books  are  absolutely  necessary. 

*•  7.  Geography  and  history  twice  a  week." 

Whatever  may  be  said  to  the  contrary,  no  more  than  the  foregoing  can 
1>e  taught  in  the  greater  number  of  our  schools.  As  soon  as  the  list  is  ex- 
tended nothing  of  a  permanent  character  can  be  retained  by  the  child. 

This  list,  of  course,  concerns  only  elementary  schools.  I  would 
strongly  advise  the  practice  of  mental  arithmetic  in  Juneau's  method  and 
others. 

11th.  I  say  nothing  about  the  smallness  of  teachers*  salaries,  since  they 
generally  take  their  situations  at  fo/le  enchere.  No  one  can  reproach  the 
commissioners  for  not  giving  more  than  they  are  asked  for. 

12th.  The  books  given  as  premiums  do  an  immense  good.  I  make  the 
pupils  compete  in  writing,  bookkeeping,  &c.,  and  give  prizes  to  the  win- 
ners. This  is  a  good  plan.  I  also  reward  good  attendance  at  school.  But, 
I  think,  the  books  sent  should  bd  practical  and  above  all  Canadian. 

13th-  I  conclude  by  remarking  that  there  are  too  many  classical  col- 
leges and  not  enough  model  schools.  This  want  is  felt  particularly  in  the 
<5ountry  parts.  Whatever  may  be  said  or  written  to  the  contrary,  the 
majority  of  the  men  in  the  country  and  in  many  of  our  large  cities  are 
totally  ignorant.  Sixty  per  cent,  cannot  even  write  their  names.  The  only 
rem^y  ior  this  state  of  affairs  is  the  compulsory  establishment  of  model 
schools  for  boys,  or  at  least  mixed  ;  to  pay  good  salaries  to  our  teachers,  so 
^as  to  render  them  independent,  as  professional  men  should  be ;  to  dismiss 
Ahem  for  immorality,  &c.,  &c.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  remarks  on  the  schools  of  the  counties 
of  Charlevoix  and  Saguenay  for  the  year  1875-76. 

According  to  your  desire,  I  will  commence  by  the  academies  and 
model  schools. 

The  convent  of  Bate  St.  Paul  has  been  attended  by  a  greater  number 
of  pupils,  and  has  upheld  its  high  reputation ;  all  the  branches  required  by 
law  are  taught  successfully  in  this  institution.  The  English  language  has* 
been  the  object  of  particular  attention  this  year. 

The  boys*  academy  is  still  under  the  skilful  direction  of  Mr.  Thomas-- 
Tremblay,  assisted  by  two  other  teachers.  This  institution  is  making  good 
progress,  especially  as  regards  mathematics.  The  pupils  are  iar  advanced 
in  algebra,  mensuration  and  book-keepijig.  The  number  of  pupils  havings 
considerably  increased,  the  directors,  notwithstanding  their  slender  means, 
secured  the  services  of  a  third  teacher  to  satisfy  the  demand ;  I  am,  therefore, 
compelled  to  apply  for  an  increase  of  the  grant  to  this  institution. 

The  model  schools  in  my  division,  with  the  exception  of  two,  are  ia  a% 
satisfactory  state ;  I  may  mention  particularly  those  of  L^s  Eboulements^  St. 
IrSnee,  and  Escoumatns,  I  do  not  think  the  Government  should  abolish 
the  grant  made  to  these  institutions  in  all  the  municipalities  in  which  they 
are  established ;  I  am  perfectly  satisfied  with  the  good  which  they  do,  and 
I  would  rather  see  one  of  them  in  each  parish. 

The  number  of  clever  young  men  who  leave  our  normal  schools  every 
year  would  easily  furnish  us  with  excellent  teachers. 

Despite  the  earnest  and  legitimate  desire  to  augment  the  salaries  of 
the  teacher,  the  question  still  is,  whore  is  the  increase  to  come  from  ?  The- 
Grovemment  or  the  tax-payers  ? 

In  the  meantime,  let  it  be  well  understood,  one  class  of  the  community 
is  in  want,  and  sorely  in  want ;  a  great  number  of  teachers  receive  but  a. 
nominal  salary. 

Several  municipalities  are  in  arrears,  and  experience  much  difficulty  in 
collecting  their  dues  ;  this  state  of  affairs  is  owing  to  the  present  crisis^ 
which  particularly  affects  this  part  of  the  country. 

I  beg  leave  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  too  frequent  changes  of  the 
secretary-treasurers,  which  are  as  disastrous  to  the  good  working  of  the  law 
as  the  uncalled-for  changes  of  teachers.  In  fact,  it  often  happens  that  for 
a  mere  bagatelle,  political  reason  or  something  else,  a  good  secretary  is; 
dismissed,  and  his  place  filled  by  one  totally  unfit.   Thence  arises  confusioix 
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in  the  accounts ;  so  much  so,  that  in  June  li\st,  I  was  obliged  to  go  con- 
siderable distances  to  regulate  the  books  of  two  secretary-treasurers,  who 
knew  nothing  of  their  duties 

The  three-fourths  of  the  elementary  schools  in  my  district  are  well 
kept,  and  I  should  be  satisfied  if  the  school-houses  were  only  provided  with, 
what  they  require  for  comfort ;  it  often  happens  that  the  school  is  shut  for 
four  or  five  days  in  the  month,  there  being  no  firewood,  which  shows  that 
the  municipalities  themselves  should  attend  to  this  want. 

A  new  municipality,  called  Portneuf,  has  just  been  erected  in  the 
county  of  Saguenay  ;  a  new  school  is  shortly  to  be  opened. 

This  county,  though  poor  and  isolated,  supports  its  schools  without 
shrinking  from  any  sacrifice.  I  consider  it  my  duty  to  call  your  attention 
to  this  fact. 

I  have  thus  submitted,  as  briefly  as  possible,  the  observations  I  felt 
called  upon  to  make  on  the  schools  in  my  district.

Sir, 

1  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  working  of  the* 
Education  Law,  as  also  on  the  state  of  the  schools  in  my  inspection  district 
for  the  past  scholastic  year.  To  the  present  report  is  annexed  a  statistical 
table  for  the  same  year.  The  statistics  in  this  table  will  show  increased 
progress  and  more  satisfactory  results  generally,  than  in  the  past.  As  usual,. 
I  have  to  remark  that  there  is  perfect  union  among  the  commissioners,  and 
an  earnest  desire  to  have  the  schools  in  good  working  order,  They  under- 
stand the  duties  which  devolve  upon  them,  both  as  regards  financial 
matters,  the  choice  to  be  made,  and  the  salaries  to  be  allowed  to  their 
teachers.  And  if  this  year  I  found  a  pretty  large  deficit  in  the  books 
of  one  of  the  secretary-treasurers,  it  was  not  on  acccount  of  dishonesty^ 
for  the  entries  were  correct,  but  because  he  did  not  compare,  accounts  often 
enough  with  the  commissioners. 

My  mission  being  to  see  that  the  schools  are  well  kept,  I  have  made  it 
a  duty  to  examine  all  the  pupils  in  the  different  branches  taught,  so 
that  I  might  see  that  each  school  was  such  as  the  district  required.  I  am 
happy,  and  no  more  than  just,  in  rendering  testimony  to  the  capacity  and 
zeal  of  the  teachers  who  direct  the  schools  in  my  inspectoral  district.     Any^ 
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exceptions  there  may  be  are  very  few.  And  if  there  be  some  elementary 
schools  apparently  poor,  they  are  generally  well  kept.  Their  inferiority  is 
due  to  local  causes  with  which  the  public  need  not  be  acquainted. 

All  the  model  schools  are  very  good,  and  deserve  the  annual  grant.  I 
admit  that  they  do  not  all  hold  the  same  position  in  point  of  teaching,  and 
I  have  so  arranged  them  up  to  the  present  on  a  proper  basis.  But,  if,  on 
examining  all  these  model  schools,  beginning  at  the  most  numerously 
attended  and  finishing  with  the  least  I  find  everywhere  the  same  zeal  and 
capacity  in  the  teachers,  the  same  progress,  both  sensible  and  satisfactory, 
in  the  pupils,  I  am  forced  to  admit  that  the  difierence  in  the  schools  is  to 
b3  attributed  only  to  the  number  and  assiduity  of  their  pupils  and  to  the 
length  of  time  they  have  been  studying  in  them.  Happy  and  meritorious 
is  the  teacher  who  directs  a  large  school ;  the  reward  for  his  labors  is  found 
in  the  numerous  clever  students  in  his  school. 

But  the  teacher  of  a  small  school  is  more  praiseworthy  still.  His 
school  being  less  numerous,  his  brilliant  pupils  are  fewer  ;  it  requires  more 
time  to  make  and  keep  up  a  model  class.  In  sparsely  populated  villages 
the  school  district  comprises  places  where  farmers  keep  their^children  home 
from  school  in  the  sowing,  harvesting  and  fall  seasons.  As  a  result,  the 
attendance  is  not  regular.  And  herein  lies  the  cause  why  so  few  follow 
the  superior  course. 

These  remarks  are  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  the  Honorable 
Superintendent  in  favor  of  the  thinly  populated  localities  ;  but  especially 
in  defence  of  the  teachers,  who  cannot  do  away  with  the  unfortunate  cir- 
cumstances which  I  have  pointed  out.  To  the  present  state  of  affairs, 
which  the  existing  law  cannot  improve,  I  submit,  in  the  hope  that  the 
Legislature  some  day  will  make  education  compulsory. 

If  parents  were  compelled  by  law  to  send  their  children  to  school,  or 
to  pay  more  or  less  for  a  dispensation,  according  to  the  reasons  which  they 
might  put  forth,  and  which  should  be  adjudicated  upon  by  a  person 
appointed  for  the  purpose,  we  would  see  our  schools  crowded  Dy  children 
from  all  sides,  under  the  direction  of  teachers  whose  greatest  pleasure  is  to 
be  among  a  large  class  of  assiduous  pupils.  But  attendance  at  school  is  not 
sufficient;  each  child  must  have  the  necessary  means  to  overcome  the 
darkness  of  ignorance.  It  is,  then,  desirable  that  the  commissioners  also  be 
compelled  by  law  to  furnish  all  necessary  objects  to  the  children.  With 
these  two  much-required  amendments  to  the  Education  Law  everything 
would  be  gained,  and  the  progress  in  all  the  schools  would  be  most  rapid. 

It  must  not  be  inferred  from  what  I  have  said,  that  my  district  is 
unfortunate  in  point  of  attendance  at  school,  or  in  the  necessary  objects  for 
educational  purposes.  Despite  the  obstacles  which  1  have  pointed  out, 
the  law  works  well,  and  the  schools  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  but  it 
is  not  because  things  work  well  that  we  should  be  satisfied  and  not  seek 
to  do  better.     "Where  there's  a  will  there's  a  way. 


With   the   assistance   of  the   clerg)%   the   commissioners   and  school 
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trustees  and  the  watchful  superintendence  of  the  inspector,  the  recom- 
penses distributed  yearly  by  the  Commissioners  and  inspector,  it  is 
impossible  that  our  schools  should  fall  back.  On  the  contrary,  they  are  in 
a  flourishing  condition,  and  go  on  improving  year  by  year. 

They  are  not  even  in  a  stationary  condition.  If  the  same  branches 
were  taught  in  1860  as  are  taught  to-day,  they  are  now  in  a  more 
advanced  state.  I  might  mention,  amongst  others,  advanced  reading, 
agriculture  and  mental  arithmetic.  Methodical  grammar  and  arithmetic, 
two  branches  without  which  a  school  is  useless,  are  now  taught  with  great 
success.  In  the  elementary  schools,  some  pupils  were  in  cube  roots,  and  in 
syntax  some  were  well  versed  in  the  most  difficult  rules  of  grammar. 

In  several  model  schools,  the  first  class  has  gone  through  arithmetic 
and  grammar  ;  in  some  a  little  algebra,  and  nearly  in  all  mensuration,  as 
laid  down  in  the  accompanying  table.  In  grammar,  I  found  some  pupils 
who  were  very  difficult  to  trip  up  in  the  rules  of  syntax,  I  sometimes 
exhausted  all  the  difficult  phrases  at  my  command,  without  being  able  to 
make  them  commit  one  or  two  faults  ;  with  the  first  or  second  in  the  class 
it  was  impossible  to  do  even  this.  In  a  word,  I  am  pleased  at  the  working 
of  the  Education  law  in  my  district,  with  the  aptitude  and  zeal  of  the 
teachers,  and  with  the  satisfactory  progress  which  has  been  made  during 
the  past  year.  All  entitled  to  my  testimony  are  requested  to  receive  this 
most  sincere  expression.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  on  the  state  of  the  schools  in  my 
district  of  inspection  for  the  scholastic  year  1876-76. 

I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that  public  instruction  in  my  district  of 
inspection  is  progressing,  that  the  academies  and  model  schools  maintain 
their  i>osition,  that  several  elementary  schools  deserve  praise  as  to  both 
order  and  progress,  and  that  the  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  progress  of 
education,  iK)inted  out  in  my  former  reports,  are  nearly  overcome,  and 
will,  I  trust,  entirely  disappear  when  the  public  shall  attach  to  the  grand 
•cause  of  education  the  importance  which  it  deserves. 

The  books  distributed  as  premiums  for  assiduity,  application  and  good 
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conduct  are  creating  more  and  more  emulation,  and  are  an  incentive  to  the 
children  to  attend  more  regularly.

Mr.  CREPEAULT 

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  my  report  on  the  state  of  public  instruction 
in  my  district  of  inspection  for  the  year  1876-76. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  Education  Law  works  well  in  the  oounties- 
of  Bellechasse,  Montmagny  and  Tlslet,  which  form  my  district.  You  will 
be  enabled  to  see,  from  the  statistics  of  the  year,  that  a  greater  number  or 
pupils  have  attended  school.  In  several  municipalities  the  ratepayers, 
being  convinced  that  it  is  impossible  to  have  school  affairs  properly 
managed  by  ignorant  commissioners,  have  had  sense  enough  to  call  to  that 
position  men  of  education  fit  to  understand  and  discharge  their  duties. 

But  there  is  one  fact  to  which  I  regret  to  have  to  call  your  attention, 
and  it  is  this,  that  for  the  last  two  years,  but  principally  during  the  year- 
just  expired,  parents,  in  order  to  save  the  price  of  labor  during  the  hard 
times,  take  from  school  the  children  who  can  assist  them  in  their  work,, 
girls  as  well  as  boys,  and  send  in  their  stead  children  of  four  and  five 
years  of  age.     From  this  it  results,  that  though  the  number  of  children 
attending   school  has   increased   by    several   hundreds,   the   number   or 
advanced  pupils,    instead    of  increasing,   has  diminished  in   a  marked 
degree. 

I  visited  quite  a  number  of  schools,  in  which  there  was  not  one  child 
who  had  made  his  first  communion.  How,  then,  can  it  be  possible  for 
teachers  to  have  pupils  well  advanced  in  the  different  branches  which  are 
taught  in  the  schools  ?  The  parents  are  certainly  to  blame  in  this  case ; 
they  do  not  consult  the  interest  of  their -children  and  ruin  their  prospect^, 
for  the  future. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  the  great  satisfaction  given  by  the 
teachers  from  the  normal  schools.  These  young  teachers,  male  and  female^, 
succeed  marvelously,  and  push  on  their  pupils  in  a  remarkable  manner. 
One  of  the  great  advantages  they  bestow  is  the  similarity  in  the  method  or 
teaching,  and  the  perfect  uniformity  in  the  books  which  they  put  in  the 
hands  of  the  pupils  ;  this  allows  the  parents  to  economize  considerably  in. 
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the  puTchajse  of  books,  and  prevents  the  pnpils  from,  being  kept  back  by 
any  change  in  the  teachers  It  would  be  desirable  that  all  schools  directed 
by  laymen,  elementary  as  vrell  as  model  schools,  should  be  taught  only  by 
pupils  from  the  normal  schools. 

The  four  convents  in  my  inspection  district  are  remarkable  for  the 
zeal  and  ability  displayed  by  the  ladies  who  have  charge  of  them,  in  the 
accomplishment  of  their  duties. 

The  Christian  Brothers,  who  have  two  establishments  in  this  district^ 
also  deserve  honorable  mention:  these  estai)lishments  are  the  industrial 
college  of  rislet  and  the  boys'  academy  of  St.  Thomas.  vVpart  from  the  fact 
that  these  zealous  teachers  succeed  admirably  in  forming  very  brilliant 
pupils,  the  young  men  who  come  from  their  classes  are  distinguished  for 
their  morality,  politeness,  and  regularity  in  the  discharge  of  their  religious^ 
duties.

I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  report  on  the  state  of  the  schools  in  m^ 
district  during  1876-76. 

My  grand  statistical  table,  as  compared  with  last  year's,  shows  a  slight 
decrease  in  the  number  of  pupils  attending  schools,  but,  on  the  other  hand^ 
the  average  attendance  has  been  some  hundreds  better. 

I  have  had  to  complain  of  certain  commissioners,  and  others  interested,, 
with  respect  to  the  building  of  school-houses.  Fortunately,  the  Depart- 
ment authorized  me  to  settle  the  difficulties  myself.  At  present  I  am  happy 
to  say  that  good  feeling  prevails  in  thoso  municipalities. 

It  would  be  desirable  to  insert  in  the  Education  bill  a  clause  to  the- 
effect  that  the  inspector  be  consulted  in  all  cases  of  considerable  repairs  to- 
school-houses.  The  agricultural  population  is  too  car«^less  of  the  sufficiency 
of  the  school-houses,  their  internal  arrangements,  or  of  the  comfort  of  the- 
teachers  and  scholars. 

I  have  noticed  with  regret  that  some  of  the  branches  are  neglected  in 
the  elementary  schools  ;  history  and  geography,  for  instance.  It  is  often 
in  the  poorest  districts  that  this  is  most  remarkable.  It  is  said  that  the 
children  cannot  attend  school  for  a  long  period,  and  that  religious  instruc- 
tion, reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  and  a  little  orthography  are  all  that  they 
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Tequire.  It  must  be  admitted  that  the  abridged  history  in  use  in  out 
'elementary  schools  is  not  very  attractive  to  young  children.  Dr.  Larue,  in 
the  Journal  de  C Inslrv-ction  Publique,  has  given  an  excellent  method  to 
impress  history  on  young  minds.  This  method  seems  to  me  the  most 
powerful  means  to  inspire  the  pupils  with  a  taste  for  this  branch.  I  will 
•earnestly  endeavor  to  put  it  into  practice.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  Dr.  Larue 
-will  not  stop  here,  but  that  he  will  carry  out  his  idea. 

I  remarked  in  several  municipalities  an  intolerable  negligence  in  the 
•collection  of  the  school  rates.  They  prefer  borrowing  to  suing  parties  in 
Arrears.     The  teaching  body,  however,  does  not  seem  to  suffer. 

I  am  certain  that  the  accounts  are  universally  well  kept. 

I  know  of  but  few  schools  below  mediocrity ;  the  poorest,  and  they 
•are  but  few,  are  kept  by  young  female  teachers,  or  by  mothers  of  families, 
■who  are  too  much  occupied  in  housekeeping. 

To  get  rid  of  these  teachers,  who  should  no  longer  be  engaged,  I 
acquired  a  knowledge  of  the  capacity  and  ability  of  each ;  I  afterwards 
forwarded  to  the  commissioners  of  each  municipality  a  list  of  those  who  are 
not  worthy  of  confidence.  By  this  means  I  hope  to  prevent  children  from 
losing  their  time,  and  throwing  away  the  sacrifices  which  their  parents  make 
for  their  education. 

Female  teachers  are  less  sought  for  than  in  previous  years.  The 
salaries,  which  were  raised  a  few  years  ago,  are  still  about  the  same.  I 
was  sorry  to  see  by  my  grand  table  that  out  of  74  schools  in  my  district,  12 
only  are  conducted  by  lay  teachers.  To  the  credit  of  11  of  them,  be  it  said, 
that  each  acquits  himself  of  his  duty  with  zeal  and  success,  according  to 
the  position  he  is  called  upon  to  occupy. 

Several  municipalities  are  very  anxious  to  have  a  model  s6hool  in 
their  midst ;  but  there  is  one  obstacle  in  the  way.  The  children  attending 
school,  although  numerous,  are  still  too  young  for  us  to  obtain  this  favor  ; 
I  do  not  know  one  pupil  above  12  years  of  age.  There  is  no  doubt, 
however,  that  if  we  could  offer  a  higher  salary,  competent  teachers  would 
present  themselves,  and  this  might  have  the  effect  of  inducing,  at  least  a 
certain  number  of  parents,  to  allow  their  children  to  follow  the  superior 
4Course  required  in  the  model  schools,  up  to  the  age  of  16  or  16

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  report  of  the  visits  and  examination* 
which  I  made  in  the  various  institutions  in  my  district,  during  the  last 
half  year.  I  have  been  unable  to  visit  all  the  schools  ;  there  remain  11 
scattered  through  three  different  municipalities.  I  will  see  that  my  first 
visits  this  faH-  shall  be  to  these  schools,  of  which  I  will  forward  a  special 
report. 

As  the  rendering  of  the  secretary-treasurers  accounts  is  only  made  in 
July,  that  is,  during  the  holidays,  I  will  reserve  for  a  future  report  any 
observations  I  may  have  to  make  on  the  manner  in  which  the  financial 
affairs  of  the  commissioners  are  administered. 

I  have  nothing  to  add  here  to  the  remarks  which  I  make  in  another 
place  on  each  of  the  municipalities,  and  I  have  pleasure  in  stating  that  the 
progress  of  elementary  schools  is  generally  satisfactory. 

In  my  district  there  are  but  six  model  schools — officially  recognized  as 
such  ;  but  there  are  eleven  male  and  female  teachers  holding  model  school 
diplomas.  The  schools  are  not  all  they  should  be  ;  they  generally  touch 
upon  too  many  subjects  to  allow  of  their  being  well  taught ;  or  the  teacher 
is  obliged  to  see  to  the  elementary  and  higher  course  at  the  same  time. 
Besides,  they  all  aim,  without  exception,  at  becoming  commercial  schools. 
This  mania  for  commerce,  despite  the  overcrowding  of  that  branch  of  our 
industry,  is  not  always  to  be  attributed  to  the  teachers ;  in  many  instances 
the  parents  demand  it.  They  do  not  wish,  they  say,  that  their  children 
shall  be  obliged,  as  they  themselves  are,  to  till  the  ground ;  they  wish 
them  to  be  clerks  This  is  the  objection  frequently  made  to  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  Manuel  d AfcricuUure,  of  Dr,  Larue,  as  a  reader.  The  greater 
part  ot  these  model  schools,  of  which  I  willingly  admit  the  merit  in  some 
respects,  are,  properly  speaking,  only  good  elementary  schools,  and  such  as 
all  our  elementary  schools  should  be. 

As  to  the  girls'  academies,  out  of  eight  in  mv  district,  I  visit  six 
annually  by  special  invitation,  and  I  feel  much  pleasure  in  testifying  to 
the  efficacity  of  the  teaching  in  the  greater  number  of  them.  My  district 
is  a  rural  one,  and  therefore  its  wants  are  not  so  great  as  in  other  parts. 
And  I  have  remarked  that  in  these  institutions  less  attention  was  paid  to 
forming  high-toned  ladies  than  to  bringing  up  young  girls  in  a  Christian 
manner,  and  inspiring  them  with  a  taste  for  pursuits  intellectual  and 
charmingly  simple,  and  inculcating  good  manners  and  a  spirit  of  order 
which  everywhere  proclaims  the  true  lady.  In  nearly  all,  plain  sewing 
has  taken  the  place  of  insignificant  embroidery  on  canvas,  plain  knitting 
has  been  substituted  for  lace-making,  and  I  have  reason  to  hope  that  one 
day  the  sewing  machine  will  supplant  the  inevitable  pianoforte.  Many 
fathers  of  families  would  be  delighted  with  the  change. 
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In  spite  of  the  monetary  crisis  through  which  the  country  is  passing, 
the  salaries  of  female  teachers  has  been  considerably  increased.  Out  of 
one  hundred  and  one  salaries  which  the  diflferent  municipalities  have  paid 
to  the  teachers,  22  are  below  $100,  while  last  year  there  were  80.  This 
year  73  salaries  range  from  $100  to  $200  ;  last  year  there  were  only  59  in 
this  class.  Lastly,  the  six  salaries  which  in  1875  varied  between  $200  and 
$400  have  been  kept  at  the  same  figure.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  22 
•cases. 

This  increase  should  not,  perhaps,  be  totally  attributed  to  a  sudden 
burst  of  zeal  on  the  part  of  the  municipalities,  or  to  a  sudden  awakening 
from  the  delusion  of  practising  economy  in  this  respect.  But,  little  as  it  is, 
the  increase  exists,  and  I  believe  that  the  commissioners  are  beginning  to 
understand  the  importance  of  paying  suitable  salaries  to  those  who,  next 
to  mothers,  exercise  the  greatest  influence  on  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the 
young. 

I  need  not  speak  of  the  zeal  which  the  inspector  should  display  in 
fostering  this  feeling  towards  increasing  the  teachers'  salaries.  For  my 
part,  I  have  always  looked  upon  this  as  one  of  the  principal  parts  of  my 
duty,  for  the  salaries  paid  to  teachers  may  cause  a  revolution  in  our 
jschools,  either  for  good  or  eyil,  according  as  they  are  reasonable  or 
insufficient. 

I  owe  it  to  the  great  majority  of  secretary-treasurers  to  state  that  they 
make  it  a  point  of  honor  to  pay  the  salaries  regularly. 

I  have  not  the  same  favorable  report  to  make  as  to  the  salaries  of  male 
teachers.  There  are  but  nine  in  my  district  holding  diplomas  and  directing 
nine  schools,  and  nine  religious  teachers  conducting  three  schools  for  the 
commissioners;  altogether  twelve  salaries  to  pay.  These  salaries  ftre 
divided  as  follows  :  Six  of  from  $100  to  $200  ;  five  from  $200  to  $400,  and 
one  only  above  $400.  For  the  six  first  teachers  this  salary  is  nothing  more 
than  a  miserable  pittance.  That  young  men,  active  and  intelligent,  could 
be  induced  to  devote  themselves  to  teaching,  when  it  pays  so  badly,  can 
only  be  attributed  to  the  overcrowding  of  the  other  professions.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  the  report  of  my  inspection  visits  to  the 
schools  for  1875-76,  as  well  as  the  grand  statistical  table  showing  the 
number  of  elementary,  model,  academical  and  dissentient  schools,  the 
number  of  pupils,  the  average  attendance,  and  the  different  branches 
taught. 

During  the  last  scholastic  year  four  new  school  districts  have  been 
erected  in  my  limits  of  inspection,  and  the  four  following  new  schools 
opened  :  One  at  Berthier  (parish),  one  at  St.  EUzabsth,  one  at  iS't.  Jean  de 
Martha,  and  one  at  Ife-Madame,  which  has  been  made  a  part  of  the  county 
of  Berthier,  in  virtue  of  the  proclamation  of  the  Lieutenant-G-overnor, 
bearing  date  the  4th  June,  1875,  and  which  was  erected  into  a  separate 
municipality  towards  the  end  of  the  same  year. 

The  establishment  of  these  new  schools  sufficiently  explains  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  elementary  schools  in  1875. 

My  statistics  will  show  that  the  number  of  pupils  reading,  writing  and 
studying  arithmetic  has  greatly  increased.  This  proves  that  the  progress 
of  education  in  my  district  has  been  universal. 

Heading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  as  well  as  the  principles  of  grammar, 
are  the  basis  of  elementary  education,  and  much  attention  is  everywhere 
jpaid  to  the  first  three  branches  principally. 

The  public  has  had  reason  to  complain  that  in  the  elementary  schools 
l>ut  one  book  served  as  a  reader,  ''  The  treatise  on  the  duties  of  the 
Christian."  This  book  is  certainly  interesting  in  every  respect,  and  quite 
suited  to  our  Catholic  schools,  and  I  hope  that  it  will  always  be  used.  But 
there  is  nothing  to  prevent  other  books  being  used  together  with  it,  so  that 
the  pupils  may  read  other  matter.  In  several  schools  the  more  advanced 
pupUs  read  "  I'Abregg  de  Thistoire  du  Canada,"  and  other  approved  and 
<>ommendable  works.     This  seems  to  me  to  be  the  proper  course. 

Besides,  I  have  a  firm  conviction  that  the  series  of  readers  by  Mr. 
Montpetit  will  do  away  with  the  complaint  of  having  only  the  "  Duty  ''  as 
a  reader. 

The  Traits  (TArithmStique,  most  used  and  best  known  is  that  of 
Toussaint,  which  satisfies  every  want. 

Mental  arithmetic  is  little  taught.     Female  teachers,  as  a  rule,  do  not 

like  this  branch. 

« 

Book-keeping  is  also  much  neglected  in  the  schools  in  my  district  of 
inspection.  This  is  a  lamentable  want,  which  I  hope  will  be  satisfied  in 
time.    I  would  not  exact  the  teaching  in  elementary  schools  of  a  system 
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necessary  for  a  large  financial  institution,  but  I  would  insist  on  the 
knowledge  of  ordinary  accountantship,  so  little  known,  unfortunately^ 
amongst  French-Canadians  generally. 

Penmanship  is  taught  with  some  success  and  to  a  good  number  of 
children.  Nevertheless,  the  examples  are  not  always  good.  I  would 
advise  teachers  to  procure  good' models  if  they  cannot  write  them 
themselves.  Without  this,  it  is  i.npossible  to  learn  to  write  well.  And  it 
is  an  acknowledged  fact,  that  any  one  who  has  once  learned  to  write  well, 
never  forgets  it ;  but  one  who  writes  badly  in  school,  in  a  few  years  forgets 
how  to  sign  even  his  name. 

Catechism  is  everywhere  taught,  and  I  am  convinced ^that  more  than 
two-thirds  of  the  children  attending  school  learn  it  by  rote,  and  receive 
explanations  on  the  principal  articles  of  faith. 

The  statistics  show  that  the  schools  are  not  regularly  attended,  since* 
the  average  attendance  is  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  number  of  pupils. 
This  is  one  of  the  principal  causes  of  the  small  progress  sometimes  made. 
The  salaries  given  to  teachers  are  also  a  source  of  much  backsliding,  in  that . 
they  are  far  loo  small. 

In  the  country  places,  the  position  of  female  teacher  is  sought  after. 
Thus  it  is  that  yearly  several  hundred  young  girls  ^o  to  the  convents  and 
make  special  studies  to  qualify  for  diplomas.  Unfortunately,  few  young 
men  follow  their  example.  Why?  Because  the  emoluments  are  smalU 
and  that  educated  young  men  do  not  see,  in  the  situation  of  teacher,  the 
means  of  living  an  easy  or  comfortable  life  or  of  establishing  or  bringing 
up  their  families. 

A  young  girl  enters  on  her  career  with  zeal.  But  she  soon  perceives, 
that  all  is  not  cou/eur  de  rose  in  this  station.  She  is  ill-paid,  and  irregularly. 
Her  dwelling  is  poor.  The  objects  most  necessary  to  enable  her  to  teach 
are  refused  her.  In  a  word,  she  is  soon  disgusted,  and  awaits,  with 
impatience,  the  moment  that  she  can  abandon  a  position  which  at  first 
promised  so  much  pleasure. 

Thence  it  arises  that  we  cannot  rely  on  a  lasting,  devoted  and  educated 
teaching  body. 

The  art  of  teaching  practically  is  unknown  to  many  female  teachers. 
The  boards  of  examiners  might  and  should  exact  more  knowledge  on  the 
part  of  teachers. 

The  statistics  show  by  themselves  that  the  salaries  of  male  teachers  are 
too  low,  and  no  one  will  deny  that  a  salary  of  $200  to  $300  is  not  sufficient 
for  an  educated  man  and  a  good  professor,  any  more  than  the  sum  of  $100 
or  $200  for  a  youn^  lady  who  has  talents  and  learning  enough  to  teach  a 
good  school.  Again,  ittaust  be  remembered  that  in  my  district  of  inspec- 
tion nearly  half  of  the  female  teachers  holding  diplomas  receive  only  $72  to 
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SlOO,  and  that  five  out  of  15  male  teachers  holding  diplomas  have  less  than 
$200. 

This  question  of  salaries  can  only  be  settlod  by  the  Department  of 
Education  jBxing  the  minimum  amount  to  b?  paid,  as  is  done,  I  believe,  in 
other  countries. 

Everyone  knows  and  admits  that  the  male  teachers,  salaries'are  too  low- 
But  more  than  this,  in  some  places,  even  low  as  they  are,  they  are  not 
regularly  paid,  but  meted  out  at  very  long  intervals.  I  have  noticed  with 
regret  that  in  several  parishes,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  commissioners 
were  indebted  to  the  teachers  in  more  than  half  of  their  salaries.  This  is 
intolerable  ;   if  they  pay  little,  they*  should  at  least  pay  it  regularly. 

To  overcome  this  difficulty  I  have  advised  teachers  to  fix  in  their  deeds 
of  agreement  the  dates  at  which  they  shall  be  paid — say  every  three 
months.  This  would  compel  the  school  commissioners  and  secretary- 
treasurers  to  attend  more  closely  to  the  collection  of  the  school  rates  and 
other  dues.  Well  paid  teachers  perform  their  duties  with  more  courage 
and  success. 

The  school  commissioners,  in  general,  rely  altogether  on  the  secretary- 
treasurer  for  the  collection  of  the  tax.  Sometimes  the  latter  is  guilty  of 
neglect,  in  paying  the  teachers  but  small  sums  at  a  time,  and  that  at  long 
intervals* 

I  have  carefully  examined  the  minute  books  of  the  commissioners' 
meetings  and  the  books  of  account  of  the  secretary-treasurers.  In  some 
places  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  know  the  exact  financial  position  of  the 
school  municipality.  The  rendering  of  accounts  is  irregular ;  no  mention 
is  made  of  the  arrears  due  on  school  taxes,  &c. ;  the  expenses  are  shown  in 
a  lump  sum.  This  is  a  cause  of  confusion,  and  gives  rise  to  distrust  and 
suspicion  on  the  part  of  the  ratepayers. 

So  as  to  arrive  at  a  correct  state  of  things  in  this  respect,  I  took  great 
pains  to  assist  secretary-treasurers  of  little  experience  in  adopting  a  good  sys- 
tem, and  I  exacted  from  them  a  regular  rendering  of  accounts  and  detailed 
statements,  which  showed  clearly,  at  a  glance,  the  position  of  ratepayers 
towards  the  municipality,  and  the  position  of  the  latter  with  respect  to  the 
parties  in  its  employ. 

I  distributed  the  greater  part  of  the  books  sent  to  me  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education.  In  the  county  schools  I  gave  prizes,  for  the  most  part, 
for  assiduity.  Besides,  the  pupils  who  are  the  most  assiduous  are  generally 
the  best  advanced  and  most  deserving. 

I  will  conclude  by  a  few  remarks  on  school-houses. 

They  are  generally  too  small,  badly  built,  and  cold  in  winter.  Instead 
of  being  what  it  should  be,  one  of  the  prettiest  and  most  comfortable 
houses  in  the  district,  it  is  generally  the  reverse.     It  suffices  to  pass  a  few

hours  in  it  in  the  winter,  to  feel  that  it  is  very  cold  and  uninhabitable.  No 
wonder,  then,  that  the  children  stay  away  from  school. 

There  are  several  reforms  necessary  in  this  respect,  and  I  have  no 
doubt  that,  like  all  others  pertaining  to  education,  they  will  receive  the 
attention  of  your  Department.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  my  report  on  the  state  of  the  schools  in 
my  district  during  the  past  year. 

The  table  of  statistics  furnishes  the  exact  number  of  children  attending 
together  with  the  various  branches  of  study. 

I  am  glad  in  being  able  to  report  a  steady  progress  in  nearly  all  the 
schools  in  my  district.  I  notice  also,  with  pleasure,  a  greater  zeal  in  the 
cause  of  education. 

The  number  of  children  attending  school  would  have  been  greater  had 
it  not  been  for  a  somewhat  severe  epidemic  during  the  past  winter.  Small- 
pox and  hooping  cough  kept  very  many  away  for  several  months. 

Under  the  head  of  Improvements  I  would  especially  mention  the 
founding  of  the  "  Girls  High  School  of  Quebec  "  under  the  control  of  the 
Board  of  Protestant  School  Commissioners.  Miss  McDonald,  the  Principal 
of  the  school,  is  a  teacher  of  very  high  attainments.  The  school  is  furnished 
very  fairly  with  school  requisites,  and  has  a  full  supply  of  teachers. 

Instrumental  and  vocal  music  and  French  form  a  regular  part  of  study. 

It  is  much  to  be  desired  that  all  young  ladies  seeking  positions  as 
elementary  or  model  school  teachers  would  pass  through  the  course  of 
instruction  at  the  Girls  Hifrh  School  before  presenting  themselves  to  the 
Board  of  Protestant  Examiners. 

The  Commissioners  have  opened  an  additional  school  in  the  building, 
known  as  SL  Matthew  School  House,  in  D' Aiguillon  street,  under  the  careful 
management  of  Miss  Cowan.  It  is  likely  to  be  of  great  use  to  the 
community.

Mr.  Emslie's  school,  in  the  St  Lewis  suburbs,  is,  as  usual,  doing 
•exceedingly  well ;  both  the  junior  and  senior  departments  are  admirably 
managed. 

The  Nafional  School, — Both  boys  and  girls  departments  have  been 
much  improved,  and  this  old  scholastic  institution  still  enjoys  a  very  great 
share  of  public  favor.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  School  Commissioners 
are,  by  the  Act  of  the  Legislature,  debarred  from  assisting  this  school  from 
the  funds  under  their  control. 

The  school  is  now  mainly  supported  by  voluntary  contributions  from 
members  of  the  Anglo-Catholic  Church.  The  head  master  (Mr.  J.  J. 
Hatherly)  contributed,  during  the  past  year,  iJ400  towards  the  funds  of 
the  school. 

The  Infamt  School  is  in  a  somewhat  weakly  state,  and  the  Champlain 
Street  School  very  thinly  attended.  This  is  much  to  be  deplored,  as  the 
master,  Mr.  Fergusson,  is  a  thoroughly  competent  teacher. 

The  girls'  school  in  St,  Rock's  has  greatly  improved  during  the  year. 
The  boys*  department,  under  Mr.  Purdie,  does  not  seem  to  thrive. 

The  schools  at  La  Canardiere  and  the  LfUfe  River  are  well  managed 
and  much  prized  by  the  parents  of  the  scholars  in  attendance. 

The  school  at  Levis  has,  unfortunately,  been  closed  for  a  long  time, 
while  that  at  HofUoto  Cove,  under  the  careful  direction  of  Miss  Brown,  is 
^oing  admirable  service. 

I  regret  to  state  that  the  schools  of  SL  Foye,  Berfferville  and  New 
Liverpool  are  not  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  I  am,  however,  of  opinion 
that  in  consequence  of  certain  changes  an  improvement  will  soon  be 
manifest  in  the  two  former  establishments. 

The  Protestant  Dissentient  School  at  Stoneham  has  very  greatly  improved. 
A  second  school  has  been  opened  in  another  municipality,  which  promises 
fairly.  The  schools  at  Lake  Beauport  are  in  about  the  same  condition  as 
wheu  last  reported.  A  new  school  house  is  an  absolute  necessity  for  the 
Model  School  at  the  Lake,  under  the  management  of  the  Rev.  W.  S.  Vial. 
I  am  led  to  believe  that  an  eSbrt  will  shortly  be  made  to  erect  a  suitable 
building  in  a  more  central  position. 

The  schools  at  Valcartier  are  in  a  tolerable  fair  condition  ;  the  sectional 
divisions  in  that  municipality  militate  greatly  against  the  due  advancement 
of  education.  It  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  of  great  service  in  the  cause  of 
education  were  the  Department  to  lay  down  some  stringent  rules  respecting 
the  text  books  in  use  in  the  G-ovemment  schools.  The  Upper  Canada  series 
of  educational  works  appear  to  be  of  a  very  excellent  description.  The  want 
of  such  text  books  and  the  ill  arrangement  of  many  of  the  school  houses 
render  the  work  of  education  in  too  many  instances  very  laborious  to  the 
teachers. 
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As  regards  the  remuneration  of  masters  and  mistresses  I  am  glad,  on 
the  whole,  to  be  able  to  report  an  improvement. 

Of  Private  or  Independent  schools  I  have  nothing  of  importance  to 
mention,  except  that  a  new  school  for  higher  education  will  shortly  be 
opened  in  Quebec  under  the  direction  of  the  Eev.  John  Eice,  M.A.,  Oxon. 
Mr.  Rice  has  had  large  experience  as  a  teacher  both  in  England  and  at  the^ 
Cape,  South  Africa,  and  is  likely  to  prove  a  valuable  assistance  in  promoting 
a  thirst  for  classical  training  amongst  the  youths  of  Quebec. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  referring  to  the  lamented  death  of 
Mr.  D.  Wilkie,  who  for  so  many  years  ably  conducted  the  High  SchooL 
His  ability  as  a  teacher  and  urbanity  of  manners  will  long  be  remembered 
by  all  who  had  the  good  fortune  to  be  under  his  rule.  His  place  in  the 
Directorate  of  the  High  School  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
Dale,  a  gentleman  who  has  had  large  experience  as  a  teacher  in  the  Western 
Province,  and  comes  to  us  bearing  the  highest  testimonials.

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  hereunto  annexed  a  document  to  follow 
my  statistical  table  for  1875-76.     It  contains  some  data  on  the  state  or 
primary  instruction  in  my  district,  as  well  as  some  changes  which  I  res- 
pectfully suggest,  as  proper  to  advance  the  cause  of  education  in  our 
province.

5. — CAPACITY   OF  TEACHERS. 

The  female  teachers  are  generally  but  poorly  educated  and  unfit  to 
Ibrm  good  pupils.  They  however,  succeed  better  in  attracting  children  to 
school,  as  their  mildness,  patience,  assiduity  and  devotedness  compensate 
largely  for  their  want  of  learning  or  system.  Diplomas  are  awarded  ille- 
gally and  before  the  age  required  by  law.  It  would  be  desirable  for  the 
Council  of  public  instruction  to  exact  the  renewal  of  these  diplomas.  This 
w^ould  immediately  produce  a  most  salutary  effect.  For  instance,  in  a 
certain  village  there  is  a  female  teacher  who  has  been  employed  for  many 
years ;  she  is  full  of  zeal,  but  unfortunately  alto<?ether  unfitted  either  as  to 
judgment  or  capacity ;  her  pupils  learn  but  words ;  none  have  their  intel- 
lect developed.  The  most  wealthy  amongst  the  farmers  threaten  to  send 
their  children  elsewhere  if  this  teacher  is  re-6ngaged. 

In  such  a  case  as  the  above,  which  indeed  happens  every  year,  after 
some  little  hesitation  a  new  engagement  is  made  with  this  same  teacher, 
because  she  is  satisfied  with  a  small  salary.  This  would  not  happen,  if 
the  renewal  of  the  diploma  were  demanded ;  for  she  would  certainly  fail. 
The  village  might  have  to  spend  $50  more  for  a  teacher  properly  qualified, 
but  at  least,  they  might  have  a  school  worthy  of  the  name.  The  incapacity 
of  teachers  is  the  principal  cause  of  the  desertion  of  schools  and  the  slow 
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progress  of  the  pupils.  No  one  can  appreciate  what  he  does  not  know, 
and  children  cannot  have  a  taste  for  instruction,  when  no  one  shows  them 
what  it  is.  In  other  words,  to  engage  teachers  at  low  prices,  is  not  an 
economy  ;  it  is  a  waste  of  money. 

6. — SCHOOL   REGISTERS. 

Some  institutions  do  not  keep  a  journal  on  the  pretext  that  the  com- 
missioners  do  not  furnish  them  with  one.  I  would  advise  them  to  makoi 
one  themselves.

Six  of  the  seven  male  teachers  have  newly  arrived  in  the  country. 
Three  of  the  fourteen  female  teachers  have  been  teaching  for  several  years, 
and  have  neglected,  in  spite  of  my  repeated  remonstrances,  to  go  before  the 
board  of  examiners. 

E.  Remarks. 

Had  it  not  been  for  the  general  depression  which  plunged  several 
families  into  deep  distress,  the  progress  would  have  been  more  decided. 
The  principal  improvements  have  been  in  the  keeping  of  the  secretary- 
treasurers'  accounts  and  the  payment  of  the  teachers'  salaries. 

The  collection  of  the  taxes  meets  with  little  opposition ;  but  the  rate 
is  too  low ;  this  is  owing  to  the  fact,  that  some  of  the  commissioners  being 
the  heaviest  rate  payers,  establish  the  rate,  not  according  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  municipality,  but  according  to  their  own  liberality.  The 
consequence  is  that  salaries  tend  to  decrease  and  that  the  best  qualified 
teachers  leave  the  province  of  Quebec  and  offer  their  services  in  the  neigh* 
boring  province,  where  they  are  better  remunerated. 
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9.  Reforms  suggested. 

From  the  preceding  observations  and  the  general  requirements  of 
education  in  this  province,  I  believe  myself  entitled  to  conclude  that  the 
following  changes  are  best  suited  to  the  advancement  of  our  schools. 

1. — The  introduction  of  a  reading,  daily,  of  some  treatise  on  agricul- 
ture. Thife  treatise  should  be  of  an  attractive  nature  and  devoted  solely  to 
the  cultivation  of  the  soil  of  this  province.  It  might  contain  100  pages, 
and,  for  economical  purposes,  it  might  be  bound  together  with  some  other 
book  usually  read  in  our  schools.  The  inspector  should  see  that  this 
treatise  was  read  and  read  over  so  frequently,  that  each  pupil  should 
thoroughly  possess  it,  before  he  left  the  school.  A  special  prize  should  be 
given  for  this  branch. 

2. — The  school  inspectors  should  be,  of  right,  members  and  chairmen 
of  the  board  of  examiners. 

3. — They  should  have  the  sole  right  of  signing  diplomas  and  pro- 
visional certificates. 

4. — The  Council  of  public  instruction  should  adopt  a  uniform  system 
of  examinations. 

5. — The  2nd  class  diplomas  should  be  renewed  twice  :  three  and  six 
years  after  the  first  examination ;  first  class  certificates  should  be  renewed 
once,  viz :  three  years  after,  the  first  examination. 

6. — The  secretary-treasurers  should  furnish  journals  to  the  teachers 
and  preserve  them  for  a  certain  length  of  time. 

7. — The  commissioners  should  have  the  right  to  expel  from  school  any 
pupil  who  would  refuse  to  submit  to  any  just  punishment,  or  who,  by  his 
habitually  bad  conduct,  caused  disorder  in  the  school. 

8. — They  should  have  the  right  to  impose  a  different  rate  of  taxation 
in  the  different  districts  of  their  municipality.  , 

9. — A  discount  should  be  allowed  to  the  rate  payers,  who  shall  pay 
their  taxes  and  monthly  contributions  within  the  20  days  after  the  notice. 

10. — No  division  in  school  municipalities  should  be  made  without  the 
consent  of  the  inspector,  or  of  both  inspectors  in  a  mixed  district. 

11. — The  payment  of  the  legislative  grant  should  be  postponed  until 
after  remedying  the  abuses  in  the  following  cases :  when  the  inspector 
shall  have  ascertained  that  the  teacher  has  not  been  paid  his  salary  in  full 
for  the  previous  year ;  when  he  shall  have  discovered  that  the  secretary- 
treasurer's  books  are  kept  in  a  negligent  manner,  or  that  the  accounts  of 
tlie  previous  year  have  not  been  balanced  ;  when  the  necessary  repairs  to 
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school  houses  have  not  been  made,  within  12  months  after  the  demand  of 
the  inspector.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  of  inspection  for  the  scholastic 
year  1875-76. 

I  forward,  at  the  same  time,  the  grand  statisUcal  table,  which  shows  a 
diminution  in  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  elementary  schools,  but  a  more 
than  corresponding  increase  in  the  pupils  attending  institutions  of  every 
other  grade.  This  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  some  girls'  schools,  which 
were  previously  entered  in  the  elementary  list,  are  now  joined  to  the  model 
schools.  By  the  same  fact  may  be  explained  the  decrease  in  the  number  of 
pupils  of  boys'  model  schools,  which  have  been  converted  into  mixed 
schools,  as  regards  the  sexes,  and  the  corresponding  increase  in  the  lalter. 

There  is  also  a  falling  off  in  the  Protestant'dissentient  schools,  pro- 
portionate to  the  decrease  of  the  foreign  population  established  in  the  old 
French-Canadian  parishes.  The  dissentient  Catholics,  on  the  other  hand, 
have  increased,  and  there  are  now  three  schools  belonging  to  them. 

There  is  a  marked  increase  and  progress  in  the  number  of  pupils 
reading  well,  learning  mental  calculation,  English  and  French  methodical 
grammar,  parsing,  history,  geography,  bookkeeping,  the  epistoly  art,  com- 
position, &c. 

The  teaching  of  agriculture  has  also  its  share  in  the  general  progress, 
and  the  Martuel,  of  Dr.  Larue,  is  in  use  in  several  schools.  I  endeavor  to 
secure  its  adoption  everywhere,  as  w^hen  the  children  grow  up,  they  will 
have  to  put  into  practice  the  lessons  which  ft  contains.  While  speaking  of 
this  book,  1  think  that  the  author  should  also  i>repare  a  treatise  on 
horticulture.  The  knowledge  of  this  art,  so  intimately  connected  with 
agriculture,  would  be  useful  to  the  teacher  himself,  who  might  apply  it  in 
the  cultivation  of  his  own  garden ;  but  they  would  be  of  special  advantage 
to  farmers  in  the  neighborhood  of  towns  or  other  great  centres. 

I  remarked  in  former  reports  that  female  teachers  possessed  certain 
■advantages  which  made  them  preferable  to  male  teachers  in  the  direction 
of  elementary  schools  : — 

1.     That  they   accept  engagements    at    a    lower   figure,   and  more 
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proportionate  to  the  means  of  the  ratepayers — an  important  consideration 
in  these  times  of  depression. 

2.  That  they  are  better  trained  to  habits  of  order  and  cleanliness,  to 
which  it  is  important  to  bring  up  children. 

3.  That  they  are  naturally  inclined  to  entertain  feelings  of  kindness^ 
aflFection  and  mildness  for  children,  as  those  qualities  spring  from  maternal 
tenderness. 

Yet  experience  has  proved  that  in  large  schools  male  teachers  succeed 
better. 

As  everyone  knows  that  in  all  Catholic  schools  religious  instruction  is 
regulated  by  the  parish  priest,  I  do  not  feel  called  upon  to  discuss  the  sub- 
ject; suffice  it  to  say,  that  on  every  occasion,  I  strongly  advise  all  those 
"who  have  devoted  themselves  to  the  education  of  the  young,  to  teach  the 
catechism  in  such  a  way  as  to  satisfy  those  who  are  to  judge  of  this  matter. 

Arithmetic,  despite  some  little  progress,  is  not  taught  in  a  sufficiently 
intelligent  and  practical  manner  ;  and  I  have  discovered  that  some  of  the 
best  boys  in  the  schools  have  considerable  difficulty  in  solving  problems 
similar  to  those  in  their  books,  although  they  solve  the  latter  with  great 
ease.  For  this  reason,  on  my  first  visit  to  the  school,  I  intend  to  devote 
my  time  to  explaining  on  the  blackboard  not  only  arithmetic  but  grammar 
and  analysis,  the  principles  of  penmanship,  and  even  geography.  The 
task,  I  am  aware,  will  be  severe,  but  I  undertake  it  cheerfully  on  account 
of  the  good  results  which  must  follow. 

Female  teachers'  salaries  have  increased  but  little ;  male  teachers  have 
been  more  fortunate,  and  I  know  of  some  who  receive  $400,  $500,  |600^ 
and  even  $650  per  annum. 

Of  17  lay  male  teachers  in  this  district,  11  hold  diplomas  from  Jacques: 
Cartier  Normal  School  and  one  from  McGrill  Normal  School.  The  success 
which  they  achieve  shows  the  immense  amount  of  good  which  the  country^ 
derives  from  these  important  institutions.  The  other  teachers,  who  hold 
certificates  from  the  Board  of  Examiners,  have  also  succeeded,  thanks  to  a 
good  system  of  teaching,  in  deserving  the  gratitude  of  those  for  whom  they 
are  working.  Of  these  1 7  maie  teachers,  five  have  taught  for  more  thau 
ten  years,  nine  for  over  five  years,  and  the  three  others  for  two  years  or- 
more. 

Of  the  118  female  teachers  mentioned  in  the  large  statistical  table,  one- 
received  her  diploma  a^  Laval  Normal  School,  15  at  McGill  Normal  School,, 
and  all  the  others  from  the  Catholic  Board  of  Examiners  at  Montreal. 
Twenty-three  have  been  teaching  ove^  10  years,  20  more  than  five  years. 
Of  the  other  65,  27  began  teaching  at  the  commencement  of  the  scholastic 
year,  just  elapsed ;  and  of  the  latter,  about  10  (five  of  whom  are  wisely 
abandoning  the  profession)  have  not  deserved  Hhe  confidence  of  the 
commissioners  who  engaged  them. 
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The  nnmbers  I  give  of  the  pupils  in  each  municipality  are,  perhaps,  a 
little  higher  than  those  given  in  the  School  Commissioners  report,  because- 
the  teachers,  especially  female,  fearing  to  be  held  responsible  for  the 
absence  of  their  pupils,  do  not  always  report  the  absent  ones^  and  it  was- 
only  by  going  over  the  journal  mys«^lfthat  I  discovered  that  the  figures^ 
given  in  it  were  always  one-third  or  a  quarter  higher  than  those  previously- 
given 

A  great  many  of  the  causes  which  prevented  the  advancement  of 
education  are  gradually  disappearing,  and  there  are  men  of  progress  and 
practical  mind  who  understand  that  a  teacher  feels  better  able  to  do  hi» 
duty  in  a  clean,  comfortable  school-house — his  task,  which  calls  for  so 
much  zeal  and  self-sacrifice,  seems  less  painful.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
pupils  study  with  more  ease  and  taste,  and  their  intellect  is  developed  and 
fortified  without  any  detriment  to  their  health. 

The  want  of  assiduity  is  a  subject  that  I  would  wish  to  see  taken  ujy 
by  those  who  believe  that  a  remedy  can  be  found  for  it. 

I  have  nothing  but  praise  to  address  to  the  secretaries  of  the  different 
school  municipalities,  for  the  ability  which  they  have  displayed  in 
administerinir  the  affairs  of  the  Commission,  and  in  keeping  the  accounts^ 
I  assured  myself  that  all  the  secretaries  had  rendered  their  accounts  for  the- 
echolafitic  year  1874-75,  with  the  exception  of  one,  w^ho  showed  me  a  resolu- 
tion  of  the  commissioners,  in  their  minute  book,^appointing  two  auditors  to 
report  in  June  last.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  for  the  scholastic 
year  now  closing. 

The  accompanying  statistical  table  contains  the  items  of  statistics,  aR 
fully  and  correctly  as  1  can  now  furnish  them,  though  there  has  been  but 
little  change  since  my  last  report,  particularly  as  I  forward  this  earlier  thau 
usual,  and  before  making  my  summer  visits  generally.  The  continued 
financial  depression  and  other  causes,  have  tended  to  retard  the  prosperity 
of  OUT  schools,  and  to  diminish  the  attendance,  though  in  some  cases,  there 
has  been  marked  improvement. 
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In  the  county  of  Stanstead,  there  are  now  nine  school  municipalities — 
Stansleady  Stanstead  Plain,  Beebe  Plain^  Barnston,  Coalicook,  Barford,  Dizville, 
Hatley  and  Magog, 

Stanstead,  the  largest,  has  still  82  districts,  though  one  or  two  have  not 
had  schools  ;  and  others  of  the  smaller  ones,  only  a  part  of  the  year.  The 
schools  are  generally  pretty  well  sustained,  and  there  has  been  improvement 
in  the  manner  of  providing  for  the  fuel  and  like  expenses.  ^^^^^^^^  male 
teachers  are  employed  in  winter. 

S'anstead  Plain  and  Beebe  P/am  have  each  sustained  their  school  pretty 
well ;  in  the  former,  the  Wesley  an  College  has  done  good  service.  I  very 
much    fear   that  the  income  of  this  institution  will  not  be  sufficient  to 

sustain  it. 

* 

Barnston  has  twenty-three  schools,  with  the  academy,  under  my  super- 
vision, all  of  which  I  think,  have  been  in  operation  for  at  least  a  part  of  the 
year,  generally  under  female  teachers.  In  this  municipality,  too,  there  has 
been  improvement  in  financial  management. 

Coaticook  has  now  three  schools  besides  the  academy.  The  elementary 
schools  are  fair,  though  attended  mostly  by  quite  young  pupils,  and  are 
pretty  well  taught ;  the  academy  has  been  still  under  the  charge  of  Mr. 
i'Shongo,  with  hardly  as  large  attendance  as  last  year. 

Barford  retains  six  schools,  though  4  of  these  were  closed  in  winter. 

DixviUe  recently  separated  from  Barford,  has  two  schools  taught  in 
-winter  by  male  teachers,  one  of  them  well  attended,  the  other  not  large. 

Hatley  has  still  fifteen  schools,  and  the  academy ;  the  elementary 
.schools  generally  good,  the  academy  under  Mr.  Proctor  is  thoroughly 
taught. 

Magos:  has  now  ten  schools,  which  are  generally  small  though  pretty 
well  taught ;  No.  3,  still  united  with  the  model  school,  was  pretty  success- 
fully conducted  by  M.  Warren,  though  the  attendance  was  hardly  as  large 
as  last  year.  Altogether,  the  number  of  schools  in  this  county,  under  my 
supervision  is  97 ;  and  in  respect  to  progress,  school  houses,  &c.,  they 
^compare  favorably  with  other  portions  of  my  district. 

In  Compton  County,  (Electoral),  there  are  eight  municipalities  wholly 
or  in  part  under  my  inspection :  Compton,  Cli/ton,  East  Clifton,  Hereford^ 
Jiaton,  Newport,  Bury  and  Westbury,- 

Compton  numbers  26  districts  ;  but  seA'^eral  schools  have  been  closed  for 
part  or  all  the  year,  for  want  of  sufficient  number  of  scholars ;  the  others 
have  been  tolerably  well  sustained.  No.  6  in  winter  being  particularly 
.good,  the  academy  had  a  fair  attendance ;  and  the  "  Young  Ladies  School  " 
^did  good  service. 
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Clifton  retains  4  schools,  East  Clifton  8,  and  Hereford  7,  unchanged* 
since  last  report. 

Eaton  has  had  13  schools,  two  or  three  of  these,  only  part  of  the  year, 
and  the  academy  of  Eaton  Corner,  and  that  of  Cookshire  were  well  con- 
ducted, and  had  a  good  attendance.  No.  7  deserves  notice  as  good ;  No.  4, 
also  well  taught. 

Newport  has  sustained  9  schools,  generally  good. 

Burp  has  had  its  9  schools  in  operation,  with  fair  progress,  No.  1  being 
the  best.  Some  of  the  school  houses  are  poor.  The  model  school  was  not 
keeping  at  the  time  of  my  visit. 

Westbury  has  5  rather  small  schools — schools  of  all  kinds  in  thi& 
county  :  78. 

Sherbrooke  (Electoral  comprising  the  City  of  Sherbrooke,  and  the  mu* 
nicipalities  of  Ascot,  Lennoxville  and  Orford)  4  municipalities. 

In  the  City  of  Sherbrooke^  are  three  elementary  schools,  under  my 
inspection,  controlled  by  the  Commissioners ;  each  of  these,  however,  is  so 
large  as  to  require  two  teachers  ;  and  the  attendance,  this  year,  has  been 
unusually  large.  The  commissioners  have  manifested  much  energy  to 
secure  efficiency  and  improvement  in  all  their  schools  ;  and  the  result  has 
been  good,  the  teachers  and  pupils  having  laboured  with  commendable 
zeal.  The  academy,  also  under  the  commissioners,  has  been  efficiently 
conducted,  and  has  had  a  good  attendance.  The  dissentient  school  has 
been  well  sustained,  and  the  Coltmial  School  has  had  a  good  attendance. 

Ascot  has  sustained  15  schools ;  5  of  them  only  in  summer — with  fair 
general  progress — Nos.  8  and  18  being  rather  the  best.  School  houses  have 
been  improved  ;  but  a  few  are  still  poor. 

Lennoxville  has  kept  up  its  two  schools,  with  fair  attendance  and 
progress ;  though  owing  to  dissatisfaction  in  No.  2  a  change  was  made  in 
the  teacher. 

Bishop's  College  has  been  particularly  unfortunate  in  regard  to  fires, 
having  suffered  severely  from  that  cause. 

Orford  has  8  schools  which  have  rather  improved  as  to  attendance,  and 
in  other  respects.  Altogether  in  this  division  there  are  29  schools  of  all 
kinds  under  my  supervision. 

« 

In  Bichriiond  County  there  are  seven  municipalities :  Snipton,  Cleveland^ 
Melbourne,  Melbourne  VWage,  Brompton,  Windsor  and  Stoke  ;  (that  is,  wholly 
or  in  part  under  my  inspection). 

Sliipton  (including  Danville)  continues  18  schools,   all   of  which   I 
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found  keeping  with  a  good  general  attendance  and  progress  ;  the  academy 
i/vas  also  pretty  well  sustained. 

Cleveland  has  kept  up  9  elementary  ^schools  generally  good,  and  the 
GirTs  School  (Richmond)  was  well  attended,  and  I  was  well  pleased  with 
the  progress  of  the  pupils. 

Melbourne  has  had  14  schools  not  generally  large  or  requiring  special 
mention. 

Melbourne  Vil/a<^e  school  was  not  large  but  seemed  to  be  making  very 
fair  progress.  • 

Brompton  has  kept  up  its  5  schools  with  rather  small  attendance,  but 
Tery  fair  progress. 

Windsor  has  6  schools  including  the  model  school,  all,  except  Nos.  2 
and  6,  small.  The  model  School  was  only  fair  as  to  order  and  progress  ;  I 
was  better  pleased  with  Nos.  1  and  6. 

Sloke — Two  small  schools.  In  all,  under  my  supervision,  in  [this 
county,  there  are  57  schools. 

In  Wolfe  County  I  have  only  the  municipality  of  Dudswell,  with  9 
schools ;  with  the  exception  of  N<r>.  9,  the  Model  School,  all  were  rather 
small ;  part  of  them  were  closed  at  the  time  of  my  visit.  The  Model 
School  seemed  to  be  quite  well  taught,  but,  owing  to  unfavourable  weather, 
the  attendance  when  visited,  was  not  large. 

In  the  counties  of  Drummond  and  Arthabaska  there  are  six  munici- 
palities under  my  inspection  in  part,  viz.:  Durham,  St.  Pierre,  St.  Fulgence^ 
Kingsey,  Kingsey  Falls  and  Tingwick  (dissentient.) 

Durham  has  kept  up  6  schools,  including  the  Model  School,  which  is 
much  the  largest,  and  was  well  advanced ;  the  other  schools,  though  small, 
and  in  very  poor  school-houses,  have  made  very  small  progress. 

8L  Pierre,  and  dissentients  5  schools,  though  I  found  only  two  keeping 
in  winter :  the  dissentients  were  about  building  a  new  school-house,  the 
old  one  being  unfit  for  a  winter  school. 

St.  Ful^ence  has  7  schools  and  the  Commissioners  have  just  established 
No.  5  as  a  Model  School.  This  district  has  a  good  new  School-house,  and 
I  hope  that  the  effort  to  sustain  a  Model  School  will  be  successful.  The 
other  schools  are  fair  as  to  progress  and  attendance. 

Kingsey  has  6  schools  which  are  rather  small,  except  No.  6,  which  is 
also  the  best  as  regards  progress. 

Kingsey  Falls  has  8  schools.  No.  1  very  large,  No.  2  better  advanced. 
The  school-house  in  No.  1  was  too  small  for  the  school ;  I  hope  to  find  a 
change  at  next  visit. 
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Tingwick  (dissentient)  4  schools  ;  one  of  them  recently  opened  ;  none 
T-ery  much  advanced.  In  all,  under  my  supervision,  in  this  section,  30 
.schools. 

I  have  thus  given  this  brief  recapitulation  of  my  table  which  shows  a 
total  of  303  schools  and  8,891  pupils.  The  latter  number  is  probably  some- 
-what  below  the  full  number,  as,  owing  to  the  change  in  time  of  reporting 
most  of  the  schools  hava  been  visited  only  once  since  my  last  report  was 
made.  I  hardly  think,  however,  that  the  fullest  returns  would  show  an 
increase  on  last  year's  attendance,  or  at  most,  not  a  large  increase.  Almost 
no  difficulties  have  arisen  since  my  last  report,  either  with  teachers, 
finances,  or  with  regard  to  school-houses.  On  the  other  hand,  there  has 
been,  I  think,  general  progress ;  in  some  cases  very  commendable  improve- 
ment. I  hope  to  be  able  to  report  more  improvement,  and  to  give  fuller 
•details  next  year.

-Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  make  and  transmit  the  general  annual  report  for 
1875-76  of  my  visits  to  the  schools,  boards  of  commissioners,  and  school 
trustees  in  my  inspection  district,  which  comprises  the  city  of  Three 
Rivers  and  the  counties  of  St.  Maurice,  Maskinong6  and  Ghamplain.  I 
annex  the  statistical  table  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  report,  and  the 
account  of  the  number  of  books  received  and  distributed  as  premiums  to 
deserving  children,  ficcording  to  instructions  given  to  that  effect. 

I  commenced  my  visits  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  half-year, 
leaving  the  first  to  the  children  to  prepare  for  the  serions  examination  they 
were  to  undergo. 

My  tour  of  inspection  occupied  the  second  half-year,  having  700  or  800 
leagues  to  travel ;  I  have  to  visit  178  school  districts  and  38  boards. 

The  average  time  I  allow  to  these  visits  and  elementary  school  exami- 
nations is  one  hour,  model  schools  three  hours,  academies  six  hours^  and 
industrial  colleges  nine  hours. 

As  your  letter  of  the  24th  April,  1876,  informed  me  that  the  Council  of 
Public  Instruction  had  struck  from  the  list  of  model  schools  those  of  St.

S6v6re,  St.  Etienne,  St.  Stanislas  and  Ste.  G-enevieve,  I  thought  proper  ta* 
enter  them,  as  elementary  schools  in  this  report. 

Some  schools  temporarily  closed  were  ranked  the  same  as  last  year 


GENERAL    RECAPITULATION. 

In  1874-75  there  were  177  educational  institutions  of  all  kinds  in  my 
district  of  inspection,  with  6042  boys  and  5123  girls,  in  all  10,165  pupils, 
inscribed  ;   the  average  attendance  was  7,165. 

In  1875-76,  the  present  year,  we  have  183  institutes  of  all  kinds  ;  5316' 
boys  and  5257  girls ;  total,  10,548  pupils;  average  attendance,  7580. 
This  is  a  marked  improvement. 

If  we  go  further  back,  to  about  25  years  ago,  when  I  made  the  first, 
inspection,  we  find*  the  progress  to  be  immense  ;  we  then  had  but  89^ 
institutes  of  all  kinds  and  7716  pupils. 

I  have  yearly  insisted  on  the  necessity  of  completing  the  course  in 
elementary  schools  by  teaching  some  forms  of  accounts  and  epistolary 
style.  As  soon  as  the  pupils  are  advanced  in  the  compound  rules  and  write  • 
small-hand,  they  might  from  time  to  time  transfer  these  forms  into  their- 
copies,  which  would  afterwards,  if  preserved,  serve  as  models.  Thus  their- 
studies  would  become  practical,  and  the  pupils  might  afterwards  be  of 
some  service  to  their  parents,  who  would  thereby  be  indemnified  for  their 
trouble  and  sacrifices  and  be  better  satisfied  with  the  children  and  the 
schools.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  my  report  on  the  working  of  the  Educa- 
tion Law  in  my  district  of  inspection  for  the  scholastic  year  1875-76. 

I  have  pleasure  in  stating  that,  with  very  few  exceptions,  the  schools 
within  my  district  are  constantly  progressing. 

Apart  from  its  grand  institutions,  which  are  in  no  way  inferior  to  those 
of  the  large  cities  in  Europe,  the  city  of  Quebec  is  endowed  with  lyceums, . 
academies  and  model  schools,  where  the  youth  of  Canada  receive  dailv  a 
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religions  and  solid  education,  suited  to  their  wants.  It  can  count,  inde- 
pendently of  the  45  schools  under  our  control,  which  are  principally  directed 
by  the  Christian  Brothers,  the  Reverend  Sisters  of  the  Congregation,  Q-ood 
Shepherd,  and  Charity,  a  large  number  of  small  schools  for  children  of  the 
tenderest  years.  In  certain  streets  there  are  as  many  as  three  or  four  of 
these  schools.  Here  it  is  a  little  girls*  school,  there  a  school  for  little  boys  ; 
in  one  place  a  French  class,  in  the  other  an  English  one ;  and  I  am  always 
astonished  to  find  so  many  children  in  all  those  schools,  when  I  come  to 
consider  how  many  children  do  not  go  to  school  at  all. 

The  schools  of  tho  Brothers,  the  Ladies  of  the  Congregation,  Gh)od 
Shepherd,  and  Charity,  are  numerously  attended ;  yet,  notwithstanding  the 
great  number  of  pupils,  they  are  well-arranged  and  make  continual 
progress. 

The  29  classes  under  the  dear  Brothers  have  been  attended  this  year 
by  2500  children  ;  the  convent  in  St.  Roch.  under  the  able  direction  of  the 
Ladies  of  the  Congregation,  give  instruction  to  950  little  girls ;  the  two 
convents  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity  to  800,  and  that  of  the  Good  Shepherd  to. 
558.     Needless  to  ask  if  the  good  Sisters  had  their  hands  fall  of  work. 

The  commercial  academy  in  Upper  Town,  under  the  excellent  direc- 
tion of  the  Brothers  of  the  Christian  Schools,  has  received  and  continues  to 
receive  encouragement  from  the  most  prominent  and  respectable  citizens ; 
this  is  saying  a  great  deal  in  favor  of  this  institution. 

Among  the  large  number  of  primary  schools  which  I  visited  in  the 
city,  I  was  particularly  pleased  with  that  kept  by  Mr.  J.  B.  Dugal,  the 
olaest  teacher  in  the  city  of  Quebec.  This  gentleman  has  been  teaching 
nearly  50  years  in  St.  John's  Suburbs  ;  I  was  also  well  satisfied  with  the 
teaching  of  Misses  Hawkins,  Heatley,  Farley  and  Q-oulet,  teachers  of 
schools  under  our  control,  and  with  that  of  Misses  G-agnon,  Vailed,  Traver- 
sie,  Tremblay,  Q-ravel,  Turgeon,  Flynn,  Fahey  and  Murphy,  keeping 
independent  schools. 

The  primary  schools  under  our  control  in  Quebec  are  very  numerous,. 
and  yet  there  are  still  in  our  suburbs  hundreds  of  children  anxious  to  learn 
who  cannot  be  admitted,  for  in  spite  of  the  good  will  of  the  dear  Brothers 
and  good  Sisters,  whose  zeal  is  beyond  all  praise,  it  is  easy  to  understand 
that  it  is  impossible  to  instruct  all  the  children  who  come  to  them,  or  to 
admit  more  than  their  classes  can  contain. 

The  large  number  of  young  men  who  every  year  attend  night  school, 
and  particularly  the  School  of  Fine  Arts,  so  ably  conducted  by  our  talented 
artist,  Mr.  Eugene  Hamel,  is  an  evident  proof  that  in  Quebec,  as  elsewhere^ 
we  are  anxious  to  improve,  and  that  we  do  not  wish  to  lag  behind  any- 
other  people. 

The  School  of  Patronage,  supported  by  the  Society  of  St.  Vincent  de 
Paul,   despite  its  slender  means,   continues  to  prosper  and  to   produce 
excellent  results ;  more  than  100  children  are  there  clothed  and  taught. 
I'Z  177  ,  , 
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In  the  small  table  of  the  Catholic  schools  of  the  city,  the  pupils  of  the 
convents  of  Jesus-Marie  at  Sillery,  and  of  the  Congregation  at  Bellevue, 
appear.  These  two  magnificent  institutions  leave  nothing  to  be  desired 
either  as  to  the  comfort  or  instruction  of  the  pupils. 

St.  Sauveur. — Next  to  the  city  of  Quebec,  the  school  municipality  of 
St.  Sauveur  is  one  of  the  most  important  in  my  district  of  inspection,  from 
the  number  of  children  who  attend  school :  the  classes  of  the  Christian 
Brothers,  and  those  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Congregation  alone,  are  regularly 
attended  by  at  least  1175  pupils,  whose  progress  is  always  satisfactory. 
Mde.  Dusseau's  school,  at  the  village  of  St.  Angele,  is  well  kept ;  those  of 
Misses  Leclerc  and  Larue  afforded  me  full  and  entire  satisfaction. 

Besides  the  schools  under  our  control,  we  find  several  little  independent 
schools,  which  are  well  encouraged. 

Thanks  to  the  zeal  of  the  Revd.  Oblate  Fathers  and  that  of  the  com- 
missioners that  locality  will  soon  have  nothing  to  envy  the  city  in  i)oint 
of  primary  education. 

■■•  St.  Roch'North. — This  little  municipality  contains  three  good  ele- 
mentary schools,  attended  by  184  pupils ;  Stadacona  village  turnishes  100 
of  them.  ^ 

COUNTY   OF  POBTNEUF. 

St.  Auffustin. — The  model  school  and  the  four  elementary  schools  in 
St.  Augustin  are  on  an  excellent  footing  and  the  pupils  are  assiduous. 
Miss  Julie  Noel,  a  distinguished  i>upil  of  the  Normal  School,  where  she 
carried  off  the  prize  given  by  H.  R.  H.  the  Prince  of  Wales,  has  had  charge 
of  the  model  school  for  over  ten  years,  assisted  by  her  sister. 

Pointe-aux' Trembles. — This  populous  municipality  has  6  schools;  a 
convent  under  the  direction  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Congregation,  attended  by 
106  pupils,  a  boy's  model  school  under  Mr.  Louis  Lefebvre,  a  distinguished 
pupil  of  Laval  Normal  School,  and  four  good  elementary  schools. 

The  convent  and  model  school  answer  all  the  requirements  of  the 
locality  and  are  duly  appreciated. 

St.  Jean-Baptiste  des  Ecureuils. — This  little  parish  has  only  one  school, 
but  a  model-school  in  every  sense  of  the  word,  directed  for'  the  past  16 
years,  by  Miss  Adelaide  Valliere,  and  one  assistant.  Not  less  than  100 
children  receive  here  instruction  of  the  most  satisfactory  character.  Pen- 
manship, so  useful  a  branch  of  education,  and  so  much  neglected  in  several 
schools,  is  taught  with  intelligence  and  success  ;  the  best  professors  in  this 
line  could  not  do  better. 

Cap-SantS. — There  are  in  this  fine  parish  a  boy's  academy,  a  model 
school  and  three  elementary  schools.  All  have  given  entire  satisfaction  to 
the  parties  interested.

Portneuf, — There  are  in  this  municipality  a  boy's  model  school  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Etienne  Fecteau  ;  a  girl's  model  school,  under  the  care 
of  Miss  Lumina  Gaucher,  and  five  elementary  schools,  of  which  two  are 
dissentient,  and  one  independent.  All  these  schools  work  well.  The 
•two  model  schools  are  regularly  attended  by  a  large  number  of  pupils. 

Deschambault — Beside  the  handsome  convent  under  the  able  direction 
of  the  sisters  of  charity,  this  parish  supports  a  boy's  model  school,  kept  by 
a  clever  young  teacher,  and  four  elementary  schools,  of  which  one  only 
does  not  produce  the  results  which  might  be  expected  from  it,  if  the  pupils 
were  assiduous. 

Villofce  of  Grondines, — The  only  school  in  this  village  is  a  model  school, 
directed  with  talent  and  skill,  by  Miss  Emma  Beaupre,  winner  of  the 
Prince  of  Wales  prize,  at  the  Normal  School. 

Les  Grondines. — The  parish  of  Les  G-rondines  has  four  elementary 
schools,  those  of  the  first  rank  are  good  and  well  attended ;  those  of  the 
second  and  third  rank  are  below  mediocrity.  The  children  seldom  or 
never  attend. 

Si.  Casimir, — This  parish  supports  five  elementary  schools,  which  are 
^11  pretty  good.  The  church  school,  and  the  Riviere  Blanche  school  are 
too  numerous.  The  first  has  124  pupils.  I  advised  the  commissioners  to 
-divide  them. 

S/.  UbaMe, — There  is  as  yet  but  one  school  in  St.  Ubalde  ;  it  works 
iwell. 

8L  Alban. — The  parish  situated  to  the  rear  of  Deschambault,  supports 
-five  good  elementary  schools  which  have  been  regularly  attended  by  275 
pupils. 

St.  Raymond, — This  large  parish  supports  14  schools  of  which  two  are 
dissentient.  They  are  well  enough  kept,  except  two,  which  are  susceptible 
of  great  improvements.    Number  of  pupils,  673. 

SL  Banie, — Five  of  the  six  schools  in  St.  Basile  are  on  a  good  footing 
and  leave  little  to  be  desired ;  that  of  the  Ste.  Anne  range  is  decidedly  in- . 
sufficient. 

Ste.  Jeanne  de  Neuville. — The  six  schools  in  this  locality  are  pretty 
-well  kept,  especially  the  church  school,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Odile 
Simonneau,  pupil  of  the  Normal  School.  I  drew  the  attention  of  the  com- 
missioners to  the  fact  that  the  school  house  in  the  district  was  much  too 
small  for  the  great  number  of  pupils  who  attended  it ;  they  promised  to 
have  it  rebuilt.  ^ 

Ste.  Catherine. — There  are  in  this  parish  four  schools,  one  of  them  & 
jnodel  school.  The  children  do  not  attend  regularly.  Miss  Malvina 
Dnsseau  who,  last  year  carried  off  the  Prince  of  Wales  prize,  at  the  Normal 
^hool,  directs  the  female  school  in  this  locality  ^ith  talent. 
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I  noticed  that,  in  several  localities,  the  attendance  of  the  pupils  had 
been  better  than  in  previous  years. 

I  promised  that  in  my  next  visit  I  would  give,  in  each  school,  a  prize 
to  each  of  the  two  pupils  living  at  a  distance,  who  should  be  most  assi- 
duous in  their  attendance. 

I  think  it  needless  to  mention  in  my  report  the  number  of  children 
learning  the  catechism,  they  all  learn  it;  it  is  taught  even  to  children  who 
cannot  read.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  my  report  on  the  state  of  the  schools  im 
the  counties  of  Nicolet  and  Yamaska ;  as?  I  have  nothing  to  add  to  the- 
suggestions  I  made  last  year,  I  will  simply  make  a  few  remarks  on  each 
municipality  in  my  district. 

YAMASKA. 

St.  David  has  10  schools  well  enough  kept.  The  model  school  of  the 
village,  kept  by  Miss  Archambault,  deserves  special  mention.  The  salarie&^ 
of  the  female  teachers  range  from  $80  to  $1 20.     The  accounts  arc  well  kept* 

St,  Franfois  du  Lac  has  six  schools  under  control.  This  municipality 
has  also  a  magnificent  convent  under  the  direction  of  the  Sisters  of  Ottawa. 
The  other  schools  are  poor,  and  lack  the  necessary  furniture.  The  salaries 
range  from  $100  to  $120.     Accounts  well  kept. 

Yamaska  has  five  schools  preity  well  kept ;  but  some  have  na  geogra- 
phical maps.     Teachers'  salaries  from  |80  to  $100.     Accounts  well  kept. 

St.  Pte  de  Gvire  has  five  schools,  two  of  which,  under  the  direction  of 
Misses  Virginie  Poirier  and  Eugenie  Nerville,  work  well ;  the  others  are 
poor.  These  schools  are  not  sufficiently  furnished.  Teachers'  salaries  from 
♦72  to  $120.     Accounts  well  kept. 

Baie  du  Fevre  has  13  schools,  generally  well  kept ;  but  several  are  not 
sufficiently  furnished.  However,  I  am  happy  to  say  that  there  has  been 
considerable  improvement  in  the  furniture  of  the  boys'  academy,  which 
renders  it  worthy  of  tho  name  and  responds  to  the  zeal  and  capacity  of  the 
teacher.  The  convent  of  the  Sisters  of  L'Assomption  is  an  honor  to  thiKt 
municipality.  The  salary  of  the  male  teacher  is  $800,  those  of  the  female 
teachers  $60  to  $72.     Accounts  well  kept. 
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St.  Thomas  de  Pierrevilie  has  18  schools  under  control.  The  model 
school  of  the  village  is  well  kept  by  Miss  P.  Maureati ;  three  are  poor,  and 
the  rest  passable.  The  two  independent  schools  for  the  Indians  are  on  a 
good  footing.  The  most  of  the  schools  lack  furniture.  Male  teachers' 
salaries  range  from  $250  to  $880 ;  females,  from  $80  to  $92.  Accounts  well 
kept 

St.  Zephirin  has  nine  schools  well  kept  and  thoroughly  furnished. 
The  zeal  displayed  by  Rev.  Mr.  Eicard  in  visiting  the  schools  contributes 
materially  to  the  progress  of  education  in  this  municipality.  The  commis- 
sioners also  deserve  great  praise  for  the  choice  they  make  of  professors. 
Female  teachers'  salaries  from  $72  to  $150     Accounts  well  kept. 

COUNTY  OF  NICOLET. 

St.  Pierre  les  Becquels  has  nine  schools  pretty  well  kept.  The  commis- 
sioners are  about  procuring  all  the  furniture  necessary  for  the  village  model 
.  school.  The  teacher  is  very  efficient.  Thanks  to  the  zeal  of  Rev.  Mr.  Q-ar- 
ceau,  I  trust  that  this  school  will  one  day  be  ranked  amongst  our  best  model 
schools.  I  regret  to  say  that  the  commissioners  are  still  throwing  obstacles 
in  the  way  of  the  school  of  the  3rd  range.  It  seems  to  me  that  that  school 
is  absolutely  required  in  that  locality.  Teachers'  salaries  from  $64  to  $200. 
Accounts  well  kept. 

Sle.  Sophie  de  Levrard  has  only  two  schools,  but  they  are  well  kept. 
It  would  be  desirable  that  the  Department  should  come  to  the  assistance 
of  this  newly  established  municipality,  in  which  most  of  the  ratepayers  are 
poor.  It  must  be  admitted  that  the  sacrifices  they  make  to  support  their 
schools  are  above  their  means.  Teachers'  salaries,  $68.  Secretary  absent ; 
but  no  complaints  made. 

Ste,  Marie  de  B/andfard. — This  municipality  has  but  one  school,  which 
is  well  kept     Teacher's  salary  $72.     Accounts  correct. 

Gentilly. — In  addition  to  the  convent  under  the  direction  of  the  Sisters 
of  L'Assomption,  this  municipality  owns  11  well  kept  schools.  As  the  one 
•  called  the  "  old  church  school  "  is  only  attended  by  seven  or  eight  pupils, 
I  think  it  would  be  well  to  annex  a  portion  of  this  district  to  the  village 
school  and  the  remainder  to  the  river  school.  Teachers'  salaries  $52  to 
$160.     Accounts  correct 

St.  Gertrwie  has  six  schools  under  control.  All  these  schools  are  well 
.  kept  and  furnished.  The  zeal  displayed  by  Rev.  Mr,  de  Villers  for  the 
good  administration  of  these  schools  contributes  largely  to  the  progress 
'  this  municipality  is  making  in  education.  The  commissioners  are  worthy 
of  praise  for  having  raised  the  tax,  so  as  to  enable  them  to  furnish  every- 
thing required — books,  stationery,  &c.  It  is  my  greatest  desire  to  see  a  similar 
system  established  throughout  my  district  of  inspection.  The  independent 
academy  under  the  able  direction  of  Mr.  de  Yillers  is  also  deserving  of  all 
pcaise.  The  large  number  of  excellent  teachers  coming  from  this  estab* 
.liskment  should,  it  seems  to  me,  entitle  it  to  the  same  grant  as  the  best 
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model  schools.  I  cannot  ask  too  much  for  a  municipality  in  which  so  much 
respect  is  paid  to  the  law,  and  where  the  people  have  made  so  many  sacri- 
fices. The  salaries  of  elementary  school  teachers  are  from  $68  to  184.. 
Accounts  well  kept. 

Becancouri  has  a  boys'  academy  and  a  girls'  model  school,  both  in  very 
good  order.  The  elementary  schools,  seven  in  number,  are  satisfactory^ 
Teachers'  salaries  $72  to  $170.     Accounts  well  kept. 

St.,  Gr^goire  has  a  convent  kept  by  the  Rev.  Sisters  of  L'Assomption,, 
who  also  have  charge  of  the  girls'  model  school.  The  boys'  academy  is- 
well  kept,  but  I  regret  that  it  should  still  be  in  the  hands  of  female- 
teachers.  Among  the  elementary  schools,  those  of  Misses  Clarissa  Prince 
and  Octavie  Bourque  deserve  special  mention ;  two  are  badly  kept ;  the 
others  are  middling.  Teachers'  salaries  from  $50  to  $100.  Accounts  well 
kept. 

St.  Pierre  Celestin  has  nine  schools  in  fair  condition,  but  several  lack 
the  necessary  furniture.     The  boys'  and  girls'  schools,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Sisters  of  L'Assomption,  are  well  kept  and  thoroughly  furnished. . 
Teachers'  salaries  $60  to  $100.     Accounts  correct. 

St.  Leonard  has  six  good  schools,  but  they  are  not  all  properly  furnished. 
Teachers'  salaries  from  $50  to  $73.     Accounts  correct. 

S^  Wenceslas  has  four  good  schools.  The  village  school,  althought 
elementary,  is  kept  by  Miss  Henriette  Gaillardetz  in  a  most  praiseworthy- 
manner.     Salaries  from  $80  to  $100.     Accounts  correct- 

SL  Samuel. — This  municipality  had  no  school  at  the  time  of  my  visit ; . 
but  two  have  gone  into  operation   since  the  beginning   of  July.     The 
accounts  are  far  behind,  but  the  commissioners  try  to  coflect  them  as  fast, 
as  possible. 

Ste.  Eulalie  had  no  schools,  but  two  wore  to  have  been  opened  in 
July.     This  municipality  showed  good  will  in  the  establishment  of  these- 
schools  notwithstanding  the  poverty  of  the  rate  payers  in  that  locality. 

Ste.  Monique  has  now  a  splendid  convent  under  the  direction  of  th^ 
sisters  of  I'Assomption.     This  institution  which  owes  its  existence  to  Rev. 
Mr.  Bellerose,  is  very  promising.     There  are  also  11  schools,  well  kept,, 
but  insufficiently  furnished  for  the  most  part.     Teachers  salaries  $80  to  • 
$100.     Accounts  well  kept. 

Nicolet,  (town)  has  a  college,  a  convent  and  a  large  elementary  schooL 
These  institutions  furnish  education  of  a  high  order  to  nearly  706  pupils. 
Accounts  correct. 

Nicolet^  (parish)  has  8  elementary  schools.  Five  are  satisfactory ;  three^. 
poor.  The  school  kept  by  Miss  Hubert,  deserves  special  mention  for  its. 
good  management  and  large  number  of  pupils.     Several  of  the  schools. 
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have  not  the  necessary  furniture.     Teachers  salaries  |80  to  |84.     Accounts 
well  kept.. 

Sle.  B^ifiritte  has  three  good  schools.    The  male  teacher  has  $120.    The 
female  teachers,  one  $80  the  other  $100.     Accounts  correct. 

Sie.  Perpelue  has  two  schools  badly  kept.     The  teachers  salary  $60. 
Accounts  pretty  correct. 

Ste,  Angele  de  Laval  has  three  good  schools.     Teachers  salaries  from 
$70  to  $168.     Accounts  correct.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  on  the  state  of  the  catholic 
schools  in  the  county  of  Bona  venture  for  the  scholastic  year  1875-76. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  this  district  is  continuing  in  the  march  of 
progress  pointed  out  in  previous  reports.  Although  generally  poor,  our 
people  make  considerable  sacrifices  to  procure  for  their  children  solid  and 
christian  education.  Several  schools  have  been  built  in  the  course  of  the 
year,  and  wherever  means  permitted,  teachers  from  the  normal  schools 
were  engaged. 

The  convent  of  St.  Joseph  de  Carleton  is  always  kept  on  an  excellent 
footing  by  the  Revd.  Sisters  of  Charity.  The  education  furnished,  in  this 
institution  bears  out  its  prospectus.  This  year  especially,  the  progress  of 
the  children  has  been  most  satisfactory  to  the  parents.  The  final  exami- 
nations were  brilliant  and  highly  applauded. 

The  model  schools  are  under  the  direction  of  able  teachers,  who  have 
had  considerable  experience.  They  do  great  good  in  their  respective 
localities. 

In  the  elementary  schools  progress  has  been  generally  very  satis- 
factory. System  and  order  are  wanting  to  a  certain  degree  in  some  male 
and  some  young  female  teachers  ;  but  t  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that 
the  number  of  good  schools  is  daily  increasing. 
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I  expect  good  results  from  the  examining  commission  established  at 
Carlton.  Though  but  recently  organized,  they  have  already  granted 
sixteen  diplomas  for  elementary  schools.  I  hope  that  at  an  early  day  the 
county  of  Bonaventure  will  be  in  a  ixxsition  to  supply  efficient  teachers  for 
all  its  elementary  schools. 

As  I  pointed  out  in  previous  reports  the  greatest  obstacles  to  the  pro- 
gress of  our  schools,  and  ihe  most  difficult  to  overcome,  are  the  want  of 
assiduity  on  the  part  of  the  scholars  and  the  unfortunate  habit  of  parents 
taking  them  away  too  soon. 

"With  the  object  of  awakening  in  the  pupils  as  pirit  of  emulation  and  of 
encouraging  them  to  attend  more  regularly,  I  award  prizes  for  assiduity, 
according  to  your  instructions.  The  system  of  good  points  has  also  been 
introduced  and  works  well. 

In  the  whole,  the  schools  are  in  good  condition  ;  the  educational  status 
is  gradually  rising,  and  the  general  progress  is  such  as  to  satisfy  all  who 
take  an  interest  in  the  advancement  of  education  in  this  province.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1876-76. 

A  comparison  of  the  table  of  Statistics  with  that  of  the  previous  year 
will  shew  a  large  and  gratifying  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  actually 
attending  the  schools  ;  but  more  particularly  in  the  number  of  tkose 
studying  grammar,  geography,  composition  and  arithmetic.  ^ 

There  are  a  few  municipalities  in  which  much  difficulty  is  experienced 
in  keeping  schools  in  operation  during  the  scholastic  year,  in  securing 
competent  teachers,  and  in  procuring  the  required  attendance  of  children. 

These  difficulties  arise  not  only  from  the  poverty  of  a  sparse  and 
scattered  population,  but  from  the  natural  carelessness  as  to  e^ucntion 
incident  to  such  conditions. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  in  most  of  the  schoolfl 
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real  progress  is  being  made,  and  that  a  good  elementary  education  is  being 
brought  within  the  reach  of  all.

JSir, 

I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  forward  my  report  on  the  state  of 
education  in  my  district  of  inspection  for  the  last  scholastic  year. 

The  school  law  is,  upon  the  whole,  faithfully  carried  out.  The  School 
Commissioners  endeavor  to  administer  the  law  to  the  best  of  their  judgment 
and  ability,  and  the  secretary-treasurers,  upon  whom  very  much  depends, 
-are  inteUigent  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  An  increasing 
number  of  teachers  show  zeal  and  aptitude  in  the  performance  of  their  work 
and  many  municipalities  are  beginning  to  exercise  a  wise  discrimination  in 
the  employment  of  teachers,  and  to  pay  the  competent  and  tried  teachers 
larger  salaries  than  the  young  and  inexperienced.  Especially  is  this  the 
case  with  the  High  Schools.  Many  of  these  institutions  are  now  paying 
their  teachers  much  higher  salaries  than  they  did  fifteen  years  ago,  when 
the  aid  from  Government  was  nearly  double  what  it  is  now.  This  fact 
conclusively  proves  that  the  public  take  a  deep  interest  in  the  success  of 
these  schools. 

It  would  be  a  great  step  in  advance  if  the  School  Commissioners  were 
empowered  by  law  to  assume  the  management  and  support  of  the  High 
Schoo/s  as  well  as  of  the  common  schools,  that  is,  in  those  municipalities 
that  desire  to  have  this  done.  There  are  many  municipalities  in  this 
diistrict  that  would  gladly  aid  their  High  Schooh  if  they  had  the  legal 
power  to  do  so. 

As  regards  the  common  schools  it  would  be  a  great  improvement,  in 
the  working  of  the  law,  to  empower  the  School  Commissioners  to  support 
the  schools  out  of  the  common  treasury  of  the  municipality,  instead  of 
dividing  the  school  money,  as  the  law  now  requires,  among  the  districts, 
:acoording  to  the  number  of  children  of  a  certain  age.  So  difficult  is  it 
found  to  be,  to  support  the  schools  by  this  method  of  distributing  the 
money,  which  gives  some  districts  twice  as  much  money  as  they  require 
:and  other  districts  not  half  enough,  that  many  municipalities  support  the 
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schools  within  their  limits  ont  of  the  treasury  of  the  school  municipality  as^ 
a  common  fund. 

With  these  two  alterations  the  school  law  would  would  work  very 
satisfactorily

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  you  my  first  report  as  school  inspector  for 
1875-76. 

Being  new  to  the  work,  and  having  heen  called  upon  to  replace  a 
man  of  the  experience  and  capacity  of  the  worthy  and  respected  Mr. 
Valade,  I  am  far  from  being  in  a  position,  on  a  first  visit,  to  make  as  lucid 
and  exact  a  report  as  were  those  of  my  predecessor  on  the  state  of  the 
educational  establishments  in  my  district  of  inspection. 

On  this,  my  first  visit  I  principally  directed  my  attention  to  the 
inspection  of  the  school  furniture,  and  to  ascertaining,  as  far  as  possible,, 
the  competency  of  the  male  and  female  teachers  for  their  important  duties. 

I  also  noted  carefully  the  systems  of  teaching  followed  in  the  different 
schools,  with  the  view  of  having  that  one  adopted  which  seemed  to  me  the 
best. 

I  specially,  in  elementary  schools,  recommended  that  the  children 
should  be  accustomed  to  read  properly,  the  basis  of  all  instruction  ;  for 
the  child  who  reads  well  will  always  like  reading,  for  the  very  simple 
reason  that  we  like  to  do  that  which  we  can  do  well,  whilst  he  who  reads- 
badly  has  no  taste  for  books,  and  will  soon  forget  all  that  he  has  learnt  at 
school. 

I  noticed  that  in  certain  schools,  the  children  read  as  well  at  the  end  of 
a  few  months  schooling  as  those  in  other  schools  at  the  end  of  as  many 
years,  a  differen<;e  that  I  cannot  but  attribute  to  the  difference  in  the  system 
followed. 
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It  is  to  be  desired,  as  yon  have  said,  that  in  each  large  parish,  or  at 
least  in  each  county,  the  female  teachers  should  meet  from  time  to  time,  so- 
that  they  might  become  better  acquainted  with  the  responsibility  of  their 
duties — I  might  say  even  the  sublimity  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  them — 
of  teaching  the  hearts  and  minds  of  the  young  generation  confided  to  them,, 
and  in  which  they  might  adopt  better  systems  of  teaching. 

The  teachers  of  the  city  of  Montreal  have  the  advantage  of  having, 
several  times  during  the  year,  conferences  in  which  are  always  discussed 
some  important  questions  relating  to  teaching.  Unfortunately  those  of  the 
country  parts  can  hardly  attend  these  meetings,  lackingthe  necesary  funds. 
In  fact  their  small  resources  would  scarcely  permit  of  their  incurring  the 
expenses  of  a  journey,  which  is  often  long,  and  of  two  days  boarding  in  the 
city.  It  is  not  strange,  then,  if  the  teachers  of  the  country  parts,  so  poorly 
and  sometimes  so  badly,  remunerated,  only  come  in  small  numbers.  If 
they  could  rely  upon  being  reimbursed  their  strictly  necessary  expenses,  I 
do  not  doubt  but  all  would  make  it  their  duty  to  attend. 

At  one  of  these  meetings  several  teachers  made  serious  complaints- 
against  certain  secretary-treasurers  who,  it  seems,  retain  the  money* 
belonging  to  the  ratepayers  to  use  it  themselves,  and  give  bons  to  the 
teachers,  which  are  accepted  by  storekeepers  and  others  only  at  a  discount 
(and  other  analogous  complaints),  whence  it  follows  that  the  teachers^ 
already  too  poorly  paid,  have  to  bear  a  further  loss  of  a  discount  on  their 
salaries.    Truly  a  crying  injustice. 

I  .saw  nothing  in  my  district  of  a  nature  to  positively  establish  the 
existence  of  such  an  abuse.  If,  however,  it  does  exist  anywhere,  I  shall 
take  such  measures  that  it  will  soon  disappear. 

I  owe  to  all  educated  men  in  my  district,  to  the  reverend  members  of 
the  clergy,  to  the  majority  of  the  school  commissioners,  and  especially  to 
the  commissioners  of  the  large  and  fine  Catholic  schools  of  the  city  of* 
Montreal,  the  testimony  that  they  are  above  all  praise  for  their  zeal  in 
elevating  the  status  of  the  teacher,  in  making  him  better  appreciated,  and 
be  better  paid,  and  in  forcing,  in  every  way,  the  progress  of  education. 

The  teaching  convents  have  everywhere  carried  into  existence  the 
recommendation  made  to  them  by  you  of  habituating  their  pupils  to 
the  different  manual  employments  suitable  to  their  sex.  I  was  everywhere 
shewn  fine  work  in  sewing,  embroidery,  knitting,  &c.  In  some  convents 
even,  they  are  not  content  with  teaching  theoretical  horticulture,  it  is 
extended  to  the  practice.  A  praiseworthy  action  which  I  shall  endeavor 
to  have  everywhere  adopted. 

I  noticed,  with  pain,  that  in  several  schools  the  wise  recommendation 
of  my  predecessor  as  to  the  teaching  of  agriculture  to  the  pupils  wa^. 
neglected.  I  strongly  blamed  this  neglect,  and  hope  that  my  remarks  will 
be  remembered. 

I  recommended  in  all  schools  gymnastic  exercises,  well  calculated  to^ 
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strengthen  the  bodies,  and  even  the  minds  of  the  children,  as  counselled  by 
the  Hon.  C.  E.  de  BoucherviUe.  These  exercises  would  not  only  strengthen 
the  health  of  the  children,  but  give  them  a  better  taste  for  attending 
school.  The  schools  that  are  best  attended  are  those  which  the  children 
are  taught  to  love. 

One  thing  to  be  regretted  is  that  in  our  country  parts  there  are  too  few 
public  libiaries.  Let  us  hope  that  the  Government,  assisted  by  the  clergy 
■  and  all  educated  men,  will  endeavor  to  erase  this  want. 

Before  concluding  these  general  remarks,  allow  me.  Sir,  specially  to 
mention  two  institutions  which  I  have  greatly  admired.     First  the  institu- 
tion for  the  blind,  kept  by  the  reverend  Sceurs  Grises,  and,  second,  that  for 
'  deaf  mutes,  managed  by  the  Clerks  of  St.  Viateure,  and,  lastly,  that  of  the 
female  deaf  mutes  (St.  Denis  street)  entrusted  to  the  Sisters  of  Providence. 

These  line  institutions  are  every  day  the  theatre  of  miracles  of 
'Christian  charity.  In  the  first  the  blind  are  taught  to  »ee,  if  I  may  use  the 
expression,  with  their  finger  ends.  In  the  two  others  the  miracle  is  more 
apparent  :  the  tongues  of  the  dumb  are  loosened  ;  they  are  taught  to 
articulate,  to  pronounce  words,  and  even  to  read  in  an  intelligent  manner. 
It  seems  that  Providence  is  pleased  to  compensate  the  evil  with  which 
these  unfortunates  are  struck,  some  being  deprived  of  sight,  the  others  of 
hearing  and  speaking,  by  giving  to  the  former  a  correctness  of  ear  for 
music,  telegraphy,  &c.,  and  a  delicacy  of  touch  so  that  a  prick  from  a  pin, 
which  is  imperciptible  to  the  eye,  is  immediately  felt  by  their  tin<rers  in 
the  pages  which  they  re^d  ;  to  the  deaf  mutes  an  astonishing  facility  for 
le>arning  all  that  is  taught  them  of  grammar,  geography,  history,  arithmetic, 
bookkeeping,  &c. 

The  institution  of  Coteau  St.  Louis  has  great  need  of  a  more  healthy 

^dormitory  and  a  little  chapel.    That  of  JSt.  Denis  is  weighed  down  with  a 

very  heavy  debt.     I^t  us  hope  that  the  Government  and  society  at  large 

will  make  it  their  duty  to  assist  these  two  establishments,  which  ar^  bo 

useful,  and  which  give  truly  admirable  results. 

T  shall  now  give  a  succinct  review  of  the  state  of  education  in  the 
different  municipalities  of  my  district,  commencing  with  the  grand  munici- 
pality of  the  city  of  Montreal. 

City  of  Montreal. 

There  are  in  the  city  of  Montreal,  in  addition  to  a  large  number  ef 
independent  schools,  26  schools  under  control,  attended  by  6,856  pupils. 

Among  the  schools  under  control  are  included  five  fine  and  flourishing 
coQimercial  academies  for  boys.  I  found  the  furniture  of  these  schools 
nearly  all  in  -perfect  order  and  well  arranged,  both  as  regards  the  con- 
venience and  health  of  the  pupils.  The  academy  at  Plateau  is  to  be  greatly 
^mired  ;  spacious  class-rooms,  richly  provided  with  every  necessity  ; 
*<abinets  of  physic  ;  orinthology  and  mineralogy ;    chemical  laboratory ; 
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halls  ior  linear  and  artistic  drawing  ;  classes  for  the  polytechnic  school ; 
splendid  large  library ;  nothing  is  wanting  to  give  a  solid  and  varied 
education. 

The  Eastern  academy,  Mr.  Dore  princij>al,  and  the  Western,  or  Point 
St  Charles  academy,  Mr.  McRae  principal,  are  also  two  line  buildings. 
The  Ste.  Marie  academy,  principal  M.  LacroLx,  and  that  in  St.  Joseph 
street,  Mr.  Mauffette,  principal,  will  soon  have  buildngs  which,  as  those  of 
Plateau  and  the  East  and  West,  will  be  an  honor  to  the  city  of  Montreal. 

These  five  institutions  have  very  able  professors,  each  in  the  special 
branch  of  instruction  which  he  teaches. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Dubuc,  cure  of  the  parish  of  Sacre  Caur,  has  suc- 
ceeded, owing  to  his  zeal  for  the  education  of  the  young,  in  establishing 
several  good  schools  in  that  part  of  the  town.  At  the  corner  of  Sydenhaia 
and  Ontario  streets  there  is  specially  to  be  noticed  a  fine  academy  managed 
by  the  Sisters  of  the  Congregation. 

The  Sisters  of  the  same  community  have  also  under  control  three  other 
academical  institutions  perfectly  kept — one  on  Wellington  street,  in  the 
west ;  the  other  in  St.  Mary  street,  in  the  east,  and  the  third,  the  most 
compact,  on  Notre  Dame  street,  in  the  centre. 

The  Sisters  of  Providence  conduct  an  acadetay  in  Migiionne  street^ 
and  an  excellent  orphan  asylum  on  the  corner  of  §t.  Denis  and  Ontario 
streets.  Lastly,  the  holy  daughters  of  Mde.  d*Youville  give,  on  St.  Cathe- 
rine street,  a  special  education  to  a  large  class  of  the  blind  of  both  sexes. 

In  addition  to  the  scholastic  establishments  already  mentioned,  there 
are  the  excellent  schools  and  academies  of  Mde.  Montreuil,  Panet  street; 
Miss  Cronan,  St.  Mary  street ;  Miss  Blanchard,  Logan  street ;  Mrs.  Lanthier,. 
Seaton  street ;  Mr.  Perillard,  Ontario  street ;  Mrs.  Par6,  Ontario  street ;  Mr. 
Dalpe,  Ontario  street;  Mr.  Primeau,  St.  Denis  street;  Miss  Thibaudean^ 
King  street ;  Mrs.  Dorval,  St.  Elizabeth  street;  Miss  O'Keeffe,  Craig  street; 
Miss  Thibaudeau,  Chatham  street,  and  Mrs.  Marchand,  St.  Dominic  street. 

In  all  these  establishments  I  noticed  an  excellent  system  of  teaching. 
So  are  the  compositions  of  the  pupils ;  among  others,  of  three  of  Miss 
O'KeeflFe's  pupils,  whibh  did  h6nor  to  the  teachers. 

At  the  head  of  all  these  educational  establishments,  as  special  superin- 
tendent of  the  Catholic  school  commissioners  of  the  city,  is  placed  a  man  of 
inappreciable  value  for  his  tact  and  aptitude  for  working,  Mr.  L.  U. 
Archambault,  principal  of  the  Plateau  School.  This  gentleman,  with  a 
politeness  and  courtesy  that  cannot  to  be  too  much  appreciated,  considera- 
bly facilitated  the  accomplishment  of  my  task  by  his  accompanying  me  iik 
all  my  visits  to  the  schools  of  Montreal  and  furnishing  me  with  statistics. 
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County  of  Hocheiaoa. 

Hochelaga, — The  boys'  schools  is  managed  by  two  good  masters,  one 
liolding  a  model  and  the  other  an  elementary  school  diploma.  The  latter 
keeps  the  primary  class  of  74  pupils,  and  the  former  the  superior  class  of 
40  pupils. 

The  girls'  school  is  under  the  care  of  the  Sisters  of  Jesus  and  Mary. 
There  is  in  this  school  also  a  preparatory  class  of  64  children  and  a 
superior  class  of  46  pupils.  The  progress  made  is  in  accordance  with  the 
direction  of  the  nuns  who  manage  the  institution.  The  boys'  school  has 
greatly  increased  within  a  year,  and  promises  to  become  more  and  more 
nourishing  owing  to  the  ability  of  the  teachers  and  the  encouragement 
given  by  the  commissioners.  A  splendid  building,  in  which  the  class-rooms 
are  large,  well-aired,  and  provided,  with  few  exceptions,  with  nearly 
everything  required,  is  used  for  both  schools. 

The  dissentient  school,  attended  by  52  pupils,  seemed  to  be  well  kept, 
and  on  a  better  footing  than  in  the  past,  as  I  am  assured.  The  accounts  of 
the  secretary-treasurers  of  those  two  municipalities  are  in  good  order. 

There  is  at  Hochelaga  one  of  those  fine  establishments  which  are  an 
honor  to  the  country :  the  magnificent  large  boarding  school  of  the 
reverend  ladies  of  Jesus  and  Mary,  with  about  150  pupils. 

Cotf-au  SL  Louis, — The  four  schools  of  this  municipality  are  attended 
by  659  pupils.  There  is  first  the  boys'  school,  under  the  management  of 
the  Nuns  of  St.  Viateur,  in  which  226  pupils  make  excellent  progress  ;  then 
the  girls'  academy,  kept  by  the  reverend  ladies  of  Providence,  is  attended 
by  160  pupils,  who  also  are  a  credit  to  their  excellent  teachers.  The 
remarkable  regularity  in  the  attendance  of  the  pupils  at  these  two  schools 

? roves  that  the  teachers  have  the  faculty  of  inspiring  love  for  the  school, 
he  male  deaf  mute  institute  has  93  pupils,  and  the  female  deaf  mute  insti- 
tute 122.  The  Government  cannot  too  much  encourage  such  establishments. 

Tne  dissentient  school  of  Coteau  SL  Louis  seems  very  little  encouraged. 

St,  Jean  Baptisle  Viliage, — The  fine  model  school  for  boys'in  this  muni- 
cipality has  345  pupils  under  four  professors,  two  of  whom  are  specially 
entrusted  with  teaching  English.  The  principal,  Mr.  Cot6,  shows  rare 
aptitude  for  the  management  of  a  school.  The  institution  is  on  an  excel- 
lent footing,  and  gives  entire  satisfaction  to  the  commissioners  and  parents. 
I  may  say  the  same  of  the  girls'  school  kept  by  Miss  Lapierre,  assisted  by 
two  under-teachers.  Two  hundred  and  eighty-four  pupils  here  receive  a 
solid  English  and  French  education.  The  building  is  large,  but  as  it  is 
used  for  both  schools  it  is  somewhat  cramped.  There  is  some  talk  of 
shortly  building  for  the  girls  another  house.  The  commissioners  are 
deserving  of  praise  for  their  zeal,  and  the  secretary-treasurer  for  the  order 
with  which  he  keeps  his  accounts. 
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The  dissentient  school  under  Mrs.  McLean,  assisted  by  her  sister,  is 
^so  well  kept.     It  has  62  pupils,  both  boys  and  girls.    Accounts  in  order. 

Peiiie  Cote  Visitation, — There  is  in  this  municipality  one  Catholic 
school  with  62  pupils.  Two  female  teachers  teach  in  it,  one  English  and 
the  other  French.     Sufficiently  satisfactory  progress. 

Twenty-eight  pupils  attend  the  dissentient  school,  which  is  very  well 
kept.     Accounts  in  order. 

St  Henri  des  Tanneries. — Four  Catholic  institutions,  attended  by  1196 
pupils,  are  an  honor  to  this  iine  locality.  There  is,  first,  the  convent  of  the 
Sisters  of  Ste.  Anne,  in  which  66  boarders  and  310  day  scholars  receive  that 
moral  and  solid  education  which  these  good  Sisters  so  well  know  how  to 
impart ;  then  the  mixed  academy  of  St.  Augustin,  in  which  the  Sisters  of 
the  same  community  devote  themselves  to  teaching  310  pupils. 

The  Brothers  of  the  Christian  Doctrine  keep  an  academy  in  the  old 
chai>el,  which  is  attended  by  340  pupils,  who,  under  the  care  of  such  pro- 
fessors, receive  an  excellent  commercial  education  in  English  and  French. 

Further,  there  is  an  elementary  school  at  Coteau  St.  Augustine  with  60 
pupils,  which  will  give  more  satisfaction  under  its  present  than  under  its 
former  teacher,  who  abandoned  his  school  in  the  middle  of  the  year. 

The  worthy  cur6  of  St.  Henry  and  the  school  commissioners  have  at 
heart  the  progress  of  education,  and  do  not  spare  the  greatest  sacrifices  for 
«o  good  a  cause. 

I  have  as  yet  no  exact  idea  of  the  condition  of  the  accounts. 

The  dissentient  school,  Mr.  Thomas  Chambers  professor,  with  a 
female  assistant  teacher,  is  a  first  class  school ;  79  pupils  there  receive  a 
sound  and  careful  education.  A  good  house,  provided  with  everything 
necessary.  Salary  of  Mr.  Chambers  (who  assuredly  richly  deserves  it) 
4600,  that  of  the  female  assistant  |200. 

It  would  be  a  fortunate  thing  if  everywhere  talent  was  appreciated 
and  remunerated  as  by  the  trustees  of  this  school.  How  many  teachers 
who  would  merit  a  salary  as  high  only  receive  |300  to  $350  per  annum. 

Delisle  Village. — ^This  new  municipality  includes  two  institutions 
attended  by  680  pupils.  In  the  principal  one  the  Sisters  of  Ste.  Anne 
teach,  with  their  usual  success,  690  children,  of  whom  225  are  small  boys, 
forming  a  separate  primary  class.  I  admired  the  system  of  these  good 
nuns.  I  saw  in  this  school  children  of  five  or  six  months'  attendance  at 
this  school  reading  with  great  facility. 

The  other  school,  kept  in  a  hired  house,  has  90  pupils  of  both  sexes. 
The  tea^jher,  Miss  Desrivieres,  assisted  by  an  under-teacher,  successfully 
teaches  English  and  French. 
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Coteau  St:  Pierre  awl  Cote  SL  PauL — Two  good  Catholic  schools  and 
two  dissentient  schools  attended  by  300  pupils  in  all ;  such  are  the  institu- 
tions of  this  locality.  Mr.  Fred.  Ramsay  with  two  female  assistant-teachers^ 
one  specially  for  English,  manages  with  distinction  the  principal  Catholic 
school.'  The  salary  of  Mr.  Ramsay  and  his  assistants,  amounting  to  $764, 
proves  the  good  will  of  the  commissioners.  The  school  at  Coteau  St.  Pierte- 
is  kept  by  a  very  competent  person,  but  the  irregularity  in  the  attendance 
debars  all  progress. 

Good  houses.     Accounts  in  order. 

The  two  dissentient  schools,  one  at  Cote  St.  Paul,  the  other  at  Riviere 
St.  Pierre,  work  well. 

Cole  des  Neiges  — There  are  in  this  municipality,  under  control,  four 
Catholic  schools  with  291  pupils  and  two  dissentient  schools  with  68  pupils.. 

The  Brothers  of  the  Christian  Doctrine  keep  an  excellent  academy  in: 
a  fine  two  story  house,  where  they  successfully  prepare  the  numeroua 
young  people  committed  to  their  care  to  fill  in  the  future  in  society  all  the 
duties  of  good  Christians  and  good  citizens ;  and  the  young  girls  learn 
under  the  care  of  the  G-rey  Nuns  not  only  the  ordinary  scientific  branches^ 
but  also  the  practice  of  all  the  virtues  of  their  sex.  The  schools  of  Cote  St.. 
Ajrtoine  and  Cote  St.  Luc  are  well  kept,  and  the  pupils  are  progressing. 

The  two  dissentient  schools  kept  in  hired  houses  work  very  well. 

The  secretary,  M.  Lecavalier,  Esq.,  M.P.P.,  being  absent  at  the  time  of 
my  visit,  I  did  not  see  the  accounts.  This  gentleman  is  secretary  both  for 
the  commissioners  and  trustees. 

In  addition  to  the  four  under  control,  there  are  two  independent 
schools — one  Catholic  and  the  other  dissentient.  The  first  is  a  superb 
college  for  children  under  12  years,  built  on  the  north  side  of  Montreal 
mountain  in  an  enchanting  spot.  Tb^s  college  has  80  pupils.  Its  utility 
seems  far  from  being  sufficiently  appreciated.  The  parents  who  confide 
their  children  to  it  are  sure  of  receiving  them  again,  at  from  10  to  12  yeare^ 
well  brought  up  and  thoroughly  prepared  to  commence  a  commercial  and 
classical  course.  The  second  is  a  mixed  academy,  in  which  26  pupila 
receive  an  excellent  education. 

Lonsrue  Pointe, — The  boys*  school  of  the  village  (27  pupils)  is  kept  by 
a  young  woman.  I  regretted  to  see  the  house,  externally,  so  old  and  dila- 
pidated. I  told  the  commissioners  so,  and  hope  that  they  will  repair  it. 
The  education  of  the  girls  of  the  village  is  confided  to  the  reverend  Sisters 
of  Providence,  who,  wherever  they  teach,  know  how  to  impart  good  instruc- 
tion to  their  pupils  in  science  and  virtue.  This  school  has  40  pupils.  The 
school  of  Cote  St.  Leonard  is  attended  by  75  pupils — 38  boys  and  42  girls. 
This  Rchool  is  an  honor  to  the  teacher.  Miss  M.  L.  Decousse,  and«nay  be 
ranked  with  the  model  schools.     Accounts  well  kapt. 
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Th'.^  dissentient  school  has  only  13  pupils  ;  it  is  expected  that  there  will 
be  a  largiT  number  after  the  holidays. 

Poini-auX'Tremblefi. — The  villajre  of  this  muniiupality  has  two  educa- 
tional establishments,  in  which  the  children  receive  an  education  such  as 
the  most  exacting  might  desire.  The  convent  under  the  ladies  of  the  Con- 
gregation attracts,  by  the  beauty  of  its  site,  many  pupils  from  Montreal ; 
there  are  80  boarders  and  40  day  scholars.  An  academy  under  the  Nuns 
of  St  Viateur,  kept  in  a  fine  house,  well  furnished  with  every  necessary, 
is  attended  by  82  pupils.  The  school  of  Cote  St.  Leonard  has  25  pupils, 
nearly  all  beginners.  The  school  commissioners,  and  the  cur^  at  the  head, 
are  zealous  in  the  cause  of  education.     Accounts  in  very  good  order. 

jRmVVtf-rfe5-PfaiVi«;f.— There  are  two  schools  in  this  municipality. 
That  in  the  village^  with  52  pupils,  is  kept  in  a  Very  good  house.  The 
worthy  teacher,  Miss  Crose,  is  very  much  devoted  to  her  duties,  and  caiuses 
her  pupils  to  make  satisfactory  progress.  The  school  of  du  Haul,  kept  in  a 
hired  house  (45  pupils),  deserves  to  be  classed  among  the  good  schools. 
Accounts  in  good  order. 

SauU-au-R^coileL — There  are  three  Ynunicipalities  here.  The  villaije 
model  school,  which,  it  seems,  ha.s  not^  Up  to  the  presi»nt,  made  much  pro- 
gress, promises  to  be  better  under  the  enlightened  direction  of  Mr.  Silfred 
Fortin.  The  pupils  number  76.  That  in  the  lower  part  of  the  parish  (66 
pupils)  is  a  good  school,  although  the  female  teacher  has  had  a  misunder- 
standing with  a  certain  number  of  the  parents  which  will  I  think,  induce 
her  to  seek  employment  elsewhere.  I  found  at  Cote  St.  Michel  a  numerously 
attended  school  of  220  children.  The  pupils  having  gone  to  confession  on 
the  day  of  my  visit,  I  was  enabled  only  to  examine  the  copy-books,  compo- 
sitions, rules,  etc.  The  whole  seemed  very  good,  and  gave  me  a  good 
impression  of  the  school.  That  in  the  upper  part  of  the  parish  hardly 
deserves  the  name  of  a  school.  There  are,  however,  60  pupils.  The  female 
teacher  who  had  been  engaged  by  the  commissioners  having  died  in 
December  last,  it  was  necessary,  so  as  not  to  close  the  school,  to  engage 
another,  who  has  neither  order  nor  system.  These  gentlemen,  I  hope,  are 
aware  of  the  responsibiliy  of  allowing  so  many  children  to  lose  their  time-. 

The  houses  are  good  and  the  accounts  well  kept. 

In  this  parish  we  also  find  the  magnificent  and  renowned  convent  of 
the  Sacred  Heart,  whose  boarders  number  100,  and  the  day  pupils  (or 
gratis  pupils)  nearly  60  ;  the  novitiate  of  the  Reverend  Jesuit  Fathers,  in 
which  40  students  study  the  sciences  and  the  virtues  which  characterize 
so  eminently  this  distinguished  order,  and  lastly,  an  independent  school  fon.- 
girls,  with  about  26  pupils.

S/  Lai/re«/.-^This  fine  large  parish  has    10   scholastic  institutions- 
eight  Catholic  and  two  dissentient ;    the  whole  attended  by  854  ounils 
13  li)3  J  ^  P"  • 
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Two  establishments  are  specially  an  honor  to  the  parish.  The  fine  larffe 
■commercial  and  classical  college,  in  which  885  pupils  receive,  under  the 
reverend  members  of  Ste.  Croix,  a  most  careful  education,  both  in  English 
and  French.  This  fine  institution  merits  every  public  encouragement. 
English  and  French  are  on  an  equal  footing,  as  a  large  number  of  pupils 
are  from  the  United  Stales ;  and  the  fine  convent  of  the  Reverend  Dames 
Maroniie*  de  Sle.  Croix,  in  which  175  pupils  also  learn  with  the  greatest 
success,  in  English  and  French,  everything  that  can  be  desired,  both  in 
practical  and  theoretical  education.  They  are  farther  taught  all  the  work 
necessary  for  their  sex. 

Of  the  six  schools  of  the  country  parts,  I  place  the  Liesse  school  in  the 
front  rank.  This  school  gives  complete  satisfaction.  I  found  the  salary  of 
the  female  teacher  too  small  for  her  ability  and  the  number  of  her  pupils 
(70^.  I  even  advised  giving  her  an  assistant.  The  schools  of  the  lower 
part  of  Buis  du  Franc  and  that  of  Cote  St.  Laurent  are  well  kept  and  appre- 
ciated. In  the  three  others  the  progress  is  of  the  smallest,  not  on  account 
of  the  incapacity  of  the  female  teachers  but  from  the  irregularity  in  the 
attendance.  This  latter  defect  is  specially  noticeable  in  the  Cote  Vertu 
school. 

The  two  dissentient  schools  are  excellent,  and  kept  in  houses  that  are 
convenient  and  spacious  ;  provided  with  all  necessary  furniture.  The  two 
French  teachers  are  young  people  of  ability,  well  trained,  and  equal  to 
their  duties. 

This  parish  is  one  of  those  which  I  found  best  provided  as  far  as  school- 
houses  are  concerned.  Each  district  has  its  own  in  good  order.  That  of 
Liesse  is  the  only  one  which  should  be  enlarged  or  rebuilt. 

The  secretary,  M.  Lecavalier,  Esq.,  M.P-P.,  being  absent,  I  could  not 
see  the  accounts ;  but  the  teachers,  both  male  and  female,  are  regularly 
paid. 

St.  Anne,  Bout  de  tile. — I  had  pleasure  in  finding  in  the  village  of  this 
parish  two  excellent  model  schools — one  for  boys  with  70  pupils,  and  the 
!  other  ior  girls  with  80.  M.  Leon  Charbonneau,  professor  in  the  boys' 
school,  is  devoted  to  his  duties,  and  causes  his  pupils  to  make  substantial 
and  rapid  progress  both  in  English  and  French.  The  same  may  be  said  of 
Miss  Celina  Normandeau,  the  teacher  of  the  girls'  school.  This  fine  young 
woman  has  taught  this  school  for  several  years,  and  is  generally  esteemed. 

In  the  parish,  which  forms  a  separate  municipality  from  the  village, 
there  are  two  schools,  which  give  fair  results.  The  commissioners  of  the 
parish  have  no  school-houses. 

I  found  in  the  northern  part  of  St.  Anne  an  independent  school 
attended  by  21  pupils,  which  I  hope  will  be  under  control  next  year.  I 
had  the  honor,  sir,  to  report  specially  to  you  on  the  causes  of  its  having 
been  established.    Accounts  well  kept. 
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Lackine.— Tlie  municipality  of  the  town  of  Lachine  has  three  excellent 

iBstitvLtionB^  two  Catholic  and  one  Protestant.     The  large  convent  of  the 

filters  of  St  Anne«  built  on  a  splendid  site,  gives  a  most  careful  education 

h2Si  pupils,  at  the  same  time  accustoming  them  to  the  practice  of  sim- 

/Acity  and  modesty — in  a  word,  all  Christian  virtues  suited  to  their  sex. 

X&noal  labor  is  also  taught  with  care,  such  as  horticulture,  etc. 

The  Eev.  Mr.  Pioh6,  whose  zeal  for  education  surpasses  all  praise, 
issisied  by  the  commissioners,  who  also  are  very  well  disposed,  has  suc- 
jeeded.  in  building,  for  the  boys'  school,  a  fine  large  two  story  house,  in 
iriiich.  nothing  necessary  for  the  comfort  and  instruction  of  the  pupils  is 
b&ntiiig«  One  hundred  and  eighty-four  children,  divided  into  three 
ksses,  of  which  one  is  specially  English,  there  receive,  under  the  direction 
jlthree  good  professors,  a  sound  and  careful  education. 

The  dissentient  academy,  Professor  R.  0.  Vamer,  kept  in  a  fine  large 

ise,  ^rell  furnished  with  all  necessaries,  is  attended  by  82  pupils,  who,

Houses  in  good  order.     Accounts  well  kept. 
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Pointe  Claire. — A  superb  eonvent,  one  model  and  five  elementary 
schools,  are  the  scholastic  institutions  in  this  parish. 

The  model  school  is  held  in  a  fine  large  house  and  60  pupils,  under 
the  able  professor  Mr.  Casimir  Valiqnet,  make  good  progress. 

The  convent,  a  superb  edifice,  built  on  a  peninsula  in  Lake  St.  Louis, 
occupies  one  of  the  most  enchanting  and  most  picturesque  sites  in  the 
country.  The  reverend  Indies  of  the  Congregation  teach  152  pupils  in  it, 
both  boarders  and  day  scholars,  and  impart  to  these  young  minds  the  love 
of  science,  religion  and  duty. 

I  regret  to  be  obliged  to  state  that  the  five  schools  in  the  parish  are 
held  in  hired  houses,  houses  which  are  always  badly  laid  out  for  school 
teaching,  badly  aired  and  often  in  bad  order.  These  five  schools  have  130 
pupils  and  are  all  good  enough. 

Dr.  Valois  the  secretary  treasurer  keeps  the  accounts  well. 

COUNTY    OF    VAUDRKUIL. 

lie  Perrof. — This  parish  has  four  schools.  It  is  pleasant  to  observe 
the  progress  made  in  the  numerously  attended  model  village  school  owing- 
to  a  good  system.  This  school  is  managed  by  Miss  Elodie  Rabeau  and  is 
attended  by  82  pupils  of  both  sexes.  In  addition  to  the  subjects  required 
in  the  model  schools,  the  pupils  learn  vocal  and  instrumental  music, 
sewing,  embroidery,  &c.  The  salary  of  this  excellent  teacher  is  far  from 
being  equal  to  her  merits. 

The  reverend  Mr.  Turcot,  curS  of  the  parish,  takes  great  interest  in  the 
success  of  this  and  the  other  schools. 

The  schools  in  districts  Nos.  1  and  2  are  also  on  a  very  good  footing. 
The  teachers  are  very  estimable  young  ladies,  devoted  to  their  duties. 

That  in  the  upper  part  No.  4  is  kept  by  a  married  teacher,  and  as  I 
have  elsewhere  had  occasion  to  notice,  her  time  being  occupied  partly  by 
her  household  duties  and  partly  by  her  school,  she  neglects  the  latter. 
This  school  is  therefore  much  inferior  to  the  three  others. 

The  total  number  of  pupils  in  this  parish  is  214.     Accounts  in  order. 

Vaudreuil. — 406  pupils  attend  the  8  catholic  institutions  and  107  the 
dissentient  schools  of  this  parish.  The  village  and  the  parish  form  two 
distinct  municipalities.  In  the  former  Mr.  A.  M.  Moflatt  keeps  a  model 
school,  or  rather  an  academy,  on  the  best  footing.  80  pupils  there  receive 
a  solid  and  varied  education.  This  worthy  gentleman  has  kept  the  same 
school  for  the  past  25  years.  He  not  only  enjoys  well  merited  considera- 
tion, but  the  thanks  of  many  pupils  educated  at  hie  school,  whom  he  has 
the  pleasure  of  seeing  distinguished  members  of  society. 
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The  convent,  kept  by  the  reverend  Ladies  of  St.  Anne,  has  41  day 
scholars  and  46  boarders.  These  good  nuns,  here  as  everywhere,  make 
their  pupils  advance  rapidly. 

In  the  parish  some  schools  are  very  good,  such  as  'these  of  Quinchieny 
Cote  St.  Louis  and  of  the  upper  part  of  La  Petite  Cote.  That  in  Hudson, 
^although  newly  established,  has  a  good  female  feacher,  and  promises  to 
make  progress ;  it  is  the  same  at  Cote  Lotbiniere.  As  to  that  at  Cote  des  Fran- 
faiSy  I  advised  the  commissioners  to  change  the  female  teacher.  The 
:attendance  at  many  of  the  schools  is  too  irregular,  which  retards  progress. 

Each  district  has  its  school  in  fair  order. 

The  female  teachers  everywhere  complain  of  the  too  irregular  manner 
in  which  ihey  are  paid.  There  are  also  too  many  arrears  in  the  accounts. 
I  requested  the  secretary  to  hasten  to  remedy  this  evil. 

The  three  dissentient  schools  give  full  satisfaction.  Accounts  in 
order. 

Rigaud. — The  village  and  parish  form  two  separate  municipalities. 

In  the  village  is  the  fine  Bourget  college,  built  on  the  declivity  of  a 
mountain  and  occupying  a  superb  and  most  healthy  site.  146  pupils  there 
receive  the  best  classical  education  under  the  Clercs  of  St.  Viateur ;  the 
French-Canadians  easily  learn  English,  as  a  great  many  pupils  come  to  the 
school  from  the  province  of  Ontario,  the  United  States,  &c. 

Among  the  various  subjects  taught,  I  admired  the  facility  with  which 
a  certain  number  of  the  pupils  understand  telegraphing  by  sound. 

I  saw  one  transmit  a  page  dictated  in  this  way,  with  the  same  prompt- 
itude and  facility  as  if  it  had  been  spoken. 

This  fine  college  is  an  honor  to  its  founders  and  this  honor  is  reflected 
Tipon  the  country. 

In  localities  whi(*h  have  the  advantage  of  possessing  such  institutions 
the  schools  are  affected  by  them  and  are  on  a  good  footing.  The  vil- 
lage has  also  an  excellent  convent  under  the  reverend  sisters  of  Ste.  Anne. 
45  day  scholars  and  46  boarders  there  receive  a  careful  edm^ation  in  all  its 
branches.  The  politeness,  modesty  and  good  behaviour  of  the  pupils  are 
^n  honour  to  the  establishment. 

The  municipality  of  the  parish  has  seven  good  elementary  schools, 
attended  by  346  pupils.  Some  of  these  schools  are  on  an  excellent  footing. 
There  are  complaints  everywhere  against  three,  as  the  teachers,  being  mar- 
ried, are  too  often  called  off  from  their  duties  by  their  children,  etc.  Good 
school-houses  *  male  and  female  teachers  regularly  paid ;  accounts  in  order. 

The  dissentient  school  oi Point  Fortune,  without  bfting  brilliant,  seems, 
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however,  to  answer  the  wants  of  the  locaUty.     It  is  held  in  a  good  house  ; 
80  pupils  ;  accounts  well  kept. 

Sie  Marine. — The  academy  of  the  village,  Prof.  F.  X.  Boileau,  a 
first  class  teacher,  is  attended  by  100  pupils — 40  boys  and  60  girls. 
The  house,  although  large,  should  be  repaired  and  have  some  alteration,  to 
be  more  healthy  and  better  aired.  I  regretted  to  see  so  able  a  professor 
receiving  a  salary  far  too  small  ibr  his  services.  The  six  schools  in  the 
concessions — 321  pupils — are  all  very  good.  Some  should  be  called  model 
schools.  That  at  Cote  St.  Henri  deserves  special  mention,  as  the  children 
attending  it  being  nearly  in  equal  numbers, — French-Canadian  and  Irish- 
Canadian — learn  and  speak  both  languages  with  great  facility.  Grood 
school-houses ;  male  and  female  teachers  regularly  paid ;  accounts  well 
kept. 

The  dissentient  school  has,  I  am  told,  15  pupils.  I  was  not  able  to 
visit  it,  having  mistaken  the  road. 

Sie,  Jusiine  de  Newion, — The  number  of  pupils  in  the  four  Catholic 
schools  of  this  municipality  is  238.  ,That  in  the  village,  kept  by  Miss 
Laderoute,  and  which  has  38  boys  and  43  girls,  deserves  to  be  ranked 
among  model  schools.  Here,  as  in  the  school  in  the  2nd  range  kept  by 
Miss  McAragher,  the  children  of  French,  Irish  and  Scotch  origin  are 
almost  equally  mixed,  and  have  equal  advantages  in  learning  both 
languages. 

Female  teachers  well  paid.     Good  houses.     Accounts  correct. 

The  dissentient  school — 20  boys  and  15  girls — is  not  strong  ;  no  order- 
Female  teacher  inadequately  paid.     I  did  not  see  Ihe  accounts. 

^  County  of  Soulanges. 

&i.  Clei — This  parish  has  6  schools  attended  by  253  pupils.  That  in 
the  village,  Mr.  Arsene  Daoust,  teacher,  is  very  satisfactory.  The  others, 
with  the  exception  of  that  at  Cote  Ste,  Anne,  are  also  on  a  good  footing, 
especially  that  at  CSie  Si,  EmmanueL  I  advised  the  commissioners  to  join 
the  Cdie  Sie.  Anne  district  to  the  village,  advice  already  given,  as  I  am 
told,  by  my  worthy  predecessor.  Good  school  houses.  Accounts  well  kept, 
but  too  many  arrears. 

St.  Polycarpe, — This  large  parish  is  divided  into  eleven  districts,  each 
provided  with  a  good  school  house,  of  which  a  couple  only  seemed  to  me 
to  be  ill  kept.  Geographical  maps  seemed  to  me  to  be  most  generally 
wanting.  The  village  has  aconvent  in  which  the  reverend  Sisters  of  Ste. 
Anne  instruct  70  day  scholars  and  42  boarders,  in  a  manner  that  will  not 
give  place  to  any  in  the  country.  Here  as  elsewhere,  where  the  Sisters 
teach,  their  pupils  are  an  honor  to  them  and  give  tokens  of  later  becom- 
ing models  of  virtue  in  society. 

Mr.  Picotte,  professor  in  the  model  school,  at  which  the  ordinary 
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attendance  is  70,  takes  great  pains  and  causes  his  pupil  to  make  rapid 
progress.  It  is  painful  to  see  this  gentlemen  and  the  other  male  and 
female  teachers  of  the  parish  too  irregularly  paid.  This  arises  because 
there  are  too  many  arrears.  I  spoke  and  even  wrote  to  the  commissioners 
and  the  secretary  treasurer  on  this  matter,  and  hope  that  they,  as  I  know 
that  they  are  very  worthy,  will  hasten  to  remedy  the  evil.  The  numerous 
schools  of  this  parish  are  generally  good. 

The  whole  people  with  the  worthy  curP  at  their  head,  seemed  to  be 
favorable  to  the  glorious  cause  of  education.  The  number  of  pupils, 
including  those  in  the  dissentient  school,  is  682. 

The  dissentient  school  is  kept  in  a  good  house.  Attendance  not  very 
regular — 45  pupils — Progress  good  enough — Accounts  well  kept — female 
teacher  well  paid. 

SL  ZiHtque. — Five  catholic  schools  with  395  pupils  and  a  dissentient 
school,  18  pupils,  such  is  the  number  of  schools  in  this  parish.  Three 
distinguished  professors,  Messrs.  Dagenais,  Juyere  and  G-reen  keep  three 
mixed  model  schools,  one  in  the  village,  one  at  Riviere  a  Baudette,  and  the 
third  at  Coteau  Landing.  It  is  pleasant  to  see  the  variety  of  the  subjects 
taught  in  both  languages,  and  the  fine  progress  made. 

The  two  elementary  schools  deserve  mention.  Good  houses.  Accounts 
well  kept.     Teachers  regularly  paid. 

The  dissentient  school,  though  not  numerous,  is  on  an  excellent  foot- 
ing.    Good  house.     Accounts  in  good  order. 

St,  I^nace. — This  parish  has  six  scholastic  institutions  attended  by  226 
pupils.  Mr.  Rouleau,  professor  of  the  villao-e  model  school,  takes  great  pains 
and  deserves  praise  for  the  progress  made  by  his  pupils.  The  reverend 
Sisters  of  Providence  have  a  good  day  school  On  the  17th  march,  having 
reached  Cote  Est  da  Ruissenu,  to  visit  the  school,  I  was  told  that  the  worthy 
teacher,  Mrs.  de  Bellefeuille,  had  that  very  morning,  died  after  a  short 
illness.  I  can  only  repeat  what  I  heard  of  that  school ;  that  is  that  the 
lamented  deceased  had  kept  it  very  well. 

The  other  schools  in  that  parish  gave  me  satisfaction.  Houses  in  order- 
Accounts  well  enough — but  too  many  arrears,  occasioning  complaints  on 
the  part  of  the  teachers  on  the  irregularity  in  the  payment  of  their  salaries. 

,  Cedrex, — I  found  in  this  parish  a  convent  kept  by  the  Sisters  of  the 
Congregation.  80,  pupils,  boarders  and  day  scholars,  receive  the  benefits 
of  an  education  at  once  solid,  varied  and  religious  which  those  good  ladies 
80  well  know  how  to  impart  wherever  they  teach  The  village  model  school 
has  40  pupils  who  seemed  to  profit  well  by  the  lessons  given  them  by  their 
able  professor,  Mr.  Maurice  Lapointe.  The  school  at  Cdte  St.  Dominique 
(73  pupils)  and  that  at  Cote  St.  FPrSol  (84  pupils)  are  managed  by  two 
men  who  are  very  devoted  to  their  duties ;  needless  to  say  that  they  are 
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good  schools.     That  in  du.  haul  des  Ccdres  (19  pupils)  is  weak,  but  will  I 
hope  improve. 

That  in  du  Bus  (31  pupils)  is  managed  by  a  teacher  who  is  very 
worthy,  and  makes  her  pupils  progress  satisfactorily.  I  can  only  repeat  the 
praises  given  by  my  worthy  predecessor  to  the  venerable  curS  and  the 
commissioners  of  this  parish  for  their  zeal  and  devotion  in  favor  of  educa- 
tion. 

The  school  houses  are  good  and  provided  with  all  necessary  material. 
Account  well  kept. 

8uch  is,  Sir,  my  report,  as  exact  as  I  could  possibly  make  it  upon  the 
state  of  the  scholastic  institutions  in  my  large  and  important  district.

Sir, 

In  submittinGf  my  annual  report  of  the  state  of  education  in  the  counties 
of  Ottawa  and  Pontiac,  I  beg  leave  to  offer  a  few  general  observations  for 
the  information  of  the  educational  authorities  with  the  view  of  showing 
what  improvements  have  been  made  during  the  past  twelve  months,  and 
in  what  respects  changes  are  desirable  in  the  present  system  of  common 
schools  in  this  Province. 

It  is  now  over  eleven  years  since  I  assumed  the  duties  of  one  of  the 
inspectors  of  schools,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  me  to  be  able  to  state  that  there 
is  a  marked  progress  visible  in  the  educational  status  of  the  counties  with 
which  I  am  immediately  identified. 

Much  apathy  on  the  part  of  parents  and  people  continues  to  exist 
in  some  municipalities,  but  on  the  whole  the  improvement  is  very 
apparent,  and  even  where  indifference  appeared  long  to  have  a  permanent 
foothold,  I  can  see  the  influence  of  the  more  energetic  districts  making* 

itself  felt. 

Among  the  schools  which  deserve  honorable  mention  are  Clarendon 
Academy,  Bryson,  Portai^e  du  Fort,  Bristol  No.  1,  Aylmer  Academy,  and  Chelsea 
Model  School, 

A  short  time  ago  I  had  the  gratification  of  hearing  the  able  inspector 
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of  the  county  of  Carleton,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  River  Ottawa, 
acknowledge  at  a  public  examination  of  one  of  my  schools  that  he  was 
«ure  none  of  the  schools  of  his  county  were  superior  to  the  Chelsea  Model 
School,  the  success  of  which,  I  must  freely  admit,  is  due  in  a  great  measure 
to  the  persevering  efforts  of  the  secretary-treasurer,  Mr.  Chitty. 

In  looking  into  the  condition  of  our  schools  and  comparing  the  system 
under  which  they  are  managed  with  that  in  operation  in  Ontario  and  other 
<ountries  where  education  and  material  progress  have  long  been  synonymous, 
the  majority  of  persons  will  acknowledge  that  there  is  still  room  for 
improvement  in  not  a  few  details.  First  of  all  I  would  again  earnestly 
-direct  attention  to  the  inadequate  remuneration  of  teachers  in  the  majority 
of  cases.  Until  there  is  some  plan  devised  by  which  competent  men  can 
be  induced  to  remain  in  what  ought  not  to  be  the  worst  paid  profession, 
there  must  be  always  weakness  in  the.  system  of  education.  In  the 
Provinces  of  Ontario  and  Nova  Scotia  the  adeauate  remuneration  of 
teachers  has  been  made  a  first  principle  of  school  legislation,  and  I  hope 
ere  long  to  see  the  end  of  the  difficulties  that  now  stand  in  the  way  of 
similar  improvements  in  the  counties  of  Ottawa  and  Pontiac. 

It  is  pleasing  to  know  that  in  this  part  of  the  Province,  1  can  see  a 
desire  to  improve  the  qualifications  of  teachers. 

Heretofore  there  has  been  much  apa*hy  and  negligence  shewn  in  this 
particular,  and  I  would  especially  call  attention  to  the  example  of  the 
Aylmer  Board  of  Examiners,  whose  President,  an  able  scholar,  thoroughly 
conversant  with  the  Ontario  system,  has  taken  a  deep  interest  in  the  im- 
provement of  the  Status  of  teachers 

In  some  of  my  schools,  the  want  of  apparatus  and  books,  has  long 
been  painfully  apparent  to  me  in  the  course  of  my  visits  through  this 
District.  It  is  well  known  that  a  great  stimulus  has  been  given  ia  this 
respect  in  Ontario  by  the  Depository  which  has,  for  some  years,  been  in 
operation  in  Toronto,  and  is  already  nearly  itself  sustaining. 

I  wish  I  could  note  a  marked  improvement  in  the  class  of  school 
buildings,  which  heretofore  have  sufficed  for  our  educational  requirements, 
in  some  cases  with  us.  mere  hovels. 

In  Ontario,  a  minimum  size  of  houses  is  provided  for  by  legislation. 
Every  child  of  school  ajre  is  entitled  to  a  space  of  nine  square  feet  of  floor 
and  one  hundred  cubic  feet  of  air.  The  school  house  must  be  located  on 
at  least  half  an  acre  of  ground  This  is  a  matter  deserving  the  immediate 
and  energetic  consideration  of  the  government. 

It  has  long  been  a  question  of  serious  reflection  with  many,  whether 
the  present  system  of  collecting  school  taxes  ought  not  to  be  changed. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  whether  it  would  not  be  an  improvement 
to  compel  the  collection  of  taxes  to  be  made  by  municipal  authorities,  and 
not  by  the  Secretarv  Treasurers  of  the  School  Commissioners  and  Trustees. 
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As  it  is  now,  there  is  too  much  lenity,  and  frequently,  too  much 
negligence  in  the  collection,  and  the  consequence  is,  the  teachers  are  not 
paid  regularly.  In  this  connection,  I  may  observe  that  in  some  munici- 
palities there  is  an  indisposition  to  levy  taxes  sufficient  to  meet  the  salary 
of  the  teachers  and  the  other  current  expenses  of  the  schools  and  the  conse- 

Sience  is  they  are  in  chronic  condition  of  indebtedness  and  the  schools 
emselves  in  a  state  of  inefficiency.  In  order  to  pruard  against  such  con- 
tingencies  there  ought  to  be,  in  addition  to  the  monthly  fees,  a  tax  levied 
on  rateable  property,  at  least  ten  per  cent.,  in  excess  of  what  is  supposed 
to  be  adequate  to  meet  the  demands  made  oa  the  school  commissioners, 
when  this  is  done,  each  municipality  will  have  a  margin  beyond  its 
expenses. 

I  am  not  able  to  report  that  agricultural  text-books  are  yet  in  use  in 
my  district. 

I  have  long  recognized  the  necessity  of  making  agriculture  a  part  of 
common  school  education  of  the  country,  but  unfortunately  the  schools 
here  are  in  many  cases  not  sufficiently  advanced  for  its  adoption  on  an 
extended  scale. 

I  may  notice  however,  what  illustrates  the  energy  and  enterprize  of 
the  paople  of  Clarendon,  that  agricultural  chemistry  is  about  to  be  taught 
in  the  academy  of  that  township,  and  I  had  the  pleasure,  not  long  since,  of 
presenting  them  with  a  box  of  specimens  of  economic  minerals  with  the 
view  of  assisting  them  in  their  laudable  endeavours  to  become  conversant 
with  the  material  resources  of  our  country. 

It  is  noleworthy  that  in  the  adjoining  county  of  Carleton,  and  especially 
in  the  City  of  Ottawa,  private  schools  have  for  the  most  part  disappeared, 
and  parents,  irrespective  of  class,  send  their  children  to  the  public  schools, 
under  the  conviction  that  the  system  in  operation  will  afford  the  education 
that  is  desirable.  It  is  a  sure  index  of  a  low  state  of  public  education 
where  private  schools  largely  obtain  encouragement.  1  am  glad  to  say 
that  in  Ottawa  County,  the  public  schools  are  making  such  progress  in  the 
more  wealthy  and  populous  centres  as  must  eventually  eliminate  the  ma- 
jority of  private  schools,  and  enable  even  the  wealthier  clesses  to  have  their 
children  taught  in  their  own  nei<?hbourhood.

In  previous  reports  I  have  urged  on  the  government  the  advisability 
of  continuing  prizes  for  distribution  among  the  different  schools.  I  must 
observe,  however,  in  addition  to  what  I  have  heretofore  said,  that  I  cannot 
fail  to  notice  thut  in  several  municipalities  there  is  a  want  of  appreciation 
of  the  genorosity  of  the  government  in  this  particular.  In  order  to  make 
the  grant  adequate  to  the  requirements  of  all  the  schools,  Commissioners 
and  Trustees  ought  to  distribute,  at  least,  an  equal  number  of  books. 

In  some  of  the  municipalities  prizes  are  given  by  the  Commissioners 
and  Trustees  in  excess  of  the  government  grant  and  afford  a  laudable 
example  to  others.     As  the  government  grant  will  only  average  a  little 
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oyer  three  books  to  each  school,  I  would  therefore  suggest  that  the  Inspector 
be  instructed  to  distribute  no  books  in  those  municipalities  which  have  not 
already  supplemented  the  government  grant

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  you  my  report  and  statistical  table  upon 
the  state  of  education  in  the  Magdalen  Islands  for  the  school  year  1875-76. 

In  running  over  the  extracts  from  the  reports  of  the  School  Inspectors: 
for  1873-74,  I  notice  the  observations  of  my  colleague,  Thomas  Tremblay,. 
Esq.,  of  Grasp6,  upon  the  subject  of  vacations,  etc.  These  observations 
apply  perfectly  to  the  Magdalen  Islands,  and  I  cordially  approve  of  them,, 
and  do  not  doubt  that  the  adoption  of  these  suggestions  of  Mr.  Tremblay 
would  end  in  the  good  working  of  the  schools  in  this  remote  part  of  the- 
Province. 

An  order  to  this  effect  from  the  Department  would  be  favorably 
received  by  the  commissioners,  who,  after  all,  are  willing  enough,  but  fear 
changes , i ^ 

To  sum  up,  sir,  there  has  been  real  progress  in  our  schools  since  the 
system  has  ceased  to  be  fought  over.  This  state  of  things  is  encouraging- 
for  the  future  of  these  islands,  which  will  always  be  deprived  of  the  advan- 
tages secured  by  the  mainland,  and  to  replace  which,  its  children  have  all 
the  more  need  to  faithfully  employ  all  their  time,  when  at  school ►

-Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  you  my  report  and  statistics  upon  the 
schools  in  my  district  of  inspection  for  the  scholastic  year  1875-76 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  generally  the  cause  of  education  has  made 
progress  in  every  respect  in  this  district.  The  school  houses  and  theii 
furniture  have  in  some  places  been  rebuilt  or  repaired,  and  the  number  ol 
pupils  and  schools  of  all  classes  has  increased.  The  principal  subjects 
taught,  such  as  graduated  reading,  arithmetic  and  mental  arithmetic,  writ! 
ing,  grammar  and  agriculture,  vsrhich  is  being  rapidly  introduced,  aH 
taught  w^ith  greater  care  and  success,  and  to  a  larger  number  of  pupils  thaij 
ia  the  past.  I  insist  specially,  that  in  elementary  schools,  these  importani 
subjects  be  taught  preferably  to  the  others.  I  acknowledpfe  with  pleasure 
the  publication  of  Mr.  Montpetit's  books  on  reading.  I  am  convince<^ 
-without  having  seen  them,  that  they  will  greatly  facilitate  the  teaching  o\ 
4S0  useful  a  subject  as  reading. 

I  must  only  praise  the  rate-payers  for  their  interest  everywhere  shown 
in  education.  The  pupils  also  deserve  praise  for  the  progress  made  thii 
year.  It  is  not  necessary  to  state  that  the  prizes  that  I  received,  as  wel 
from  the  department  as  from  Mrs.  widow  C.  G-ermain,  and  which  1 
distributed  on  each  of  my  visits,  were  no  small  incentive  to  the  progress 
accomplished.  The  cordial  support  of  the  cur^s,  and  the  visits  they  mak^ 
to  the  schools  in  their  parishes,  as  well  with  me  as  alone,  also  equally  coni 
tribute  to  the  progress  of  education.  I  take  this  opportunity  of  tendering 
them  my  most  hearty  thanks. 

As  to  the  male  and  female  teachers,  I  must  praise  them  all  with  teM 
•exceptions,  for  their  zeal  displayed  in  the  fulfilment  of  their  duties,  and  1 
thank  them  for  their  punctuality  in  following  out  my  instructions  to  them 
All  those  professors  hold  diplomas,  with  the  exception  of  two  male  and  fiv< 
female  teachers.  The  former  have  no  diplomas  owing  to  their  recenl 
arrival  in  the  province,  and  the  latter  from  their  youth.  The  two  master 
have  been  discharged.  As  to  the  young  female  teachers,  all,  with  ih 
exception  of  two  succeed  sufficiently  well,  and  are  otherwise  sufficiently 
instructed,  as  I  have  been  enabled  to  asceriain  after  examination.  Othei! 
wise  I  am  strongly  opposed  to  the  employment  of  those  persons  not  holc^ 
ing  diplomas,  and  I  advise  the  commissioners  not  to  employ  them  excep 
in  default  of  qualified  professors. 

I  will  again  insist  that  married  women,  living  with  their  families,  h 
formally  excluded  from  teaching.  It  is  useless  to  give  all  the  various  rea 
>sons  which  have  urged  me  to  this  course.  It  will  suffice  to  state  that  th 
female  teacher,  as  I  understand  it,  to  succeed  thoroughly,  must  devote  her 
i?elf  altogether  to,  as  she  owes  all  her  time  to  her  pupils,  in  the  same  manuei 
jas  a  good  mother  must  be  always  and  altoirether  immersed  in  the  cares  ol 
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her  family.  Thus  placed  in  the  dilemma  of  choosing  between  the  accom- 
plishment of  her  duties  as  mother  or  as  teacher,  any  one  may  imagine  what 
a  married  wpman  does.  Is  it  necessary  further  to  show  that  these  two- 
positions,  although  similar,  are  altogether  incompatible  ? 

Several  districts  have  prayed  this  year  to  be  erected  into  separate 
municipalities,  but  in  all  cases,  for  several  reasons  that  are  too  lengthy  to 
mention  heie,  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  oppose  their  wishes.  In  any  case,  I 
have  found  by  experience  that  these  separations  tend  more  to  retard  than 
to  favor  the  progress  of  education. 

The  difficulties  that  arose  between  the  school  commissioners  of  the 
municipalities  of  St,  Herman,  St.  Placide,  and  Cote  St.  Antoiue  and  their 
secretary-treasurers,  revealed  to  me  a  deplorable  state  of  things.  I  have 
since  ascertained  that  in  the  majority  of  school  municipalities  afikirs  are 
managed  in  good  faith,  it  is  true,  but  often  illegally,  and  in  some  instances 
very  prejudicially  to  the  interest  of  the  ratepayers.  To  remedy  as  much  as 
possible  all  these  abuses,  I  will  make  the  following  suggestions : — 

1st.  That  the  Department  adopt  and  publish  the  forms  asked  for  by 
Inspector  Groudiu  in  his  report  for  1873-74. 

2nd.  That  the  Department  should  compel  the  secretary-treasurer  of 
each  municipality  to  send  to  the  school  inspector,  in  the  course  of  the 
month  of  July  in  each  year,  a  copy  of  the  statement  of  accounts,  which  he 
is  obliged  to  put  up  at  the  church  door  under  the  6th  section  of  the  16th 
chapter  of  the  Consolidated  Staiutes  for  Lower  Canada. 

Srd.  That  the  Department  order  that  each  school  corporation  have  their 
accoulits  audited  by  the  inspector  at  least  once  every  two  years,  the  latter  to 
receive  from  the  commissioners  for  his  audit  report  an  indemnity  of  two 
dollars  for  each  year  audited ;  and  further,  a  percentage  upon  the  profits 
audited.  This  percentage  might  in  the  country  parts  be  one-fifth  of  a  cent 
in  the  dollar

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  you  my  second  report  upon  the  state  of 
schools  in  my  district  of  inspection. 

As  it  is  hardly  a  year  since  I  have  begun  visiting  the  schools,  and  I 
have  already  forwarded  you  a  report  during  the  course  of  the  school  year 
just  elapsed,  you  will  please  consider  the  few  following  remarks  as  a 
supplement  to  my  former  report. 

Before  making  any  observations  on  the  good  will  more  or  less  evinced 
by  the  persons  entrusted  with  managing  the  schools,  in  carrying  out  my 
wishes,  it  is  but  just  that  I  should  allow  these  friends  of  education  a  reason- 
able time  before  requiring  any  statement  of  the  results  of  the  counsels  and 
instructions  which  1  thought  it  necessary  to  give  them. 

When  the  time  has  come  when  I  can  appreciate  the  results.  I  shall 
report  to  you  upon  the  reforms  that  I  have  effected  in  the  schools  in  my 
district.  I  shall  not  refrain  from  giving  you  the  names  of  those  municipal- 
ities which  shall  refuse  to  submit  to  my  decisions,  and  I  am  convinced  tiiat 
you  will  render  prompt  justice  to  the  obstacles  raised  still  by  some  retrogade 
school  commissioners. 

We  cannot  hide  from  ourselves  the  fact  that  in  certain  places  there  is 
still  some  routine  in  school  matters,  and  that  there  is  still  something  to  be 
done  before  an  excellent  system  of  education  can  procure  the  happy  results 
which  we  have  a  right  to  expect  from  it. 

I  shall  endeavor  more  and  more  to  attain — 

1st.  The  establishment  of  a  sufficient  number  of  schools  in  each 
municipality. 

2nd.  Sufficiently  large  and  ventilated  school-houses. 

3rd.  A  suitable  furnishing. 

4th.  An  uniform  system  of  teaching. 

6th.  A  judicious  choice  of  books. 

6th.  A  regular  statement  of  accounts  from  secretary-treasurers. 

Yth.  A  perfect  regularity  in  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  teachers. 

I  need  not  add  that  on  some  of  these  points  a  large  number  of  localities 
have  some  improvements  to  make.  Thus,  I  visit  schools  in  which  the  most 
distant  pupils  have  more  than  one  league  to  travel  to  reach  the  school.    So 
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that  these  children  wallow  in  ignorance,  while  their  parents,  very  well  to 
do,  might  assist  in  the  expenses  of  a  school  nearer  their  domicile. 

School-houses  are  not  rarely  seen  in  such  a  state  of  dilapidation,  that 
one  is  surprised  to  see  such  houses  disgracing  fine  and  flourishing  parishes. 

In  some  schools  the  furnishings  leave  much  to  be  desired.  The  tables 
and  benches  especially  are  not  proportioned  to  the  age  and  height  of  the 
child ;  which  explains  the  slow  progress  made  in  writing. 

As  to  the  method  of  teaching  which  I  wish  to  see  introduced  into  all 
our  schools,  it  is  that  found  in  the  book  on  teaching  pedagogy  published 
by  the  Bishop  of  Bimouski.  I  already  said  in  my  first  report  that  the 
Department  of  Education  should  furnish  each  locality  with  a  few  copies  of 
that  important  work. 

It  now  only  requires  a  little  willingness  to  obtain  excellent  school 
books.  Our  Canadian  authors  rival  one  another  in  zeal  in  putting  their 
works  within  the  reach  of  the  youngest ;  so  that,  in  this  point,  it  is  not 
difficult  to  make  some  reform. 

All  the  secretary  treasurers  keep  their  accounts  honestly ;  but  the 
majority  have  no  system  and  it  is  almost  impossible  to  verify  them  in  a 
single  visit.  I  endeavor  to  make  these  officers  therefore  understand  a 
simple  method  of  keeping  their  accounts. 

You  will  pardon  me,  sir,  if  I  repeat  that  the  teachers  in  general  have 
not  a  sufficient  salary.  In  my  first  report  I  protested  energetically  against 
these  avaricious  municipalities  who  persist  in  not  understanding  that  the 
man  who  sacrifices  his  health  and  all  that  is  dear  to  him,  for  the  good  of 
the  good  of  the  young,  merits  a  generous  remuneration  for  so  much  devo- 
tion and  self  abnegation.  I  now  further  state  that  in  some  parts  they  are 
not  content  with  paying  their  services  badly ;  but  they  have  not  even  the 
honesty  to  pay  their  small  salaries  in  accordance  with  the  agreements 
made.  I  have  been  obliged  to  annul  certain  agreements,  in  which  they 
were  not  ashamed  to  stipulate  that  the  teachers  salaries  should  only  be 
paid  when  funds  were  available,  and  that  they  should  not  have  the  right 
to  exact  them  when  they  became  due. 

The  position  of  teacher  must  positively  be  improved  ;  if  not,  I  fear  that 
these  men  so  useful  to  the  country  will  end  by  disappearing  altogether 
from  the  scene.  I  can  barely  count  ten  teachers  in  nearly  one  hundred 
schools  visitited  by  me.  What  will  therefore  become  of  that  phalanx  of 
professors,  young  men  who  are  so  well  trained  in  our  normal  schools  and 
so  well  disposed  to  fulfill  their  duties,  the  most  difficult  that  the  country 
imposes  upon  her  children  ? 

Diplomas  are  generally  too  easily  given  to  young  girls.  I  have  been 
obliged  ta  prohibit  some  of  them  from  giving  examples  in  writing  to  their 
pupils.  In  a  single  line  there  were  many  gross  blunders  and  each  word 
terminated  with  an  impossible  flourish  that  the  pupil  strove  to  imitate. 
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I  have  still  a  few  parishes  in  which  it  is  truly  pitiful  to  see  the  apathy 
of  parents  as  regardg  the  regularity  of  attendance  at  school  on  the  part  of 
their  children.  In  these  parishes,  during  my  visits,  I  barely  find  ten 
children  assembled.  On  the  other  hand,  I  see  groups  of  children  playing 
in  the  mud  on  the  roads. 

I  am  more  and  more  convinced  that  if  those  interested  had  to  pay  a 
round  sum  for  the  educration  of  their  children,  they  would  not  be  so  negli- 
gent in  this  matter  of  attendance.  I  will  cite  one  example  out  of  many  of 
the  same  kind  in  support  of  my  assertion. 

I  know  a  father  of  a  family  in  easy  circumstances,  who,  from  having" 
paid  his  school  contribution,  consisting  in  a  load  of  wood,  did  not  wish  hi&' 
child  to  stay  away  from  school,  although  at  the  time  he  required  husband- 
men in  the  working  of  his  farm.  Wishing  to  know  his  real  motive,  I  asked 
him  the  reason  which  prevented  him  from  having  his  boy  to  assist  him  as^ 
usual.  "Oh!''  he  said,  "it  is  because  I  gave^  load  of  wood  to  the  school, 
and  so  thai  this  expenditure  may  not  be  valuless.  I  would  rather  deprive 
myself  of  my  boy's  services."  Assuredly  here  is  one  who  would  send  his 
children  to  school  and  would  better  appreciate  the  advantages  of  education, 
if  to  procure  them  for  his  family,  a  few  more  dollars  would  of  necessity  be 
taken  from  his  pocket.  And  how  many  others  would  do  the  same,  so  true 
is  it  that  we  highly  appreciate  that  for  which  we  pay  dear. 

I  have  in  my  district  of  inspection  thirteen  model  schools,  which,  with 
four  exceptions,  are  making  praiseworthy  efforts  to  be  worthy  of  the  name 
they  bear.  It  is  true  that  amongst  the  schools  lately  established  some  have 
not  attained  that  degree  of  perfection  obtained  by  those  of  less  recent 
date ;  but  they  are  congenial  in  the  way  of  progress,  and  I  would  regret  if 
they  were  deprived  of  the  grant  allowed  to  superior  schools.  Among 
those  who  do  not  seem  to  be  truly  model  schools,  the  want  of  success  is 
due  to  certain  special  reasons,  which  I  shall  be  happy  to  assist  in  re- 
moving. 

I  have  come  to  an  understanding  with  the  cures  of  those  parishes,  upon 
the  means  necessary  to  be  taken  to  raise  the  level  of  studies  in  these  superior 
schools,  and  I  do  not  doubt  of  success  for  the  future.  This  is  the  reason 
that  I  solicit  for  all  the  model  schools,  without  exception,  in  my  district,  a 
grant  from  the  fund  for  superior  schools. 

I  also  visit  two  academies,  that  at  Sillery  and  that  at  St.  Jean. 

The  academy  at  Sillery  alway  continues  in  its  honorable  career. 

That  at  St.  Jean  has  not  attained  the  success  which  it  formerly  was 
fortunate  enough  to  achieve.  I  hope,  however,  that  the  willingness  of  the 
commissioners,  joined  to  the  efforts  made  by  the  worthy  cur^,  to  place  the 
schools  in  his  parish  on  a  good  footing,  will  end  by  triumphing  over  the 
obstacles  that  have  for  some  years  obstructed  the  progressive  march  of 
education  in  this  municipality. 
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Mr.  Drapeau,  professor,  displays  all  his  zeal  and  all  his  energy  in  the 
management  of  the  academy. 

The  commissioners  hare  promised  to  erect  next  year  new  buildings^ 
in  which  to  hold  the  classes  of  this  institution.  The  new  building  will  be 
doubtless  an  honor  to  the  parish  of  St.  Jean. 

I  have  classed,  in  my  annexed  table  of  statistics,  five  convents  among 
the  superior  independent  schools.  That  at  St.  Famille,  receiving  a  grant  as 
an  academy,  has  not  during  three  latter  years  received  the  maximum  grant 
allowed  to  these  institutions.  I  gave,  in  my  first  report,  strong  reasons  that 
this  convent,  one  of  the  most  advanced  in  Canada,  and  one  of  those  that 
had  most  contributed  to  the  advance  of  education,  should  receive  a  grant 
at  least  as  large  as  that  allowed  to  the  two  other  academies  in  my  district. 
This  convent  is  a  generous  bequest  of  the  much  loved  Sister  Bourgeois,  and 
it  must  be  preserved  at  all  costs.  I  think  that  a  decrease  in  the  grant 
acceded  by  Government  would  naturally  throw  discredit  upon  this  old 
establishment.  This  deprivation  from  such  a  quarter  would  lead  our  people 
to  believe  that  this  institution  had  lost  its  importance,  which  would  be  very 
incorrect. 

The  convents  at  Chateau  Richer,  Charlesbourg  and  Ste.  Anne  only 
receive  $56,  the  minimum  sum  granted  to  model  schools,  and  yet  in  these 
establishments  the  pupils  make  astonishing  progress.  In  support  of  my 
statement,  I  may  state  that  one  of  the  pupils  of  the  Ste.  Anne  convent,  Miss 
D6lina  Sylvain,  recently  received  from  the  Board  of  Examiners  at  Quebec 
a  diploma  authorizing  her  to  teach  in  model  schools.  This  result  speaks 
highly  for  itself,  and  is  worth  more  than  all  the  praises  that  we  could 
bestow  o!!»  these  excellent  educational  establishments. 

This  convent  is  the  only  institution  of  a  superior  education  in  the 
parish  of  Ste.  Anne.  The  reverend  sister  Superior  wishes  to  place  her 
convent  among  the  academies.  A  heavy  debt  weighs  down  the  institution. 
All  these  reasons  Induce  me  to  solicit  a  geneous  grant  for  this  convent.  I 
wish  I  could  say  something  with  reference  to  the  St.  Laurent  convent ;  but 
1  have  only  statistics  to  shew.  The  reverend  sister,  fearful  of  the  inde- 
I>endence  of  her  convent,  did  not  deem  it  expedient  to  allow  it  to  be  visited 
by  a  friend  of  education,  who  has  the  honor  to  be  your  deputy,  sir.  This 
venerable  sister,  however,  gave  me  to  understand  that  she,  however,  intends 
to  ask  you  to  visit  her  convent.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Ferguis.  the  curS,  had  asked 
'me  to  visit  the  institution,  and  even  had  gone  so  far  in  his  courtesy  as  to 
introduce  me  to  the  Superior.  In  the  convents  at  Ste.  Famille,  Charlesbourg, 
Chateau-Richer  and  Ste.  Anne,  I  was  favorably  received,  and  I  even  held 
letters  of  thanks  from  these  good  sisters,  assuring  me  that  the  visits  of  the 
Inspector  are  a  sure  means  of  encouraging  and  stimulating  their  pupils. 

I  must  add  that  the  cKrt^5  have  always  shown  me  much  condescension 
wherever  I  had  occasion  to  require  their  powerful  assistance  to  carry  out 
the  law  respecting  education. 

I  have  in  this  report,  sir,  confined  myself  more  particularly  to  speaking 
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of  some  reforms  that  I  wished  to  introduce  in  my  district  of  inpection ;  but 
this  does  not  mean  that  all  is  going  on  ill ;  on  the  contrary  I  must  ^ate 
that  in  general  I  am  pleased  with  the  good  will  that  1  everywhere  met, 
and  before  long,  I  hope,  that  I  shall  be  able  to  return  in  my  report  that 
there  is  a  lively  effort  towards  progress.

Mr.  SAVARD. 

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  you  my  report  on  the  state  of  education. 
nTmy  district  of  inspection  for  the  scholastic  year  1875-76.  I  visited  all 
the  schools  under  my  control  twice  during  the  year. 

By  comparing  the  large  statistical  table  annexed  hereto  with  that  of 
last  year  you  will  ascertain  that  the  number  of  pupils  attending  the  schools 
in  this  district  has  considerably  increased  ;  and  further  that  no  doubt  with 
satisfaction  you  will  notice  that  there  is  a  large  number  of  pupiU  studying 
each  branch.  This  fortunate  result  promises  well  for  the  future  and  indi- 
cates that  the  benefits  of  education  are  beginning  to  be  appi^eciated. 

In  my  last  report  I  noticed  arithmetic 

as  one  of  the  branches  the  most  neglected ;  now  I  have  satififaction  in 
stating  that  the  female  teachers,  to  whom  I  endeavored  to  impart  my  ideas 
in  teaching  aaid  the  necessity  for  knowing  how  to  calculate  properly  have 
redoubled  their  zeal  and  greatly  improved  the  system ;  thanks  to  their  good 
will  they  have,  with  rare  exceptions,  made  their  pupilss  how  marked  pro- 
gress. 


I  met  children  of  10  to  11  years  who  resolved  with  astonishing 

difficult  problems  in  interest,  partnership,  &c On  wy 

preceding  visit,  these  same  children  could  scarcely  make  compound  sulv- 
traction  ;  they  also  prepared  in  good  form,  receipts,  notes  and  accounts. 

As  to  the  other  branches  of  instruction  there  is  great  progress,  if  I  ex- 
cept history  which  is  neglected.  In  the  model  schools  the  children  can 
give  a  fair  statement  of  the  portion  of  history  which  they  learn.,  a  battle, 
for  example,  &c.,  &c. ;  but  in  the  majority  of  elementary  schools,  history  is 
simply  taught  so  as  to  be  recited  word  for  word,  a  bad  method  in  my  opi- 
nion, as  it  is  too  much  addressed  to  the  BAemory  and  not  enough  to  th^ 
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intelligence.     I  pointed  out  to  the  female  teachers  a  more  rational  system, 
^nd  I  have  every  reason  to  hope  for  the  future. 

I  must  distinctty  state  that  the  male  and  female  educators  of  our  youtJi 
everywhere  receive  my  o^)8ervation8  with  courtesy.  They  have  inxproved 
their  systems  of  teaching  and  have  endeavored  to  follow  my  instructions. 

The  system  of  good  marks  which  I  established,  in  my  first  visit  pro- 
duces excellent  results.  I  give  prize  to  those  pupils,  who  have  received 
most  good  marks  and  who  have  been  most  regular  in  their  attendance  at 
school. 

Prom  the  teachers  reports  the  children  study  more  assiduously  than 
in  the  past ;  and  the  good  marks  excite  amongst  them  the  most  praise- 
worthy emulation.  It  is  to  be  desired  that  a  large  number  of  l^ooks  should 
be  given  for  elementary  schools. 

At  the  request  of  the  imr^s  and  commissioners  I  was  obliged  to  tolerate 
the  employ  of  several  female  teachers  without  diplomas  in  poor  munici- 
palities, especially  in  the  Upper  fcSaguenay.  The  schpols  in  that  part  of  the 
•county  being  witnout  pecuniary  resources,  I  thought  that  this  tolerant  spirit 
would  be  better  iu  dxe  interests  of  educatiooi.  I  caused  ef^Qh  of  these 
female  teachers  to  be  examined,  and  I  assured  myself  of  their  having 
sufficient  knowledge  to  conduct  the  schools  confided  to  them. 

The  secretary  treasurers  in  general,  acquit  themselves  well  of  their 
duties.  They  everywhere  rendered  their  accounts  in  July  last,  to  the  satis- 
faction of  those  interested.  I  had  suggested  to  the  commissioners  in  each 
muicipality  to  choose  two  auditors  to  audit  the  .accounts ;  and  this  was 
everywhere  done  as  I  had  advised.  In  future  the  commissioners  will  take 
this  precaution  every  year,  so  as  to  avoid  all  cavil  in  the  part  of  the.  rate- 
payers. 

I  have  pleasure  in  relating  that  the  school  oompaussionei's  and  ma^ay  Qf 
the  parents  wish  to  accompany  me  in  my  visits. 

I  must  also  thank  the  curSs  for  their  benevolent  reception  aQCord^  91^ 
and  the  willingness  with  each  places  himself  at  my  disposal,  when  I  inspect 
the  iK^hcK^s  in  l^s  pariah. 

The  school  houses,  I  may  state  to  the  honor  of  all  the  school  corpora- 
iittoe,  acre  generally  good.  The  only  thing  to  be  regretted  is  that  the  neces- 
sary fmnituie  is  not  always  to  be  found.  No  where,  except  in  model 
schools  do  we  met  with  geographical  maps.  The  commissioners,  on  my 
xseonuneoadation  Jbave  promised  to  procure  them  in  the  future. 

Here  a^  elsewhere  tl^e  obstacles  to  the  progress  of  education  are  ; 
lo.  The  smallness  of  flie  salaries  ; 
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2o.  The  small  number  of  efficient  female  teachers  resident  in  the- 
country ; 

So.  The  frequent  change  of  both  male  and  female  teachers ; 

4o.  The  absence  of  school  furniture,  paper,  pens,  &c.,  &c.  ; 

6o.  And  lastly  and  especially  the  indifference  of  parents. 

One  of  the  best  means  of  providing  the  schools  with  the  necessarjr 
furniture  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  to  compel  the  school  commissioners  to- 
keep  a  depositary  of  books,  &c.,  which  they  should  distribute  gratuitously 
to  the  pupils,  fey  imposing  a  slight  additional  tax,  they  would  be  thus- 
enabled  to  supply  the  necessary  appliances  to  the  children,  and  the  schools^ 
would  make  more  rapid  progress. 

Allow  me,  Sir,  before  reviewing  each  school  in  my  district  of  inspec* 
tion  to  acquaint  you  with  the  reforms  that  I  have  introduced  since  you 
honored  me  with  the  important  position  of  inspector  of  schools.  These 
reforms  are  : 

1st.  Uniformity  of  text  books. 

2nd.  The  engagement  of  male  and  female  children  at  the  same  time> 

3rd.  Better  system  of  teaching. 

4th.  Uniformity  in  the  division  of  school  hours. 

5th.  Systems  of  good  marks  and  points. 

6ih.  Uniformity  in  holidays. 

7th.  Public  examinations  at  the  end  of  the  year  in  all  the  schools. 

8th.  More  regular  collection  of  the  rates,  and  strict  instructions  to 
collect  the  arrears  of  previous  years.  * 

9th.  An  annual  auditing  of  the  accounts  of  each  municipality  by  two 
competent  auditors, 

10th.  The  introduction  in  all  the  schools  of  instruction  in  mental 
arithmetic  and  agriculture,  which  had  been  taught  in  only  a  few. 

I  should  tell  you  that  to  attain  these  results,  I  was  obliged  to  worlc 
hard  and  undergo  certain  inconveniences,  especially  concerning  uniformity 
in  the  text  books.  I  bought  at  my  own  expense  books  to  the  value  of  six 
hundred  dollars  and  handed  them  over  to  the  female  teachers,  who 
imfortunately  sold  them  on  credit,  and  many  have  not  been  paid  for. 

Although  I  have  but  one  hundred  dollars,  I  do  not  regret  it,  as  I  can 
say  with  pride  that  education  has  made  rapid  progress  in  my  county,  and 
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-that  those  interested  in  all  the  parishes  are  to-day  mnch  more  zealous  than 
they  were  for  the  education  of  their  children. 

At  each  of  my  visits  I  procure  the  information  necessary  to  complete 
the  statistical  table  ;  I  also  take  note  of  the  degree  of  advancement  of  the 
pupils ;  of  the  system  of  teaching  and  the  plan  of  studies  adopted  by  each 
female  teacher  in  keeping  the  list  and  presence  roll  of  the  children  at 
school,  and  the  condition  of  the  school  hours.  As  each  class  is  examined, 
I  mention  1o  the  teacher  the  reforms  I  think  useful  for  the  advancement  of 
their  education. 

I  also  keep  before  me  the  notes  made  by  me  in  former  visits,  so  as  to 
^ascertain  at  the  next  visit  whether  there  has  been  any  improvement  and  if 
my  instructions  have  been  followed.  I  do  not  give  any  prizes  in  schools 
which  show  no  progress.  My  visits  to  the  model  schools  occupy  one  day, 
>and  a  half  day  for  elementary  schools. 

On  my  return  from  my  visits  I  send  to  each  male  and  female  tester 
my  observations  on  the  result  of  my  visit,  being  careful  to  call  attention  to 
the  branches  intelligently  taught.  (Jn  the  other  hand,  I  notice  the 
improvements  to  be  introduced  and  the  means  to  be  employed  to  reform  the 
system  of  instruction  of  those  whose  system  is  not  satisfactory.  Last  year 
I  had  merely  commented  upon  certain  female  teachers  who  were  teaching 
without  any  system,  and  I  had  pleasure  in  noticing  on  my  last  visit  that 
my  remarks  had  been  well  understood  and  my  advice  faithfully  attended 
to.     This  good  result  encourages  me  to  persevere  in  the  same  system. 

Chicoutimi  Village, — The  small  seminary  at  Chicoutimi  holds  the  palm 
*over  all  the  other  scholastic  institutions  in  the  country.  Founded  by  the 
-eJBbrts  of  the  Archbishop  and  G-rand  Vicar  Racine  and  the  generous  gifts  of 
^  great  many  friends  of  education,  this  establishment  has  since  its  com- 
mencement made  rapid  progress.  From  the  old  school-house,  in  which  it 
was  once  held,  it  is  now  transferred  to  a  fine  building  near  the  church. 
The  pile  of  buildings  is  large,  all  in  stone,  and  cost  a  large  sum.  Although 
in  existence  scarcely  three  years,  it  has  110  pupils.  Four  priests  and  six 
ecclesiastics  teach  the  school  under  Grand  Vicar  Racine,  Superior.  The 
.«ame  course  is  followed  as  that  at  St.  Anne's  College,  and  the  same  rules  as 
^t  the  Petit  SSmmaire  of  Quebec. 

The  county  of  Chicoutimi  is  proud  of  its  seminary  ;  the  erection  of  this 
fine  establishment  increased  the  hopes  of  the  settlers  and  assured  the 
future  of  the  Saguenay  district.  It  is  to  be  desired  that  the  grant  obtained 
should  be  increased.  Seeing  the  distance  that  separates  us  from  Oaebec 
and  the  few  facilities  for  reaching  it,  the  Chicoutimi  college  is  called  upon 
to  render  great  services  not  only  to  the  cause  of  education  but  also  to  colo- 
nization in  the  district,  in  that  no  one  will  fear  to  emigrate  hither  on  account 
^f  there  not  being  a  superior  educational  establishment  to  which  parents  can 
;fiend  their  children  to  be  instructed. 

The  Chicoutimi  convent,  always  under  the  intelligent  and  careful  super- 
Tdsion  of  the  reverend  ladies  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  established  tor  some 
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years,  also  by  the  indefatigable  zeal  of  G-rand  Vicar  Sacine,  is  of  great 
service  to  the  County.  I  cannot  too  strongly  recommend  it  to  the  benevo- 
lence of  the  Government.  The  grant  allowed  is  very  small,  and  it  would 
be  desirable  to  increase  it. 

As  to  the  elementary  schools,  the  village  has  three,  attended  by  22S 
pupils. 

The  school  in  No.  1  District,  with  72  children,  is  taught  by  Miss  Alodie 
Paquet,  ex-pupil  of  the  Laval  Normal  School.  The  school  is  on  a  good 
footing,  and  the  children  receive  a  careful  education.  The  progress  attained 
during  the  year  gave  me  full  satisfaction. 

Two  schools  are  held  in  No.  2  District  in  the  same  building.  Mrs. 
Joseph  Harvey  and  Miss  Virginie  Desbien,  who  teach  them  merit  sp)ecial 
praise.  The  annual  salary  of  each  is  $100.  These  schools,  which  were 
independent  last  year,  and  maintained  at  the  expense  of  Mr.  Price,  are  this. 
year  under  the  control  of  the  Commissioners. 

Grand  Vicar  Eacine,  chairman  of  the  School  Commission,  with  the 
initiative  spirit  that  distinguishes  him,  fosters  every  thini?  that  may  promote 
the  interest  of  education.  In  spite  of  his  multifarious  duties,  he  regularly 
visits  twice  a  year  all  the  schools  under  control. 

Chicoutimi  Parish. — This  parish  has  twelve  Districts  and  ten  sohoolep 
in  operation.  The  schools  in  Nos.  7  and  10  were  not  re  established  after 
the  large  fire  in  1870.     Total  children  attending  the  various  schools,  445. 

The  schools  in  districts  Nos.  1,  2,  4  and  8,  under  female  teachers  with- 
out any  aptitude  for  teaching,  are  of  the  most  backward.  The  six  others, 
under  Misses  Annie  Harper,  Emilie  Claveau,  Louise  Laberffe,  Emilie  Pilote, 
Henriette  Lebel  and  Mrs.  Pierre  Dufour,  give  good  results.  The  Misses 
Laberge,  Claveau  and  Pilote,  ex-pupils  of  the  Chicoutimi  convent,  are  an 
honor  to  the  school  in  which  they  were  trained.  Four  of  these  teachers 
receive  un  annual  salary  of  $100,  the  six  others  only  receive  from  $80  tQ 
$88  per  annum. 

The  School  Commissioners  regularly  visit  twice  a  year  all  tlie  schools: 
in  the  municipality.  In  addition  to  my  two  official  visits,!  accompany  the 
Commissioners  in  their  public  examinations,  and  1  had  the  pleasure  of 
noticing  that  my  presence  at  these  examinations  encourages  the  parents, 
and  produces  happy  results. 

The  Protestant  dissentient  school  was  done  away  with,  at  the  request 
of  the  trustees,  who  had  not  a  sufficient  number  of  pupils  to  support  it. 

Laterriere, — This  municipality  has  one  model  and  foor  elem^itarjr 
schools,  attended  by  207  pupils  in  all. 

Mids  Marie  Tremblay,  a  very  earnest  and  estimable  teacher,  always 
manages  the  model  school.    There  are  70  pupilft  attending  it.    AU.the«iibr- 
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jiH'ts  in  the  pTo^amine  are  carefully  taught.  I  was  satisfied  with  the 
proffpess  attained  during  the  year.  The  Eev.  Mr.  Mailley,  curS  of  the  place, 
tikes  ^at  pains  with  the  management  of  this  school.  The  honse  is  one 
of  the  most  comfortable  in  my  district  of  inspection,  and  is  an  honor  to  the 
ntepayers  of  the  parish. 

The  school  in  district  No.  2,  nnder  Mrs.  Lachance,  has  85  pupils.  It 
i<  well  kept,  and  the  progress  made  is  most  creditable. 

The  schools  in  Districts  Nos.  3  and  4  are  middling ;  78  pupils. 

In  No.  5  school,  attended  by  29  children.  Miss  Henriette  Anctil,  a 
zealous  teacher,  teaches  the  elementary  branches  very  well,  with  the 
exception  of  arithmetic,  which  is  defective. 

The  Commissioners  pay  to  the  teachers  holding  diplomas  for  element- 
try  schools,  the  small  salary  of  from  $80  to  $88.  The  teacher  ot  the  model 
Khool  receives  $160. 

a.  Dominique  de  Jonquiere. — This  parish  has  five  elementary  schools^ 
amended  by  239  pupils. 

The  village  school,  in  which  are  71  pupils,  is  under  the  care  of  Mis8 
(tsarie  Boulianne,  ex-pupil  of  the  Chicoutimi  convent.  It  is  well  kept,. 
wd  progress  is  good.     Salary,  $100. 

The  school  in  No.  2  district,  with  42  pupils,  was  vacant  at  the  time  of 

ay  visit. 

Miss  Adele  Boulianne,  who  is  badly  educated,  has  one  of  the  poorest 
schools  in  No.  3  district.  This  school  has  been  stationary  since  last  year. 
1  advised  the  Commissioners   to  discharge    the    teacher.      Number    of 

Pupils,  46. 

The  school  in  No.  4  district,  which  is  one  of  the  best  in  my  district  of 
^^^^pection,  is  managed  with  ability  and  success  by  Miss  Georgiana  Des- 
?»gne.  40  pupils.  A  large  number  of  the  parents  attended  the  examination,. 
^hich  was  most  satisfactory. 

There  are  34  pupils  in  the  school  of  No.  5  district.  It  is  a'Jvery  poor 
>*hool,  owing,  as  I  attribute  it,  to  the  want  of  application  on  the  part  of 
4e  teacher,  who  is  a  married  woman. 

St.  Cifriat  Mission. — This  poor  and  small  locality  has  two  elementary 
•^flools,  attended  by  89  children.  They  are  very  young  beginners.  Although 
Mer  female  teachers  without  diplomas,  both  schools  are  good. 

Beberitnlle. — ^This  municipality  has  one  model  and  nine  elementary 
schools,  attended  by  819  children  in  all. 

*I^e  iBodel  sckool  is  uttder  Miss  A.  Caron,  an  intelligent  and  able 
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teacher,  who  has  39  pnpils,  and  keeps  her  school  on  an  excellent  footing. 
The  pupils  thoroughly  understand  the  subjects  taught ;  several  children 
among  them  of  from  13  to.  14  years  of  age  are  sufficiently  advanced  to 
obtain  an  elementary  school  diploma. 

The  commissioners  support  in  the  same  building  an  elementary  school, 
in  which  beginners  are  taught  the  rudiments  before  entering  the  model 
school.  Miss  Julienne  Paradis,  who  conducts  this  school,  performs  her 
duties  to  the  satisfaction  of  those  interested.  She  receives  a  salary  of  $80, 
and  has  54  pupils,  with  an  average  attendance  of  42. 

The  schools  in  Districts  Nos.  2,  3,  5, 6  and  8,  kept  by  Misses  H.  Gobeil, 
Odille  Michaud,  Alrine  Allard,  Marie  Plouche  and  Marie  Larouche,  have 
made  marked  progress.  The  three  other  schools  in  the  parish  are  not  all 
that  one  could  desire. 

The  school  in  District  No.  2  has  27  pupils;  that  in  No.  8,  26;  No.  4,  31 ; 
No.  5,  33 ;  No.  6,  49 ;  No.  17,  17 ;  No.  8,  24 ;  and  No.  9,  20. 

The  teacher  of  the  model  school  receives  an  annual  salary  of  $160,  and 
the  others  from  $80  to  $88. 

The  majority  of  the  teachers  in  this  parish  were  educated  by  Mr.  E. 
Quellet,  an  old  master,  who  now  fulfils  the  duties  of  secretary-treasurer. 

St.  JerCme. — This  parish  is.  divided  into  six  school  districts,  four  of 
which  have  a  school.  The  4th  District  closed  its  school,  so  as  to  save 
money  to  build  a  school-house.  The  number  of  pupils  attending  the 
schools  is  174. 

The  school  in  No.  1  District,  under  Miss  O.  Simard.  ex-pupil  of  the 
Laval  Normal  School,  is  good.     The  pupils  make  noticeable  progress. 

The  school  in  No.  2  district,  under  Mrs.  Marie  Pelletier,  is  well  kept. 
42  pupils  attend. 

The  schools  in  districts  3  and  5,  under  female  teachers  without  diplo- 
mas, are  passable.  The  school  in  No.  6,  with  29  pupils,  under  Miss 
Henriette  Simard,  is  on  a  good  footing. 

The  Commissioners  pay  Miss  Simard  $100,  and  the  others  $80. 

S/.  Louis  de  Mttabetchouan. — This  municipality  has  three  elementary 
schools  attended  by  98  pupils. 

The  school  in  No.  1  district,  under  Miss  Sophia  Brassard,  is  a  good 
school.  40  pupils  attend.  Miss  Brassard  is  very  attentive  to  her  duties, 
and  teaches  with  success.  • 

The  school  in  No.  2  district,  in  which  are  40  pupils,  is  under  Miss 
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Malvina  Brassard.     The  result  of  the  examinations  was  satisfactory.     The 
>  annual  salary  of  the  teacher  is  $96. 

I  could  not  visit  the  school  in  No.  3  district  on  my  last  visit,  the 
teacher  having  been  sick  for  more  than  a  month. 

Ouiatchouan. — ^There  are  two  elementary  schools  in  this  parish,  attended 

by  85  pupils.     On  my  last  visit,  I  settled,  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  parties 

interested,  the  difficulties  between  the  Commissioners  and  the  ratepayers. 

To  cut  short  all  differences,  I  approved  of  the  new  division  made  by  the 

'  Commissioners.     A  new  school  will  be  placed  in  operation  next  year. 

The  school  in  No.  1  district,  attended  by  63  pupils,  conducted  by  Miss 
S.  Faradis,  gives  full  and  entire  satisfaction.  Annual  salary  of  the  teacher, 
$112. 

The  school  in  district  Mo.  2  has  Miss  S.  Ouellet  for  its  teacher.  She 
has  no  diploma.  The  shool,  however,  attended  by  22  pupils,  is  well  kept. 
Miss  Ouellet  has  a  salary  of  $70  per  annum. 

This  municipality,  and  that  of  St.  Louis  de  M^tabetchouan  shows  a 
decrease  in  the  number  of  children  attending  the  schools  under  control. 
This  decrease  is  explained  by  the  closing  of  the  timber  shanties,  which  com- 
I>elled  a  large  number  to  leave  the  place  rather  than  to  live  in  extreme 
penury. 

St.  Prime, — I  had  the  pleasure  of  finding  this  year  in  this  parish  one 
school  in  operation  under  the  control  of  the  Commissioners.  This  school, 
opened  only  since  the  1st  of  January,  is  conducted  by  Miss  Adeline  Legare, 
who  teaches  28  pupils.  Althousfh  now  only  having  beginners,  this  school 
promises  well  for  the  future.  The  Commissioners  have  a  school-house  in 
course  of  erection.  Miss  Legar6  receives  a  salary  of  $S0  per  annum.  This 
fortunate  change  is  owing  to  the  good  harvest  of  the  year,  and  the  zeal  of 
the  Bev.  Mr.  E.  Auclair,  curS  of  the  place. 

St.  G^dSon  de  Grandmont, — The  only  school  of  this  new  municipality, 
attended  by  62  pupils,  all  beginners,  gave  me  satisfaction.  The  Commis- 
sioners support  this  school  by  means  of  voluntary  subscriptions. 

S/e.  Anne. — This  parish  has  one  model  school  and  three  elementary 
schools,  attended  by  153  pupils  in  all. 

Miss  Caroline  Couillard,  ex-pupil  of  Laval  Normal  School,  manages 
the  model  school  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  those  interested.  She  has  66 
pupils.  The  progress  obtained  during  the  year  was  more  and  more  satis- 
factory. The  school  furniture,  at  first  insufficient,  is  now  nearly  complete. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  D.  Roussel,  chairman  of  the  school  corporation,  evinces  great 
zeal  for  the  cause  of  education. 

The  sdiool  in  No.  2  District,  where  there  are  35  pupils,  under  the  care 
of  Mrs.  Ans^line  Lebel,  is  good. 
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The  school  in  No.  3  district,  with  28  pupils,  is  very  poor,  due  to  the 
little  aptitude  of  the  female  teacher  and  the  apathy  of  the  parents,  who 
furnish  their  children  with  neither  books  nor  paper,  &c. 

District  No.  4  has  a  school  attended  by  24  pupils.  Miss  Clara  Tremblay^ 
who  conducts  it,  is  a  very  able  teacher,  whose  success  cannot  be  excelled. 
This  school,  only  in  the  second  year  of  its  existence,  gives  most  satisfactory 
progress.     Salary,  $80. 

Harvef/  Township. — Theie  are  three  schools,  of  which  one  only  was  in 
operation  during  the  year. 

The  school  in  No.  1  District,  under  Madam  Charles  Roy,  is  passable.. 
The  irregularity  of  the  attendance  of  the  children  is  very  detrimental  to- 
their  advancement.     Salary,  $100. 

The  school  in  No.  2  District  was  closed  for  the  past  two  years,  owing" 
to  differences  that  had  arisen  as  to  the  choice  of  a  site  for  the  school :  which 
differences  I  settled  on  my  last  visit.     The  school  will  be  re-opened. 

In  No.  3  District,  the  inhabitants  having  left  the  township,  the  school 
could  not  be  supported,  there  being  too  few  children  to  attend  it. 

Bagotville  (Village). — The  model  school  of  this  villi^,  which  has  lOS 
pupils,  is  successfully  managed  by  Miss  A.  Rous.seau.  She  has  an  assist- 
ant, who  teaches  beginners.  The  commissioners  intend  opening  an 
elementary  school.  In  that  case,  it  would  be  desirable  to  increase  the 
grant  allowed  them.  They  pay  an  annual  salary  of  $200  to  their  teacher- 
This  model  school,  and  that  of  St.  Joseph  or  St.  Anne,  which  1  mentioned 
in  my  special  report  as  really  not  deserving  of  the  name  of  model  school, 
have  this  year  raised  themselves  to  the  proper  level.  The  children  are 
progressing,  and  now  learn  all  the  requisite  branches.  Thus,  the  reasons 
which  moved  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  to  withhold  their  share  of 
the  grant,  last  year,  have  di>  appeared.  I  therefore  recommend  them  both  as. 
again  deser\ing  this  grant. 

Basrotinfle  (Parish). — There  are  here  six  elementary  schools  under 
control,  with  an  attendance  of  198  children  in  all. 

Mrs.  Louise  Tremblay,  an  able  and  esteemed  teacher,  manages  No.  1 
District  school  with  great  success. 

Miss  Caroline  G-uy  teaches  No.  2.  She  is  a  teacher  of  long  experience^ 
who  deserves  special  praise.    Her  school  is  very  well  kept. 

The  school  in  No.  3  district,  under  Mr.  Toussaint  Simard,  ex-pupil  ol" 
Laval  Normal  School,  leaves  nothing  to  be  desired. 

That  of  No.  4  is  only  passable,  which  I  attribute  to  the  want  of  ability^ 
of  the  teacher  and  of  the  attendance  on  the  part  of  the  pupils. 
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Miss  A.  Tremblay  conducts  No.  6  school.  T  noticed  with  pleasure^ 
marked  progress. 

No.  6  school  is  ably  directed  by  Miss  E.  Simard. 

The  commissioners  pay  their  teachers  a  uniform  salary  of  $80. 

Grande  Bate, — There  are  two  model  and  three  elementary  schools  iir 
this  municipality  with  a  total  260  pupils. 

The  model  school  for  boys  (80  pupils)  is  under  Miss  Marie  B6land,  ex* 
pupil  of  Laval  Normal  School.  This  scholastic  establishment  remained 
closed  for  five  months,  owing  to  the  illness  of  the  former  teacher.  Not- 
withstanding this  interruption  in  the  studies  the  school  made  rapid  pro* 
gress.  The  discipline  is  strict,  and  the  school  is  kept  on  a  good  footing- 
The  pupils  made  marked  progress  and  are  well  acquainted  with  the  sub- 
jects taught.     Annual  salary,  $180. 

The  model  school  for  girls  (70  pupils)  continues  under  the  able  and 
intelligent  management  of  Miss  Caroline  Lavoie.  School  well  kept ;  rapid 
progress.    Annual  salary,  $160. 

No.  2  school  (23  pupils)  under  Miss  Jessie  Gauthier,  is  stationary. 

Miss  Alexandrine  Gaudreau  teaches  No.  8  school  (46  pupils).  The 
pupils  are  wanting  in  regularity  of  attendance  and  there  is  an  unsufficiency 
of  books.  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  my  remarks  in  this  subject  in  pre- 
sence  of  the  commissioners  and  of  many  others  interested  will  produce  & 
good  effect. 

Miss  Louise  Truchon  has  83  pupils  in  No.  4  school.  Satisfactory  pro- 
gress. 

The  annual  salary  is  the  same  for  all  the  teachers  of  the  elementary 
schools,  180. 

Anse  Si.  Jean, — No  school  in  operation  during  the  whole  year  in  the 
poor  and  isolated  parish.  The  commissioners  kept  them  closed,  under  the 
pretext  of  having  no  pecuniary  resources,  as  there  were  no  timber  yards  in 
operation.  By  agreement  with  the  curd  of  the  locality,  they  have  abolished 
the  system  of  voluntary  contributions  and  adopted  that  of  regular  rates^ 
This  indicates  that  before  long  new  schools  will  be  in  operation. 

Before  concluding,  I  may  remark  that  my  district  of  inspection  is  very 
large.     I  do  not  think  that  there  is  one  of  my  colleagues  who  has  more 
long  distances  to  travel.     The  means  of  communication  are  scarce,  and 
I  have  to  devote  all  my  time  to  the   accomplishment  of  my  duties  of 
inspector.    I  have  also  to  meet  my  heavy  travelling  expenses.

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Mr.  STENSON. 

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  my  statistical  table  for  the 
scholastic  year  ending  on  the  1st  July,  1876. 

You  will  find  little  difierence  between  the  figures  of  this  year's  table  and 
ihose  of  last  year's.  The  number  of  schools  in  operation  this  year  is  about 
the  same,  and  the  want  of  assiduity  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  is  still  a  great 
obstacle  everywhere  to  their  progress.  Some  of  my  colleagues  complain  of 
the  alarming  carelessness  existing  in  their  districts,  on  the  part  of  parents 
sending  their  children  to  school.  In  my  district  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to 
«ay  that  the  parents  are  very  zealous.  I  attribute  the  irregularity  which  I 
-deplore  to  the  poverty  of  the  settlers,  who  have  suffered  so  much  this  year 
from  the  financial  crisis  which  was  severely  felt  in  these  townships. 

In  point  of  assiduity,  the  Sherbrooke  schools  are  an  exception  to  the 
general  rule.  There,  nothing  hinders  every  child  from  attending  school 
^aily.  I  agree  with  the  friends  of  education  in  this  flourishing  city,  when 
I  say  that  the  regular  attendance  of  the  pupils  at  school,  and  the  remarka- 
ble progro^s,  which  results  therefrom,  are  due  to  the  frequent  examina- 
"tions  which  have  taken  place  this  year,  as  well  as  to  the  rewards  distri- 
.T)uted  by  the  examiners. 

I  submit  to  you  the  facts  relative  to  these  examinations,  in  which  I 
considered  it  my  duty  to  take  part.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the 
45chool  commissioners  of  Sherbrooke,  being  convinced  that  frequent  exam- 
inations, held  by  competent  persons,  could  not  fail  to  produce  excellent 
results,  requested  mv  colleague,  Mr.  Hubbard  and  myself  to  make,  besides 
our  official  visit,  three  examinations  for  the  city  school  commissioners. 
Although  we  could  not  accede  to  this  request  without  great  sacrifices  and 
fatigue,  we  considered  it  our  duty  to  do  so,  without  exacting  any  payment 
-except  our  travelling  expenses  and  board. 

The  result  of  each  examination,  published  in  a  local  journal,  was  com- 
mented upon  more  or  less  by  the  others.  Thence  a  great  emulation. 
Teachers  and  pupils  performed  wonders,  to  the  satisfaction  of  every  one, 
and  my  excellent  colleague  and  myself,  have  to  congratulate  ourselves,  on 
being  so  ably  assisted  in  our  task  by  the  intelligent  and  distinguished  men 
vof  the  city. 

If  I  mention  only  the  Sherbrooke  schools  as  having  made  extraordi- 
nary progress  this  year,  it  is  not  because  there  are  not  elsewhere,  schools 
which  give  great  satisfaction.  On  the  contrary,  in  all  the  municipalities  in 
my  district  of  inspection,  there  are  a  great  many  who  make  very  good  pro- 
gress in  reading,  spelling,  writing  and  mental  arithmetic ;  and  that,  not- 
Avithstanding  the  obstacles  to  be  overcome,  arising,  either  from  want  of 
assiduity  or  the  unsuitableness  of  the  school  books  to  the  intelligence  of 
the  children,  a  fact  which  I  specially  mentioned  in  my  previous  report. 
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As  to  the  mental  arithmetic,  the  study  of  it  is  greatly  facilitated  by 
the  works  of  Messrs.  Juneau  and  Toussaint,  which  are  used  in  nearly  aU 
the  schools  in  this  part  of  the  country. 

I  would  wish  that  the  pupils  in  elementary  schools  should  give  their 
attention  to  geography.  Unfortunately  the  treatises  on  geography,  as  well 
as  the  reading  books  in  use  in  our  french  schools  are  either  too  deep  or  too 
dry  for  beginners.  Instead  of  learning,  the  children  lose  all  taste  for 
study. 

The  salary  paid  to  female  teachers  in  our  townships  not  being,  as  a 
general  rule,  sufficient  to  procure  the  services  of  such  as  had  the  advantage 
of  following  the  normal  school  course,  it  is  not  surprising  that  there  should 
be  some  schools  in  which  the  system  of  teaching  is  defective.  Neverthe- 
less, a  great  improvement  is  being  made  in  this  respect,  and  we  find,  in  all 
the  schools,  children  who  understand  the  sense  and  usefulness  of  the 
branches  taught,  although  they  may  not  learn  them  by  rote. 

Notwithstanding  the  defects  which  I  have  just  pointed  out,  in  our 
elementary  schools,  I  am  far  from  agreeing  with  the  learned  professor, 
who,  in  a  letter  published  in  the  Journal  de  VInstruction  Publique  of  this 
month,  absolutely  condemns  them  and  asks  for  their  suppression.  It  would 
be  very  desirable,  I  admit  that  all  the  children  in  the  country  should 
receive  superior  education ;  but  as  this  is,  at  present,  impossible,  we  must 
retain  the  schools,  which,  whatever  be  said  to  the  contrary,  do  a  great 
amount  a  good. 

Although  the  teachers  are  poorly  paid,  these  schools,  at  all  events, 
afford  to  all  who  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  it,  the  opportunity  of  learning 
how  to  read  and  write. 

No  doubt,  it  would  be  desirable  that  the  number  of  model  schools 
should  indrease  in  the  country  parts,  and  I  have  made  great  efforts,  but 
unsuccessfully,  to  have  them  established  in  several  places  of  my  district. 
But  there,  the  settlers  being  still  poor,  cannot  afford  to  dispense  with 
their  children's  help,  or  to  pay  a  large  salary  to  a  competent  teacher. 
However,  everything  is  improving  and  I  do  not  give  up  the  hope  of  seeing 
whatever  relates  to  popular  education  taking  a  turn  for  the  better,  even  in 
the  new  townships. 

Already  in  the  Eastern  Townships,  the  young  girls  have  several  con- 
vents where  they  receive  an  examplary  education. 

.  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  render  testia3ony  to  the  fact,  that  the  clergy 
in  my  district  of  inspection  not  only  superintend  religious  instruction  in  our 
schools,  but  that  they  take  an  active  interest  in  securing  progress  in  the 
secular  branches.  If  it  were  possible  for  the  inspectors  to  make  four  visits 
each  year  to  all  their  schools,  I  am  sure,  that  the  result  would  bs,  as  at 
Sherbrooke,  extremely  gratifying ;  but  as  long  as  the  districts  are  so  ex- 
tended as  the  one  I  have  to  go  over,,  this  cannot  be  thought  of;  it  wiU 
sometimes,  even,  happen  (as  it  has  done  to  me  this  year)  that  the  frequent 
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bieaking  up  of  the  winter  roads  will  Tender  it  impossible  to  visit  each 
school^  even  once. 

As  regards  the  grant  to  poor  municipalities,  I  must  remark  that  in 
certain  cases  the  department  of  public  instruction  might,  with  ^ood  reason, 
take  into  consideration  the  number  of  schools  kept  by  these  municipalities, 
rather  than  basing  the  measure  of  their  assistance,  on  the  ordinary  grant. 
On  their  part,  the  inspectors  should  give  certificates  for  the  obtaining  of 
this  aid,  to  those  localities  only,  which ^are  really  in  need  of  it. 

Notwitstanding  the  general  depression,  the  schools  in  my  district  have 
been  bravely  supported,  and  the  rates  paid  with  a  promptness  worthy  of 
better  times.  The  commissioners  and  secretary  treasurers  are  everywhere 
disposed  to  perform  their  duties  conscientiously,  and  all  are  worthy  of 
praise. for  the  zeal  which  they  manifest. 

The  gentlemen  of  the  clergy  contribute  ably  to  the  progress  of  educa- 
tion in  this  part  of  the  province,  and  I  heartily  thank  them  for  their  kind 
attendance,  when  I  visited  the  schools  in  their  parishes.  These  visits  had 
the  double  effect  of  encouraging  education  and,  sometimes,  smoothing  away 
same  difficulties  which  arise  but  too  frequently  in  some  districts r

I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  on  the  working  of  the  law  concern- 
ing education  in  the  district  of  inspection  with  which  I  am  intrusted  for 
the  year  ending  the  30  Jime  last. 

This  report,  as  do  all  those  which  precede  it,  indicates  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  pupils,  if  not  very  large,  at  least  continuous  There  is  also, 
4S  is  shown  by  the  large  statistical  tables  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
pupils  learning  certain  subjects  admitted  to  be  perhaps  of  the  most  incon- 
testable utility,  sueh  as  arithmetic,  book  keeping,  some  ideas  of  agriculture 
tfid  the  epiatolary  art. 

I  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  revert  to  the  matters  treated  of  in  each 
preceding  report,  jon  tiie  great  obstacles  to  the  advancement  of  education, 
ilMt  9Pe  met  in  onost  aU  the  miimcipalities,  and  pf  whi^  some  are  of  an 
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incmitrolable  nature ;  but  I  shall  say  a  word  concerning  certain  ineoA- 
leniences  that  are  capable  of  being  remedied,  at  least  to  a  certain  exteitt, 
either  by  special  legislation  or  by  a  departmental  regulation. 

BOOKS  AND  PTUBE  SCHOOL  FURKITURIE. 

The  multiplicity  of  books  approved  of  by  the  council  of  public 
instruction,  and  distributed  through  our  schools  is  the  source  of  a  great  loss 
of  time  and  money.  The  majority  of  school  corporations  are  not  in  a  pofifir 
tion  to  be  able  to  judiciously  choose  for  themselves  the  necessary  books  and 
the  school  furniture  most  suitable  to  the  character  of  thtj  school  and  the 
degree  of  advancement  of  the  pupils.  It  follows  therefore  that  this  im- 
portant matter  is  left  to  the  taste  or  caprice  of  the  male  or  female  teacher. 
Thus  the  arrival  of  a  new  female  teacher  in  a  district  is  often  signalized  by 
a  complete  change  in  the  school  books  :  grammar,  geography,  history,  arith* 
metic,  readers,  &c„  &c  Such  a  teacher  teaehes  only  out  of  the  grammar 
called  the  academical,  another  out  of  the  Freres  grammar ;  tiie  Lacasse  or 
Gloutier  grammar  used  by  her  predecessor  are  not  good,  as  ske  says.  This 
occasions  an  expenditure  of  a  couple  of  dollars,  without  taking  into  account 
the  loss  of  time  which  results  from  haviiig  to  begin  over  again,  the  text 
not  being  the  same  in  these  didactic  works.  Add.  to  the  expense  and  loss  of 
time  the  confusion  occasioned  in  the  mindis  of  the  pupils,  by  these  changes. 
Thare  ia'noia  year  that  passes  in  which  the  infiq[>ector  ha«  not  to  deplore 
^is  state  of  things.  When  he  arrives,  the  evil  has  already  been  in  exist- 
ence for  several  months  aaid  it  is  therefoare  impossible  to  remedy  it.  We 
eaa  only  give  advice  £6r  the  future.  The  fault  may  parhays  not  occur 
again  in  the  same  school ;  but  he  will  see  it  reproduced  in  the  neighboring 
municipality.  I  think  therefore  that  it  would  be  expedient  to  modify  tjie 
provisions  of  the  law  giving  to  the  school  corporationa  exclusive  con* 
trol  of  the  school  books  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  pupils.  M.9mj  of 
the  corporations  I  may  state  are  not  in  a  position  to  exercise  a  judicious 
selection  and  it  happens  that  this  duty,  from  being  left  to  incompetent  men 
often  occasions  a  loss  of  time  and  money,  not  to  speak  of  the  grumbling  on 
the  part  of  the  parents. 

SGHOOZf  HOUffBS. 

A  great  many  districts  have  no  school-hoitses.  This  want  is  supplied 
by  having  a  room  or  two  in  private  hocises,  which  is  a  source  of  diapates 
and  often  of  varkma  troubles.  This  leased  room  for  the  schoot  is  not 
always  in  the  ceiktre  of  the  district ;  hence  diacontent  on  the  part  of  periiapa 
the  roost  importaat  p<»rtion  of  those  interested ;  henee  inquiries  and  appeals 
to  the  Superintendent.  But,  before  reaching  this  extremity,  how  manj 
squabbles  and  murmurs,  and  how  much  senseless  opposition — ^how  many 
cnildren  are  there  removed  from  school  never  to  return,  only  because  the 
oommissioners  have  been  pleased  to  fix  the  school  a  few  arpents  on  this  or 
that  aide  of  the  geographical  eentre  of  the  district  ? 

Oftan.  there  ia  a  aefaooUhoxue,  but  the  house  is  toe  small  or  uninhabtt- 
aUe  in  eold.  weather.   Small  or  eoU,  this  is  neariy  the  general  rdte.    Theio 
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houses  are  generally  built  by  tender.  The  contractor,  or  adjucUcataire^  who,, 
nine  times  out  of  ten,  has  not  a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  for  his  time,  performs^ 
the  work  in  accordance  with  the  price  received.  This  is  all  the  more  easy,, 
as  the  work  is  barely,  if  at  all,  supervised.  Hence  it  happens  that  the* 
school-houses  are  frequently  badly  built  and  real  ice  houses.  The  leachers 
and  children  suffer  as  much  from  the  bad  state  of  the  house  as  from  the 
want  of  furniture. 

Even  under  the  best  circumstances  the  school-houses  are  built  without 
order  or  uniformity,  and  without  the  necessary  comforts  to  make  a  stay 
in  them  desirable.  How  can  it  be  expected,  £aen,  that  the  child  should 
like  school  ? 

Their  father's  house  is  large,  well  finished,  very  warm,  and  well  fur- 
nished. What  does  he  find  on  leaving  it  to  attend  school  ?  A.  small,  cold 
house,  bare,  and  often  dirty,  with  little  or  no  furniture  ;  a  few  benches  and 
a  few  tables,  often  rickety ;  let  us  add  a  deleterious  atmosphere.  And  we- 
find  it  strange  that  many  children  do  not  like  school !  Is  there  any  reason, 
to  be  astonished  ? 

Here  is  certainly  room  for  a  great  and  happy  reform,  all  the  more  so  if' 
there  would  be  no  delay  in  effecting  it.     The  way  to  attain  this  without 
any  stir  would  be,  I  think,  for  the  Department  to  grant  assistance  for  the 
construction  or  reconstruction  of  ^1  school-houses  upon  certain  conditions. 

The  school-houses  would  be  built  on  a  plan  prepared  for  each  class  of 
schools ;  it  would  be  proportioned  to  the  wants  of  the  locality  and  the 
means  of  the  ratepayers.  There  would  be  uniformity  in  the  whole,  but 
diversity  in  the  proportions.  To  have  a  right  to  this  grant,  it  would  be 
necessary  to  haA^e  a  rei>ort  from  the  inspector  or  another  person  appointed 
for  the  purpose. 

School  Fubnitubb. 

Here  there  is  also  room  for  desirable  reforms.  For  a  district  to  share- 
in  the  grant  to  which  it  would  be  entitled  according  to  the  number  of 
children  of  sufficient  age  to  attend  school,  it  should  have  a  convenient 
school-house,  and  this  school-house  should  be  provided  with  the  furniture 
necessary  for  the  proper  working  of  the  school.  This  furniture  should  be 
decided  upon  by  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction.  It  would  be  further 
necessary  to  be  certain  that  the  firewood  for  the  school  should  be  allowed, 
either  that  it  shoxdd  be  given  under  contract  every  year,  or  that  it  be  fur- 
nished by  the  ratepayers  and  brought  to  the  school  grounds  before  the  first 
of  October. 

FOBMS. 

It  is  well  known  that  many  secretary-treasurers  are  not  well-educated 
and  have  very  imperfect  notions  as  to  the  keeping  of  the  accounts  and  the 
mAnner  of  drawing  up  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  arid  resolutions  of 
the  Commissioners.     It  would  therefore  be  important  that  each  of  tham 
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should  be  provided  with  all  the  forms  that  he  may  be  called  upon  to  draw 
up  in  his  quality  of  secretary-treasurer :  forms  of  collection  rolls,  forms  of 
all  notices  that  he  has  to  give,  forms  of  accounts,  forms  of  books  for 
receipts  and  expenses,  forms  of  accounts  for  each  teacher ;  in  a  word,  it 
would  be  necessary  for  each  to  have  in  his  hands  clear  and  detailed  instruc- 
tions upon  all  the  duties  that  he  would  be  called  upon  to  fulfil. 

There  are  now  scarcely  any  of  the  old  forms  and  instructions  that 
were  prepared  in  the  time  of  Doctor  Meilleur  and  the  Honorable  Mr. 
Chauveau  to  be  found .•

again  urge  the  necessity  of  the  different  Board  of  Examiners  being  more 
strict  in  their  examinations  before  granting  diplomas  to  teachers. 

A  superior  school  has  been  established  at  Inverness  Corner,  county  of 
Megantic,  which,  I  trust,  will  be  productive  of  good  results -

Sir. 

I  beg  to  forward  you  this  report  on  the  state  of  education  in  my 
district  of  inspection  for  the  year  ending  30th  June,  1876.  Also,  I  beg  to 
aend  you  the  grand  tableau  of  statistics  of  my  district. 

There  has  been  great  advancement  in  many  of  the  large  schools,  also 
of  the  Model  Schools,  and  classical  and  mathematical  institutions  of  the 
country.  EaTiiest  eflForts  have  been  made  in  our  Schools  and  Academies  in 
the  instruction  of  youth  during  the  past  year 

In  populous  districts,  in  large  municipali- 
ties, there  is  a  better  attendance,  and  more  excellent  teachers  are  employed. 
In  small  districts  small  salaries  are  given,  and  the  teaching  is  only  elemen- 
tary and  very  low.  However,  it  is  a  great  blessing  to  know  well  reading, 
writing  and  arithmetic.  The  attendance  of  girls  is  greater  than  the 
attendance  of  boys  in  our  schools ;  the  boys  are  often  taken  away  to  work 
on  the  land.  This  rule  does  not  hold  in  Montreal,  or  the  towns  and 
villages. 

The  teaching  in  the  Model  Schools  of  Montreal  is  much  higher  and 
better  than  the  teaching  in  the  common  schools  of  the  country. 

In  Montreal  teaching  is  a  rising  profession.  The  teachers  in  this  city 
are  receiving  a  higher  salary  than  they  received  some  years  ago.  The 
school-houses  in  Montreal  are  excellent  for  strength,  accommodation  and 
hygiene.     The  one  in  Sherbrooke  street  is  a  good  example. 

Tke  School  Law — All  the  municipalities  in  my  field  are  now  under 
the  law.     There  is  no  opposition. 

Secretaries^  Money  Maltfirs^  8fc, — No  teachers  ever  complains  to  me 
about  money.  The  secretary-treasurers  in  the  large  municipalities  are 
generally  best  paid.  The  general  rule  is  when  a  secretary  is  changed  a 
better  man  is  put  in  his  place.  For  so  far  as  I  have  examined  the  books 
of  the  Secretaries,  they  are  all  correct. 

School  Maps,  material,  Sfc. — Beautiful  and  large  maps  of  the  Dominion, 
the  world  and  each  continent  are  still  being  placed  in  our  Schools.  They 
come  Irom  the  Ministry  office  of  Toronto.  They  are  generally  made  in 
Great  Britain. 

In  concluding  my  general  remarks,  I  beg  to  say  the  standard  for  the 
examination  of  Protestont  teachers  for  common  schools  is  too  low.  The 
questions  for  the  examination  of  female  teachers  should  not  be  printed  and 
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given  to  them  months  before  the  time  of  examination.    They  commit  diem 
to  memory.     This  process  necessarily  lowers  the  standard  of  examinaticm.

Sir, 

This  report  is  the  15th  that  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your  Depart- 
ment upon  the  state  of  education  in  this  county. 

Upon  this  subject,  which  is  now  more  studied,  and  which  is  the  object 
of  so  many  precautions  and  so  much  solicitude,  I  cannot  too  often  request 
your  influential  support  in  the  matters  which  were  the  subject  and  digest 
of  my  former  report : 

1st.  The  equal  division  of  the  common  school  fund  among  all  school 
districts. 

2nd.  The  complications  arising  from  the  exaction  of  monthly  con- 
tributions. 

Srd.  The  means  taken  to  evade  the  law. 

4th.  Long  vacations  during  the  fine  summer  season. 

5th.  The  deplorable  results  for  numerous  children  who  cannot  attend 
•during  the  winter,  owing  to  distance,  impassable  roads,  want  of  cloth- 
ing, &c. 

6th.  Rigorously  obliging  corporations  to  furnish  fire-wood,  so  as  to 
maintain  the  schpol  regularly  in  operation,  thereby  encouraging  regu- 
larity  

Well,  sir,  after  having  publicly  written,  and  in  thousands  of  instances 
oomplained  of  the  irregular  attendance,  I  came  to  the  conclusion  to  remedy 
it,  probably  during  my  visits,  as  far  as  possible. 

Thus  no  examination  took  place  without  being  followed  by  a  short 
address,  of  which  a  portion  might  be  read  as  follows  : — 

"  The  best  dispositions  languish  and  show  only  the  poorest  results  when 
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not  sustained  by  punctuality  and  regularity  in  attendance — an  infallible^ 
source  of  progress  and  success.  Yes,  my  children,  I  repeat  it,  it  is  by  per- 
severance and  by  coming  to  school  every  day  that  you  will  succeed,  that 
?rou  will  learn  well,  that  you  will  soon  become  and  be  considered  the  true 
riends  of  education,  without  taking  into  account  that  you  will  be  an  honor 
to  your  parents  and  the  glory  of  him  or  her  wno  is  entrusted  with  your 
education.'* 

In  all  the  schools  in  my  district  of  inspection  is  used,  on  my  recom- 
mendation, as  a  Second  Reader,  the  Petit  Catechisme  du  Diocese  de  Quebec. 
The  questions  and  answers  are  generally  learned  by  heart,  and  the  pupils- 
in  one  class  recite  them,  carrying  on  the  exercises  by  themselves 


As  for  the  male  and  female  teachers  and  their  salaries,  that  useful  and 
indispensable  phalanx  always  receives,  as  far  as  the  common  law  is  con- 
cerned, the  assistance  and  protection  of  the  inspector.  I  wrote  barely  two 
years  ago  what  follows  : — 

'*  There  is  nothing  more  solid  and  lasting  than  the  possession  of  a  good 
education — a  thorough  training.  Ignorance  is  easily  imposed  upon ;  igno- 
rance, I  say,  imbued  with  false  ideas,  easily  abandons  thoughtlessly  ita 
native  soil  without  knowing  its  nature  and  easily  sacrifices  it  for  a  worse. 
This  blind  and  even  ignorant  inconsideration  withdraws  itself,  and 
expatriates  itself  by  unknown  ways,  never  to  return 


Occupation  alone  denotes  energy,  makes  one  ingenious^ 

and  overcomes  obstacles.  At  all  times  all  professions  furnish  eiamples  of 
this.  The  true  teacher  loves  the  children  and  their  manners.  Without 
this  sympathy,  which  makes  him  happy  when  he  is  with  them  (to  know 
them  does  not  suffice),  he  is  only  a  mercenary.  The  love  of  children 
implies  in  a  teacher  a  real  vocation.  Love,  says  Barron,  love  these  children 
which  God,  your  country  and  families  confide  to  you,  love  them  altogether, 
love  each  one  separately.  Then  in  return  shall  appear,  on  behalf  of  the 
parents,  those  indispensable  regards  which  surely  command  respect  ; — 
among  the  children  constant  and  studious  application,  aftection  for  their 
master,  and  a  desire  to  please  him,  and  regularity  in  attendance. 

Finally,  as  regards  attendance,  I  may  cite  as  a  serious  inconvenience 
that  it  often  happens  that  a  school  corporation  engages  in  the  first  instance 
or  persists  in  keeping  against  the  plainly  expressed  wish  of  the  ratepayers, 
a  female  teacher  that  is  no  longer  wanted.  In  this  I  may  say,  however 
good  the  motives  of  the  commissioners  in  principle  maybe,  the  consequence 
(there  could  be  no  other)  is  very  easy  to  deduce.  It  is  nothing  else  than 
nullifying  the  good  effected  by  the  school,  and,  in  addition,  destroying  the 
reputation,  always  precious,  of  a  young  woman.  It  is  an  irremediable 
loss,  which  the  best  intentions  cannot  prevent  and  cannot  avoid,  and  which 
the  best  organization  can  never  repair.  It  is  to  undertake  more  than  one 
can   perform    and   bring  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion.      It   is    therefore 
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^oing  to  extremes  and  consequently  committing  a  fatal  error,  a  blunder, 
in  a  word,  an  absurdity .\

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MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETINGS  OP  THE  COUNCIL  OF 
PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION. 


Wednesday,,  22nd  March,  1876- 

First  meeting  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  as  constituted  by 
the'law  passed  during  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  39  Vic,  cap.  15. 

Present :  The  Honorable  Q-6ddon  Ouimet,  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  chairman  ex-officio. 

His  G-race  the  Archbishop  of  Quebec,  their  Lordships  the  Bishops 
Three  Rivers,  St.  Hyacinthe  and  Sherbrooke,  the  honorable  Mr.  Chauyeau, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Cook,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jos.  Seguin,  and  C.  Delagrave,  Esq. 

The  President  read  a  letter  from — 

1.  From  his  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Montreal ;  appointing  the  Rev.  M. 
Joseph  Seguin,  canon  of  the  cathedral  of  St.  James,  as  his  delegate. 

2.  From  the  Honorable  T.  Ryan  ;  excusing  himself  for  being  unable  to 
take  part  in  the  work  of  the  Council^  as  he  is  detained  at  Ottawa  by  his 
Parliamentary  duties.  He  desires  at  the  same  time  to  remark,  that  in  his 
opinion,  that  the  English  Catholic  x>o^tion  of  the  i>opulation  is  not 
sufficiently  represented  in  the  Council. 

The  Council  resolves  to  leave  the  matter  to  the  Superintendent,  to 
consult  with  the  Government  on  the  subject. 

8.  From  the  Honorable  D.  D.  Day ;  praying  the  Sux>erintendent  to 
adjourn  the  meeting  of  the  Protestant  Committee  to  the  month  of  April 
next. 

The  Superintendent  is  requested  to  agree  with  Mr.  Day  as  to  the  date 
which  the  honorable  member  wishes  to  fix  for  such  meeting. 

From  the  Honorable  F.  Dunkin  ;  excusing  himself  for  being  unable  to 
attend  the  meeting,  being  on  the  eve  of  going  to  Europe  for  his  health. 

5.  From  the  Honorable  Mr.  Ferrier,  who  excused  himself  for  being^ 
unable  to  attend  on  account  of  his  health. 

The  minutes,  the  proceedings  and  resolutions  of  the  last  meeting  are 
Tead  and  approved. 
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Mr.  Del^rave  moves,  seconded  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cook,  that  Dr.  Louis 
Giard  and  Dr.  Henry  Hopper  Miles  be  appointed  Joint  Secretaries  of  the 
Council  of  Public  Instruction,  -with  a  recommendation  that  such  choice  bo 
approved  by  the  Laeutenant-G-ovemor  in  Council. — Carried  unanimously. 

The  Chairman  states  that  it  would  be  desirable  that  some  sort  of  a 
salary  be  attached  to  the  office  of  Secretary  of  the  Council,  and  it  is  resolved 
that  the  salary  be  fixed  at  $200  per  annum  each,  and  that  the  said  resolu- 
tion be  submitted  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
in  Council. 

It  is  resolved  that  the  usual  meetings  of  the  Council  be  held  on  the 
third  Wednesday  of  the  month  of  May  and  the  second  Wednesday  of  the 
month  of  October  in  each  year,  except,  however,  the  next  meeting,  which 
will  be  held  on  the  27th  of  May  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  morning. 

The  Committee  entrusted  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Council  to  examiue 
the  reports  of  the  Catholic  School  Inspectors  upon  their  visit  and  examina- 
tmi  of  the  superior  educational  establii?hments,  which  they  had  received 
instructions  to  make,  adopt  the  following  resolutions,  which  are  unanimously 
concurred  in : — 

"  Examination  having  been  naade  of  the  reports  of  the  School  Inspect- 
ors concerning  academies  snd  model  schools  endowed  froan  the  fund  for 
inferior    education,   your    Committee   agrees   in    the    opinion    generally 
expressed  by  the  Inspectors,  and  would  regret  to  see  the  grant  suddenly 
taken  away  frpm  the  majority  of  schools  reported  as  not  having  attained 
fee  required  degree  of  efficiency.     According  to  these  reports,  there  is 
>eason  to  expect  an  improvement  «oon.     To  obtain  it,  however,  it  is  neces- 
pary  that  the  directors  of  these  institutions  be  fully  persuaded — intends 
\  really  to  exact  from  them  everything  needed  to  fulfil  the  requirements  of 
thft  law.     Your  Committee  would,  in  this  sense,  recommend — 1st.  That  a 
copy  of  all  the  observations  made  by  the  School  Inspectors  be  sent  to  those 
R-hools  which  have  been  found  inefficient,  and  that  they  be  informed  that 
unless  a  marked  progress  be  attained  during  the  year,  that  they  shall  aot 
^O^eeive  the  grant  next  year.     2.  That  the  grant  be  not  paid  to  the  model 
Ijwhools  of  St.  Severe,  St.  Etienne,  St.  G-enevieve,  and  St.  Stanislas,  in  th& 
*iiispection  district  of  Mr.  Hubert ;  to  those  of  St.  Norbert,  Victoria\ille  and 
T>mmmondviUe,  in  Mr.  Alexander's  district;   to  that  of  St.  Ferdinand 
^d'Halifax,  in  Mr.  Stenson's  district;  to  the  model  school  of  St.  Marc ;  the 
model  school  for  boys  at  St.  Hilaire  ;  to  that  of  St.  Angele  de  Monnoir,  ixt 
Mi.  Delage's  district ;  to  that  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul^  the  academy  for  boya 
tt  St.  Gregoire  de  Nicolet,  and  to  the  model  schools  of  St.  Honor6  and  Ste. 
Angele  de  Merici ;  or  that,  at  least,  such  grant  be  withheld  until  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction  shall  have  received  from  the  directors  of  these 
Mtitutions  some  guarantee  for  an  immediate  improvement,  and  that  notice 
of  Uus  decision  be  published  in  the  Journal  de  (InAtr action  Publique. 

'It  is  to  be  noticed  that  the  School  Inspectors  give  very  special  praise 
to  the  academies  and  model  schools  kept  by  members  of  religious  commu- 
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nities  or  by  ex-pupils  of  normal  schools,  that  is  to  say,  by  male  and  female 
teachers  specially  educated  for  their  duties.

He  suggests  that  twice  this 
sum,  say  four  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty-six  dollars  (4936),  be 
allowed  the  Catholic  inspectors,  to  indemnify  them  for  the  expenses 
incurred  on  the  occasion  of  the  special  visit  which  they  undertook  to 
perform,  in  addition  to  their  visits  imi>osed  upon  them  by  the  duties  of 
their  office. 

The  Council  decides  that  the  Chairman  be  entrusted  with  recommending 
the  same  to  the  Lieutenant-G-overnor  in  Councfl.

Hyacinthe,  Ottawa,  Gratianopolis,  and  Sherbrooke,  and  the 
Hon.  Messrs.  T.  Ilyan  and  Kouthier. 

The  minutes  of  last  meeting  are  read  and  approved. 

Moved  by  his  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Eimouski,  and  seconded  by  his 
Lordship  te  Bishop  of  Three  Rivers : 

That  the  Superintendent  be  pleased  to  make  further  representations  to 
the  Government,  on  the  subject  of  their  refusal  to  sanction  the  resolution  of 
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the  Council,  passed  at  the  last  meeting,  to  the  eflfect  that  a  sum  of  $4935,  by- 
way of  indemnity,  be  paid  to  the  inspectors  of  Catholic  schools  for  their 
special  visit  to  the  superior  educational  institutions,  which  they  were 
ordered  to  make  in  addition  to  their  usual  visit,  and  also  relating  to  the 
salaries  recommended  to  be  paid  to  the  secretaries  of  this  Council.

His  Lordship  of  Montreal,  appointing  his 
Lordship  of  Gratianopolis  as  his  delegate  at  this  and  other  meetings  of  this 
Oonncil.  2.  Dr.  Painchaud,  excusing  himself  from  attending  the  meeting. 
-8.  Mr.  Edward  Corbeil,  praying  that  the  judgment  rendered  against  him 
be  reversed  and  his  diploma  returned  to  him. 

Resolved, — That  the  Council  has  no  such  power.

Present: — The  Hon.  Q-ed6on  Ouimet,  Superintendent  of  Education,. 
Chairman  ex-offlcio ;  his  Q-race  the  Archbishop  of  Quebec ;  their  Lord'ships. 
the  Bishops  of  Three  Rivers,  St.  Hyacinthe.  and  Sherbrooke ;  the  Hon.  Mr. 
Chauveau,  the  Eev.  Mr.  J.  Seguin,  and  C.  Delagravo,  Esq. 

Moved  by  his  Q-race  the  Archbishop  of  Quebec,  seconded  by  hi* 
Lordship  of  Sherbrooke  : 

That  the  Hon.  Q-6d^on  Ouimet  be  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee, and  that  Dr.  Louis  Griard,  the  Secretary  thereof;  and  that,  further.  Dr. 
Louis  Giard  be  appointed  one  of  the  secretaries  of  the  Department  of  Public- 
Instruction,  in  the  event  of  his  not  coatinuing  so  to  be,  in  virtue  of  th^ 
former  lavv^s  on  education  and  the  commission  which  he  received. 

The  lists  prepared  for  the  distribution  of  the  funds  for  superior 
education  and  for  poor  municipalities  were  then  examined.

That  whereas  out  of  the  sum  of  $78,410  voted  by  the  Legislature  for 
superior  education, 
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Ist.  The  share  coming  to  the  Catholics  is  $66,959.87,  from  which  must 
be  deducted  $319.13  already  paid ;

Association  of  the  Jacques  Cartier  and  Laval  Normal  Schools  be  referr« 
to  this  Committee.

Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Three  Rivers : 

That,  seeing  that  the  report  of  the  different  institutions  of  superii

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MEETIN&  OF  THE  OATHOLIO  COMMITTEE  OP  THE  COUNCIL 
OF  PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION  HELD  THIS  DAY. 

Present : — The  Honorable  G.  Ouimet,  chairman,  His  Grace  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Quebec,  their  Lordships  the  Bishops  of  Montreal,  Ottawa,  St. 
Hyacinthe,  St.  Germain  de  Rimouski,  Sherbrooke,  the  Hon.  M.  Chauyeau, 
Grand  Vicar  Caron,  and  C.  Delagrave,  Esq. 

The  superintendent  takes  the  chair.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting 
are  read  and  approved. 

The  sub-committee  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  to  study  the  system 
of  school  inspection  submits  the  following  report : — 

Your  sub-committee,  having  studied  the  system  of  school  inspection, 
and  taken  into  consideration  the  petition  forwarded  by  the  teachers'  asso- 
ciation of  the  Sacques  Cartier  Laval  Normal  Schools  ^have  the  honor  to 
recommend — 

That  the  number  of  catholic  school  inspectors  be  raised  to  thirty. 

That  the  salary  of  these  oflScers  be  paid  them,  partly  a  fixed  sum,  and 
partly  at  so  much  per  visit  actually  made  to  each  school,  according  to  the 
number  of  miles  actually  travelled  for  such  visit,  making  a  distinction  as 
to  the  distance  travelled,  whether  by  railroad,  steamboat  or  otherwise  and 
according  to  the  number  of  days  spent  in  such  visit. 

That  the  inspector  be  obliged  to  report  on  the  whole  to  department 
under  solemn  affirmation,  and  the  government  be  requested  to  grant  the 
amount  necessary  and  required,  seeing  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
inspectors. 

That  each  visit  to  a  school  last  for  an  elementary  school  at  least  two 
hours^  and  three  hours  for  a  model  school  or  academy. 

That  during  his  visit  the  inspector  shall  ascertain  that  the  in- 
structions and  orders  of  the  department  and  the  catholic  committee  of 
public  instAction  have  been  faithfully  carried  out  and  observed,  and  that 
he  fill  up  the  blanks  that  he  shall  have  received  from  the  department  for 
each  school. 

That  no  inspector  shall  have  more  than  one  hundred  schools  to  visit, 
per  annum. 

That  no  applicant  be  appointed  inspector,  unless  he  has  taught  school 
for  five  years,  and  has  not  discontinued  teaching  for  more  than  five  years. 
And  that  further  he  shall  hold  at  least  a  model  school  diploma. 

That  the  examination  of  candidate^,  to  fill  the  office  of  inspector  of 
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schools,  be  held  before  a  sub-committee  of  the  catholic  committee  of  the 
Council  of  public  instruction,  who  shall  deliver  a  certificate  in  the  form  of 
a  diploma,  to  the  candidate  whose  examination  shall  have  been  considered 
satisfactory. 

That  the  questions  to  be  submitted  to  a  candidate  shall  be  prepared 
by  the  committee  of  examiners,  and  that,  in  addition  to  the  subjects  pre- 
scribed by  law,  the  examination  shall  turn  upon  the  educational  legislation 
of  this  province,  science  of  teaching,  svstem  of  rendering  accounts,  &c. 
The  candidate  must  be  at  least  twenty-five  years  of  age. 

That  the  inspectors  be  obliged  to  fill  up  in  each  ristt,  and  afterwards 
forward  to  the  Department,  the  blank  reports  prepared  by  this  Department 
for  the  purpose. 

That  detailed  instructions  be  given  to  the  inspectors,  upon  the  manner 
of  inspecting  schools  and  school-houses,  and  that  new  forms  for  keeping 
books  be  furnished  to  each  school  municipality. 

That  male  and  female  teachers  be  classified,  so  that  rewards  and  hon- 
orable mention  may  be  granted  to  those  who  keep  their  schools  in  the  moat 
satisfactory  manner.  By  this  means  a  healthy  emulation  would  be  excited 
among  teachers,  justice  would  be  rendered  to  true  merit,  and  the  inspectors 
would  be  held  to  report  to  the  Department. 

Your  Sub-committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  Cadiolic  Committee  should 
have  power  to  remove  an  inspector  for  non-perlbrmance  of  his  duty  or 
irregular  conduct,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction 
has  the  power  of  depriving  a  teacher  of  his  diploma  for  similar  reasons. 

Having  examined  the  petition  of  the  Teachers'  Association,  your 
Committee  equally  think  it  their  duty  to  recommend  it. 

That  on  or  before  the  first  of  October  in  each  year,  the  secretary- 
treasurer  of  every  municipality  should  notify  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction  of  the  names  of  the  male  and  female  teachers  engaged  for  the 
year,  as  well  as  the  amount  of  salary  agreed  upon  for  eich ;  and  that,  at  the 
expiration  of  each  quarter,  the  Department  should  send  to  each  teacher  a  pro- 
portional sum  taken  out  of  the  monies  coming  to  the  school  municipality, 
as  being  his  share  of  the  Common  School  Fund.  •  • 

That,  on  the  other  hand,  the  secretary-treasurer  be  compelled  to 
forward  to  the  Department,  quarterly,  the  sum  necessary  to  complete  the 
payment  of  the  teachers  for  such  quarter,  and  that  the  Department 
afterwards  torward  such  sum  to  each  teacher. 

The  secretary-treasurers  shall  thus  be  responsible  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction  for  the  forwarding  of  these  monies,  and  they  should,  in 
the  beginning  of  each  year,  forward  to  the  Ceparrment  a  certified  report, 
establishing  the  amount  of  the  taxes  to  be  levied  during  the  year,  for  the 
schools  in  the  municipality. 
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Totir  Committee  expresses  the  hope  that  at  the  next  session  of  the 
Legislature,  the  laws  concerning  edacation  shall  be  so  amended  in  the 
<lirection  of  the  various  occasions  contained  in  this  report. 

The  whole  respectfully  submitted.

[TRANBLATIOM.] 


The  undersigned  haa  the  honor  to  snbmit  to  Yoni  Excellency,  the 
^^leral  repoxt  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Public  Works  for  the 
iiscal  year  ending  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  last  (1876). 

The  operations  of  the  various  branches  of  the  department  are  set  forth 
in  detail  in  the  annexed  documents,  i  take  the  liberty  to  refer  Tom 
Exc^ency  to  them*  confining  myself  to  the  few  following  observations 
which  may  serve  to  explain  and  complete  them. 

AGBIOULTUBE. 

The  report  of  the  deliberations  of  the  Oouncil  of  Agriculture,  to  be 
found  in  the  appendix,  contains  a  complete  statement  of  the  operations  of 
the  Council.  Among  the  important  questions  treated  by  them,  is  one  in  par- 
ticular, to  which  I  wish  to  draw  the  special  attention  of  Your  Excellency  : 
it  is  that  referring  to  the  establishment  of  a  journal  of  agriculture  which 
would  be  the  official  organ  of  the  Oouncil.  There  are  few  measures  which, 
in  my  opinion,  would  have  more  effect  upon  our  future  than  the  establish- 
ment of  a  good  agricultural  journal.  With  the  guarantees  of  efficiency 
with  which  the  Council  proposes  to  surround  this  publication,  it  could  not 
fail  to  impart  vigor  to  our  agricultural  progress. 

As  shown  also  by  the  report  of  the  deliberations  of  the  Council  of 
Agriculture,  it  is  only  necessary  to  obtain  the  funds  from  the  Legislature  to 
secure  the  founding  and  support  of  the  journal,  and  I  hope  that  the  present 
session  will  not  close  without  a  sufficient  sum  being  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Oouncil  for  this  purpose.  It  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  a  very  suitable 
way  of  recognizing  the  important  services  which  this  distinguished  body" 
renders  to  the  agricultural  class  so  disinterestedly. 

I  would  have  desired  to  insert  in  the  api>endix  the  official  report  of  the 
last  provincial  exhibition,  held  at  Montreal,  in  September  last ;  but,  unfor- 
tunately, the  report  has  not  as  yet  come  to  hand.  This  exhibition,  al- 
though it  was  not,  as  usual,  both  agricultural  and  industrial,  was  stiU  in 
several  ways  better  than  on  former  occasions. 

The  different  classes  of  horses  and  horned  cattle  specially  struck  the 
attention  of  cotmaisseurs ;  it  was  generally  admitted  that  there  had  been; 
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marked  progress  in  these  two  important  branches  of  breeding.  The 
Ayrshires*  were  especially  fine,  so  much  so  that  several  specialists  were  of 
opinion  that  they  would  figure  advantageously  be  side  the  best  Scotch 
breeds,  and  would  not  disgrace  the  royal  exhibitions  of  England. 

Agricultural  and  farm  implements,  which  figured  to  a  larger  extent 
than  usual,  were,  as  regards  variety  and  new  improvements,  a  collection 
of  the  highest  interest ;  they  were,  during  the  whole  time,  one  of  the 
principal  attractions  for  visitors. 

It  was  remarked,  and  I  take  pleasure  in  stating  it,  that  the  number  of 
exhibitors  who  are  farmers  by  profession,  had  sensibly  increased,  as  also 
the  number  of  farmers  visiting  the  exhibition.  It  is  at  their  instance  and 
for  their  benefit  that  these  exhibitions  are  established,  and  they  cannot  be 
too  strongly  urged  to  attend  them  in  numbers,  so  as  to  profit  by  the  good 
examples  there  set  them.

We  this  year  continued  the  experiments  in  the  cultivation  of  the  sugar 
beet,  commenced  last  year. 

Five  hundred  pounds  of  seeds  imi>orted  from  Europe  were  distributed^ 
by  means  of  the  members  in  the  different  counties  in  the  province,  so  as  to 
establish,  first,  the  average  yield  of  the  sugar  beet,  and  l&en,  by  chemical 
analysis,  the  saccharine  richness  of  the  beet-root  cultivated  in  Canada. 

The  views  of  the  government  were  in  all  parts  eagerly  seconded,  and 
we  are  every  day  in  receipt  of  most  satis&ctory  details  on  the  results 
obtained.  I  take  the  liberty  of  referring  you,  on  this  subject,  to  the  speciaL 
report  upon  the  experiments  on  the  culture  of  the  sugar  beet  inserted  in 
the  appendix. 

It  now  seems  to  me  fully  established  that  our  farmers  are  willing  to* 
cultivate  the  su^ar  beet,  and  its  culture  in  this  province  gives  returns 
which  cannot  fail  of  assuring  great  benefits  to  those  devoting  themselves  to 
it  In  addition,  a  great  many  of  the  farmers  who  have  furnished  retums^ 
as  to  their  experiments  in  the  cultivation^  have  of  their  own  accord,  and 
without  having  been  asked  therefor,  added  that  the  sugar  beet  yields  aa 
much  and  even  more  to  the  acre  than  the  ordinary  beet  (mangold  wort- 
sel),  and  they  affirm  that  the  sugar  beet  is  preferable  for  feedii^^  milck 
cows,  as  it  produces  richer  milk  and  gives  to  the  cream  and  butter  a  pecu- 
liar flavor.  The  expenses  of  cultivation  being  the  same  for  both  varieties^ 
Hiere  would  be,  according  to  them,  a  great  benefit  to  be  derived  from  culti- 
vating the  sugar  beet,  even  if  it  were  to  be  used  only  to  feed  cattle. 

.The.  negotiations  commenced  last  year  in  Belgium,  through  Doctor 
L.  L.  L.  Desaulniers,  for  the  establishment  of  a  beet  root  sugar  factory  in- 
the  province,  were  interrupted  owing  to  the  depression  of  the  sugar  trade 
in  Belgium  and  France.  As  long  as  this  crisis  exists  we  can  scarcely  hope 
to  be  able  to  bring  European  sugar  makers  to  establish  that  industry  here*. 
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notwithstanding  the  exceptional  advantages  offered  by  your  government, 
^nd  the  excellent  results  given  by  the  expeiiments  in  me  cultivation  of  the 
•  'beet  made  this  year. 

However,  measures  have  been  taken  by  means  of  the  newspapers,  the 
:attention  of  which  is  specially  directed  to  this  industry,  to  have  the  extra- 
ordinary chances  of  success  to  be  had  in  this  province  circulated  in  Belgium 
■and  France. 

If  an  experienced  manufacturer  of  sugar  would  come  forward,  $U9  the 
founder  and  agent  of  a  sugar  factory,  offering  to  pay  in  a  certain  sum  into 
the  undertaking,  as  a  guarantee  of  the  efficiency  of  his  services,  I  think  that 
the  balance  of  the  necessary  capital  would  be  quickly  subscribed  in  the 
province.  It  is  under  these  conditions  at  any  rate  that  I  have  thought  the 
first  factory  would  be  most  easily  established.  We  can  produce  the  raw 
material ;  the  capital  necessary  for  the  establishment  and  proper  working 
«of  the  factory  may  be  easily  procured  here. 

Our  first  want,  is  a  manager  for  the  factory,  who  has  already  some 
experience  and  would  inspire  sufficient  confidence,  so  that  he  could  be 
intrusted  with  the  use  of  the  money  subscribed  for  the  enterprise. 

When  the  government  is  in  a  position  to  state  that  the  average  yield 
of  the  sugar  beet  is  so  many  bushels  or  pounds  per  acre,  and  the  saccharine 
jrichness  of  the  beet  so  mucn  per  cent.,  it  will  have  done  all  that  could  be 
reasonably  expected  with  the  premium  voted.  It  will  remain  then  for 
x^itizens  who  have  the  introduction  of  this  industry  into  the  province  at 
heart  to  do  the  rest. 

As  long  as  we  remain  in  our  present  position,  with  regard  to  the  en- 
try duties  on  foreign  sugars,  we  cannot  hope  to  see  recommenced  in  the 
^province  the  refining  of  imported  raw  sugars.  The  extraordinary  favors 
granted  by  the  American  government  to  the  exporters  of  sugar,  manufao- 
tured  in  the  United  States,  under  the  forms  of  return  duties  and  direct 
bonus,  place  the  manufacturer  of  American  sugars  in  a  position  to  crush  oii^t 
4ill  competition  on  the  part  of  Canadians,  as  was  shewn  by  the  closing  af 
the  refineries  at  Montreal  and  Halifax.  The  only  chance  that  we  have,  of 
not  remaining  at  the  mercy  of  our  neighbors  for  the  foreign  sugars  neces- 
Moj  for  our  consumption,  is  to  grow  the  raw  material  here  and  organize 
beet  root  sugar  factories. 

COLONIZATION. 

Detailed  tables,  in  the  appendix,  show  how  the  money  voted  for 
colonization  roads  and  bridges  in  the  different  counties  of  the  province  has 
been  expended,  and  give  opposite  to  each  sum,  the  amount  of  work  per- 
formed in  each  locality.

According  to  information  gathered  by  officers  of  the  department  who 
have  visited  the  colonization  works,  and  according  to  the  reports  of  the 
conductors  of  works,  I  am  enabled  to  state  that  the  results  obtained  have 
been  very  satisfactory,  in  so  far  that  a  considerable  number  of  new  settlers 
h-are  established  themselves  everywhere  where  the  roads  have  been 
worked  upon.  The  commercial  depression  and  ihe  consequent  want  of 
work  caused  a  large  number  to  turn  towards  the  public  lands,  who  other-^ 
wise  never  would  have  thought  of  it.  Further,  the  sudden  diminution, 
and  in  many  places  the  complete  cessation  of  getting  out  commercial  tim- 
ber, have  given  to  the  work  of  clearing  and  cultivating  land  a  number  of 
people,  who,  for  lack  of  employment  in  the  timber  yards,  have  found  upoli 
the  new  lands  an  occupation  apparently  less  lucrative,  but  in  reality  much 
more  profitable.  It  was  ascertained  that  in  one  parish  of  the  Saguenay 
alone,  not  less  than  thirteen  hundred  acres  of  new  land  were  sown  last 
(Spring,  which  certainly  would  not  have  happened  if  as  usual  the  inhabi- 
tfettits  had  their  choice  of  working  in  the  timber  yatds.  The  same  remark 
ttiiay  apply  in  a  certain  degree  to  the  majority  of  the  new  settlements. 

Towards  the  ead  of  August  last,  I,  in  company  with  two  of  my  col- 
leagues, the  honorable  Messrs.  Q-arneau  and  Baker,  visited  the  principal 
colonization  centre  of  the  province, — the  county  of  Chicoutimi.  After  all 
that  had  been  written  and  said  eonceming  the  fertility  of  the  territory  of 
the  Upper  Saguenay,  we  expected  to  traverse  a  rich  country,  but  in  truth 
otir  expectations  were  greatly  excelled. 

.  Every  where  in  our  passage,  from  Ha  !  Ha  !  Bay  to  Desmeules  town- 
ship at  the  northern  extremity  of  Lake  St.  John,  that  is  to  say  on  a  stretch 
of  country  of  one  hundred  miles,  which  however  only  represents  one  half 
of  the  territory  of  the  Saguenay  available  for  colonissation  purposes, — we 
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saw  opening  up  before  ns,  almost  without  inteiruption  beautiful  fields 
covered  with  the  ripening  grain,  and  beyond  the  fields  large  stretches  of 
forests  which  will  before  long  be  covered  with  rich  crops. 

Fine  roadd  traverse  the  whole  of  these  new  parishes  and  extend  as  far 
as  .the  new  clearances;  in  a  word,  the  interior  communications  of  the 
S^guenay  are  perfect.  That  which  is  wanting  and  required  bv  the  popu- 
lation of  this  imx>ortant  region,  which  will  become  before  very  long,  one  of 
the  most  productive  in  the  province,  is  a  means  of  communication  as  short 
as  possible  with  the  City  of  Quebec,  there  to  send  its  products. 

Convinced  as  I  am  of  the  actual  importance  of  this  territory  and  the 
future  awaiting  it,  I  hesitate  not  to  state  that  the  province  has  every  interest 
to  hasten  the  establishment  of  direct  communication  between  Quebec  and 
Lake  St.  John,  all  the  more  that  considerable  sums  have  been  already  ex- 
pended upon  the  Lake  St.  John  road,  and  that  this  sum  will  be  lost  if 
nothing  further  be  done. 

Up  to  date,  there  have  been  $81,476.00  expended  upon  this  road  from 
Quebec  to  Lake  St.  John,  which  is  already  fit  for  wheeled  vehicles  over 
two  thirds  of  its  length.  This  sum  will  be  irrevocably  lost  if  the  road  is 
not  completed. 

The  time  has  come  when,  of  necessity,  something  must  be  done 
towards  encouraging  the  population  of  the  upper  Saguenay  and  shewing 
them  that  their  lot  is  intimatebly  bound  up  with  that  of  the  rest  of  the  pro- 
vince, and  1  am  of  opinion  that  the  completion  of  the  colonization  road 
from  Quebec  to  Lake  St.  John  will  have  that  efiect.  Another  result  not 
less  certain  and  no  less  important  is,  that  onoe  this  road  is  completed 
thi*oughout  and  well  organized  for  traffic,  that  settlers  from  the  nei^bor- 
hood  of  Quebec  and  elsewhere  will  profit  by  it  to  establish  themselves  at 
Lake  St.  John.  They  would  reach  there  in  a  direct  line,  with  their  own 
vehicles  and  provisions  for  travel,  almost  without  opening  their  purses, 
thus  bringing  an  important  addition  to  the  population  of  the  Upper 
Saguenay. 

I  do  not  mean  to  state  that  the  idea  of  a  railroad  to  Lake  St.  John  must 
afottidoned.  In  my  opinion,  a  carriage  road  will  have  the  effect  of  pre- 
paring the  means  for  a  tailroad  by  contributi^  to  the  increase  of  the 
population  and  the  increase  of  production.  Without  speaking  of  the 
foreign  tourists  who  would  find  on  this  highway  the  pleasures  of  a  wild 
life,  the  gradual  increase  in  the  number  of  those  who  have  visited  the 
Upper  Saguenay  would  tend  to  make  the  richness  and  importance  of  this 
portion  of  the  province  better  known,  and  the  necessity  of  thoroughly 
oonHecting  it  with  ourselves  by  means  of  a  railroad.  So  that  the  imme- 
diarte  opening  of  tli'e  carriage  road,  would  certainly  be  the  surest  means  of 
attaiiliiig  the  oonMnlotion  of  the  so  much  wished  for  railroad. 
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REPATRIATION. 

The  repatriation  colony  commenced  on  the  16th  April,  1875,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  act  87  Yictoria,  chapter  8,  in  the  townships  of  Ditton, 
Chesham  and  Emberton,  in  the  county  of  Gompton,  is  now  strong  enough 
to  be  self-supporting.  The  nominal  census  taken  on  the  SOth  June  last, 
which  forms  part  of  the  report  of  our  a^ent  Mr.  Ohicoyne,  inserted  in  the 
appendix,  gives  the  exact  condition  or  the  colony  at  that  date,  the  SOth 
June  fast.     The  following  is  a  summary  :

Of  these  409  families,  86  came  from  Europe,  182  from  the  United 
States,  and  191  from  different  parts  of  the  province.  In  this  number  of 
409  families,  there  are  included  56  families  who  had  already  been  estab- 
lished in  the  colony  when  the  repatriation  operations  commenced,  which 
shows  that  the  real  increase  of  the  population  in  fifteen  months  has  been 
353  families. 

These  figures  speak  for  themselves,  and  I  think  that  the  Legislature, 
which  passed  this  repatriation  law  have  a  right  to  be  satisfied  with  the 
results  obtained.  * 

The  functions  of  our  agent,  Mr.  Ohicojme,  ceased  on  the  first  of  Nov- 
ember instant.  It  is  only  just  to  say  of  him  that  he  seconded  with  rare 
intelligence  and  great  zeal  the  views  of  the  government.  In  thus  acting, 
we  might  in  strictness  say  that  he  only  did  ms  duty ;  but  by  establish!]^ 
himself  permanently  at  "La  Patrie,"  as  he  states  in  his  report,  he  is  doins 
more  than  his  duty,  for  he  continues  on  his  own  account  the  confidenti^ 
mission  entrusted  to  him,  and  for  this  happy  inspiration  he  is  entitled  to 
the  felicitations  of  all  friends  of  colonization. 


IMMIOBATIOir. 

European  immigration  in  1875-76  was  a  little  larger  than  in  1874-76, 
and  the  immigrants  who  were  recommended  to  us  bv  the  agents  of  the 
federal  government  in  Europe,  gave  more  satisfaction  tnan  in  the  past 

It  would  however,  be  desirable  if  the  European  agents  were  still  more 
particular  in  the  choice  of  those  whom  they  send  to  us,  especially  as  re- 
gards the  occupations  and  trades  of  the  immigrants.   What  we  now  almost 
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exclnsiTely  require  are  people  well  accustomed  to  farm  labor  and  good 
domestic  servants. 

The  immigrants  of  this  class,  if  indastrions,  always  find  it  easy  io 
obtain  situations  in  any  part  of  the  province ;  but  it  would  be  impossible 
to  say  the  same  of  town  workmen,  since,  in  the  present  commercial  crisis 
it  is  not  always  easy  to  obtain  constant  and  remunerative  employment 
even  for  able  workmen  accustomed  to  the  requirements  of  the  country. 

The  department  has  not  failed  to  make  its  wants  known  to  the  Euro- 
pean agents,  and  to  remind  them  that  persons  accustomed  to  farm  work 
and  domestics  are  almost  the  only  persons  who  could  easily  find  situations 
of  any  use  in  the  province. 

It  appears  by  the  report  of  Mr.  Poupore,  our  agent  at  Lfevis,  that  a 
considerable  number  of  immigrants  have  been  established  in  the  Eastern 
townships,  and  that  the  worl^en  in  the  Meat  Company  of  Sherbrooke,  and 
the  Tolley  Webb  Factory  of  ribbons  and  braids  are  nearly  all  Europeans. 
Thirty-six  European  families  have  also  settled  at  La  Patrie  and  ninety- 
three  immigrants  have  settled  in  other  portions  of  the  county  of  Gompton, 
for  the  most  part  at  Scotstown.  We  notice  with  pleasure  the  success 
obtained  by  the  franco-belgian  settlement  in  the  township  of  Sufiblk,  in  the 
county  of  Ottawa,  which  yearly  receives  a  reinforcement  of  a  few  European 
families. 

If  it  is  my  duty  to  notice  the  return  to  their  own  country'of  a  few 
Euroi>ean  workmen  after  a  more  or  less  long  stay  in  our  province,  it  is 
right  to  mention  in  this  regard  that  in  the  United  States  and  Ontario,  this 
re-emigration  movement  was  proportionately  much  larger. 

For  more  ample  details,  I  take  the  libertvof  referring  Your  Excellency 
to  the  reports  of  our  immigration  agents,  Mr.  O'Neil,  at  London ;  Mr. 
Poupore,  at  Levis ;  and  Mr.  Ibbotson,  at  Montreal. 

PUBLIC    WORKS. 

The  report  of  the  engineer  of  the  department  inserted  in  the  appendix, 
contains  a  detailed  statement  of  the  various  works  performed  by  the 
department,  with  the  sum  expended  for  each.  I  take  the  liberty  of  refer- 
ring Your  Excellency  to  tlus  table,  which  is  complete  in  itself. 

The  plans  for  the  building  intended  for  the  Houses  of  Assembly  and 
Public  Departments,  which  were  adopted  by  the  Legislature  at  the  last 
session,  have  had  to  be  considerably  modified,  so  as  to  conform  to  the  new 
site  on  which  these  buildings  are  now  to  be  erected.  These  plans  will 
be  submitted  shortly  for  the  approval  of  the  Legislature,  as  also  a  model  in 
wood  of  the  whole  building  on  a  scale  of  one  half  inch  to  the  foot. 

So  as  to  be  able  to  commence  the  work  early  next  spring,  we  caused 
250  toises  of  stone  to  be  brought  to  the  site  for  the  foundations  of  the 
building.    In  the  course  of  the  winter,  tenders  will  be  asked  for  the  con-

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ADDRESS 


President  op  the  Council  of  Aosicultuee  at  the  seventh 
Annual  Meeting,  held  at  Quebec,  on  the  15th  November,  1876. 


In  carrying  out  the  suggestion  made  and  inaugurated  at  the  last 
annual  meeting  of  the  Council  of  Agriculture,  I  would  crave  the  patience 
of  the  meeting  for  a  few  minutes,  while  I  review  the  Acts  of  the  Council 
for  the  past  year,  and  take  the  liberty  of  oftering  some  brief  remarks  and 
suggestions  upon  such  matters  as  appear  to  me  deserving  of  your  con- 
sideration. 


agricultural  education. 

The  Council  has  under  this  head,  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  two 
French  agricultural  colleges,  of  Ste«  Anne  dela  Pocatiire  and  L'Assomption ; 
the  English  agricultural  college  of  St.  Francis,  at  Bichmond,  and  the 
Veterinary  college  in  Montreal.  The  annual  reports  from  all  these  colleges 
are  now  submitted  for  the  consideration  and  approval  of  the  Council. 

STE.  ANNE  COLLEGE. 

By  the  report  of  this  college  for  the  year  ending  30th  June  1876, 1 
learn  that  fifteen  scholars  entered,  all  of  whom  remained  during  the  whole 
year,  with  the  exception  of  three,  who  left  after  devoting  a  few  months 
only  to  study.  This  is  a  marked  improvement  upon  former  years,  and  is 
most  gratifpng,  as  it  shows  evidence  of  an  increased  desire  for  sound  agri- 
cultural education,  which  must  lead  to  a  favorable  change  in  the  present 
very  deficient  system  of  agriculture  pursued  in  many  parts  of  the  Province. 

The  report  by  this  college  of  its  operations  in  connection  with  the 
model  farm,  is  very  satisfactory,  and  every  effort  is  apparently  heintt  made 
to  carry  out  the  instructions  of  the  Council  as  far  as  their  means  will  allow. 
The  stock  upon  the  farm  consists  of  2  bulls,  88  milch  cows,  (of  which  15 
are  pure  bred),  and  22  young  cattle,  all  nearly  pure,  but  the  report  does 
not  say  of  what  breeds.  The  charge  and  feeding  of  the  stock  during 
winter,  together  with  other  work  is  attended  to  by  the  students,  under  the 
direction  of  a  practical  manager. 

L'ASSOMPTION  COLLEGE. 

I  regret  that  the  report  furnished  by  this  college  for  the  year  1875-76, 
fails  to  supply  the  usual  important  information  as  to  the  number  and 
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names  of  students  who  attended  during  the  past  year,  the  absence  of  this 
preyents  me  from  drawing  any  comparidon  with  former  years.  One  part 
of  the  report  which  strikes  me  as  requiring  special  notice,  is  the  radical- 
change  introduced  in  combining  the  practical  with  the  theoretical  tuition^ 
by  making  the  Professor  of  Agriculture  act  as  "  Chef  de  Pratique,"  the 
judiciousness  of  which  I  am  very  much  inclined  to  question,  as  a  i>er80it 
capable  of  teaching  the  theory  of  agriculture  is  seldom,  if  ever  able  practi- 
cally to  illuistrate  by  example,  as  in  the  case  of  ploughing.  It  is  to  be 
remarked  that,  while  making  this  questionable  change,  no  saving  has  been 
effetcted,  as  the  gum  of  $200  is  still  charged  for  the  ''Chef  de  Pratique." 
Upon  tills,  I  offer  no  fhrther  remarks,  but  merely  call  the  attention  of  tiie 
Council  to  the  change  in  order  that  they  may  record  their  approval  or 
diMrpproval,  as  they  may  see  fit.  The  report  farther  states  that  a  complete 
set  of  books  has  been  opened  by  which  the  receipts  and  expenses  of  each 
department  will  be  distinctly  shewn.  This  action  cannot  be  too  highly 
praised,  and  ought  to  be  made  obligatory  upon  all  institutions  receiving 
government  aid. 

I  am  unable  to  state  what  description  and  number  of  cattle  belong  to 
the  college,  as  no  particulars  as  to  thia  are  given.  This  leads  me  to  suggest 
that  to  secure  some  uniformity  in  these  annual  returns  or  statements,  a  form 
of  queries  might  be  drawn  up  in  order  to  elicit  such  information  as  the 
Council  may  desire,  in  addition  to  any  further  remarks  which  the  colleges 
may  think  fit  to  make. 

ST.   FBANGIS  COLLBOS. 

This  college,  which  has  now  been  nearlv  two  years  in  existence,  seems 
to  have  suffered  during  the  past  year  by  the  resignation  of  the  principal 
and  the  professors  of  agriculture  and  veterinary  surgery ;  but  the  two 
former  appointments  have  been  refilled,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  third 
will  not  be  long  vacant. 

The  annual  report  of  this  college  having  been  mislaid,  I  am  unable  at 
present  to  give  such  information  as  I  would  have  liked,  regarding  the 
numbers  of  students  attending  during  the  past  year,  etc.,  etc. 

MONTBEAIi  VETEBINABT  COLLEGE. 

The  number  of  students  attending  the  course  during  the  past  year 
was  19,  of  which  10  were  bursars  of  the  Council  of  Agriculture,  and  9 
paying  pupils.  Of  the  ten  bursars,  8  were  French  and  7  English,  while  8 
of  the  nine  paying  pupils  were  from  the  United  States.  The  report  speaks 
highly  of  the  regular  attendance  and  proficiency  of  the  students.  The 
large  number  of  animals  receiving  medical  and  surgical  treatment  during 
the  session  was:  1664  horses;  50  cows;  1  sheep;  1  pig;  116  dogs;  and  5 
cats,  affording  numerous  and  excellent  opportunities  of  acquiring  practical 
knowledge.  In  connection  with  the  college  are  a  library  and  a  medical 
association,  numbering  80,  and  having  for  its  object  the  mutual  improve- 
ment of  its  members  and  the  advancement  and  difiusion  of  veterinary 
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iouywledgey  by  reading  of  papers  and  discussion  of  subjects  relating  to  the 
Teterinary  science.  During  tba  year  six  students  passed  examination,  and 
were  admitted  as  members  of  the  profession. 

I  would  beg  particularly  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  i(0  a 
subject  in  coimection  with  thia  college,  which  I  think  of  the  grei^test 
importance,  and  which  has  already  received  some  attention  from  the  Hon. 
the  Qommissioner  of  Agriculture :  the  want  of  provision  for  a  course  of 
French  lectures.  Under  existing  circumstances,  the  French  Canadians  are 
practically  excluded  from  the  advantages  open  to  their  English  fellow 
citizens.  Although  this  injustice  has  been  realized  by  the  Council  for  soiue 
time,  tiie  want  of  necessary  funds  to  pay  french  lecturers  has  prevented  their 
remed3ring  the  evil.  I  would  suggest  immediate  and  energetic  action 
being  taken  by  the  Council  at  the  present  meeting,  to  bring  this,  and  other 
matters  to  which  I  will  hereafter  allude,  before  the  government,  in  order 
that  provision  may  be  made  for  the  required  amount  in  the  estiootates 
which  will  shortly  be  laid  before  Parliament.  $2,000  is  stated  to  be  the 
amount  necessary  for  the  course  of  French  lectures,  and  other  improvements 
on  the  educational  staff,  so  as  to  place  the  college  on  that  footing  of 
efficiency  which  its  importance  demands. 

For  further  particulars  with  reference  to  this  college,  I  refer  jum  to 
the  report  by  professor  D.  McEachran  now  laid  on  th^  table  aion^g  with 
the  reports  from  other  colleges,  and  that  of  the  committee  appointed  to 
visit  the  schools  last  summer,  which  deserve  your  most  serious  considera- 
tion. 

Before  closing  my  remarks  with  reference  to. the  agricultural  schools, 
I  would  most  respectfully  urge  upon  the  Council  the  necessity  of  making 
such  arrangements  as  will  insure  their  being  visited  regularly  at  least 
once  every  year. 

Were  these  visits  annually  made,  it  would  be  most  satisfactory  to  the 
Council,  and  I  feel  certain,  would  be  welcomed  by  the  Directors  of  these 
institutions,  who  are  entitled  to  some  acknowledgment  when  faithfully 
carrying  out  the  wishes  of  the  Council;  and  an  opportunity  would 
thus  be  afforded  of  explaining  from  time  to  time,  the  views  and  desires 
of  the  Council  as  to  the  management  of  the  coUeges.  It  is  not  out 
of  place  here,  to  remark  that  on  other  occasions  members  have  accepted 
appointments  upon  committees,  without  even  once  meeting,  or  making 
fitny  effort  to  comply  with  the  wishes  of  the  Council.  As  this  unsatisfac- 
tory state  of  matters  may  be.  partially  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  no 
individual  member  of  the  committee  feels  in  a  position  to  call  the  others 
together,  I  would  suggest  that  when  committees  are  appointed  in  future, 
the  chairman  or  convener  be  then  named,  upon  whom  the  responsibility 
would  rest  of  carrying  out  the  instructions  of  the  Council. 
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AOBlCULTUBAIi  SOCIETIES. 

Since  the  last  annual  meeting,  a  series  of  queries  have  been  prepared 
and  forwarded  to  each  society  asking  for  their  remarks  upon  certain 
subjects,  regarding  which  it  was  desired  to.  know  the  general  opinions 
held  tiiroughout  the  province.  Fifty-three  societies  replied,  but  they  vary 
^o  much  in  their  opinions  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  give  at  moderate 
length  the  substance  of  their  answers  to  even  the  most  important  of  tjh^ 
questions,  Some  ^ood  practical  suggestions  were  however  elicited, 
which  no  doubt,  will  prove  of  service  when  reconsidering  tiie  regulations 
for  tiie  mtmagement  of  societies. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that,  notwithstanding  every  effort  beipg 
made  to  procure  the  annual  returns  from  the  societies  whicn  should  have' 
been  in  the  hands  of  the  Council  in  .Tanuary,  there  is  a  large  increase  of. 
delinquent  societies  upon  last  year.  Bleven  have  not  yet  sent  them  in^ 
viz : — Arthabaska,  Brome,  Dorchester,  Grasp6  No.  4,  MasKinong6,  Bichelieu, 
Trois-Hivieres,  Yaudreuil  No.  2,  St.  Hyacinthe,  Hochelaga,  Ottawa. 

In  three  cases  only  are  reasons  assigned  for  this  neglect,  viz :  G-a«i)4r 
owing  to  the  great  distance ;  Ottawa^  because  of  the  Secretary  having  been 
burned  out  and  losing  his  books;  and  Dorchester,  on  account  of  a  dimc^lty 
existing  between  the  Directors  and  the  late  Secret:».ry  who  retains  posses- 
sion of  the  books. 

As  this  irregularity  causes  the  greatest  inconvenience  and  renders  it 
impossible  to  prepare  the  necessary  returns  for  the  government  at  the 
proper  time,  I  have  been  compelled  most  reluctantly  to  instruct  the 
Secretary  to  withhold  the  government  grant  from  these  societies,  until  a 
special  resolution  of  the  Council  authorizing  the  payment  has  been  passed ; 
which  I  trust  for  the  sake  of  future  regularity,  will  not  be  done  before 
satisfactory  reasons  have  been  furnished  for  the  non-compliance  with  the 
orders  of  ttie  Council.  Circulars  were  sent  to  all  the  societies  along  with 
the  blank  forms  last  December,  stating  in  the  most  positive  terms  that  if' 
the  rules  of  the  Council  were  not  strictly  complied  with,  no  government 
grant  would  be  paid,  and  subsequently  another  circular  was  sent  request- 
ing those  who  had  failed  to  sena  in  their  returns  to  forward  them  at  once  ; 
no  plea  of  ignorance  of  the  htw  and  the  Council's  desire  can  therefore  be 
made. 

I  beg  to  submit  a  tabular  statement  shewing  the  operations  of  the 
Agricultural  Societies  of  the  Province  for  the  past  year,  but  I  regret  that  it 
is  incomplete  on  account  of  the  societies  referred  to  not  having  sent  in  their 
returns. 

A  suggestion  has  been  made,  which  I  think  deserves  consideration, 
to  the  efieet  that  the  Council  be  divided  into  committees  of,  say  two,  for 
the  purpose  of  attending  the  various  County  Agricultural  Shows  in  the 
Province,  and  learning  by  personal  observation  the  state  of  advancement, 
in  each  district,  and  thereby  be  better  able  to  deal  with  the  peculiar  oeoQft- 
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sities  and  treatment  of  each  society.  Opportunity  would  thus  be  afforded 
for  giving  advice,  explaining  the  views  and  desires  of  the  Council,  and  of 
receiving  explanations  and  suggestions  from  the  officers  of  the  different 
agricultural  societies. 

AGRICULTURAL  JOURNAL. 

This  subject  which  has  occupied  so  much  of  the  attention  of  the 
Council  since  its  formation,  seven  years  ago,  now  appears  in  a  fair  way  of 
being  settled. 

A  majority  of  the  Council  has  always  been  m  favor  of  this  mode  of 
diffusing  agricultural  knowledge  amongst  the  farmers,  but  notwithstanding 
the  numerous  schemes  which  were  from  time  to  time  proposed,  difficulties 
invariably  arose  which  prevented  the  desired  object  being  put  into 
execution ;  and  I  may  state  that  the  principal  of  these  was  me  want  of 
necessary  funds. 

In  addition  to  the  full  sympathy  of  the  Honorable  the  Commissio&er 
of  Agriculture,  the  Council  have  been  strongly  supported  by  the  committee 
on  Agriculture  appointed  by  the  Provincial  Parliament,  in  meir  report  pre- 
sented to  the  house  last  session,  which  urged  the  government  to  give  the 
necessary  aid  for  the  publication  of  an  illustrated  agricultural  journal. 

The  report  of  your  special  committee  appointed  to  consider  and  report 
upon  this  matter  and  which  was  submitted  and  approved  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Council  on  the  6th  June  last,  was  duly  forwarded  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Agriculture,  and  is  now  before  the  government  for  their  consideration. 

OOVSRNMBNT  GRANT  TOWARDS  ENCOURAGEMENT  OF  AGRICX7LTURE. 

I  fully  explained  in  my  remarks  submitted  to  the  Council  at  the  last 
annual  meeting,  how  the  government  grant  stood,  and  showed  most  con* 
olusively  that  without  further  aid,  it  was  out  of  the  power  of  the  Council 
to  extend  their  operations,  or  give  that  additioniJ  assistance  which  they 
desired  for  the  advancement  of  agricultural  education,  the  diffusion  of  agri- 
cultural information  by  journals  or  otherwise,  or  to  carry  out  the  varioua* 
duties  imposed  upon  them  by  the  Agricultural  Act. 

Seeing  that  the  government  has  retained  entire  control  over  the  acts  of 
the  Council  by  requiring  that  every  by-law,  resolution,  or  measure 
adopted  by  them  must  be  submitted  for  approval  to  the  Lieutenant 
G-ovemor  in  Council,  before  being  put  into  execution ;  the  expenditure  of 
all  money  given  to  the  Council  remains  under  the  control  of  the  govern- 
ment. There  therefore  seems  no  good  reason  why  the  amount  voted  by 
the  Legislature  should  not  be  handed  over  to  the  Council  of  Agriculture 
who.  are  entrusted  With  all  expenditure  in  connection  with  the  advance* 
ment  of  agriciilture ;  as  any  sudi  expenditure  not  meeting  with  the  approval 
of  the  government  could  at  once  be  stopped  by  withholding  the  netces- 
sary  sanction  to  the  resolution  authorizing  the  same. 
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The  amount  annually  voted  by  the  Legislature  stands  thus  : —

What  the  Council  would  therefore  require  is  that  the  sum  of  say 
$65,000.00  be  placed  at  their  disposal  to  meet  all  legitimate  charges,  for  the 
proper  and  judicious  expenditure  of  which  they  would  be  resi)onsible  to 
the  government.  There  is  every  reason  to  expect  that  the  mode  of  dealing 
with  the  grant  annually  voteu  oy  the  Legislature  will  be  favorably  con- 
sidered by  the  government,  as  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  appointed  by 
the  Provincial  rarliament  in  their  report  presented  to  the  House  last  session 
urged  this  course  in  the  following  terms :  *'  Tour  Committee  are  further 
'*  of  opinion  that  the  grant  annually  vot^  by  the  Le^slature  for  the  benefit 
'*  of  A^cultural  Societies,  should  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Council 
*'  of  Araculture,  and  that  its  distribution  be  made  by  such  Council  which 
**  should  be  responsible  therefore  ;  the  surplus  of  such  grant  to  be  devoted 
*'  by  the  said  Council  to  promote  the  interests  of  Agricmture  in  sections  of 
**  the  Country  least  advanced  in  that  respect." 

One  other  advantage  to  be  derived  from  this  change  would  be,  that  the 
present  delay  in  paying  the  Agricultural  Societies  their  annual  grants 
would  be  avoided,  as  they  could  then  be  paid  as  soon  as  their  certificates 
were  received,  instead  of  being  compelled  to  wait  some  three  weeks  after 
thdr  applications  are  made  as  at  present.  Should  these  remarks  meet  with 
the  approval  of  the  Council,  I  think  it  important  that  a  committee  at  once 
be  appointed  to  urge  the  matter  upon  the  government,  before  the  estimates 
are  laid  before  the  house. 

PBOVINCIA.L  EXHIBITION. 

I  have  every  reason  to  congratulate  the  Council  upon  the  success  of 
the  Provindid  Agricultural  Exhibition  held  in  the  City  of  Montreal  from 
the  12th  to  the  15  th  September  last.  This  was  the  first  occasion  on  which 
a  purely  agricultural  exhibition  had  been  held,  owin^  to  the  Council  of  Arts 
and  Manufactures  not  being  able  to  cooperate  with  us,  on  account  of 
manufacturers  having  io  devote  so  much  of  their  time  and  attention  to 
making  a  satisfiactory  display  at  the  more  important  exhibition  held  in 
Philadelphia.    The  committee  to  whom  was  entrusted  the  management, 
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entered  upon  their  duties  with  no  little  anxiety.  Their  labours,  however, 
were  well  rewarded  by  the  exhibition  proving  in  every  respect  an  entire 
success,  both  as  to  number  of  entries  and  class  of  stock  exhibited,  while 
jB.nancially  there  was  no  reason  to  complain,  although  had  the  weather  con- 
tinued throughout  as  it  favored  us  at  the  opening,  the  result  would  have 
been  still  more  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  entries  this  year  was  on  the  whole  slightly  in  excess 
of  the  last  exhibition  held  in  1873,  when  the  total  number  was  1958,  and 
this  year  2446,  while  the  amount  of  prizes  paid  at  last  exhibition  was  |4,246, 
against  |3,916,  in  1873.

As  a  proof  of  the  g:eneral  satisfaction  afforded  by  the  awards  of  the 
to  exhibitors,  it  is  worthy  of  remark  that  only  one  protest  was 
lodged  but  never  followed  up,  as  the  supposed  cause  of  complaint  was 
found  to  be  groundless ;  this  circumstance  is  more  remarkable  when  it  is 
considered  that  the  committee  was  unable  this  year  to  carry  out  a  capital 
rule  introduced  some  years  ago,  by  which  it  is  provided  that  the  judges  be 
appointed  from  beyond  the  Province  as  far  as  possible. 

The  Philadelphia  Exhibition  and  the  adjoining  State  Fairs  being  held 
during  the  same  week  as  ours,  it  was  found  impossible  to  get  strangers 
for  Judges  from  the  United  States ;  but  as  the  result  shows,  we  were  most 
fortunate,  in  obtaining  several  gentlemen  of  undoubted  ability  an4  upright- 
ness to  act  principally  from  Ontario. 

The  only  change  or  addition  of  any  importance  made  upon  former 
exhibitions,  was  the  offering  of  prizes  for  "  Hunters ;  "  the  interest  created 
when  testing  their  jumping  over  the  hurdles,  placed  in  the  ring  for  that 
purpose,  was  immense,  and  contributed  much  to  the  amusement  of  visitors. 
The  committee  recommend  this  class  of  horses  being  added  to  the  list,  and 
the  offering  of  such  prizes  as  will  induce  a  larger  number  of  entries  in 
future,  feeling  confident  that  such  will  prove  a  great  attraction.  Although 
there  was  no  large  increase  in  the  number  of  entries,  still  the  number  of 
pure  bred  animals  and  the  great  improvement  in  the  various  classes  was 
very  marked,  all  parts  of  the  Province  being  well  represented,  particularly 
in  the  class  of  horses,  the  heavy  draft  seeming  to  be  the  favorites.  The 
exhibition  of  agricultural  implements  was  very  fine,  while  the  number  of 
entries  had  increased  from  167  in  1873  to  230,  this  year — a  marked  proof  of 
the  attention  that  is  being  paid  to  this  branch  of  industry  in  the  Province. 

A  commencement  has  been  made  with  the  permanent  exhibition  build- 
ings, in  the  erection  of  a  Poultry  House,  Kioske  in  centre  of  ring  for  the 
Judges  and  Band,  and  permanent  posts  with  chains  surrounding  the  ring. 
The  advantage  of  having  suitable  buildings  was  well  illustrated  in  the 
number  of  entries  for  poultry,  in  1873  it  was  184,  while  this  year  it  was 
283,  sufficient  proof  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  entries  which  may  be 
expected  in  other  departments  when  such  buildings  are  provided  as  will 
afford  proper  shelter  for  stock,  and  induce  exhibitors  to  send  their  valuable 
animals.    Ten  horse  stalls  were  erected  before  the  last  exhibition  as  .samples 
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^0f  what  the  committee  considered  would  be  most  suitable,  in  order  to  haye 
the  opinion  of  the  principal  exhibitors  upon  them  before  proceeding  with 
more ;  they  were  highly  approved  of,  and  pronounced  by  all  to  be  in  every 
way  suitable. 

The  Oorx>oration  of  the  City  of  Montreal  having  on  the  25th  August 
last,  voted  the  sum  of  |11,500  towards  the  cost  of  erecting  permanent  build- 
ings, your  committee  had  decided  upon  continuing  the  erection  of  these  stalls 
immediately  after  the  exhibition,  but  upon  further  reflection  it  was  thought 
advisable  to  delay  the  work  until  it  was  seen  if  anv  arrangement  could  be 
made  by  which  additional  land  might  be  securea  to  enlarge  the  present 
ground  sufficiently  to  accommodate  the  Council  of  Arts  and  Manufactures. 
The  extension  proposed  would  consist  of  taking  the  land  that  would  be 
left  on  each  side  of  the  Council's  ground  between  the  continuation  of 
Bleury  and  St.  IJrbain  streets,  this  would  give  about  19  arpents  additional. 
Nothing  has  yet  been  done  towards  this  end,  nor  will  there  until  the 
views  of  the  Council  have  been  obtained ;  it  is  thought  that  the  muni- 
cipalities of  St.  Jean  Baptiste  and  Cote  St.  Louis  would  contribute  towards, 
this  improvement,  should  the  Council,  or  rather  the  Grovemment  entertain 
the  proposal.  I  say  the  G-ovemment  for  the  reason  that  the  principal  object 
in  enlarging  the  property  would  be  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Council 
of  Arts  and  Manufactures,  and  not  for  the  necessities  of  the  Council  of 
Agriculture. 

Beferring  to  the  question  of  land  naturally  leads  me  to  make  some 
allusion  to  the  difficulty  existing  regarding  the  : 

PROPERTY   PURCHASED  FROM   THE  NUNS. 

This  unfortunate  difficulty,  which  is  deeply  to  be  regretted,  I  fully 
^jcplained  at  the  last  annual  meeting ;  as  matters  remain  unchanged,  I  will 
not  take  up  your  time  further  than  necessary  in  stating  what  has  occurred 
since  October  1875,  and  the  present  position  of  the  case.  The  committee 
charged  by  the  Council  to  settle  the  matter  have  had  several  meetings 
with  the  nuns,  but  regret  that  they  have  failed  to  come  to  any  amicable 
understanding,  the  nuns  refusing  to  listen  to  any  proi)osal  for  a  settlement 
for  Jess  than  the  full  amount  demanded,  viz  :  $800  per  arpent,  or  $17,760, 
which  your  committee  cannot  admit  as  being  due.  It  has  therefore  been 
proposed  to  leave  the  matter  to  arbitration ;  and  with  this  view,  the 
necessary  papers  are  being  prepared. 

A  printed  circular  dated  30th  August  last,  and  signed  by  Soeur 
Sonneau,  Superior,  was  sent  to  the  members  of  the  Coimcil,  fully  explain- 
ing the  pretentions  of  the  nuns,  and  to  this  document  was  annexed  a  report 
signed  by  Messrs.  M.  Laurent  and  John  J.  Amton,  drawn  up  in  the  shape 
of  an  award  as  valuators  or  arbitrators.  It  is  but  right  to  state  that  the 
Council  was  no  party  to  this  act,  and  that  your  committee  knew  nothing 
of  the  valuation  and  report  being  made,  until  the  printed  document  was 
placed  in  their  hands. 

While  it  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Council  to  have  this  supposed 
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claim  disposed  of,  still  they  cannot  recommend  the  payment  of  a  demand 
which  they  do  not  consciencionsly  believe  to  be  dne.  I  refrain  from 
making  further  remarks  or  expressing  any  opinion  in  the  prospect  of  an 
early  settlement  being  arrived  at  through  the  arbitrators. 

PHILADELPHIA  CENTENNIAL  EXHIBITION. 

The  duty  of  inaking  a  collection  of  grain  from  the  Province  of  Quebec 
fot  eihibition  at  Philadeli)hia,  referred  to  in  my  last  annual  address,  was 
entrusted  to  Mr.  Masdue  and  myself  by  the  government.  I  have  now  to 
report  that  through  the  kind  assistance  of  Mr.  Wm.  Evans,  the  seedsman,, 
it  was  duly  prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  International  Exhibition ;  and 
I  here  desire  to  record  the  thanks  of  Mr.  Massue  and  myself  to  that  gentle- 
man fot  his  valuable  services  in  this  matter.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  the 
collection  was  awarded  a  medal. 

I  have  requested  that  the  grain  be  returned  and  placed  along  with  the 
other  foreign  samples  now  belonging  to  the  Council  in  our  temporary  ■ 
museum  in  the  Veterinary  College,  Montreal. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  so  few  celebrated  breeders  in  the 
JE^ovince  of  Quebec,  were  induced  to  send  animals  to  the  exhibition  of 
Live  Stock  at  Philadelphia,  as  after  what  was  seen  by  the  committee  ap* 
pointed  to  visit  that  Exhibition,  there  remains  no  doubt  that  had  the  Short* 
horns  of  Messrs.  Cochrane,  Duncan,  Hickson,  etc.,  the  A3rrshire8  of  Messrs* 
Gibb,  Whitney,  Dawes,  Irving,  Allan,  Sommerville,  etc.,  and  the  Aldemeys 
of  the  Messrs.  Stevens  been  there,  not  only  the  exhibitors,  but  the  Province, 
would  to  day  have  held  a  proud  position  as  stock  raisers,  and  been  largely 
benefited  indirectly  by  the  display. 

Although  the  committee  who  visited  the  Exhibition  saw  much  to 
profit  by,  they  find  a  difficulty  on  account  of  its  immensity  and  the  multi- 
plicity of  articles,  in  drawing  up  such  a  report  as  would  be  of  any  practical 
use  to  those  perusing  it ;  they  have  therefore  thought  it  needless  to  waste 
time  merely  for  the  sake  of  making  a  report,  in  describing  what  had  no 
immediate  connection  with  agriculture,  or  the  many  improvements  upon 
implements  and  machinery,  as  such  would  really  be  of  little  or  no  service. 
Your  committee  picked  up  many  new  ideas  in  relation  to  buildings  and 
arrangements  for  cattle  which,  will  be  taken  advantage  of. 

AGBICULTUBAL    MTJSBUM. 

I  would  take  the  liberty  of  calling  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the* 
necessity  of  procuring  some  suitable  place  and  making  proper  provision  for 
the  collection  of  grain  and  models  now  in  their  possession,  and  for  increasing 
the  same,  tf  a  suitable  place  could  be  had  in  a  central  locality  convenient 
for  farmers  and  others  interested  in  agriculture  when  visiting  the  Oitv,  it 
mif^ht  be  made  not  only  interesting  and  instructive,  but  a  centre  wher^ 
all  mformation  relating  to  the  latest  inventions  in  agricultural  implementa 
and  the  like  could  be  had.    Should  the  Council  think  this  matter  of  such. 
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importance  as  to  deem  it  advisable  to  appoint  a  committee  to  report  at 

41  subsequent  meeting,  I  would  be  most  happy  to  give  them  my  ideas 
more  fully. 

AORICTJLTTTRiLL  ACT. 

Several  amendments  being  required  to  the  Agricultural  Act  in  so  far 
as  relates  to  the  Council  of  Agriculture  and  Agricultural  Societies,  I  would 
suggest  that  a  committee  be  named  to  consider  what  alterations  it  will  be 
advisable  to  make.  Two  or  three  months  coiUd  be  allowed  the  members 
to  send  in  their  suggestions  to  the  Committee  and  in  this  way  the  opinions 
of  all  the  members  of  tixe  Council  could  be  obtained  before  the  report  is 
submitted  for  final  approval.

Montreal,  2nd  March,  1876. 

Present  : — The  Honorable  the  Commissioner  of  Affriculture  and  Public 
Works,  the  Hon.  J.  O.  Beanbien,  Messrs.  Ls.  Beanbien,  Benoit, 
Blackwood,  Casavant,  Faribault,  L^vesque,  Marsan,  Massue,. 
Sommerville,  and  Bev.  S.  Tass6. 

The  Vice-President  having  taken  the  chair,  the  Secretary  read  the 
minutes  of  the  last  meeting,  which  are  approved. 

The  Secretary  then  reads  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  held  on  the  29th  January,  1876. 

(        Executive  Committee, 
(Montreal,  29th    February,  1876. 

Present  : — Messrs.  Beaubien,  Massue,  Casavant  and  Sommerville. 

Mr.  Beaubien  having  taken  the  chair,  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting 
are  read  and  approved. 

Read  a  petition  of  the  Society  of  Agriculture  No.  2  of  the  county  of 
Charlevoix,  praying  for  permission  to  use  its  funds  in  the  purchase  of 
fodder  plants  and  breeding  stock. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  prayer  of  the  petition  be  granted^ 
provided  that  the  funds  of  Ihe  Society  be  employed  in  the  purchase  of  a. 
stallion  of  a  good  breed,  or  of  a  bull  of  an  improved  breed  (pure  blood). 

£ead  a  letter  from  Mr.  Barnard,  praying  that  the  Government  purchase 
10,000  copies  of  his  "  Causeries  Agricoles,"  to  be  distributed  among  the 
members  of  all  agricultural  societies,  and  offering  to  supply  10,000  copies, 
at  thirty  cents  each. 
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Resolved, — That  whilst  admitting  the  utility  of  Mr.  Barnard's  work  and 
the  advantage  that  would  be  derived  from  its  spread  through  the  coun- 
try, this  Committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  Council  of  Agriculture  has  not  at 
present  the  means  of  purchasing  this  work,  which  already  has  been  distri- 
buted by  the  G-ovemment;  the  publication  of  an  illustrated  journal  of 
agriculture  being  the  first  object  which  the  Council  should  have  in  view. 

Bead  a  resolution  of  the  Agricultural  Society  of  Kamouraska,  praying 
the  Council  to  allow  them  to  expend  all  the  funds  of  the  Society  in  the 
establishment  of  a  model  farm. 

Resolved, — That  before  granting  the  request,  the  Committee  deems  it 
their  duty  to  recommend  Ihe  Council  to  exact  that  the  Agricultural  Society 
of  Kamouraska  should  submit  to  the  Council  a  project  of  the  organization 
and  conditions  for  the  management  of  this  model  farm ;  and  so  as  to  retard 
as  little  as  possible  the  operations  of  the  year,  the  explanations  furnished  by 
the  Society  of  Kamouraska  should  be  submitted  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
which  shall  be  authorized  to  decide  upon  them  in  last  resort. 

Eead  a  letter  from  Mr.  Evans,  Secretary-  of  the  Montreal  Agricultural 
Society,  pri]|^ng  that  this  Society  be  in  the  future  allowed  to  dispense 
with  prizes  for  agricultural  products,  and  that  it  be  permitted  to  employ 
its  funds  exclusively  in  the  encouragement  of  fruits  and  horticultural 
products. 

The  Committee  deem  it  their  duty  to  recommend  that  this  petition  be 
granted,  as  the  law  regulating  these  societies  does  not  forbid  it. 

Bead  a  letter  from  the  Honorable  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture, 
dated  the  16th  of  November  last,  praying  that  the  petition  of  Mr.  Kerouak, 
editor  of  the  Revue  Agricole^  asking  for  a  supplementary  grant  for  that 
joomal,  be  examined. 

After  discussion,  the  Committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  Council  of  Agri- 
culture would  be  disposed  to  favor  the  publication  of  a  journal  of  agriculture, 
as  soon  as  the  G-ovemment  shall  have  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Council  a 
sum  sufficient  to  allow  of  the  publication ;  such  sum,  according  to  the  pro- 
mise made  in  the  House  bv  the  Honorable  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture 
himself,  to  be  taken  from  tlie  unexpended  balance  of  $50,000  voted  annually 
for  agriculture  in  this  Province.  The  Secretary  of  the  Council  is  requested 
to  communicate  with  the  Government  on  the  matter. 

The  Secretary  then  reads  the  report  of  the  Committee  upon  Agricul- 
ture (of  the  Legislature  of  Quebec),  and  the  consideration  thereof  by  the 
Committee  is  deferred. 

Bead  a  letter  from  Mr.  McEachran,  praying  the  Council  to  appoint  a 
Committee  of  Examiners  to  examine  the  pupils  who  will  this  year  present 
themselves  for  final  examination  for  the  diploma  of  Veterinary  Surgeon. 
Mr.  McEachran  suggests  the  names  of  several  veterinary  surgeons,  and 
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concludes  his  letter  by  inviting  the  members  of  the  Couhcil  to  visit  the 
veterinary  school  at  any  hour  most  convenient  to  them. 

The  Committee  after  consideration,  deem  it  their  duty  to  recommend 
Mr.  McEachran  to  choose  his  examiners  solely  from  among  the  veterinary 
surgeons  of  this  Province,  at  the  same  time  suggesting  the  names  of  Dr. 
J.  0.  Beaubien  and  Dr.  Tetu  as  examiners. 

And  the  Committee  adjourns.

The  Council  haying  discussed  each  paragraph  of  the  report  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  approves  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on 
the  subject  of  the  petition  of  the  Society  of  Agriculture  No.  2  of  the 
County  of  Charlevoix,  seeing  the  exceptional  circumstances V|n  which  the 
said  Society  is  placed. 

The  answer  of  the  Committee  to  the  letter  of  the  Honorable  the  Com- 
missioner of  Agriculture  and  Public  Works  upon  the  subject  of  the 
causeries  azficoles  (agricultural  lectures)  of  Mr.  Barnard,  is  amended  in  the 
following  manner,  by  adding  the  words  *'that  the  journal  once  established 
and  its  distribution  organized,  the  Council  will  take  into  consideration  the 
IKWsibility  of  distributing  the  pamphlet.** 

The  Council  also  approves  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive 
Committee  on  the  subject  of  the  formation  of  a  model  farm  in  the  County 
of  Kamouraska,  by  the  Agricultural  Society  of  that  County. 

And  the  Council  adjourns  until  2.30  o'clock,  pjn. 


AFTEENOON  bESSION,   2.80  P.M. 

The  same  members  being  present,  the  Council  resumes  the  considera- 
tion of  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee.  The  recommendation  of 
the  committee  upon  the  subject  of  Mr.  Evan's  letter  is  approved. 

The  Secretary  then  read  a  letter  from  the  Honorable  the  Commissioner 
of  Agriculture,  dated  oil  the  18th  November  last,  submitting  to  the  Council 
the  prayer  of  Mr.  Kferouak,  for  a  grant  to  his  "  JRevtie  Agricole'' 
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The  Conncil  approve  of  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  on  the 
matter,  and  it  is  resolved : 

That  with  the  view  of  facilitating  the  publication  of  an  agricultural 
journal,  a  committee,  composed  of  Messrs.  J.  O.  Beaubien,  Massue,  Oassa- 
vant,  Eererend  Tass6,  and  Ls.  Beaubien,  be  appointed  to  consider  the  ways 
and  means  most  suitable  to  attain  such,  and  to  rei>ort  at  the  next  meeting. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  upon  Mr.  McEachran's  letter  is 
approved. 

Read  a  letter  from  Mr.  Chevalier,  veterinary  surgeon,  asking  the 
Council  whether,  by  means  of  a  small  salary,  there  would  not  be  means  of 
the  Agricultural  Societies  of  every  district  employing  a  veterinary  surgeon. 

Mr.  Benoit  gives  notice  of  the  following  motion :  The  members  of  the 
Council  are  resi)ectfully  invited  to  study  the  following  question,  for  diii» 
cnssion  at  the  next  meeting,  to  wit : 

Whether  it  would  not  be  useful  to  assist  veterinary  surgeons,  holding 
diplomas,  and  who  are  well  qualified,  to  establish  themselves  in  our 
country  parts,  and  what  would  be  the  best  means  of  rendering  this  pro- 
fession honorable  and  remune^tive. 

Mr.  L.  Beaubien,  president  of  the  Executive  Committee,  then  reports 
verbally  ui>on  the  examination  made  by  that  committee,  and  the  answers 
given  by  the  Agricultural  Societies  to  the  series  of  questions  addressed  to 
them.  After  hearing  the  explanations  of  Mr.  Beaubien,  the  Coimeil 
requests  the  Committee  to  examine  the  other  answers  sent  in  between  the 
present  time  and  the  next  meeting,  and  to  report  thereon. 

Bead  a  letter  from  Mr.  Pagnuelo,  with  reference  to  the  claim  of  the 
Ladies  of  the  Hotel  Dieu  upon  the  Mile-End  property.  This  letter  k 
referred  to  the  Exhibition  Committee. 

The  President  draws  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to  the  statement 
made  by  the  Honorable  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  that  probably 
within  a  few  days  he  might  have  new  proposals,  from  the  Federal  G-ovem- 
ment,  to  submit  to  the  Ov^uncil,  with  reference  to  the  Logan  farm  property. 

Besolved :  That  this  Council  thinks  that  it  would  not  be  advantageous 
to  change  ils  decision  as  to  the  construction  of  permanent  buildings  in 
which  to  hold  the  Provincial  Exhibition  upon  the  property  owned  by  it  at 
Mile-End,  and  it  consequently  authorises  the  President  of  the  Council  to 
eommunieate  with  the  Honorable  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and 
Public  Works,  to  inform  him  of  the  reasons  which  guided  the  Council  in 
its  action  in  this  matter,  and  to  request  him  to  approve  of  the  decision. 

Bead  a  letter  from  Mr.  Bodden,  praying  the  Council  to  make  a  gnmt 
to  the  Ayrshire  Breeder's  Association^  to  enable  it  to  publish  an  AyrAire 
Herd  Book  for  the  whole  Dominion. 
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Resolved :  That  this  Oonncil  appreciates  the  importance  of  the  pnbli- 
eation  of  this  book,  grants  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  (|50),  and  at  the  same 
time  regrets  that,  under  the  present  circumstances,  it  cannot  do  more. 

And^the  Council  adjourns.

COMMITTEE  UPON  THE  AGRICULTURAL  JOURNAL. 


REPORT. 

Montreal,  6th  March,  1876. 

Your  Committee  has  the  honor  to  report  : 

That  it  again  occupied  itself  with  the  question  of  the  establishment  of 
an  illustrated  journal  of  Agriculture,  and  submits  the  following  report : — 

There  is  not  a  question  which  has  been  more  carefully  studied  by  the 
Council  than  this  question  of  a  journal ;  it  has,  so  to  speak,  taken  up  more 
time  than  all  other  questions  with  which  we  have  been  occupied.  It 
unceasingly  reappeared  with  new  changes,  by  which  it  was  hoped  that  the 
obstacles  thereto  might  be  overcome,  so  great  was  the  desire  of  the  Council 
to  supply  the  country  with  this  importwt  means  of  improvement,  and  so 
was  felt  the  immediate  necessity  of  this  publication. 

The  publication  of  an  illustrated  journal  of  Agriculture,  whoso  distri- 
bution would  be  in  great  part  regulated  by  the  Council,  is  what  has  been 
proposed  by  us  for  a  long  time. 

We  have  added  the  distribution  would  be  in  great  part  regulated  by 
the  Council. 

In  fact,  the  founding  or  the  encouraging  of  a  journal  already  establish- 
ed is  not  an  enterprise  that  offers  great  difficulties  before  which  we  should 
stay  for  an  instant.  We  find  a  journal  already  established,  and  we  grant 
it  a  certain  sum  more  or  less  large ;  or.  he  who  is  to  establish  the  journal 
receives  a  promise  or  guarantee  that  he  will  receive  during  so  many  years 
a  certain  sum,  provided  that  he  publishes  a  certain  number  of  copies 
monthly  or  yearly,  and  provided  that  his  editor  be  appointed  by  the  Conn* 
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cil ;  and  without  further  difficulty  the  afiair  is  accomplished  and  an  illus- 
trated agricultural  journal  is  established.  Endeavors  to  spread  the 
circulation  thereof  will  be  more  or  less  made,  the  journal  will  regularly 
receive  its  grant,  whether  its  subscription  list  is  or  is  not  increased;, 
whether  the  good  it  is  called  upon  to  do  be  great  or  small,  the  machine  will 
be  kept  in  operation,  hoping  always  that  by  its  means  to  arrive  at  a  better 
result,  up  to  a  time,  as  it  has  more  than  once  happened,  when  we  see  that 
we  do  not  attain  our  object  and  indeed  are  far  from  it,  and  that  we  will 
never  be  able  to  effectually  work  upon  an  agricultural  population. 

It  is  thus  that,  up  to  the  present  time  journals  of  agriculture,  with 
however  much  zeal  on  the  i>art  of  their  founders  and  editors,  have  appeared 
above  the  horizon,  have  languished  for  a  time,  and  of  the  whole  there  now 
remain  two  only,  which  are  far  from  being  prosperous. 

The  Council  of  Agriculture  can  not  only  wish  for  a  journal  published 
with  ability,  maintaining  itself  or  at  least  having  a  regular  circulation.  It 
requires  more  than  this.  It  requires  a  journal  that  will  assuredly  reach  the 
persons  and  all  the  persons  whom  it  is  our  mission  to  instruct.  The  Ooun- 
cil  must  carefully  watch  over  the  distribution  of  the  journal,  accompany 
it,  as  it  were,  through  the  country  until  it  reaches  the  place  where  it  is 
destined  to  exercise  its  healthy  effect,  and  bring  about  the  results  which  we- 
have  a  right  to  expect — in  the  household  of  the  farmer. 

We  must  not  wait  until  the  farmer  comes  into  the  town  or  place  where 
the  paper  is  published  to  subscribe  to  it,  or  even  until  he  correspNond» 
with  that  view.  The  journal  destined  to  instruct  him,  to  bring  him  good 
i^ews  of  proper  farming,  must,  so  to  speak,  be  brought  into  his  house.  That 
is  the  reason  of  our  siding  "whose  distribution  must  in  great  part  be 
regulated  by  the  Council."  In  this  lies  the  whole  secret  of  the  good 
that  may  be  effected  by  the  journal,  and  the  Council  alone,  which  has  in  its. 
hands  the  management  of  the  Societies  of  Agriculture  can  assure  this  dis- 
tribution which  is  indispensable  to  a  good  result. 

The  preceding  observations  will  show  that  our  committee  on  the 
establishment  of  a  journal  of  agriculture  can  not  recommend  the  system 
which  will  be  the  least  expensive,  but  also  the  least  efiective,  that  of  simply 
allowing  a  grant  to  one  or  more  journals,  but  that  it  deems  it  to  be  its  duty 
on  the  contrary  to  recommend  a  system  which  has  at  any  rate  already  been 
discussed  and  which  assures  to  the  journal  an  effective  and  intelligent  dis- 
tribution and  an  immediate  action  on  the  agricultural  class.  The  committee 
can  not  advise  any  other  system. 

It  consists  in  addressing  the  paper  directly  to  all  the  members  of  the 
Societies  of  Agriculture,  and  retaining  out  of  their  subscription,  inpayment 
of  this  journal,  the  sum  of  thirty  conte  per  member  or  subscription.  We 
count  about  7,000  members  speaking  the  French  language  in  our  Agricul- 
tural Societies.  For  the  8,000  English  speaking  members,  it  is  not  for  the 
moment  the  question  to  fxunish  them  with  a  journal,  seeing  that  already 
they  can  moke  their  choice,  which  indeed  a  great  many  have  done,,  froia 
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among  the  many  excellent  journals  published  in  the  English  language,  and 
which  reach  them  at  a  cheap  rate. 

But  for  this  sum  of  thirty  cents  we  cannot  publish  a  good  journal.  We 
have  vainly  attempted  it,  and  it  would  be  dangerous  at  present  to  deprive 
the  Agricultural  Societies  of  more  than  thirty  per  cent,  of  their  voluntary 
subscriptions,  many  of  these  Societies  having  already  contracted  different 
engagements  that  absorb  more  or  less  of  their  resources ;  others  refquiring 
the  larger  part  of  these  resources  to  be  able  to  follow  out  the  programme 
of  operations  prescribed  by  the  Council. 

After  many  discussions,  many  conversations  that  we  do  not  mention, 
we  arrived  at  the  following  results,  which  we  succinctly  present : 

To  properly  publish  an  illustrated  journal  of  agriculture,  distribute  it 
and  address  it  directly  to  7,000  subscribers,  pay  the  costs  of  carriage,  it 
would  require  for  the  publisher  a  sum  of  seventy-five  cents  per  subscriber, 
at  twelve  numbers  in  the  year  of  sixteen  pages  each,  well  illustrated. 

In  this  journal  too  notices  and  proceedings  of  the  Council  would  be 
published  gratuitously,  but  the  Council  would  have  to  pay  the  editor  and 
reporter,  whose  maintenance  would  be  left  to  it.  Outside  the  list  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Societies  of  Agriculture  the  publisher  might  fix  the  subscription 
price  of  the  paper  at  one  dollar. 

,The  journal,  without  being  the  organ  of  the  Council,  will  be  edited  by 
an  editor  of  its  choice,  and  an  editing  committee,  whose  articles,  subject  to 
'  the  .approval  of  the  editor,  shall  be  properly  remunerated.  So  that  the 
journal  should  immediately  reach  the  persons  for  whom  it  is  intended,  that 
is  the  farmers,  as  is  the  case  with  the  publication  of  the  Journal  of  Edt$eation, 
the  Province  must  come  to  its  assistance  with  its  resources.  And  it  did  ao 
decide  at  the  last  session.  Otherwise  we  will  have  papers  that  will  be  far 
from  doing  the  good  that  they  are  called  upon  to  do. 

Seven  thousand  subscribers  will  immediately  receive  the  journal,  with- 
out counting  the  subscribers  outside  the  Agricultural  Societies.  What  a 
grand  result  shall  we  not  have  the  right  to  expect  from  this  profuse  distribu- 
•  tion  by  the  Province  of  sound  ideas  upon  agriculture  to  a  populati<m 
naturally  laborious  and  intelligent,  but  not  now  in  contact  with  agricul- 
tural progress  which  will  be  brought  to  it  every  month  by  the  illustn^ted 
sheet  The  latter  will  necessarily  8i>eak  to  their  eyes,  even  if  they  do  not 
read  it  themselves  or  have  it  read  to  them  by  their  children.  And  to  arrive  at 
this  end  with  the  system  now  in  use  how  many  years  would  we  be  obliged 
to  wait  ?  And  can  we  wait  a  long  time  before  we  enter  upon  those  paths 
which  it  will  be  necessary  to  take  to  improve  our  system  of  agriculture  ? 

When  would  the  journals  that  we  now  have  and  which  are  certainly 
edited  with  ability,  have,  even  with  suitable  assistance,  but  without  the 
system  proposed  by  us,  eight  or  nine  thousand  subscribers.  Let  us  suppose 
in  our  Province  6  or  6,000  only  reading  a  truly  agricultural  journal.  What 
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happy  results  could  we  not  look  for  ?    And  certainly  by  adopting  the*  sys- 
tem we  propose,  eight  thousand  would  receive  it. 

This  system  would  necessitate  in  addition  to  the  thirty  cents  per 
member  of  the  societies,  an  annual  sum  of  $4,500,  which  would  include 
the  salary  of  the  editor  and  editing  committee.  In  considering  the  amount 
let  us  also  consider  the  result  to  be  obtained,  and  of  these  50  or  |60,000 
which  the  Province  devotes  yearly  to  agriculture,  what  sum  could  be  bet- 
ter or  as  well  employed  as  this?  The  journal  of  Education  costs  nearly 
this  sum  to  the  Province  if  it  does  not  cost  more  ;  it  is  certainly  not  caUea 
u]x>n  to  do  greater  service. 

The  Council  would  make  a  saving  by  not  insisting  upon  the  right  of 
api>ointing  the  editor,  but  we  are  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  false  economy. 

We  submit  you  this  report,  after  having  had  long  interviews  with  the 
proprietors  of  the  principal  french  journals  of  agriculture  in  the  Province. 
After  Iheir  long  and  continued  efforts  to  sustain  their  journals  and  thus 
render  a  real  service  to  agriculture  they  deserve  to  be  heard  and  consulted. 
After  having  seen  them,  met  here  at  our  request,  we  can  state  with  satis- 
tisfaction  that  if  our  propositions  are  favorably  received  in  the  proper 
quarter,  we  would  before  long  see  concentrated  ui>on  one  good  publication 
ail  the  efforts  of  those  who,  from  all  parts  of  the  Province,  wish  to  make 
our  agricultural  population,  so  steady,  adroit  and  laborious,  a  prosperous 
people,  upon  a  soil  that  will  amply  remunerate  them  for  their  toil,  winch 
is  now  not  the  case  in  many  places  at  least. 

Once  the  people  became  accustomed  to  receive  and  read  the  agricul- 
tural journals,  the  movement  (meet  started  and  a  numerous  list  of  subscrib- 
ers formed,  we  should  be  spared  this  annual  expense ;  but  without  the 
means  of  which  we  speak,  when  wUl  a  journal  for  the  good  of  the  country 
eTen  count  T  to  8,000  subscribers  ? 

The  Council  has  not  at  its  disposal  sufficient  fands  to  meet  such  an 
expenditure,  and  it  depends  upon  the  statements  of  the  minister  of  agri- 
culture made  during  the  last  session,  for  the  hope  that  for  this  useful  and 
necessary  work,  the  publication  of  a  journal  of  agriculture  well  distributed 
tkrcmghout  and  by  tiie  country,  the  fundi  will  not  be  wanting.

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.SECOND  BEPORT  OP  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  JOURNAL 

OF  AaRIOULTURE. 


A  few  words  of  explanation  will  probably  explain  the  nature  of  the 
proposal  made  to  the  Council  bythe  Committee  on  the  Journal. 

We  might  state  that  it  would  be  possible  to  commence  the  work  imme- 
diately, not  because  we  are  in  a  position  to  expect  to  receive,  before  the 
next  session,  the  sum  deemed  requisite  $4,500,  but  we  know  that,  from 
letters  from  tiie  Department  of  Agriculture,  there  remains  unexpended  of 
the  grants  for  last  year  to  Agricultural  Societies,  a  sum  of  $1,600.  This 
surplus  item,  from  what  the  Hon.  Mr.  Ghkrneau  said  in  the  House,  should 
be  given  to  the  journal  of  agriculture.  If,  as  we  expect,  we  could  depend 
upon  the  Grovernment  grant,  to  acquire  during  next  session  from  the 
house  a  sufficient  sum  to  complete  the  above  mentioned  amount,  there  is 
nothing  to  prevent  us  from  commencing  the  work  at  once. 

If  the  Council  would  allow  the  Committee  to  suggest  the  name  of  the 
editor,  we  would  state  that  we  seem  justified  in  proposing  that  of  Mr. 
Samard,  who,  as  we  know,  has  already  shown  ample  abilities,  both  as  a 
lecturer  and  a  writer,  upon  agriculture,  and  we  might  add,  which  is  not 
the  least  qualification,  as  a  practical  farmer  also. 

We  attach  a  great  importance  to  the  editing  committee ;  whose  articles 
when  deemed  worthy  of  being  inserted,  and  when  inserted,  are  to  be  paid 
for. 

We  know  that  a  good  editor  would  tell  us  that  he  might  do  without 
the  committee ;  but  we,  who  have  in  view  the  spreading  the  journal  as 
much  as  the  desire  to  see  it  well  edited,  to- render  it  popular,  cause  it  to 
be  read  and  sought  after  by  all,  hope  by  the  means  of  the  editing  com- 
mittee to  attain  the  latter  end.  Contributions  will  come  from  various 
parts  of  the  country,  information  from  all  parts,  and  everywhere  also  will 
the  interest  in  the  agricultural  journal  arise.  Persons  will  write  so  as  to 
have  what  they  write  read,  and  read  by  their  neighbours,  by  those  whom 
they  know.  The  editing  committee  will  then  have  for  its  principal  effort 
the  making  of  our  paper  the  paper  of  all,  and  of  all  localities ;  and  terri- 
torial considerations  will  no  longer  appear  to  become  once  more  a  source 
of  weakness  and  of  embarrassment. 

Cheai>er  proposals  than  those  mentioned  in  our  report  have  already 
been  made  to  us ;  but  we  have  always  found,  when  set  to  work,  that  the 
true  cost  would  doubtless  reach  far  above  the  ofter  made.  Further,  since 
we  have  been  examining  the  question,  we  have  become  convinced  that  the 
journal  could  never  be  published  under  76  cents  per  number,  and  we  now 
have  no  faith  in  any  proposals  that  would  be  made  to  us  at  a  smaller 
figure. 
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As  publishers,  we  advise  taking  the  present  proprietor  of  the  Revue 
Agricole  (Mr.  K^rooak),  and  that  of  the  Gazette  des  Campagnes  (Mr.  Prouix), 
at  the  price  above  mentioned,  and  this  for  many  reasons.  First,  thej 
have  already  agreed  upon  that  amount ;  then  these  two  papers  have  a  list 
of  subscribers  which  would  be  used  by  the  new  journal ;  and  lastly,  we 
no  longer  have  it  said  that  we  gave  one  district  more  than  another.  Each 
jonmal  has  its  protectors  and  its  friends.  Every  one  would  be  content  uid 
satisfied.  All  reproaches  and  recriminations  would  cease,  and  all  for  the 
same  price.     This  would  be  to  make  peace  on  easy  terms. 

These  are  a  few  considerations  which  we  deem  it  necessary  to  submit 
to  completely  explain  what  was  left  unexplained  in  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee upon  the  journal.

COUNCIL  OF  AaRIOULTURE  OF  THE  PROVINCE  OF  QUEBEC. 


MoirrREAL,  7th  June,  1876. 

Pbesemt: — The  Honorables  J.  O.  Beaubien  and  Boss,  and  Messrs.  L. 
Beaubien,  Benoit,  Blackwood,  Casavant,  Deblois,  Faribault,  Q-audet, 
Gray,  Levesque,  Marsan,  Massue,  Eevd.  M.  Pilote  and  Sommerville. 

The  Vice-President  having  taken  the  chair,  the  Secretary  reads  the 
minutes  of  the  last  meeting,  which  are  confirmed. 

Pursuant  to  notice  of  motion,  given  at  the  last  meeting,  Mr.  Benoit, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Deblois,  moves : 

1st.  That  to  assist  veterinary  surgeons  holding  diplomas  it  be  resolved : 
That  when  a  society  shall  own,  for  its  own  use  and  profit,  animals  to 
improve  the  breed,  such  society  shall  be  obliged,  under  the  penalty  of 
losing  a  sum  of  $100  out  of  its  annual  grant,  to  have  the  same  attended 
when  sick  by  the  veterinary  surgeon  or  one  of  the  veterinary  surgeons 
holding  diplomas,  resident  in  the  county. 

2nd.  The  Societies  of  Agriculture  are  requested  to  make  arrange- 
ments with  the  veterinary  surgeons,  by  which  clubs  amongst  the  societies' 
members  iBfay  be  formed,  so  that  their  animals,  when  sick,  may  be  treated 
by  them ;  or  in  some  other  way  to  attain  the  wished  for  end. 
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8rd.  The  Societies  of  Agriculture  in  any  district  in  which  one  or  more 
veterinary  sur^^eons  reside,  shall  be  obliged  to  take  one  of  them  as  arbitra- 
tor at  their  different  exhibitions,  who  shall  decide  (when  required  by  the 
judges)  the  doubtful  cases  of  age,  infirmity,  &c.  The  veterinary  surgeon, 
if  he  wishes  to  be  employed  as  such,  shall  be  obliged  to  notify  the  Presi- 
dent of  each  society  of  his  presence  eight  days  before  the  exhibition.  And 
every  Society  of  Agriculture  in  a  district  in  which  one  or  more  veterinary 
surgeons  shall  reside,  shall  be  obliged  to  pay  an  indemnity  of  $10  per  day 
to  every  veterinary  surgeon  who  shall  have  acted  as  arbitrator. 

4th.  The  Societies  of  Agriculture  of  every  district  in  which  one  or 
more  veterinary  surgeons  holding  diplomas  shall  reside  shall  be  obliged,  if 
such  veterinary  surgeon  or  surgeons  give  notice,  to  procure  for  their  mem- 
bers, at  least  once  a  year,  lectures  by  one  of  such  surgeons,  on  the  treat- 
ment of  animals,  the  construction  of  stables,  hygiene,  improvement  of 
breeds,  &c.,  the  societies  shall  pay  a  suitable  remuneration  to  the  surgeon 
who  shall  deliver  such  lectures. 

After  discussion  upon  the  motion,  it  was  decided  to  refer  it  to  the 
executive  committee,  which  is  further  specially  entrusted  to  discuss  and 
report  upon  it. 

The  meeting  then  reads  the  following  report  from  the  Bxecutive 
Committee. 

Executive  Committee, 

Montreal,  6ih  June,  1876. 

Present : — Messrs.  L.  Beaubien,  Casavant,  Massue  and  Sommerville. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  were  read  and  confirmed. 

Sead  a  letter  from  Mr.  McEachran,  praying  the  Council  to  recommend 
a  supplementary  grant  so  that  a  course  of  lectures  in  the  French  language 
may  be  given  at  the  Veterinary  College. 

The  Executive  Committee  recommend  that  the  Government  be 
requested  to  allow  a  supplementary  grant  for  this  purpose,  as  the  Council 
of  Agriculture  has  not  at  its  disposal  funds  to  attain  the  desired  end. 

The  question  of  the  Journal  of  Apiculture  was  then  discussed,  and  a 
report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Journal  was  read  at  the  same  time  as  a 
rei>ort  of  the  Exhibition  Committee.  It  was  decided  to  submit  both  reports 
to  the  Council  of  Agriculture-

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The  proceedings  of  the  Executive  Committee  having  been  approved 
by  the  Council,  the  secretary  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  upon  the 
Journal  of  Agriculture^  and  after  discussion,  Mr.  Levesque,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Benoit,  moved : 

That  the  report  of  the  Committee  upon  the  Journal  which  has  just 
been  read,  be  approved,  and  that  the  President  of  the  Council  be  requested 
to  communicate  with  the  Government  of  this  Province  upon  this  subject 
8o  that  an  annual  grant,  sufficient  to  assist  in  establishing  and  supporting 
the  Journal  may  be  secured. — Carried. 

Read  the  report  of  the  Committee  upon  the  Exhibition,  explaining  to 
the  Council  what  had  been  done  since  the  last  meeting,  and  giving  details 
of  the  present  condition  of  the  buildings  in  course  of  erection  for  the  next 
exhibition. 

Mr.  L.  Beaubien,  in  discussing  this  report,  proposed  to  the  Council 
that  there  should  be  held  an  industrial  exhibition  at  the  same  time  as  the 
agricultural  exhibition,  both  under  the  control  of  the  Council;  and  to  attain 
this  end  he  suggests  that  the  building  for  fowls  now  being  erected  should 
be  used,  by  adding  a  gallery  around  the  inside,  and  an  additional  building 
outside,  as  may  be  found  necessary. 

After  discussion  for  and  against,  the  President  suggests  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  should  suspend  their  discussion,  and  invites  them  all  to 
visit  the  exhibition  grounds  and  ascertain  for  themselves  whether  Mr. 
Beaubien's  proposal  is  practicable.  The  Council  having  accepted  the  Pre- 
sident's proposal,  and  agreed  to  meet  at  2  p.m.,  adjourns. 


SITTINGS  AT   2   O'CLOCK,  P.M. 

The  members  of  the  Council  visit  the  exhibition  grounds  and  build- 
ings, and  on  their  return  express  their  entire  satisfaction  to  the  exhibition 
committee  with  the  elegance  of  the  buildings  and  the  solidity  of  the  work, 
and  the  arrangement  of  the  buildings  upon  the  grounds. 

Permission  is  afterwards  granted  to  a  deputation  from  the  Richmond 
College  to  present  itself  before  the  Council.  This  deputation  sets  forth 
that  the  Richmond  College  established  an  agricultural  school  at  Richmond, 
always  depending  upon  the  promises  made  by  the  Council  that  such  school 
would  receive  the  same  annual  grant  as  the  other  agricultural  schools,  and 
that  notwithstanding  its  frequent  application  it  has  as  yet  only  received 
$800  from  the  Grovernment.

Ex-Provincial  Treasurer  so  that  the  sum  required  for  the  school  should  be 
included  in  the  subsidies  and  estimates  of  the  year,  and  that  they  regret 
that,  as  it  had  not  been  so  included,  they  found  that  they  were  unable  to 
pay  the  grant  to  the  Eichmond  school,  their  own  funds  being  already 
insufficient  to  meet  the  obligations  contracted  with  the  other  agricultursd 
schools  in  the  Province. 

At  this  stage  of  the  proceedings  the  Hon.  J.  J.  Ross,  in  the  name  of  the 
Grovemment,  assures  the  delegation  that  the  G-ovemment  would  see  that 
the  grant  allowed  to  the  other  agricultural  schools  would'  be  paid  to  that 
of  Eichmond. 

Mr.  T.  White,  President  of  the  Board  of  Arts  and  Manufactures, 
having  been  introduced,  is  interrogated  as  to  the  possibility  of  holding  an 
industrial  exhibition  conjointly  with  the  exhibition  held  by  the  Council  of 
Agriculture. 

Mr-  White  gives  some  explanation  upon  the  present  difficult  position* 
of  the  Council  of  Arts  and  Manufactures,  and  affirms  that  that  Council  can 
not  this  year  co-operate  with  the  Council  of  Agriculture  in  the  next  Pro- 
vincial Exhibition.  Mr.  White  also  expresses  the  opinion  that  even  if  we 
would  have  an  industrial  exhibition  this  year,  it  would  not  be  at  all  suc- 
•cessful ;  our  manufacturers,  having  spent  their  time,  money  and  energy  in 
preparing  to  make  a  respectable  show  at  the  Philadelphia  Centennial, 
would  not  be  disposed  to  incur  further  expense  for  a  provincial  exhibition. 

Mr.  L.  Beaubien,  seconded  by  Mr.  DeBlois,  moves  : 

That  the  next  exhibition  be  not  only  an  industrial  exhibition,  but  that 
the  Council  do  complete  it  by  adding  an  industrial  department  thereto, 
always  under  the  direction  of  the  Council;  the  permanent  building 
erected  this  year  to  be  devoted  to  this  purpose. 

This  motion  being  put  to  the  vote,  is  lost  on  the  following  division  : —

The  President  reads  a  letter  from  Mr.  F.  X.  U.  Dequoy,  setting  forth 
that  for  the  past  three  years  he  has  taken  care  of  the  offices  occupied  by 
the  Council,  that  he  has  acted  as  messenger,  &c.,  and  praying  for  a 
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Teasonable  remuneration,  wliich  he,  nevertheless,  leaves  to  the  generosity 
•of  tiie  Council. 

This  question  having  been  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  the 
<3ouncil  adjourns.

OP  THE 


AGRlCULTURiL  SCHOOL.  OF  STE.  ANSE  DE  LA  POCATIERE 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1875-76. 


To  J.  W,  Brownings  Esq.^  President  of  the  Council  of  AgricuUure  for  the 
Province  of  Quebec, 

Sib, 

It  is  with  satisfaction  that  I  now  present  you  the  Report  of  the  Agri- 
cultural School  of  Ste.  Anne,  for  the  year  beginning  on  the  1st  July,  1875» 
and  ending  the  30th  June,  1876. 

The  studies  followed  by  our  pupils,  without  being  what  might  be 
called  scientific,  nevertheless  give  them  all  the  most  important  principles 
of  the  difficult  art  of  agriculture.  In  our  programme  nothing  is  forgotten ; 
studies  of  the  soil,  manures  and  improvements ;  rotation  of  croi>s,  drainage, 
stoning ;  hygiene  and  keep  of  cattle ;  culture  of  plants,  rural  economy  and 
constructions  :  all  are  passed  in  review,  in  all  their  details  and  the 
demonstrations  that  have  been  gathered  by  us  iif  an  experience  of  now 
over  sixteen  years. 

I  have  also  found,  with  extreme  satisfaction,  that  our  pupils  acquire 
in  their  studies  solid  knowledge  upon  the  works  connected  with  Oanaidian 
Agriculture.  I  equally  can  acknowledge  that  they  give  themselves  to 
their  studies  with  delight,  taking  a  great  interest  therein,  and  thoroughly 
understanding  their  importance. 

We  do  not  expect  to  furnish  them  with  a  brilliant  course,  but  rather 
to  inculcate  practical  knowledge  connected  with  the  wants  of  our  soil  and 
climate.  The  study  of  manures  is  esi)ecially  the  object  of  very  carefiil 
attention ;  for  our  experience  has  shown  that  it  is  really  the  most  urgent 
improvement  that  we  could  introduce  into  our  system  of  agriculture. 
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"Without  this  first  improyement,  no  other  agricultural  improvement  would 
have  any  advantageous  result.  It  is,  however,  in  the  question  of  manures 
that  our  system  of  cultivation  is  the  most  imperfect,  and  you  understand, 
sir,  as  well  as  ourselves,  how  important  it  is  that  we  should  give  to  this 
subject  all  possible  development.  "We  are  thoroughly  convinced  that  frovk 
the  time  that  we  could  succeed  in  making  not  only  our  pupils,  but  all  the 
farmers  in  the  Province  understand  that  without  manure  it  is  impossible 
to  farm  io  any  advantage,  from  Ihat  time  we  state  Canadian  farming  would 
have  taken  a  large  stride  in  the  i>ath  of  progress. 

As  a  pendent  to  the  question  of  manures,  we  endeavor  to  treat  of  the 
best  means  of  improving  cattle,  as  well  in  the  matter  of  meat  pro* 
ducing  as  of  manure  making.  An  elementary  course  is  not  sufficient  for 
this.  We  must  enter  into  a  host  of  details.  These  details  must  be  given 
to  our  pupils  only  in  the  terms  ordinarily  used,  within  the  reach  of  all,, 
without  entering  into  scientific  considerations,  as  the  want  of  instruction 
would  not  allow  them  to  understand  them. 

A  printed  course  of  agriculture  would  doubtless  be  of  great  service  to 
them ;  but  the  manuscript  course  that  they  receive,  the  copying  which  thej 
are  compelled  to  do  makes  it  better  understood  and  fixes  better  in  their 
memory  the  agricultural  principles  which  we  teach. 

"With  the  spirit  of  order  and  of  work  which  animates  our  pupils,  we 
are  certain  that  they  will  be  able  to  derive  great  advantages  from  our 
teaching  when  they  will  be  called  upon  in  the  near  future  to  put  them  into 
practice. 

As  far  as  concerns  the  veterinary  art  and  rural  law,  we  must  inform 
you,  sir,  that  our  pupils  understand  their  imi)ortance,  and  consequently 
give  to  them  all  the  attention  required  by  these  courses. 

To  sum  up :  the  year  just  elapsed  has,  it  seems  to  us,  been  a  successful 
one  for  the  institution,  and  this,  joined  to  the  favor  ^th  which  our  agricul-' 
tural  schools  seem  to  meet,  appears  to  us  to  be  a  good  presage  for  the 
future.

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PUPILS. 

Daring  the  year  ending  on  the  80th  June,  1876,  fifteen  pupils  entered 
the  Agricultural  School.  Their  names  are:  Emmanuel  B6dard^  Arthur 
Merest,  Alfred  Ouellet,  Phil6as  Nolin,  Taiicrede  Dionne,  Louis  Bouillon, 
David  Q-renier,  R6al  Huot,  Emile  Parot,  Edouard  Mercier,  Alphonse  Eoy, 
Pierre  Gauthier,  Flavien  Lagacfe,  Didier  Pelletier,  Eugene  Dubeau. 

Of  this  number  three  left  after  a  stay  of  only  a  few  months  in  the 
institution.  These  are:  Mr.  Edouard  Mercier,  16th  October,  1875;  Mr. 
Louis  Bouillon,  24th  December,  1875 ;  Mr.  Didier  Pelletier,  20th  April, 
1876. 

This  we  thinks  sir,  is  a  satisfactory  result.  In  the  past  years  it  often 
happened  that  a  large  number  entered  i5ie  Agricultural  School,  but  a  much 
smaller  number  persevered  to  the  end.  During  the  whole  of  the  present 
year  the  average  number  of  pupils  present  was  eleven,  which  shows  that 
we  now  have  more  of  a  truly  agricultural  vocation. 

At  any  rate,  the  care  taken  by  the  pupils,  as  well  in  their  theoretical 
studies  as  in  their  manual  labours,  shows  thai  we  are  now  making  true 
progress  in  the  quality  of  our  pupils. 

No  diploma  was  granted  during  the  course  of  the  year ;  but  three  of 
our  pupils  are  now  preparing  with  a  view  of  submitting  themselves  to  the 
necessary  examination.  Their  examination  is  fixed  for  the  first  days  of 
August  next ;  it  will  be  public.  Of  these  three  pupils,  two  have  already 
good  situations  awaiting  them  on  their  leaving  school,  and  the  third  will 
we  hope,  not  fail  to  get  a  good  situation ;  the  studiousness  of  the  latter 
and  his  intelligence,  are  a  pledge  of  his  success. 

MODEL    FARM. 

No  improvement  in  the  land  was  attempted  this  year  upon  our  farm. 
Our  want  of  means  and  the  exceptionably  unfavorable  season  prevented  all 
experiments.  All  our  work  was  confined  to  carrying  out,  as  carefully  as 
possible,  all  the  ordinary  operations  of  good  larming,  and  we  were 
recompensed  by  sufficiently  satisfactory  results. 

The  land  stoned  last  year  was  immediately  afterwards  planted  with 
root  crops.  Although  the  season  was  far  advanced,  we  nevertheless  har- 
vested, on  an  average,  500  bushels  of  roots  per  arpent.  This,  spring  the 
field  was  sown  in  wheat,  and  was  prepared  so  as  to  be  turned  into  grass 
next  year.     The  wheat  is  now  looking  well  and  promises  a  good  crop. 

Last  fall,  notwithstanding  the  unusually  early  snow,  which  delayed 
our  work,  we  were  enabled  actively  to  carry  on  the  fall  plowing ;  and 
when  the  heavy  frosts  put  an  end  to  field  work,  we  already  had  nearly 
fifty  arpents  plowed,  which  allowed  us  this  spring  to  attend  to  our  farming 
operations  in  a  mo^e  careful  manner  and  to  give  our  pupils  better  practice- 
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Everything  having  been  sown  in  more  suitable  time  will  ripen  earlier 
next  fall,  and  we  will  be  able  greatly  to  increase  our  fall  plowing. 

"With  our  climate,  we  must  always  endeavor,  as  much  as  possible,  to 
complete  the  plowing  in  the  fall.  For  the  spring  season  is  so  short,  that 
v\rithout  fall  plowing  we  could  not  complete  the  cultivation  proper  in 
suitable  time. 

On  our  farm  especially,  we  are  unusually  unfavorably  situated.  We 
know  the  necessity  for  giving  our  pupils  as  much  practice  as  possible ; 
then  the  work  performed  by  these  young  people,  like  that  of  all  persons 
unaccustomed  to  farm  work,  is  necessarily  slow, — and  without  these  fall 
plo wings  we  would  have  great  difficulty  in  sowing  at  the  proper  season. 

Our  system  of  rotation  stopped  or  rather  neglected  for  a  few  years^ 
now  takes  its  regular  course.  In  their  regular  turn  each  of  our  fields 
w^ill  be  sown  with  fodder  plants,  then  iu  cereals,  in  grass  or  pasture  land 
to  receive  at  regular  internals  a  new  crop  of  cereals,  followed  by  a  root 
crop.  This  rotation  will  be  from  ei^ht  to  nine  years  according  to  circum- 
stances. With  this  view  all  out  fields  are  separated  by  fences,  giving  to 
each  a  frontage  of  one  arpent  by  an  average  depth  of  thirteen  arpents. 

So  as  to  be  able  to  regularly  use  this  system  of  rotation,  one  of  our 
fields  is  this  year  sown  with  alimentary  roots  and  another  which  was  too 
low  in  the  centre  was  raised  by  carting  a  lot  of  earth  to  it.  This  latter 
work  of  levelling  is  still  going  on,  our  pupils  carry  it  on  assisted  only 
by  one  workman  from  France. 

In  addition,  we  have  undertaken  the  .cultivation  of  a  piece  of  land  of 
three  arpents  by  five,  reclaimed  from  the  river,  and  secured  about  five? 
years  from  the  high  tides,  by  a  dyke  or  rempart. 

The  lands  thus  reclaimed  are  very  rich  naturally,  but  are  rendered 
almost  sterile  by  the  presence  of  a  large  quantity  of  marine  salt.  The  only 
means  of  fertilizing  them,  is  to  remove  the  excess  of  this  salt.  To  effect 
this  we.  must  plow  the  land  several  times  during  the  summer  season. 
Thus  mellowed  the  rain  penetrates  the  soil  and  carries  off"  the  excess  of  salt. 
Then  we  can  cultivate  it  with  cereals  especially  oats  ;  the  land  is  then 
turned  into  pasturage.  This  pasture  is  of  excellent  quality,  and  greatly 
sought  after  by  cattle ;  we  raise  our  young  cattle  there,  and  could  even 
fatten  our  oxen  quickly  on  it. 

This  field  is  now  completely  plowed  over  for  the  first  time  ;  the  pupils 
of  the  school  still  follow  the  work  and  take  an  active  part  in  it. 

The  stock  on  the  farm  is  every  year,  more  greatly  developed,  as  well  in 
quality  as  in  quantity.  The  horned  cattle  are  especially  the  object  of  most 
careful  attention.  Our  herd  now  consists  of  thirty-eight  milch  cows  ; 
two  t)ulls,  and  twenty-two  young  animals  are  being  raised.  Of  the  thirty- 
eight  cows,  fifteen  are  pure  bred,  the  others  are  I  and  |,  of  good  quality. 
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Our  porkers  are  still  deficient,  but  have  been  improved  during  the 
past  two  years.  The  purchase  of  a  few  good  boars  would  do  a  great  im- 
provement to  the  breed. 

In  winter  the  care  of  the  farm  stock  is  entrusted  to  the  pupils,  assisted 
by  one  servant,  under  the  direction  of  the  head  farmer. 

EXPENDITUBK  OF  GRANT. 

The  total  grant  is  $2000,  of  which  $1200  come  from  the  Council  of 
Agriculture  and  $800  from  the  Provincial  Government,  for  the  year  com- 
mencing on  the  Ist  July,  1875,  and  ending  on  the  30th  June,  1876.

I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you,  in  accordance  with  the  orders  of 
the  Council,  the  Report  upon  our  School  for  1875-76.  It  will  not  be  a  long 
one,  as  last  Tear's  gave  the  most  complete  details  upon  many  points  that 
are  still  in  the  same  condition,  and  that  of  next  year  will  contain  the  ex- 
planation of  the  new  projects  that  we  have  just  commenced.  I  will  at  the 
present  time,  only  make  a  few  observations  on  certain  points  and  add  a 
4statement  of  our  accounts.

The  sum  of  $35.00  charged  to  the  Library  was  expended  in  pur- 
chasing a  certain  number  of  class  books,  which  will  be  sold  to  the  pupils 
and  the  money  thus  returned  to  the  school.' 

THE     TEACHING. 

The  last  report  explained,  in  all  its  details,  our  system  of  teaching, 
which  is  still  the  same.  We  flatter  ourselves  that  it  is  in  conformity  with 
the  best  theories  and  that  it  receives  your  approval.  It  was  drawn  up  from 
the  best  foreign  and  Canadian  authorities. 

PRACnCAL   WORK. 

The  pupils  worked  this  spring  at  least  eight  hours  per  day,  under  the 
direction  of  their  chief,  and  applied  themselves  to  all  kii^ds  of  work,  thus 
putting  in  practice  the  teaching  received  by  them  during  the  winter.  They 
showed  a  willingness  and  an  attention  that  has  not  been  witnessed  in  the 
past.  The  amount  of.  work  done  was  considerable,  and  they  have  profited 
by  it  in  more  ways  than  one.  Experience  has  shown  that  it  is  far  better 
that  the  Professor  of  Agriculture  should  also  be  the  Head  Farmer,  as  is  the 
case  here  since  the  first  of  May.  He  can  thus  apply  his  teaching,  and  the 
pupils  take  more  interest  in  the  work. 

*  The  requests  for  admission  continue  to  be  numerous.  The  bursaries 
have  all  been  long  ago  filled  for  next  year.  Before  granting  any  bursary 
we  require  the  father  of  the  child  to  declare  whether  he  sincerely  wishes 
to  make  him  a  farmer,  and  it  is  only  on  his  replying  in  the  affirmative 
that  the  bursary  is  allowed.  In  this  manner  we  are  no  longer  deceived, 
and  the  object  of  the  school  is  thus  attained. 

WORKSHOP. 

The  workshop  was  this  year  supplied  with  a  large  lathe,  capable  of 
carrying  pieces  of  wood  five  feet  long  by  fifteen  inches.     The  wood  work

was  constructed  by  the  pupils.  The  latter,  during  the  winter,  made  several 
articles  for  the  farm ;  they  made  vehicles,  repaired  instruments  and  put 
together  several  smaller  articles,  which  showed  their  skill.  They  all 
evince  tact  and  aptitude  for  this  kind  of  work. 

THE  LiiST   ENGAGEMENT. 

The  engagement  entered  into  with  the  Council  of  Agriculture  by  the 
college  was  fulfilled  as  completely  and  promptly  as  possible.  The  chief 
points  were  the  engaging  of  a  practical  farmer,  Keeping  a  complete  set  of 
books,  and  commencing  a  regular  system  of  rotation  of  crops  on  the  farm  ; 
all  which  has  been  done. 

1.  Head  Farmer. — We  have  a  new  head  farmer  in  the  person  of  Mr. 
Marsan,  our  professor  of  agriculture  and  a  member  of  your  Council ;  he 
also  has  charge  of  the  accounts.  His  extended  knowledge,  especially  of 
agriculture ;  his  activity,  economic  spirit,  perfect  honesty,  and,  lastly,  the 
double  interest  that  he  has  in  the  success  of  the  school,  give  us  reason  to 
hope  with  certainty  better  success  than  in  the  past  for  the  prosperity  of  our 
institution.  During  the  past  nine  years  we  have  had  four  different  head 
farmers,  all  of  more  than  ordinary  ability.  One  of  them  even  having  been 
sent  to  us  with  special  recommendations  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Further,  the  Council  having  thought  that  these  men  had  not  perhaps  suffi- 
cient freedom,  so  as  that  they  might  make  the  college  farm  succeed,  leased 
it  to  the  two  last,  thus  giving  them  all  possible  latitude  for  the  execution  of 
their  plans.  But  we  were  not  completely  satisfied  ;  it  happened  that  one 
of  them — a  stranger ;  he  who  was  most  recommended — l;>ft  us  in  most 
embarrassing  circumstances,  with  a  loss  of  $690. 

It  is  not  as  easy  as  it  is  thought  to  find  a  man  in  this  country  who 
imites  in  himself  all  the  qualities  necessary  to  conduct  a  school-farm,  that  is 
lequired  to  be  a  model  for  the  whole  country.  Moreover,  to  risk  the  sums 
required  to  procure  for  an  institution  of  the  kind  all  suitable  conveniences, 
we  must  have  an  experienced  and  capable  man  to  manage  it.  Would  it 
not  be  very  foolish,  and  set  a  very  bad  example  to  our  pupils,  to  make  a 
large  expenditure  solely  to  catch  the  public  eye  and  hide  und3r  a  fine  exte- 
rior the  ruin  of  our  finances  ?  It  is  doubtless  shown  by  experience  that  the 
money  spent  in  improving  the  land  is  always,  sooner  or  later,  reimbursed 
by  proportionate  and  often  much  increased  produce.  IJut  at  least,  we 
repeat  it  again,  we  want  an  able  man  to  profitably  expend  the  money. 

We  know  Mr.  Marsan  ;  he  has  been  our  agri3ultural  professor  for  the 
past  nine  years.  We  have  given  him,  by  a  notarial  agreement,  full  and 
complete  authority  to  manage  our  farm  ;  let  us  hope  that  he  will  succeed 
in  making  it  as  well  as  the  school  progress.  He  receives  from  the  college 
a  salary  of  $400  per  annum. 

2.  Accounts. — We  opened  on  the  1st  of  May  a  complete  set  of  books  by 
double  entry.  It  includes,  besides  the  journal,  the  ledger  and  cash  book» 
ih^  following  auxiliary  books  :  a  working  journal,  a  consumption  book,  a 
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store  book,  a  dairy  book,  a  book  or  table  of  observations  for  the  piggery,  a 
herd  book  and  a  poultry  book.  '  The  latter  are  books  of  details  and  in- 
formation, with  the  view  mainly  of  furnishing  agricultural  statistics.  In 
the  next  report  we  will  give  copies  of  these  various  books  so  that  they 
may  be  better  understood. 

3.  Rotation  ofcrnpa, — A  regular  and  improving  system  of  rotation  will 
be  in  active  operation  from  next  spring.  With  this  view  a  breadth  of  from 
12  to  14  arpents  in  superficies  being*  the  first  of  the  projected  rotation  was 
sown  with  root  crops  and  manured.  We  are  compelled  to  defer  to  our 
next  report  the  publication  of  the  farm  plans  shown  by  us  to  the  visitors^ 
and  the  improvements  we  propose  to  introduce.  The  numerous  engager 
ments  of  our  agent,  and  the  short  time  elapsed  since  his  entering  into  ofiBce, 
has  not  allowed  him  to  put  the  finishing  touch  upon  these  matters.  The 
whole  will  form  a  part  of  our  annual  report  to  be  presented  in  June  1877 
to  the  Council  and  the  Corporation  of  the  College. 

GENERAL   STATE   OF   OUR   INSTITUTION. 

Although  not  perfect  in  all  things,  there  are  still  deficiencies — still 
the  general  state  of  our  school  is  satisfactory  and  deserves  to  be  appre- 
ciated The  school  house,  farm  buildings,  agricultural  instruments, 
improvements  in  our  animals,  especially  in  breed,  and  of  a  portion  of  our 
soil,  and  the  theoretical  teaching,  &c.,  are  we  think  not  unworthy  of  the 
commencement  of  other  institutions  of  the  kind.  The  preceding  reports 
contain  the  most  complete  details  upon  the  various  points,  and  we  guaran- 
tee their  correctness,  which  many  can  be  attested  to  by  the  members  of 
the  Council  who  honored  us*  with  a  visit.  As  to  what  remains  to  be  done 
to  place  our  school  on  an  altogether  superior  footing  in  every  thing,  we 
think  we  have  a  right  to  claim  some  indulgence,  all  the  expense  having 
been  notably  borne  by  the  College.  A  sum  of  $2,000  per  annum  is  allowed 
us  for  teaching  and  this  is  more  than  sufficient,  but  we  receive  nothing  to 
improve  our  land.  Would  the  Grovernment  reproach  us  for  doing  less 
than  it  does  itself  for  a  work  which  seems  to  be  more  .theirs  than  ours  ? 
Without  doubt  we  would  not  draw  back  from  any  sacrifices,  if  our  means 
permitted  it ;  but  during  the  past  few  years  we  have  had  to  spend  large 
amounts,  notwithstanding  generous  assistance,  to  construct  the  fine  large 
buildings  for  the  farm  and  school,  and  also  to  add  to  the  college  a  new 
wing  that  had  become  necessary  ;  and  our  debt  has  now  been  greatly  in- 
creased. We  cannot  now  therefore  launch  into  expensive  undertakings 
the  results  of  which  are  always  doubtful.  We  must  think  of  the  College, 
which  is  our  chief  wort  before  thinking  of  the  School.  And  we  know 
that  our  Government,  which  is  so  devoted  to  the  grand  cause  of  education, 
also,  holds  more  to  the  classical  Colleges  which  are  its  chief  sources  than 
to  the  agricultural  schools,  and  that  it  would  not  force  us  to  favor  the  latter 
at  the  expense  of  the  former.  Let  us  then  be  allowed  in  time  to  do  that 
which  we  could  not  sooner  do ;  the  essential  improvements  which  were 
required  to  be  first  made  have  been  made,  and  they  are  a  sufficient  guaran- 
tee for  the  accomplishment  of  the  others.  We  dare  publicly  to  state  that 
ihe  Government  cannot  have  institutions  of  the  kind  worked  by  any  per- 
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eon  whatever  on  a  better  or  even  equal  footing  with  the  sums  allosired, 
and  we  sincerely  believe  that  these  schcfols,  as  they  now  exist,  render  «af- 
ficient  service  to  the  country,  notwithstanding  their  defects,  io  deserve  to 
be  maintained.  For  our  own  part,  this  is  our  sole  motive  for  continumg 
ours. 

Be  pleased,  Sir,  to  receive  the  present  report  with  the  expression  of 
our  highest  and  most  profound  respect.

TiP  the  Presidf*nt  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  AgricuHj/ire  of  the  Province 
of  Quebec. 

Your  Committee  has  the  honor  to  report  that  in  virtue  of  a  resolution 
of  the  Council,  it  visited  in  June  last  the  Agricultural  Schools  of  L'Assomp- 
tion  and  Ste.  Anne  la  Pocatiere. 

That  it  first  went  to  L'Assomption,  and  there  visited  the  School  and 
Farm  attached.  That  the  School  itself  seems  as  far  as  theory  is  concerned 
to  come  up  to  the  requirements  of  the  Council ;  but  your  Committee  regrets 
that  it  cannot  speak  in  praise  of  the  farm,  and  deemed  it  its  duty  to  say  that 
it  cannot  in  any  respects  be  called  a  Model  Farm.  However,  the  gentle- 
men of  the  L'Assomption  College  seem  animated  with  the  best  intentions. 

From  L'Assomption  Your  Committee  proceeded  to  Ste.  Anne,  and  after 
a  careful  examination  of  the  School  and  Farm,  is  pleased  to  be  able  to 
report  that  it  found  the  School  house  in  better  order  than  on  preceding 
visits  ;  and  as  to  the  Farm,  used  as  a  field  for  practice,  it  found  a  good  sys- 
tem of  cultivation  in  use,  showing  that  the  theory  taught  in  the  School 
was  understood. 

On  the  Farm  Your  Committee  iound  th'>  pupils  of  the  Agricultural 
School  wbrkinff  in  an  intelligent  manner. 


*r> 


Your  Committee  also  visited  the  dairy,  stables,  piggeries,  pastures  and 
the  cattle  in  the  Farm ;  it  noticed  with  pleasure  that,  in  accordance  with 
the  desire  of  the  Council  of  Agriculture,  the  cattle  belonging  to  the  Model 
Farm  (and  they  are  good)  have  been  separated  from  those  of  the  corpora- 
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tion  of  the  College,  Finally  after  mature  deliberation,  Your  Committee 
has  come  to  tlie  conclusion  that^the  Agricultural  School  of  St.  Anno  is  b\ 
a  fair  way  of  progress,  and  it  entertains  no  doubt  that  it  is  an  institution 
that  will  in  a  few  years  be  useful  to  the  country  as  well  in  respect  of  sound 
theoretical  as  of  practical  agriculture.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Montreal 
Veterinary  College  for  the  past  session. 

In  my  last  report  I  indicated  that  the  new  college  buildings,  then  in 
course  of  erection,  were  exi>ected  to  be  ready  for  occupation  at  the 
opening  of  the  session  on  the  5  th  of  October,  which  I  am  happy  to  say 
was  accomplished. 

At  the  inaugural  address,  which  I  had  the  privilege  to  deliver,  we 
were  honored  by  having  present  the  Honorable  P,  G-arneau,  Commissioner 
of  Agriculture  and  Public  Works,  Province  of  Quebec,  who  occupied  the 
chair,  Professor  J.  W.  Dawson,  Mc&ill  University,  Hon.  Attomey-G-eneral 
Church,  Hon.  Dr.  J.  J.  Ross,  Eev.  F.  Pilote,  His  Worship  Mayor  Kingston, 
Mayor  of  Montreal,  A.  W.  Ogilvie,  M.P.P.,  J.  W.  McGauvran,  M.P.P., 
Geo.  A.  Drummond,  Esq.,  Thos.  White,  Jr.,  James  Ferrier,  Jr.,  Dr.  Scott, 
Dr.  Schmidt,  Dr.  Bell,  Dr.  Fisher,  Alex.  Waddell,  M.M.C.H.,  Quebec,  Alex. 
Sommerville,  Esq.,  L.  W.  Blackwood,  Jr.,  Wm.  Patterson,  M.R.O.V.S.,  J.  A.

After  the  lecture  the  gentlemen  present 
visited  the  museum,  stables,  dissecting  room,  &c.,  and  expressed  themselvea 
as  highly  pleased  with  the  arrangement  and  suitableness  of  every  depart- 
ment.

I  have  much  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  attendance  of  the  studentK 
in  all  the  classes  was  regular,  and  several  of  them  attained  a  high  state 
of  proficiency. 

The  dissecting  room  was  opened  early,  and  a  larger  nuHiber  of 
subjects  were  dissected  than  in  any  former  session.  Experiments  ofj 
various  kinds  were  carried  on  during  the  session.  As  will  be  seen  by 
reference  to  enclosed  prospectus,  the  large  number  of  1664  horses,  50  cows, 
1  sheep,  116  dogs,  6  cats  and  1  pig  received  medical  and  surgical  treatment 
during  seven  months,  thus  affording  excellent  opportunities  of  acqmrin<^ 
practical  knowledge. 

At  an  early  part  of  the  session,  a  Veterinary  Medical  Association  was 
formed  in  connection  with  the  College,  having  for  its  object  the  mutual 
improvement  of  its  members  and  the  advancement  and  diffusion  oi 
veterinary  knowledge  by  the  reading  of  pajyers  and  discussion  of  subjects 
relating  to  veterinary  science;  the  members  consistiug  of  graduates  and 
students  a£  recognized  veterinary  colleges.  | 

No  less  than  40  members  joined  the  Association,  and  I  am  happy  to 
say  that  the  Success  attained  was  far  beyond  our  most  sanguine  expecta- 
tions. During  the  session,  fifteen  meetings  were  held  and  fourteen 
ezicdlent  papers  were  read  and  discussed,  besides  a  very  large  number  of 
interesting  communications  of  cases.  The  effect  of  the  Association  has 
been  very  marked  in  creating  an  increased  interest  in  professional  reading* 
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among  Ihe  students  to  enable  them  to  take  part  in  the  discussions,  and 
among  the  general  public  to  give  those  of  them  who  visited  our  meetings 
or  read  the  rei)orts  a  more  correct  appreciation  of  the  scientific  importance 
of  the  profession. 

The  examinations  were  concluded  on  the  29th  March,  by  a  Board  of 
Examiners  appointed  by  the  Council  of  Agriculture,  consisting  of  the  Hon.

At  the  University  examinations  on  Chemistry  and  Physiology,  Messrs. 
Lyford  and  McLaughlin  were  specially  complimented  on  the  high  per- 
centage of  marks  they  had  obtained. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  college  has  during  the  past  year  made 
considerable  progress,  and  it  is  encouraging  to  fihd  that  the  graduates  are 
giving  entire  satisfaction,  and  are  meeting  with  considerable  success 
wherever  they  are  located. 

There  yet  remains  much  to  be  done  to  place  the  college  on  that  footing 
of  efficiency  which  is  very  desirable  it  should  attain.  In  the  first  place,  a 
well  filled  library  is  a  desideratum.  During  last  session,  a  commencement 
was  made  by  the  purchase  of  a  few  books  from  the  funds  of  the  associa- 
tion. Several  volumes  were  kindly  contributed  by  the  Council  of  Agri- 
culture and  a  few  by  members  and  friends  of  the  College.  It  is  intended 
to  devote  all  the  surplus  funds  of  the  association  for  this  purpose,  but  the 
sum  available  from  this  source  is  so  small  that  it  will  be  many  years  before 
the  library  will  attain  the  completeness  which  its  importance  to  the  college 
necessitates. 

Secondly,  it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that,  on  account  of  there  being  no 
provision  for  a  course  of  french  lectures,  but  few  French  Canadian  students 
are  able  to  take  advantage  of  the  liberality  of  the  Council  of  Agriculture 
to  accept  the  bursaries  enabling  enabling  them  to  attend  the  course  free. 
During  last  session  only  three  attended,  viz  :  Messrs.  Provost,  Hebert  and 
Dubord,  for  the  present  session  four,  viz  :  Messrs.  Hebert,  Dubord,  Lemay 
and  Ltvesque  ;  but  more  may  yet  enter. 

With  a  view  to  induce  a  larger  attendance  of  this  class,  I  took  the 
liberty  of  asking  the  Council  during  during  the  past  summer  to  recom- 
mend the  Government  to  give  the  sum  of  $2,000  annually  to  enable  me 
to  make  arrangements,  not  oilly  for  a  course  of  french  lectures,  but  also 
important  improvements  on  the  educational  staff*  generally  and  place  the 
college  on  that  footing  of  efficiency,  which  is  importance  demands. 

It  is  sincerely  to  be  hoped  that  the  Government  will  see  the  importan- 
ce of  this  improvement  and  grant  the  required  assistance  to  enable  us  to 
carry  it  out,  as  no  doubt  there  are  many  young  French  Canadian  students, 
who  might,  (if  they  could  study  iu  french)  attend  with  profit  to  themselves, 
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and  practice  with  great  advantage  in  the  district  in  which  they  wonld  be 
located. 

I  beg  herewith  to  enclose  copies  (french  and  english)  of  the  prospectus 
for  the  session  now  begun  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  college  has 
b^en  honored  by  the  patronage  of  the  following  honorable  gentlemen,  viz :

Dissection  and  anatomical  demonstrations,  microscopic  work  and 
practical  pharmacy,  besides  daily  clinics  in  the  yard  and  hospital  also  form 
part  of  the  study. 

Numerous  additions  have  been  made  to  the  museum,  and  it  is  intended 
to  make  many  injected  dissections  during  the  coming  winter  till  in  time 
our  collection  will  be  complete.  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  state  the  prac- 
tice  of  the  college  is  steadily  increasing,  and  its  usefulness  extended  in 
various  ways  notably  by  the  appointments  of  the  Principal  as  Inspector 
and  manager  of  Stoct  Quarantine  at  Quebec  by  the  Dominion  Q-ovemment, 
with  a  view  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  diseases  from  Euro- 
pe ;  by  advice  on  question  relating  to  Stock,  applied  for  from  all  parts  of 
the  country  and  by  the  occasional  delivery  of  lectures  to  Agricultural 
Societies. 

The  whole  class  has  not  yet  assembled  for  the  session  just  opened,  but 
there  is  every  reason  to  believe  there  will  be  a  considerable  increase  in  the 
number  of  pupils.

With  a  view  of  arriving  at  a  knowledge  of  the  average  return  of  the 
sugar  beet  in  the  various  parts  of  this  Province,  the  Honorable  the  Com- 
missioner imported  from  Belgium  five  hundred  pounds  of  picked  beet 
root  seed^  which  he  proposes  to  distribute  in  small  quantities  to  those 
farmers  who  are  disposed  to  make  a  trial  oi  its  cultiva^on. 

The  Honorable  the  Commissioner  thought  that  the  best  means  to  be 
taken  to  distribute  this  seed  advantageously  was  to  communicate  with  the 
members  of  the  Legislature.  In  consequence,  I  am  instructed  to  request 
you  to  give  the  names  of  three  or  four  farmers  of  your  county  who  would 
make  a  careful  and  intelligent  trial  of  its  cultivation.  The  seed  will  be 
immediately  forwarded  to  the  farmers  named  bv  you,  with  the  annexed 
instructions,  to  which  they  are  requested  to  conK>rm.  In  return,  we  will 
require,  in  the  fall,  samples  of  the  oeets  grown  from  this  seed  by  them,  so 
that  they  may  be  analyzed  to  ascertain  their  saccharine  qualities ;  we  will 
further  require  from  them  a  report  upon  their  cultivation,  showing  the  size 
and  quality  of  the  soil  in  which  the  beets  were  grown,  the  manures  em- 
ployed, the  difierent  forms  of  drills.  &c.,  in  which  the  seed  was  placed  and 
the  return  in  bushels  or  by  weight. 

Be  pleased  to  ascertain  beforehand  that  the  farmers  whose  names  you 
give  us  to  make  this  trial  are  disposed  to  give  to  it  all  their  attention,  and 
are  able  to  furnish  the  returns  which  we  will  require  of  them. 
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When  we  will  be  in  a  position  to  state  the  average  return  obtained  by 
the  producers  of  sugar  beets  in  the  different  portions  of  the  Province,  and 
the  average  of  the  saccharine  richness  of  the  beets  grown,  there  is  every 
reason  to  hope  that  ths  establishment  of  a  first  sugar  manufactory  will 
not  be  long  delayed. 

The  correspondence  so  far  exchanged  between  this  department  Imd 
certain  sugar  manufacturers  of  Belgium  and  France  gives  us  clearly  to 
understand  that,  if  it  were  established  that  the  saccharine  richness  of 
the  beets  cultivated  in  the  Proi'ince  is  about  equal  to  those  cultivated  in 
Europe  in  the  highest  latitudes,  the  sugar  industry  would  not  fail  to 
attract  here  both  manufacturers  and  capitalists,  desirous  of  profiting  by  th» 
Government  grant,  to  inaugurate  this  industry  amongst  us. 

Attempts  in  the  cultivation  of  sugar  beets  were  made  last  year  and  in 
the  preceding  year,  but  under  disadvantageous  conditions ;  up  to  the  present, 
attempts  have  always  been  made  to  secure  large  beets,  the  consequence 
being  that  the  results  of  the  analyses  have  been  unfavorable. 

For  this  reason  we  cannot  too  much  recommend  those  who  this  year 
undertake  the  trial  of  cultivating  the  sugar  beet,  not  to  divert  from  the 
instructions  contained  in  the  annexed  circular.

CULTIVATION  OF  THE  SUGAR  BEET. 


The  most  appropriate  soil  for  the  cultivation  of  wheat  is  that  which 
must  be  chosen,  in  preference,  for  the  sowing  of  sugar  beets. 

All  rich,  well-drained  lands,  containing  a  large  proportion  of  pure 
i'.lay,  not  exceeding  sixty  per  cent,  are  considered  as  well  adapted  for  the 
cultivation  of  the  sugar  beet.  Sandy  soils  wholly  without  clay  are  not  at 
all  suited. 

It  is  important  that  the  beet  should  be  sown  as  early  as  i)ossible,  so 
that  it  can  profit  by  the  spring  rains  to  grow  rapidly. 

The  soil  must  be  deeply  moulded  so  that  the  root  can  develop  itself  in 
the  earth  in  place  of  running  out  of  the  soil ;  for  all  the  portion  exposed  to 
*he  air  and  sun  los:\s  its  saccharine  qualities. 

For  the  sake  of  the  saccharine  richness  of  the  beet  it  is  better  that  the 
land  should  be  manured  the  year  preceding  the  culture  of  the  beet.  For 
stall  manure,  especially  green  manure,  imparts  certain  salts  which  greatly 
diminish  the  value  of  the  juice  and  renders  its  extraction  difficult.  If  the 
land  has  not  been  manured  beforehand,  it  would  be  much  better  to  govt 
the  seed  in  good  strong  land  well  pulverized  and  drained.  It  is  now  a  fact 
shown  by  experience  that  an  excess  of  manure  increases  the  weight  but 
diminishes  the  richness  in  sugar. 

It  is  A^ery  necessary  to  prepare  the  seed  for  germination  as  it  gains  time  ; 
for  this  purpose  it  is  steeped  in  liquid  manure  for  twenty-four  hours,  then 
placed  in  heaps ;  as  soon  as  the  germs  commence  to  appear  it  is  ready  for 
use.  For  a  small  sowing,  in  default  of  a  mechanical  sower,  we  take  a 
wooden  bar,  say  twelve  feet  long,  in  which  are  placed  bolts  of  one  inch  in 
•diameter,  exceeding  the  face  of  the  bar  by  two  inches. 

Two  children,  placed  at  each  extremity,  put  the  bar  on  the  drill,  bolt 
fiide  down,  and  make  as  many  holes  as  there  are  bolts,  then  the  bar  is 
brought  to  the  last  hole  made,  and  so  on  to  the  end  of  the  drill.  The 
BOwer  then  follows  and  places  two  or  three  seeds  in  each  hole;   The  sowing 
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being  complete  the  roller  is  passed  over  the  field.  It  is  proper  also  to  have 
the  drills  flat,  and  a  space  of  at  least  sixteen  inches  must  be  left  between 
each  drill. 

The  first  dressing  or  mellowing  should  be  made  when  the  seeds  are 
noticed  coming  out  of  the  ground ;  it  is  upon  this  operation,  effected  at  a 
proper  time  and  in  a  proper  manner  that  a  portion  of  the  success  of  the 
crop  depends ;  it  is  done  with  a  horse  hoe,  passing  through  the  drills,  or 
more  simply  with  a  hand  hoe,  as  for  potatoes ;  there  remains  then  only  the 
weeding  between  the  beets  in  the  drill  to  be  done  with  the  hand. 

When  the  beets  have  attained  a  size  of  from  J  to  }  of  an  inch,  the 
drills  are  thinned  out  leaving  only  one  beet,  the  most  vigorous,  at  every 
nine  inches,  care  being  taken  not  to  disturb  it  when  upsetting  the  others  ; 
then  those  taken  out  are  planted  wherever  there  are  blanks,  a  hole  being 
previously  made  sufficiently  deep,  so  that  the  root  of  the  young  plant  wifl 
n^ot  be  turned  back  on  itself. 

The  second  dressing  or  moulding:  is  performed  when  the  beet  has 
three  or  five  leaves. 

Once  the  beet  has  grown  sufficiently  and  its  leaves  cover  the  ground 
it  kills  the  w^eeds. 

The  leaves  must  not  be  clipped  from  the  beets,  except  when  they  are 
yellow  ;  these  are  then  given  to  the  cattle. 

The  beet  to  be  very  rich  in  sugar  must  not  exceed  two  pounds  in 
weight. 

The  beets  are  taken  up  when  fully  ripened  towards  the  middle  of 
October.  It  is  important  that  they  should  not  be  hurt  nor  broken  when 
being  taken  up,  for  they  quickly  spoil.  For  this  purpose  a  spade  or  two 
pronged  fork  is  used  ;  in  large  operations  this  work  is  done  with  a  plow. 

After  the  beets  are  taken  up  their  leaves  are  taken  off,  cither  by  break- 
ing them  with  the  hand  or  by  cuttinir  off  the  portion  bearing  the  leavea 
\Tiih  a  knife. 

The  beets  taken  up  should  be  placed  in  heaps  and  covered  with  leaves 
until  placed  in  the  pit. 

One  arpent  of  well  cultivated  land  regularly  planted  as  above  shown 
gives  240  beets  per  row,  and  as  there  are  135  rows,  when  sixteen  inches 
apart,  32,400  beets  are  obtained,  by  taking  one  pound  as  the  average 
weight  of  each  beet,  this  gives  32,400  pounds  per  arpent.  Then  there 
remains  the  pulp  and  the  leaves  which  could  be  utilized  for  feeding  cattle 
and  which  represent  a  nutritive  value  equal  to  at  least  one  fifth  of  the 
entire  beet.  In  Belgium  and  France  the  average  price  of  the  beet  is  $2 
per  thousand  pounds,  to  which  must  be  added  an  excise  duty  of  $2,  which 
makes  the  cost  $4  per  thousand  pounds  deliA'-ered  to  the  factorv.     In  1873 
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a  resolution  was  adopted  in  the  Federal  Parliament  exempting  the  manu- 
facture in  Canada  of  beet  root  sugar  from  all  excise  duty  during  ten  years. 
As  long  as  this  exemption  lasts,  it  is  evident  that  the  sugar  industry  should 
be  advantageous  to  the  cultivators  of  the  beet,  as  well  as  the  makers  of  the 
sugar. 

If  we  now  add  to  this  the  grant  of  $7,000  voted  per  year  for  ten  year* 
by  our  legislature  to  the  first  sugar  factory  established  in  this  Province ; 
and  if,  in  addition,  the  beets  from  the  seed  distributed  this  year,  give  a 
satisfactory  return  both  as  regards  quantity  and  quality,  there  is  every 
reason  to  hope  that  next  winter  a  company  will  be  formed  to  work  sugar 
beets. 

Those  who,  by  their  intelligent  labor  and  their  care,  shall  have  contri- 
buted to  the  success  which  the  government  expects  from  this  attempt  at 
cultivation,  will  have  the  satisfaction  of  saying  that  they  have  a  good  share 
of  the  merit  of  having  implanted  in  the  country  a  wealth  producing 
industry.  With  a  great  number  we  are  certain  that  this  praiseworthy 
ambition  will  have  all  the  attraction  of  a  reward  proportionate  to  the  efforts 
and  sacrifices  undergone  by  them.

NoTB. — In  this  tablo,  as  in  tho  preceding  one,  analyses  Nos.  43,  44  and  74  have  been  OTcr!ookcd 
for  the  same  reason. 
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The  information  obtained  upon  the  culture  of  the  sugar  beet,  and  the 
samples  received  from  a  number  of  places,  show  that  we  may  expect  to 
obtain  good  returns  of  this  industrial  root  in  the  different  parts  of  the 
country. 

Numerous  analyses  were  made  of  the  beets"  from  the  40  counties  to 
which  specimens  were  sent  The  examination  of  the  two  preceding  tables 
shows  the  result  of  these  analyses,  and  the  second  specially  gives  the  prao 
tical  result.  The  return  in  sugar  is  calculated  upon  an  average  industrial 
yield  of  80  of  juice  to  100  of  beets,  a  yield  that  may  be  increased  and 
thus  the  yield  in  sugar  would  be  also  increased.  So  that  with  a  very  usual 
jrield  of  85  of  juice  to  100  of  beets,  the  return  in  sugar  would  reach  7-90^ 
and  with  90,  it  would  be  8  36. 

Several  counties  give  very  high  returns  which  exceed  8  per  100; 
others  go  below  7,  but  the  majority  show  a  yield  between  7  and  8  per  100, 
and  the  general  average  reaches  nearly  7}. 

Compared  with  the  yield  of  the  beet  in  the  countries  in  which  the 
sugar  industry  is  established,  this  yield  may  be  considered  as  superior.  In 
fact,  France  and  Belgium  do  not  have  a  yield  exceeding  6^,  and  if  the 
yield  in  Germany  reaches  8  and  9  per  100,  it  must  be  considered,  that,  in 
the  latter  country  the  excise  on  sugar  is  levied  upon  the  weight  of  beeta 
used,  and  not  directly  upon  the  sugar,  so  that  there  is  every  interest  to  pro- 
duce crops  ^hich,  being  less  in  weight,  give  a  return  of  sugar  relatively 
higher  to  the  beets  used,  and  further  that  the  beets  which  only  give  a  me- 
diocre return  are  rejected  in  the  manufacture.  I  will  add  that  m  Germany, 
the  beets,  before  being  delivered  to  be  scraped,  are  stripped  off  all  the 
green  portion  that  had  grown  over  the  earth,  while  thfe  beets,  submitted 
for  analysis,  were  not  in  any  way  specially  prejmred  and  were  absolutely 
treated  in  the  same  way  as  they  are  received  in  the  factories  in  France* 
This  green  portion  which  grows  over  the  earth  is  the  least  rich  in  sugar 
and  the  most  rich  in  foreign  soluble  matters  which  tend  to  diminish  Sie 
yield. 

In  any  case,  this  return  already  very  advantageous  cannot  fail  to  be 
increased  by  the  choice  of  suitable  ground  and  by  the  use  of  improved 
systems  of  culture. 

I  therefore  conclude  from  the  statistics  received  from  the  farmers,  and 
the  analysis  of  specimens  that  the  results  obtained  are  of  a  nature  to  en- 
courage the  establishment  of  the  manufacture  of  beet  root  sugar,  since  they 
prpmise  returns  both  to  the  agriculturist  and  manufacturer  as  high  as. 
those  given  in  countries  most  favored  in  this  respect.

1  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  report  upon  the  works  executed 
Jipou  colonization  roads  during  the  fiscal  year  1876-76. 

The  subsidies  placed  at  the  disjwsal  of  your  department  for  the  con- 
tinuation of  these  works,  although  smaller  than  in  preceding  years,  have 
however  produced  astonishing  results. 

In  nearly  all  the  townships  of  this  province  there  has  been  a  consi- 
derable increase  of  population ;  a  large  number  of  abandoned  lots  have 
been  re-cultivated,  the  new  settlements  which,  up  to  that  time,  had 
languished,  have  suddenly  and  rapidly  developed,  and  settlers  have  ad- 
vanced long  distances  into  the  virgin  forest,  without  being  disheartened  by 
obstacles  which  previously,  they  dared  not  approach. 

The  feeble  help  which  we  were  able  to  grant  to  each  county  was  not 
of  itself  able  to  bring  about  this  marvellous  progress,  but  other  and  more 
powerful  causes  contributed  to  the  progress  of  colonization ;  I  mean  the 
commercial  crisis  which  has  for  several  years  hung  over  the  Dominion  and 
the  United  States. 

In  consequence  of  the  extraordinary  developement  of  manufactures  in 
the  whole  of  America,  manual  labor  was  every  where  sought  and  well 
paid  for ;  and  the  dwellers  in  the  country  parts,  attracted  by  the  high 
wages,  neglected  the  cultivation  of  the  soil  to  send  their  children  to  the 
factories;  whole  families  abandoned  their  farms  and  expatriated  them- 
selves ;  the  young  people  especially  emigrated  in  crowds  and  nothing  could 
induce  them  to  settle  in  the  townships. 

All  efibrts  to  restrain  this  fatal  movement  of  our  population  were  use- 
less. In  vain  did  both  the  press  and  the  clergy  unceasingly  denounce 
the  dangers  which  menaced  the  working  classes ;  the  attraction  of  gain  was 
stronger.  To  stop  this  drain  required  rude  lessons,  which  were  not  wanting. 
To  the  •brillant  rise  of  all  these  manufacturing  industries  succeeded  that 
general  stagnation  of  business  which  still  exists ;  the  manufactories  in  the 
United  States  were  first  closed  and  then  those  in  the  Dominion,  and  hosts 
of  workmen  were  thrown  out  of  employment. 
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From  this  moment  the  current  of  emigration  turned,  andithe  Canadians 
in  the  United  States  commenced  to  return  to  their  native  country  ;  in  the 
space  of  one  year  and  a  half  it  is  estimated  that  not  less  than  twenty  thou- 
sand families  returned  to  the  country.  As  our  towns  could  no  longer 
furnish  them  with  employment,  a  portion  of  these  families  spread  into  the 
townships ;  those  possessing  capital  purchased  farms  already  xinder  cultiva- 
tion, others  took  new  lots  and  commenced  settlements  in  the  most  distant 
townships.  At  the  same  time  many  old  settlers  who  had  left  their  lots  ta 
seek  employment  as  laborers  in  the  large  centres,  were  in  their  ium> 
obliged  to  return  to  their  former  employment ;  the  young  people  then  had 
no  other  source  of  future  advancement  than  to  become  settlers. 

Fortunately  for  these  poor  people,  as  for  the  country,  the  large  subsi^ 
dies  voted  for  colonization  purposes  during  the  first  parliament  allowed 
the  Government  to  open  roaids  in  every  direction  and  to  facilitate  access  to 
the  food  garms  in  each  county.  Thus  the  settlers  were  enabled  to  take  up 
their  residence  wherever  they  wished,  and  even  at  the  present  moment^ 
they  good  means  of  communication. 

The  circumstances  however  appear  not  very  favorable  to  the  settler ; 
the  almost  complete  cessation  of  the  timber  trade,  has  deprived  them  of  a 
source  of  income  which  up  to  that  time  they  had  considered  as  indispensi- 
ble  to  their  success.  In  fact,  this  stoppage  at  first  caused  great  distress, 
but  in  the  end  produced  fortunate  results,  for  the  farmers  of  the  townships 
have  learned  to  seek  in  the  soil  for*  their  sole  means  of  subsistence,  in  place 
of  devoting  a  part  of  the  year  to  small  contracts  for  timber  merchants^ 
contracts  which  more  often  ruined  than  benefitted  them  on  account  of 
competition,  they  have  worked  at  home  to  extend  their  clearings  and  thus 
have  realized  more  solid  comfort  than  in  the  past. 

Thus  the  industrial  crisis  was  favorable  to  colonization  and  from  this 
point  of  view,  I  hesitate  not  to  say  that  the  Province  of  Quebec,  will  derive 
more  real  advantage  from  it  than  from  the  prosperity  of  its  manufacturing 
industries.  It  sees  its  population  rapidly  increasing  by  the  return  of  the 
emigrants,  and  of  young  people  attached  to  the  soil ;  large  parts  of  conn* 
try  will  be  cleared  which  at  one  time  seemed- as  if  they  would  remain  for 
a  long  time  uncultivated,  agriculture  every  where  developed,  finally 
colonies  arise  in  all  parts  and,  in  a  short  time,  will  be  transformed  into  rich 
parishes.

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REPATRIATION 


To  THE  Honorable  Charles  Boucher  De  Boucherville, 

Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  Public  Works, 

Quebec. 

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  you  the  report  of  my  operations,  s» 
repatriation  agent,  from  the  1st  July,  1875,  up  to  30th  June,  1876. 

That,  which,  at  one  time,  was  looked  upon  as  a  Utopian  idea,  has 
become  a  reality ;  the  return  of  Canadian  emigrants  to  their  native  land, 
has  acquired  considerable  proportions,  since  the  repatriation  act  inaugur- 
ated by  your  Government  has  been  put  into  operation. 

I  gave  myself  up  to  this  mission  with  energy  and  pleasure,  and  I  am 
happy  to  say  that  my  efforts  have  been  crowned  with  astonishing  success. 

After  having  visited  the  principal  Canadian  centres  in  New  Eneland, 
and  distributed  a  large  number  of  circulars  and  pamphlets,  I  published 
every  week  in  the  Travailleur,  a  journal  of  which  I  am  proprietor  and 
manager,  a  number  of  articles,  calculated  to  encourage  the  repatriation  of 
our  fellow  countrymen. 

These  writings  created  a  great  sensation  and  gave  an  immense  impe- 
tus to  the  movement.  • 

In  these  articles,  I  advised  repratriation,  not  only  in  the  direction  of 
the  Eastern  Townships,  but  I  encouraged  the  old  farmers  of  the  province 
of  Quebec,  who  owned  ftCrms,  to  come  back  and  work  on  them. 

The  financial  crisis  and  the  condition  of  industry  in  the  United  States 
also  contributed,  and  my  labors  in  the  press  and  in  the  public  meetings 
have  been  crowned  with  success. 

During  the  year,  nearly  1,200  heads  of  families  went  to  visit  the 
Eastern  Townships,  and  nearly  four  hundred  of  them  held  letters  of  re- 
commendation from  the  repatriation  agent.  Several  settled  in  Ditton, 
Chesham  and  Emberton,  a  great  number  in  the  parishes  around  Sherbrooke,. 
others  returned  to  the  tjnited  States,  and  i>ostponed  the  period  of  their 
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settlement  in  the  parish.     Only  five  or  six  families  gave  up  their  lots  after 
having  once  settled  on  them. 

I  am  fully  confident  that,  if  the  afikirs  of  the  settlement  are  still  ad- 
ministered with  equal  justice  to  all,  the  townships  of  Ditton,  Chesham  and 
Emberton  will  constitute,  ere  long,  three  fine  parishes. 

My  colleague,  Mr.  J.  H.  Chicoyne,  will  inform  you,  by  an  oflicial  state- 
ment, of  the  progress  of  the  population  'in  these  three  townships,  and  this 
statement  will  be,  as  it  were,  the  guarantee  of  the  truth  of  the  statements  I 
make  in  my  present  report. 

Some  vears  ago,  Sir,  the  whole  country  was  astonished  to  learn,  by  thft 
reports  of  tlie  sale  of  tickets  at  the  different  stations  on  the  Grand  Trunk 
that  thousands  of  Canadians  were  emigrating  to  the  United  States.  To 
day,  matters  have  turned  to  the  advantage  of  our  province. 

I  "wished  to  see  for  myself  how  many  Canadians  had  returned  to  their 
native  country  during  the  year.    , 

• 
I  called  on  the  ticket  agents  of  the  four  principal  Railway  Companies, 
which  carry  passengers  from  the  United  States  to  Canada ;  I  examined  their 
monthly  statements  of  tickets  sold  by  their  Canadian  agents  (who  sell  to 
Canadians  only;  and  I  ascertained  that  these  companies  sold  tickets  from 
the  United  States  to  Canada  to  an  averai»e  extent  of  $26,000  per  month. 

The  price  of  the  tickets  from  the  New  England  States,  averages  $9. 
There  would  then  have  been  274  Canadian  passengers  per  month  ibr  the 
province  of  Quebec,  or  8288  during  the  year,  without  countino:  the 
children. 

I  do  not  include  in  this  number,  the  families  settled  in  the  repatriation 
townships,  nor  those  who  left  the  State  of  New  York  and  the  Western 
States.  I  am  not  far  from  the  truth  when  I  state  that  nearly  3000  families 
returned  to  their  country  during  the  year. 

It  also  appears,  by  the  majority  of  Canadian  newspapers  and  by  the- 
railroad  agents,  that  a  comparatively  limited  number  of  tickets  has  oeea 
sold  to  passengers  from  Canada  to  the  Canadian  centres  of  New  England. 

The  stoppage  of  emigration  towards  the  United  States  and  the  repa- 
triation of  our  countrymen,  such  are,  Sir,  the  happy  results  of  the  national 
lK)licy  of  your  government. 

I  learn  that  the  lots  for  settlement  in  the  three  townships  are  nearly 
all  taken  up  by  the  settlers,  1  should  therefore,  relax  in  the  movement  until 
you  will  have  informed  me  that  new  townships  are  opened  up  for  settle- 
ment and  repatriation,  by  giving  certificates  to  those  persons  only  who 
have  ample  means  of  existence. 

Last  August,   I  visit  the  repatriation  settlement  for  the  first  time. 
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Every  thing  was  to  be  done.  The  house  of  reception  at  Chesham  was  in 
course  of  erection,  the  roads  were  not  opened,  and  there  were  but  a  hun- 
dred acres  of  new  clearing. 

The  15th  of  the  present  month,  I  attended  an  imposing  demonstration 
in  this  same  township  of  C -hesham,  which  I  had  vi.sited  ten  months  before. 
Every  thing  was  altered. 

The  house  of  reception,  used  as  a  chapel  for  the  occasion,  could  not 
contain  the  large  crowd  which  had  come  to  the  celebration. 

After  the  religious  ceremony,  I  had  the  honor  to  address  more  than 
600  of  my  countrymen.  All  along  the  road,  from  Ohesham  to  La  Patrie, 
I  was  astonished  at  the  clearings  made  by  these  fine  people. 

These  splendid  results  which  the  whole  country  no  doubt  has  ap- 
plauded should  encourage  you,  Sir,  to  continue  the  benevolent  action  of 
your  repatriation  policy,  for  there  are  still  a  large  number  of  your  couii- 
trymen  who  are  anxious  to  profit  by  the  advantages  held  out  by  your 
Government. 

Before  concluding,  allow  me,  Sir,  to  express  an  humble  wish. 

During  my  last  visit  to  Chesham,  in  seeing  the  burning  of  the  immense 
fellings  cut  by  the  contractors  Terrill  &  Bailey,  and  the  settlers,  I  put  to 
myself  the  question,  where  all  our  timber  would  soon  be,  if  it  is  to  be  con- 
verted into  mere  manure. 

Canada  and  specially  the  province  of  Quebec,  is  justly  noted  for  the 
beauty  and  immensity  of  its  woods.  At  the  Philadelphia  Exhibition,  our 
province  carried  off  all  the  prizes  for  the  beauty  of  the  productions  of  our 
forests.  T?e  shall  soon  lose  the  monopoly  of  the  timber  trade  if  we  reduce 
the  greater  part  of  our  forests  to  ashes  for  the  purposes  of  settlement. 

The  govemement  which  has  already  taken  so  great  an  interest  in  the 
replanting  of  our  fore^sts,  and  which  has  put  forest  rangers  in  several  places, 
cannot  look  idly  on,  while  our  timber  is  thus  reduced  to  ashes  and  thrown 
to  the  winds.  And  yet  colonization  is  essential  to  the  natural  prosperity 
of  the  country. 

The  preservation  of  woods  and  forests  is  a  question  which  forces  itself 
on  the  consideration  of  every  country.  Even  in  our  province,  where  the 
woods  still  cover  an  immense  extent  of  territory,  the  astonishing  rapidity 
with  which  our  forests  are  disappearing  gives  rise  to  much  consternation  ; 
so  much  so,  that  a  replanting  association  has  been  formed,  having  at  its 
head  one  of  our  most  distinguished  agriculturists,  Mr.  Ix>uis  Levesque,  of 
Daillebout. 

Could  not  the  G-overnment  save  from  destruction  the  best  part  of  our 
woods,  while  at  the  same  time  benefitting  the  repatriation  settlements  ? 
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Would  it  not  be  possible  for  the  G-overnment  to  convert  into  planks  for 
the  trade,  the  best  portion  of  the  wood  cut  by  the  settlers,  and  recoup 
thei^selves  by  having  them  sold  by  lumber  commission  merchants  ? 

The  settler  would  thus  profit  by  his  clearing,  the  timber  would  be 
better  saved,  and  the  welfare  of  the  different  settlements  would  be  assured 
writhout  any  loss  to  the  Government. 

'  This,  Sir,  is  not  a  suggestion,  but  an  humble  opinion  which  I  express, 
in  the  earnest  desire  to  see  our  repatriation  settlements  prosper,  and  our 
province  retain  poseiession  of  its  far  famed  timber,  which  is  one  of  the 
principal  sources  of  its  revenue.

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  the  report  of  my  operations  for  the  year 
ending  the  30th  June  1876. 

The  annexed  census  which  has  been  compiled  with  all  possible  care 
shows  in  a  positive  and  faithful  manner  the  results  obtained. 

This  census,  compared  w^ith  that  of  the  30th  October  1875,  gives  an 
exact  idea  of  the  progTess  of  the  settlement.  I  will  merely  submit  these 
figures,  which  constitute  in  themselves  the  best  report  I  could  possibly 
make. 

In  a  few  weeks  the  colonization  work  will  be  ended,  the  greater  part 
of  the  lands  shall  have  been  conceded,  and  I  w^ill  have  accomplished  the 
temporary  mission  which  your  government  entrusted  to  me  in  April  1875. 

In  giving  up  my  position  of  a  public  officer  to  adoi>t  that  of  a  privat*^ 
citizen  in  this  settlement,  in  the  midst  of  which  I  have  dertermined  to  fir 
my  abode,  I  deem  it  an  agreable  duty  to  declare,  that  the  people  who  have 
come  here  under  the  auspices  of  the  law  of  repatriation,  know  how  to  ap- 
preciate the  distinguished  protection  of  which  your  administration  and  the- 
country  you  represent  have  made  them  the  object. 

The  unanimity  with  which  both  political  parties  voted  this  laAV,  in 
parliament,  and  the  general  sympathy  which  has  always  been  extended  to 
■  this  undertaking,  give  me  reason  to  hope  that  w^e  shall  not  be  too  abruptly 
deprived  of  the  beneficent  guardianship  of  the  government.  Even  this 
fall  we  are  in  need  of  several  important  roads  which  our  resources  alon*^ 
would  not  enable  us  to  make  for  a  considerable  time ;  w^e  want  forest  labor 
to  utilise  the  precious  timber  which  up  to  the  present  we  have  burnt,  to 
our  absolute  loss.  With  a  short  continuance  of  that  protection  for  which 
we  are  so  grateful,  we  would  soon  be  in  a  position  to  do  for  ourselves. 
That  which  has  been  so  w^ell  begun,  so  well  carried  on,  would  also  end 
well.  Our  energy  and  courage  shall  not  diminish,  and  if,  sometimes^ 
through  poverty  or  other  causes,  some  of  the  settlers  are  obliged  to  put  up- 
their  lots  for  sale,  buyers  will  present  themselves,  who  wull  have  the  means, 
to  take  their  place  and  keep  up  the  life  of  the  settlement. 
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We  rely,  first  of  all,  on  our  labor  and  toil  with  the  blessing  of  Provi- 
dence,  and  next  on  the  paternal  interest  which  your  administration  has 
vouchsafed  to  us,  and  strong  in  such  support,  we  look  to  the  future  with 
confidence,  and  we  hope  to  pass  through  the  time  of  distress  as  well  as  we 
have  passed  through  the  days  of  prosperity.  Identified  as  we  are,  with  the 
work  of  repatriation,  the  idea  alone  of  belonging  to  the  fine  and  noble 
colony,  settled  on  so  rich  a  section  of  our  native  soil  will  support  us,  on 
more  than  one  occasion,  in  ihe  midst  of  our  trials.

Sir, 

Since  my  last  report  a  change  has  been  made  in  the  person  of  th 
agent  for  Canada,  that  important  position  is  now  held  by  Frederick  Dow 
Esquire,  who,  since  his  arrival  in  England,  has  been  most  energetic  in  th 
service  in  which  he  is  engaged.  The  delay  in  filling  the  place  of  the  prt 
vious  agent  allowed  much  valuable  time  to  pass,  at  a  season  when,  abov^ 
all  others,  it  is  necessary  to  circulate  printed  mutter  among  the  emigratiii: 
classes.  And  the  indecision  which  existed  relating  to  the  rates  of  pa^^sag^ 
was,  to  a  certain  extent  calculated  to  deter  the  operations  of  the  agents  io 
the  Province.  While  things  were  in  abeyance  as  far  as  the  roorganizatioi 
of  the  Canada  office  was  concerned,  through  the  kindness  of  the  Pres.^, 
made  the  state  of  affairs  in  Quebec  as  public  as  I  could  and  sent  to  th 
Department,  the  favorable  notices  which  ^appeared  in  the  London  Standard 
the  Leeds  Mercury,  the  London  Advertiser,  thti  Canadian  News  and  othei 
papers.  The  means  throughout  followed  by  me  of  bringing  the  advania 
ges  of  Quebec  before  the  public,  are  well  known  to  the  Department  and 
may  be  read  in  my  previous  reports.  I  also  caused  a  circular  to  bt^  cin  u- 
lated  which  among  other  things  contained  details  respecting  our  land  sys- 
tem (conditions  of  sale.  &c.,)  and  our  homestead  laws  rej^pecting  our  colony 
system  ;  I  mentioned  the  following  : 

"  In  certain  townships  designated  by  authority,  lots^  of  one  hundred 
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acres  each  are  prepared  and  offered  to  immigrants  desirous  of  settling  in 
the  Province  and  who  appeared  likely  to  succeed  as  settlers. 

"  According  to  law  the  preparation  undertaken  by  the  government  of 
such  lots  consists  in  the  clearing  of  4  acres  ready  for  seeding,  and  in  the 
construction  of  a  dwelling  house  of  not  less  than  16  feet  by  20  feet,  the 
work  as  far  as  possible  to  be  performed  by  the  settler  himself. 

"  The  price  of  the  land  is  sixty  cents  per  acre,  which  is  payable  ac- 
cording to  the  conditions  above  in  five  years. 

"  To  every  head  of  a  family  disposed  to  settle  in  the  selected  locality^ 
the  government  makes  a  loan  of  one  hundred  and  forty  dollars,  which  the 
settler  is  bound  to  reimburse  "without  interest  at  the  expiration  of  five  years 
from  the  full  payment  of  land,  this  giving  the  settler  ten  years  for  full  and 
final  payment  of  land  and  loan.'' 

By  setting  forth  the  land  system  which  obtains  in  Quebec,  intending- 
emigrants  among  the  agricultural  classes,  were  in  a  position  to  see  for 
themselves  under  what  conditions  they  could  obtain  a  homestead. 

Interior  Development. 

As  it  is  necessary  the  intending  emigrant  should  knoy^  the  conditions 
upon  which  he  can  fix  his  home  in  our  midst,  so  it  is  necessary  he  should 
know  the  degree  of  activity  which  prevails.  In  the  first  place,  I  took  care 
to  dwell  upon  the  existence  of  schools  in  all  parts  of  the  Province,  post 
offices  and  telegraph  stations,  and  above  all  to  show  that  the  means  of  com- 
munication were  great,  and  being  yearly  increased.  I  summed  together 
the  amoimts  expended  in  aid  of  agriculture  and  agricultural  societies  since 
1868,  and  ibund  it  reached  nearly  $600,000,  the  money  8i>ent  on  emigra- 
tion equals  $260,000,  and  on  col6nization  roads,  territorial  surveys,  &c,,  tide 
money  spent  reaches  nearly  $2,260,000.  If  it  were  possible  to  add  to  these 
sums,  the  money  expended  by  private  persons  in  the  futherance  of  their 
ventures  which  aid  in  the  development  of  the  Province,  we  should  here  be 
able  to  judge  how  this  public  and  private  work,  tend  to  the  greater  good 
of  those  who  reside  in,  or  may  choose  Quebec  as  a  home. 

Emigration. 

• 

Having  carefully  placed  before  the  intending  emigrant  a  picture  of  the 
Province  as  it  truly  is,  shqwing  the  important  part  it  plavs  in  the  Confe- 
deracy, and  the  still  more  important  part  it  must  play,  wnen  the  railway 
system  now  commenced  is  completed,  I  felt  I  had  done  all  that  was  neces- 
sary  in  a  spirit  of  fair  play  to  the  Province  and  the  intending  emigrants. 
It  never  entered  my  head  to  encourage  an  indiscriminate  emigration,  I 
have  sought  only  those  whom  I  thought  would  make  likely  setflers ;  and 
made  them  fully  aware  of  the  advantages  of  Quebec,  of  its  disadvantages 
also,  but,  I  confess,  to  the  earnest  man  with  a  little  means  at  his  disposal, 
the  disadvantages  with  us  are  but  few  in  comparison  to  the  advantages 
held  out  by  the  Province. 
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The  Emigration  for  1874,  was  only  25,450  as  shown  by  English  statis- 
tics, for  1875  it  was  only  19,378,  and  this  year  it  will,  still  I  fear,  show  a 
slight  decline.  No  energy  could  prevent  this  decline,  it  is  more  marked  in 
the  case  of  emigration  to  the  United  States  than  Canada,  I  presume  it  is  in 
part  due  to  the  commercial  crisis  which  has  swept  over  this  country.  One 
thing  here  must  be  noticed  and  that  is  the  number  of  former  emigrants, 
who  now  return  to  England  and  bring  their  friends  back  to  Canada  with 
them. 

This  year  the  proportion  of  that  class  of  emigration  is  larger  than  in 
previous  years,  and  it  is  a  fact  of  the  highest  importance.  You  are  aware 
that  a  greater  publicity  was  given  to  the  resources  of  Quebec  this  year 
than  usual,  and  the  matter  embodied  in  the  federal  prospec^tus  of  a  more 
reliable  character,  still  iii  no  way  approaching  the  pamphlet  issued  by 
Quebec.  Another  thing  must  not  be  forgotten,  the  sphere  of  our  operations 
is  much  wider  extending  every  where  over  the  continent  of  Europe. 

This  labor,  when  a  movement  anew  sets  in,  for  emigration  move- 
ments seem  periodical,  will  bring  to  us  just  the  class  we  require.  Num- 
bers, merely,  may  be  had  at  any  ^moment,  but  it  is  a  dangerous  venture  to 
throw  upon  our  shores  numbers  of  men  utterly  unprovided  for ;  better  far 
deal  with  the  class  who,  besides  high  hope,  have  something  to  start  out  in 
life. 

The  arrangements  of  Quebec,  making  emigration  and  colonisation  jgb 
hand  in  hand  are  steps  in  the  right,  and  oiily  true  direction.  It  was  the 
basis  of  the  earlier  settlements  in  Canada.  Here  and  there  throughout  the 
Province  groups  of  thrifty  and  earnest  men  must  be  settled  where  soon 
comrades  in  toil  will  gather  round ;  and  cheerful  labor  makes  cheerful 
homes.  Our  public  works  will  attract  the  operative  classes  and  our  resour- 
ces for  manu&cturing,  bring  to  our  shores  many  new  indAstries,  and 
her€,  I  may  eay,  there  is  no  spot  in  Canada,  Where  industries  are  more 
likely  to  flourish  than  in  Quebec,  where  living  for  all  times  must  be  <^eap 
ion  account  of  the  ca^pacities  of  our  doil  for  cattle  breeding.  Where  ^ere 
is  a  healthy  climate,  cheap  living,  unbounded  resources  and  unrivalled  sea- 
ports, it  is  in  the  nature  of  things  that  wealth  and  happiness  is  destined 
to  centre — it  is  a  matter  of 'time — a  short  tiine,'on  the  one  hand,  and  a  clear 
policy,  vigorous  in  the  removal  of  every  obstacle  that  would  close  the 
vents  against  industry  and  enterprise  or  weight  it  down  for  lack  of  means 
of  circulating  the  surplus  products  or  produce  of  the  province. 

<?0NCLU8I0N. 

I  have  in  the  body  of  my  report  touched  upon  our  laws,  as  they  affect 
home  colonists  or  European  emigrcmts  seeking  a  home  in  our  midst.  I 
have  also  stated  generally  the  resources  and  advantages  of  Quebec  and 
given  all  the  information  I  could  obtain  upon  emigration  and  immigration, 
may  I  now  in  conclusion  state  that  with  a  full  view  of  affairs  in  the  i>ro- 
vince  before  us  we  have  great  reason  to  be  proud  of  our  progress.  Let  one 
compare  the  figures  in  the  census  for  1851  and  1861,  to  be  found  in  the  8rd 
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volume  of  the  "  Census  of  Canada  for  1871  "  aijd  then  compare  those  with 
the  figures  for  the  year  ending  1871.  In  the  agricultural  development  of 
the  province  has  there  not  been  a  really  soKd  development  ?  and  may  not 
the  same  be  said  in  relation  to  home  industries. 

Looking  again  to  what  relates  to  our  manufacturing  industry  and 
falling  back  for  verification  upon  the  same  authority  may  we  not  congratu- 
late ourselves  ?  Taking  again  the  figures  that  relate  to  our  commerce  as 
<^iven  in  the  "  Trade  and  Navigation  Report,"  is  it  not  evidenced  up  to 
proof  that  we  are  the  trading  centre  of  the  Dominion  and  its  great  assort- 
ing market  ?  It  may  be  said  that  our  imports  represent  the  trade  of  Canada, 
l)ut  if  we  distribute  that  trade,  is  it  not  also  correct  to  bear  in  mind  that  of 
the  export  trade  we  are  the  largest  shippers  on  the  account  of  our  mer- 
chants. We  contribute  most  to  the  revenue  of  Canada  and  less  is  spent  in 
our  midst  in  the  collection  of  the  revenue  than  in  any  province  of  the 
Dominion. 

And  if  we  take  up  the  figures  which  pertain  to  finance,  what  do  they 
fihow  ?  Let  the  Bank  returns  speak  for  themselves,  our  capital  stock  com- 
panies, with  a  rare  exception,  all  pay  large  dividends  and  are  perfectly 
secure  and  throughly  solvent.  How  well  we  have  stood  the  severe  com- 
mercial pressure  which  still  unfortunately  weighs  alike  over  Europe  and 
America.  There  is  much  true  happiness  in  our  midst,  while  the  peace  of 
the  old  world  is  momentarily  disturbed  and  threatened,  we  have 
nothing,  to  fear  from  without  and  really  no  cause  for  alarm  within. 

You  have  heard  a  great  ado  about  Canadian  loans.  Well  Sir,  let  me 
fissure  you,  no  securities  stand  higher  in  this  market,  and  much  that  has 
been  said  against  them  has  emanated  from  men  rather  disappointed  that 
the  value  of  our  loans  could  not  be  struck  down  and  made  to  bound  up 
again  as  a  ball  for  the  convenience  of  mere  speculation.  They  are  consi- 
dered as  investments,  and  entirely  regarded  with  a  difierent  eye  from  that 
cast  upon  securities  which  are  made  a  sport  of. 

I  must  confess  a  little  displeasure  has  existed  among  the  more  warm, 
that  Banks  owned  in  our  Province  should  have  brought  up  our  securities. 
But  the  securities  have  lost  no  credit  in  the  fact  that  home  institutions 
w^ere  prepared  to  invest  in  them,  it  is  a  matter  of  great  pride  and  so  it 
should  be  felt.  If  when  the  net  work  of  railways  shall  have  been  com- 
pleted (now  mapped  out)  and  being  built  under  the  eye  of  the  government 
have  we  not  great  reason  to  say  that  this  means  of  communication  coupled 
with  our  magnificent  system  of  colonization  roads  will  lead  to  benefit  little 
dreamt  of  and  make  the  near  future  as  one  of  enduring  result.  Surely, 
without  being  too  sanguine,  there  is  room  for  large  hopes. 

1  think  I  have  nothing  more  to  add.  Here  I  would  beg  to  thank 
S.  Lesage,  Ksquire,  the  Deputy  Commissioner,  for  his  truly  extreme  zeal  in 
furthering  and  guiding  me  in  the  duties,  which  it  was  incumbent  on  me  to 
fulfil.  I  am  also  indebted  to  the  kindness  of  the  Department  generally. 
The  most  favorable  accounts  are  given  of  the  activity  of  the  emigration 
.sffent  at  South  Quebec,  whose  knowledge  of  the  Province  and  the  need  of 
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emigrants,  seem  eminently  to  qualify  him  for  the  post  he  fills.  May  I 
venture  to  say  that  under  your  enlightened  action  all  that  pertains  to  the 
development  of  the  Province,  has  received  an  impetus  according  to  the^ 
rule  of  right  reason.  When  I  consider  that  the  legislation  does  not  cost 
the  Province  more  that  about  14  cents  per  capita  and  the  expenses  of  the- 
"  Civil  Service  "  only  about  twelve  cents,  I  am  forced  to  acknowledge  a 
strict  economy  in  the  public  service  for  which  I  find  no  parallel.  Tou  have 
adjusted  the  parts  in  the  machine  of  government  when  they  require  fitting 
in  and  the  working  exhibits  a  smoother  action.  "Works  done  according  to 
their  necessity,  as  seems  to  be  the  rule  of  the  government,  are  always  in 
the  order  of  utility  and  necessarily  progressive,  and  in  this  is  not  the  end 
obtained. 

If  you  will  permit  me  to  testify  my  high  estimate  of  the  public  ser- 
vices you  have  rendered  alike  as  the  leader  of  the  government,  and  the 
administration  of  a  most  important  Department,  I  would  do  so  by  stating 
that- the  work  commenced  by  your  predecessors,  has  been  pushed  ahead,, 
and  adjusted  to  a  still  further  progress  in  the  development  of  our  magnifi- 
cent resources,  by  your  knowledge,  judgment  and  z6al.

Sir, 

I  hav^  the  honor  of  laying  before  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Quebec 
Immigration  OflBce,  at  the  Port  of  Quebec,  for  the  fiscal  year,  from  the  30th 
June,  1875,  to  the  Ist  July,  1876. 

As  you  will  perceive,  there  has  been  an  increase  of  201  immigrants 
from  the  preceding  year;  the  sum  total  of  immigrants  having  settled  in 
this  country,  during  the  past  year,  being  2796. 

The  class  of  immigrants  coming  out  has  been  of.  a  higher  order  than 
-during  the  previous  year,  the  greater  portion  being  farmers,  mechanics, 
-and  trade's  people. 

I  would  take  the  liberty  of  drawing  your  attention  to  the  fact,  that 
although  times  have  been  so  hard,  very  few  have  applied  for  assistance  at 
this  office,  during  the  past  year,  showing  that  nearly  all  those  who  came  to 
settle  in  this  Province,  had  found  satisfactory  employment. 

The  Sherbrooke  Meat  Company,  and  the  ToUey  Web  Factory,  both  of 
which  are  nearly  entirely  worked  by  immigrants,  are  facts  to  which  I  beg 
to  draw  your  attention,  as  showing  in  these  two  instances,  the  benefit  the 
country  has  derived  from  the  liberal  immigration  policy  of  this  govern- 
anent. 

Farm  labourers,  mechanics,  and  trade's  people,  were  as  a  rule  placed 
^iirithout  difficulty ;  while  the  demand  for  domestic  servants  far  exceeded 
the  supply. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  notwithstanding  the  great  depression  that  has 
prevailed,  matters  have  been  far  more  satisfactory  in  this  office  than  had 
been  expected. 

No  complaints  to  signify  have  reached  us,  while  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  persons  have  come  to  this  office,  to  meet  their  wives  and  families, 
whom  they  had  sent  for,  some  after  a  residence  of  only  a  few  months  in 
this  Province. 

This  contrasts  favoi'ably  with  the  large  number  that  have  returned  to 
Europe  from  the  Province  of  Ontario,  during  the  past  year,  and  is  a  matter 
lof  congratulation  to  this  office.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  and  operations  during  the  year 
ending  30th  June,  1870. 

The  statistics  I  give  in  a  tabulated  form  annexed,  viz  :  schedules  "  A  '* 
and  "■  B  "  which  will  show  at  a  glance  the  number  of  immigrants  who 
have  received  assistance,  advice  and  employment  from  this  oflBice,  exhibi- 
ting also  their  nationalities  and  the  manner  in  which  they  have  been  dis- 
tributed through  my  district,  and  provided  for.  According  to  Register  in 
my  office,  (and  as  otherwise  explained)  thirteen  hundred  and  forty-one 
(1841)  applicants  have  come  under  my  immediate  superA^sion. 

Acting,  as  I  hope,  judiciously  under  the  instructions  of  your  Depart- 
ment, I  aui  proud  to  .state  that  this  agency  has  been  enabled  to  carry  out 
the  intentions  of  the  government  to  their  full  extent  in  letter  and  spirit  (as 
1  believe)  and  I  hope  to  your  approval  and  satisfaction. 

The  comprehensive  orders  under  which  I  have  had  the  honor  to  act 
have  enabled  me  to  uive  much  aid  to  numerous  immigrants  who  have 
applied  to  me,  and  I  am  happy  to  record  the  fact  that  they  have  freely 
returned  unsolicited  thanks  for  the  assistance  given  them  under  the  auspi- 
ces ot  your  government.  Letters  on  tile  in  my  office,  in  numbers,  from 
educated  persons  who  have  been  provided  for  evince  the  heart  felt  grati- 
tude of  the  writers,  and  the  honest  thanks  of  mechanics,  labourers,  and 
others,  are  no  less  pleasing  and  encouraging  to  the  Department  under  your  ' 
administration,  exhibiting  as  they  do,  the  wise  provisions  already  in  existen- 
ce, and  suggestive  of  any  improvement  experience  may  indicate.  r>atis- 
faction  has  been  given  to  all  honest  working  immigrants,  and  no  grumbler 
found  except  in  few  instances,  in  which  the  applicant  has  shown  unwil- 
lingness to  work  for  wages  less  than  his  unreasonable  demands  might  seem 
to  require.  In  such  cases,  I  have  made  it  a  rule  that  haWng  once  found 
employment  at  reasonable  rates  for  the  applicant,  to  invariably  refuse  to

entertain  him  further  at  government  expense  on  his  refiising  to  accept 
work.     In  this  decision,  I  confidently  hope  to  receive. your  approval. 

I  consider  that  having  once  obtained  for  the  stranger,  work  at  renume- 
rative  wages  I  have  accomplished  the  object  the  immigration  Department 
has  in  view,  and  that  after  such  an  introduction  the  workman  must  depend 
on  his  own  merits,  indttfetry  and  character  for  further  advancement,  in 
other  words  that  I  give  him  no  more  giatuitous  aid. 

I  can  find  ready  employment  for  farm  hands,  domestic  servants,  and 
skilled  mechanics,  but  professional  men,  clerks,  and  others  seeking  light 
employment  are  not  required  here. 

The  home  has  at  all  times  been  opened  for  the  reception  of  arriving 
immigrants  with  due  regard  to  the  merits  of  each  particular  case,  and  em- 
ployment in  almost  all  instances  provided  and  until  work  has  been  offered 
applicant  he  has  in  all  cases  been  given  food  and  shelter. 

Not  reflecting  in  any  mamier  on  the  advantages  offered  by  our  sister 
Province  of  Ontario,  I  am  bound  to  notice  the  fact  that  many  immigrants 
who  have  been  induced  to  try  their  fortunes  west  of  this  city,  havfe  returned 
to  me  claiming  that  the  agency  here  offered  more  certain  and  better  paid 
work. 

I  have  found  work  for  such  persons  and  secured  many  permanent  set- 
tlers within  my  district  of  returning  discontented  unemployed  labourers. 

Since  the  government  has  announced  its  liberal  policy  with  regard  to^ 
the  settlement  of  the  Ditton  and  Lake  Megan  tic  District,  much  attention 
has  been  given  to  the  subject,  and  I  have  done  my  best  to  direct  immigra- 
tion to  those  districts,  and  in  order  to  be  enabled  to  speak  from  personal 
knowledge  I  paid  a  visit  to  this  section.  I  returned  satisfied  as  it  being  a 
good  field  for  settlement,  and  am  happy  to  have  been  corroborated  in  this 
view  by  immigrants  who  have  permanently  made  their  homes  there,  and 
who  express  their  thanks  for  the  paternal  supervision  over  their  interest 
constantly  given  by  Mr.  Chicoine,  and  at  the  same  time  they  remember 
with  lively  gratitude,  Mr.  Whyte  through  whose  advice  and  instrumentali- 
ty their  attention  was  first  directed  to  the  colonization  of  this  valuable 
Eastern  section.  Good  roads  are  much  needed  here  and  when  made  will 
stamp  this  section  of  the  Province  a  success. 

The  assistance  I  have  received  from  Mr.  J.  J.  Daley,  Dominion  Gov- 
ernment Agent  demands  my  best  thanks,  I  have  always  found  him  ready 
to  second  my  efforts  and  aid  me  cordially. 

I  am  also  indebted  for  the  prompt  and  cheerful  aid  so  readily  given 
to  the  unexperienced  stranger  by  all  officers  of  the  Grand  Trunk  I^ilway, 
notably  the  chiefs  superintending  transport  of  immigrants,  and  particularly 
the  courteous  officers  at  Bonaventure  Depot,  Messrs.  Kirkham,  station 
master,  and  O'Hara,  baggage  master,  who  are  on  all  occasions  present  to 
receive  and  direct  the  inquiring  stranger. 
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The  gentlemen  and  societies  whose  names  follow  have  been  instri 
mental  in  carrying  out  the  views  of  the  government,  being  ready  at  a 
times  to  forward  the  interests  of  those  over  whom  their  respective  authoi 
ly ^throws  a  protective  aid,  viz  :

May  it  pleasb  Yolr  Excellency, 

In  conformity  to  the  provisions  of  the  ^^  Act  respecting  the  sale  and  manage- 
ment of  the  Public  Lands,"  I  have  the  honor  to  suWit  to  Your  Excellency  the 
following  report  on  the  transactions  of  my  Department  comprised  in  the  fiscal 
year  ended  on  the  30th  of  June  last. 

CROWN  LANDS.     . 

There  were  69,240  acres  of  these  lands  sold  during  the  year,'for  the  sum  of 
$26,824.17,  and  on  account  of  these  and  previous  sales  the  sum  of  $23,578.37  was 
collected. 

Forty-three  lots,  comprising  an  extent  of  3,606  acres,  were  located  as  free 
grants  on  certain  colonization  roads  during  the  same  period. 

The  total  superficies  of  land  surveyed  and  open  for  sale  on  the  1st  of  July  last 
was  6,308,361  acres. 
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CLERGY  LANDS. 

Of  these  lands  3,945  acres  were  sold  during  the  fiscal  year,  for  the  price  of 
$1,725.80,  on  account  of  which  and  previous  sales  $3,760.65  were  paid.  The 
sui)erflcies  Of  these  lands  remaining  vacant  on  the  30th  of  June  last  was  189,083 
arres. 

JESUITS*  ESTATES. 

The  sums  (  ollccted  on  account  of  these  properties  during  the  twelvemonths 
amounted  to  128.680.46,  and  the  expenses  of  the  sqrvice,  including  commission, 
surveys,  &c.,  make  up  a  total  of  $7,485.26. 

CROWN  DOMAIN. 

\ 

The  Crown  Domain  yielded  $4,103.36:  beach  and  deep  water  lots  having 
produced  $3,772.22,  and  the  domain  proper  $331.14.  The  expenses  amounted  to 
•918.34. 

SEIGNIORY  OF  LAUZON. 

The  rents  and  dues  collected  in  this  seigniory  amounted  to  $5,685.28  ;  the 
costs  of  collection,  &c.,  were  $759.53. 

WOODS  AND  FORESTS. 

The  amount  derived  from  timber  dues,  ground  rents  and  bonuses  from 
the  Ist  of  July  1875,  to  the  30th  of  June  1876  is  $386,774.18. 

TOTAL  RECEIPTS. 

The  different  collections  above  mentioned  form  a  total  revenue  of  $457,378.21 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

During  the  fiscal  year  just  closed,  the  Department  over  which  I  preside 
contributed  to  the  Treasury  the  sum  of  $60i,3<8.l2  cash,  being  $26,375.52  more 
than  in  any  preceding  year.   The  promissory  notes  on  hand  remaining  from 

frevious  years  on  the  1st  of  July  1875  was  $232,681.07,  on  account  of  which 
t46,999.5t  was  p<ud  from  that  time  to  the  30th  of  June  1876,  leaving  a  balance 
of  $85,681.16  to  be  collected  during  the  current  yeiir. 

It  is  however,  necessary  to  remark  that  the  actual  transactions  of  the  twelve 
months  ended  on  the  30th  of  June  1876,  produced  an  amount  considerably  less 
Ihan  those  of  the  preceding  year,  vie  :  $457,378.21.  This  duninution  is  partly 
attributable  to  fhe  financial  crisis  through  which  we  are  passing^  and  partly  to 
a  sensible  decrease  in  the  sales  of  public  lands  and  the  collections  depenaent 
thereon. 

This  result  is  chiefly  owing  to  two  causes. 

The  firat  consists  in  the  severe  restrictions  upon  sales  of  land  for  any  specu- 
lative purposes  whatever,  whether  for  mining  or  lumbering:  the  second  in  the 
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great  indifference  manifested  by  the  settlers  with  regard  to  the  payment  of  what 
they  owe  to  the  Crown,  or  rather  the  avowed  determination  to  neglect  these 
payments  altogether.  To  make  sure  of  a  good  and  valid  title  to  the  lands  they 
occiiny,  and  on  account  of  the  price  of  which  they  have  generally  paid  only  one 
instalment,  seems  to  these  parties  to  be  of  no  importance,  and  it  is  only  when, 
pushed  to  the  last  extremity,  they  wish  to  borrow  money,  to  free  themselves 
from  the  effects  of  a  series  'of  complicated  transactions,  nearly  always  legally 
imperfect,  that  they  make  any  effort  to  procure  an  unassailable  title  in  the  form 
of  Letters-Patent.  (Dften,  calculating  on  tlie  benevolence  of  the  government, 
other  settlers  take  possession  of  vacant  public  lands  without  any  pretence  of 
purchasing  them,  make  improvements  on  and  occupy  them  for  fifteen  or  twenty 
years  in  spite  of  all  the  warnings  given  them  by  Ihe  Jigenls,  and  so  remain, 
selling  and  exchanging  these  lands  until  comulicati'ons  arising  from  innumerable 
assignments  and  transactions  between  ueighnours  oblifge  them  to  have  recourse 
to  the  Department  to  avoid  the  loss  of  their  honiosleads. 

Thus  the  arrears  due  on  sales  of  public  lands,  both  capital  and  interest,  go 
on  increasing  instead  of  diminishing ;  and  the  amount  of  these  debts,  which  a 
calculation  made  in  1871,  showed  to  be  then  8640,622.25  is  now  over  $700,000.00. 

This  state  of  things  cannot  be  tolerated  any  longer,  and  it  must  be  admitted 
that  the  time  has  come  to  take  such  measures  as  will  bring  these  obstinate 
debtors  to  a  sense  of  their  dutv.  Many  of  them,  I  admit,  would  And  it  difficult 
to  pay  up  in  full,  and  should  be  leniently  dealt  with  :  but  a  large  number  arc 
able,  who  for  the  most  part,  if  they  had  bought  their  lands  from  a  private 
individual  would  now  be  free  from  liabilities  :  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  no 
blame  can  attach  to  the  party  who  can  remedy  this  eviL  In  this  connection  I 
may  be  permitted  to  add,  that  it  appears  to  me  to  be  the  duty  of  all  to  encourage 
the  settlers,  in  their  own  interest,  to  take  steps  to  procure  titles  to  their  lands 
within  a  reasonable  time. 

A  fatal  error  in  my  opinion  hitherto  made  in  the  administration  of  our 

Sublic  domain  and  which  lias  not  been  without  a  bad  effect  on  our  finances, 
epreciating  the  value  of  our  lands  in  the  eyes  of  strangers,  and  in  the  esteem 
even  of  those  to  whom  they  belong,  is  the  low  price  at  which  they  are  sold. 

The  payment  of  a  price  in  some  degree  approximate  to  the  value  of  a  lot 
would  not  discourage  a  bona  fide  settler  ;  for  experience  shows  that  it  appears  to 
be  easier  to  pay  up  what  is  due  on  a  lot  sold  at  sLxty  cents  than  on  one  granted 
at  the  nominal  price  of  twenty  cents  per  acre :  while  the  settlers  located  on  the 
free  grant  roads  seem  to  have* the  greatest  difficulty  in  paying  even  the  small 
fees  required  for  their  location  tickets  and  their  patents. 

This  question  of  the  price  of  lands  to  be  sold  for  colonization  purposes 
merits  the  most  serious  attention.  I  have  in  consequence  given  directions  for 
the  compilation  of  certain  statistics  and  procuring  such  information  as  will 
elucidate  the  subject  and  enable  me  to  arrive  at  a  sound  conclusion  with  regard 
to  it. 

Apart,  however,  from  the  diminution  in  the  receipts  which  I  have  pointed 
out,  and  which  may  be  remedied  at  any  time,  I  have  every  reason  to  Delieve 
that  before  long  the  revenue  of  the  Department  of  Crown  Lands  will  resume  the 
regular  increase  which  obtained  previous  to  last  year. 
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Among  the  special  transactions  which  this  report  treats  of,  the  niosi 
important  are  the  sale  of  the  Coteau  St.  Louis  lands,  at  Tliree-Rivers,  and  th<» 
ahnost  final  conclusion  of  the  re-purchase  of  the  lands  of  the  "  Gasp6  Fishery 
and  Coal  Mining  Compan^V*  For  more  ample  information  on  these  subjects,  I 
l)eg  leave  to  direct  Your  Excellency's  attention  to  the  reports  of  the  officer  of 
my  department  who  presided  at  thai  sale  and  re-purchase.  (See  Appendix,  p  p  34 
and  35.) 

WOODS  AND  FORESTS. 

TJie  public  sale  of  timber  limits  held  on  the  28th  October  1875,  being  for  a 
very  small  extent  of  territory,  (51  miles)  produced  only  $616.  The  details  of  th»* 
snle  will  be  found  in  the  followin<j^  statement. 
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My  predecessor,  the  Honorable  M.  Malhiot,  in  view  of  the  stagnation  of 
business,  which  principally  affects  the  lumber  trade,  considered  that  it  would 
be  judicious  to  hold  no  sale  of  timber  limits  last  year,  but  the  law  as  it  then 
stood  prescribing:  an  annual  sale,  he  was  forced  to  offer  a  part  of  the  territory 
applied  for,  but  limited  its  extent  and  importance  as  much  as  possible. 

This  year,  the  number  of  applications  for  timber  licences  being  small,  and 
the  law  liaving  been  amended  so  as  to  give  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  in  Council  discretionary  power  to  appoint  these  sales  to  take  place  at 
such  times  as  might  be  deemed  most  advantageous  for  the  province,  it  has  been 
considered  advisable  not  to  offer  tiny  limits  to  public  competition  at  present. 

Notwithstanding  the  small  result  of  the  sale  of  October  last  to  which  I  have 
referred,  the  revenue  derived  from  timber  limits  now  under  licence  amounted 
to  $386,774.18  ;  and  this,  though  less  considerable  than  the  receipts  of  some 
previous  years,  is  not  the  less  surprising  with  regard  to  the  depression  of  trade 
which  now  paralyses  our  chief  industry. 

VAG\NT  LANDS  OF  THE  CROWN  AND  SURVEYS. 

Eighty-six  thousandsix  hundred  and  fifty-seven  acres  were  subdivided  during 
the  fiscal  year  ended  on  the  30th  of  June  last,  which  added  to  the  quantity 
disposable  on  the  1st  of  July  1876,  forms  a  total  superficies  of  6,308,361  acres 
divided  into  farm  lots;  an  extent  amply  sufficient  for  all  the  requirements  of 
colonization  for  some  years  to  come.  This  large  quantity  of  land  so  subdivided 
enabled  me  to  reduce  the  number  and  importance  of  surveys  properly  so 
called  ;  the  works  of  this  class  performed  during  the  year  consisting  mainly  of 
verifications  and  renewing  of  old  lines  which  had  been  effaced  by  time  or 
destroyed  by  fire. 

The  continuation  of  the  compilation  of  district  maps  to  serve  in  establishing 
the  positions  of  timber  limits  necessitated  certain  determinations  and  surveys 
which  will  be  of  great  service  in  expediting  the  accomplishment  of  this  worlc : 
and  I  hope  soon  to  be  in  a  position  to  publish  a  map  of  the  Gasp^  district  and 
another  of  the  Saguenay  region  :  the  first  comprising  the  counties  of  Gaspe  and 
Bonaventure,  Rimouski,  Temiscouata  and  part  of  Kamouraska;  the  second  the 
counlies  of  Chicoutimi,  Charlevoix  and  part  of  Saguenay. 

CADASTRE. 

Twenty-four  parishes,  two  towns,  two  wards  of  a  town,  two  incorporated 
villages  ahd  two  townships  were  cadastrate  J  by  the  offices  of  Montreal,  Quebec, 
Three  Rivers,  Terrebonne,  Montmagny,  Beauharnois,  Hull,  Joliette,  Sherbrooke 
and  Assumption ;  this  work  comprising  18,167  lots  entered  and  laid  down  on  the 
official  plans  and  books  of  reference.  ♦ 

Besides,  the  cadastres  of  four  parishes  and  two  wards  of  a  town  were  made 
by  five  surveyors  working  under  the  direction  of  the  Department  at  a  fixed 
price  for  eacli  description.  The  number  of  lots  described  by  these  officers  is 
4,623.  The  expenses  of  the  above  mentioned  offices  amount  to  $47,552.26  ;  those 
of  the  surveyors,  including  a  large  sum  advanced  to  Mr.  Paincnaud  for  the 
cadastration  of  the  Magdalen  Islands,  not  yet  completed,  to  $8,547.95  ;  making 
the  average  cost  of  eacli  description  $2.Cl  in  the  former  case  and  $1.84  in  the 
latter. 
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The  numerous  applications  which  I  have  received  for  the  cadastration  of 
different  parts  of  the  province,  and  the  notable  difiTerence  in  the  cost  of  this 
work*  executed  by  the  means  just  desci'ibed,  induced  me  to  recommend  the 
adoption  of  a  system  which  will  hasten  the  work,  and  make  a  considerable 
diminution  in  the  expenses,  in  proportion  to  the  results. 

The  defect  of  the  present  organization  consisting  in  the  number  of  offices 
too  near  each  other,  each  working  with  a  complete  staff  within  a  limited  space, 
the  government,  on  my  i^ecommendation,  judged  it  advisable  not  to  establish 
any  more  new  offices,  but  to  extend  the  field  of  operations  of  those  already 
established  by  setting  surveyors  to  work  under  the  immediate  superintendence 
of  the  directors  of  these  offices,  at  a  fixed  price  for  each  lot  described,  ac(^ording 
to  a  formal  engagement  and  upon  conditions  determined  beforehand. 

In  order  to  exercise  efficient  control  over  these  surveyors,  an  inspector  has 
been  appointed  whose  duty  is  to  follow  them  over  tlie  ground  whenever 
necessary  and  when  the  directors  of  the  offices  cannot  do  so  themselves,  in  order 
to  see  that  they  faithfully  carry  out  the  instructions  they.have  received  to  guide 
them  in  the  execution  of  the  work  confided  to  them.  Besides  this,  the  rough 
plans  of  each  p<arish  are  submitted  to  the  ins[iectton  of  the  parties  interested  in 
the  presence  or  the  director  or  the  inspector,  who  should  be  thoroughly  convinced 
of  the  exactness  of  the  results  obtained  before  taking  upon  himself  the  respon- 
sibility of  affixing  his  signature  to  these  documents. 

For  final  guarantee  a  margin  of  ten  per.  cent  is  reserved  in  the  payments 
made  to  each  of  these. surveyors,  until  complete  proof  is  made  of  the  real  value 
of  his  operations,  any  correction  which  may  be  necessary  in  consequence  of 
negligence  on  his  part  having  to  be  made  at  his  own  expense. 

At  the  present  moment,  the  cadastration  of  .about  sixty  parishes  in  fifteen 
counties  has  been  undertaken  in  this  manner ;  and  from  the  information  I  have 
received,  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  working  of  this  system  will  fulfil  our 
expectations. 

In  order  to  meet  the  additional  expense  which  these  operations  will  entail, 
a  special  appropriation  will  be  asked  for,  which,  if  voted  by  the  Legislature, 
will  permit  of  the  sfteedy  completion  of  the  cadastre  of  the  seigniorial  part  of 
the  province,  while  ny  the  means  hitherto  employed,  without  the  expenditure 
of  enormous  sums  of  money,  the  end  of  the  cadastral  operations  in  these  same 
territorial  divisions,  would  be  inevitably  delayed  for  twelve  or  fifteen  years.

He  is  required  to  clear  and  place  under  crop  12  acres  of  the  land  located, 
within  four  years  of  the  date  of  his  ticket,  build  a  house,  and  to  reside  on 
the  land  until  his  settlement  duty  is  performed.

3rd.  If  under  the  necessity  of  being  temporarily  absent  from  his  location,  he 
will  apply  to  the  resident  agent,  stating  the  length  of  his  intended  absence, 
and  the  reason  for  it,  which  will  be  entered  on  the  agent's  book,  if  the 
reasons  for  absence  seem  sufficient.  Should  he  absent  himself  without 
permission  to  do  so,  or  should  he  remain  away  longer  than  authorized, 
he  will  be  considered  as  having  forfeited  his  location. 

4th.  Any  assignment  or  attempt  to  assign  the  ticket  or  location,  without  the 
previous  knowledge  and!^  approval  of  the  agent,  will  also  be  considered  as 
a  forfeiture  of  all  right  in  the  locatee  or  assignee. 

5th.  In  all  cases  of  abandonment  of  location,  the  located  land  will  be  considered 
immediately  open  for  new  location  or  sale. 

No  location  will  be  allowed  for  more  than  100  acres  to  one  individual. 


Note. — ^The  system  of  Free  Grants  in  this  province  (with  the  exception  of  grants  not  exceedtng  ten 
acres  for  schools,  town  hall,  &c.,  and  grants  not  exceeding  fifty  acres  for  places  of  pubhc 
worship,  and  one  hundred  acres  for  Mode,  or  Industrial  Farms)  is  confined  by  law  to  land 
set  apart  for  that  purpose  on  each  side  of  the  Colonization  roads  mentioned  in  the  foregoing 
statement.

I  have  the  honor  to  say,  that  in  concluding  my  report  of  the  performance 
of  my  duties  as  Inspector  of  Agencies  for  the  year  ending  30th  June  1875, 1 
staled,  that  in  consequence  of  the  death  of  the  late  agent  of  the  Chaiidieie 
Agency,  I  then  was  and  had  been,  for  some  months  past,  acting  as  agent  for  that 
Agency,  until  a  new  one  should  be  appointed. 

I  commenced  my  duties  therefore  for  the  fiscal  year  notv  last  past,  by 
acting  in  that  capacity,  in  which  I  was  employed  without  intermission  until 
the  begining  of  the  month  of  February  following,  when  a  new  agent  was 
appointed. 

The  late  agent  had  compiled  with  great  care  what  are  called  "  Section  Books," 
for  all  the  lands  in  his  Agency ;  but  for  nearly  two  thirds  of  it  there  was 
neither  a  proper  Land  Roll,  nor  Book  of  Crown  Sales.  Whatever  time  I  could 
spare,  from  the  performance  of  the  general  duties  of  an  Agent,  I  devoted  to 
supplying  this  want,  and  compiled  a  Land  Roll  for  all  the  lands  in  ten  townships, 
and  a  new  Crown  Sales  Book  for  all  the  unpatented  sales  in  fourteen  townships, 
in  this  book  I  entered  upwards  of  1400  sales.  The  preparation  of  these  two 
books  required  great  care  and  attention,  and.  occupied  all  my  leisure  time  for 
about  six  months. 

An  agent  having  been  at  length  aj)pointed,  I  was  directed  to  leave  the 
Agency  before  I  had  an  opportunity  of  giving  hirn  the  necessary  instructions, 
previous  to  his  entering  upon  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  agent.  This  was 
therefore  done  by  an  officer  from  the  Department  in  Quebec.  • 

Immediately  upon  my  arrival  in  Quebec  from  the  Chaudiere  Agency^  I  was 
directed  to  proceed  at  once  to  the  St.  Francois  Agency,  to  examine  into,  and 
report  upon  a  matter,  which  at  the  time  excited  a  great  deal  of  public  attention, 
liaving  relation  to  the  cancellation  of  the  sales  of  land  for  the  non-pcrformanc<^ 
of  settlement  duties,  at  Lake  Megantic  and  elsewhere  in  that  Agency. 

In  the  execution  of  this  important  mission  I  visited  a  number  of  places  in 
the  Agency,  amongst  others,  the  new  settlement  of  repatriation  at  La  Patrie, 
where  I  had  the  honor  to  meet  the  Honorable  Mr.  DeBoucherville  and  yoiii5.4f, 
and  had  several  interviews  with  the  Colonization  Agent,  Mr.  Chicoine.  I  also 
visited  the  member  for  the  county,  the  manager  of  the  '^  Glasgow  and  Canadian 
Land  and  Trust  Company,"  and  also  other  persons  that  I  considered  had  any 
connection  with  the  object  of  my  mission. 

In  the  accoinplishnient  of  this  task  I  was  engaged  from  the  8th  of  February 
when  1  left  Quebec  until  the  end  of  that  mouth  w4ien  I  returned  to  it;  and 
subsequently  in  Leeds  in  preparing  a  very  lengthy  report  on  the  subject,  which 
when  submitted  to  you.  you  were  pleased  to  take  such  action  thereon  as  gave 
general  satisfaction  to  the  parties  interested. 
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When  ill  the  St.  Francis  Agency  I  spent  two  or  three  days  in  the  late  agent 
M.  Farwell's  office  examining  his  books  and  accounts.  He  was  then  in  such  a 
state  of  health  as  gave  no  hopes  of  his  recovery,  and  I  was  not  therefore 
surprised  to  hear  (which  I  did  with  much  regret)  soon  after  of  his  death.  Mr. 
Farwell  was  a  man  of  strict  integrity  and  shrewd  busine^  man,  and  none  of  the 
agents  was  more  successful  in  the  collection  of  arrears.  He  had  long  been 
assisted  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  agent,  by  his  son-in-law,  Mr.  Charles 
Patton,  and  the  experience  the  latter  thus  acquired  will  no  doubt  tend  to  make 
him  an  efficient  Agent. 

After  my  return  from  Leeds,  having  remained  some  days  in  Quebec,  I  went 
on  the  i6th  of  March  to  St.  Joseph  to  visit  the  lately  appointed  Agent  for  the 
Chaudiere  Division,  Mr.  Proux,  in  order  to  give  him  some  additional  instructions, 
and  make  him  acquainted  with  the  various  books  and  documents  of  the  Agency, 
with  which  the  long  period  I  had  acted  as  Agent  had  made  me  perfectly  familiar. 
I  returned  to  Quebec  on  the  25th  of  the  same  month,  where  I  remained  writing 
reports,  &c.,  until  the  2nd  of  April. 

On  the  3rd  of  April  I  left  Quebec  and  went  to  Arthabaska,  where  I  visited 
Mr.  Gagnon,  the  Agent  of  that  Acency,  whose  books  and  accounts  I  examined 
and  found  correct.  He  has  all  the  affairs  of  his  Agency  both  as  regard  the 
Land  and  Timber  matters  in  very  gooi  order. 

From  Arthabaska  I  went  to  Three  Rivers  and  visited  Dr.  Dubord,  and 
examined  his  accounts,  whicli  were  correct ;  his  books  both  for  Land  and 
Timber  I  found  to  be  as  I  had  done  on  every  previous  occasion  I  had  visited 
him  in  the  most  perfect  orgler. 

After  leaving  Three  Rivers  I  went  to  Montreal  and  visited  Mr.  Belle's  Office. 
The  same  remarks  which  I  have  made  respecting  Dr.  Dubord's  management  of 
his  Agency  affairs,  are  in  every  respect  equally  applicable  to  Mr.  Belle's  Agency. 

From  Montreal  I  went  to  Waterloo,  the  present  residence  of  the  Agent  for 
the  Magog  Agency,  Mr.  Kemp,  whom  I  had  not  visited  during  the  previous 
year.  I  examined  his  accounts  and  found  them  to  be  correct.  In  Mr.  Kemp's 
Agency  there  is  but  little  good  land  remaining  unsold;  and  little  or  no  revenue 
is  derived  from  it  for  timber.  His  duty  therefore  consists  chiefly  in  collecting 
arrears.  The  lands  in  this  Agency  have  generally  been  sold  at  high  prices,  and 
a  large  revenue  has  been  derived  from  it  in  former  years. .Leaving  Waterloo  I 
returned  to  Quebec  where  I  arrived  on  the  I3th  of  April. 

After  my  return  to  Quebec  I  remained  there  several  days  writing  reports, 
and  I  also  during  that  time  visited  Mr.  Rousseau,  the  Agent  for  the  St.  Charles 
Agency,  whose  office  is  in  Quebec. 

On  the  20th  of  the  month  I  again  left  Quebec  for  the  purpose  of  visiting 
some  of  the  Agencies  on  the  South  Shore.  The  first  I  went  to  was  Montmagny, 
where  I  examined  Mr.  Renault's  accounts  and  found  them  correct.  His  Agency 
is  composed  of  three  of  the  former  Agencies,  and  he  had  a  set  of  books  for  eacii 
Agency  which.had  been  but  indifferently  kept,  and  the  Agent  was  in  consequence 
subjected  to  the  liability  of  making  mistakes,  and  had  a  great  deal  of  additional 
work  entailed  upon  him.  On  my  return  to  Quebec,  I  therefore  recommended 
t  hat  a  new  set  of  books  for  the  whole  Agency  should  becompiled  in  the  Department 
and  sent  to  him,  which  has  since  been  done. 

From  Montmagny  I  went  to  River-du-Loup  and  visited  Dr.  Dube,  Agent  for 
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the  Grandville  Agency,   and  examined  his  books  and  accounts  which  I  found 
to  be  correct. 

I  left  River-du-Loup  on  the  25th  of  the  naonth  and  went  to  Rimouski,  and 
visited  the  Agent,  Mr.  Iiepage.  In  addition  to  the  examination  of  his  books  and 
accounts,  which  were  correct,  I  had  several  special  cases  to  inquire  into,  one  of 
which  had  been  considered  a  grievance  of  long  standing.  The  report  which  I 
made  on  the  subject  having  been  adopted,  the  matter  is  now  finally  and  satis- 
factorily settled.  Leaving  Rimouski  I  returned  to  Quebec,  and  thence  went  to 
Leeds  to  await  the  opening  of  the  navigation  of  the  River  Saguenay. 

I  remained  in  Leeds  until  the  20th  of  May,  when  I  went  16  Quebec,  and  on 
the  23rd  I  proceeded  to  Chicoutimi  to  visit  the  Agent,  Mr.  Tremblay,  and 
examined  his  Books  and  accounts,  which  were  correct.  I  had  also  in  this  Agency 
a  number  of  special  cases  to  inquire  into  and  report  upon.  When  I  was  in  Chicou- 
timi, the  River  Saguenay  was  higher  than  it  was  ever  known  to  be  before. 
The  difference  of  tides  was  scarcely  perceptible,  and  so  strong  was  the  current 
that  the  steamboat  was  unable  to  get  alongside  the  wharf,  which  projects  consi- 
derably into  the  stream.  A. large  portion  of  the  boom  which  the  Messrs.  Price 
Brothers  had  across  the  River  above  their  mills  in  Chicoutimi  was  carried 
away,  and  a  number  of  saw  logs  escaped.  An  immense  damage  was  also  done 
around  Lake  St.  John  by  the  floods,  tlie  waters  of  that  Lake  having  risen  to  an 
unprecedented  height. 

I  left  Chicoutimi  on  the  tst  of  June  and  landed  at  Murray  Baj-,  where  I 
visited  the  agent,  Mr.  Duberger.  He  has  now  his  son  with  him  as  his  assistant, 
and  I  was  much  pleased  to  find  that  since  my  previous  visit,  he  had  made  much 
progress  in  understanding  and  transacting  the  afTairs  of  the  Agency.  I  gave  him 
such  advice  and  instruction  as  I  considered  necessary.  The  collections  on  lana 
sales  are  very  small  in  this  Agency,  as  a  great  portion  of  the  vacant  Crown 
Lands  in  it  is  not  well  adapted  for  settlement. 

I  left  Murray  Bay  on  the  8th  and  came  to  Quebec  where  I  remained 
preparing  reports  until  the  14lh  of  the  month. 

At  the  above  date,  I  left  Quebec  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  the  Ottawa 
Agencies.  On  my  way  there  I  went  by  Dalhousie  Mills  in  the  county  of  Glengarry 
in  order  to  examine  into  some  Tionflicting  claims  to  a  piece  of  land  in  the 
township  of  Newton,  adjacent  to  the  Boundary  line  between  the  two  Provinces. 
Having  heard  the  claims  made  by  the  different  parties  to  the  pi<?ce  of  land  in 
question,  and  examined  a  numbeV  of  witnesses  produced  by  them,  I  then  pro- 
ceeded by  the  way  of  Point  Fortune,  on  the  Ottawa  River,  to  Grenville,  the 
residence  of  the  agent  for  the  eastern  part  of  the  Petite- Nation  Agency. 

Some  complaints  having  been  made  against  the  agent,  Mr.  Filion^  relative  to 
the  disposal  of  lands  in  the  township  of  Arundel,  I  went  wiili  him  to  that 
township  and  saw  all  the  parties  by  whom  these  complaints  were  made.  In 
only  one  instance  was  there  any  pretext  for  a  complaint,  and  that  the  act 
complained  of  was  not  promptly  remedied,  was  the  fault  of  the  complainant 
himself.  From  all  that  I  could  see,  it  seemed  to  me  that  Mr.  Filion  was  actuated 
by  a  sincere  desire  to  discharge  his  duty  faithfully  and  impartially  to  all  classes 
alike. 

1  left  Grenville  on  the  evening  of  the  22nd  by  the  night  boat,  and  arrived 
next  morning  at  Thurso,  where  I  visited  Mr.  Cameron,  and  made  the  necessarv 
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examination  of  his  books  and  accounts.  This  was  the  first  time  I  had  visited 
him  since  he  had  been  appointed  agent ;  but  lie  had  acquired  so  much  experience 
in  assisting  his  late  father  during  his  lifetime  that  I  did  not  find  it  necessary  to 
give  him  many  instructions.  I  therefore  left  Thurso  the  following  day  and 
arrived  the  same  evening  at  Ottawa. 

From  Ottawa  I  went  to  Hull  to  see  Mr.  Farley,  the  Agent  of  the  Gatineau 
Agency-  but  as  his  accounts  had  been  examined  by  Mr.  Collins  of  the  Depart- 
ment, when  that  gentleman  visited  this  Agency  during  the  previous  winter,  I 
did  not  consider  it  necessary  to  go  beyond  that  period ;  and  as  Mn  Parley  is  an 
old  and  experienced  Agent,  I  remained  with  him  only  part  of  one  day,  and  left 
Ottawa  on  the  27th  of  the  month  for  the  Coulonge  Agency. 

On  the  following  day  I  visited  Mr.  Heath,  the  Agent  at  Clarendon,  and 
examined  his  accounts,  which  I  found  to  be  correct ;  and  having  made  some 
enquiries  which  I  had  been  directed  to  do,  respecting  some  matters  in  his 
Agency,  I  returned  to  Ottawa. 

I  left  that  city  on  the  evening  of  the  30i;h,  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  and 
on  my  way  to  Quebec.  I  passed  bj^  Joliette  where  I  had  not  been  the  previous 
year,  and  visited  the  Agent,  Mr.  Delfausse,  making  the  usual  examination  of  his 
books  and  accounts. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  have  to  state  that  in  visiting  the  different 
Agents,  I  found  that  all  their  accounts  were  correct ;  that  they  were  all  anxiously 
endeavouring  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  office  to  the  best  of  their  judgment 
and  ability  ;  and  although  of  the  greatest  number  there  was  nothing  to  complain, 
yet  in  some  instances,  tnere  was  a  want  of  proper  arrangement  of  their  papers, 
an  omission  to  enter  many  of  the  letters  they  had  written  in  their  letter  books, 
and  other  things  of  a  like  nature.  In  all  such  cases  I  pointed  out  to  the  Agents 
the  absolute  necessity  of  attending  more  strictly  to  these  matters,  which  they 
all  faithfully  promised  to  do.

Sir, 

In  compliance  with  your  instructions  dated  the  7th  instant,  directing  me  to 
go  and  superiutend  the  sale  of  lots  at  Coteau  St.  Louis,  I  left  here  the  next  day 
(the  8th)  for  Three-Rivers,  where  on  Saturday,  the  9th,  I  met  several  persons 
who  expressed  a  desire  to  buy  at  private  sale  tne  lots  occupied  by  them  without 
title.  I  requested  them  to  meet  me  on  Monday,  the  day  previous  to  that  fixed 
for  the  sale,  to  pass  their  deeds ;  and  then  went  upon  the  ground  (the  Coteau  St. 
Louis)  with'  the  agent  Mr.  Lottinville  and  the  Director'of  the  cadastre  to  identify 
the  lots  claimed  by  the  Fabrique  of  Three  Rivers,  and  to  examine  the  land  in 
order  to  be  in  a  position  1o  recognize  the  difiFerent  lots  during  the  sale. 

On  Monday,  I  arranged  matters,  by  means  of  private  sales,  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  Order  in  Council  and  of  your  instructions,  with  such 
parties  as  had  been  occupying  lots  without  title,"the  result  being  quite  satis- 
factory to  all  concerned. 

On  Tuesday,  the  12th,  I  proceeded  with  the  public  sale,  which  gave  very 
satisfactory  results :  the  prices  realized  being  in  most  cases  much  above  and  in 
several  nearly  double  those  of  the  evaluation.  It  is  well  understood  that  of 
coui-se  I  did  not  permit  a  single  lot  to  be  sold  under  the  upset  price. 

On  Wednesday,  the  tSth,  I  continued  the  sale,  but  the  number  of  bidders 
being  very  small,  owing  to  the  cold  weather  and  other  circumstances,  I  judged 
it  most  advantageous  to  adjourn  the  sale  indefinitely. 

The  number  of  lots  remaining  unsold  is  thirty  nine  ;  and  of  those  sold  at  * 
auction  fifty-five,  besides  twenty  small  lots  on  the  hill  in  front  of  the  boulevard 
Fortin  lots,  which  were  sold  at  the  same  time  as  the  latter  and  as  forming  part 
thereof.

Sir, 

In  obedience  to  your  verbal  instructions  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a 
synopsis  of  all  transactions  connected  with  the  acquisition  by  the  Government 
of  this  Province  of  the  lands  of  the  late  Gaspi  Fishery  and  Coal  Mining  Compamf^ 
especially  the  different  judicial  proceedings  which  followed  such  acquisition 
and  which  were  brought  to  a  close  during  the  financial  year  1875-6. 

In  1872,  on  the  recommendation  of  a  committee  of  the  Legislative  Assembly, 
the  Government  decided  to  take  sach  measures  as  were  necessary  to  acquire 
and  open  up  to  colonization  the  lands  in  question,  whicli  were  to  be  sold  by  the 
sheriff  at  the  suit  of  Messrs  Barclay  and  Routh  and  of  the  School  Commissioners 
of  the  municipality  of  the  township  of  Cox. 

To  attain  this  end  in  the  most  advantageous  manner  possible  it  was  decided 
to  purchase  the  claims  of  the  principal  hypothecary  creditors  of  the  Company, 
Messrs  Barclay  and  Routh,  which  in  capital  and  interest  amounted  to  over  $50,000. 
This  purchase  was  made  for  the  sum  of  $34,066,67,  which  was  jjiiid  by  the  Govern- 
ment by  means  of  a  special  warrant  issued  under  the  authority  of  an  Order  in 
Council  passed  on  the  14th  of  September  1872,  in  virtue  of  the  47th  section  of  the 
act  31  Victoria,  chapter  9 ;  a  copy  of  which  Order  in  Council  is  annexed  hereto. 
(Annex  No.  1.)  the  purchase  of  this  claim  was  finally  made  and  executed  in 
good  fonn  by  deed  pasiged  before  Mr.  Ph.  Huot,  N.  P.  on  the  oth  of  December 
1873.    (See  Annex  No.  2.) 

In  order  to  carry  out  its  plan  the  governmout  decided  to  depute  some  one  to 
attend  the  sale  of  the  lands,  to  buy  them  up,  and  in  short  to  superintend  all  the 
arrangements  connected  with  the  matter  until  its  close;  aild  the  duty  was 
confided  to  me. 

Thus,  in  1872,  I  attended  the  different  judicial  sales  which  took  place  at 
Perce  and  New-Carlisle,  as  shown  by  my  reports,  (Annexes  3,  4  and  5)  and 
became  the  purchaser,  in  tlie  name  of  the  Government,  of  122,312  acres  of 

land  at  the  price  of $62,501  00 

the  remainder  of  the  lands  of  the  lands  of  the  Company,  2138  acres, 

having  been  adjudged  to  other  parties  for  a  collective  sum  of. 1,449  00 

Total  proceeds  of  the  sale $63,950  00 

The  distribution  of  the  moneys  was  then  to  be  made  by  the  Superior  Court 
of  the  District  of  Quebec  ;  the  Government  to  be  collocated  for  the  amount  of 
the  claim  of  Messrs  Barclay  &  Routh  ;  but  in  consequence  of  the  destruction  by 
fire  of  the  Court  House  during  the  winter  of  1872-3,  it  became  necessary  to 
restore  the  records,  and  therefore  a  final  settlement  of  the  different  claims 
made  in  the  case  could  not  be  arrived  at  before  the  year  just  closed. 

The  amount  of  the  claims  takiug  precedence  of  that  of  the  Government, 
joined  to  the  percentage  applicable  to  the  building  and  jury  funds,  and  the 
judicial  costs,  form  a  total  of  about  $17,450.00  and  the  balance  of  the  proceeds, — 
about  $46,500.00,  belongs  to  the  Government  as  representing  Messrs  Barclay  & 
Routh,  except  perhaps  the  amount  of  a  small  claim  which  it  appears  is  still 
pending  before  the  court  in  favor  of  a  municipality. 
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From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  seen  that  by  means  of  the  transaction  with 
Messrs.  Barclay  &  Kouth,  the  lauds  in  question  (112,312  acres)  in  reality  cost  the 
Government  only  $51,035.52,  as  follows  :

Lastlv  these  lands  were  opened  up  to  colonization  and  offered  for  sale  by  an 
Order  in  Council  of  the  10th  of  January  1874,  at  the  price  of  twenty  cents'per 
acre  (sec  Annex  No.  6) :  this  reduction  of  the  price  to  below  what  the  lands  cost, 
being  based,  according  to  the  Order  in  Council  on  the  consideration  that  the 

Srobable  product  of  the  sale  of  timber,  off  these  same  lands  would  cover  the 
eflcit. 

As  you  have  asked  for  my  opinion  on  this  subject,  I  am  bound  to  say  that 
upon  careful  consideration  aud  with  the  experience  of  the  two  years  which 
liave  elapsed  since  these  lands  were  placed  in  the  market,  I  do  not  think  that 
the  price  they  cost  will  be  realized  by  means  of  the  sale  at  twenty  cents  and  the 
revenue  to  be  derived  from  the  timber,  but  that  they  should  have  been  sold  at 
a  price  sufficient  to  cover  the  purchase  price,  the  cost  and  expenses,  the  inevi- 
table losses,  &c.

In  compliance  with  your  letter  of  the  loth  October  1875,  the  surveyor  of 
this  office  has,  jointly  with  the  surveyor  of  the  Cadastre  OfBce  for  the  division 
of  Terrebonne,  performed  the  scaling  of  the  river  J6sus,  from  its  mouth  in  the 
river  St.  Lawrence  to  the  lake  of  Two  Mountains,  together  with  the  surveying  of 
the  islands  therein  situated,  which  work,  both  in  field  and  office,  too£  about 
five  weeks.  It  remains  still,  in  order  to  have  the  operations  completed,  to  get 
some  information  relative  to  the  titles  of  certain  lands  situated  in  St.  Valentin 
and  LacoUe,  whose  proprietors  are  absent,  also  to  compare  the  books  of 
reference  with  the  plans  of  the  localities  that  we  have  cadastrated.  As  soon  as 
these  documents  are  ready,  I  shall  forward  them  to  you. 

The  cadastration  of  the  county  of  St.  John  is  now  completed ;  that  of 
Vercheres  shall  be  commenced  immediately.

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  you  herewith  a  schedule  containing  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  operations  of  the  "office  of  the  Cadastre  of  Quebec,  during  the 
year  ended  the  30th  June  last. 

This  statement  will  enable  you  to  see  that  the  operations  effected  in  different 
sections  of  the  Districts  of  Quebec  and  Montmorency  have  necessitated  much 
attention  in  order  to  verify  the  exactness  and  concordance  of  some  of  the  plans 
of  parishes  and  streams  situated  in  those  Districts. 

Three  parishes  have  been  cadastrated  and  their  plans  and  books  of  reference 
completed.  The  superficial  area  of  these  three  parishes  is  C8834  square  arpents, 
forming  1574  lots  situate  as  follows  : 

St.  Casimir 28424  arpents.  550  lots. 

St.  Jean  Deschaillons 29410      do  723  do 

Ste.  Emmelie 11000      do  192  do 

Leclerville  (Inc.  Village) 901      do  109  do 

1st.  The  survey  and  triangulatioiis  of  the  seigniory  of  St.  Jean  Deschaillons 
have  been  made  so  as  to  know  its  exact  area  ;  the  measurements  of  these  lines 
extend  as  far  as  the  river  B^cancour  in  the  townsliip  of  Somerset ;  the  length 
of  these  lines  is  over  49  miles. 

2nd.  The  scaling  of  the  different  roads  is  55  miles  in  length. 

3rd.  The  scaling  of  the  rivers  Ducheue  with  their  tributary,  23  miles  in 
length. 

4th.  The  scaling  of  the  river  St.  Lawrence,  fronting  said  seigniory,  7  miles 
in  length.

6th.  In  the  parish  of  St.  Casimir  the  scaling  of  several  roads  and  of  the  river 
St.  Ann  in  said  parish  extends  in  length  60J  miles,  also  1 1  miles  measured  to 
establish  the  limits  of  the  same  parish. 

7th.  The  chaining  of  the  division  line  between  the  seigniory  of  Descham- 
bault  and  that  of  Portneuf,  9  miles  in  length. 

8th.  Determination  of  the  division  line  between  the  parish  of  Deschambault 
and  that  of  St.  Alban. 
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9th.  Time  spent  in  the  compiling  of  the  plan  shewing  the  distinction  between 
wood  and  cultivated  lands  in  the  parish  of  Valcartier. 

10.  In  the  months  of  May  and  June  verification  of  720  lots  in  the  parish  of 
Beauport.

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  you,  by  this  day's  mail,  a  detailed  statemeni 
of  the  operations  performed  by  the  Cadastre  Office  for  the  District  of  Three 
Rivers,  during  the  year  ended  the  30th  June  last. 

During  said  year,  we  have  made  the  cadastration  of  four  parishes  ia  tht 
county  of  St.  Maurice,  viz  :  the  parishes  of  St.  Boniface,  St.  Mathieu,  Ste.  Anne 
d'YamachicheandSt.Elie,  embracing  a  collective  area  of  129,209  arpents  divided 
into  2328  lots  or  parcels  respectively  described  in  the  book  of  reference  for  each 
of  said  parishes. 

In  the  measuring  of  the  parish  of  St.  Elie,  we  discovered  that  a  certain 
portion  of  land  was  not  incluaed  in  the  original  subdivisions  of  the  townships 
of  Caxton  &  Belleau ;  it  was  in  consequence  found  necessary  to  erect  a  ne^* 
subdivision  termed  the  Gore  of  Caxton^  attached  to  said  township  of  Caxton, 
which  subdividing  the  surveyor  performed  in  the  space  of  eleven  weeks. 

We  have  also,  during  the  same  year,  performed  long  and  extensive  preh- 
minary  operations  not  mentioned  in  the  annexed  schedule,  consisting  especially 
of  the  trigonometrical  and  astronomical  scaling  of  the  river  Batiscan,  from  its 
mouth  to  its  intersection  with  the  North  Easterly  boundary  line  of  the  district 
of  Three  Rivers,  and  that  of  the  river  des  Envies,  from  its  confluent  with  the 
river  Batiscan  to  its  intersection  with  the  South  Westerly  line  of  the  seigniory 
of  Ste.  Anne,  including  the  islands  therein  situated.  To  that  effect  it  wai 
necessary  to  establish  four  hundred  and  fourteen  (414)  triangulation  points,  and 
determine  five  hundred  and  thirty-six  (536)  astronomical  courses  on  a  collective 
space  of  sixty-five  miles.  These  last  operations  are  not  included  in  the  present 
statement ;  they  will  form  part  of  a  subsequent  report. 

With  the  parish  reported  to  day  is  ended  and  completed  the  cadastration  of 
the  county  of  St.  Maurice  and  of  the  Registration  Division  of  Three  Rivers,  which 
division,  including  the  city  of  Three-Rivers,  the  cadastration  of  which  is 
already  in  force,  contains  a  total  number  of  6897  lots  or  parcels.

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  you  herewith  a  schedule  containing 
statement  of  the  work  performed  by  the  Cadastre  Office  of  the  Di\ision  of 
FAssomption  for  the  last  eight  months,  that  is  to  say  from  the  date  of  my 
appointment  in  November  last  up  to  the  30th  June,  1876. 

According  to  the  general  instructions  concerning  the  cadastre,  the  surveyor 
has  communicated  with  the  proprietors,  consulted  plans,  seignorial  cadastres, 
assessment  rolls  and  other  documents,  which  he  thought  would  have  helped  him 
to  draw  a  regular  plan  of  the  parish  of  St.  Roch  TAchigan.  Afler  hariag 
examined  said  documents  and  tsiken  certain  measurements  to  verify  Iheii 
accuracy,  he  came  to  the  conclusion  that  a  regular  survey  of  the  whole  parish 
was  necessary.  In  consequence,  on  the  llth  of  December  last  he  began  bis 
survey  and  the  operations  were  continued  daily  until  the  30th  of  June  last^ 
tiie  work  comprising  scaling  of  roads  and  chaininc;  of  lots  measuring  in  lengtU 
96}  miles,  and  19  miles  of  rivers  ;  making  in  all  116  miles  in  length  and 
numbering  624  lots  :  the  whole  work  having  been  performed  with  the  greatest 
care. 

In  the  above  statement  the  measurements  made  to  determine  the  area  and 
position  of  a  large  number  of  irregular  lots  are  not  included. 

The  largest  portion  of  the  parish  of  St.  Roch  being  composed  of  iireguW 
lots  fronting  on  the  river  TAchigan,  which  is  very  sinuous,  the  work  has  in 
consequence  been  very  arduous. 

For  a  number  of  years  past  the  parcelling  of  properties  has  been  so  exlen 
»ive  and  surveys  so  neglected  that  the  notaries,  in  their  deeds  of  sale  were 
unable  to  give  the  exact  area  of  the  lots  sold ;  that  is  for  the  wood  lands, 
belonging  for  the  most  part  to  strangers  ;  in  the  open  country  (cultivated  partJ 
the  lots  were  better  described,  nevertheless  a  new  verification  of  the  whole  was 
absolutely  required.  To  conclude,  I  have  to  inform  you  that  there  remain  u> 
complete  the  outside  work  but  few  measurements  to  be  made,  after  which  the 
surveyor  will  begin  the  plotting  of  his  plan.

Preliminary  Report  on  the  survey  of  the  "  Magdalen  Islands,"  undertaken  foi* 
the  purposes  of  Registration. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands^  Province  of  Quebec. 

Sir, 

I  have  been  entrusted,  under  the  authority  of  your  instructions  dated  7th 
June  last,  with  the  double  task  of  preparing  the  registration  of  the  "  Magdalen 
Islands,''  in  the  county  of  Gasp6,  in  c.onforniity  with  the  various  statutes, 
regulating  the  registration  of  the  province  of  Quebec ;  and  at  the  same  time  of 
completing  a  plan,  to  be  accompanied  by  the  necessary  data  and  instructions 
required  to  fill  up  a  void  which  appears  to  exist  in  your  department  regarding 
these  islands. 

This  double  operation  exacted  i'loin  me  a  long  and  detailed  study  of  the 
ten  islands  of  which  the  Magdalen  group  is  coinposod.  At  the  same  time  the 
errors  of  the  primitive  survey  necessitated  very  minute  and  often,  complicated 
researches  into  the  titles  and  rights  of  tenure,  as  also  the  description  of  tbe 
land  sold  by  each  of  the  settlers,  having  always  in  view  a  due  regard  to  the 
special  tenure,  by  which  the  Islands  are  at  the  present  day  inhabited. 

I  proceeded  to  the  Magdalen  Islands  in  the  inontli  of  June  last,  beginning 
my  operations  on  the  two  principal  islands  *^  Entrance  ''  and  ''  Amherst  " 
islands,  and  I  continued  my  labours  on  them,  uninterruptedly  during  the  season 
which  has  just  closed,  but,  the  p  u-fect  isolation  of  the  islands  during  the  six 
months  of  winter,  devoid  of  all  communication  with  the  main  land,  with  the 
additional  difliculty,  or  rather  impossibility,  of  conducting  field  operations 
during  the  season  o'f  severe  cold  in  such  an  exposed  region,  subject  to  storms  of 
wind,  and  fogs  and  snow,  left  me  only  the  alternative  of  passing  the  winter  on 
the  islands  with  my  assistants  at  the  expense  of  your  department,  without  any 
possible  utility,  or,  of  suspendiug  my  labours  till  the  followin*?  spring 
discharging  my  party  and  stopping  my  own  allowance, which  last^move  I  adopted. 

However,  prior  to  the  conclusion  of  my  survey,  without  which  the  plan  of 
the  islands  would  be  incomplete,  I  have  deemed  it  right  to  give  you  a  sketch  of 
what  has  been  done  up  to  this  date,  giving  you  a  preliminary  report  of  the 
^^eneral  state  of  the  Magdalen  group. 

The  data  which  will  be  contained  in  this  report,  will  necessarily  be  in 
si»veral  instances  only  approximative,  having  so  far,  not  made  an  accurate 
measurement  of  all  the  islands  ;  however,  they  will  suffice  to  jxivp  a  very  fair 
estimate  of  the  importance  and  extintjof  a  locality  at  prescMil  too  little  known 
but  which  forms  a^ery  important  part  of  the  county  of  (iaspp. 

Apparently,  the  only  topographical  archives  to  bo  fou  id  on  the  islands,  at 
least  tlie  only  ones  which  I  have  been  able  to  discover  after  a  careful  search, 
are  : 

I.  Bayfisld's  marine  charts  or  those  of  Collins  of  tho  Royal  navy,  made  bv 
order  of  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty,  which  are  generally  very  correct,  drawn 
with  great  care' and  exhibiting  witfi  much  precision  the  "contour  of  tlie  lands, 
but  with  the  exception  of  the  height  and  position  of  sonn*  of  the  principal 
mountains,  they  allbrd  but  little  information  ivlativo  to  the  iiaturn  of  the 
4'ounlrv  bevoiid  the  soa-shore. 
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la  addition  to  this,  I  must  remark  that  these  charts  are  subject  to  periodical 
corrections,  both  as  regards  the  Magdalen  Islands  and  other  localities  of  the 
same  nature,  which  undergo  certain  natu^a^  changes,  every  quarter  of  a 
century. 

2.  A  plan  of  only  a  portion  of  Coffin's  Island,  sho^ying  a  subdivision  of  that 
part  of  the  Island  reserved  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Protestant  Clergy.  This 
survey  was  made  in  1852  by  C.  F.  Fournier,  P.  L.  S.,  under  instructions  from 
the  Department  of  Crown  Lands. 

3.  A  plan  of  Entrv  Island  by  E.  H.  Le^endre,  P.  L.  S. ;  made  in  1850,  made  at 
the  request  of  John  Muncey,  Esq.  acting  as  agent  for  Admiral  Coffin  proprietor 
of  the  Island.         .  ' 

4*.  A  plan  of  Amherst  Island,  by  E.  H.  Legendre  in  1858,  made  l)y  order  of 
the  proprietor  himself,  and  completed  during  the  years  1856-57. 

On  all  the  other  Islands,  viz  :  '•  Grand  Island,"  '*  Bryon,*'  -^All-right''  and 
'•  Grindstone,"  no  suTvey  appeai-s  to  have  been  made. 

As  I  have  already  remarked  ;  '^  Bayfield's  chart,"  in  cojosequence  of  the 
changes  caused  erery  year  in  the  shape  and  outline  of  the  coast  by  the  encroach- 
ment of  the  sea ;  the  destructive  action  of  the  waves  on  the  cliffs'^and  the  rapid 
diminution  of  banks  and  hillocks  of  sand  by  the  winds,  can  be  of  verv  liitle 
service,  in  the  construction  of  a  plan  intended  to  exhibit  that  .accuracy 
required  for  Registration;* besides  which,  it  furnishes  no  information  whatever 
of  the  charactfr  or  subdivision  of  the  inhabited  tracts,  the  arable  lands  or  the 
woods  and  forests  of  the  islnnds. 

Furllior,  tlu»se  charts  are  drawn  on  too  small  a  scale  to  'permit  a  full  and 
complete  survey  of  the  six  principal  islands  beingdispensed  with,  which  survey 
should  exhibit  the  general  exteiU,  and  precise  dimensions  of  every  lot. 

The  plan  of  Amherst  Island  by  E.  H.  Logendre,  although  skilfully  cons- 
tructed, and  on  a  large  scale,  can  be  but  of  very  little  utility,  serving  only  as 
(I  reference,  in  the  event  of  any  ambiguity  or  obscurity  in  tfie  titles  It  exhibits 
as  faithfully  as  could  then  be  clone,  tlie  subdivision  of  the  island,  as  it  ought  to 
have  been  eighteen  years  ago,  in  accordance  with  the  titles  of  the  inhabitants, 
should  the  latter  have  conformed  even  ai>proxiraatelv  to  the  description  hoWever 
vague  and  general  it  may  have  been,  contained  in  tlie  titles  leases  or  licences 
which  they  had  received  from  the  proprietor  s  agent,  but  at  the  present  time 
this  plan  can  give  j)nt  a  very  faint  idea  of  the  position,  extent  and  shape  of  the 
lands  occupied  by  the  islanders. 

Most  of  these  observations  may  also  be  applied  to  '*  Entry  Island  where 
however,  there  is  less  confusion  for  the  double  reason,  thnt  it  is  of  verv  limited 
extent  and  that  its  population  far  from  increasing,  has  very  perceptibly  dimi- 
nished; consequently  the  lands  as  shown  on  Mr.  Legendre's  plan  have  not  been 
subdivided  into  smaller  allotments,  and  at  that  time  it  was  only  necessary  to 
verify  the  actual  occupation  of  each  landholder  and  determine  whatever  slight 
modifications  were  necessary  in  the  subdivision  of  the  lots. 

The  plan  of  the  Clergy  Reserves  on  Coflin's  island  bv  C.  F.  Fournier,  P.  L.  S., 
isbest  adapted  to  the  jnirposes  of  Registration,  as  its  subdivision  may  be  followed 
with  but  little  modification,  by  renewing  on  the  ground  the  marks"  which  serve 
to  identify  the  lots,  which  have  all  disapx>eared  ;  for  the  few  landholders  who 
have  settled  there  do  not  know  exactly  whether  or  not  they  are  occuping  the 
lots  which  thev  claim  to  have  purchased. 
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Three  main  causes  have  contributed  to  the  want  of  symmetry  and  regularity 
which  are  so  remarkable  in  the  conformation  of  the  diJBferent  lots,  and  have 
been  the  cause  of  that  extraordinary  confusion  which  exists  In  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  land  :  1st  The  want  of  s.urvey  before  the  settlement  of  the  island  ; 
2dly.  The  earnest  desire  of  the  fishermen  to  locate  themselves,  as  near  as 
possible  to  the  sea-shore  ;  3dly.  The  imperfect  description  in  the  original  title 
deeds. 

The  Magdalen  Islands  having  been  granted  to  Captain  Isaftc  Coffin  by 
Letters  Patent  dated  2ith  April  1 79b,  we  may  presume  that  they  were  inhabited 
long  before  that  date.  Now  it  was  fifty  two  years  later  when  John  Muncey, 
Esq.,  one  of  the  proprietor's  agents,  employ ed  a  surveyor.to  make  the  subdi\ision 
of  Entry  Island  which  was  then  all  inhabited,  and  then  seven  years  later  E.  H. 
Legendre,  made  a  plan  of  Amherst,  on  which  at  this  time  there  were  already 
150  heads  of  families. 

It  is  therefore  not  extraordinary  that  having  no  land  marks  to  guide. them 
and  without  any  established  bearing  on  the  land  to  direct  them,  the  fishermen 
seeking  a  settlement  on  the  sea-sine,  having  no  occupation  but  fishing,  and 
requiring  only  sufficient  ground  lo  carry  on  their  business,  should  have  chosen 
the  most  favorable  spots,  crowding  confusedly  one  upon'  the  other,  clearing 
small  lots  of  ground  in  all  directions  without  any  regularity  and  in  every 
conceivable  shape  without  any  reference  to  their  neighbours  or  to  those  who 
might  become  so. 

No  measures  appear  to  have  been  adopted  to  prevent  so  confused  a  system 
of  settlement,  except  at  a  very  receiit  period  :  since  the  first  agent  or  represen- 
tative  of  the  proprietor  who  appeared  on  the  islands,  for  the  purpose  of  disposing 
of  lands  and  collecting  rents,  only  commenced  his  functions  in  August,  1831, 
which  is  the  date  of  tlie  oldest  deeds  of  concession  which  we  could  find,  even 
at  this  period  and  for  many  years  later,  no  description  of  the  extent  or  outlines, 
was  inserted  in  the  leases  or  titles  granted  by  the  agents,  or  even  any  guide  to 
the  situation  of  the  lots,  to  assist  in  finding  them  at  the  present  date  :  on  the 
contrary,  certain  leases,  conferred  on  the  persons  in  whose  favor  they  were 
drawn  up,  the  land  they  occupied,  without  specifying  any  number  of  acres  or 
arpents,^  leaving  it  to  their  own  discretion  to  take  any  quantity  they  pleased 
either  at  the  time  or  in  the  future,  the  general  term  being  frequently^idopted, 
of — ^'  with  power  to  eilav(jey  Moreover  the  amount  of  rent  to  bo  paid  was  not 
fixed  by  any  definite  rule  or  scale,  but  varying  from  82.00  to  85.00  according 
to  the  wish  of  the  parties. 

This  want  of  system  was  little  calculated  to  improve  existing  matters  nor 
did  it  produce  any'change  for  the  better. 

Even  on  Amherst  Island  after  the  completion  of  Mr.  Legendre's  plan,  (he 
having  atteriipted  to  introduce  some  regularity  into  the  subdivision  of  the 
lands)  the  inhabitants  did  not  take  advantage  of  tlie  facilities  otfered  to  them, 
for  rectifying  their  boiindaries  and  limits,  and  making  them  conform  lo  the 
system  adopted  by  Mr.  Legendre  :  consequently  it  is  extremely  difiicult  to  find 
any  resemblance  between  this  plan  and  the  irregular  and  absurd  partition 
followed  by  the  islanders  in  their  different  lots. 

It  will  therefore  be  necessary  for  cadastral  purposes  to  adopt  the  present 
delineation  of  each  lot.  without  reference  to  lease  or  title,  whenever  several 
leases  cover  the  same  lot,  and  trust  to  .the  amount  of  land  as  defined  at  the 
present  day  on  the  ground  by  fences  or  other  bounds,  as  in  the  generality  of 
titles  the  (Juantity  and  limits  are  not  si)ecified. 
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Tliis  is  the  system  I  have  followed  as  the  surest  and  most  expeditious, 
exhibiting  on  niv  plan  the  exact  contour  of  each  holding  and  the  subdivisions  as 
they  actually  e.xisl  upon  the  ground,  then  applying  to  each  lot  the  title  belonging 
to  it. and  designating  the  lot  by  the  number  of  a  new  and  distinct  series  for 
each  island. 

Even  by  this  method  it  is  still  necessary  to  consider  the  changes  that  may 
have  been  made  in  each  property  whether  arising  from  inheritance,  exchange 
or  sale,  or  by  any  other  transfers  which  do  not  always  appear  to  have  been 
made  in  a  iWular  manner,  judging  by  tl^e  small  number  of  deeds  registered, 
amounting  only  to  one  hundred  and  twenty  up  to  the  month  of  October  last,  in 
the  registration"  office  of  the  Magdalen  islands. 

However,  we  must  take  an  account  of  the  deeds  which  may  have  been 
registered  anteriorly,  at  the  registration  office  of  Perc6. 

I  have  made  a  precise  return  of  the  first,  but  I  have  still  to  run  over  the 
Perce  registers  to  examine  the  latter,  which  cannot  be  numerous,  if  I  may  judge 
by  the  manner  in  which  conveyances  were  made  in  these  islands  in  former  days, 
withouc  any  deed  being  executed  by  the  parties  to  attest  the  authenticity  or 
legality  of  the  transaction. 

Is  is  therefore  verv  evident  from  what  is  above  stated,  that  the  registration 
of  the  Magdalen  Islands  does  not  tally  with  that  of  the  majority  of  other  part$ 
of  the  province,  and  that  it  will  exact  a  longer  and  more  minute  operation  than 
would  De  required  in  a  better  organised  territory. 

I  may  even  say  that  in  order  to  legalize  the  registration  of  the  Magdalen 
Islands  in  conformity  to  the  statute  book,  special  legislation,  or  at  least  some 
regulations  framed  by  competent  authority  will  be  required  to  erect,  civilly  and 
ecclesiastically,  such  of  the  islands  as  are  at  present  only  nominally  erected. 

It  may  here  be  proper  to  mention  that  the  Magdalen  islands  being  under  the 
jiirisdiction  of  the  Bishop  of  Charlotte-Town,  they  form  part  of  the  diocese  of 
Prince-Edward's  Island,  1  am  therefore  not  prepared  to  say  if  the  commissioners 
appointed  for  the  civil  erection  of  parishes  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  can 
arrogate  to  themselves  such  a  prerogative,  when  it  is  considered  that  these 
parishes  are  under  the  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  of  another  province. 

Should  this  exceptional  case  ofTer  no  difficulties  the  registration  may  include 
three  large  parishes ;  perhaps  even  four,  if  Amherst  Island  which  contains  two 
churches,  should  form  two  distinct  parishes,  but  at  present  the  ecclesiastical 
division  of  the  Magdalen  Islands  is  recognised  under  tne  following  lilies  : 

I.  Parish  of ''  Notre-Dame  de  la  Visitation  ''  of  Amherst  Island  ; 

'2.  Parish  of ''  Ste.  Marie  Madeleine  "  of  Allright  Island  ; 

3.  Parish  of  "  St.  Pierre  "  of  Grindstone  Island. 

The  other  islands  being  inhabited  exclusively  by  members  of  the  Church 
of  England  are  under  the  immediate  care  of  the  Anglican  Bishop  of  Quebec. 

It  is  therefore  not  for  me  to  state  how  they  can  be  included  within  the 
limits  of  the  parishes  on  the  other  islands. 

The  preceding  remarks  are  intended  to  apply  more  particularly  to  the 
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registration  ;  I,will  now  pnss  on  to  a  few  general  observations  on  the  extent  of 
the  islands,  their  position,  th6ir  agricultural  value  and  their  commercial 
importance,  and  hi  the  same  time  point  out  how  highly  beneficial  they  must 
prove  to  Canada  as  the  Yiursery  of  a  hardy  race  of  intrepid  seamen. 

In  the  Letters  Patent  granting  the  Magdalen  Islands  to  Isaac  Coffin,  Esq., 
mention  i^  made  of  only  six  islands ;  because  at  that  time  under  the  general 
name  of  Magdalen  Island,  were  comprised  Amherst,  Grindstone,  Allright,  Wolfe, 
and  Grosse  Isle,  as  forming  but  one  island.  The  group  of  the  Magdalen  Islands, 
however,  comprises  ten  distinct  islands,  now  designated  on  all  charts  and  public 
documents  under  the  names  of  Entry  Island,  Amlierst,  Deadmans,  Grindstone, 
Allright,  Wolfe,  Grosse  Isle,  Coffin,  Bryon,  and  the  Bird  Islands.  Four  of  these, 
namely,  Entry  Island,  Deadmans,  Bryon  and  the  Bird  Islands  are  absolutely 
isolatecl,  having  no  communication  with  each  other  nor  with  the  principal  group, 
from  which  the  most  remote,  the  Bird  Islands  are  eighteen  miles  distant,  and 
the  nearest.  Entry  Island,  three  miles.  Bryon  Island  is  itself  ten  miles  from 
the  main  island  ;  and  Deadmans  island  eight  miles  from  Amherst. 

The  six  other  islands,  namely  Grosse  Isle,  Coffin,  Allright,  Wolfe,  Grindstone, 
and  Amherst,  comprised  in  the  Letters  Patent  under  tne  collective  name  of 
Magdalen  Island,  are  in  some  sort  united  to  each  other  by  banks  of  sand,  which 
form  lagoons  of  considerable  extent :  but  these  sand  banks  are  traversed  by 
gullies  or  water-channels  which  completely  isolate  these  different  groups  anil 
form  of  them  so^any  different  islands. 

All  these  islands  together,  comprised  within  the  parallels  of  forty-seven 
degrees,  thirty  minutes,  and  forty-seven  degrees,  five  minutes,  of  north  latitude, 
and  between  "sixty-one  degrees  eight  minutes,  and  sixtv-two  degrees  twelve 
minutes,  of  west  longitude,  are  situate  very  nearly  in  the  middle  of  the  gulf 
St.  Lawrence,  at  the  distance  of  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles  from  the 
coast  of  Gasp6,  forming  a  very  important  jmrt  of  this  county,  since  of  themselves 
they  present  an  extent  of  coast  line,  of  more  than  one  hundred  and  forty  miles, 
by  the  contour  of  their  shores,  being  only  about  fifty  miles  less  than  the  entire 
shore  line  of  the  rest  of  county. 

Some  idea  may  also  be  formed  of  their  great  extent,  if  it  be  considered  that 
there  is  a  distance  of  seventy  miles  from  Amherst  Harbour,  the  south  east 
extremity  of  these  islands,  to  east  point,  the  extreme  north-east  limit  of  the 
princii)al  group.  Nevertheless  none  of  these  islands  exceeds  three  and  a  half 
miles  in  its  greatest  brecidtli :  Grindstone  Island  being  by  measurement  the 
widest  across. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  give  the  exact  superficies  of  all  the  Magdalen  Islands, 
taken  collectively,  or  of  each  of  them  severally,  before  they  have  been  comple- 
tely measured  and  surveyed.  But  from  an  'approximate'  computation  their 
superficial  extent  may  be  estimated  at  55,400  acres  of  land  ;  which,  from  the 
statistics  accompaning  the  census  of  1871,  would  be  distrilduted  as  follow*s  ; 
18,300  acres  for  Entry  and  Amherst  Island  ;  13,700  acres  in  Grindstone  Island  ; 
8,000  acres  in  All-right  Island,  and  14,800  acres  divided  among  Coftin  Island, 
Grosse  Isle,  and  Bryon  Island.  Of  this  general  superficies  it  would  appear 
that  6000  acres  are  under  culture,  and  if  to  this  latter  quantity  there  be  atlded 
the  same  amount,  that  is,6,000  iicres,  for  natural  meadows,  sand  hills,  swamps  etc., 
there  remains  a  balance  of  43,400  acres  of  forest  land,  of  which  probably  5,000 
acres  may  be  included  in  lands  already  conceded.  There  would  therefore  still 
remain  on  these  islands  about  33,000  acres  of  forest  land  not  conceded,  and 
6,000  acres  of  natural  meadows,  sand  hills,  swamps  etc,  which  the  proprietor 
may  yet  dispose  of,  and  the  average  value  of  which  may  be,  if  not  superior,  at 
least  equal  to  that  of  the  timbered  lauds. 
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The  timber  which  grows  on  the  Magdalen  Islands  is,  of  itself,  far  from 
giving  them  any  importance,  since  its  variety  is  limited  to  only  three  kinds, 
balsam  {sapin)^  sprua^,  and  white  birch.  And  this  last^  the  only  one  which 
formerly  served  for  the  constrnction  of  schooners,  is  now  become  very  rare. 
The  inhabitants  therefore  see  with  anxiety  the  rapid  disappearance  of  those 
small  forests  of  dwarfed  and  stunted  timber  which  ;still  cover  the  summit  of 
their  mountains,  dreading  the  day  when  they  will  have  altogether  disappeared, 
either  by  clearing  the  land  or  by  being  taken  for  winter  fuel,  or  still  more 
rapidly  fay  the  destructive  effect  of  a  disastrous  conflagration.  This,  then^  is 
what  give?  the  timber  still  found  standing  on  these  islands  a  value  which  it 
would  not  possess  in  any  other  partof  the  province.  And  therefore  al$o  it  is  not 
without  motives  of  grave  urgency  that  the  municipality  has  passed  resolutions, 
prohibiting  the  wanton  cutting  of  timber,  and  has  appointed  guardians  to  watch 
over  each  district  and  prevent  thai  unrestrained  waste  which  takes  place 
throughout  the  rest  of  the  county.  It  is  evident  therefore  that  this  article,  so 
necessary  to  the  domestic  economy  of  the  inhabitants,  not  only  for  warming 
their  habitations  but  also  for  enclosing  their  lands,  will  every  year  become 
more  and  more  expensive  on  these  islands,  as  it  becomes  by  degrees  more  scarce, 
and  as  the  population  increases  and  the  clearings  become  more  extensive 

If,  on  the  one  hand,  the  scarcity  of  wood  which  even  now  necessitates  the 
importatton  of  coal  from  Pictou,  in\a  locality  where  the  inhabitants  are  left  to 
their  own  resources  during  six  months  of  the  year  withoiH  any  means  of 
communication  with  the  outer  world,  is  already  a  hindrance  to  the  rapid 
increase  of  the  population  resident  on  these  islands ;  on  the  other  hand,  to 
counterbalance  this  disadvantage,  the  inhabitants  of  the  Magdalen  Islands 
draw  from  the  soil  of  their  lands,  and  from  the  depth  of  the  sea  Which 
surrounds  them,  inexhaustible  riches,  which  demand  only  a'  judicious  and 
careful  cultivation  to  produce  an  abundance  of  vegetables,  grains,  and  grass  for 
fodder,  and  only  strong  arms  for  fishing,  to  take  almost  all  kinds  of  ftsh  which 
the  waters  of  the  Gulf  supply. 

Competent  persons  have  not  hesitated  to  assort  that  the  soil  of  the  Magdalen 
Islands  is  still  richer  than  thiit  of  Prince  EdVards  Island  :  and  this  latter  is 
nevertheless  considered  as  the  garden  of  North  America.  If  indeed  the  last 
census  is  examined,  it  will  be  found  that  for  a  population  of  3,172  souls,  there 
have  been  produced  19,143  bushels  of  grain  and  68,876  bushels  of  potatoes, 
being  six  bushels  of  grain  and  twenty  one  bushels  of  potatoes  for  each  individual 
of  the  population.  The  inhabitants  find  also  a  still  greater  source  of  wealth  in 
the  produce  of  the  natural  meadows,  where  they  obtain  an  immense  quantity 
of  hay,  whicli  allows  them  to  rear  cattle  in  such  large  numbers,  that,  in  187 1\ 
there"were  reckoned,  for  555  families  576  horses  not  including  foals,  2,591  neat 
cattle,  and  nearly  5,000  sheep,  representing  a  value  of  more  than  100,000  dollars. 
We  should  still  be  below  the  real  amount,  were  we  to  double  this  sum  and 
estimate  at  200,000  dollars  the  probable  value  of  the  quantity  of  animals  which 
might  be  reared  on  these  islands,  when  we  consider  the  little  care  the  inhabi- 
tants bestow  on  their  pasture  land,  and  the  immense  amount  of  fodder  which 
is  lost  every  year  in  these  vast  natural  prairies. 

If  it  rs  now  desired  to  go  further,  and  to  form  some  idea  of  the  value  of  the 
immoveable  property,  including  the  improvements  made  on  the  occupied  lands, 
it  is  only  necessary  to  consult  the  assessment  Roll,  the  total  of  whiclx  presents 
the  very  considerable  amount  of  159,835  dollars  :  an  amount  which  cannot  be 
supposed  to  be  exaggerated,  and  which  might  rather  be  carried  to  250,000 
dollars,  if  we  consider  the  aversion  which  tlie  inhabitants  generally  have  to 
magnify  the  value  of  their  property,  or  rather  the  desire  which  they  4lllew  to 
have  themselves  assessed  at  the  lowest  figure,  when  the  municipal  or  school 
tax  is  in  question.  /    ^^^i^ 
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It  is  manifest  from  the  precediug  flgure.s  that,  in  an  agrifiiUiiral  point  of 
view,  the  Magdalen  Islands  are  certainly  not  behind  the  rest  of  the  county,  >Jind 
might  be  advantageously  compared  witii  other  and  more  favored  counties  of 
the  province.  It  is  not  however,  the  soil  alone  which  conlributes  to  the  impor- 
tance of  these  islands  :  the  sea  which,  surrounds  them  on  all  sides  is  capable  of 
supplying  a  variety  of  induslrie.s  and  of  maintaining  a  commerce  with  all 
countries  of  the  world  to  which  the  produce  of  our  seas  can  be  exported.  Tiie 
position  of  the  Magdalen  Islands,  in  the  centre  of  vast  fisheries,  gives  to  the 
iimabilauts  of  these  islancfe  incontestable  advantages  for  making  the  most  of 
ihem.  The  seal,  the  herring,  the  macquerel,  the  codfish,  and  a  host  of  other 
fish,  succeed  each  other  according  to  their  seasons,  and  when  one  kind  is 
wanting,  the  fisherman  may  almost  always  feel  assured  that  another  will  make 
up  for  the  loss  by  a  greater  abundance. 

The  produce  of  the  sea  is  therefore  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  Magdalen 
Islands  an  inexhaustible  source  of  wealth,  which  will  every  year  augment  their 
iudustrial  and  commercial  prosperity,  in  proportion  as  their  communications 
with  the  adjoining  provinces  and  with  the  rest  of  the  Dominion  become  more 
easy  and  frequent,  and  as  their  relations  with  those  countries  which  consume 
their  products  become  more  intimate  and  more  extensive. 

It  may  perhaps  be  a  matter  of  surprise,  that,  with  so  many  advantages  an<l 
so  many  facilities  for  advancing  their  material  welfare,  there  is  but  a  small 
number  of  the  inhabitants  who  are  in  a  prosperous  condition.  It  must  h.j 
confessed  that  there  are  but  few  places  where  tiie  ftsherme*  have  attained  a 
certain  degree  of  comfort  and  competency ;  but  there  is  no  other  locality  when* 
they  might  arrive,  in  so  short  a  time,  at  a  condition  of  independence,  if  the 
onerous  rents  which  the  inhabitants  have  to  pay  for  their  lands,  on  the  Magdalen 
Islands^  were  not  aa  obstacle  to  their  advancement  in  the  road  of  progress.  We 
cannot  shut  our.  eyes  to  the  fact,  that  the  piesent  system  of  land  tenure  will 
always  keep  these"  people  in  a  state  of  hesitancy,  which  renders  them  inactive, 
lowers  their  moral  feeling,  and  prevents  themfrom  entering  on  anew  career 
of  progress  and  improvement.  A  large  nun'i^ber  of  families  have  already  sought 
a  refuge  on  the  north  shore,  abandoning  their  farms  in  a  fairly  advanced 
condition ;  preferring  to  found  a  new  settlement  elsewhere  than  \o  continue 
improvements  on  lands  which  might  some  day  be  taken  from  them  if  the  exces- 
sive rent  of  twenty  cents  an  acre  were  not  paid  regularly  every  year.  So  long  as? 
the  lainds  are  suDject  to  this  rent,  the  proprietors  will  feel  ill  at  case,  will 
remain  in  a  state  of  indifference,  and  will  preserve  this  feeling  of  unconcern; 

Sreventing  them  from  laboring  more  actively  Lo  ameliorate  their  condition. 
lowhere,  besides,  can  there  be  found  a  race  dt  men  more  iutelligent,  stronger, 
and  more  robust,  mariners  more  daring  or  more  hardened  in  the  exercise  of 
their  calling,  or  a  class  of  fishermen  more  capable  of  enduring  all  their  priva 
lions  and  prolonged  labore,  and  more  ready  to  encounter  the  perils  of  the  sea^  • 

We  should  therefore  feel  a  desire  to  preserve  intac^  a  small  population,  born, 
so  to  say,  upon  the  sea,  and  destined,  in  great  part,  to  gains  their  living  there 
There  are  no  sacrifices  which  we  should  not  make  to  ameliorate  their  position, 
to  attach  them  to  the  soil,  and  to  improve  their  lot,  by  adopting  such  legislative 
enactments  as  would  chjinge  the  existing  tenure,  and  would  give  to  each 
inhabitant  a  better  title  to  the  land  which  he  occupies.

"  There  are  many  good  roads  leading  through  this  township,  more  especially 
one  from  tlie  Desert  to  Eagle  farm,  and  a  wagon  road  from  Eagle  farm  to 
Victoria  village,  which  will  give  inducement  to  settlement  in.this  new  township. 

• 

''  In  the  Eastern  side  of  this  township  is  a  rapidly  gi-owing  settlement,  the 
inhabitants  of  which  when  building,  have  put  up  comfortable  houses.  Their 
crops  are  splendid,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  when  some  of  it  is  surveyed,  the 
land  will  be  rapidly  settled  upon. 

"  The  quality  of  the  soil  to  a  great  extent  is  generally  loam,  and  the  timber 
good  hard  wood,  with  a  few  pines  in  some  places.  Towards  the  North-West 
corner  of  the  township  the  land  is  inferior,  but  in  other  parts,  it  is  of  a  good 
nature  for  agricultural  pursuits." 


REsruvEY  of  the  South  East  quarter  of  the  township  of  Portland,  bv  G.  C. 
Rainboth,  P.  L.  S. 

''  I  may  say  in  reference  to  the  country  I  have  gone  over  in  this  resurvey^ 
that  there  are  certainly  a  number  of  verv  good  flats  of  land,  available  for  culti 
vation ;  but  the  largest  proportion  is  hilly,  broken  and  rocky  ;  it  is  nevertheless 
heavily  timbered,  with  very  few  burnt  districts.  The  principal  timber  being 
hemlock,  birch,  maple,  cedar,  balsam,  spruce  and  a  small  quality  of  baeswood; 
there  is  very  little  pine  timber,  doubtless  it  was  very  rich  at  one  time  with 
pine,  judging  by  the  traces  of  the  old  timber  works.  Tmight  add  that  the  best 
iigricultural  land  is  to  be  found  along  the  valley  of  the  River  du  Lievre.'' 


Extract  from  the  report  of  survey  of  part  of  the   townships  of  Lussier  and 
Archambault,  ny  F.  P.  Quinn,  P.  L.  S. 

''  The  4th  and  5th  ranges  of  Archambault,  each  16  lots  broad,  are  rather 
undulating,  except  where  the  river  Michael  empties  into  lake  Tire,  the 
banks  of  which  are  overflowed  as  aforesaid  for  the  breadth  of  about  fo'ur  lots.  The 
high  land  is  rather  stonv,  but  good  soil  and  well  timbered  with  heavy  maple, 
birch  and  spruce ;  the  6tli  and  7th  ranges  for  the  same  breadth  are  almost  level, 
and  well  timbered  as  aforesaid,  there  are  extensive  sogaries  on  this  land, — it  is 
also  arable  and  well  calculated  for  purposes  of  settlement  and  colonization, 
being  well  watered  with  rivers,  living  streams,  ^c,  a  portion  of  which  is  broke 
upon  and  watered  by  lal«  Archambault. 

'•  On  that  portion  of  Lussier,  on  which  1  have  the  honor  to  report,  from  the 
rear  of  Chilton,  both  sides  of  the  river  and  Lac  Ouareau,  to  No.  47  mclusive,  the 
land  is  good  and  level  and  many  of  the  lots  improved  and  well  built  upon,  and 
the  residence  of  actual  settlers  in  the  second  and  third  ranges,  and  in  the  fourth 
range  N.  W.  of  the  outlet  of  lake  Tire. 

''  Part  of  the  fourth  range  is  high  and  rather  mountainous,  and  also 
North-West  of  lakes  Archambault  and  Tire,  undulating,  but  well  timbered 
with  maple,  birch  and  spruce  ;  block  A  in  the  first  range  is  high  and  covered 
with  hard  wood,  mostly  maple. 
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^'  The  piece  of  land  between  the  line  of  separation  of  said  townships 
and  lake  Archarabault,  is  .ilso  high  and  mountainous  and  covered  with  maple. 
The  tract  of  land  situate  between  LacOuareau  and  lake  Archambault,  is  all  level 
and  of  a  good  quality,  well  adapted  for  settlement  and  all  taken  up. 

'•  In  conclusion  I  beg  leave  to  state  that  the  Messrs  Coutu  have  constructed 
a  grist  and  saw  mill  on  the  outlet  of  lake  Tire,  and  also  a  chapel  on  lot  No.  35  in 
the  fourth  range.  These,  together  with  the  roads  already  made,  are  of  the 
greatest  utility  and  encouragement  to  settlement  and  colonization. 

"  I  have  been  credibly  informed  tliat  as  many  as  fifty  families  intend 
settling  in  that  locality  this  winter  and  the  conipetition  amongst  then)  for 
choice  lots  is  extreme. 

''  The  beautiful  and  sumptuous  lakes  of  pure  water  afford  speckled 
trout  in  abundance,  and  amphibious  animals  are  numerous  round  the  lakes  and 
inlets,  being  of  a  valuable  species  of  fur.  I  also  beg  leave  to  remark  that  Joseph 
Charboneau  was  the  first  settler  in  that  locality  ;  seven  years  ago,  he  resided 
on  Nos.  31  and  32  in  the  third  range  of  Lussier,  to  my  knowledge  ;  I  having 
lodged  in  his  chantier  at  that  time." 


Township  of  Malhiot  by  J.  C.  De  la  Chevroliere,  P.  L.  8. 

The  land  through  the  whole  extent  of  the  exterior  lines  of  this  township  is 
more  or  less  uneven,  though  there  are  but  few  high  mountains. 

The  soil  though  varying  here  and  there  is  none  the  less  fit  for  culture,  the 
timber  is  mostly  good  and  lofty,  consisting  of  birch,  spruce  and  in  some  places 
cedar  and  balsam,  the  latter  being  the  most  abundant. 

Pine  timber  is  rather  scarce,  having  been  cleared  out  in  all  directions.  The 
low  lands  are  generally  covered  with  spruce  both  white  and  black,  balsams  and 
alders. 

The  lands  surrounding  Lake  Wayagaraak  are  composed  of  good  yellow 
and  grey  loam. 

Granite  rocks  project  here  and  there  into  the  lake.  The  timber  is  about  the 
same  as  detailed  above. 

The  lake  is  veiy  deep  and  abounds  in  fish,  trout  caught  in  it  is  of  excellent 
quality. 

The  whole  locality  appears  very  favorable  for  new  settlements,  and  continues 
to  be  equally  good  as  far  as  the  St.  Maurice  on  the  south  side  of  the  little 
Bostonais.  The  north  side  is  mountainous  and  favorable  only  for  the  production 
of  marketable  timber  such  as  spruce  and  pine,  for  its  production  the  outlet  of 
the  lake  has  been  closed  by  a  dam  and  slide.  The  St  Maurice  is  reached  by  a 
table  land,  elevated  about  onehundi*ed  feet  above  the  river.  The  soil  is  a  yellow 
loam,  on  a  foundation  of  clay  of  which  its  banks  are  composed. 

The  low  lands  along  the  river  as  on  lots  40  and  41  cultivated  by  Mr.  William 
Ritchie,  and  on  lots  2  and  3  by  Mr.  G.  B.  Hall,  who  are  engaged  in  felling  the 
timbef^  supply  the  farms  with  hay  and  oats ;  these  farms  are  kept  in  good  order, 
and  in  the  stables  are  found  some  splendid  cattle 
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The  above  table  land  is  corerecl  by  a  new  growth  of  cypress  trees,  over- 
topped by  some  fine  red  and  white  pine  which  the  fires  have  spared. 

We  found  evidences  of  the  damage  done  by  fires  in  this  range  from  tho 
great  to  the  little  river  Bostonais  over  an  extent  of  about  three  miles.  . 

The  La  Tuqxie  I'ajjid,  confined  by  rocks,  diminishes  the  breadth  of  the  river 
to  a  few  chains  ;  while  both  above  and  below,  it  is  more  than  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  wide,  its  height  is  from  90  to  100  feet  during  the  spring  freshets,  and  the 
body  of  water  which  passes  through  that  channel  is  20  feet  deep.  The  Western 
shore  of  the  St.  Maurice  is  steep  and  mountainous^  and  devastated  by  fires  in 
many  places.  Above  the  rapid  on  lots  17  and  19  is  situated  the  mouth  of  the 
"  Grand  Bostonais."  winding  through  a  flat  country,  the  soil  is  allil vial  over 
clay,  the  timber,  elm,  ash,  willows  and  alders  on  a  low  ground  enclosed  on  both 
sides  by  a  chain  of  mountains  lying  along  its  course  in  a  north-easterly  direction. 

The  Northerly  chain  divides  the  river  "  Croche  "  from  the  Bostonais,  the 
former  flowing  into  the  St.  Maurice,  two  miles  and  three  quarters.higher  up,  on 
thQ  same  side. 

•  Tracts  of  splendid  land  extend  from  the  St.  Maurice  to  some  distance  into 
the  interior,  leaving  the  chain  of  mountains  I  hav«  described  above,  an  isolated 
ridge,  lying  between  the  rivers  Croche  and  Bostonais. 

A  great  extent  of  this  fine  land  is  occupied  by  Mr.  G.B.  Hall,  who  has  made 
some  clearings  near  his  establishments.  Tne  farm  is  well  kept  and  there  is  an 
abundance  of  cattle  on  it.  The  only  drawback  is  the  rise  of  the  waters  in  the 
spring  of  the  year. 

Dammed  by  the  narrow  channel  of  ''  La  Tuque,"  the  great  mass  of  waters  of 
the  upper  St.  Maurice  rises  rapidly,  throwing  back  the  streams  of  the  Croche 
and  Batiscan,  and  rising  above  its  banks  which  it  completely  overflows. 

The  St.  Maurice  range,  neaily  all  of  which  is  fit  for  cultivation  and 
settlement,  consists  in  a  great  measure  of  high  lands,  it  also  offers  a  fair  propor- 
tion of  arable  land,  along  the  banks  of  rivers,  which  are  covered  with  elm, 
ash,  willows  and  alders.    The  hard  wood  is  mostly  found  on  the  elevated  lands. 

The  river '^  Petite  Bostonais"  and  the  creek  V  a  Beause,"  through  which 
the  waters  of  the  lake  of  this  name  empty  themselves,  present  splendid  water 
powers  near  their  entrance  into  the  St.  Maurice. 

As  regards  the  resources  of  this  township  and  the  best  means  of  turning 
them  to  account,  I  can  only  repeat  what  I  said  last  year,  respecting  the 
township  of  Carignan ;  that  the  only  way  to  arrive  at  that  end  is  to  extend  tlie 
steam  navigation  of  the  river  St.  Maurice  from  the  *'  Piles  "  to  "  La  Tuque." 


GoRB  of  Caxton,  by  L.  0.  A.  Arcand,  P.  L.  S. 

From  the  post  between  lots  7  and  8,  on  the  line  between  the  8th  and  9th 
ranges,  I  prolonged  a  line  in  the  same  direction  as  that  drawn  by  Mr.  Legendre 
bearing  S.  W®  West  astronomically, — which  line  I  picketed  to  its  intersection 
with  the  exterior  line  of  the  townsnip  of  Hunterstown  clearing  it  and  blazing 
the  nearest  trees ;  on  measuring  the  said  line,  I  found  the  depth  of  the  8l!i 
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range  to  be  only  4Q.00,  that  of  the  7th  range  57.50,  the  line  having  been  run  by 
Mr.  Harkin,  P.  L  S. ;  that  of  the  6th  Mnge  43.00,  that  of  the  5th  and  4th  ranges, 
102.00,  that  of  the  3rd  and  2nd  ranges  1 13,50,  and  lastly  that  of  the  1st  range,  57.50, 

Having  planted  a  post  at  each  range  marked  in  accordance  with  its  number, 
I  also  planted  a  post  on  the  exterior  line  of  Hunlerstown  marked  "  Check  line, 
L.  O.  A.  Arcand,  7th  December,  1875.'' 

•  The  soil  generally  is  composed  of  yellow  mould,  rocky  and  poor  in  quality ; 
the  mountains  lie  in  close  proximity  to  'one  another  :  the  principal  woods  are 
white  spruce,  balsam,  hemlock,  maple,  birch  and<beech. 

The  centre  of  the  8tli  range  is  a  low  ground  through  which  several 
small  streams  flow  into  the  nearest  lakes,  The  north-west  and  south-west 
extremities  are  situated  nearly  on  the  summit  of  lofty,  rocky  mountains. 

For  timber,  we  found  maple,  birch,  hemlock  and  lialsam. 

I  now  retraced.my  steps  through  the  7th  and  8th  ranges  as  far  as  the  post 
planted  in  the  north  west  line  of  the  Gore  of  Caxton. 

The  greater  part  of  the  7tli  range  is  located  on  the  table  land  •  of  a  lofty 
mountain.  Lot  A  is  covered  with  hard  and  soft  wood  in  equal  quantities,  the 
other  lots  are  covered  with  maple,  beech*  and  birch  with  some  good  sugar 
making  plantations  ;  .the  land  is  rocky  and  sandy. 

.1  now  i^turned  to  the  6th  and  7tli  ranges.  The  soil  is  yellow  loam,  coarse 
and  rugged. 

The  surface  of  this  part  df  the  country  though  mountainous  is  not  unfit  iov 
cultivation. 

The  growth  of  timber  is  very  fine. 


Extract  from  a  Report  on  the  verification  and  exploration  of  the  branches  of 
the  Rivers  Ouiatchouan,  Batiscan,  Bostonais  and  St.  Maurice,  by  P.  H. 
Dumais,  P.  L.  S.  ^ 

On  the  upper  part  of  the  river  "  Petite  Bostonais,"  the  land  is  fit  for  culti- 
vation, the  timber  of  good  growth  and  remarkably  lofty,  both  pine  and  spruce 
can  be  used  with  advantage,  as  the  river  is  free  from  any  impediment  as  far  as 
the  '*  Grand  Wayagamack." 

The  land  traversed  by  the  river  "  a  Jeannot"  is  very  uneven,  the  mountains 
high  and  rocky ;  building  limber  such  as  pine  and  spruce,  have  been  very 
extensively  used  for  some  years. 

Some  of  the  lakes  have  been  scaled,  and  the  line  has  been  blazed  and 
marked  by  mile  posts  duly  numbered. 

Before  closing  this  report  I  must  not  omit  to  mention  a  work  of  verification^ 
performed  last  autumn  by  order  of  Department  of  Crown  Lands,  between  the 
river  Bostonais,  starting  from  the  foot  of  the  group  of  islands  in  this  river  asfaras 
Lake  Edward  at  the  mouth  of  Rat  river,  which  flows  into  the  north-westerly 
bay  of  the  lake  ;  scaling  this  river  along  its  whole  course,  as  also  the  lakes,  the 
portage  of  the  height  of  lands  and  the  lakes  met  with  on  the  way.  This  explor- 
ation measures  twenty  one  miles,  twenty-seven  chains  and  forty-twO  links, 
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including  lakes,  and  encloses  a  tract  of  arable  land  nearly  all  fit  for  cultivation, 
though  interrupted  here  and  there  by  slight  elevations.  Building  timh»T  has 
been  very  much  thinned  by  lumberers  on  the  banks  of  the  Bostonais,  though 
some  still  remains  there  and  on  the  shores  of  Lake  Edward. 


Extract  from  the  report  of  survey  of  the  West  branch  of  the  river  Nouvelle, 
by  P.  Murison,.P.  L.  S- 

"  I  commenced  the  scaling  of  the  river  from  the  aforesaid  sixth  mile  tree, 
chaining  upwards  on  the  ice  when  practicable,  and  through  the  bush,  until  I 
arrived  at  the  seventh  mile  tree,  which  I  marked  as  such,  on  the  West  side  of 
the  river.  In  the  traverse  of  the  river,  I  met  with  one  brook  running  in  from 
the  east  and  crossed  several  small  islands,  the  soil  along  the  flats  being  fertile 
and  consisting  of  a  red  loam  ;  the  timber  principally  of  spruce  and  fir  with 
some  poplar  of  large  dimensions. 

"  I  proceeded  on  with  the  scaling,  marking  and  establishing  all  the  mile 
trees  on  the  west  side  of  the  river,  until  I  arrived  at  a  small  Fork  at  fourteen 
miles  and  14/50  chains,  where  the  river  divides  into  two  branches,  the  main  one 
running  to  the  west,  while  the  other  branch  inclines  to  the  north-east.  Between 
the  seventh  mile  tree  and  the  said  forks,  I  passed  several  small  brooks  and  islands, 
the  former  furnishing  a  good  supply  of  water  to  the  main  river.  I  could  not 
obtain  the  names  of  any  of  these  brooks,  nor  do  I  believe  they  have  yet  been 
named.  The  soil  in  this  locality  is  rich  and  the  timber  large,  more  especially 
the  spruce,  which  would  make  good  merchantable  timber,  being  sound  and 
stfaight.  In  the  vicinity  and  between  the  ninth  and  tenth  mile  trees,  there  are 
some  pine  trees  of  good  quality,  growing  on  the  slopes  of  the  mountains  facing 
the  river  and  on  both  sides  of  the  same. 

The  brooks  that  run  into  the  main  river  are  small ;  the  spruce  and  fir  are 
large  ;  there  is  also  some  white  and  black  birch;  the  soil  is  good  although  in 
some  places  very  stony.  Excellent  timber  of  the  same  kind  abounds  along  the 
slopes  of  the  mountains. 

''  At  a  short  distance  above  the  nineteenth  mile  tree  there  is  a  good  sized 
brook,  which  comes  in  from  the  west,  and  cafter  passing  the  same,  keeps  north- 
west, as  far  as  the  twenty-third  mile  tree.  Between  these  two  points,  the  soil  is 
not  quite  so  good,  nor  is  the  timber  as  large,  consisting  principally  of  a  smaller 
growth  of  spruce  and  fir,  with  a  few  birch  trees. 

"  The  banks  of  the  river  are  not  high,  seldom  exceeding  three  or  four  feet- 
The  river  here  is  very  rapid,  but  without  any  falls.  From  the  twenty  third  mile 
tree  to  its  source,  the  river  narrows  very  much,  and  the  soil  is  poor  and  stony  ; 
the  timber  consists  of  spruce  and  fir,  but  of  a  small  and  inferior  quality.  At 
twenty -eight  miles  65  cnains  the  river  forks  off  into  three  small  brooks  which 
run  north  for  about  one  quarter  to  one  half  mile  each,  taking  their  rise  in  an 
alder  swamp,  and  may  be  considered  the  head  waters  of  the  west  branch  of  the 
river  Nouvelle. 

"  The  land  in  the  vicinity  of  its  source  is  level  and  continues  so  to  the 
north  and  west  as  far  as  the  vision  of  eye  extends.  I  may  add  that  there  is  not 
along  its  whole  course  from  my  point  of  departure  to  its  source,  one  single  fall, 
and  it  may  be  considered  a  continuous  rapid,  free  from  any  obstruction. 
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"  la  general,  along  the  whole  course,  on  either  side  of  the  river,  there  is 
hardly  sufficient  breadth  of  land  to  make  it  of  any  use  for  settlement  purposes. 
At  its  source,  however,  there  is  a  large  tract  of  land  that  could  be  made  available 
for  that  purpose.*' 


Extract  from  the  Report  of  survey  of  the  second  range  of  the  township  of 
Ristigouche,  by  E.  H.  Legendre,  P.  L.  S. 

Every  kind  of  timber  and  the  soil  I  met  with  are  of  excellent  quality, 
through  the  whole  extent  of  the  line  ;  and  I  have  been  assured  thatit  is  exactly 
similar  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood,  and  in  some  places  beyond  the 
northerly  exterior  line  of  the  township. 

For  my  own  part  I  have  not,  so  far,  seen  any  tract  to  equal  this  part  of  the 
second  range. 

The  birch  trees  are  enormous,  plentiful  and  sound ;  some  splendid  sugaries 
are  also  met  with. 

There  are  spruce  trees  measuring  sixteen  inches  in  diameter  at  60  feet  from 
their  base.  The  soil,  composed  of  yellow  loam,  is  the  finest  I  have  seen. 

Conspicuous  among  the  timber  above  mentioned  are  to  be  found  some 
immense  cedars,  a  sure  indication  of  the  quality  of  the  soil. 


Quebec,  29th  October,  1875. 
The  Honorable  the  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands, 

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  proceedings  in  conformity  with  tiie  instructions 
issued  to  me  from  the  Crown  Lands  Department,  and  dated  the  4th  of  September, 
1875;  and  beg  to  inform  you  that,  myself  and  party,  consisting  of  four,  left 
Quebec,  on  the  ilth  of  September  last^by  the  Doa^  for  Pointe-aux-Trembles, 
going  thence  by  land  to  St.Uaymond,  where  I  engaged  three  axe  and  packmen. 
That,  on  the  14th  of  September,  myself  in  company  witli  Joseph  Bureau  and 
party,  nine  in  all,  proceeded  to  the  township  of  Colbert,  and  seeing  it  was 
judicious  to  transport  the  provisions  with  all  possible  speed,  I  immediately 
pitched  camp  on  the  river  Mauvaise,  in  the  9th  range  of  Gesford,  and  durio^^ 
the  portaging  of  them,  I  closely  explored  the  indicated  route  in  the  valley  of 
the  river  Mauvaise,  from  its  mouth  to  the  camp,  and  further  to  the  north, 
westward  as  far  as  Lower  Lnc  du  Renversi^  where  camp  No.  2  was  subsequently 
pitched  ;  that,  seeing  no  difficulties  in  the  valley  so  far  in  the  way  of  constructing 
a  railway,  I  extended  my  observations  further,  on  the  general  roiite,  and  noticing 
that  the  rise  or  contour  of  the  country  presented  obstacles  likely  to  frustrate  any 
<'hance  of  discovering  a  feasible  route  between  Lower  Lac  du  Henversi  and 
Upper  LffC  du /?e/?vtfr5/,  and  also  observing  the  slow  progress  in  portaging  the 
provisions,  I  altered  my  plan  from  the  original  design  and  immediately  repaired 
to  the  south-eastern  end  of  Lower  lac  du  Henversi,  where  I  romnienced 
operations  in  traversing  and  levelliuj:  between  the  two  lakes:  and  liaving 
planted  a  post  which  I  marked  astheGlh  mile  from  the  front  line  of  the  township 
of  Colbert,  I  continued  my  operation  within  a  few  hundred  feet  of  Upper  L(7c 
du  Renversi^  in  order  to  test  the  practicability  of  the  onlv  route  presenting 
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itself.  The  result  is  aa  shewn  on  the  accompanying  profile,  viz  :  One  hundred 
and  ninety-six  feet  elevation  in  io^r  thousand  feet  of  distance,  developing  insur- 
mountable obstacles  to  the  construction  of  a  railway.  Such  result  fully  convinced 
me  that  it  was  useless  to  extend  the  exploration  further  in  that  direction.  I 
observed  only  two  passes  or  gaps  in  the  mountains,  one  on  the  right  by  the 
valley  of  the  river  Mauvaise,  wnich  is  the  outlet  of  Lac  des  soixante  arpents, 
and  in  remarking  which  I  have  only  to  add  that  the  Lac  des  soixante  arpeiits  is 
situated  much  at  the  same  distance  as  Lower  Lac  du  Renversi,  but  more  towards 
the  east,  and  approaching  it  by  the  river  Mauvaise,  there  ai-e  variotts  he.ivy 
rapids  and  falls,  and  one  fall  of  sixty  feet  high  ;  that  alone  being  sufficient  to 
caiise  us  to  abandon  the  exploiMtion  in  that  direction.  Tlie  gap  or  pass  on  the  left 
by  the  stream  or  outflow  of  lake  Morasse,  is  a  very  limited  valley,  and  upon 
inspection  presents  no  possibility  of  securing  any  practicable  grade  for  a  railway. 
As  the  river  Mauvaise  and  Rtiisseaii  Noir  are  completely  hemmed  in  on  both 
sides  by  high  mountains  perpendicular  in  many  pl-aces,  and  showing  no  chance 
of  exit  either  to  the  right  or  left  to  other  valleys  for  a  further  exploration,  I 
considered  my  mission  at  an  end,  and  in  accordance  with  the  instructions, 
resolved  to  return  and  report  at  once  ;  but  as  it  was  expedient  to  fix  the  position 
of  the  valleys,  and  connect  my  operation  with  some  known  and  established  point, 
I  decided  to  scale  and  level  the  valley  of  the  river  Mauvaise  to  its  mouth  or 
some  defined  point  on  such  route,  and  at  the  same  time  transport  the  provisions 
•  back  to  the  village  of  St.  Raymond  ;  and  after  detailing  three  packmen  for  the 
latter  duty,  I  conducted  the  traversing  and  levelling  of  the  valley  of  the  river 
Mauvaise.  as  represented  on  the  accompanying  plan  and  profile,  which  shows 
no  difiiculty  in  the  way  of  the  construction  of  a  railway.  That  on  Saturday,  the 
2nd  of  October,  having  arrived  at  the  .front  line  of  the  township  of  Colbert 
simultaneously  with  the  packmen  with  the  provisions,  I  resolved  to  stop  at  the 
post  between  lots  Nos.  5  and  6  on  the  front  line  of  the  township  and  there  dis- 
charged three  axemen,  and  Mr.  Bureau  the  explorer  of  the  party  ;  that  on  Monday 
following,  I  transported  all  the  provisions  and  party  to  St.  Raymond,  and 
considering  it  advisable  to  dispose  of  the  provisions  there,  I  did' so,  and  left 
there  by  land  on  the  following  day,  Tuesday,  the  5th  of  October  ;  and  arrived  in 
Quehec^the  same  evening. 

I  now  wish  to  draw  your  attention  to  the.  admirable  use  of  the  Aneroid 
Barometer  for  measuring  heights.  On  referring  to  the  registered  t.ibular 
notes  of  the  prominent  points  along  the  route  scaled  and  levelled,  a  close 
similarity  in  their  relative  accordings  will  be  perceived,  and  with  the  use 
of  a  Pedometer  for  recording  distances,  a  very  fair  approximation  of  the  grade 

giv  mile  can  be  arrived  at  in  a  very  expeditious  manner,  and  should  the 
epartment  institute  another  inquiry  by  exploring  for  a  route,  I  would  strongly 
advise  the  exclusive  use  of  the  two  instruments.  Considering  the  subject  of 
the  possil)ility  of  finding  a  route,  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that,  with  perseverance, 
a  route  for  a  railway  might  be  found  by  going  further  westward  than  the 
township  of  Colbert ;  as  the  water-shed  of  the  Laurentides  even  in  Colbert,  at  a 
distance  of  nine  miles  to  the  north-west,  is  westerly,  that  a  route  travei-sing 
theLiiurentian  chain  of  mountains,  in  a  direct  line  to  the  lowest  elevation  at  the 
water-shed  lacks  the  distance  necessary  to  overcome  its  elevation  ;  consequently 
Lo  lengthen  the  distance,  it  would  be  necessary  to  fco  westward,  and  I  would 
strongly  recommend  an  examination  of  the"  valley  of  the  river  Pierre, 
which  V'ourses  'nearly  at  right  angles  to  the  river  Mauvaise  in  a  south- 
westerly direction  :  further,  that  during  winter  is  the  most  suitable  and  least 
expensive  time  to  advance  such  exploration.  As  I  am  given  to  understand  that 
Messrs  B.  Bennett  &  Co.,  lumber  merchants,  have  an  establishment  on  the 
Meguick  river,  which  is  not  far  distant  from  the  southern  extremity  of  He  du 
Lac  Edouard  and  that  there  is  a  shanty  road   leading  to  it  from  St.  Ubald,  tlie 
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explorer  could  easily  fix  the  relalive  heights  and  distances  by  the  use  of  a 
Barometer  and  Pedometer,  especially  as  tliere  are  station  houses  along  the 
lumber  road;  and  having  the  relative  heights  established  in  such  a  way 
from  Ik  du  Lac  Edouard  by  the  Meguick  and  rierre  |i-ivers  through  to  Bourg- 
Louis  would  at  once  settle  the  much  vexed  question,  whether  a  feasible  pass 
can  be  found,  and  prevent  its  ever  again  arising.

To  the  Honorable  the  Commissioner  of  Croicn  Lands, 

Sir, 

Your-letter  of  instructions,  dated  4th  February  last,  respecting  the  explora- 
tion and  tracing  of  that  part  of  the  proposed  railway  from  Quebec  to  Lake  St. 
John,  comprised  between  St.  Raymond  and  the  south  part  of  the  island  of  Lake 
Edward  reached  me  before  I  had  completed  the  verification  surveys  and 
explorations  in  the  valley  of  the  river  Batiscan. 

Rather  than  penetrate  any  further  into  the  interior,  we  suspended  these 
latter  operations,  in  order  to  come  down  to  the  settlements  to  procure  the 
provisions  necessary  to  enable  me  to  proceed  without  interruption  in  the 
important  work  witfi  which  you  had  entrusted  us,  and  which  had  to  be  carried 
on  with  all  possible  diligence  in  order  that  it  might  be  brought  to  a  satisfactory 
conclusion  before  the  end  of  the  season. 

Having  increased  the  number  of  my  baggage-men,  in  order  to  make  one 
journey  suffice,  I  succeeded,  notwithstanding  the  exceptionally  inclement^eason, 
in  transporting  the  greater  part  of  the  provisions  to  the  starting  point  of  the 
exploration  for  the  projected  railway. 

.  I.  I  began  the  exploration  of  the  railway  route  proper,  at  the  foot  of  the 
Island  of  Lake  Edward,  at  about  twenty  chains  north  of  the  olst  mile  post  on 
the  eastern  bank  of  the  river  Batiscan,  exactly  opposite  the  junction  of  tlie  river 
Jeanotte.    A  square  post,  duly  inscribed,  marks  tne  starting  point. 

I  made  a  careful  examination  of  both  hanks  of  the  Batiscan  as  I  proceeded 
downwards  as  far  as  the  river  Meguick,  a  considerable  tributary  flowing  in 
from  the  south  east :  and  established  that  tlie  eastern  bank  is  the  most  suitable 
for  the  passage  of  tne  line,  and  in  consequence  the  trees  were  blazed  on  the 
general  course,  so  that  no  mistake  ii)ight- be  made  later  on  in  the  localization. 
This  space  measures  about  five  miles,  the  level  of  the  first,  two  miles  being  forty 
feet  and  that  of  the  other  three  twenty  feet  lower  than  the  starting  point. 

2.  Before  continuing  the  exploration  along  the  Batiscan,  I  visited  the  valley 
of  the  river  Meguick,  in  order  to  become  welf  acquainted  with  it  and  to  judge 
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if  I  might  return  to  it  later  on.  Starting  from  the  mouth  of  this  stream,  which 
is  sinuous,  flowing  over  a  smooth  bed  piconsiderable  width,  we  crossed  it,  pro- 
ceeding towards  the  south,  and  follovfing  a  wide  opening  for  a  couple  of  miles, 
we  come  upon  lake  Bellevue,  which  is  ofa  circular  form  and  a  diameter  of  about 
we  fifteen  hundred  yards. 

An  isolated  promontory  juts  out  on  the  eastern  shore,  but  not  far  enough 
to  interfere  with  the  line. 

To  the  south  of  the  lake,  the  opening  above  mentioned  continues  in  a  south 
easterly  direction,  and  following  it  for  five  mites,  brings  us  to  a  branch  of  the 
river  Meguick,  wiiich  winds  about  on  our  left.  As'jending  the  course  of  the 
stream  we  reach  its  head,  after  having  left  on  both  sides  other  branches  of  more 
or  less  size,  but  flowing  in  different  directions.   • 

Over  these  twelve  miles  or  thereabouts  from  the  mouth  of  the  Meguick,  no 
great  difficulty  is  met  with,  the  level  rises  regularly  to  about  220  feet  above 
that  of  the  Batiscan  :  the  passage  is  in  some  jJaces  narrow,  butsufBciently  wide 
for  the  railway.  The  ground  is  clear  of  rocks  and  easy  to  work. 

From  the  source  of  this  branch  of  the  Meguick  arises  also  another  stream, 
flowing  in  an  opposite  direction,  or  towards  the  south  ;  facilitating  our  progress : 
we  followed  it  to  its  confluence  with  the  north  branch  of  the  river  Pierre, 
another  tributary  of  the  Batiscan.  This  stream  .is  about  three  miles  long  and 
from  five  to  ten  liuks  wide.  On  the  first  mile  from  the  source,  the  hills  on  either 
side  approaching  each  other  suddenly,  are  almost  united  by  the  boulders 
detached  from  their  flanks ;  the  stream,  however,  still  finds  a  passage.  These 
detached  rocks  are  in  some  places  piled  upon  each  other,  while  other  spaces  are 
left  clear,  facilitating  the  descent  to  the  river  Pierre,  where  the  level  isobout  a 
hundred  feet  lower  than  at  the  source  of  the  stream,  and  where  these  bouldets 
are  the  only  difficulty  to  be  met  with. 

Looking  towards  flie  south  from  the  banks  of  the  river  Pierre,  the  asjiect 
of  the  country  indicates  level  ground,  while  a  chain  of  mountains  in  the 
distance  extends^to  the  north-east  and  south-west,  but  does  not  approach  the  river 
until  five  or  six  miles  lower  down.  Those  on  the  north-west  side  approach  and 
recede  from  its  sinuous  course  for  about  an  equal  disUuice. 

The  principal  branch  of  the  river  Pierm  flows  through  the  level  country 
above  mentioned  and  joins  the  main  river  a  little  lower  down  than  the  moulii 
of  the  stream  last  explored. 

On  proceeding  up  this  south  branch  three  small  lakes  are  met  with  in  the 
space  of  two  miles,  and  in  the  fine  land  surrounding  them  the  beginning  of 
a  settlement  has  been  made  by  theiMessi^s.  Bennett.  A  space  of  at  least  fifty  acres 
has  been  put  \uider  cultivation,  and  a  two  story  house  and  depot  some  sixtv 
feet  long  serves  as  a  store  for  the  numerous  surrounding  rnnips. 

The  oats  grown  on  tliis  farm  have  a  fine  appearance  and  are  of  goodqualilv 
if  we  may  .fudge  from  the  samples  left  in  tlie  sheds  of  the  establishment.  The 
cultivable  land  in  this  locality  may  bo  estimated  at  about  eight  to  ten  thousand 
acres. 

3.  Leaving  this  part  of  our  exploration  aside  for  the  moment,  we  returned 
lo  the  mouth  of  the  Meguick  and  followed  the  course  of  the  principal  branch  of 
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this  river  for  some  distance  upwards,  biit  finding  that  its  general  direction  lav 
too  much  to  the  north-east,  we  abandoned  this  part  to  explore  the  Batiscaii 
downwards  to  the  settlements  in  the  townships  Montauban  and  Chavigny. 

4.  For  the  first  eight  miles,  especially  on  the  south-east  bank  of  the  river, 
the  land  is  favorable  for  the  passage  of  a  railway.  Lower  down,  the  uneven 
shore  and  the  frequent  and  sudden  curves  present  somef  difficulties,  but  not 
•  such  as  to  be  insurmountable.  Before  taking  leave  of  this  spot,  I  may  mention 
that  a  pass  in  the  mountains  called  "  la  grande  eoulie^''  leads  directly  to  the 
river  Fierre,  and  presents  no  difficulty.  Descending  the  river,  the  land  becomes 
more  even,  and  at  the  tenth  mile  the  banks  resume  their  original  aspect,  and  so 
continue  with  occasional  interruptions  of  steep  shores,  either  on  one  side  or  the 
other  as  far  as  the  22nd  mile  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  Pierre,  which  discharges 
itself  on  the  south-east  side  of  the  Batiscan.  From  here  to  the  parish  of  Notre 
Dame  des  Anges,  the  seventh  portage  on  the  river  Batiscan,  the  country  is  very 
favorable  for  the  projected  work  and  the  soil  is  of  excellent  quality. 

This  little  colony,  founded  by  theRevd.  Mr.  B^langer,  cur6  of  Deschambault. 
is  increasing  in  size  and  importance.  A  grist  mill  and  saw  mill  have  been 
erected  almost  in  the  heart  of  the  forest  by  the  Messrs.  B61anger,  the  pioneers  of 
this  new  parish.    A  chapel  will  be  built  during  the  course  of  the  summer. 

5o.  In  order  to  become  acquainted  with  the  valley  of  the  chief  branch  of 
the  river  Pierre,  we  returned  to  the  road  which  leads  to  Mr.  Bennett's  depot, 
above  the  forks,  exploring  both  banks  to  above  the  depot.  No  serious  difficulty 
occurs  in  all  this  distance  ;  the  land  being  generally  level  and  of  excellent 
quality.  But  a  mile  above  the  dep6t,  the  valley  closes  in  suddenly,  leaving 
only  a  rough  and  broken  bed  through  which  the  pent  up  waters  rush  in  a 
torrent.  There  is  a  difference  of  level  on  the  last  mile  of  over  a  hundred  feet, 
and  no  improvement  takes  place  for  at  least  a  mile  further. 

Returning  to  the  river  Batiscan,  we  made  a  minute  examination  of  the 
mountains  and  gorges  bordering  the  river  Pierre  on  the  south-east,  and  exactly 
at  the  great  bend  which  it  makes  towards  the  north-west,  at  about  four 
miles  from  its  mouth,  a  nearly  level  pass  leads  to  the  river  Noire,  a  tributarv 
of  the  St.  Ann,  less  than  a  mile  distant.  The  height  from  the  depot  to  the  grea\ 
bend  is  about  seventy  feet,  the  distance  six  miles,  and  the  ground  easy  and 
offering  no  obstacles. 

6.  This  branch  of  the  river  Noire  which  we  explored,  flows  between  two 
parallel  chains  of  ftiountains,  lying  fifteen  to  twenty  chains  apart,  and  runs 
towards  the  S.  S.  E.  to  the  lake  Mataban,  four  miles  further  ;  the  difference  of 
level  in  these  four  miles  is  sixty  feet  and  the  grade  uniform. 

Lake  Mataban,  which  we  explored  from  the  west  side,  where  the  banks  do 
not  present  many  serious  difficulties,  may  be  also  examined  on  the  east  side,  by 
leaving  these  banks  on  the  first  mile  after  crossing  the -north-east  affluent, 
continuing  along  the  west  side  of  the  discharge,  behind  Long  Lake  which  we 
coast  on  the  same  side  as  far  as  Mountain  Bay  at  about  two  miles  from  the 
poiht  where  the  above  affluent  falls  into  the  lake. 

If  the  uneven  land,  the  perpendicular  capes  200  feet  high  and  the  walls  of 
rock  which  line  the  shores  of  Long  Lake  over  a  distance  of  at  least  a  mile  were 
found  only  on  one  side,  I  would  have  continued  the  exploration  of  this  river  to 
its  fall  into  the  great  valley  of  the  St  Lawrence,  several  miles  lower  down  ; 
but  this  route  being  too  costly,  we  examined  another  passage,  liess  broken  but 
extending  a  little  more  to  the  west ;  that  is  to  say  we  followed  the  valley  of  the 
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river  Blanche,  which  we  reached  by  Mountain  Bay,  between  which  and  the 
lake  of  Seven  Islands,  a  belt  of  flrs,  sixty  chains  across,  and  quite  level,  affords 
an  eas^  passage  over  the  height  of  land. 

7.  From  the  lake  of  Seven  Islands  proceeding  down  the  river  Blanche  there 
are  no  great  ditRculties  in  the  way  of  reaching  St.  Alban  ;  and  a  pass  a  little  to 
the  east  is  at  least  as  favorable ;  the  greatest  difference  of  level  beinR  two 
hundred  feet  over  three  miles  of  the  descent  to  the  smooth  valley  of  U^e  Si 
Lawrence.  From  St.  Alban  following  the  base  of  the  mountain  either  on  the 
north  or  south  side  of  the  river  St.  Ann,  the  ground  is  most  favorable  for  the 
construction  of  a  railway  as  far  as  St.  Raymond,  where  my  exploration  termi- 
nated. From  St.  Alban  to  St.  Raymond  the  level  rises  a  hundred  feet  in  the 
space  of  twelve  or  fifteen  miles. 

8.  In  order  however  to  become  personally  sure  of  the  possibility  of  a  direct 
line,  I  explored  with  this  view  the  valley  of  the  river  Jacob  up  to  the  source  of 
the  rivier. 

To  reach  lake  Simon,  two  different  routes  offer  themselves,  both  quite 
practicable ;  but  beyond  that  to  the  height  of  land  the  rise  is  over  a  hundred 
I'eet  in  half  a  mile,  increasing  as  we  near  the  summit. 

0 

Considering  the  lateness  of  the  season,  the  small  stock  of  provisions 
remaining,  the  fatigue  of  four  months'  labor,  and  the  exhaustion  of  the  appn- 
priation,  we  here  ceased  our  explorations,  ready  to  resume  them  on  the  retun: 
of  the  proper  season,  and  examine  certain  parts  yet  unknown,  which  may  give 
satisfactory  results. 

In  conclusion  I  may  say  that  this  exploration  on  the  whole,  has  had  the 
result  desired,  viz  :  to  establish  the  possibility  of  crossing  the  southern  declivity 
of  the  Laurentian  hills,  and  find  a  practicable  route  by  which  the  Gosford 
Railway  might  be  prolonged  to  the  shore  of  lake  St.  John.  The  great  benefit 
which  will  be  derived  from  it  by  the  counties  of  Chicoutimi,  part  Of  Portneuf 
and  Quebec  is  easy  to  conceive,  but  the  result  of  the  railway  being  in  operatiou 
will  greatly  surpass  the  expectations  of  all  the  friends  of  this  patriotic  work : 
colonization  especially,  in  view  of  the  vast  field  opened  to  it  at  the  door  of  our 
markets  will  advance  with  giant  strides.

In  obedience  to  the  instructions  of  the  Honorable  Commissioner  Crown 
Lands,  I  proceeded,  towards  the  end  of  January,  to  determine  the  latitudes  of 
Hull,  Buckingham,  Pointe  Fortune,  the  northernmost  angle  of  the  county  of 
Argenteuil  and  the  southerly  extreme  end  of  the  line  between  the  Counties  of 
Ottawa  and  Pontiac. 

I  went,  in  the  lirst  place  to  Ottawa,  where  I  was  furnished  by  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior  with  a  zenith  telescope.  I  at  once  commenced  my  observations, 
obtaining  : 

Hull,  2d  and  4tli  February,  Lat.  45o  25'  32"  7,  probable  error  H  0''  18.  Mean 
of  thirty-three  observations  of  19  pairs  of  stars.

Mean  of  17  observations  of  15  pairs  of  stars. 

Buckingham,  12th  and  13th  February  Lat.  45o35'  26'  17  it  0"  19.  Mean  of 
36  observations  of  22  pairs  of  stars. 

North  angle  of  Arg.-nteuil,  24th  and  25th  February,  Lat.  46o  18'  55"  7il  0"  25. 
Mean  of  21  observations  of  15  pairs  of  stars. 

Point  Fortune,  2d  and  3rd  March,  45o  33*  52"  7  >L  0"  15.  Mean  of  37  obser 
vations  of  22  pairs  of  stars. 

At  Hull  the  observatory  is  situated  on  the  property  of  Mr.  E.  B.  Eddy,  in 
rear  of  the  Union  Hotel;  in  Buckingham,  at  the  same  point  as  was  used  by 
commander  Ashe,  R.  N.,  last  winter,  and  in  the  remaining  places  at  the 
extreme  end  of  the  lines. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Lindsay  Russell,  for  his  kindness  in  lending  me, 
instruments,  chronometers,  catalogues  of  stars  and  whatever  else  I  required.

Sir, 

We  have  the  honor  to  suhmit  the  iiK^lioal  report  of  llv)  Quebec*    Lunatic 

Asyhini,  for  the  year  ending  on  llie  'Ullli  June,   I87(). 

• 

We  would  have  wished  to  add  to  llie  ol)servalions  containt^d  in  tliet^o  p:igi»s 
some  remarks  on  mental  diseases  ;  hut  the  extensive  hnildin^  operations  in  whieh 
we  were  engaged,  last  year,  absorbed  all  the  time  whii-h  was  not  devoted  to  our 
patients,  and  the  numerous  details  especially  required  in  building  an  asylum, 
exacted  almost  constant  attention. 

Nevertheless,  we  deemed  it  our  duty  to  insert  some  nnnarks  aft<^*r  each 
schedule  on  which  we  base  our  medical  report  to  show  its  mist  salnint  points,  so 
that  the  reader  may  understand  its  meaning,  appreciate  its  value,  auil  jud«.^e 
of  the  amount  of  labor  gone  through  aiid  of  the  work  accoiuplislKMl  in  liiis 
institution  during  twelve  months.  These  explanations  will  also  prove  that, 
in  the  midst  of  our  ex'ra  labors,  we  have  not  lost  sight  of  the  unfortunate  beings 
confided  to  our  care. 

When  we  informed  you,  in  our  last  report,  of  the  terrible  couH.igration  which 
swept  over  our  institution,  we  also  stated  that  we  had  c  )mmenced  to  rebuild  the 
portion  destroyed.  To  succeed  we  had  to  exert  oui'sjlves  to  an  extraordinary 
degree,  as  it  was  necessary  to  complete  the  work  in  the  least  possible  tim3,  so  that 
we  might  restore  our  patients  to  their  previous  state  of  ease  and  confort. 

Moreover,  so  that  we  might  not  suffer  from  any  of  tlr3  vexations  delays  to 
which  we  might  have  been  exposed  by  contractors,  we  ourselves,  undertook  the 
task  of  rebuilding,  while  employing  at  the  same  tim^,  experienced  workmen  to 
superintend;  and  then,  without  considering  the  price  of  labor,  we  secured  the 
services  of  all  the  available  workmen  in  the  city.  ,     _  __. 
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Mr.  Poachy,  airhilpct  of  Quebec,  was  engaged  to  prepare  Ihe  plans  of  the  new 
building,  and  that  Ihe  choice  was  a  ^ood  one  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  that  gen- 
tleman has  succeeded  admirably  in  carrying  out  all  our  ideas,  and  satisfying  the 
numerous  wants  of  a  large  institution  of  this  kind.  W^  thus  have  a  building 
suitable  in  every  respect  and  containing  all  ihe  modern  improvements  ;  and  one 
which  may  take  its  place  amongst  the  monuments  of  the  Province  :  of  which 
the  public  has  every  reason  to  be  proud. 

Yet,  the  stranger  who,  in  passing  along  tho  road,  is  struck  by  the  dimensions 
and  elegance  of  the  building,  is  far  from  sus[HM'ling  what  labor,  anxiety,  care  and 
fatigue  were  net  essary  to  attain  this  result. 

It  is  easy  to  understar.d  what  must  have  bfcu  our  anxifty  and  misgivings,  a? 
well  as  the  discouragemiMit  into  which  we  wcte  cast  by  this  conllagration,  which 
almost^ ruined  us,  by  [)lacing  our  liuanccs  in  tlin  most  straitened  condition. 

Our  insui'aucc,  on  the  poiliou  of  destroyed  by  flro,  amounted  only  to 
$23,000,  while  the  new  building  co^l  aliove  SIIC,()00,  to  which  must  be  added 
the  expense  incurred  in  the  nMuoval  of  the  patients,  the  loss  of  provisions,  furni- 
ture antl  linen  and  tin*  jjurchase  of  new  furniture  in  largerrjuanlities,  as  the  new 
building  contains  many  more  apartments  than  the  former  one.  Now  this  furniture 
is  of  the  modtMU  si  vie.  Kach  room  is  c(nurorlabIy  furnished.  In  the  dormitories, 
there  are^iron  bedstcNids,  with  liairaud  spring  maltrasses.  The  heating  apparatus 
and  system  of  ventilation  have  been  considerably  improved,  rendering  them  indeed 
much  more  confortable  ;  .but  these  improvements  added  still  more  to  the  cost 
of  the  work. 

The  short  and  limited  tinie  in  \\  hich  they  were  rebuilt  also  added  conside- 
rably to  the  cost  of  reconstruclioi:. 

To  accomplish  Ibis  work  in  our  embarrassing  position,  necessitated  a  large 
increase  of  labor;  at  this  we  were  not  dismayed  ;  on  the  contrary  we  accepted  the 
task  without  complaint,  we  listened  to  the  call  of  duty,  for  besides  our  own  per- 
sonal pros[)erity  which  was  placed  in  jeopardy  we  had  at  heart  the  prevention  of 
any  discomfort,  nneasinc^ss,  or  privation  reaching  our  unfortunate  patients. 

The  ])uldic  had  placed  these  poor  people  under  our  care,  they  feci  an  ins- 
torest  on  them,  and  thereby  liecame  attached  to  them  ;  and  thus  they  came  to  look 
upon  our  house,  although  private,  as  a  public  institution  and  onebelonging  to  them- 
selves. Looking  at  the  subject  in  this  light,  we  represented  the  public  on  their  behalf, 
and  we  felttharit  was  our  duly  to  provide  for  these  unfortunate  people  all  the 
conforts  essential  to  their  situation,  and  to  give  them  back  the  refuge  which  they 
had  lost.  We  therefore,  took  upon  ourselves  tlie  discomfort  and  uneasines  from 
w'iiich  we  wislied  to  shelter  them.  Our  eiforts  wTre  thus  directed  towards  rebuilding. 
We  devoted  all  our  thoughts,  our  time,  our  labors,  and  our  means  to  this  end  ; 
but  so  great  an  undertaking  recjuires  encouragement  so  that  it  may  not  become  a 
failure;  and  when  private  fortunes  have  been  swallowed  up,  are  we  not  justi- 
fied in  addressing  ourselves  through  you,  Sir,  to  the  government,  for  greater  assis- 
tance than  thev  Ikuv  hitherto  given  us.  /     r\r^nlt> 
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The  existence  of  our  Asylum  is  looked  upon  as  being  connected  with  the  inte- 
rests of  society  ;  here  are  confined  Ihcir  sick  and  everything  which 
takes  place  in  this  abode  is  of  general  interest.  If  ease  and  comfortreign  within 
ilthe  people  are  satisfied;  if  the  cures  are  numerous,  Ihny  rejoice;  if  the 
repualion  of  the  institution  is  enhanced,  they  feel  a  pride  in  it.  Bnt  if  a  disaster 
happen  to  fall  on  it,  should  it  not  for  the  same  reason  excite  their  sympathy  and 
claim  their  support. 

Tlien  the  fire  of  the  29th  January,  1875,  as  it  was  proved  at  the  investigation, 
of  which  we  submitted  an  account  in  onr  last  report,  was  caused  by  one  of  the 
government's  own  patients. 

If  we  admit  for  a  moment,  tliat  the  Asylum  had  then  been  the  properly  of  the 
Slate,  the  incendiary  maniac  would  not  have  spared  its  other  proprietors,  and  the 
heavy  losses,  which  we  seem  destined  to  bear  alone,  would  have  been  made  good 
ly  the  State,  and  distributed  over  the  whole  population,  or  the  public  would  have 
beenobhged  to  look  after  the  insane,  and  tlien  it  wonhl  Jiave  come  to  be  looked 
upon  as  a  pubiic  calamity. 

We  are  far  from  wishing  to  compare  onr  situation  with  that  of  the  State,  but 
we  wish  to  show  that  the  grant  awarded  by  the  government  does  not  and  never 
can  compensate  for  losses  ancj  cover  risks  so  great.  Tills  disaster  occurred 
while  we  were  discharging  a  pnblic  duty ;  from  cvei'y  place  we  received  expressions 
of  sympathy,  every  one  looked  upon  it  as  a  public  misfortune,  and  we  had  every 
reason  to  expect  the  Legislature  wonld  have  authorized  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
to  give  more  substantial  assistance  than  a  loan  of  $50,000  at  a  more  advanced. 
rate  of  interest  than  the  government  itself  was  receiving  from  the  banks. 

Many  similar  accidents  have  occured  in  the  best  managed  establishments? 
solely  from  the  fact  that  they  are  filled  with  excessively  dangerous  inmates. 

Besidesthe  verdict  of  the  jury  exonerated  the  proprietors  of  the  Asylum  from 
blame.  They  acknowledged  «  that  at  the  time  of  the  fire,  the  institution  was 
« amply  provided  with  all  the  appliances  necessary  to  resist  a  conflagration,  and 
•that the  employees  of  the  establishment  made  the  best  possible  use  of  the  means 
*at  their  command,  imder  the  exceptional  circumstances  in  which  they  were 
•placed,  having  to  do  battle  with  the  fire,  and  save  the  patients  who  numbered 
•  4'20,  that,  further,  their  rescue  was  most  heroically  elTected,  and  that  no  eflbrt 
■  was  spared  which  could  reasonably  ha v(i  b(*en  expected  from  the  proprietoi*s, 
"Officers  or  employees  of  the  institution.  » 

All  the  employees  performed  their  duty  in  this  unfortunate  alfair  in  the  most 
satisfactory  manner,  and  we  caimot  be  blamed  in  any  way,  as  that  duty  was  per- 
formed by  all  with  devotedness  and  by  some  even  with  hardihood. 

No  one  can  reproach  us  therefore,  for  making  an  appeal  to  the  government 
praying,  that,  if  they  do  not  release  us  altogetlicr  from  the  payment  of  the  interest 
which  they  exact,  they  will,  at  least,  reduce  the  rate  thereof  to  such  a  figure,  as 
will  give  their  action  a  benevolent  and  charitable  aspect,  and  would  meet  the 
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wishes  of  tliu  public  in  our  regard,  besides    rnidering  v.n  hi  able  assistance  to  our 
funds  upon  which  so  many  heavy  calls  are  made. 

Such  are  Ihe  labors  which  we  have  performed  during  the  past  year  in  addi- 
tion lo  the  services  rendered  to  our  patients:  we  have  taken  the  liberty  of 
submitting  them  to  your  consideration,  together  with  the  few  relJeclions  to  whicli 
our  straitened  circunislances  gave  rise. 


The  mode  of  treatment  adopted  in  former  years,  lias  this  year  been  followed 
with  but  few  modifications. 

Separation  from  the  family,  as  we  mentioned  in  former  reports,  is  a  power- 
ful agent  in  the  treatment  of  Innacy, especially  when  applied  in  a  thoroughly 
medical  way. 

The  first  care  with  reganl  to  any  diseased  organ  is  to  keep  it  away  from 
whatever  has  been  the  cause  of,  or  might  proloi\g  the  disease.  In  changing  his 
place  of  abode  the  patient  is  taken  away  from  the  cares  of  his  ordinary  life,  from 
his  bad  habits,  from  that  circle  in  aword  in  whicli  he  finds  permanent  danger 
ofrelap?e. 

By  the  happy  cliange  he  ex]»eriences  on  entering  the  asylum,  he  is  led  to 
for^^et  his  maniacal  ideas.  He  fhids  himself  released  from  the  dangerous  proxi' 
mity  of  his  family  and  friends,  who,  in  any  other  circumstances,  would  be  of 
considerable  assistance  to  him. 

His  life  in  the  asylnm  is  varied  with  work  and  pleasant  i>astimes  which  have 
the  tendency  to  bring  him  back  lo  the  real,  and  to  withdraw  him  from  his  idiotic 
fancies. 

By  giving  the  patients  euiployment  suitable  to  their  taste  and  capacity,  they 
are  kept  busy,  and  thereby  the  monotony  of  their  ideas  is  broken,  anJ  the  bad 
habits  they  have  acquired  are  overcome. 

Farm  labor,  which  by  allowing  the  patient  to  breathe  pure  air,  and  assist- 
ing digestion,  produces  the  best  results.  In  this  respect  our  great  farming  experi- 
ment has  proved  one  of  the  most  beneficial  curative  agents  in  the  treatment  of 
mental  alienation.  But  besides  labor,  we  resort  to  all  the  family  amusements, 
dancing,  concerts,  cards,  dominos,  bowling  &c.,  &c.  Picnics  in  summer,  and 
sleigh  drives  in  winter  are  particularly  enjoyed  by  our  patients.  But  the  most 
successful  distractions  are  theatricals,  comic  singing,  and  tableaux  vivants  Vvh\cl\ 
Mr.  and  Madame  Vincelette  are  very  successful  in  organizing,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  pitiei  ts,  who  also  take  part  in  ttiem. 
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We  have  purchased  this  year  a  magnificent  stereopticon,  which  affords  great 
amusement. 

Thanks  to  our  instrumental  music,  which  has  progressed  remarkably  well 
under  the  talented  director,  Mr.  Vez.na,  our  pleasure  parties  have  taken  a  shape 
scarcely  to  be  expected  in  a  lunatic  Asylum. 

Illustrated  papers  and  a  choice  library  are  ar  I  he  disposal  of  those  who  are 
fond  of  reading. 


Jt  is  always  a  pleasure  for  us  to  leport  the  fxenerous  and  devoted  conduct  of 
our  chaplains  in  the  discharge  of  Iheir  duties.- 

Our  relations  wilh  the  inspectors  and  commissioners  are  always  of  the  most 
agreeable  nature. 

The  assiduity  of  our  visiting  physician  has  only  been  equalled  by  his  kind- 
ness towards  our  patients  and  his  courtesy  to  ourselves. 

Our  assistant  physician,  Dr.  Uelanger,  fulfils  liis  office  with  continued  zeal 
and  attention. 

Our  superintendent  Mr.  Vincelette,  whose  duties  have  been  greatly  increased 
on  account  of  the  circumstances  in  which  we  have  been  placed,  has  displayed 
great  zeal,  and  it  gives  us  pleasure  to  testify  to  the  constant  attention  shown  to  our 
patients  by  Madame  C.  Vincelette  and  her  assistants. 

The  subalterns,  guardians  and  servants  have  shown  great  willingness  and 
merit  our  approbation. 

With  these  acknowledgements  we  must  add  our  sincere  thanks  to  those  who 
were  kind  enough  to  remember  our  patients,  and  contributed  to  their  amusement 
by  sending  illustrated  papers  and  other  objects  calculated  to  please  them.  We 
should  particularly  mention  his  woi-ship  the  mayor  of  Quebec,  Dr.  Pourtier,  Gapt. 
C.  E.  lloliwell,  and  the  proprietors  of  the  Morning  Chronicle.

The  medical  reports  of  a  lunatic  asylum  resemble  each  other  in  several 
respects,  nerertheless  although  the  subject  matter  is  the  same,  the  remarks  and 
statistical  results  vary  every  year,  as  the  pathological  symptoms  are  numerous 
and  various. 

These  statistics,  which  are  essential  lo  the  understanding  of  the  state  of  the 
people  confined,  and  indispensable  to  establish  the  results  obtained,  form  the  bases 
of  our  work  and  are  prepared  with  ths  greatest  care  and  correctness.  We  wili 
follow  the  plan  adopted  in  previous  reports,  and  place  the  various  statistics  in  the 
same  order.   .

There  has  been  since  the  year  1875,  a  progressive  increase  in  the  number  of 
patients  :  the  decrease  in  1876  is  due  to  the  transfer  of  a  considerable  number  of 
our  patients  the  Asylum  of  St.  Jean  de  Dieu,  at  Montreal. 

The  main  cause  of  the  increase  is  the  annual  excess  of  the  admissions  over 
the  discharges.  The  number  admitted  is  always  greater  than  the  number  who 
have  died  or  been  discharged,  and  the  result  is  a  continual  increase  in  the  number 
of  inmates  in  all  asylums,  equal  to  the  difference  between  the  admissions  and 
discharges. 

Another  of  the  chief  causes  of  the  continual»increase  in  the  number  of  lunatics 
is  the  increase  in  the  number  of  admissions.  In  our  case  this  increase  is  very 
marked. 

This  increase  in  the  admissions,  it  must  be  remarked,  is  by  no  means  an 
in(^ication  of  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  insanity  in  the  Province.  It 
must  be  remembered,  that  as  the  manap:ement  of  asylums  has  become  more 
perfect,  the  public,  in  so  far  as  concerns  the  treatment  of  this  most  painful  of 
diseases,  is  better  satisfied,  prejudices  have  been  overcome,  and  the  growing 
confidence  of  families  in  the  devotedness  of  those  at  the  head  of  these  lunatic 
asylums  increases  the  number  of  inmatess. 

Since  its  establisment,  thirty  one  years  ap^o,  our  institution  has  admitted  3,270 
lunatics:  of  this  number  1,406  have  been  discharged,  1,419  have  died,  leaving 
under  our  care,  at  this  moment  877  patients. 

We  submit  some  statistics  which  include  all  the  patients  who  have  been  in 
our  establishment  since  the  commencement.

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There  has  been  a  progressive  increase  in  the  length  of  residence  of  the  patients 
treated  up  to  1875,  the  decrease  in  1876,  is  due  to  the  transfer  of  a  large  number 
of  our  patients  to  the  asylum  of  St.  Jean  de  Cieu,  at  Montreal. 

As  we  have  already  remarked  in  a  former  report  the  average  length  of  stay 
although  high,  is  easily  explained  and  must  increase  in  proportion  to  the  number 
of  incurable  cases  with  the  number  of  the  years  of  existence  of  oureslablishement. 

Our  institution  which  has  been  already  in  existence  for  over  29  years,  is  the 
first  which  was  established  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  for  the  admission  of  luna 
tics.  The  inmates-idiots,  lunatics  and  incurables — transfered  from  the  convents  and 
gaols,  did  not  offer  any  chance  of  cure,  and  Iheir  number  could  only  be  dimin- 
ished by  death,  since  there  was  no  transferring. 

The  regular  admissions  which  followed  were  but  little  better.  They  were  for 
the  most  part,  idiots  and  chronic  cases,  who  after  having  been  cared  for  by  their 
families,  during  2,  G,  and  10  yeare  or  more,  were  sent  to  the  asylum,  more  for  the 
object  of  providing  them  a  coufortable  home,  than  with  the  hope  of  obtaining  theii 
cure.  The  following  tables — showing  the  age,  mental  classification  and  parlicu- 
lary  the  duration  of  the  disease  previous  to  admission — will  prove  this  satisfad 
orily. 

With  this  explanation,  we  have  much  pleasure  in  drawing  your  attention  to 
another  fact  which  naturally  arises  from  the  figures  in  this  table.  The  long 
stay  the  chronic  cases  make  in  our  establishment  is  a  sufficient  proof  of  the 
hygienic  character  of  the  treatment  they  receive.

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Unfortunately  chronic  and  complicated  forms  of  the  disease  always  offer  cases 
which  go  to  swell  the  number  our  incurables.  In  lypemania  the  chronic  form  is 
oftener  met  with  than  the  acute ;  consecutive  dementia,  senile  dementia,  epilepsy, 
general  paralysis,  and  idiocy  are  relatif  ely  numerous.  Epilepsy  holds  the  first 
place. 

Progressive  paralysis  still  makes  many  victims,  manifests  itself  principally  in 
the  male  sex  and  especially  in  the  wealthy  classes  of  society.

Lagardelle,  the  directing  Physician  of  Ste.  Catherine's  asylum,  Vichy,  Franc3, 
says,  that  work  is  necessary  to  the  constitution  of  the  lunatic,  and  is  at  the  same 
time  beneficial  to  the  mental  faculties. 

Organic  irritability,  mental  excitement,  and  the  growing  exaggeration  of 
maniacal  ideas  are  often  calmed  by  a  well  ordered  fatigue  of  the  body,  which 
generally  brings  rest  to  the  mind. 

Work  therefore  as  a  primary  result  gives  rest  to  the  diseased  organ,  for, 
even  if  the  patient  works  without  taste,  he  always  pays  a  certain  amount  of 
attention  to  what  he  is  doing,  and  the  time  which  he  gives  to  his  labor  is  always 
so  much  taken  away  from  his  fancies. 

While  the  body  is  undergoing  fatigue,  the  mind  rests  and  prepares  for  itself 
increase  of  sleep. 

The  manner  of  living  in  an  Asylum,  regulated  by  labor,  is  always  freed  from 
the  monotony  of  intelligent  occupation,  and  of  new  complications  of  his  delirium, 
and  is  agreeably  diversified  in 'such  a  manner  as  to  bring  back  the  patient  to  real 
life. 

Under  the  influence  of  labor,  all  the  organic  functions,  some  of  which  are 

now  and  again  disturbed,  become  regular. 

» 

The  skin,  whose  function  are  in  a  more  or  less  disordered  state  in  many  cases, 
resumes  its  normal  state,  and  thus  contributes  greatly  towards  the  improvement 
of  the  mental  disease. 

But  it  is  farm  labor,  above  all,  which  allows  the  patient  to  breathe  pure  air, 
and  assists  all  the  digestive  organs,  in  the  work  of  assimilation  and  absorption.

It  will  be  remarked  that  the  nnmber  of  admissions  has  increased,  for  the  year 
1875-76  to  182,  of  which  lOi  are  males  and  78  females. 

The  predominance  of  the  males  over  the  females  in  this  table,  is  in  accord- 
ance with  the  statistics  generally.  As  a  rule,  in  onr  establishment,  more  males 
are  admitted  than  females.  In  31  years  'on  a  total  of  3,702  admissions,  1951  were 
men  and  1721  women,  or  on  100  admitted  53  were  males  and  47  females. 

The  number  admitted  is  not  high,  when  it  is  taken  into  consideration  that 
the  calculation  is  not  confined  to  the  re-admissions  of  the  current  year,  but  that  it 
comprises  every  case  which  has  been  treated  since  the  opening  of  the  Asylum..  As 
to  the  re-admissions  of  the  current  year  they  are  for  the  most  part  patients  who 
were  taken  away  by  their  relatives,  before  they  had  been  completely  cured.

This  table  show  that  intemperance,  debauchery,  and  strong  impressions, 
caused  principally  by  trouble  or  grief,  are  the  mdst  frequent  cause  of  relapse. 

On  returning  to  their  families,  the  patients  are  not  sufficiently  prepared  to 
resist  the  influences  which  brought  on  the  first  attack.  Too  w*eak  to  fight  against 
the  moral  causes  of  excitement\vhich  assail  them  on  their  return  to  the  circle  they 
formerly  dwelt  in,  they  fall  back  again  and  return  to  us. 

The  patient  generally  finds,  where  his  folly  was  developed,  the  causes  which 
led  to  it,  and  when  we  reflect  that  these  causes  have  been  strengthened  in  bis 
absence,  it  will  be  easilv  understood  why  so  many  relapse,         /    ^^^i^ 
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As  for  the- crowd  of  lunatics  and  idiots  of  all  kinds  who  crowd  the  asylums, 
such  live  and  die  in  the  very  same  state,  whatever  may  be  said  to  the  contrary,  in. 
which  they  came  in,  they  are  calm,  and  inoffensive,  and  regular  in  their  conduct 
simply  because  their  will  has  only  to  direct  their  actions  according  to  a  fixed  rule; 
because,  they  move  as  it  were,  automatically  in  the  midst  of  this  system  where 
they  submit  to  authority  which  looks  after  their  wants,  provid'^s  for  tlieir  confort 
and  protects  them  from  each  otlier  and  from  Ihcmsclves.

As  in  preceding  years, -wo  refer  with  pain  to  the  enormons  percentage  of  luna- 
tics who  come  to  us  from  the  gaols,  after  having  been  detained  there  for  a  greater 
or  less  period  of  time.  We  are,  by  our  calling,  constituted  the  immediate  guardians 
of  these  unfortunate  people,  arid  we  would  be  recreant  to  our  duty,  and  to  our 
mission  if  we  allowed  ouraelves  to  be  discouraged  by  the  constant  want  of  atten- 
tion to  our  entreaties  and  refrained  from  trying  [out  aganist  as  hurtful  a  system 
which  should  not  be  allowed  to  last. 

In  the  interest  of  the  patient,  except  for  some  inevitable  reason,  the  chances 
of  his  cure  should  not  be  so  compromised,  by  leaving  him  in  a  place  altogether 
unsuited  to  his  state  of  mind,  and  from  which  he  with,  a  little  attention  to  a  very

plain  duty,  would  have  been  released.  A  residence  in  gaol,  if  it  were  only  for  the 
want  of  proper  treatment,  not  to  speak  of  other  disastrous  effects,  cannot  avoid 
being  of  the  greatest  danger  to  the  patient,  and  increasing  his  disease. 

And  yet  in  spile  of  this  fact,  we  must  state  however  painfully  that  with  very 
few  exceptions,  a  little  good  will  would  provide  against  this  bad  treatment,  and 
such  a  baneful  disposition  of  patients  could  be  done  away  with. 

If,  at  least,  when  the  interests  of  society  or  of  tiie  individual  himself  demand 
that  this  treatment  should  be  resorted  to,  if  all  possible  diligence  were  used  to 
transfer  the  unfortunates  to  a  proper  asylum,  the  harm  would  not  be  so  great. 
But  far  from  this,  it  is  a  deplorable  fact,  that  either  through  the  law's  delay,  or 
through  neglect,  the  unfortunate  lunatic,  is  deprived  for  weeks  and  even  months 
of  the  treatment  which  his  case  demands. 

The  transfer  should  be  made  on  the  very  first  day.  The  refusal  or  neglect  to 
do  so,  is  a  crying  injustice  to  the  patient  which  entails  a  great  responsilftlity  and  is 
often  the  source  of  irreparable  injury.

But  many  baclielors  and  spinsters  renounce  marriage  because  they  are  mentally 
ftllWted,  either  through  their  parents  or  in  their  propcu*  persons,  tiiey  go  lo  swell 
tht' number  of  unmarried  persons,  placed  in  the  asylum  although  their  lunacy 
cmnotbe  attributed  to  their  state  of  life. 

But  even  with  these  exceptions,  can  celibacy  lie  looked  upon  as  a  real  source 
of  nif»ntal  disease  ?

recovery  decrease  in  direct  ratio  to  tiie  previous  duration  of  tlie  disease. 

When  the  disease  has  last(?d  5  or  G  mouths,  more  than  half  the  palicn'. 
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recover.  Between  6  raonlhs  and  a  year,  a  cure  may  be  elTected  in  about  two  cases 
out  of  three.  If  allowed  to  run  on  for  two  veal's,  recovery  is  very  doubtful  and 
unfrequent  :  in  fact,  it  is  llie  exception.

In  monomania  the  cures  are  voiy  scarce,  and  rarer  still  in  those  cases  which 
seem  to  he  a  type  of  possession  of  an  evil  spirit.  The  same  may  be  said  of  senile 
dementia,  i)aralylic  and  epileptic  idiocy,  therein  the  cures  are  the  exception.  In  so 
far  as  idioey  and  imbecility  is  concerned  all  we  can  expert  is  an  improvement  in  the 
506'/V/^/r  condition,  if,  with  th(\se /////(/,  the  lahliMs  examined  with  any  degree  of 
altc^ntion  to  the  duration  of  the  disease,  shown  in  a  preceding  table,  it  will  be  easy 
to  form  a  judi^inent  of  how  many  cures  w(^  may  exi>ect  out  of  the  182  admissions, 
from  these  two  sources  alone.   'I'his  we  establish  from  the  following  table  :

This  table  is  prepared  from  the  information  given  us  by  the  medical  certifi- 
cate for  the  admission  of  the  patient,  and  we  can  Iiardly  vouch  for  its  correctness, 
despite  its  importance,  as  the  study  of  the  causes  of  mental  alienation  is  one  of  th(! 
most  difficult.  For  want  of  exact  information,  and  especially,  insufficient  know- 
ledge on  the  part  of  those  who  answer  our  questions,  it  sometimes  happens  that  the 
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effect  is  taken  for  the  cause.    It  must  also  be  remarked  that  the  complication  of 
causes  does  not  always  allow  them  to  distinguish  the  particular  affect  of  each. 

Mental  alienation  is  not  ordinarily  produced  by  every  single  cause.  There  is 
always  a  combination  of  either  physical  and  moral  causes,  and  when  any  one  of 
these  seems  to  predominate,  it  appears  as  the  determining  cause  in  the  statistics. 

Amongst  predisposing  causes,  hereditary  disease,  epilepsy,  the  different 
nervous  affections,  and  former  attacks  of  alienation,  are  those  which  are  most 
frequent. 

In  determining  causes  the  moral  are  far  more  numerous  than  the  physical :  uf 
the  latter,  convulsions  in  infancy,  venereal  excesses  and  above  all  the  use  of  intoxi- 
cating liquors,  are  those  which  seem  to  exercise  the  greatest  influence.  Tobacro, 
which  is  innoxious  to  some  constitutions,  is  also  a  frequent  cause  of  loss  of  iiit^- 
mory,  in  many  cases. 

As  to  the  moral  causes,  we  remark  that  the  most  frequently  met  with  are  tllu^^ 
which  touch  our  affections  or  interests :  the  loss  of  a  beloved  friend,  blighted  love, 
domestic  grief,  pecuniary  losses,  or  business  troubles;  and  on  the  sentiment il 
side,  or  on  the  score  of  our  passions,  religious  exaltation,  or  false  religious  exri!t'- 
menl,  especially  in  females,  fright,  hopes  frustrated,  &.C.,  &c.

This  faot  is  every  where  admitted,  and  it  is  deplorable  to  notice  how  inimi- 
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cal  many  families  still  are  to  the  interests  of  the  patient  by  keeping  him  at  home, 
in  the  vain  hope  that  the  disease  is  but  temporary.  The  patients  are  brought  to  ns 
too  late  and  hence  there  will  always  be  failures  in  recovery,  which  will  contribute 
in  a  marked  degree  to  increase  the  number  of  our  permanent  iimiales.

We  beg  specially  to  draw  the  reader's  attention  to  the  exceptionally  favorable 
percentage  of  deaths  this  year.  The  average  has  only  been  5.74  per  cent,  wliile 
in  statistics  of  lunatic  asylums  generally  it  reaches  10  per  cent. 

This  satisfactory  result  contributes  greatly  to  prove  the  excellence  of  the 
hygienic  system  of  our  establisment.

It  will  be  remarked  that  the  majority  of  those  who  died  had  reached  an 
advanced  age,  considering  the  mental  disorder  by  wliich  the  were  attacked.     • 

Insanity,  in  its  different  forms,  gave  a  large  number  of  deaths,  and  in  the 
case  of  senile  insanity  deaths  were  caused  entirely  by  a  decline,  brought  on  either 
by  age,  or  by  general  paralysis,  or  finally  by  general  exhaustion  occasioned 
by  proloiiged  and  violent  nervous  excitement  or  by  consumption. 
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III  the  following  table,  the  large  proportion  of  deaths  caused  by  cerebro  spinal 
disease,  as  compared  with  other  causes,  is  shown. 

There  have  bp«n  three  cases  of  congestion  of  the  brain,  six  of  general  para- 
lysis, two  of  epilepsy,  four  of  nervous  debility,  ten  of  decline  and  eleven  of  senile 
debility. 

The  cases  of  pulmonary  phthisis  are  as  usual  pretty  numerous.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CATHOLIC  CHAPLAIN. 


8th  November,  1875. 
To  the  Honorable  tir  Provincial  Secretary. 
Sir, 

The  period  of  presenting  the  annual  report  of  the  medical  proprietors 
of  the  Quebec  Lunatic  Asylum,  having  arrived,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  adressyou 
Ihese  few  lines. 

I  need  not  repeat  what  I  have  already  said  many  times,  as  to  the  regularity 
with  which  religious  service  is  performed  on  Sundays,  and  Holidays,  as  well  as 
on  certain  days  of  the  week,  but  I  cannot  refrain  from  rendering  testimony  to  the 
religious  feeling  which  is  becoming  more  and  more  remarkable  in  the  institution. 

I  attribute  this  happy  result  to  the  good  example  shown  by  the  physicians, 
and  by  the  officers  and  employees  who  assist  them  in  the  care  of  the  patients. 

T  am  also  of  opinion  that  religious  exercises  well  followed  up,  contribute 
considerably  to  it.  The  patients  are  very  attentive  to  these  exercises,  and  manifest, 
according  to  their  different  capacity.,  a  warm  desire  to  be  instructed. 

Several  friends  of  the  establishment,  among  whom  I  remarked  cabinet 
ministers,  members  of  Parliament,  distinguished  advocates,  physicians  and  news- 
paper 'editors,  have  condescended  to  assist  at  our  religious  services  and  have  been 
highly  edified  by,  and  borne  testimony  to,  the  good  order  and  piety  manifested. 

The  religious  sentiments  of  the  lunatics  are  also  powerfully  developed  by  the 
reading  of  good  books,  and  of  works  which  without  being  strictly  religious,  may 
edify  and  amuse  them. 

I  must  admit  however  that  it  is  difficult  to  furnish  suitable  books  in  sufficient 
numbers.  The  patients  are  very  fond  of  reading,  but  they  take  no  care  of  the  books, 
and  in  many  instances  destroy  them.  A  few  weeks  ago,  one  of  them  asked  me  for 
tlie  'c  Imitation  of  Jesus  Christ »  adding  that  he  liked  to  read  it.  I  gave  it  to  hmi 
the  same  day.  Some  days  afterwards,  I  asked  him  if  he  still  admired  this 
excellent  work  ?  «not  just  noWjO  he  replied,  «I  did  love  it  so  much,  ihat  I  had  to 
suiell  the  smoke  of  it.»  ,    ^^^i^ 
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I  have  often  remarked  that  religious  consolaliou  is  of  pdwerful  assistance  i 
effecting  cures  and  that  in  some  cases,  such  as  in  religious  mania  or  depressioi 
it  is  of  absolute  necessity.  It  is  very  important  that  as  soon  as  the  first  light  i 
reason  begins  to  dawn,  we  should  come  to  their  assistance.  The  most  violoi 
patients  are  not  insensible  to  the  voice  of  religion  and  in  hardly  any  case  do  th^ 
rjpel  the  priest  who  speaks  to  them  with  kindness  and  charity;  on  the  contraj 
they  show  him  great  respect  and  gratitude,  and  bestow  on  him  marks  of  sincei 
attachment.  The  presence  of  th(5  priest  renders  them  calm  and  tractable.  In  tl 
case  of  the  present  as  in  former  years,  some  of  them  would  take  food  from  i 
one  but  me. 

I  would  remark  in  conclusion  that  a  perfect  harmony  exists  in  this  eslabli 
ment,  quarelling  between  parties  of  different  religions  belief  is  never  heard  of.  Tli 
must  be  attributed  to  the  good  feeling  which  reigns  between  the   officers  ai 
subordinates  who  bestow  all  the  offices  of  christian  cliarity  upon   the   patients  i 
respective  of  their  religious  belief.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PROTESTANT  CHAPLAIN, 

1876. 


There  is  little  of  interest  that  occurs  in  the  usual  round  of  a  chaplains  duties. 
These  duties  have  been  regularly  performe'd.  In  their  performance  your  chaplain 
has  often  been  cheered  by  the  welcome  with  which  he  is  always  received.  This  is 
especially  the  case  with  the  sick  who  value  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  supper. 
Reverently  they  lake  the  body  and  blood  of  Christ  their  .-saviour,  and  I  have  no 
doubt  that  God  conveys  to  them  all  the  benefits  of  that  inestimable  gift  as  well  as 
to  those  whose  minds  are  more  clear,  but  whose  souls  are  not  more  precious  in 
his  sigh'. 

The  number  that  attend  the  services  is  slightly  increased  and  certainly  the 
reverent  behaviour  of  the  congregation  is  not  dt^creased.  In  fact  I  find  a  marked 
improvement  in  this  particular,  since  tho  proprietors  have  built  us  a  chapel.  Form- 
erly we  met  in  a  dining  room  whose  associations  were  not  calculated  to  inspire 
reverence.  Now  we  have  a  chapel  properly  furnished  and  appointed.  On  the  table 
is  the  emblem  of  our  salvation.  The  alter  cloths  are  of  such  colours  as  to 
symbolize  the  different  christian  seasons,  and  the  dress  of  the  clergyman  corres- 
ponds. 

The  holy  communion  is  administered  from  vessels  appropriate  to  such  use. 
The  result  is  that  the  patient^  behave  with  as  much  reverence  as  any  sane  con- 
gregation of  the  same  numbers,  which  shows  how  useful  such  appropriate 
arranp:ements  are  even  to  those  who  are  mentally  diseased. 

I  can  not  close  this  report  without  noticing  the  interest  taken  in  the  arrange 
ment  of  the  chapel  by  Mr.  Vincelette,  and  in   the  troubli  taken,  as  well  as  th-- 
kind  interest  shown  by  Mrs.  Vincelette  iii  gf'tling  our  altar  cloths  and  vestment! 
made  up. 
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1  must  also  record  my  thanks  to  the  proprietors  for  g;iving  us  a  room  sacred  to 
urod's  service  and  supplying  funds  to  furnish  it.  Nor  must  I  forget  to  record  the 
great  liberality  of  Mr.  Vincelette  jn  procuring  an  excellent  melodeon  for  the  use 
of  the  chapel.

The  Honorable  the  Treasurer  of  the  Proviace  in  a  report  dated  the  nine- 
teenth of  May  instant,  (1876),  sets  forth,  that  under  the  authority  of  an  act  of  the 
Legislature  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  entituled  :  «  An  act  authorizing  the  issue 
of  provincial  debentures  for  the  payment  of  subsidies  granted  to  railway  Com- 
panies,»  being  the  act  39  Vict.  cap.

Extract  from  ktlcr  addressed  to  Jlon.  J,  G.  Robertson  from  A,  P.  Drummond^  dated 

20t/h  April,  1876. 

Since  coming  here  some  of  our  friends,  with  whom  correspondence  had  been 
previously  had,  one  of  whom  is  directly  connected  with  the  Union  Bank  of  London, 
whilst  another  has  managed  for  it  some  of  its  most  successful  loans,  have  desired 
to  take  up  the  Quebec  Government  Loan.  They  would  form  a  syndicate  and  float 
the  loan,  taking  it  first  at  an  agreed  on  price  subject  to  a  commiission  of  2J  p.  100, 
to  cover  expenses  ^c,  and  getting  the  Union  Bank  of  London  in  all  probability  to 
issue  it.

If 
the  Government  will  name  a  figure,  subject  to  commission  which  they  will  accept 
this  if  cabled,  to  this  side,  will  receive  an  immediate  reply,  as  our  friends  are 
ready  to  act  at  once. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  the  Government  prefer  an  ott'er  and  will  agree  to 
receive  it  in  strict  confidence,  and  not  make  use  of  it  to  obtain  other  bids  or 
divulge  it  in  anyway  and  will  give  a  prompt  reply,  then  in  a  cable  received  to  that 
effect,  an  offer  will  be  made. 
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If  the  loan  is  taken  by  the  Union  Bank,  the  funds  would  be  at  once  available 
and  could  if  so  desired  be  deposited,  in  one  of  the  Canadian  Banks  here  against 
the  debentures,  or  the  Government  could  draw  direct  on  the  Union  Bank  and 
would  receive  the  very  highest  rates,  for  such  exchange. 

Foreign  Stocks  are  very  disturbed  just  now  through  financial  troubles  in  some 
countries,  that  money  is  so  superabundant  at  the  moment ;  money  on  consols 
having  actually  been  advanced  at  I  qjO  aud  gilded  commercial  bills  taken  at  H  to 
2  0/0  that  a  good  Colonial  Government  loan  in  good  hands  would  be  a  gi-eat 
success  just  now. 

It  would  not  be  necessary  lor  I  ho  Government  to  issue  the  whole  £860,000 
Sterg.  at  once. 

Quebec  Government  Debentures,  are  to-day  102  for  buyers  which  less  the 
first  of  May  interest  is  99*.  Thus  98^  to  99  would  probably  be  the  price  at  which 
the  new  loan  would  be  is'sued  on  the'niarket  here.

Dear  Sir, 

Referring  to  our  interview  lespecting  the  proposed  loan  and  the  conversation 
w^hich  I  understand  Sir  John  Rose  has  had  with  you  on  the  same  subject  I  beg 
to  renne  the  expression  of  the  Bank's  readiness  to  further  the  wishes  of  the  Gov- 
ernment should  they  desire  it. 

I  would  first  suggest  whether  it  w^ould  not  be  more  in  the  interest  of  the 
Government  to  issue  the  loan  on  commission.  You  would  thus  obtain  the  highest 
investment  price  without  subjecting  the  Government  to  the  payment  of  such 
percentage  as  any  parties  taking  the  loan  « firm »  would  naturally  stipulate  for  as 
compensation  for  the  risk  incurred.  It  might  take  some  time  to  place  the  entire 
amount  bret  the  bank  w-ould  be  willing  to  make  such  cash  advances  to  a  reason- 
able amount  as  might  possibly  be  required  in  anticipation  of  sales  and  on  terms 
which  under  ordinary  circumstances  would  not  exceed  the  interest  accruing  on 
the  Bonds.  The  ordinary  commission  on  such  operations,  including  minor  disbuis- 
ments  of  a  misellaneous  kind,  is  one  per  cent  white  the  brokerage,  advertising, 
printing  &c.,  would  not  e.xceed  5/8  to  3/4  per  cent. 

I  gather  from  Sir  John  that  you  might  perhaps  favor  the  course  of  having  a 
«  firm  offer  for  the  whole  loan. »  On  this  I  would  only  venture  to  remark  that 
appreciating  the  difficulty  of  placing  the  last  amount,  the  allowances  that  had  to 
be  made  to  the  dealers  *and  the  opposition,  which  the  new  loan  will  encounter, 
the  probable  necessity  of  having  to  buy  a  considerable  amount  of  the  old  loan  in 
order  to  sustain  the  price — apart  from  the  usual  vicissitudes  of  the  money  market 
it  would  be  necessary  that  we  had  such  friends  associated  with  us  who  should 
name  ^  price  sufficiently  to  cover  the  risk  of  these  contingencies. 

Under  all  circumstances  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  the  new  loan  could  be 
dealt  with  at  least  as,  if  not  more  succesfuUy  by  the  same  contractors  who 
placed  the  last,  as  by  any  other  party  and  on  terms  which  I  feel  sure  your  Govern- 
ment would  consider  reasonable. 
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It  is  very  much  in  the  interest  of  a  security  that  it  should  be  presented  to  the 
public  through  the  same  channels  as  any  previous  instalments  of  a  similar 
character. 

It  might  be  deemed  j)resumption  in  me  to  allude  to  the  hazard  incurred  in 
ilnaling  with  any  new  parties  who  in  their  anxiety  for  the  business  are  either 
blind  to  or  disregard  the  consid*? ration  on  which  1  have  briefly  touched;  and 
I  only  do  so  as  a  reason  which  T  trust  you  will  appreciate  why  the  Bank  is 
vehictant  to  compete  with  others  who  if  they  have  the  means  to  assure  the  full 
l>erfermance  of  their  proposal  and  are  governed  by  prudence  must  stipulate  for 
terms  in  making  a  firm  otl'er  for  the  whole  loan  which  tlie  Bank  would  be  unwil-' 
linj;  to  suggest. 

At  the  same  time  we  should  b3  ready  if  you  desired  it  to  take  a  part  firm  and 
oitlier  to  sell  the  remainder  on  Commission  or  taking  the  all  all  of  it  at  a  price  at 
surh  intervals  as  might  be  reasonable.

Statement  by  the  Hon.  L.  Ruggles  Church,  Treasurer  of  the  Province  of  Quebec. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Lefjislature  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  (heretorore 
Lower  Canada)  it  was  deteimined  to  construct,  as  a  public  work,  a  line  of  Rail- 
way from  the  Port  of  Quebec,  through  Montreal  (the  commercial  metropoli:,  of 
Canada)  to  Ottawa  (its  political  capital)  and  thence  to  be  connected  ultimately  wit  i 
the  Canada  Pacific  Railway,  and  for  this  purpose  the  Legislature  passed  an  acL 
authorizing  the  Executive  to  negotiate  a  loan  for  £860,000,  and  it  is  this  loan 
which  is  now  offered  to  the  public. 

The  present  debt  of  the  Province  is  £800,000.  This  money  was  borrowed  to 
aid  by  way  of  subsidy  the  construction  of  certain  Railways  in  the  Province,  of 
which  one  from  Quebec  to  Ottawa  was  to  receive  about  one  half,  but  as  this  road 
is  now  incorporated  in  the  larger  enterprise  above  described,  the  money,  when 
expended,  will  be  represented  by  an  asset  belonging  to  the  Province. 
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The  revenues  of  the  Province  since  Confederation  (1867)  have  exceeded  the 
expenditure,  and  the  Province  has  been  enabled  to  save  about  $2,000,000,  one  half 
of  which  has  been  spent  upon  public  works  of  importance  (8844,633)  and  the  other 
half  )$1 ,017,371)  is  now  in  the  Treasury  in  cash. 

The  revenue  of  the  Provin'ce  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  30th  June  1875,  was 
82,335,151,  having  increased  8948,31 3  since  1868,  the  first  year  after  Confederation. 

This  revenue  is  derived  in  part  (about  one  half)  under  an  Imperial  Statute 
from  the  Dominion  Government,  is  payable  in  cash  spmi-aunually,  and  hence  is 
not  lluctuating  or  uncertain,  or  burthened  with  any  charges  for  collection. 

The  balance  is  derived  in  part  from  Crown  Lands,  of  which  the  Province 
possesses  over  one  hundred  millions  of  acres,  of  which  one  half  or  thereabouts 
are  under  license  to  Lumberers,  and  yield  a  revenue ;  in  other  part  from  licenses 
to  shops,  taverns,  and  stamps,  duties,  etc.,  etc. 

The  population  of  the  Province  at  the  present  time  is  about  one  million  and  a 
quarter,  and  is  steadily  increasing. 

The  Province  possesses,  moreover,  assets  undivided  between  it  and  the  sister 
Province  of  Ontario,  and  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Dominion  Government  and  in 
process  of  realization,  which  cannot  yield  less  to  Quebec  it  is  thought,  than 
83,000,000. 

The  ultimate  payment  of  this  loan  and  the  preceding  one,  is  provided  for  by 
a  cumulative  sinking  fund  of  one  per  centum  per  annum.

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.said  Company,  immediately  after  the  above  contract  is  confirmed  by  the  Legislature

The  Honorable  the  Comtoissioner  of  Agriculture  and  Public  Works,  in  a 
report  dated  the  sixteenth  of  March  instant  (1876),  reports  that  it  is  has  been  ascer- 
tained by  the  Report  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Quebec,  Montreal,  Ottawa  and 
Occidental  Railway,  dated  the  eighth  of  March  instant,  that  Duncan  MacDonald 
esquire,  contractor  for  that  part  of  the  road  extending  from  Montreal  to  the  village 
of  Aylmer,  besides  the  branch  at  St,  J6rome,  is  indebted  for  the  work  performed 
under  his  contract  with  the  Montreal,  Ottawa,  and  Occidental  Railway  Company 
in  a  sum  exceeding  that  to  which  he  appears  to  have  a  right  according  to  the  esti- 
mate made  by  P.  A.  Peterson,  conformanly  to  the  new  contract  made  and  passed 
between  the  said  MacDonald  and  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  for 
the  construction  of  the  said  road  and  the  St.  Jerome  branch. 

That  the  creditors  of  the  said  Duncan  MacDonald  are  divided  into  two  classes. 

1.  Those  who  have  a  recourse  against  the  Montreal,  Ottawa  &.  Occidental 
Railway  Company,  and  those  who  have  a  right  for  wages  on  certain  effects  and 
materials,  included  in  the  estimate  made  by  P.  A.  Peterson,  conformably  to  the 
new  contract  entered  into  between  McDonald  and  the  Government.

20.  «  An  act  concerning  the  construction  of  the  Quebec, 
Montreal,  Ottawa  and  Occidental  Railway, »  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars  ($100,000),  be  put  at  their  disposal  to  pay  the  contractor  on  account  of 
estimates  of  work  performed,  rolling  stock  and  other  materials  delivertd  on  the 
eastern  section  of  tiie  said  road. 

The  Honorable  the  Treasurer  therefore  recommends  that,  under  the  authority 
of  the  said  26th  section  of  the  above^cited  act,  he  be  authorized  to  pay  the  said  com- 
missioners oh  their  joint  cheque  or  certificate,  and  in*  such  amounts  as  may  bo 
demanded  by  them  from  time  to  time,  or  unto  the  parties  mentioned  in  any  such 
cheque  or  certificates  such  amount  of  money  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000),  as  they  may  direct. 

The  Committee  concurs  in  the  foregoing  report  and  submits  the  same  for  tho

All  ihe  vouchers  have  not  been  shewn  to  the  Commissioners  by  Mr.  McGree- 
vey t')  establish  tho  amount  of  $r)9,47().50,  which  was  paid  by  him  for  expenses  of 
the  Company's  engineering,  nor  for  the  sum  of  80,728.79  paid  for  his  expense  of 
engineering,  bnt  a  good  number  cf  the  pape:s  have  been  examined,  and  statements 
liave  been  produced  which  are  suflicient  to  allow  the  Commissioners  to  accept 
these  figures  as  correct,  until  they  can  verify  them  in  a  more  precise  manner  by 
an  examination  of  all  the  vouchers. 

The  item  «  amount  to  stockholders  of  late  N.  S.  R.  R.  Coy »  $18,940.00  is  the

unless  he  makes  up  this  deficiency,  but  he  declares  that  he  cannot  do  so  unless 
the  Commissioners  advance  him  therecfuired  amount. 
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This  deficit  is  owing  chiefly  to  the  difference  between  the  price  of  the  old 
contract  and  tliat  of  tlie  new.  The  estimate  made  by  the  Company's  Engineer  of 
the  valne  of  the  works  done  up  to  the  end  of  last  July,  at  the  old  prices,"aniounts 
lo  6 1, 60 1, 4 U. 28  while  the  same  works  estimated  according  to  schedule  A,  annexed 
to  the  new  contract,  amount  only  to  ? 1, 292,803  94. 

In  this  state  of  affairs,  we  see  but  two  ways  by  which  the  construction  of  the 
road  may  be  carried  on  :  lo  rescind  the  contract,  aiid  pay  the  credifors  of  the 
coiUractor  the  amount  coming  to  him,  in  reduction  of  what  is  due  to  tiism  or  2o 
lo  advance  sufficient  funds  to  the  contractor  to  enable  him  to  pay  ail  the  debts 
wiiich  lie  has  contracted  in  the  construction  of  the  road  ;  we  b.'lie/e  th  ?  latter  to 
he  the  better  course,  and  for  the  following  reasons. 

If  the  government  by  annulling  Ihe  contract  and  paying  owr  Ihe  3400,351.- 
01  due  to  Ihe  contractor,  could  release  itself  from  the  payment  of  the  babmee  of 
(lie  debts,  it  might  be  advisable  lo  ado])t  that  measure  ;  but  in  our  opinion,  the 
government  being  held  for  the  debts  and  r)bligations  of  the  Company,  could  not 
easily  avofd  the  payment  of  the  balance  of  the  contractor's  drbts.  There  is  in  fact 
a  lien  on  the  materials  included  in  the  estimate  for  81'0,0H7,|.S  which  must  be  paid 
in  order  to  obtain  full  possession  of  these  material.  The  sum  of  $1I)2,033.00  of 
capital  and  $21,940.05  of  interest  claimed  by  the  Jacques  Cartic»r  Bank,  is  secured 
hy  a  transfer  which  Duncan  McDonald  made  to  it  of  the  bonds  which  the  Com- 
pany  owed  him  on  account  of  his  contract. 

The  Commissioners  are  aware  that  it  has  been  pretend(»d  that  the  Company 
might  have  been  relieved  from  the  obligation  of  giving  its  bonds,  by  instituting 
an  action  of  damages  against  the  contractor  for  non  fulfilment  of  coiitract;  but 
they  are  not  in  a  position  to  say  whether  this  pretention  is  well  foundtMl,  and 
under  the  circumstances  the  Government  may  not  deem  it  just  and  ecjuitable  to 
take  such  action. 

The  balance  of  S50,000  due  on  rails  is  also  secured  by  a  fiansfer  of  bonds, 
and  the  amount  of  ?28,000  due  to  Harry  Abbott  ainl  SG0,355.S7  due  on  iron  biid 
ges,  are  secured  by  a  transfer  of  a  portion  of  the  Corporation  of  Montreal  grant. 

The  sum  of  657,140  05  paid  to  the  Company  in  conformity  with  the  22nd 
clause  of  the  contract  and  that  of  818,137.19  have  already  been  paid,  the  first  by 
the  Government  and  the  second  by  the  Commissioners. 

There  thus  remain  but  ? 1 00,705.00  due  lo  the  subcontractors,  and  which  are 
not  specially  guaranteed;  but  seeing  that  the  Province  is  in  poss<'ssion  of  the  road 
and  is  enjoying  the  fruit  of  these  men's  work,  it  would  be  lamentable  and  even 
unfair  to  reject  their  claims. 

The  government,  therefore,  would  gain  nothing  by  rescimling  the  contract, 
since  it  would  not  be  ^released  from  any  liability,  and  it  would  b }  depriving  itself 
of  every  chance  of  reimbursement.  It  would,  moreover,  incur  the  risk  of  seeing 
the  works  delayed,  and  the  price  of  labor  and  material  increase  i^i  the  meantime, 
to  the  great  detriment  of  the  public  interests. 

Oil  the  contrary,  by  making  a  sufficient  advance  to  the  contractor,  he  is  placed 
in  a  position  to  pay  his  creditors,  with  whose  claims,  the  province  by  force  of 
circumstances  is  burdened,  and  enableshimthereby  to  continue  the  works  ;  while 
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there  is  good  reason  to  expect  the  amount  of  this  advance  will  be  refunded  by 
means  of  a  percentage  to  be  retained  on  all  future  payments. 

In  conclusion,  the  undersigned  n»commond  that  your  Excellency  authoriz** 
them  to  advance  to  Duncan  MacDouaUl  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  ninety 
eight  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty  seven  dollars  and  thirty  three  cents,  tob» 
used  with  the  sum  of  $499,351.91,  due  to  him,  to  pay  all  the  debts  above  mention- 
ed :  and  to  make  an  arrangement  with  the  said  Duncan  McDonald,  whereby  lb* 
latter  will  consent  to  a  percentage  heiug  retained  out  of  the  amounts  to  bjpaid 
him,  sufficient  to  refund  tlnj  said  advance,  and  that  thoy  bj  authorized  to-accL^pl 
such  further  surety  or  guarantee  which  they  may  be  able  to  obt<iin  from  the  saui 
McDonald  for  the  reimburstMn 'Ul  of  tli'^  Slid  advance  and  for  th3d!ie  execii-.ii):i 
of  his  contract.

A  pressure  of  official '  business  has  hitherto  'prevented  my  complying  with 
your  request  that  I  should  put  in  writing  the  substance  of  the  suggestions  which 
1  made  an  my  conlerences  with  yourself  and  your  Treasurer  at  Quebec,  oa  the  6Ui 
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c-md  7th  August  last,  on  the  subject  of  the  financial  questions  between  Quebec  and 
Ontario. 

In  now  preparing  a  statement  I  shall  show  the  application  to  the  case  in  hand 
of  some  of  the  principles  in  which  I  thought  a  fair  settlement  must  in  certain  con- 
tingencies be  based. 

The  chief  difficnUy  in  coming  to  an  amicable^  arrangement  previous  to  tho 
award  was  with  respect  to  the  surplus  debt  of  the  late  Province  of  Canada,  lluil  is 
to  the  proportions  in  which  that  debt  should  be  borne  by  Quebec  and  Ontario, 
respectively.  If  the  recent  act  of  the  Dominion  Parliament  assuring  that  the  sin- 
plus  debt  so  for  as  then  ascertained  is  to  be  treated  as  having  settled  all  questions 
in  regard  to  it  as  betwen  Quebec  and  Ontario  themselves  and  not  merely  as  bet- 
ween them  on  the  one  side,  and  the  Dominion  on  the  other,  it  occurred  tome  Ih^t 
tlie  difliculty  in  the  way  of  a  settk^nent,  ought  to  be  at  an  end,  so  far  as  Quebec  Is 
concerned,  the  position  of  Qnebec  having  by  that  act  been  rendered  greatly  superi(H* 
to  what  it  was  under  the  award,  and  the  position  of  Ontario  being  in  a  correspon 
ding  degree  made  worse  on  this  point.  I  remind  you  that  the  award  in  dealing 
With  tiie  surplus  debt,  made  the  liability  of  Ontario  as  compared  with  the 
liability  of  Quebec  as  $9,808,728  02  to  88,778,792.53,  or  say  for  covenience  of 
comparison,  about  as  49  to  44  ;  an-l  that  if  the  arbitrators  had  taken  proper  action 
according  to  the  last  census  as  the  basis  of  division  and  had  excluded  all  other 
considerations  the  proportion  would  have  been  as  1,390,090  to  1,11 1,5CG  or  say  as 
53  to  44  but  I  pointed  out  that  the  assumption  of  the  debt  by  the  Dominion,  if  it 
settled  the  matter  between  Quebec  and  Ontario  is  much  less  favourable  to  Ontario 
then  even  those  figures  would  have  made  it,  that  the  population  of  Ontario  is 
increasing  with  greater  rapidity  than  the  population  of  Quebec,  that  the  consump- 
tions of  the  tax  paying  goods  by  the  people  of  Ontario  is  greater,  man  for  man, 
than  the  like  consumption  by  the  Inhabitants  of  Quebec,  and  that  for  thes  i 
reasons  the  excess  of  the  future  contribution  of  Ontario  as  compared  with  the 
future  contribution  of  Quebec,  to  the  public  revenue  and  therefore  to  the  payment 
of  the  debt,  is  likely  to  be  not  less  than  two  to -one  ;  making  Ontario's  contribution 
to  the  surplus  debt  in  question  as  88  to  44  instead  of  as  49  to  44,  the  proporiion 
found  by  the  arbitrators. 

In  view  of  these  facts  I  think  that  I  suggested  for  your  consideration  that  if 
no  agreement  is  come  to  the  effect  of  the  act  on  the  Mutual  relations  of  Ontario 
und  Quebec  will  necessarily  be  matter  for  decision,  and  that  if  the  decision  should 
be  in  favour  of  Ontario,  and  if  the  award  should  ba  held  valid,  as  Ontario  contends 
that  it  must  be,  or  if  the  grounds  on  which  the  award  proceeded  are  maintainable 
before  any  new  tribunal  as  Ontario  contends  that  they  ai'e,  the  necessary  result  in 
either  case  would  be  to  give  to  Ontiirio  not  only  alfthat  she  has  by  the  aw-ard, 
but  also  a  further  sum  equivalent  to  the  difference  between  the  proportion  of 
liabilitf  found  by  the  arbitrators  and  the  proportion  in  which  the  recent  Dominion 
act  has  the  elfect  of  procuring  payment  to  the  Dominion. 

In  view  of  the  assumed  possibility  of  the  award  being  held  by  the  Privy 
Council  to  be  invalid,  it  is  important,  for  both  parlies,  to  weiph  wtU  the  grounds 
on  which  the  arbitrators  proceeded  and  the  reasons  wdiich  there  may  be  for  tii  e 
adoption  of  their  conclusions  by  a  new  tribunal.  The  aw^ard  proceeded  on  tiie 
basis  of  the  origin  of  the  Provincial  debt  and  was  founded  on  a  consideration  of 
what  arose  from  an  expenditure  on  strictly  local  objects  in  each  section.  The 
arbitrators  divided  the  surplus  liabilities  in  certain  proportions  assigned  the  assels 
undisposed  of  by  the  confederation  act  to  the  section,  w-ilh  which  the  respective 
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items  were  locally  connecled  and  left  to  each  seclion  the  trust  funds  erected  and 
the  unexpended  fiinds  sot  apart  by  the  Parliament  of  tlie  Province,  for  the  bcnetit 
of  such  section. 

To  a  certaui  extent  the  arl)itrators  appear  to  liave  adopted  the  views  uri?»*d 
on  them  by  Wr.  Wood  on  behalf  of  Ontario  in  liis  speeches  l)ofore  the  arbitrators. 
Mr.  Robertson  said  tliat  he  had  not  seen  the  report  of  tliese  speeches  &  I  therefore, 
after  my  return  to  Toronto,  procured  and  forwarded  a  copy  of  a  pamphlet  which 
contains  the  speeches  ^  some  other  papers  relating  to  tbe  arbitration.  There  i> 
a  great  deal  of  Mr.  Wood's  reasoning  of  which  I  think  that  any  tribunal  could 
nut  fail  to  ackowledgc  the  force. 

I  referred  at  some  length  in  tlie  (ionferoiices  which  I  had  with  you  to  th«* 
contention  of  Quebec,  before  the  arbitrators,  tbat  the  cajc  should  be  treated  a^ 
one  of  ordinary  partnership  and  should  be  disposed  of  according  to  the  rules 
wliich  govern  the  settlement  between  partners  on  the  dissolution  of  a  i)arlnership. 

After  giving  the  matter  the  bjst  attention  of  which  I  am  capable,  it  seems  to 
me  clear  that  tbat  principle  fairly  and'  intelligently  acted  upon,  would  not  result 
less  favourably  to  Upper  Canada  than  the  position  in  wliicb  she  stands  under  i\w 
award  not  to  speak  hero  of  the  act  of  tbe  Dominion  Parliament  already  mentioned, 
and  I  invite  the  attention  of  the  Quebec  Government  to  that  view  if  the  matter  i> 
disposed  oil'. 

Thus  on  ordinary  partnership  principles,  it  would  be  ditlerent  to  (ind  any  thing 
in  the  books  for  subjecting  Upper  Canada  as  a  partner  to  more  than  one  half  or 
the  surplus  liabilities,  the  partnership  being  one  where  the  shares  had  not  l)etMi 
determined  by  mutual  consent.  ^ 

Then  with  respect  to  the  assets,  I  suggested  in  our  conferences  that  if  the  settle- 
ment was  to  bo  on  the  footing  of  a  partnersbip  the  analogous  case  to  be  taken  rau^t 
be  of  a  partnership  which  had  been  entered  into  without  any  agreement  as  to  a 
dissolution  or  as  to  the  proportions  in  which  each  partner  should  share  the  proli*> 
during  the^partnership  or  at  its  close,  a  partnership  in  wdiich  each  partner  had  an 
equal  vote  and  in  which,  during  the  :2G  years  of  its  continuance,  some  sums  had 
from  time  to  time  being  by  mutual  consent  paid  out  to  each  partner  or  expended 
for  the  special  benefit  without  being  charged  to  such  partner  or  to  any  accomit 
intended  to  stand  for  him  of  tbe  sums  that  were  paid  to  each  of  one  or"  the  other 
had  been  charged,  and  intended  to  be  charged  to  him  and  some  sums  were  crcdite*! 
to  each  in  the  partnership  books  by  mutual  arrangement  and  not  actually  paid 
out  or  expended  for  his  beneht  up  to  the  time  of  the  dissolution,  but  treated  always 
by  both  as  belonging  to  him  or  to  some  account  intended  for  him. 

Now  every  one  familiar  witli  the  parliamentary  and  public  history  of  Cana- 
dian affairs  knows  that  the  rule  which  the  Government  and  Legislative*  professeil 
to  act  upon  was  to  give  to  each  section  of  the  Province  a  fair  share  of  the  public 
expenditure  and  that  consequently  two  classes  of  local  expenditure  occurred,  viz  : 

First. — Where  an  expenditure  out  of  the  Consolidated  Funds  was  made  for 
the  special  bcneiit  of  one  seclion  of  the  Province,  corresponding  expenditure  out 
of  tbe  Consolidated  Funds,  was  as  a  rule  provided,  or  professed  to  be  provided,  in 
some  way  or  other  for  the  i^pecial  benefit  of  the  other  seclion. 
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Second. — Where  an  e\penditiir(»  wos  made  for  one  section  and  confessedly 
without  any  corresponding  expenditure  for  the  other  section,  either  provision 
was  made  for  the  repayment  of  this  expenditure  out  of  the  local  funds  of  the  sec- 
lion  benefitted,  or  an  account  was  kept  of  the  expenditure  with  a  view  of,  at  a 
future  time,  giving  an  equivahMit  compensation  to  the  other  section  out  of  the 
general  revenue.  Tiiose  accounts  in  schedule  4  of  the  Confederation  Act,  which 
have  been  said  by  Quebec  to  he  mere  book  accounts  and  not  assets  as  the  act  de- 
clare them  to  be  are  accounts  of  this  chiss,  and  in  etlect  debts  to  the  partnership 
by  the  individual  partners. 

It  is  to  remembered  in  this  comiection,  that  for  many  years  before  Confede- 
ration, the  government  lor  the  time  being,  and  every"  statute  affecting  money 
matters,  lead  the  supportof  a  large  majority  of  the  members  for  Lower-Canada  that 
the  act  of  the  Governmen  t  and  Legislatu  re  aifecting  such  matters  had  in  this  way  the 
support  and  approbation  of  Lower  Canada,  and  that  the  profession  (as  I  have 
already  reminded  you)  of  the  government  and  its  parliamentary  majority  always 
was,  that  in  all  expenditures  they  were  dealing  fairly  and  equally  with  both  sec- 
tions of  the  Province. 

The  majority  of  the  people  of  Upper  Canada  and  their  representatives  in  Par- 
liament for  years  l)eleived  and  asserted  that  Upper  Canada  did  not  get  its  just 
share  of  the  public  expenditure,  and  whether  the  complaint  was  well  founded  or 
not,  Quebec,  I  am  sure,  will  not  expect  to  establish  now,  that  Lower  Canada,  with 
its  controlling  power  in  Iho  Government  and  Legislature,  did  not  get  over  just 
share. 

Quebec  contended  before  the  Arbitrators  lliat  it  would  be  impracticable  <  to 
«(  go  back  to  the  Union  of  the  two  Canadas,  take  their  respective  debts  and  credits 
«  at  that  time,  examine  in  detail  all  the  expenditures  since  incurred,  note  specially 
"(  the  Province  for  which  or  in  whose  interest  it  was  incurred  and  determined 
»<  thereby  the  share  for  each  :  n 

That  contention  was  probably  correct,  and  I  suggested  to  you  that  a  compe- 
tent and  important  tribunal  ;  if  it  proceeded  on  the  basis  of  a  partnership,  would 
decide  that  this  detailed  enquiry  being  impractible,  it  ought  to  be  assumed  and 
must  be  assumed  that  the  sums  obtained  by  each  during  the  continuance 
of  the  partnership  were  the  sums  to  which  each  was  on  the  whole 
from  time  to  time  fairly  entitled  taking  every  equity  into  consideration;  and  that 
the  expenditures  for  the  special  benefit  of  the  one  section  were  equivalent  to  the 
expenditures  for  the  special  benefit  of  the  other,  wherever  the  contrary  did  not 
appear  to  have  been  mutually  declared  or  plainly  understood  by  the  Legislature 
or  Government  at  the  time.  Now  the  contrary  was  declared  and  plainly  understood 
in  regard  to  the  items  embraced  in  the  special  accounts  referred  to,  and  in  those 
only,  these  appearing  in  that  way  from  time  to  time  in  the  public  accounts  which 
were  produced  to  the  Legislature  and  published  for  general  information,  and 
being  so  explained  by  the  speeches  in  Parliament  and  otherwise  of  those  in  au- 
thority. 

I  observe  the  suggestion  made  by  Quebec  before  the  arbitrators  that  the  sum 
by  which,  at  the  union,  the  debt  of  the  Upper  Canada  Government  exceeded  that 
oi*  the  Lower  Canada  Government,  should  be  expected  in  assuming  thateach  section 
or  partner  derived  equal  benefit  from  the  expenditures  during  the  nnion ;  and 
that  Upper  Canada  should  now  be  charged  with  that  excess,  but  I  respectfully 
submit  that  that  view  is  not  sustainable.  The  greater  part  of  the  debt  of  Upper 
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Canada  had  been  contracted  for  public  improvements  which  passed  to  Canada  at 
the  Union,  the  expenditure  of  Lower  Canada,  on  those  public  improvements 
wliicli  passed  to  the   Union  did  not  much  exceed  one  half  the  cost  of  those  of 
Upper  Canada;    and  Upper  Canada  brought  into  the  Union  not  merely  these 
i.nprovements.  but  ilso  lier  Crown  Lands  and  her  various  attractions  for  the  immi- 
gration of  a  tax  paying  population.  The  sales  of  Crown  Lands  appear  to  have 
brought  to  the  common  treasury  during  the  Union  83,875,373,  while  the  sales  o:" 
Crown  Lands  in  Lower  Canada,  brought  8936,130  only  or  not  quite  one  fourth. 
The  comparative  revenue  wliich  either  section  yielded  through  the  consumption 
of  tax  paying  commodities,  I  have  referred  to  already.  All  these  things  have  to  be 
considered  as  well  as  the  fact  that  the  Government  of  Upper  Canada,  owed  a 
larger  than  the  Government  of  Lower  Canada.  If  the  principle  of  a  partnership 
were  proceeded  upon  and  a  detailed  account  of  every  thing  were  impracticable, 
the  assumption  would  be  inevitable,  and  would,  on  tfie  whole,  be  afjivprable  one 
for  Quebec,  that,  by  means  of  the  expenditure  in  each  section  and  the  sums  set 
apart  from  each  and  not  expended  during  the  Union,'  the  joint  Legislature  hatl 
remedied  every  inequality  and  for  this  purpose  had  in  its  action  from  lime  to 
time  taken  every  thing  into  account  including  the  respective  debts  of  each  at  the 
time  of  the  Union.' 

Applying  these  priiK^i^les  to  the  various  items  mentioned  in  the  Confederation 
Act,  or  in  the  award  of  the  arbitrators,  the  result  would  be  as  follows.  The  various 
funds  from  time  to  time  set  apart  by  the  Parliament  of  old  Canada  for  either  section 
belong  to  that  section  still.  Those  include  the  items  mentioned  in  the  5th,  Gih, 
7th  and  8th  clauses  of  the  award,  of  these  the  common  school  fund,  though  Lower 
Canada  is  to  share  it,  comes  wholly  out  of*  Upper  Canada  lands. 

On  the  same  principle  the  following  of  the  assets  mentioned  in  schedule  4  of 
the  Confederation  Act  are  debts  due  to  the  Province  of  Canada  by  one  or  other  of 
its  sections. 

Upper  Canada  Building  Fund  (including  lunatic  Asylum  and  Normal  schools. 
The  Court  Houses  in  Ayinier,  Montreal  and  KamouVabka,.  Law  Society  Upper 
Canada, 

Lower  Canada  Legislative  (iraut, 

Education  East, 
Building  and  Jury  Fund, 

Lower  Canada  Municipalities  Fund,  and  Lower  Canada  Superior  Education 
Income  Fund. 

Li  view  not  only  of  the  course  of  proceeding  tlie  Province  of  Canada  itself ; 
but  in  view  also  of  the  express  terms^of  the  Confederation  Act,  a  new  tribuna. 
could  not  possibly  regard  tuese  in  any  other  ligjit  than  assets  of  this  character. 

The  following  items  in  the  same  schedule  were  debts  due  bv  individuals  and 
corporations  :

The  account  being  funds  for  huilding  the  courts  at  Toronto  and  whicli  wore  lo 
he  repaid  by  taxes  on  law  proceedings  in  Upper  Canada  8156,013.61. 

Agricultural  Society  Upper  Canada  may  perhaps  bo  added  $4000.00. 

These  items  amount  to  8160,015,61. 

The  general  revenue  of  the  Province  was  to  be  indemnified  in  respect  of  these 
debts  on  the  other  hand  the  following  items  shall  be  chargeable  to  Lower  Canada 
from  the  resources  of  Upper  Canada. 

On  the  dissolution  of  the  partnership  viz  :

The  above  three  items  have  to  do  with  the  administration  of  justice  and  are 
practically  on  the  same  footing,  as  the  debt  by  the  Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada, 
Lower  Canada  Legislative  Gi-ant  being  advances  made  to  Lower  Canada  in  excess 
of  the  Legislative  School  Grant,  and  therefore  charged  by  the  Province  of  Canada 
in  this  way $28,494.73 

Education  East^  (being  balance  of  defalcations  in  the  office,  Lower  Canada,  and 
charged  by  the  Province  of  Canada  to  this  sectional  account) 290.10. 

Building  and  Jury  Fund^  (being  debt  from  the  Building  and  Jury  Funi  of 
Lower  Canada,  to  the  Province  of  Canada  for  loans  and  advances  made  to  it  by 
tlie  late  Province  and  intended,  like  the  other  particulars  to  be  repaid  from  ex- 
clusively local  sources) 116,475.50 

Municipalities  Funds^  (being  debt  from  the  Mun  Fund  of  Lower  Canada  to  tlie 
late  Province  for  advances  made  to,  or  on  the  credit  of  that  fund.  Some  of  these 
advances  were  made  to  certain  municipalities  on  the  credit  of  the  Fund  and  may 
be  treated  as  made  to  these  municipalities  and  not  to  Lower  Canada  as  a  whole. 
But  part  stands  on  a  ditferents  footmg.  Thus  by  the  Seigniorial  Acts  of  the  total 
capital  of  the  Seigniories  of  St.  Sulpice,  nearlv  $140,000.00,  was  to  be  charged  in 
consolidated  Fund  ;  and  the  balance  $196,4tif.66,  was  charged  against  the  muni- 
cijjalities  Fund,  because  while  the  Legislature  did  not  regard  it  as  just  to  charge 
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this  sum  on  Consolidated  Fund,  no  provision  was  yet  made  for  providing  an  equi- 
valent out  of  that  Fund  to  Upper  Canada.) 8196,419.60 

Lower  Canada  Superioi*  Education  Income  Fond^  being  debt  from  the  t^ower 
Canada  Superior  Education  income  Fund  to  the  late  Province  of  Canada  for 
allowances  made  from  time  to  time  by  the  said  late  Province  and  charged  to  this 
sectional  account .$234,281.40 

Difjlcfejicy  o/" /oca/ rcvcmtc  to  pay  6  o;o  on  such  estimate  capital  from  1854  to 
IJulyieOT $80,201.00 

Thoie  is  an  other  item  which  is  not  mentioned  in  schedule  4  and  with  which 
Quebec  as  a  partner  would  be  chargeable  on  the  ground  already  mentioned  viz  : 
That  the  Legislature  of  the  late  Province  of  Canada  the  two  partners  in  the 
concern  intended  that  the  burden  of  it  should  be  born  by  one  partner,  Lower 
Canada,  iind  not  by  the  other  partner,  Upper  Canada.  I  refer  to  the  amounts  which 
in  settlin^^  the  Seigniorial  tenure,  question  was  taken  as  the  capitalized  value  of 
the  expec  led  receipts  from  the  seigniorv  of  Lauzon  and  Tavern  and  other  licences 
imder  the  act  of  of  1854,  those  funds  taving  been  specially  appropriated  to  pav 
•this  sum 8834.444.4'0 


Making  a  total  amount  of $4,608,644.04 

(besides  interest)  which  at  the  time  Confederation  Lower  Canada  accordLing  to  the 
views  of  the  Legislature  and  the  government,  must  be  considered  as  owing  to 
the  then  Province  of  Canada,^part  being  payable  out  of  Local  Lower  Canada 
funds,  and  the  rest  being  sums  lor  which  Upper  Canada  was  intended  by  .the 
joint  Legislature  to  receive  some  future  compensation  that  up  to  the  time  of 
confederation  had  not  been  made  or  pretended  to  have  been  made. 

With  respect  to  the  other  joint  assets  mentioned  in  schedule  4,  namely : 
Montreal  Turnpike  Trust, 
University  permanent  Fund; 
Royal  Institution, 

Consolidated  Mun.  Loan  Fund  Upper  Canada, 

Consolidated  Mun.  Loan  Fund  Lower  Canada, 
Quebec  Fire  Loan, 

Teiulscouata  advance  account, 

Qu('])ec  Turnpike  Trust, 

The  advances  comprised  in  these  items  were  not  intended  by  the  Legislature 
as  grants  to  the  corporations  or  individuls  to  whom  the  advances  were  made  but 
were  to  bo  repaid  by  them  to  the  Province ;  and  any  debts  due  by  those  Corpora- 
tions and  individuals  are  strictly  assets  in  every  sense  of  the  word. 

in  regard  to  the  Municipal  Loan  Fund  debts,  I  may  observe  that  so  little  was 
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the  law  authorizing  tliem  regarded  as  an  advantage  to  either  section  of  the  Pro- 
vince as  a  whole^tliat  Out  few  counties  or  townships  in  Upper  Canada  took  ad- 
vantage ol'  tiiu  law,  most  of  them  preferring  to  borrow  money  on  their  own  credit. 
The  case  is  presumed  to  have  been  the  same  in  Lower  Canada  likewise.  I  would 
Ol  serve  also  that  by  tin  seigniorial  legislation  of  1854  and  1859  further  Joans  of 
this  characlcL*  w^n-e  discontinued  and  the  compensations  and  eguivalenls  to  which 
ill  refercMicL*  to  tlr.vse  ioms  each  Province  was  considered  by  tne  Legislature  to  be 
culitled  uiiliJi-  all  thj  circumstances  were  detebmiued.  In  view  of  tliesii  cousidora- 
tions  it  s.iMu^  t)  \\\)  that  thes*  itt3ms  catiuot  hj  trjatjd  as  debts  of  oilli  »;-s  '.:ti  >  i  a;

In  case  of  a  private  partnership  like  assets  would  on  the  dissohilio  .  of  tli  * 
parliiership,  (I)  be  collected  or  sold  for  what  they  were  worth  for  the  juiiU  bju^liL 
of  the  partnership,  or  (2)  they  might  be  taken  by  one  partner  and  ciiar*^  .[  t)  him 
at  their  value,  or  (3)  they  might  be  specifically  divided  between  [\u^.  partners, 
each  partners  bein^  charged  with  such  of  the  items  as  are  assigned  to  liiiiK  ai-conl- 
ing  to  their  actual  value.

At  what  value  respectively  ? 

Before  Quebec  withdrew  from  the  arbitration  a  fair  method  of  ascertaining 
the  value  of  the  assets  appears  to  have  been  thought  by  all  parties  tojje,  lake  ave- 
rage annual  receipts  for  four  years  and  a  half  as  indicating  the  value  of  each 
item. 

In  that  way  the  Upper  Canada  Consolidated  Mun  Loan  P'uud  debt  v  f)uld  be 
worth 81,1)20,505.38

1  have  made  these  observations  in*  all  candour  and  sincerity  and  for  the 
purpose  of  shewing  to  the  Quebec  Government  that  the  principk*  of  a  private 
partnership  contended  for  by  Quebec,  would  not,  when  fairly  applied  result  so 
favorably  to  Lower  Canada,  as  the  position  which  slic^  would  occupy  by  a  settle 
ment  of  liability  on  the  basis  of  the  Dominion  Act  of  last  s(^ssion,  and  of  assets  as 
found  by  the  award. 

In  view  of  the  Dominion  a^  t  and  the  ;uvard  Ontario  would  probably,  under 
all  the  circumstances,  agree  to  sucli  a  sotllement  in  order  to  put  an  end  to  all 
disputes  with  her  sister  province?;  but  1  cannot  concteal  from  myself  that  our 
]>eople  would,  at  the  same  time,  fe^ard  the  set.{l(»nienl  as  one  of  sacrifice  for  the 
sake  of  peace  and  amity.

Your  letter  of  the  li  ult.  has  been  received  and  considered  ;  but^  1  see  no 
sullicient  reason  for  a  second  arbitration  as  long  as  the  award  made  by  the  first 
arbitrators' is  standing.  That  award  has  been  held  by  the  successive  government 
of  Ontario  to  be  legal  and  valid  and  we  could  not  justify  to  our  people  the  enter- 
ring  into  a  second  arbitration,  with  all  its  uncertainties  until  some  competent  autho- 
rity had  pronounced  the  existing  aw^ard  not  to  be  binding. 'If  therefore  you  do  not 
care  to  enter  into  any  discussion  of  the  various  questions  relating  to  the  division  of 
the  assets  of  the  late  Province  of  Canada,  or  to  offer  any  compromise,  the  only 
course  will  be  for  your  government  and  the  government  of  this  Province  to  agree 
upon  the  speediest  way  of  having  the  validity  of  the  existing  award  decided 
perhaps  reference  to  the  Supreme  Court  would  be  more  satisfactory  and  ensure  an 
earlier  decision,  than  a  reference  to  the  Privy  Council  I  shall  *be  glad  to  hear 
your  views  on  this  point  at  your  earliest  convenience.

and  to  say  in  reply  that  the  Quebec  Government  has  no  objection  to  enter  into  a 
discussion  of  the  various  questions  relating  to  the  division  of  the  assets  of  the  lat.* 
Province  of  Canada,  and  further  that  this  Government  is  willing  to  consent  to 
such  compromise  of  the  matters  at  p  esent  unsettled  batween  the  two  Provinces 
as  the  interests  of  this  Province  will  permit,  provided  however  that  the  award 
rendered  by  Messrs.  Grey  &  McPherson,  which  the  Quebec  Government  do  not  in 
any  way  acknowledge  as  bhiding,  b3  not  taken  as  the  basis  of  such  discussion  or 
compromise. 

From  the  informal  interviews  heretofore  held  between  yourself  and  the 
Treasurer  of  Ontario  and  the  late  Premier  of  Ontario,  and  the  late  Premier  and 
present  Treasurer  of  Quebec,  it  was  understood,  I  believe,  that  the  Ontario  Gov- 
ernment did  not  insist  on  the  award  as  the  basis  of  settlement,  but  were  disposed, 
as  the  surplus  debt  question  had  been  settled  by  the  Dominion  Parliament  Iti 
discuss  the  assets  question  in  a  business  like  shape  and  endeavour  to  come  to 
some  amicable  arrangement  respecting  their  division,  and  that  some  means  thea 
could  be  devised  to  give  legal  effect  to  such  arrangement,  either  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  new  arbitrators  or  in  some  other  way. 

If  however  you  insist  on  maintaining  the  so  called  award  referred  to,  and  to 
discuss  details  on  that  basis  alo.ie,  I  see  no  use  in  attempting  discussion  or  com- 
promise on  such  tyms. 

The  Quebec  Government  do  not  approve  of  reference  ^of  the  validity  of  the 
award  to  the  supreme  Court,  and  if  yonr  government  see  fit' to  carry  the  matter  to 
the  Privy  Council  in  England,  the  Quebec  Government  will  take  measures  to  pro- 
tect the  interests  of  this  Province  before  that  tribunal.

'  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  1  Isl  instant  I  have  the  honour  to  say  that  the 
Ontario  government  will  rjoice  at  the  discussions  in  any  way  which  may  lead  to 
a  satisfactory  settlement  of  the  questions  relating  to  the  division  of  the  "assets  of 
the  Province  of  Canada,  my  letter  to  Mr.  Ouiniet  two  years  ago  discussed  these 
questions  on  the  basis  of  a  partnership,  that  basis  having  originally  been  suggested 
on  the  part  of  Quebec  as  a  proper  one,  though  the  result  of  that  mode  of  discussing 
the  matter  appeared  to  me,  for  the  reasons  stated  in  my  letter,  to  be  more  favorable 
lo  Ontario  than  the  award  was. 

Since  that  date,  I  have  had  no  communication  from  Quebec,  discussing  the 
views  which  I  suggested  to  Mr.  Ouimet,  or  pointing  out  anything  in  them  which 
had  been  overlooked  by  me  or  was  erroneous.  This  delay"  has  heon  a  matter  of 
great  regret  to  the  Ontario  government. 

If  we  cannot  come  to  some  agreement,  the  award  may  have  to  be  fallen  back 
upon,  unless  Quebec  shows  that  it  is  invalid.

That  whatever  shall  not  be  agreed  upon  by  the  two  governments  shall 
bo  referred  to  two  arbitrators  one  named  by  each  government,  and  what  shall  not 
be  agreed  upon  by  the  said  two  arbitrators  shall  be  submitted  to  the  arbitrament 
of  a  third  chosen  by  the  two  governments  from  amongst  the  leading  men  of  Great 
Britain  or  the  United  States  of  America,  the  decision  of  the  majority  after  con- 
sideration by  the  three  to  be  binding.

The  undersigned  have  considered  the  proportions  submitted  on  the  part  of 
Quebec  as  a  means  of  compromise. 

These  propositions  take  no  notice  of  the  award  already  made,  but  proceed  on 
the  basis  of  the  award  being  treated  as  cancelled  or  non  exiswnt  and  of  the  mat- 
tci-s  between  Upper  and  Lower  Ganada  under  the  British  North  America  Act 
being  entirely  open.  The  practical  effect  of  the  propositions,  if  acceded  to  by  On 
lario  would  be  to  subsilitute  for  the  award  already  made  a  new  arbitration  upon 
the  matters  specified. 

The  existing  award  did  iK>t  give  to  Ontario 'nearly  all  which  was  contended 
for  on  behalf  of  our  Province,  but  the  Province  acquiesced  in  it  without  objection. 
Quebec,  on  the  other  hand,  regarded  the  award  as  too  favorable  to  us,  and  has 
objected  to  it  as  both  unjust  and  invalid. 

Under  the  circumstances  we  have  been  willing,  and  have  even  desired  to 
discuss  and  consider  with  the  Quebec  Government,  in  order  to  bring  about  an 
amicable  and  final  settlement ;  the  various  matters  involved  in  the  award,  in  con- 
nection with  the  subsequent  legislation  by  the  Dominion  (36  V.,  c.  30) ;  with  our 
collections  on  account  of  school  lands  since  confederation,  and  with  the  various 
other  matters  which  have  occurred  since  the  making  of  the  award,  or  are  in 
question  between  the  late  Province  of  Ganada  and  the  Dominion.  But  we  are 
unable  to  agree  that  without  any  discussion  of  these  subjects,  the  award  should 
now  be  cancelled  and  provision  made  for  a  new  arbitration.  If  the  award  is  de- 
clared on  proper  authority  to  be  invalid  (a  result  which  we  do  not  anticipate)  our 
present  impression  is  that  the  whole  matter  should  again  be  submitted  to  a  new 
arbitration,  and  that  the  reference  should  not  be  restricted  within  narrower  limits 
tliau  the  British  North  America  Act  provided. 

If  therefore  Queljec  does  not  think  it  useful  to  attempt  coming  to  an  agree- 
ment except  in  connection  with  provisions  for  a  new  arbitration,  nothing  appears 
to  remain  but  for  both  parties  as  a  preliminary  step  to  facilitate  the  obtaining  of 
an  authoritative  decision  on  the  validity  of  the^existmg  award  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible date.
